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Edgar Taylor (1793-1839) was the anonymous translator of The 
New Testament of Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ; Revised from the 
Authorized Version with the Aid of Other Translations and Made 
Conformable to the Greek Text of J. J. Griesbach (London) in 1840. The 
translation’s title page states only that the work was produced “By A 
Layman.” Cotton’s List of Editions of the Bible attributes the work to 
Taylor, a layman “Dissenter,” and son of John Taylor, a teacher with 
Arian views at the Independent academy at Warrington. 

In a “Preliminary Notice,” the editor of the work (also unnamed) 
informs the readers that the translator had passed away after a long and 
painful illness, when only a few sheets of the translation had been printed. 
He also explains that Taylor (without mentioning his name) had completed 
his final draft of the work only to the middle of the book of Hebrews. The

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PRELIMINARY NOTICE. 


Tne excellent author of the work which is now offered to 
the public died when only a few sheets of it had passed 
through the press. 

During a long and painful illness, he had persevered in 
his attention to an object which he had greatly at heart; 
and he left his papers in such a state, that it is hoped not 
much of the advantage of his plan is lost to the reader. 
He had prepared the copy for the printer as far as the 
middle of the Epistle to the Hebrews, and, though the MS. 
of the remaining portion was left in a Jess finished state, it 
was capable of being brought nearly to the same standard, 
by the application of methods detailed by himself in written 
directions, and exemplified in the preceding part. The 
opportunity for final revision afforded by the correction of 
the press, would no doubt have been used to some extent, as 
it appears to have been in those sheets which had the benefit 
of the author’s own superintendence: such alterations, 
however, where they are not mere corrections of accidental 
errors, commonly relate only to questions of taste res- 
pecting the choice of words, and not unfrequently, consist 
in a return to the language of the authorised version, 
where a deviation from it had for a time appeared desir- 
able. ‘The Editor has endeavoured, as far as possible, to 
enter into the authior’s views, and follow in his steps; scru- 
pulously abstaining from making changes in the version 
itself, even in the least important particulars, to which he 
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has not in some way given his sanction, but adding to the 
various translations in the notes whatever seemed likely to 
prove interesting or valuable. 

It has been thought best to print the author's preface 
as he left it, with the exception of a few verbal corrections, 
though it is evidently only a rough sketch, which would 
have assumed a very different form, had he been able to 
complete it. 

Such as it is, it sufficiently explains his plan and object, 
and will probably be more satisfactory to the reader than 
anything that could be substituted for it; but it must be 
regarded as a mere outline, the filling up of which was 
prevented by death. 

Whatever may be thought of its success in attaining 
that object, the work is, undoubtedly, the result of a serious 
and disinterested endeavour to do good, by promoting and 
assisting, amongst those who make no pretensions to 
learning, the intelligent study of the Christian Scriptures ; 
as such, it is commended to the blessing of God, and to 
the candid judgment of the public. 


PREFACE. 


In commending the following work to the candid conside- 
ration of the Christian reader, it may be expected that 
some explanation should be given of its plan and object. 
The volume is, in fact, no hasty compilation; neither was 
it originally intended for publication. The compiler’s 
custom had been, dunng repeated critical perusals of the 
books of the New Testament, to revise the authorised ver- 
sion according to his own views of the correction rendered 
necessary, either by what he considered error or obscurity 
in the rendering, from changes in the usage and understood 
meaning of words, or from erroneous readings, from which 
the accumulated lizhts οὗ modern criticism and research 
have so much purified the Greek text; and he had been in 
the habit of noting different rendcrings, adopted by other 
translators ; not only from the convenience of such memo- 
randain saving him the necessity of frequent reference ; but 
from the positive utility of the practice, in elucidating and 
illustrating the Sacred Text. 

It would be useless and impertinent to obtrude upon 
the public, the notice of particulars, which, however in- 
teresting to the compiler, belong properly to his privacy. 
Suffice it to say, that the repeated revisions of his MS, 
have been found to be a resource of no ordinary value, 
under circumstances of painful interest to him, in which 
the weary spirit was glad to find relief under its burdens ; 
and where better than in lingering by the fountains of 
living waters? The same feelings induced him, afterwards, 
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to undertake, and find pleasing occupation in, the task of 
deliberately preparing his materials for publication: and 
then to commence conducting the volume through the 
press: rather dreading the termination of his labours (if 
his life shall be prolonged sufficiently,) than growing 
weary under the burthen of their continuance. He cannot 
flatter himself, that all this deliberation will have produced 
suitable results in the maturing of his judgment, and in 
the accurate execution of his design: but, certainly, to 
some extent, it must have had that tendency, and he has 
been working in a good direction, if he produces in nearly 
the smallest (though not the most mconvenient) compass, 
a little book representing the latest results of the accumu- 
lated lights of scriptural knowledge; (as far as regards 
translation,—necessarily, of course, a matter of judgment 
in the application of those lights,) and bringing together 
a very convenient and most compendious record of varia- 
tions, capable indeed of expansion to an indefinite extent, 
in the hands of any, but the severe aimer at what is useful. 

The Reviser's title-page records that it is a Layman 
who is answerable for the compilation of these pages. 
His character, as such, may not be held to entitle him to 
indulgence im venturing upon such a task without the 
usual qualifications of those to whom such pursuits are 
more especially a business; it may even expose him to the 
charge of presumption: Let us however bear in mind that 
there are many bnght examples which would tend to prove 
that the English Layman’s pen has not been always ill or 
uselessly employed on subjects in which it must, at any 
rate, be owned that he has an interest fully equal to that 
of the divine. 

After all that has been said and written (by those tou, 
from whom such observations emanate with a degree of 
propricty that cannot belong to the prescnt writer) on the 
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subject of our authorized version—-its errors and imperfec- 
tions, which throw a shade over its great and manifold 
excellencies—that topic may be allowed to pass without 
much comment. Suffice it to say, that it can hardly be 
denied that there are very many particulars in which every 
reader, acquainted with the original, must often feel much 
dissatisfied with that version. However highly we may 
prize much of what may be called its literary excellencies ; 
correctness, simplicity, and intelligibility, are qualities for 
the want of which nothing can fully compensate—and it is 
impossible to contend on that score for the absence of 
imperfection of very grave amount, or to gainsay the 
obscurities which the progress of the language has neces- 
sarily brought with it, and the occasional defects in the 
origmal work of translation, which sometimes afford us 
an inadequate or even a deceptive representation of the 
sources from which should flow the pure stream of Divine 
Truth. It is plain, that these imperfections might be 
removed without the smallest infringement on those vene- 
rable and beautiful characters of tone and style which 
form the ornament, and, to a certain extent, much of the 
excellence of our version. It must be felt as an evil of no 
common magnitude, that a Protestant Church, whose 
pillar and foundation is the Bible, should see no prospect 
of escape from the position of sometimes giving authority 
to admitted errur, and of very often presenting a version 
wrapt in so much of obscurity to common readers, as to 
render the interpreter’s aid almost as necessary in un- 
ravelling the translation, as if the subject matter remained 
veiled in a foreigntongue. Itisin vain that the gifted pen 
of the learned and pious Archbishop Whateley is directed to 
the praiseworthy objects of inculcating the duty of studying 
and duly cherishing the Epistles of the Apostle St. Paul, 
and of removing those impressions as to their real and 
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supposed difficulties and obscurities which deter many 
readers, if those difficulties and obscuritics, which no doubt 
often attend the Apostle’s style and reasoning, are in- 
creased rather than removed in the translation by the usc 
of involved language and of words foreign to common 
usage, or ernployed in a sense widely different from what 
that usage now assigns them. There is one obvious con- 
sequence of continuing the present state of the authorized 
version, left as it is with none of those real helps in ar- 
rangement, division, &c. which almost all other works 
receive, and even with so many positive obstructions to ἃ 
free understanding of the meaning, namely: to multiply 
on all hands the use of paraphrases, commentaries, &c. 
a goad proportion of which would be wholly useless under 
ordinary editorial care and management. As it is (though 
there is an outward concurrence of ali denominations in 
the use of one version as a standard) each has sub- 
stantially its own Bible, namely, its own interpretation, by 
means of which every shade of opinion finds covert under 
the ambiguity and obscurity of the translation which all 
profess to employ. 

Enough, however, on this topic, on which it is freely 
admitted to be far easier to point out the need than to see 
the way to any practical remedy. Under such circum- 
stances, however, there can be no reasonable complaint, 
no fair charge of unwarranted presumption directed against 
any one who, with seriousness and diligence, endeavours 
to facilitate the English reader's acquaintance with the 
sacred writings: and the compiler of the present volume 
will, therefore, at once proceed to give some explanation 
of his plan, of which brevity and economy, it will be scen, 
are leading features, 

In the first place, the Greek text adopted as the one to 
which it was proposed to conform our version, is that which 
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formed the last and most matured labour of the learned 
and indefatigable Griesbach, as exhibited in his minor 
Edition published at Leipsic, in 1805, in two- small 
volumes * (accompanied with select various readings. In 
forming the notes and expressing his judgment, he had 
all the past before his view, and his final decision some- 
times ditfers from his previous sentiments on points of 
probability respecting the value of readings.) That text is 
one which the compiler’s judgment and the general opinion 
of eritics throughout Europe has long fully approved. At 
any rate, it is a known and well recognized standard— 
resting, in every part, on reasonable, well-weighed, and 
probable evidence: and though there may occur in it, as 
there must in gny such undertaking, instances of nicely 
balanced testimony, in which other minds may come to 
different conclusions from Griesbach’s on the same evidence, 
or as to the mode of weighing and classifying the autho- 
rities: that is a difficulty from which there can never be 
the means of escape. Happily the points are not numerous 
on which it can be considered that the differing conclusions 
of critics bear upon results of mucl: practical importance, 
and perhaps there are none so situated in which the ques- 
tion does not at least rest in so much of equilibrium, that 
the theologian who might dispute the decision of Griesbach, 
would still hardly consider, on the other hand, that his 
own preferred reading was so sufficiently supported as to 
be of any weight in the determination of matters of con- 
troversy. 

In adopting the text of Griesbach the compiler did not 
consider himself bound by the decision and arrangement 


4 The Reviser’s first literary labour (of 1 very mechunicel character 
certainly) was to edit the edition of Griesbach of London, 1818, two 
rolumes, ϑνο. 
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of Griesbach, as to punctuation, ὥς. These latter do 
not rest on evidence of state of text or MSS. but upon 
critical opinion, in fact upon interpretation of the passage, 
so that if I give a man the liberty of puuctuation for me, 
I resign him much of interpretation. On the whole, how- 
ever, the compiler considers this part of the learned critic’s 
labour to have been highly creditable to his judgment, 
and, where he is not followed, his views will be occasionally 
indicated in the margin as diversities in interpretation, 
which they in fact are. 

In order to afford the reader information as to those 
passages, where various readings exist, of any degree of 
practical importance, and of pretension to comparative 
consideration, such cases have a mark ¥ of indication in 
the text, and at the close of the volume is subjoined a list, 
which exhibits such varieties with the symbols by which 
Griesbach has expressed the weight in point of authority 
which he attached to the reading rejected from, or not 
admitted into the text. The reader will, therefore, in all 
important cases, have Griesbach’s dectsion as to the text, 
qualified by notice of the greater or less pretension on 
which the reading rests, 

The leading principle on which our list of various read- 
ings (which is much smaller than Griesbach’s) has bcen 
formed, is that of selecting those of any intrinsic impor- 
tance to which Griesbach, by his symbols, attached any 
considerable degree of comparative probability. But the 
compiler has not altogether confined himself within those 
limits where the importance or interest of the passage was 
likely to render the existence of any various reading a 
matter of inquiry or curiosity. It might in some respccts 
have been more convenient to have pluced these various 
readings as a second set, at the foot of each page, but 
the reader will, perhaps, sympathize with the compiler’s

aversion to having his attention too much distracted by 
critical matter. 

The next, and by far the most important step, has been 
to revise the authorized version throughout, according to 
the Author’s views of what perspicuity and accuracy of 
rendering required. In the execution of this task, he is 
conscious that his freedom of alteration has extended far 
beyond what might be necessary to answer all practical 
purposes, in ἃ revision for public use, if such a work 
should ever be undertaken, in which case, no doubt, the 
alterations would be jimited as strictly as possible. Still, 
however, he has been throughout actuated by a desire to 
make as little wanton or capricious change as might be, 
and to preserve the general tone and style, so deeply and 
deservedly rooted in our affections, even at the expense 
of sacrificing to that feeling much which criticism would, 
under other circumstances, suggest as desirable in the way 
of alteration. 

Originally, far less change had been made in the Gospels 
than now appears; but, eventually, the striking and ob- 
vious advantage of harmonizing the narrative of the dif- 
ferent Evangelists to the extent in which the originals 
agree, and the correlative obligation of pointing out the 
difference where they divaricate, has created very con- 
siderable alterations, though all of a minor character. It 
may be observed, however, that this process, when fully 
carried out, has not the effect of creating any departure 
from the style and tone of the version, as a whole. If 
the words in which the narrative of one Evangelist is 
couched are departed from, it has been in order to adopt 
those of another, so as tu introduce no novelty, except in 
position. 

It appeared to the compiler, to be of great interest and 
importance, in revising the Gospels, to attend to the prin- 
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ciple of rendering the same words in the same way, and 
thus of marking the adoption of some common narrative, 
or the fact of mutual borrowing. Indeed it seems extra- 
ordinary that the propriety and convenience of this should 
have so entirely escaped King James's Translators. There 
is no reason why such interesting discussions as those 
contained in Michaelis, and the notes of his learned Trans- 
lator and Commentator, Bishop Marsh, with reference to 
the correspondence, verbal or substantial, and also to the 
variances of the different Gospel narratives, shoukl not 
be as open to an English reader as to the Greek scholar. 
While the harmony of many passages, common to two or 
more Evangelists, whether, as in some cases, it be perfect, 
or, as in others, only substantial, bears in so interesting a 
manner on the questions involved in the discussions alluded 
to, our version scems based on a studied design to con- 
found and mislead as to the actual facts. From this 
circumstance, all our harmonies arranged from that version 
are strikingly deficient in interest and utility. Certainly, 
by the example our authorized version affords of the same 
identical words being translated in three or four different 
ways, on the same occasion, it curiously illustrates the de- 
gree of probability of the theory of those who have con- 
tended that translation from a common original, even by 
independent translators, was sufficicnt explanatiou of the 
Evangelical coincidences however minute. 

The Compiler’s views, then, in this respect, have been 
the source of much verbal variance from the authorized 
text: especially as they involved the necessity of marking 
by the adoption of other renderings, the use in the original 
of words substantially coincident, and which might, other- 
wise, have fairly continued to be treated, in a version, as 
synonimous. 

Beyond what the emergency thus explained required, 
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the compiler, having undertaken the revision, not the for- 
mation of a version, and desiring to abide by, rather than 
depart from, the basis on which he worked, has not been 
very anxious about preserving uniformity, by always ren- 
dering the same words alike: an object in itself not always, 
as it appears to him, desirable. 

If at full liberty, he would have been more inclined to 
carry to a greater extent than King James's Translators 
have done, the use of the purely English elements of our 
language, in preference to the exotic. ‘The extent to 
which those Translators did adopt this practice, consti- 
tutes much of the charm of their version, but it is plain 
no such rule was at all systematically observed, or we 
should surely find such words as “‘ heavenly’’ and ‘‘ earthly” 
preferred to ‘‘ celestial” and “terrestrial.” The compiler, 
however, has not seen sufficient justification for his acting 
upon the opposite principle, now that usage has accus- 
tumed us to the existing text, and he has therefore, in 
this respect, though somewhat unwillingly, left matters as 
he found them. 


In revising the Epistles, reasons of a different kind 
obviously tend to more alteration than is required for the 
ilistorical Books. The Epistles are of a character so 
peculiar,—and, in some respects, so difficult,—so much 
‘requiring every aid of attention and judgment, that only 
one plain and obvious duty seemed open to the reviser, 
—that of consulting simplicity, and, as far as possible, 
laying every thing before the reader in the form most 
«pen and obvious to the understanding. -To this must 
be postponed all minor questions of taste or old asso- 
ciation. In every way the object has been to submit 
that, constriction which is most conducive to general and 
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unlettered comprehension, preserving, however, as nuich 
as possible (far more than other versions liave donc) thie 
general character and tonc of our Old Version. 

Throughout the whole revision, the process has been one 
of the most patient and reiterated consideration, as well 
as of comparison with the results of former versions and 
the judgment of commentators. The general feeling, es- 
pecially as applicd to passages known for their importance 
and the conflicting opinions they have agitated, has been, 
that it was not right or expedient to depart from the autho- 
rized version without a decided conviction of preference for 
the substituted rendering; so that, while on one hand, 
the ejection of the old rendering into the margin always 
marks the reviser’s decided preference for the substitution 
placed in the Text, he must admit that the old rendering 
in other cases keeps its place, while the marginal reading 
is one, which he in his judgment considers as of fully 
equal authority. Indeed, there may be some few instances 
in which the Reviser’s personal judgment is in favour of a 
reading which he places no higher than the note: thinking 
it on the whole best, in cases of much conflict and doubt, 
to err rather on the side of hesitation as to one’s own 
judgment, than of presumption m acting against the great 
weight of authority. 

This brings us to a more particular notice of the most 
prominent feature in the ensuing volume, sanctioned, to a 
certain extent, by other versions, even by the authorised, 
-—that of subjoining in most cases of doubtful rendering, 
or of critical, or philological peculiarity, the different trans- 
lation of which the word, or passage, has been considered by 
others to be susceptible: with, (for the most part) a direct 
citation of the version in which it, m fact, approved itself 
to the framer’s judgment. In some, but not many cases, 
the rendering received into the text has authority for it 
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cited in the niargin. Preference has m general been given 
to the preserving the literal rendering in the text, placing 
the more exegetic in the margin. 

In arranging this department of the work, it occurred to 
the author, that, though cases would no doubt arise, in 
which it might be proper and fair to notice special authori- 
ties, or, to explain a little the basis or grounds of doubt 
in double renderings: it would, for the most part, be the 
simplest and most convenient course, and one equally satis- 
factory to the reader, as well as conducive to the accom- 
plishment of the Editor’s view withm reasonable limits, 
merely to exhibit the results drawn from a few versions of 
late (or, at least not very remote) formation, being the 
works of critics of acknowledged merit and acquirements, 
aided by all those critical materials which later times have 
added to the stores of scriptural literature. Though the 
author, therefore, has occasionally drawn from other 
sources, and has not always thought it necessary to cite 
uny authority for a suggested variance, his general rule 
has been, to confine his citations to what have arisen by 
comparison with the following versions. The reviser, how- 
ever, has not confined himself to the authorities, and in 
some cases of explanation, as to ambiguity in words, it was 
necessary to give more detail, In some cases also, to a 
certain extent, the importance of the passage imcreases the 
value even of a doubt, about our correct understanding of 
the meaning of the original. Our note, in such cases, 
assumes rather more the form of the lexicon, our object 
being to place the English reader in that knowledge of 
facts, of inherent ambiguity, double sense, &c. which the 
classical reader has present to his mind In perusing the 
original: but to keep ourselves aloof from any discussion 
of the merits of conclusions which may have been built 
upon the variance. 
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The beginning of St. John’s Gospel and of the Hebrews, 
are the principal instances of enlargement of this sort: and 
the reviser hopes, he shall not be thought even here to be 
chargeable with diffuseness. 


VERSIONS EMPLOYED. 


1, The reviser has found the version of the New Testa- 
ment, published in 1764, by the Rev. Richard Wyane, of 
great use, and it is one characterized by great judgment 
and ability, and is certainly not known or valued so much 
as its intrinsic merits justify. It differs, however, far more 
widely than was desirable or necessary, even in an entirely 
new translation from the genera! style and tone of the 
authorized version. 

2, The character and value of Archbishop Newcome’s 
version require no eulogium from us. The difference in 
tone from the authorized version becomes more prominent 
here than in Wynne’s, from the Archbishop’s avoidance of 
the old terms of what is called technical theology. 

3. The version of the Rev. Gilbert Wakefield is one to 
which the critic may always resort with utility and interest, 
used with caution, and apart from any reference to the 
learned scholar’s peculiarities, and complete adaptation to 
his own analogy of faith, it has been found a valuable 
critical aid. 

4, Dr. Boothroyd’s version, according more with New- 
come’s than with any other, will also be found to be of 
great value. 

5. The author has taken much interest in, and derived 
most valuable aid from the ingenious, and often original 
Jabour of Mr. Granville Penn, in his recent ‘* New Cove- 
nant” and his notes. The Vatican MS. B. is adopted as 
the Text translated. 
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Besides these versions of the whole of ‘the New Testa- 
ment, the author has used for the purpose in question, as 
to the Gospels, the version and admirable notes of Camp- 
bell, not fortunate certainly in his style as a Translator, 
the tonc being, moreover, much too paraphraistic, but on 
that very account, he is often usefully cited in an exege- 
tic view of the original. 

As to the Epistles, Dr. Macknight’s version and com- 
mentary has been one of constant reference. 

Adding, as to the two principal Epistles, (those to the 
Romans and the Hebrews,) the elaborate works of Professor 
Stuart. The reviser has diligently read throughout, and 
used in forming his judgment Bloomfield’s Recensio Synop- 
tica. Thus, then, (including the authorized version itself) 
the present translation has a constantly running illustra- 
tion from six other sources, out of which the author has 
drawn the leading vartunces of rendering=—whatever struck 
him as desirable or useful, and thus he has, not merely 
submitted to the reader any varying views upon important 
points, which have approved themselves to one or other of 
these distincuished critics as matters of translation; but 
has also often thercby supplied an exegetic commentary of 
simple and inoffensive but of effective character. In truth, 
it will be often secn, that the variations are exhibited for 
the latter purpose (of illustration and elucidation), rather 
than because they were culled for by any marked contrariety 
of version. 

The opportunity has, on this plan, been conveniently 
furnished, of preserving, as is most desirable, the greatest 
literalness in the text, without hazard of ambiguity, while 
the freer version is under the reader's eye to aasist. 

Looking at the marginal renderings in the mere character 
of different possible views of the sense, (in exhibiting which, 
he has to a certain cxtent, the warranty and sanction even 
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of our authorized translators themselves,) the author cannot 
but regard some aid of that sort as really essential to any 
satisfactory version. There are words notoriously susceptible 
of various renderings, some of which will be particularly 
noticed below, in respect of which, to whatever conclusion 
{in the necessity of some decision) a translator may come in 
framing his text, he hardly discharges his duty to the reader 
(certainly he places him in no position equivalent to that 
of the reader of the original), if he does not give him some 
warning of the ambiguity of that original, which he himself 
is obliged in different places to render differently, and does 
not thus communicate to his mind, the same impression of 
known inherent difficulty, which the mere view of the ori- 
ginal at once suggests to the mind of the scholar. 
Occasionally, the author has felt it necessary, in passages 
with regard to which there has notoriously been difference 
of opin, to go a little farther than a relation of the 
results of the judgment of. one or other of these translators 
or critics. His ultimate object being, to place the English 
reader 83 nearly as he could, in a position similar to that 
of one who can study the original; it was necessary to 
apprize him of those shades of opinion, as to the meaning 
of words on which different results have been founded. 
The principal instances of this sort, are the first chapter 
of the Gospel of St. John, and that of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, and there the author has endeavoured, in a few 
words, to notice such niceties and ambiguities of language 
or verbal construction, as have been the foundation of in- 
terpretations important in their results and diversities ; 
keeping clear, at the same time, as much as possible, of 
all pledge or committal as to what is properly interpreta- 
tion, in which, after all, rather than in that of translation, 
many of the topics of most difficulty and controversy lie. 
In one respect, the plan of exhibiting with freedom con-

Hlicting views, has been felt by the author as a relief, to a 
certain extent, from the full pressure of the responsibility 
which would otherwise have weighed upon him ; he alludes 
to those passages, few, however, in number, which have 
been, and seem destined always to be, the subject of con- 
flictng judgments, particularly on account of their bearing 
on controversial topics. Bearing in mind, with Newcome, 
so far as the proposition is a sound or practicable one, (for 
who can say where the analogies are limited, into which 
we must enter, to determine the views of a writer, and es- 
pecially a writer on religious matters, and when we shall be 
told, that if we take into account the writer’s views, we are 
staling our own impressions,) that his duty as ἃ translator 
is “* to be a philologist and not ἃ controversialist;” and 
that “ the critical sense of passages should be considered, 
and not the opinions of any denomination of Christians ;” 
he has endeavoured to discharge his duty to the best. of 
his power with impartiality, and with reference to his 
veneral views of critical and particularly scriptural analogy. 
At the same time, after the experience of ages of contro- 
versy on these topics, it seems vain to expect that (con- 
sidering the rude and unclassical style of the language 
used, and the peculiarity of the topics,) the meaning of 
some passages can ever be authoritatively settled to the 
conviction of individuals on grounds of mere general criti- 
cism, or, to deny that conscientious commentators may 
view rival interpretations with different cyes, and arrive at 
different conclusions. In such cases, while the revisor 
would understand the axiom above alluded to, as at least 
2 warning, to shut his mind against dishonest bias from 
preconceived ideas; he thinks there are few but will own, 
that they find it very difficult to carry matters so far, 
as to lay aside their opinion of the general scope of 
scriptural doctrine, any more than of other principles of 
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analogy, in forming definitive judgments on obscure and 
various-faced expressions. The author can only repeat, 
that he has done his best to retain, or place in the text, 
the rendering which approved itself most to his judgment, 
on general principles of criticism and the analogy of scrip- 
tural expressions, exhibiting other views in the margin, dis- 
pensing with discussion as much as he well could, con- 
fining himself to dry facts where he could, and leaving his 
reader free (like the reader of the original,) to use the ma- 
terials furnished in the determination of his own judgment, 
—himself, he must confess, taking comparatively little m- 
terest in some of these minute questions—relying with 
far greater pleasure and confidence on the broader lincs of 
scriptural truth which lie plainly on the surface, and agreeing 
with Dr. Bloomfield, from St. Augustine, “ melius est du- 
bitare de occultis quam litigare de incertis,” 

There are a few words of frequent occurrence, on which 
the author considers it most convenient that he should at 
once give some short explanation. He thercky avoids the 
lengthening and repetition of notes, to which he has 
always been adverse, his feciings not according with a con- 
tinued interruption of the perusal of the sacred text by 
verbal discussions. 

In what follows, the endeavour has been, as briefly as 
possible, (no pretension being made to more than is neces- 
sary) to explain the reviser’s views and practice in reference 
to a few important terms. 

1. Xgrores.—The opinions of translators have been va- 
rious, as to rendering ὁ Χριστός as ἃ title, by the Hebrew 
‘ Messiah,’ by ‘ Christ,’ adopted by us from the Greck 
translation of that Hebrew word, or again, by our own 
translation ‘ the anointed,’ 

Certainly some convenicnce and precision would arise 
from distinguishing where we could, between the word 
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Christ used as a name, and used as ἃ designation of the 
office of the Messiah: but on the whole, the translator has 
thought it best not to disturb the usage of our authorized 
version, taking care, however, to prefix the article (the 
Christ) in cases which plainly require it, in which our 
translators (some will conclude from the prevalence of the 
Vulgate in the basis upon which their version was formed,) 
are certainly deficient.* 

2. xvgiog——-This word is well known to be used both in 
the Old and New Testaments as a term of distinction or 
courtesy In addressing ἃ superior,—very often a master or 
teacher, whilst it is also applied in a higher sense even to 
the Supreme Being, having been used in the LXX. to re- 
present the Hebrew ‘ Jehovah,’ and it is thought to be ap- 
plied by the Apostles to Christ, in reference to his peculiar 
dignity. In some languages there is the same ambiguity 
as in the Greek, while in others, we are called upon to de- 
termine the scnse, and to use different words according to 
the application in each instance. The concurrence of 
almost all the later versions has much facilitated the 
adoption of a mode of rendering more consistent with this 
object than the authorized version’s constant use of the 
word * Lord,’ conveying to the English reader a sense 
certainly very wide of that often intended by the original. 
Campbell, Newcome, and Boothroyd, have now concurred, 
for the most part, in a system of rendering which we have 
followed. Adopting then, ‘ Master,’ or ‘ Sir,’ as the term 
of general address, διδάσκαλος, for the purpose of distinc- 
tion, is always rendered ‘ teacher,’ and Rabbi is left where 
it occurs. 

The translator’s own judgment would have led him on

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some occasions, in which Newcome and Boothroyd, and 
even Campbell, who goes farther, have used the title 
*‘ Lord,’ to have continued, with Wakefield, the consistent 
use of the word * Master,’ but he has thought it on the 
whole, best to rest on the precedent. He does not, how- 
ever, clearly see how the higher title can (consistently with 
what afterwards appears of incredulity, &c.) be supposed 
to have been intended. Even after the resurrection, Mary, 
when full of the awe and admiration inspired by that event 
(though she called the gardener κύριος.) only addresses her 
revered master as ‘ rabboni,’ and I do not see how the dis- 
believing disciples can be fairly supposed to have used the 
word κύριος in a sense implying een in a peculiar dignity 
of the person so addressed. ἡ 

The Eclectic Review, (1809,) would confine the use ‘ of 
the solemn title Lord, to cases where the reference is to 
the Deity, or where there is at least some recognition of 
the person and office of the Messiah, a rule,’ he observes, 
‘ greatly violated in the common version.’ I do not, how- 
ever, see how such a rule can well be applied, implying, as 
it does, a fluctuation in the disciples’ minds, and in their 
use of the same term. Martha, it may be observed, 
(John xi. 28,) calls Jesus ‘ master’ only, immediately after 
a full recognition of him as the Messiah. It is remarkable, 
too, that of three evangelists, in one imstance in the same 
narrative, one records κύριε to have been used, another ἐπὶσ- 
cara, and the third, διδάσκαλε, all of course employed to 
represent the same Syriac word actually used, and conse- 
quently regarded as in such a case nearly synonymous. 
(See Matt. viii. 25; Mark iv. 38: Luke vili. 24.) 

3. “Ayytdos.—The proper translation of this word some- 
times occasions considerable embarrassment. The classical] 
sense is simply that of‘ messenger,’ the Biblical morc 
usually, ‘ Messenger of the Divine Being,’—often dis- 
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tinctively ‘an order of celestial beings performing that 
office,” The practice of our language has been to retain, 
for the purpose of distinction, the Greek word itself 
(angel,) to represent this latter class, using the translation 
‘ messenger’ on all other occasions. 

There are cases, however, in which, following this prac- 
lice, it is no easy matter to determine which word ought 
to be employed. Campbell has made the most extensive 
usc of the translated term, and to his able dissertations on 
this (and indeed on all the topics we are now handling,) 
we must refer, All that the translator can do, is to exer- 
cise In each instance his best judgment, and take care that 
his reader is reminded of the dubious character of the word 
in the original. 

4, “Adve.— * The unseen state.” Here also the reader 
may be referred to Dr. Campbell. Dr. Boothroyd has 
used the word Hades, for which, however, the English 
reader is not in general prepared. In most cases the 
translator thinks it best to use ‘ Death,’ or ‘ the Grave,’ 
which approaches near enough to the idea; but, there is 
at least one case, that of the parable of Dives and Lazarus, 
in which there seems to be hardly any other resource than 
the adoption of * Hades.’ | 

5. ‘ Mystery.’—Dr. Boothroyd has yielded so entirely 
to Campbell’s very just observations, on the mistaken sense 
usually attached to this word, as to avoid the use of it 
altogether, having recourse sometimes to the word ‘ secret,’ 
and at others, to various paraphrastic renderings less likely 
io be misunderstood. The translator, though he has no- 
ticed Dr. Boothroyd’s renderings in the notes, has not 
thought it right entirely to abandon in the text a word not 
conveniently to be replaced. He rather considers it the 
office of the expounder and interpreter of Scripture to 
remove the popular crror. 
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6. ‘ Blasphemy. —To some extent the same observation 
often applies in respect to this much abused word. With- 
out abandoning it altogether, it is ccrtamly, in some in- 
stances, not inconveniently replaced by other words, as 
« evil speaking,’ ¢ railings.’ 

7. “ Grace.’—Archbishop Newcome had from similar 
views, as to the special or technical sense which this word 
had acquired, thought it best throughout to use its equiva- 
Jent, * favour.’ 

There has not, however, appeared to the present trans- 
lator, any sufficient reason for following Dr. Newcome’s 
example in giving up the use of the word ‘ grace,’ though 
it may be well occasionally to remind the reader of the 
equal applicability of the other rendering. 

8. * Elect,"—is a word open to similar observations. 
Penn adopts ‘ chosen’ throughout, but the reviser has 
generally kept to the old version. The expoundcr’s office 
may be usefully directed to the right explanation of the 
scriptural sense of such words, but we may be always 
changing, if we endeavour to escape, by the introduction 
of new terms, from what some may consider as erroneous 
ideas associated with those in established use. 

9. * Worship.’—This word in the early stages of our 
language had, like the Greek, two scnscs, the one, the 
expression of respect or courtesy to superiors, the other 
of Divine honour, or, more correctly, the word expressed 
the outward manifestation of respect or homage, and was 
applied with equal propriety, whether its object was human 
or divine. Now that the latter application has come to 
be considered as the only proper one in our language, it 
has become the duty of the translator to exercise his best 
judgment in distinguishing the sense in each instance, and 
to make the ambiguity of the term fully known to the 
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reader. ‘ Obeisance,’ seems to us the most appropriate 
term in the general cases of use in the Gospels. 

10. Διάβολος, ὁ adversary,’ ‘ calumniator,’ ‘ devil,’—is 
another term of equivocal sense, where the same course 
must be pursued. In such cases, the convenience of mar- 
ginal various renderings becomes most apparent. 

1l. ἅγιοι, is generally reridered ‘ saints,’ to which word, 
modern usage gives ἃ more special and technical sense 
than belongs to the original, for which reason, many trans- 
lators prefer ‘ holy,’ as a rendering less liable to misunder- 
standing. 

12. Amaocum—The translator cannot enter upon the 
question of the comparative claims of the several ren- 
derings, ‘ righteousness,’ justification,’ ‘ method of justifi- 
cation,’ ἄς. Whatever word is adopted, the proper sense 
in which it is to be understood seems to be a subject for 
the expounder’s office; and the reviser has preferred, as 
in other instances, to retain the usage of the authorised 
version, placing ‘ justification’ in the margin. Penn ren- 
ders ‘ justification’ throughout, going farther in this respect, 
we believe, than any other translator.

(It appears from the state of the MS., that the author 
had intended to extend this list of words by four or five 
additional articles, but he has not left the materials, and 
we can only state, that among the subjects of remark, 
would have been the prepositions dia and ἐν, the verb 
vivonas, * be” or “ become,’ the Greek article, and the He- 
brew idioms occurring in the New Testament. It is well 
to name these subjects, in order to shew that they had 
particularly engaged the reviser’s attention in forming his 
version, and that he was prepared to explain or defend the 
course he has pursued. | 
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After some hesitation, the translator has abstained from 
any titles to the chapters, or the substitution of any other 
system of titles for larger sections of the Gospel narratives. 
It has appeared that the object will be as well answered by 
subjoining an arrangement of the events of our Saviour’s 
history, which will serve the double purpose of a Harmony 
and a Chroaological Index. 

The question then arose, what system should be adopted ? 
and whilst this was under consideration, there fell into the 
author’s hands the latest—that of Dr. Carpenter’s Apos- 
tolical Harmony, founded on a revival of the earliest 
opmion as to the period of our Lord’s ministry being limited 
to one year. 

The author has perused this work with much pleasure, 
and he feels disposed to consider it as on the whole, the 
best solution; no one can deny that there is some difficulty 
in every view. However, be this as it may, it will equally 
answer the purpose at present in view, and so far only 
does the reviser connect himself with it. The Doctor’s 
version corrected for his harmony, is admirably corrected 
up to that obviously necessary point, and has been found 


most useful.

straightway they left their nets, and followed him. And going 21 
on ‘from thence, he saw two other brethren, James the son of Ze- 
bedee, and John his brother, in a vessel with Zebedee their father, 
mending their nets ; and he called them: and they also straight- 22 
way left the vessel and their father, and followed him. 

And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in their syna- 23 
gogues, and proclaiming the glad tidings of the kingdom, and 
healing every disease and- every infirmity among the people. 
And: the report of him went throughout all Syria: and they 24 
brought unto him all sick people, that were seed with divers 
diseases and torments; and those who had demons, and those 
who were lunatic, and those who had the palsy; and he healed 
them. And there followed him great multitudes of people from 25 
oe and. Decapolis, and Jerusalem, and Judea, and from 

country beyond Jordan... . 

arose V.—And seeing the multitudes, he went up ἃ moun- 1 
tai: and when he had sat down, his disciples came unto him: 
and he opened his mouth, and taught them, saying, a 

{6 1 Blessed are "the poor in spirit: for their’s is the kingdom 3 
of heaven.: Blessed are they that mourn: for they shall becom- 4 
forted. Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the land. 5 
Blessed ere. they that hunger and thirst after righteousness: for 6 
they shall be filled.

13 “Ye are the salt of the earth: now if the salt have lost its 
savour, wherewith shall it be salted ? it is thenceforth good for 
nothing, but to be cast out, and to be trodden under foot by 

14 men. Ye are the light of the world: a city that is set on a 

15 hill cannot be hidden; and men donot light a lamp, and put it 
under a measure, but on a stand, and it giveth light unto all 

16 that are in the house: in like manner let your light shine be- 
fore men; so that they may see your good works, and glorify 
your Father who is in heaven. 

17 “Think not that I am come to destroy the law, or the prophets : 

18 I am not come to destroy, but to fulfil: for verily I say unto 
you, until heaven and earth pass away, one jot or one tittle shall 

19 in no wise pass from the law, till all things be fulfilled. Who- 
soever therefore shall break one of the least of these command- 
ments, and shall teach men 80, he ' shall be called the least in the 
kingdom of heaven: but whosoever shall perform and teach 
them, the same “shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven. 

40 For I say unto you, that unless your righteousness shall exceed 
the righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall by no 
Means enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

21 ‘Yehave heard that it was said " to those of old time, ‘Thou 
shalt not kill ; and whosoever shall kill shall be in danger of the 

a2 judgment: Bat I say unto you, that whosoever is angry with 
his brother v without s cause shall be in danger of the judgment : 
and whosoever shall say tohis brother, Raca, ( Vile man_) shall be 
in danger of the council: but whosoever shall say, Moreh, 

44 (' Miscreant ) shall be in danger of hell fire. If therefore thou

22. " fool,’ (in the Heb. sense of extreme infatuation and wickedness) N 
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bring thy gift to the altar, and. there remember that thy brother 
hath ought ef complaint against thee ; leave there thy gift before 24 
the altar, and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy brother, 
and then come and offer thy gift. Agree with 'thine adversary 25 
quickly, whilst thou art on the way with him ; lest thine adver- 
sary deliver thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the 
officer, and thou be cast into prison: verily I say unto thee, thou 26 
wilt by no means come out thence, till thou hast paid the utter- 
most farthing. 

“‘ Ye have heard that it was said *, ‘Thou shalt not commit 27 
adultery ;’ but I say unto you, that whosoever looketh on a 28 
' woman, in order to lust after her, hath committed adultery with her 
already in his heart.. Now if thy right eye cause thee to! offend, 29 
pluck it out, and cast ἐξ frou: thee: for it is better for thee that 
one of. thy members should perish, than that thy whole body 
should be cast into bell. And if thy right hand cause thee to 30 
' offend, cut it off, and cast ἐξ from thee: for it is better for thee 
that oné of thy members should perish, than that thy whole body 
should be cast into kell. 

¢ And it was said, " Whosoever shall put away his wife, let him 1 
give her a writing of divorcement:’ but I say unto you, that 32 
whosoever shall put away bis wife, save on account of formnica- 
tion, causeth her to commit adultery: ‘and whosoever shall 
marry her that hath been so put-away committeth adultery. 

“ Again, ye bave heard that it was said 'to those of old time, 33 
« Thou shalt not forswear ‘thyself, but shalt perform unto the 
Lord thine oaths:’ but I‘say unto you, Swear not at all! neither 34 
by heaveo, for it is God's throne: nor by the earth, for it is 35 
his footstool: nor by Jerusalem, for it is the city of the great 
King: neither - shalt thou swear by thy head, because thou 36 
canst not make one hair white or black. But let your discourse 37 
be, Yea, yea; Nay, ey: for whatsoever is more than these 
cometh of evil. 

“Ye have heard that it was said, ‘ An eye for an eye, and a 38 
tooth fora tooth;’ but I say. unto you, that ye resist not ‘evil: 39 
but whosoever shall smite. thee on thy right cheek, turn to him 


26. age a 29. “owife? W. 29, 30. * stumble’ P. 
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40 the other also; and if one would sue thee at the law, atid take 
41 away thy coat, let him have thy clokealso; and whosoever shall 
"compel thee-to go a mile, go with him two. Give to him that 
42 asketh of thee, and from him that would borrow of thee turn 
thou not away. 
43“ Ye have heard that it was said, ‘Thou shalt love thy sai 
44 bour, and hate thine enemy ;’ but I say unto you, Love your 
enemies, Vbless those that curse you, do good to those that hate 
you, and pray for those that ‘despitefully use you, and persecute 
45 you; that ye may "become sons of your Father who is in hea- 
ven: for he maketh his sun to rise on the evil and on the good, 
46 and sendeth rain on the just and on the unjust... For if ye love 
those that love you, what reward have ye? do not even the 
47 publicans the same? and if ye salute your “brethren only, 
what do ye that is excellent? do not even the "heathens so? 
48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as your "Father who is in heaven 
is perfect. 

» CHAP. VI.—“ Take heed that -ye. do ‘ot! ‘your ΗΝ 
deeds before men, in order to be seen by them: otherwise ye 

2 will have no reward with your Father who is in heaven. When 
therefore thou givest alms, sound not a trumpet before thee, ἐπ 
the synagogues and in the streets, 89 the hypocnites do, that they 
may have glory from men: verily I say unto you, they’ have 

3 their reward. But when thou doest alms, let not thy left hand 

4 know what thy nght hand doeth; that thine alms may be in 
secret: and thy Father, who seeth in secret, himself will reward 
thee ’openly. 

5 * And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as the bypocrites : 
for they love to pray standing in the synagogues, and at thecomners 
of the streets, that they may be seen by men: verily I say unto 

6 you, They 'bave their reward. But thou, when thou prayest, 
enter into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, pray to 
thy Father who is in secret; and thy Father, who seeth in se- 

7 cret, will reward thee openly. And when ye pray, use not ‘vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for Ἔ ΕΙΣ think that they shall be 
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heard for their much speaking: be not ye then like them; for 8 
your Father knoweth what things we have need of, before ye ask 
him. 

“‘ After this manner therefore pray ye: 9 

<< Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy name: thy 10 
kingdom come: thy will be done in earth, as i és in heaven: 
give us this day our daily bread; and forgive us our trespasses, 11 
as we forgive those that trespass against us; and lead us not 15 
into temptation, but deliver us from evil.” 13 

“ For if ye forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly Father 14 
will also forgive you : “but if ye forgive not men "their trespasses, 15 
neither will your Father forgive your trespasses. 

ἐς Moreover when ye fast, be not of a sad countenance, as the 16 
hypocrites are: for they disfigure their faces, that they may ap- 
pear unto men to fast: verily I say unto you, They ‘have their 
reward. But thou, when thou fastest, anoint thine head, and 17 
wash thy face; that thou may not appear unto men to fast, but 18 
unto thy Father who is in secret: and thy Father who seeth in 
secret, will reward thee.” . . 

“ Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth 19 
and rust consume, and where thieves break through and steal : 
but-ay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither moth 20 
nor rust doth consume, and where thieves do not break through 
nor steal: for where your treasure is, there will your heart be 2: 
also.. The lamp of the body is the eye: if therefore thine eye be 22 
clear, thy whole body will be full of light; but if thine eye be 23 
dim, thy whole body will be full of darkness. If then 'the light 
that is in thee be darkness, how great is that darkness ! 

(ΝΟ one can serve two masters: for either he will hate the one, 24 
and love the other; or else he will hold to the one, and despise 
the other: ye cannot serve God and'mammon. Wherefore I 35 
say unto you,' Take no anxious thought about your life, what ye 
shall eat, ‘or what ye shall drink; nor yet about your body, 
what ye shall put on: isnot the life more than food, and the body 
than raiment? Behold the fowls of the air: that they sow not, “6 
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neither do they reap, nor gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
27 Father feedeth them: are ye not rouch better than they? Which 
of you by taking anxious ‘thought can ‘add one cubit unto his 
28 "stature? And why take ye anxious thought about raiment? 
Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow; they toil not, 
29 neither do they spin: and yet I say unto you, that not even 
30 Solomon in all his glory was arrayed like one of these. If God 
then so clothe the herb of the field, which to day is, and to mor- 
row is cast into the furnace, will he not much more clothe you, 
31 Oye of little faith 1 Wherefore take no anxious thought, saying, 
‘ What shall we eat?” or, ‘ What shall we drink?’ or, “ Where- 
32 withal shall we be clothed 7 (for ‘after all these things the 
"nations seck:) "for your heavenly Father knoweth that "ye 
33 have need of them all. But seek ye ‘first the kingdom of God, 
and "his "righteousness; and all these things will be added 
$4 unto you. Take therefore no anxious thought for the morrow: 
for the morrow will ‘take thought ‘for the things of itself. Suf- 
ficient unto each day is the evil thereof.. 
1 CHAP. VII.—* Judge not, that ye may not be judged : 
2 for with what judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged: aud with 
3 what measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you.” And why 
dost thou observe the 'splinter that is in thy brother’s eye?but 
4 considerest not the "beam that is in thine own eye? Or how 
shalt thou say to thy brother, ‘ Let me take out the splinter from 
5 thine eye;’ and, behold, a beam is in thime own eye? Thou 
hypocrite, first take out the beam from thine own eye; and then 
thou wilt see clearly to take out the splinter from thy brother’s 


eye. 

6 “Givenot that which isholy unto the dogs; neither cast your 
pearls before swine, lest they trample them under their feet, and, 
turning again, rend you. 

7  ‘*¢ Ask, and it will be given you; seek, and ye will find ; knock, 

8 and it will be opened unto you: for every one that asketh 'ob- 
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taineth; and he that seeketh "findeth ; and to him that knocketh 

it will be opened. Now what man is there among you, who if 9 
his son ask bread, will give him a stone? or if he ask a fish, 10 
will give him a serpent? If ye then, who are evil, know how 11 
to give good gifts unto your children, how much more shall your 
Father, who is in heaven, give good things to those who ask him ? 
All things therefore whatsoever ye would that men should do to 13 
you, do ye even so to them: for "this is the law and the pro- 
phets. 

“ὁ Enter ye in through the strait gate: for wide is the gate, and 19 
broad the way, that leadeth to destruction, and many there be 
who go in thereby : ‘strait is the gate, and narrow the way, that 14 
leadeth unto life, and few there are that find it. 

_ Beware of false prophets, who come to you in sheep’s cloth- 15 
ing, but inwardly are ravening wolves: ye shall know them by 16 
their fruits. Do men gather grapes from thorus, or figs from 
thistles? even so-every good tree bringeth forth good fruit; 17 
but a corrupt tree bringeth forth bad fruit. <A good tree cannot 18 
bring forth bad fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit; (every tree that bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 19 
down, and cast into the fire:) wherefore by their fruits ye shall 20 
know them. 

_. Not every one that saith unto me,‘’ Master! Master!’ will 21 
enter mto the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the will of 
my Father who is in heaven. Many will say to me in that day, 22 
‘' Master, Master, have we not prophesied in thy name? and in 
thy name have cast out devils? and in thy name done many 
wonderful works ?’. But then will I declare unto them, ὁ I 23 
never knew you: depart from me, ye that work iniquity.’ 

“4 Whosoever therefore heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 24 
them, I will liken him unto a wise man, who built his house upon 
a tock: and the rain descended, and the floods came, and the 26 
winds blew, and beat upon that house; and it fell not: for it 
was founded upon a rock. And whosoever hearcth these 26 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, ‘shall be likened unto a 
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47 foolish man, who built his house upon the sand: and the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the winds blew, and beat 
upon that house ; and it fell: and great was the full. of it.” 

26 And it came to pass, that when Jesus had ended these say- 

2g ings, the people were astonished at his ‘teaching: for he taught 
them as one having authority, and not as the scribes. 


1 CHAP. VIII.—Now when Jesus had come down from the 
2 mountain, great multitudes followed him. And, behold, there 
came a leper, and did him obeisance, saying, “ Master, if thou 
3 wilt, thou canst make me clean.” . And Jesus stretched forth Ais 
hand, and touched him, saying, “‘I will; be thou made clean !” 
4 and immediately his leprosy was cleansed. Then Jesus saith 
unto him, “ See thou tell po one; but go thy way, shew thyself 
to the pricst, and offer the gift that Moses commanded, for'a 
testimony unto them.” 
5  Andasheentered into Capernaum, there came unto him a cen- 
6 turion, beseeching him, and saying, “ Sir, my servant lieth :in 
7 my house sick of the palsy, grievously tormented.” And Jesus 
8 saith unto him, ‘ I will go and heal him.” Then the centurion 
answered and said, “ Sir, 1 am not 'worthy that thon shouldest 
enter under my roof: but only command by word, and my ser- 
g vant will be cured. For I also am a man ‘under authority, 
having soldiers under me: and I say to this man, ‘ Go!’ and he 
goeth; and to another, ‘ Come!’ and he cometh; and to my 
to servaut, ‘Do this!’ and he doeth ἐξ. And when Jesus heard 
this, he marvelled, and said to those who followed, “ Verily I 
say unto you, I have not found so great ‘faith, no, not in Israel : 
11 and 1 say unto you, that many will come from the east and 
west, and will ‘sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 
12 in the kingdom of heaven: but the sons of the kingdom will be 
cast out into the outer darkness: there will be weeping and 
13 guashing of teeth.” Then Jesus said unto the centurion, “ Go 
thy way! and as thou hast believed, be it done unto thee!” 
14 and his servant was cured in the selfsame hour, And Jesus 
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going into Peter’s house, saw his wife’s mother lying in bed, 
sick of a fever: and he touched her hand, and the fever left her: 15 
and she arose, and ministered unto them. 

Aud when evening was come, they brought unto him many 16 
that were possessed by demons: and he cast out the spirits by 
ἃ word, and healed all that were sick: 'that it might be fulfilled 17 
which was spoken "by Isaiah the prophet, saying, “ He himself 
Mtook our infirmities, and bore our diseases.” 

Now when Jesus saw great multitudes about him, he gave 18 
orders for departing unto the other side of the lake. And acer- 19 
tain scribe came, and said unto him, “ Teacher, I will follow 
thee whithersoever thou goest:” but Jesus saith unto him, “The 90 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have roosts; but the 
Son of man hath not where he may lay /zs head,” And another 21 
of his disciples said unto him, “ Master, suffer me first to goand 
bury my father:” but Jesus said uuto him, “ Follow me; and 22 
leave the dead to bury their dead.””? And when he had gone 23 
into a vessel, his disciples followed him ; and, behold, a great 24 
tempest arose in the lake, insomuch that the vessel was covered 
with the waves: but he was sleeping. And the disciples came 25 

"to him, and awoke him, saying, “‘' Master, save us: we perish !” 
and he saith unto them, “ Why are ye fearful, O ye of little 26 
faith?” Then he arose, and rebuked the winds and the waves; 
and there was a great calm: and the men marvelled, saying, 27 
“4 What manner of man is this, that even the winds and the 
waves obey him!” 

And when he was come to the other side into the country of 28 
the * Gergesenes, there met him two men who had demons, coming 
out of the tombs, exceedingly fierce, so that no one could pass 
by that way. And behold, they cried out, saying, “ What hast 29 
thou to do with us, thou Son of God? art thou come hither to 
torment us before the time?” Now there was a good way off 30 
from them ‘a herd of many swine feeding: and the demons be- 31 
“sought him saying, “ If thou cast us out, ‘send us into the herd 
of swine :” and he said unto them, “Go!” And having come 49 
17. “ So that it was’ N.B. δ. through’ P. '* took away (Mat. τ, 
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out, they went into the swine: and, belickd, tlie-whole herd ran 
violently down the precipice into the lake, and perished in the 
33 waters. And they that had been keeping them fled; and went 
their way into the city, and told every thing, and what had be- 
34 fallen those who had the demons; and, behold, the whole city 
came out to meet Jesus: and when they saw him, they desought 
jum to depart from their borders. 


1 CHAP. [X.—And entering into the ship, he passed over, 
2 and came to his own city.’ And, behold, they brought to him a 
man sick of the palsy, lying on a bed: and Jesus, seeing their 
faith, said to the man sick of the palsy; “ Son, be of good 

3 cheer; thy sins are forgiven thee!’ And, behold, certain of the 

4 scribes said within themselves, “This man blasphemeth.” But 
Jesus perceiving their thoughts, said, “ Wherefore do ye think 

5 evil 1 γοῦς hearts? for which is easier, to say, “ Thy sins are 

6 forgiven ;’ or to say, ‘ Arise, and walk?’ © But. that ye. may 
know that the Son of man hath ‘authority. on earth ty ibigive 
sins,” (he saith then to the man sick: of the palay,) isAnie; take 

7 up thy bed, and go to thine own-hogse!"” and lie’ arose, and 

8 departed to bis own house. And when the multitudes saw if, 
they marvelled, and glorified God, who had given such authority 
to men. 

9 And as Jesus passed on from thence, he saw a mean, named 
Matthew, sitting at the recetpt of custom: and he saith unto 
him, “ Follow me!” and he arose and followed him. 

10 And it came to pass, as he was at table in 'the house, behold, 
many publicans and sinners came and placed themselves at 

11 table with Jesus and his disciples: and when the Pharisees saw 
it, they said unto his disciples, “ Why doth your Master eat 

12 with publicans and sinners?” But when Jesus heard ἐξ, he said 
unto them, * They that are whole have no need of a physician, 

19 but they that are sick: but go ye and learn what this meaneth, 
‘ I will have mercy, 'and not sacrifice τ᾿ for I came to call not 
the righteous, but sinners." ” | | 

14 Then the disciples of John came to lac saying, “ Why do 
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we and the Pharisees fast often, but thy disciples do not fast?” 
And Jesus said unto them, “Can the ‘sons of the bridechamber 15 
mourn, as long as the bridegroom is with them? but the days 
will come, when the bridegroom will be taken from them, and 
then they will fast. No one putteth = piece of new cloth upon an 16 
old garment, for that which is put in to fill up therent taketh from 
the garment, and the rent becomes worse. Neither do men put 17 
new wine into old ‘bottles: otherwise the bottles burst, and the 
wine is spilled, and the bottles will perish: but they put new 
wine into new bottles, and both are preserved.” 

While he spake these things unto them, behold, there came a 18 
certain. ruler of the synagogue, and did him obeisance, saying, 
ἐς My daughter is'even now dying: but come and lay thy hand 
upon her, and she will live.” And Jesus arose, and followed 19 

him, and so did his disciples. 

And, behold, a woman, who had been afflicted with an issue 20 
of blood for twelve years, came behind Aim, and touched the hem 

of his garment; for she said within herself, “ If I can but touch a1 
his’ garment, I shell be bealed,” But-Jesus turned him about, 22 
and seeing her, said, ** Daughter, be of good comfort! thy faith 
hath made thee whole:” and: the woman was healed from that 
hour... 

And when Jesus came to the ruler’s house, and saw the min- 23 
strelg and the people making lamentation, he saith unto them, 24 
“ Give place! for the maid-is not dead, but sleepeth.” And 
they laughed him to scom, , But when the people were sent out, 25 
he went in, end. took..her by the hand, and the maiden arose. 
And the fame thereof spread abroad through all that country. 96 

And as Jesus was departing thence, two blind men followed 27 
him, crying out, and saying, “ Son of David, have pity on us!” 
And when he had come into'the house, the blind men came tohim: 28 
and Jesus saith unto them, * Believe ye that I am able to do 
this?” They said unto him, “ Yea, Master!” Then he touched 29 
their. eyes, saying, “ According to your faith be it unto you!” 
and their shed were opened; and Jesus strictly charged them, 30 
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41 saying, “ See that no one know ἐξ} But er (αι and 
spread his fame abroad through all that country. 
g2 And as they were going out, behold there was brought to him 
33 2 dumb man, who had ademon. And when the demon was 
cast out, the dumb man spake: and the multitudes wondered, 
34 saying, “ It was never thus seen in Israel?” But the Pharisees 
said, “ He casteth out demons through the prince of the demons.” 
35 And Jesus went about all the cities and villages, teaching 
in their synagogues, and proclaiming the glad fidings of the 
36 kingdom', and healing every disease and every infirmityY. And 
when’ he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compassion 
for them, because they were weary, and scattered abroad, like 
47 sheep having no shepherd. Then he saith to his disciples, 
“ὦ ΤῊ harvest truly ἐς plenteous, but the labourers are few: 
98 pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest.” 


2 CHAP, X.—And having called unto Aim his. seit dec, 

he gave them authority over unclean gpirifs, so-as to cast them 

2 out, and to heal all manner of disease and infirmity. Now the 

names of the twelve apostles are these; first, Simon, who is 

called Peter, and Andrew his brother; James the. son of Zebe- 

ἢ dee, and John his brother; Philip, and Bartholomew; Thomas, 

and Matthew the publican; James, the son of Alpheus, and 

4 Lebbeus,” whose surname was Thaddeus ; Simon 'the Kananite, 
and Judas "Iscariot, who delivered him up. 

5 These twelve Jesus sent forth, having charged them, saying, 

“ (ὁ not into the way of the Gentiles, and enter not into any 

6 city of the Samaritans: but go rather to the lost sheep of the 

7 house of Israel. And as ye go proclaim, and say, ‘ The king- 

8 dom of heaven is at hand!’ [eal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 

Vraise the dead, cast out demons. Freely ye have received, 

9 freely give. Provide not gold, nor silver, nor brass in your 

0 purses; nor a wallet for your joumey, nor two coats; nor 

shoes, nor yet a’ staff: for the labourer is. worthy of his food. 

1) And into whatsoever city or town ye.enter, enquire who in it is, 
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worthy ; and there abide till ye go thence. And when ye enter 12 
into a house, salute it’: and if the house be worthy, ‘let your 13 
peace come upon it: but if it be not worthy, "let your peace 
return back to you. And whosoever will not receive you, nor 14 
hearken to your words, when ye depart out of that house or city 
shake off the dust of your feet: verily I say unto you, It will be 15 
more tolerable for. the land of Sodom and Gomorrah in the day 

of judgment, than for that city. 

“ Behold, I send you forth as sheep amidst wolves: be ye τὸ 
therefore wise as serpents, and harmless as doves. And beware 17 
of men: for they will deliver you up to councils, and will scourge 
you in theirsynagogues ; and ye will be brought before governors 18 
and kings for my sake, for a testimony to them and to the Gen- 
tiles. But when they deliver you up, be not anxious how or 19 
what ye shall speak: Vfor it will be given you in that same hour 
what ye shall speak: for it is not ye that speak, but the Spirit 20 
of your Father which speaketh in you. And the brother will 21 
deliver up brother to death, and the father is child: and chil- 
dren will rise up against parents, and cause them to be put to 
death: and ye will be hated by all men for my name’s sake: 22 
but he that endureth to the end will be preserved. But when they 23 
persecute you in one city, flee ye to another: Vand if they per- 
secute out of this, flee ye into another, “for verily I say unto you, 

Ye will not have gone over the cities of Israel, before the Son of 
man be come. A disciple is not above Ais teacher, nor a 'ser- 24 
vant above his master: it is enough for the disciple that he be as 25 
his teacher, and the 'servant as his master. If men have called 
the master of the house Beelzebub, how much more τοῦδέ they 30 
call those of his household ? 

“* Fear them not therefore: for there is nothing covered, that 26 
will not be made manifest; or hidden, that will not be known. 
What I tell you in thedark, that speak ye in the light: and what 27 
ye hear in the ear, that proclaim ye upon the housetops. 

- © And fear not those who can kill the body, but are not able 28 
to kill the soul: but rather fear him who is able to destroy both 
soul and body in hell. Are not two sparrows sold for 'a far- 29 
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thing? and yet not one of them falleth “to the ground "without 
40 your Father: and the very hairs of your head are all numbered. 
31 Fear not therefore, ye are of more value than many sparrows. 
32 Whosoever therefore shall acknowledge me before men, 
him will I also acknowledge before my Father who is in heaven: 
33 but whosoever shall deny me before men, him will I also deny 
before my Father who is in heaven. 
34 “Think not that I am come to bring peace to the ‘earth: I 
35 came, not to bring peace, but a sword: for I came to set a man 
at variance against his father, and a daughter against her mother, 
36 and a daughter-in-law against her mother-in-law: and a man’s 
37 foes will be those of his own household. He that loveth father 
or mother more than me is not worthy ofme: and he that loveth 
48 son or daughter more than me ig not worthy of me: and he that 
doth not take up his cross, and follow after me, is not worthy of 
20 me. He that 'findeth his life will lose it; and he that loseth 
his life for my sake, will find it. 
40 “He that receiveth you receiveth me,: and he that receivieth 
41 me receiveth him that sent me. He that receiveth a prophet ‘in 
the name of ἃ prophet, will receive a prophet’s reward ; and he 
that receiveth a righteous man "in the name ofa righteous man, 
42 will receive a righteous man’s reward. And whosoever shall 
give unto one of these little ones only a cup of cold water to 
drink, 'in the name of a disciple, verily I say unto you, he will 
in no wise lose his reward.” 


1 CHAP. XI.—And it came to pass, when Jesus had made an 
end of giving charge to his twelve disciples, he departed thence 
to teach and to preach in their cilies. 

2 Now when John had heard in the prison the works of Christ, 

3 he sent τ two of his disciples, and said unto him, “ Art thou he 

4 that ‘should come, or do we look for another?’ Jesus answered 
and said unto them, “Go and tell John what things ye hear and 

5 see: ‘the blind receive sight, and the lame walk; lepers are 
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cleansed, and the deaf hear; the dead are raised, and the poor 
have the' glad tidings proclairned unto them: and blessed is he 6 
"whosoever shall not find a stumbling-block in me. 

And when they had departed, Jesus began to say unto the mul- 7 
titudes concerning John, “ What went ye out into the desert to 
see? a reed shaken by the wind ? What then went ye out to see? 8 
a man clothed in soft raiment? behold, they that wear soft 
raument are in the houses of kings. But what went ye out to 9 
see? a prophet? yea, I say unto you, and much more thana ὁ“ 
prophet: for this is he, concerning whom it is written, * Behold, τὸ 
I send my 'messenger before thy face, who shall prepare thy 
way before thee,’ Verily I say unto you, Among those bora of 11 
women there hath not arizen a greater than John the Baptist: 
yet the least in the kingdom of heaven is greater than he. From 12 
the days of John the Baptist until now the kingdom of heaven 
'suffereth violence; and the "violent take it by force: for all the 13 
prophets and the law prophesied unti! John: and if ye ‘are 14 
willing to receive "32, this is Elijah, who was tocome. He that 15 
hath ears to hear, let him hear! 

“ But to what shall 1 liken this generation? It is like chil- 16 
dren sitting in the market-places, and calling unto their fellows, 
and saying, ‘ We have piped to you, and ye have not danced; 17 
we have mourned to you, and ye have not lamented,’ For John 18 
came neither eating nor drinking, and they say, ‘ He hath a de- 
mon :’ the Son of man came eating and drinking, and they say, 19 
4 Behold a man gluttonous, and a wine-bibber, a friend of pub- 
licans and sinners!’ But wisdom ‘iy justified by her *children.” 

Then he began to upbraid the cities wherein most of his 20 
mighty works had been done, because they repented not. “ Alas 21 
for thee, Chorazin! alas for thee, Bethsaida! for if the mighty 
works, which have been done in you, had been done in Tyreand 
Sidon, they would long ago have repented in sackcloth and 
ashes. But Lsay unto: you, It will be more tolerable for Tyre 22 
and Sidon at the day of judgment, than for you. Aud thon, 23 
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Capernaum, 'that" art exalted unto heaven, wilt be thrust down 
to "the grave: for ifthe mighty works, which have been done in 
thee, had been done in Sodom, it would have remained until 
44. this day. But I say unto you, That it will be more tolerable 
for the land of Sodom in the day of judgment, than for thee.” 
a5 At that time Jesus spake and said, “1 thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, ‘because "thou hast hidden these 
things from the wise and understanding, and hast: revealed them 
“26 unto babes: even so, Father, for so it hath seemed good in thy 
27 sight. All things have been delivered unto me by my Father: 
and no one knoweth the Son, except the Father; neither knoweth 
any one the Father, save the Son, and he to whom the Son 
chooseth to reveal Aim. 
28 “Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and 
49 J will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you, and learn ofme; 
for Iam meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
30 your souls; for my yoke is easy, and my burden is light.” 


1 CHAP. XII.—At that time Jesus was going on the sabbath 

through the corn-fields; and his disciples were hungry, and 

2 began to pluck the ears of corn, and to eat. But when the 

Pharisees saw it, they said unto him, “ Behold, thy disciples do 

3 that which it is not lawful to do upon the sabbath!” But he 

said unto them, ‘* Have ye not read what David did, when he 

4 and they that were with him were hungry: how he went into 

the house of God, and ate the shewbread, which it was not law- 

ful for him to eat, neither for those who were with him, but for: 

5 the priests alone? Or have ye not read in the law, how that on 

the sabbaths the priests in the temple violate the sabbath, and 

6 yet are blameless? But I say unto you, That ἴα greater than 

7 the temple is here. But tf ye had known what this meaneth, 

41 desire mercy, rather than sacrifice, ye would not have con- 

8 demned the guiltless τ᾿ for the Son of man is ' Lord ¥ of the sab- 
bath.” 

9 And passing on thence, he went into their synagogue: and, 

a ts pt Ὁ. ...........-.................. ο Ξ- 
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behold, there wes a man who had a withered hand: and they 10 
asked Jésus, saying, “Is it lawful to heal on the sabbaths?” in 
order that they might accuse him. And he said unto them, 11 
“< What man is there among you, that bath one sheep, and if it 
fall into a pit on the sabbath, will not lay hold ofit, and lift ἐξ out ? 
How mich then is a man better than a sheep? Wherefore it is 12 
lawful to do good on the sabbath.” Then saith he to the man, 13 
“ Stretch forth thine hand!’ and he stretched ἐξ forth; andit 
was restored, σου πὰ as the other. 

Then the Phatiseea went out, and held a consultation against 14 
Jesus, how they might destroy hita: but Jesus knowing ἐξ, with- 15 
drew therice : and great multitudes followed him, and he healed 
all their sick ; and charged them that they should not make him 16 
known: 'that-it might be fulfilled which was spoken by Isaiah +7 
the prophet, daying,  Beliold my servant, whom I have chosen; 18 
my beloved, in whom my soul is well pleased: I will put my 
spirit upon him, and he shall ‘publish Ais law to the Gentiles. 
He will not strive, nor ery out; neither-will any one hear his τ 
voice in thé streets: a Hruised teed he will not break, and 20 
smothering ‘flax he will not quench, till he "biing forth Ais law 
to victory ¢ and in his namie will the Gentiles trust.” αἱ 

Then was brought unto him one having a demon, blind, and 22 
dumb: and he healed him, so that the blind and dumb man both 
spake and saw. And all thé people were amazed, and said, 23 
“Ts not this the son of David?’ But when the Pharisees heard 24 
it, they said, * This mani doth not cast outdemons, but through 
Beelzebub the piiticd of the demons.” And Jesus, knowing 35 
their thoughts, said unto therii, “ Every kingdom divided against 
itself is brought to desolation; and no city or house divided 
against itselfcan stand: and ifSatan cast out Satan, heisdivided 26 
against himself; how then ean his kingdom stand? Moreover 27 
if I through Beeliebub cast out demons, through whom do your 
sous cast theni out? Wheréfire they shall be your judges. But a8 
if by the spirit of God, I cast out demons, then the kingdom of 
17. ¢ so thatitwas N.B.’  ΕΕ18. ¢ show ῥαδραιοι' A— publish judg: 
ment’ B.—‘ teach the Gentiles judgment’ W. ‘ proclaim rightcouszess’ 
Wa. 20. ‘taper’.N. .  ' ‘send forth judgment’ A— bring right- 
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ag God hath come untoyou. For how can any dne enterintoa atrong 
man’s house, and plunder his goods, unless he first bind the strong 
30 man? and then he may plunder his house. He that is not with 
me is against me; and he that gathereth not with me scattereth. 
31 Wherefore [ say unto you, All manner of sin and "blasphemy 
"will be forgiven unto men; but "the blasphemy egainst the 
32 Spirit "will not be forgiven unto men. ‘And whosoever‘speaketh 
a word against the Son of man, it will be forgiven him; but 
whosoever shall speak against the Holy Spirit, it will not be 
forgiven him, neither in this " world, nor in that which is to come. 
33 Either 'make the tree good, and its fruit good; or else "make 
the tree corrupt, and its fruit corrupt : for the tree is known by 
34 its fruit. O offspring of vipers, how can ye, who are evil, speak 
good things; for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
35 speaketh. A good man out of Ais good treasure bringeth forth 
good things: and an evil man out of Ais evil treasure bringeth 
36 forth evil things. But I. say unto .you, That for grery tidle 
word that men shall speak, they shall give an account in the day 
47 of judgment: for by thy words eid wilt be !justified, and by 
thy words thou wilt be condemn 
g8 Then certain of the scribes and of the Pharisees enawered, 
89 saying, ‘“‘ Teacher, we would see a sign from thee.” But he 
answered and said unto them, “ An evil and adulterous genera- 
tion seeketh after a sign ; but no sign will be given to it, except 
40 the sign of the prophet Jonah: for as Jonah was three days and 
three nights in the belly of the whale; so will the Son of man be 
three days and three nights in the heart of the earth. The men 
of Nineveh will rise up in the judgment 'with this generation, 
and will condemn it: because they repented at the ‘preaching 
of Jonah; and, behold, "a greater than Jonah is here. The 
queen of ‘the south will rise up in the judgment with this ge- 
neration, and will condemn it: for she came from the uttermost 
parts of the earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon ; — behold, 
a greater than Solomon zs here. 
3t. (twice) ‘detraction’C. "is pardonable in’ C.—* may be forgiven’ 
B—Nm. "!* this’ Wa. '¢ cannot’Nm. 932.‘ Even’ Wa. 34 state’

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“When 'the unclean spirit hath gone out of a man, "it passeth 43 
through dry places, seeking rest,and findeth none: then it saith, 44 
‘I will return into my house from whence I came out;’ and 
when it is come, it findeth i¢ empty, swept, and set in order: 
then it goeth, and taketh along with it seven other spirits more 45 
wicked than itself, and they enter in and dwell there: and the 
last stute of that man becometh worse than the first. Even so 
will it also be with this wicked generation.” 

And while he was yet talking to the people, behold, 4is mother 46 
and his brethren stood without, desiring to speak with him. Then 47 
one said unto him,“ Behold, thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to speak with thee.” But he answered and 48 
said unto him that told him, “ Who is my mother? and whoare 
Tay brethren?” And he stretched forth his hand towards his 40 
disciples, and said, ‘* Behold my mother and my brethren! for 50 
whosoever doeth the will of my Father who is in heaven, the 
same is my brother, and sister, and mother.” 


CHAP. XIII.—On the sattie day Jesus went out of the 1 
house, and sat by the side of the lake: and great multitudes were 2 
gathered together unto him, so that he went into'a vessel, and 
sat down ; and the whole multitude stood on the shore. And 3 
he spake many things unto them in parables, saying, “‘ Behold, 

Ἃ sower went forth to sow; and as he was sowing, some seeds 4 
fell by the way side, and the birds came and devoured them. 
And others. fell-upon.stony places, where they had uot much 5 
earth: and forthwith they sprang up, because they had no depth 

of earth; but when the sun arose, they were scorched; and be- 6 
cause they had yo root, they withered away. And others fell 7 
among thorns; and the thorns, sprang up, and choked them: 
‘but others fell upon good ground; and brought forth fruit, somz 8 
‘an hundredfold, some sixtyfold, some thirtyfold. He that hath g 
ears to hear, let him hear!” And the disciples came, and said 10 
unto him, “* Why speakest thou unto them in parables?” And 11 
he answered and said unto them, “ Because to you it hath been 
given to know the ‘mysteries of the kingdom "οὗ heaven, but 
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12 to them it hath not been given: for whosoever hath, to him 
'shall be given, and he shall have a greaterabundance: but who- 
soever hath "little, from him shall be taken away even that which 

13 he hath. Therefore do I speak to them in parables: because 
seeing they see not; and hearing they hear not, neither do they 

14 understand: and in them is fulfilled the prophecy of Isaiah, 
which saith, * Hearing ye will hear, but will not understand ; 

15 and seeing ye will see, but will not perceive ; for the heart of 
this people is become gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyes they have closed; ‘lest at any time they should 
see with their eyes, and hear with ¢heir ears, and understand 
with their heart, and "be converted, 80 that I should ™ heal them.’ 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for they see: and your ears, for they 

17 hear: for verily I say unto you, that many prophets and right- 
eous men have desired to see what ye see, and have not seen; 
and to hear what ye hear, and have not heard. 

18 “Hear therefore the parable of. the gower.. ‘When any one 
heareth the word of the kingdom, and understandeth ‘i not, then 
cometh the evil one, and snatcheth away that which was sown in 

a0 his heart. This is he that received ‘seed by the way side. But 
he that received the seed upon stony places, is he that heareth 

a1 the word, and straightway receiveth it with joy: yet hath he not 
root in himself, but endureth only for a while; and when tribu- 
lation or persecation ariseth on account of the word, forthwith 

24 he'falleth away. And he that received seed among the thorns is 
he that heareth the word: and yet the cares of this world, and 
the deceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and it becometh un- 

23 fruitful. But he that received seed into the good ground is he 
that heareth the word, and understandeth it; that also beareth 
fruit, and bringeth forth, some an hundredfold, some sixty, some 
thirtyfold.”’ 

24 Another parable put he forth unto them, saying, “ The king~ 

25. dom of heaven is like a man that sowed good seed in his field : 
but while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares among the 

26 wheat, and went his way. But when the blade had sprung up, 
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-and it brought forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. So the 27 
servants of the householder came and said unto him, ‘ Sir, didst 
not thou sow good seed in thy field? whence then are the tares Τ᾽ 
And he said unto them, ‘ An enemy hath done this,’ The ser- 28 
vants said unto him, ‘ Wilt thon then that we go and gather 
‘them out?’ But he said, ‘ Nay; lest while ye gather out the 29 
tares, ye root up also the wheat with them. Let both grow to- go 
gether until the harvest: and at the time of the harvest I will Ὁ 
say to the reapers, First gather together the tares, and bind them 

in bundles, to burn them ; but gather the wheat into my bam.’” 

Another. parable put he forth unto them, saying, “‘ The king- 31 
dom of heaven is like a grain of mustard seed, which a man took, 
and sowed in his field: which indeed is less than all other seeds: 32 
but when it hath grown, it is greater than o¢her herbs ; and be- 
cometh α tree, so that the birds of the air come and lodge in its 
branches." 

Another parable spake he unto them; “ The kingdom of 33 
heaven is like leaven, which a woman took, and mingled in three 
measures of meal, till the whole was leavened.” 

All these things Jesus spake tothe multitude in parables ; and $4 
without a parable be spake not unto them: 'that it might be 35 
fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet τ, saying, “6 I will open 
my mouth in parables; I will utter things hidden from the 
foundation of the world.” 

Then Jesus sent the multitude away, and went into the house: 56 
and his disciples came unto him, saying, “ Explain unto us, 
the parable of the tares of the field.” He answered and said 97 
unto them, “* He that soweth the good seed is the Son of man; 
the field is the world; and the good seed are the sons of the king- 
dom; but the tares are the sons of the evil one ; and the enemy that 38 
sowed them isthe devil; the harvest is the end of'the world; and 39 
the reapers are the angels. As therefore the tares are gathered and 40 
burned in the fire, so will it be in the end of Ythis ‘world: the Son 41 
of man will send forth his angels, and they will gather out of his 
kingdom all causes of offence, and those that commit iniquity ; 
and will cast them into the furnace of fire: there will be wailing 49 
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43 and gnashing of teeth. Thén will the righteous shiné forth as 
the sun in the kingdom of their Father. He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear! 

44  ** Again, the kingdom of heaven is like treasure hidden in a 
field; which a man having found, concealeth, and for joy 
ἔστοοι goeth and selleth all that he hath, and buyeth that field. 

45  ** Again, the kingdom of heaven is like a merchant seeking 

48 goodly pearls; who having found one peat! of great price, went 
and sold all that he had, and bought it, = 

47 ‘* Again, the kingdom of lieaven is like a net; cast into the 

48 sea, and gathering fish of every kind; which, when it was full, 
men drew to shore, and, sitting down, gathered the good into 

49 vessels, but cast the bad away. So will it be at the end of 'the 
world: the angels will go forth, and will sever the wicked from 

50 among the righteous; and will cast them into the furnace of 
fire: there will be wailing and guashing of teeth.” 

51 Jesus saith unto them, “ Have ye understood ail these things ?” 

52 ‘They say unto him, “ Yea, * Master?” Thetf said he wiito them, 
“ Therefore every scribe ‘instructed as to the kingdom of heaven 
is like ἃ householder, who bringeth forth out of his storehouse 
things both new and old.” 


88 And it came to pass, when Jesus had finished these parables, 

54 that he departed thence. And when he was come into his own 
‘country, he taught them in their synagogue, so that they were 
astonished, and said, * Whence hath this men this wisdom, and 

53 these" mighty works? Is not this the carpenter’s son? is not 
'his mother called Mary? and his brethren, James, and Joses, 

56 and Simon, and Judas? and his sisters, are they not all with us? 

57 whence then hath this man all these things?” ‘and they were 
offended at him. But Jesus said unto tbem, “ A prophet is 
not without honour, save in his own country, and in his own 

58 "house.” And he did not do many 'mighty works there because 
of their " unbelief. 
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CHAP, XIV.—At that time Herod, the tetrarch, heard of the 1 
fame of Jesus; and said to his servants, “'This is John the 2 
Baptist; he hath been raised from the dead ; and therefore mighty 
" works do show forth themselves in him.” 

For Herod had laid hold of John, and bound him, and put 3 
him in prison on account of Herodias, his brother Philip’s wife : 
for John said unto him, “ It is not lawful for thee to have her.” 4 
And when Herod would have put him to death, he feared the 5 
multitude, because they accounted him as a prophet. But when 6 
Herod’ birthday was kept, the daughter of Herodias danced be- 
fore the assembly, and pleased Herod: whereupon he promised 7 
with an oath to give ber whatsoever she should ask: and she, 8 
having been instructed beforehand by her mother, said, “ Give 
me here in a dish the head of John the Baptist.” And theking g 
was sorry: nevertheless for the sake of the oath, and of those 
who were at table with him, he commanded if to be given her ; 
and he sent, and beheaded Jobn in the prison: and hishead was 10 
brought in a dish, and given to the damsel; and she carried ἐξ 11 
to her mother. And his disciples came, and took up the body, 12 
and buried it, and went and told Jesus. 

And when Jesus heard thereof, he withdrew thence by a vessel 19 
to a desert place privately: and the people having heard of it, 
followed him by land from the cities. And when Jesus came 14 
out of the vessel he saw a great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion towards them, and healed their sick. And when 15 
evening was at hand, his disciples came to him, saying, “ This 
is a desert place, and the day is now far spent; send the multi- 
tude away, that they may go into the villages, and buy them- 
selves vi -’ But Jesus said unto them, “ They need not 16 
go away; give ye them to.eat.” And they say unto him, “ We 17 
have here but five loaves, and two fishes.” He said, “Bring them 18 
hither to me.” And having directed the multitude to lie down 19 
upon the grass, he took the five loaves, and the two fishes, and, 
looking up to heaven, ‘blessed, and brake the loaves, and gave 
to the disciples, and the disciples to the multitude: and they 20 
all ate, and were filled: and they took up twelve baskets full 
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4: of the fragments that remained. Now they that had eaten were 
abont five thousand men, beside women and children. 
22 And straightway Jesus made the disciples enter into the vessel, 
and go before him to the other side of the lake, while he sent the 
23 multitudes away. And having sent the multitudes away, he 
went up'a mountain apart to pray: and when evening was 
24 come on, he was there alone, But the vessel was now in the 
midst of the lake, tossed about by the waves; for the wind was 
26 contrary. And in the fourth watch of the night he went unto 
26 them, walking on the lake: and when the disciples saw him 
walking on the lake, they were troubled, saying, “ It is 'an ep- 
27 parition ;” and they cried out for fear. But Jesus straightway 
spake unto them, saying, “ Be of good courage! it is I; be not 
48 afraid!” And Peter answered him and said, “ὁ Master, If it be 
29 thou, bid me come unto thee on the water: and he said, 
“Come!” And Peter coming down out of the vessel, walked 
go on the water,’in order to go to Jesus: but. when he saw the 
wind boisterous, he was afraid; and beginning to sink, he cried 
91 out, saying, “*! Master, save me!” And straightway Jesus stretched 
forth his hand, and took hold of him, and said unto him, “ O 
32 thou of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt?” And when 
33 they had entered into the vessel, the wind ceased. Then they 
who were In the vessel came and did him obeisance, saying, 
“ Of a truth thou art ' he Son of God.” 
34 And when they had passed over, they came into the land of 
35 Gennesareth: and the people of that place, knowing him again, 
sent out into all the country round about, and brought unto him 
96 all that were diseased; and besought him that they might only 
touch the hem of his garment: and as many as touched were 
made perfectly whole. 


1 CHAP, XV.—Then scribes and Pharisees from Jerusalem 
2 came. to Jesus, saying, “ Why do thy disciples transgress the 

tradition of ‘the elders? for they wash not their hands when. 
3 they eat bread.” But be answered and said unto them, “ Why 
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do ye also trarisgress the commandment of God by your tradi- 
tion? For God ‘commanded, saying, ‘ Honour thy father and 4 
mother τ᾿ and, ‘ He that revileth father or mother, let him surely 
die:’ but ye say, Whosoever shall say to his father or his mother, 5 
"*An offering hath been made of every thing whereby thou mightest 
be profited by me,’ 'he need not afterwards honour his father or 6 
his mother. Thus have ye made the commandment of God of 
none effect by your tradition. Ye hypocrites, well did Isaiah 7 
prophesy concerning you, saying, ‘ This people draweth nigh 8 
unto me with their mouth, and honoureth me with their lips ; 
but their heart is far from me: but in vam do they worship me, 9 
while they teach for doctrines the commandments of men.’ ” 

And he called the multitude unto him, and said to them, 10 
‘¢ Hearken ye, and understand | tt is not that which goeth into 11 
the mouth that defileth the mans but that which cometh out of - 
the mouth, this defileth the man.” Then his disciples came, 12 
and said unto him, “ Knowest thou that the Pharisees ' were of- 
fended, when they heard that saying?” But he answered and 13 
said, “ Every plant, which my heavenly Father hath not planted, 
will be rooted up. Let them alone: they are blind leaders of 14 
the blind; and if the blind lead the blind, both will fall into the 
ditch.” Then Peter answeted and said unto him, “ Explain 15 
unto us that parable.” And Jesus said, “ Are ye also still with- 16 
out understanding? Do not ye yet perceive, that whatsoever 17 
entereth in at the mouth goeth into the belly, and is thrown out 
into the vault? but thosd things which come out of the mouth 18 
proceed from the heart; and ἐξ is they that defile the man. Ὁ 
For out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, 19 
fornications, thefts, false witness, ' evil speaking: these are the 20 
things which defile the man: but to eat with unwashed hands 
defileth not the man.” : 


Then Jesus withdrew thence, and departed into the borders 21 
of Tyre:and Sidon, And, behold, a Canaanite woman came 22 
out of those borders, and cried out unto him, saying, “ Have 
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pity on me, Master, thou son of David my daughter is griev- 

23 ously afflicted with a demon.” But he answered her not a 
word: and his disciples came and besought him, saying, “ Send 

24 her away; for she crieth out after us: but he answered and 
said, “ I am not sent save unto the lost sheep of the house of 

25 Israel’? Then she came and did. him obeisance, saying, 

a6 “ Master, help me!’ But he answered and said, “ It is not 
right to take the children’s bread, and to east it to the dogs 2” 

27 and she said, “ True, Master! yet the dogs eat-of the crumbs 

a8 which fall from their masters’ table.” -Then Jesus answered 
and said unto her, “*‘ O woman, great 2 thy fith: be it unto 
thee even as thou desirest!” And her daughter was cured from 
that very hour. 

a9_~=«- And, having departed from thence, Jesus came nigh to the 
lake of Galilee; and went up'a mountain, and sat down there: 

go and great multitudes came near unto him, having with them 
those that were lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, 
and laid them down at the feet of Jesus y*and he :healef ‘them’: 

41 insomuch that the multitude wondered, when they paw ' that the 
dumb spoke, the maimed were made whole, the lame walked, 
and the blind saw: and they glorified the God of Israel. 

32 Then Jesus called his disciples ἐσ Ain, and said, “ I have 
compassion on the multitude, because they have now remained 
with me three days, and have nothing to eat: and I am not 
willing to send them away fasting, lest they faint by the way.” 

33 And his disciples say unto"him, “ Whence should we have so 
many loaves in the desert, as to satisfy so great a multitude ?” 

34 And Jesus saith unto them, “ Flow many loaves have ye?” 

as, And they said, “ Seven, and a few little fishes.” And he di- 

36 rected the multitude to lie down upon the ground ; and took the 
seven loaves and the fishes, and having given thanks, he brake 
them, and gave to his disciples, and the disciples to the multi- 

47 tude: and they all ate, and were filled: and they took up seven 

38 baskets full of the fragments that remained. Now those tbat ate 
were four thousand men, beside women and children. 
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And having sent away the multitude, he went into the vessel, 39 
and came into the borders of ἡ Maodala, 


CHAP. XVI.—Then the Pharisees and the Sadducees came 1 
near, and, trying him, desired him to shew them a sign ‘from 
heaven. And he answered and said unto them, “ ¥ When it is 2 
evening, ye say, ‘ It will be fair weather ; for the skyis red:’ and 3 
in themorning, ‘ 1ὲ will befoul weather to-day ; for the sky is red 
and lowering.’ ¥O hypocrites, 'ye can discern the appearance of 
the sky; but can ye not discern the signs of the times? A 4 
wicked and adulterous generation seeketh after a sign ; and no 
sign will be given unto it, but the sign of the prophet Jonah.” 
And he left them, and went away. 

And when his disciples were come to the other side of the lake, 5 
they had forgotten to take bread: then Jesus said unto them, 6 
‘Take heed and beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and of the 
Sadducees.” And they reasoned among themselves, saying, 7 
“1 is because we have brought no bread.” And when Jesus 8 
perceived this, he said unto them, “‘ O ye of little faith, why rea- 
son ye among yourselves, because ye have brought no bread ? 
Do ye not yet Understand ; neither remember the five loaves of 9 
the five thousand, and how many baskets full yetook up? Nor 10 
the seven loaves of the four thousand, and how many baskets full 
ye took up? How is it that ye do not understand that it wasnot 11 
concerning bread that I, told you to beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees ?” * Then they understood that 12 
he did not bid them beware of the leaven of the bread, but of the 
doctrine of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

And Jesus having gone into the region of Cesarea-' Philippi, 
asked his disciples, saying, “‘ Who do men say that 71, the Son 
of man, am?” And they said, “ Some say John the Baptist : 
others, Elijah ; and others, Jeremiah, or one of the prophets.” 
He saith unto them, “ But who do ye say that Tam?” And 15 
Simon Peter answered and said, “ Thou art the Christ, the Son 16 
of the living God.” And Jesus answered and said unto him, 17 
«¢ Blessed art thou, Simon 'son of Jonah! for flesh and blood 
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hath not revealed ¢his unto thee, but my Father who is in hea- 
18 ven: and I say'also unto thee, That thou art " Peter, [Rock], 
and upon this rock I will build my church; and the gates of 
19 death shall not prevail against it. And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven: and whatscever thou shalt 
bind on earth, ἐξ will be bound in heaven: and whatsoever thou 
50 shalt loose on earth, ἐξ will be loosed in heaven.” Then he charged 
his disciples that they should tell no one. that he was the Christ. 
21 From that time began Jesus to shew unto his disciples, that 
he must go unto Jerusalem, and suffer many things from the 
elders, and chief priests and seribes, and be put to death, and be 
2a raised the third day, Then Peter took him aside, and began to 
rebuke him, saying, “ Be it far from thee, Master! this shall not 
23 happen unto thee.” But he turned, and said to Peter, “‘ Get thee 
behind me, 'Satan! thou art "a stumbling-block unto me: for 
thou regardest not the things of God, but the things of men.” — 
24 Then said Jesus unto his disciples. “Ef any one:seguld. come 
after me, let him deny himselt, and take up his cross, and follow 
25 me: for whosoever desireth to save his life will lose it: and 
26 whosoever loseth his life for my sake will ‘find it. For what is 
a man profited, if he gain the whole world, and lose his own 
"soul? ox what shall a man give "in exchange for his "soul? 
27 For the Son of man will come in the glory of his Father, with his 
angels; and then he will render to every one according to his 
28 works, Verily I say unto you, There are some of those that 
stand here, who will not taste of death, until they see the Son of 
man coming in his kingdom.” 


1 CHAP. XVII—And ‘after six days Jesus taketh with Ain: 
Peter, James, and John his brother, and leadeth them up a high 
ὦ mountain apart ; and he was transfigured before them : and his 
face shone as the sun, and his raiment became white as the light: 
g and, behold, there appeared unto them Moses and Elijah, 
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talking with him. Then Peter said unto Jesus, “ Master, it is 4 
good for us to remain here : 'if thou wilt, let us make here three 
tabernacles; one for thee, and one for Moses, and one for Eli- 
jah.” While he was yet speaking, behold, a bright cloud over- 5 
shadowed them: and behold, a voice out of the cloud, which 
said, “ Tu18 18 MY BELOVED Sox, IN WHOM I aM WELL PLEASED ; 
HEAR YE nim!” And when the disciples heard ἐξ, they fell on 6 
face, and were sorely afraid: but Jesus came and touched them, 7 
and said, “ Arise, and be not afraid!” And when they had 8 
lifted up their eyes, they saw no one, but Jesus only. 

And as they came down from the mountain, Jesus charged 9 
them, saying, ‘* Tell 'the vision to no one, until the Son of man 
shall have risen from the dead.” And his disciples asked him, 10 
saying, ““ Why then do the scribes say that Flijah must first 

come?” And Jesus answered and said unto them, “4 Elijah 31 
truly doth ‘first come, and will restore all things: but I say 12 
unto you, that Elijah hath come already, and sen ‘knew him 
not, but did unto him whatever they would. In like manner 
"will the Son of man also suffer from them.” Then the disciples 13 
‘utiderstood that’ he: spike unto them concerning John the Bap- 
tist. 

And when they were come to the multitude, there came tohim 14 
a man, who Eneeled down to him, saying, “' Master, have pity 15 
on my gon: for he is ‘lunatic, and sorely afflicted ; for ofttimes 
he falleth into the fire, and often into the water: and I brought 16 
him to thy disciples, but they could not cure him.” Then Jesus 17 
answered and said, “‘ O unbelieving and perverse generation, 
how long shall I be with you? how long shall I endure you 7 
bring him hither to me!” And Jesus rebuked the demon; and 18 
it came out ‘of him: and the child was cured from that very 
hour. Then the disciples came to Jesus apart, and said, “Why 19 
‘could not we cast it out?” And Jesus said unto them, “ Be- 20 
 SMasé of your ‘unbelief! for verily I say unto you, If ye have 
faith as ἃ σταίη" οὗ mustard seed, ye shall say unto this mountain, 
© Remove hence to yonder place;’ and it will remove; and 
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a1 nothing will be impossible.unto you.. -* Howbeit this kind 
cometh not out but by prayer and fasting.” 

22 And while they abode in Galilee, Jesus said unto them, “ The 
Son of man is about to be delivered up into the hands of men: 

23 and they will kill him, and the third: day he will be raised 
again.” And they were exceedingly sorrowful. a. 

24 And when they were come to Capernanm, they that received 
the tribute money came to Peter, and said, “ Doth not your 

a5 teacher pay 'the tribute?” Peter saith, “ Yes.” And when 
he was come into the house, Jesus spake first to him; saying, 
* What thinkest thou, Simon? from whom do the kings of the 
earth take custom or iribute? from their own sons, or from 

26 strangers?’ Peter saith unto him, “‘ From strangers.” Jesus 

97 saith unto him, “ The song then are free: nevertheless 'that we 
may not give them offence, go thou to the lake, and cast a 
hook, and take the fish that first cometh up; and when thou 
hast opened its mouth, thou wilt fad “a shekel : fake that, and 
give it them for me and thee.” 


1 CHAP. XVIII.—At that time the disciples came to Jesus, 
a saying, “ Who'tis greatest in the kingdom of heaven?” And 
Jesus called a little child unto him, and set-him in the midst of 
4 them, and said, “ Verily I say unto you, Unless ye ‘be changed, 
and become as little children, ye cannot enter into the kingdom 
4 of heaven. Whosoever therefore shall humble himself ag thig 
5 little chitd, the same ᾽ 15 greatest in the kingdom of heaven: and 
whoso shal] receive 'one such little child in my mame, receiveth 
6 me. But whoso shall cause one of these little ones who believe 
in me to ‘offend, it were better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea. 
7  ** Alas for the world on account of ! causes of offending ! for it 
must needs be that causes of offending come; but alas for that 
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man by whom the cause of offending shall: come! Wherefore 8 
if thy band or thy foot ‘cause thee to offend, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee: it is better for thee to enter into life lame 
or maimed, than, having two hands or two feet, to be cast into 
everlasting fire. And ifthine eye ‘cause thee to offend, pluck it 9 
out, and cast sf from thee: it is better for thee to enter into life 
with one eye, than, having two eyes, to be cast into hell fire. 

‘Take heed that ye despise not one of these'little ones ; for I 10 
say unto you, that in heaven their angels always behold the face 
of my Father who is in beaven. For the Son of man is come 11 
to save that which was lost. How think ye? if a man havea 12 
hundred sheep, and one of them have gone astray, doth he not 
leave the ninety and nine upon the mountains, and go and seek 
that which hath gone astray? and if he find it, verily I say unto 13 
you, he rejoieeth more over that sheep, than over the ninety and 
nine that did not go astray. Even so it is not the will of your 14 
Father who is in heaven, that one of these Sitile 'ones should 
perish. 

“ Moreover ifthy brother shall trespass against thee, go and! tell 15 
him of his fault between thee and him alone: if he hearken to 
thee, thou hast gained:thy brother: but if he will not hearken to 16 
thee, then take with thee one or two more, that by the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every word may be established: and ifhe 17 
refuse to -hearken to them, tell ἐξ unto the 'church: but ifhe also 
refuse to hearken to the."church, let him be unto thee as a hea- 
then and a publican. Verily I say unto you, Whatsoever ye 18 
shall bind on earth will be bound in heaven: and whatscever 
ye shall loose on earth will be loosed in heaven. Again I say 19 
unto you, that if two of you shall agree on earth concerning any 
thing that they shall ask, it will be done for them by my Father 
who is in heaven: for where two or three are gathered together 20 
in my: name, ' there am I in the midst of them.” 
τς Thencame Peter tobim, and said, “ Master, how often shall my 2: 
brother offend against me, and I forgive him ? until seven times?” 
Jesus saith unto him, “ I say not unto thee, until seven times: 22 
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48. but, until seventy times seven. . Herein: the kingdom. of beaven 
is like a certain king, who would settle eccounts: with. his 'ser- 
24 vants. And when he had begun: to. reckon, one was brought to. 
25 him, who owed him ten thousand talents: but forasmuch-as Πα. 
had not wherewith to pay, his master ordered him, to. be-ankd, 
with his wife, and children, and all that. he had, and.payment.to. 
26 be mage. The servant therefore fell down, and did ‘him, ohei-: 
sance, saying, " Master, have patience with me,.and.L will pay. 
37 thee all.’ Then the master.of that. servant.syds*movad with 
28 compassion, and released him, and forgave him the debt. But: 
the’ same servant going out, met one of. his-fellowaevrents, who. 
owed bim an hundred 'pence: and he laid hands.qn:him;.and — 
took Aim by the throat, saying,‘ Pay me what thou. oweat’- 
29 Then his fellowservant fell down’, and besought him, saying, 
go ὁ Have patience with me, and J will pay thee.all:’.and he would. 
not: be’ went and cast him into prison, til: he shonld, pay dhe 
31 debt, So when his fellowservants- saw σπαθὶ wer dane, ther were. 
very sorry, and went and told their ‘master.ell that was done,- 
35 Then his master called him, and said unto him, “Ὁ thou wicked 
servant, I forgave thee all that debt, because thuu didst entreat 
33 me: shouldest not thou also have had pity.on thy fellowservant, 
34 even as I had pity on thee?” And his master.was wroth, and 
delivered him to the jailors, till he should pay-all that was due 
35 unto him. So likewise will my heavenly Father do: unto you, if 
ye, from your hearts, forgive not every one his brother *.” 


1 CHAP. XIX.—And it came to pass, when Jesus had finished 
these sayings, that he departed from Galilee, and came into the 

2 borders of Judea'beyond Jordan; and great multitudes followed 
him; and he healed them there. 

3 Then certain Pharisees also came unto him, trying him, and 
said unto him, “ Is it lawful for a man to put away his-wife 

4 for 'every cause?” And he answered .and gaid..unte: them,. 
ἐς Have ye not read, that he who made them at-the beginaing made 

5 8 male and a female; and ' said, ‘ For this cause shall a man

leave father and mother, and cleave to his wife: and they two 
shall be one flesh?’ So that they are no longer two, but one 6 
flesh ; what therefore God hath joined together, let not man put 
asunder.” They say unto him, ‘“‘ Why then did Moses direct us 7 
to give ¢ wife. a writing of divorcement, and to put her away ?” 
He saith unto them, “‘ Moses, because of the perverseness of your 8 
hearts, suffered you to put away your wives; but it was sot so 
from the beginning: and 1 say unto you, Whosoever shall put 9 
away bis wife, except ἐξ be for ‘fornication, and shall marry 
another, committeth adultery : ταῦ whoso marrieth her that "is 
put away committeth adultery.” 

His disciples say unto him, “ If the case of the man with Ais 10 
wife be 80, it is not good to marry.” He said unto them, ‘All 31 
cannot receive.that saying, -but only they to whom it is given : 
for there are. eanuchs, that were 80 born from their mother’s 12 
womb: and thereare eunuchs, that were made eunuchs by men: 
and there are eunuchs, that have made themselves eunuchs for 
the sake of the kingdom of heaven. He that is able to ' receive 
this, let him " receive ἐξ.) 

Then there were brought unto him little children, that he might 13 
put Ais-hands upon them, and pray: and the disciples rebuked 
‘them: but Jesus said, “ Suffer the little children to come unto 14 
me, and forbid them not; for. of such like is the kingdom of 
heaven. And-having put dis hands on them, he departed 15 
thence, σ΄. 

behold, one came and said unto him, “ ¥ Good teacher, 16 
what good :thing ‘thall I do,:that I may obtain everlasting life?” 
And Jesus said unto-him,“*Why askest thou me concerning 17 
‘good ? one only is good: but if thou wouldst enter into life, 
keep the commandments.” He saith unto him, “ Which?” 18 
Jesus said, “Thoy shalt do no murder; Thou shalt not commit 
adultery ; Thou shalt not.steal; ‘Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness; : Honour thy father and thy mother; and, Thou shalt love 19 
( neighbour as thyself.” The young man saith unto him, 20 
‘+: All these.chings I have kept ‘from my youth up: what lack 
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ai 1 yet?” Jesus said unto him, “ If thou wouldst be perfect, go 
sell what thou hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt have 
a2 treasure in heaven: and come, follow me” But when the 
young man heard those words, he went away. sorrowful : for he 
23 had great possessions. Then said Jesus to his disciples, ' “ Verily. 
I say unto you, that a rich man will hardly enter into the king- 
44 domof heaven: and again I say unto you, It is easier fora camel. 
to enter through the eye of a needle. than for a rich man 
35 to enter into the kingdom of God.” When. the disciples’ heard 
this, they were exceedingly amazed, saying, “ Who then. can. 
26 be saved?” But Jesus looked on then, and said unto them, 
“ With men this is impossible; but with God all things are 
_ possible,” 
27. Then Peter answered and said unto him, “ Behold, we have 
left all things, and followed thee ; what shall we therefore have ?”’ 
28 And Jesus said unto them, “ Verily I say unto you, That i in the. 
t regeneration, when the Son of man shall sit on the throne of his 
glory, ye who have followed me will yourselves also. ait: upon 
ag twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel... And every 
one that hath left houses, or brethren, or sisters, or father, or 
mother, ¥ or wife, or children, or lands, for my name's sake, will 
receive a hundredfold, and will inherit everlasting life. 
so CHAP. XX.— But many. will be. last that are first; 
1 and first that are last. For the kingdom of heaven is like a 
householder, who went out early in the morning to. hire labourers 
2 for his vineyard. And when he had agreed with the labourers 
3 for a'penny a day, he sent them into his vineyard, And he 
went out about the third hour, and saw others standing idle in 
4 the marketplace; and said unto them; ‘ Go ye also into the 
vineyard, and whatsvever is right I will give you:’ and they 
5 went. Again he went out about the sixth and ninth hour, and 
6 did in like manner, And sbout the eleventh hour he went out, 
and found others standing, and saith unto them, * Why: stand ye. 
+ here all the day idle?’ ‘They say unto bim, ‘ Because, no one. 
hath hired us." He saith unto them, ‘ Go ye also into the vine- 
8 yard; Yand whatsoever is right, ye shall receive.’ So when 
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evening had come, the master of the vineyard saith unto his 
steward, ‘ Call the labourers, and give them fheir hire, beginning 
from the last unto the first.’ And when they came that had been 
Aired about the eleventh hour, they received every man a penny. 
But when the first came, they supposed that they were to receive 
more; but they also received every man a penny: and when 
they had received if, they murmured against the householder, 
saying, ‘These last have worked u¢ one hour, and ' thou hast made 
them equal to us, who have borne the burden and heat of the 
day." But he answered and said to one of them, ‘ Friend, I do 
thee no wrong: didst not thou agree with me for ἃ penny? take 
what is thine, and go thy way: it is my will to give to this last 
as much as to thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I will 
with mine own? Is thine eye evil, because I am good?’ Thus 
the last will be first, and the first last: Του many are called, but 
few are chosen.” Ὁ 


And as Jesus was about to go up to Jerusalem he took the 
twelve disciples aside on the way, and said unto them; “ Be- 
hold, we'are going up to Jerusalem ; and the Son of man will 
be delivered up unto the chief priests and the scribes, and they 
will condemn him to death ; and will deliver him to the Gentiles 
to mock, and to scourge, and té crucify: and the third day he 
will rise again.” 

Then the mother of Zebedee’s children came to him with her 
sous; doing ‘kan’ obeisance, and asking something of him. And 
he said“witd“hes, ὦ What wouldst thou?” She saith unto him, 
« Grant that ‘thése iny two sons may sit, the one on thy right 
hand, and the other on thy left, m thy kingdom.” But Jesus 
answered and said, “ Ye know not what ye ask. Are ye able 
to drink of the cup that I am to drink of%?” They say unto 
him, “We are able.” Then he saith unto them, “ Ye will in- 
déed drink of my cup,” but to sit on my right hand, and on my 
left; is not mine to give, "but to those for whom it has been pre- 
pared ‘by my Father.” 

And ‘when the ten heard ἐξ, they were moved with indignation 
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25 against the two brethren: but Jesus called them unto’ o'iatin, ‘and. 
said, ‘‘ Ye know that the rulers of the Gentiles lord it over them, 
26 and they that are great exercise authority upon them. © 'It shalt 
not be so among you: but whosoevei would be: great among 
27 you, let him be your "minister; and whosoever: would be chief 
28 among you, let him be your 'servant: ‘even as the Sen of man 
came not to be ' ministered unto, but to " minister, and ti give 
his life a ransom for “many. i 
29 © And as they were going out from Jericho, e-great maultitede 
30 followed him: and, behold, two blind mén sitting by: the’ way 
side, when they heard that Jesus was passing ‘by; cried. out; 
gt saying, “* Have pity on us, Master, thou son of David!” And 
the multitude rebuked them, that they might hold their peace : 
but they cried out the more, saying, “ Have pity on us, Master, 
32 thow son of David!” And Jesus stood still, and called them, 
33 and said, “ What would ye that I should do unto you 2” — 
34 say unto him, “ ' Master, that our eyes may be opened Ὁ" “And 
Jesus was moved with compassion; and touthed thd ‘eyes: 
and immediately their eyes —— ‘sight, ‘end: they ‘followed 
him. 


1 CHAP, XXI.—And when they drew nigh unto Jerusalem, 
and were come to Bethphag?, at the mount of Olives, Jesus sent 
2 two disciples, saying to them, “ Go into the village over against 
you, and straightway ye will find an ass tied, and a colt with 
3 her: loose them, and bring them unto me: and if any one say 
anything unto you, ye shall say, ‘ The -Master hath need of. 
4 them ;’ and straightway he will send them.” Now Yall this was 
done, 'that it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the pro- 
5 phet, saying, “ Tell ye the daughter of Sion, Behold, thy King 
cometh unto thee, meek, and sitting upon.an ass, even a colt the 
8 foal of an ass.” And the disciples went, and did as Jesus 
7 commanded them; and brought the ass, and the colt, and: put 
8 on them their garments, and he sat upon them. ‘And’ a very 
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great multitude spread their garments in the way; and others 
cut. down branches from the trees, and strewed them in the way: 


and: the multitades that went before, and those that followed, 9

And when he entered into. Jerusalem, all the vity was moved, 
saying, “ Who is this?’ And the multitude said, “ This is the 
prophet Jesus of Nazareth, in Galilee.” And Jesus went into 
the temple ¥ of God, and drove. out all those that sold and bought 
in the temple, and overthrew the tables of the moneychangers, 
and the seats. of those that sold doves; and said unto them, 
“It is written,‘ My house 'shall be called the house of prayer ;’ 
but ye have made it a den of thieves.” And the blind and the 
lame. came to him in the temple; and he healed them. And 
when the chief priests and scribes saw the wonderful things that 
he did, and the children crying in the temple, and saying, ‘* Ho- 
sauna to: the-son of David!” they were full of indignation: and 
said-unto him, “4 Hearest thou what these say?” And Jesus 
saith unto them,‘ Yea: have ye never read, ‘ Out of the mouth 
of babes and aucklings thou hast perfected praise ?’” And he 
left them, and went out of the city into Bethany, and lodged 
there. 

Now in the moming, as he was returning into the city, he 
hungered : and seeing a figtree by the wayside, he went up to 
it, ‘and finding nothing thereon but leaves, he said unto it, “ Let 
no fruit grow on thee hereafter for ever!” and immediately the 
figtroe. withered away.. And when the disciples suw ἐξ, they 
marvelled, saying, “ How sogn bath the figtree withered away 1!” 
Then Jesus answered and said unto them, “ Verily I say unto 
you,- If ye have faith, and doubt not, ye will not only have 
power to do. what hath. been done to the figtree, but even if ye 
shall say unto this. mountain, ‘ Be thou removed ; and be thou 
cast. into the.sea "᾽ it will_he.done; and all things, whatsoever ye 
shell aek- in prayer, ! believing, ye will receive.” 

And when he had come into the temple, the chief priests and 
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the elders of the people came near to him‘ a3 he was ‘teaching;: 
and said, “ By what authority doest thou these things? snd «who 

24 gave thee this authority?” And Jesus angwered and said-unto 
them, “I also will ask you one-thing,: which: if ye tell me, I 

25 also will tell you by what authority I de these things :-the bap-- 
tism of John, whence was it? from heaven, or-.ffom:.men 7?” 
And they reasoned with themselves, saying; “ If: we shall say, 
‘ From heaven ;’ he will say unto us,‘ Why did ye not then 

a6 believe him?’ but if we shall say,‘ From men;" we fear ‘the 

27 people ; for all hold John to he a prophet.” And they answered: 
Jesus, and said, “* We know not:”.and he said unto.them, 
“ Neither do I tell you by what authority I do these things,” 

48 But what think ye ofthis? A man had two sons; and he 
came to the first, and said, ‘ Son, go work to-day in my vine-" 

2g yard:’ and he answered and said, ‘ I will not τ᾿ but afterwards 

30 he repented, and went, And he came tothe other, and said in 
like manner: and he answered and said,-* I go,. sir:” but: went. 

31 not. Which of those two did the will of Ais father?” They-say 
unto him, “ The first.” Jesus saith urito-them, “ Verily I say 
unto you, the publicans and the harlots go into the kingdom of 

32 God before you: for John came unto you ' in the way of" right- 
ecousness, and ye believed him not: but the publicans and har- 
lots believed him: and ye, when ye saw ἐξ, ἘΠῚ not after- 
wards, so as to believe him. 

33  “ Hear another parable: There was a certain. householder; 
who planted a vineyard, and set a hedge round about it, and 
dug ἃ winepress in it, and built a tower; and he let it out to. 

34 husbandmen, and went to another country. And when the 
season for fruit drew near, he seut his servants to the hus- 

95 bandmen, that they might receive the fruits of it. And the 
husbandmen took his servants, and beat one, and killed another, 

36 and stoned another. Again, he sent other servants’ more than 

37 the first: and they did to them in like manner. But last of all he 
sent unto them his son, saying, " They will reverence my son :’ 

38 but when the husbandmen saw the son; they said among them- 
selves, ‘ This is the heir; come, let us kill him, and let us seize 
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on his inheritance.’ So they took him, and cast hin out of the 39 
vineyard, and slew Aim, When therefore the master of the vine- 40 
yard cometh, what will he do unto those husbandmen?” They 41 
say unto him, “ He will miserably destroy those wicked men, 
and will let out the vineyard unto other husbandmen, who will 
render him the fruits im their season.” 

Jesus saith unto them, “ Did ye never read in the scriptures, 42 
‘ The stone which the builders rejected, the same hath become 
the head of the corner: this is the Lord’s doing, and it is mar- 
vellous in our eyes?’ Therefore I say unto you, The kingdom 43 
of God will be taken from you, and given to » people that will 
bring forth its proper fruits. YAnd whosoever shall fall on this 44 
stone will be bruised: by i¢: but on whomsoever it shall fall, it 
will crush him to pieces.” And when the chief priests and 45 
Pharisees heard his parables, they perceived that he spake of 
them: but, though: they desired to take him, they feared the 46 
multitudes, because they accounted him a prophet. 


CHAP. XXTI.—And again Jesus spake unto them by para- 1 
bles, saying, “‘ The kingdom of heaven is like a certain king, 2 
who made a marriage feast for his son: and he sent forth his 3 
servants to call those who had been invited, to the feast; but 
they would not come. Again, he sent forth other servants, say- 4 
ing, ὁ Tell those who were invited, Behold, I have prepared my 
dinner: my oxen and fatlings are killed, and all things are 
ready: .eome- ante the marriage feast !’ But some made light of 5 
it, and went: théir;waygone to: his field, another to his merchan- 
dise: and the rest took his servants, and treated fhem wrong- 6 
fully, and slew thein. But when the king heard thereof, he was 7 
wroth ; and sent forth his soldiers, and destroyed those mur- 
derers, and. burned. up their city. Then saith he to his servants, 8 
‘The feast is ready, but they who were invited were nut worthy : 
go--ye therefore mto the highways, and invite as many 89 ye 9 
shall.find, to the marriage feast.’ So those servants went out 10 
into the highways, and gathered together all, as many as they 
found, both bad and good: and the feast was furnished with 
guests. “But when the king went in to see the guests, he saw 11 
there a man who had not. ἃ. a wedding garment: and he saith 12 
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unto him, ‘ Friend, how camest thou in hither, ‘not having-a 
1g wedding garment on ?* and he was speechless. Then: said the 
king to his servants, ‘ Bind him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and cast Aim into the outer darkness ; there shall be-weep- 
14 ing and gnashing of teeth! for many are called, but few are 
chosen.” 
15 Then the Pharisees went, and took cousisel how they might 
16 ensnare him in discourse: and they sent out to him their own 
disciples, with the Herodians, saying, “ Teacher, we know that 
thou art true, and teachest the way of God in truth, and carest 
17 not for any one: for thou lookest not at the person of men: tell . 
us therefore, What thinkest thou? Is it lawful to give tribute 
18 unto Cesar, or not?” But Jesus perceived their malice, and said, 
tg “* Why do ye try me, ye bypocrites? shew me the tribute 
20 money!” and they brought unto him a'penny. And he saith 
21 unto them, “ Whose és this image and inscription?” they say 
unto him, “ Cesar’s.” Then saith he unto them, “ Render 
therefore unto Cesar the things that are Cyaar’s's end wnto. God 
2 the things that are God’s.” And when they heard, they won- 
dered, and left him, and went their way. 
a3 Thesame day there came tohim Sadducees, who say that there 
24 is no resurrection, and they questioned him, saying, “ Teacher, 
Moses said, ὁ If a man die having no children, his brother shall 
25 marry his wife, and raise up offspring unto his brother.’ Now 
there were among us seven brethren : and the first, after having 
married a wife, died, and, having no issue, left his wife unto his 
26 brother. In like manner. did the second also, and the tbird,- 
a7 and so on to the seventh; and last of all the woman died also. 
28, In the resurrection therefore whose wife will she be of the seven ? 
ag for they all had her.” Jesus answered and said unto them, 
‘¢ Ye err, ‘not knowing the scriptures, nor the power of God: 
30 for in the resurrection, they neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
41 riage; but are as the angels of God in heaven. But concerning 
the resurrection of the dead, have ye not read what: was spoken 
32 unto you by’ God, saying, “1 am the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob?’ Nowv God is not the 
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God of the dead, but of the living.” And when the multitude 93 
heard, they were astonished at his ‘doctrine. 

But when the Pharisees heard that he had put the Sadducees 34 
to silence, they gathered about him: and one of them, who was 35 
a teacher of the law, questioned Aim, trying him, and saying, 
“ Teacher, which és the great commandment of the law?” Jesus 36 
said unto him, “* Tou saaLt LOVE THE Loro tay Gop with 
ALL TBY HEART, AND WITH ALL THY SOUL, AND WITH ALL THY 
uinp:’ This is the first and great commandment; and the se- 38 
cond is Tike unto it, *THou SHALT LOVE THY NEIGHBOUR AS 39 
THYSELF.’: On these two commandments hang all the law and 40 
the prophets.” 
- And while the Pharisees were still gathered together, Jesus 41 
asked them, saying, “ What think ye concerning the Christ? 42 
whose son 'is he?” They say unto him, “ David’s.” He saith 43 
unto them, ** How then doth David in the spirit call him ‘' Lord,’ 
‘saying, ‘'The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right 44 
hand, till 1 make thine enemies thy footstool?” If David then 45 
calt him, ** Lord,’ how is:he-his son?” and no one was able to 46 
answer him a word, neither did any one from that day forth 
venture to quéstion him any more. 


CHAP. XXIII.—Then spake Jesus to the multitudes, and 1 
to his disciples, saying, “The scribes and the Pharisees sit in the ἃ 
seat of Moses; observe and do therefore whatsoever they bid 3 
you observe ; but do riot: ‘according to their works : for they say, 
and'do hot: Forthay bind: op burdens heavy Yand grievous to 4 
be borne, and lay them on men’sshoulders; but they themselves 
are not willing to move them with one of their own fingers. 
And they-do all their works to be seen by men. They make 5 
‘their 'phylacteriéa-broad, and the borders of their garments 
“lange; and they love the uppermost places at feasts, and the 6 
-ehiéf ‘aéats‘ in’ the ‘Synagogites, and salutations in the market 7 
places, and: to be ¢alled by: =e, ‘ Rabbi, Rabbi!’ But be not 8 
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ye called “ Rabbi:’ for one is 'your Yleader; and: ye are ‘all 

g brethren, And call no one your father upon the earth: forones 

10 your Father, who is in heaven. Neither be ‘ye called léaders: 

11 Του one is your leader, even the’Christ. But the greatest 

12 among you shall be your servant: dnd whosoever ‘shall exalt 
himself shali be humbled; and he that shall humble himself 
shall be exalted. 

13 Y* Alas for you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! ‘for ye 
devour widows’ houses, and for a pretence make long prayers : 

14 therefore ye will receive the greater condemnation, But alas 
for you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shut up the 
kingdom of heaven against men: for ye neither enter yourselves, 

15 nor suffer those that are entering to enter. Alas for you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye traverse sea and land to make 
one proselyte, and when he is made, ye make him ' twofold 
more a child of hell than yourselves. 

16 “ Alas unto you, ye blind guides, who say, ¢ Whosoever ‘shall 
swear by the temple, it is nothing's but whosoéter’ shall ‘wear 

17 by the gold of the temple, he is bound by ‘his: oath Κ΄ Foolish and 
blind! which is the greater, the gold, ‘or the temple that sancti- 

18 fieth the gold? And, ‘ Whosoever shall swear ‘by the altar, 
it is nothing; but whosoever sweareth by the gift that is upon 

19 it, he is bound.’ Y Foolish and blind! which ἐς the greater, the 

20 gift, or the altar that sanctifieth the gift? He therefore that 
sweareth by the altar, sweareth by it, and by every thing thereon : 

a1 and he that sweareth by the temple, sweareth by it, and by him 

22 who dwelleth therein: and he that sweareth by heaven, sweareth 
by the throne of God, and by him who sitteth thereon. 

23“ Alas for you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithes of mint and anise and cummin, and omit the weightier 
matters of the law,—justice, mercy, and faithfulness: now these 
ye ought to have done, and not to leave the other undone. 

24 Blind guides! who strain ‘off the gnat, but swallow the camel. 

95 Alas for you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 1 for ye make 
clean the outside of the cup, Yend of the dish, while within they 
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are full of extortion and injustice. Thou blind Pharisce! first 26 
cleanse the inside of the cup and dish, that the outside of them 
may be clean also. Alas for you, scribes andPharisees, hypo- 27 
crites! for ye are like unto whitened sepulchres, which out- 
wardly indeed appear beautiful, but within are full of dead 
men’s bones, and all sort of uncleannesa: even so ye also out- 28 
wardly appear righteous unto men, but within ye are full of hy- 
pocrisy and iniquity. 

“ Alas for you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! because 29 
ye build up the sepulchres of the prophets, and adorn the tombs 
of the righteous; and say, ‘ If we had lived in the days of our 30 
fathers, we would not have been partakers with them in the 
blood ofthe prophets.’ So that ye bear witness against yourselves, 31 
that ye are the sons of those who killed the prophets. ‘Fill ye 35 
up then the-measure of your fathers. Ye serpents, ye offspring 99 
of vipers, how can ye escape’the condemnation of hell? Where- 34 
fore, behold, I send. unto you prophets, and wise men, and 
scribes : and some of them γα will kill and crucify; and some 
of them: F Will scourge in. your synagogues, and persecute from 
eity to City: ‘so that upon you will "come allthe righteous 35 
blood shed upon the earth, from the blood of righteous Abel 
unto the blood of Zachariah, son of Barachiah, whom ye slew 
between the temple and the altar: verily I say unto you, that 36 
all these. things will come upon this generation. 

*Q. Jerusalem, Jerusalem! that killest the prophets, and 37 
stonest those who are sent unto thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy. children together, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would not! Behold, your 38 
"house is abandoned "to you ‘desolate: for I say ‘unto you, 30 
¥e-will not see me. hereafter, until ye shall say, ‘ Blessed be he 
thet cometh in the. name of the Lord !’” 


CHAP. XXIV.—And Jesus went “out, and fwas departing 1 
| from the temple; and his disciples came near, to’ show him the 
buildings of the. temple. And Jesus said unto them, “ See ye" 2 
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not all these things? verily I say unto:you,, There. will: not -be 

left here one stone upon another, that will not be thrown down.”

14 dureth unto the end, the same will be preserved: and ‘these glad 

tidings of the kingdom will be preached in all the -world, for a 
testimony unto all nations; and then will the end come. - 

15 When therefore ye shall see the ‘abomination of desolation, 

spoken of by the prophet Daniel, standing "in the holy place,” 

16 (fet him that readeth, understand 1) “ then let those who are in 

17 Judea, flee to the mountains: let not him who is on the-housetop; 

18 come down to take the things out of his: house: neither let-him 

19 that is in the field, return back to take his garments. . And alas 

for those that are with child, and for those that give suck, in 

80 those days! But pray ye that your flight be not in the winter, 

21 neither on the sabbath: for then will be great tribulation, such 

as hath not been since the beginning of the world to." this time;

Theo. will 
they also answer, saying, ‘ Lord, when saw we thee hungry;:-or 
athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or m pean eee et 
45 minister unto thee 2’ Then will he answer them, saying, ‘ Verily 
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I say unto-you, inasmuch as ye did ἐξ not to one of the least of 
these,:ye'did it not to me.’ And thiese will go away into ever- 46 
lasting punishment: but the righteous into everlasting life.” 


CHAP. XXVI.—And:it came to pass, that when Jesus had 1 
finished all these sayings, he said unto his disciples, “ Ye know 2 
that ‘after two days will be the passover, and the Son of man 
will be delivered up to be crucified.” 

: ‘Phen the chief priests;"and the scribes, and the elders of the 3 
people asserabled together in the palace of the high priest, who 
‘was called Caiaphas, and consulted how they might take Jesus 4 
by suabtilty, and kill Ai. . Bat they said, “ Not during the feast, 5 
lést there be a tamult among the people.” 
᾿ς ‘Row when Jésus was in Bethany, in the house of Simon 6 
called the leper, there came to him a woman, having an alabaster 7 
box of very costly ‘ointment, and poured ἐὲ on his head, as he 
was af table. But when his disciples saw it, they had indigna- 8 
nation, saying, ‘‘ Wherefore. ‘ts this waste? for this ointment 9 
might have been sold for much, and given to the poor.” And τὸ 
Jesus ‘perceiving. this,: mid: unto them, "' Why trouble ye the 
woman? for'she hatli done a good deed towards me: for ye 1! 
have the poor always with you; but me ye have not always. 
Moreover, in pouring this ointment upon my body, she did ἐξ for 12 
my ‘burial, Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever in the whole 13 
world ' this: gospel shall be preached, this also which she hath 
done; shall be spoken: of for a memorial of her.” 

"Then die: of. che-teelve;ealled Judas ‘Iscariot, went to the 14 
chief priests, and said, * What will ye give me, and I will de- 15 
liver him unto you?” and they agreed with him for thirty ' pieces 

of silver; and from that time he sought an opportunity to de- 
liver hitn’ ap.. 

Now on the first dey of the feast of unleavened bread, thedisci- 17 
ples came to Jesus, saying unto him, “ Where wilt thou that 
we inake ready for: thee to eat the passover?” And he said, 18 
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“Go into the city to such 8 man, and say tocbim,$ The ‘Teacher 
saith, My time is at hand; 'I will keep the. passower..at. thy 
tg house, with my disciples.”” And. the disciples. did: as. Jésus 
commanded them; and they mada ready. the passover. 
20 And when the evening wea come,-he placed himself at. the 
21 table with the twelve: and while they were eating, he said, 
az “ Verily I say unto you, one of you will deliver me up.” And 
they were exceedingly sorrowful, and began every one of them 
2g to say unto him, “ς Master, is it.I?” and he answered. and said, 
‘‘ He that dippeth Ais hand with me in the dish, the same will 
a4 deliver meup. The Son of man indeed departeth, as it is written 
concerning him: but alas for that man, by. whom. the:Son. οὗ 
man is delivered up! good were it for that man, if he had not 
25 been born!” Then Judas, who delivered him up, answered 
and said, “ Rabbi, is it 1?’ He said unto him, “‘ Thou hast 
said truly.” 2 
26 And as they were eating, Jeans took. the bread, and. “blessed, 
and brake i, and gave to the. disciples, and, saith, “; Take, eat:; 
27 this is my body.” And he took the cup,.and..gave thasika, end 
48 gave i? to them, saying, “* Drink -ye all of it; for this is my 
blood of the new covenant, which is shed for 'many, for the re- 
2g mission of sins. But I say unto you, I shall not drink hence- 
forth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I shall drink 
go it 'new with you in my Father’s kingdom.” And when they 
had 'sung a hymn, they went out to the mount of Olives.” . 
3. Then saith Jesus unto them, “'Ye will all offend because of 
me this night: for it is written, ‘ I will smite the shepherd, and 
g2 the sheep of the flock will be scattered abroed.’ But after I 
33 ‘have risen, I will go before you into Galilee.” Peter answered 
and said unto him, “‘ Though all should offend because of thee, 
34 yet will I never offend.” Jesus said unto him, “ Verily I say 
unto thee, that this night, before the cock crow, thou wilt deny 
35 me thrice.” Peter said unto him, “ Though I should die with 
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thee, yet will I in πὸ wise deny thee.” In like manner said all 
the disciples also. . 

- Then Jesus cometh with them unto a place called Gethse- 36 
mané, and saith to the disciples, “ Sit ye here, while J go and 
pray yonder.” And he took with him Peter, and the two sons 47 
of Zebedee, and began to be sorrowful, and to be full of anguish. 
Then saith he unto them, “ My soul is exceedingly sorrowful, 38 
even unto death: tarry ye here, and watch with me.” And he 39 
went forward a little, and fell on his face, and prayed, saying, 
ἜΘ my Father, if it be possible, let this eup pass from me: 
nevertheless not as I will, but as thou wilt!” And he cometh 40 
unto the disciples, and findeth them asleep, and saith unto 
Peter, “ What, could ye not watch with me one hour? Watch, 41 
and pray that ye enter. not into 'temptations the spirit indeed is 
willing, but the flesh is weak.” He went away again the second 42 
time, and prayed, saying, “ Ὁ my Father, if this *cup may not 
pass away “from me unless I drink it, thy will be done!” And 43 
he came and found them asleep again; for their eyes were 
heavy..: And-he left them, and went away again, and prayed the 44 
third time, saying the same words. Then he cometh to his dis- 45 
ciples, and saith unto them, “'Sleep on now, and take your 
rest! behold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of man is deliv- 
ered up into the hands of sinners. Arise, let us 'be going: be- 46 
hold, he who delivereth me up is at hand !” 

And while he was yet speaking, behold, Judas, one of the 47 
‘twelve,-came, and with him a great multitude with swords and 
staves, from ‘the thief priests and elders of the peuple. Nowhe 48 
that delivered him up had given thema sign, saying, ““ Whomsoever 
T shail kiss, that same ishe: lay hold ofhim!” And straight- 49 
way he came up to Jesus, and said,“ Hail, Rabbi!’’ and kissed 
him. And Jegus said unto him, “ Friend, wherefore art thou §0 
come ἢ then they came and laid hands on Jesus, and took 
him. : 

And, behold, one of those who were with Jesus stretched out 51 
his hand, and drew his sword, and smote the servant of the high 
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62 priest, and struck off his ear, ‘Ther mith. Jesas“unto:him; 
“ Put up again thy sword into its place: for-all:they that také 

53 the sword will perish by the sword: thinkest thou that'T cannot 
now pray to my Father, and he would présently give me more 

54 than twelve legions of angels? but bow then should the serip- 
tures be fulfilled, which sey that thus it must be?’ 

55 In-that same hour Jesus said to the: multitudes, “ Have: ye 
come out as against a robber, with swords-and ‘staves, to take 
me ? 1 sat daily ¥ with you, ¥ teaching in the temple, and ye took 

56 me not; but all this hath been doné, 'that the ‘scriptures of the 
prophets might be fulfilled.” 

57 Then all the disciples forsook him, and fled. And they. that 
had taken Jesus led kim away to Caiaphas the high priest, 

58 where the scribes and elders were assembled: but Peter fol- 
lowed him afar off, unto the hall of the high priest's house, and 

59 went in, and sat with the ‘servants, to see the end. Now the 
chief priests, Vand the elders, and all-the "council, sought: for 
false testimony against Jesus, ‘fiat whey might put bim -todéath 

60 yet they found none, “thought” ‘mhahy false “witieses came’. 

61 At last came two false witnessed, and said, “‘ This man said; 41 
am able to destroy the temple of God, and to build it up in 

62 three days.’"’ Then the high priest rose up, and said unto him, 
«¢ Answerest thou nothing? what do these testify against thee ?” 

63 But Jesus held his peace: and the high priest spoke and said 
unto him, “I adjure thee by the living God, that thou ‘tell 

64 us whether thou be the Christ, the Son of Ged.” Jesus saith 
unto him, “ Thou hast said truly moreover F say unto ‘you, 
Hereafter ye will see the Son of man, ‘sitting on the tight hand 

65, of power, and coming on the clouds of heaven.” ‘Then the high 
priest rent his clothes, saying, * Iie hath spoken blasphemy ; 

_ what further need have we of witnesses? behold, ye have now 

66 heard his blasphemy. What seemeth fit to you?” They an: 

67 swered and said, “ He is guilty of death.” Then they apat in 
his face, and buffeted him; and others sniote Ti: ‘with the 
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palms of their hands, seying, “'Prophesy unto us, thou "Christ, 68 
‘Who-is he that smote-thee?” 

- Now Peter sat without in the hall: and a maid-servant came 69 
unto him, saying, “‘-Thou also wast with Jesus of Galilee :” 
but he denied before them all, saying, “ I know not what thou 70 
sayest.” And as he went out into the porch, another maid-ser- 71 
vant saw him, and said unto-those who were there, “ This maz 
also was: with Jesus of Nazareth :” and again he denied if with 72 
an oath, saying, “.1 40 not-know the man.” And after a while 73 
those who stood by, came up and said to Peter, “ Truly thou 
also art one of them; ‘for thy speech betrayeth thee:” then he 74 
began. to ‘curse, and to swear, saying, “ I know not the man :” 
and immediately the cock crew. And Peter remembered the 75 
words of Jesus,:how he said-unto him, “ Before the cock crow, 
thou wilt deny me thrice :” and he went out, and wept bitterly. 


- CHAP. XXVII-—-Now when the moming was come, all the 1 

chief priests and the elders of the people.took counsel against 

Jesus, to put him to.death: and when they had bound him, 2 

they led Aim, away, and-delivered him up to Pontius Pilate the 
‘governot. — 

Then Judas, who had delivered him up, when he saw that he 3 
was condemned, repented, and brought again the thirty pieces 
of silver to the chief priests and elders, saying, “ I have sinned, 4 
in that I have delivered. up Yinnosent blood.” And they said, 
“< What.is that. to us? see thou. to that/” and he cast down 5 
the pieces df:silverin‘the temple, and departed, and went and 
‘hanged himself. And the.chief priests took the silver pieces, 6 
and said, “ It is not lawful to put them into ‘the treasury, be- 
ause.they are the price of blood.” And after consulting to- 7 
gether, they-bought with them the potter’s field, to be a burying 
place for strangers: ‘wherefore that field is to this day called 8 
“ The field of blood” Then-was fulfilled that which was spoken 9 
by. the prope Y Jeremiah, saying, “ And'I took the thirty 
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pieces of silver, the price of him: that was-valued, whom they: of 
10 the sons of Israel did value; and gave them. for the sass 
field, as the Lord commanded me ᾿ 
11 And Jesus stood before the governor: seca Gis coverancacked 
him, saying, “ Art thon the King of the Jewa?” .And Jesus 
13 said unto him, “ Thou sayest truly.” And when he was ac- 
cused by the chief priests and elders, he made no answer. 
tg Then said Pilate unto him, ‘ Hearest thou not how many things 
14 they testify against thee?” But Jesus made him’ no: answer-to 
any thing that was said; so that the governor wondered greatly. 
15 Now at thaé feast the governor was wont to release unto the 
16 multitude one pnsoner, whom they chose: and they had then a 
17 noted prisoner, called Barabbas. When therefore they were 
gathered together, Pilate said unto them, “ Whom will ye that 
I release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus who is called Christ ?” 
18 (For he knew that through envy they had delivered him: and 
while he was sitting on the judgment seat, his wife had sent unto 
him, saying, “* Have thou nothing to do-:with “that zighteous 
man: for 1 bave suffered many things on his δοοσάπε this:dey 
20 in a dream.) But the chief priests and elders persuaded the 
multitude, that they should ask for Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 
21 Then the governor spake and. said unto them, “4 Which of the 
two would ye have me release unto you?” They said, “ Ba- 
22 rabbas.” Pilate saith unto them, “ What then shall I do with 
Jesus who is called Christ?” They all say unto him, “ Let 
a3 him be crucified!” and the governor said, ““ Why, what evil 
hath he done?” but they cried out exceedingly, saying, “ Let 
24 him be crucified!’ And when Pilate saw that he could prevail 
nothing, but rather fhat a tumult was made, he took water, and 
washed Ais hands before the multitude, saying, “ I am innocent 
45 of the blood of this ¥ righteous man: see ye fo ἐξ /” Then an- 
swered all the people, and said, “ Ilis blood be on us, and on 
46 our children!” Then he released Barabbas unto them; and 
when he had scourged Seer him up to be cruci- 
fied. 
27 Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into ‘the jndg- 
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ment ‘hall, and gathered: unto him the whole band. And they 28 
stripped him, and put-on him a scarlet robe: and platted a ag 
crown of thorns, and put ἐξ upon bis head, and a reed in his 
night hand: and bowed the knee before him, and mocked him, 
saying, “ Hail, king of the Jews!’ And they spat upon him, 30 
and took the reed,‘and smote him on the head: and when they 31 
had mocked him, they took the robe off him, and put his own 
garment on him, and led him away to crucify Aim. And as 32 
they were going out, they met a man of Cyrené, Simon by 
name: him they compelled to carry his cross. 

' And when they had ceme unto a place called Golgotha, (which 33 
signifieth, * A place of a skull’,) they gave him to drink τ vinegar 34 
mingled with bitter: and when he had tasted it, he would not 
drink. And when they had crucified him, they parted hisgarments 95 
among them, casting lots*: and sitting down they watched him 46 
there. And they set up over his head his accusation in writing, 37 
#. Tuys 1s Jesus THE Kine or tHe Jews.” At the same time 38 
two robbers were crucified with him, one on his right hand, and 
anbther cirdtieleft.. 

- (And those-who passed by railed at him, shaking their heads, 39 
and saying, “ Thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest ἐξ 40 
up in three days, save thyself] If thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the cross!” In like manner also the chief 41 
priests mocking Aim, with the scribes and elders, said, “ He 42 
saved others; ‘himself he cannot save. If he be the King of 
Israel, ἴδε him now come dewn from the cross, and we will believe 
him: He teusted:in-God; jet him deliver him now, if he 'will 4g 
have him: for he said, * I am the Son of God.’” The robbers 44 
also, that were crucified with him, reviled: him in like manner. 

:* Now from the sixth hour there was darkness over all the land, 45 
unto-the ninth:-hour: and about the ninth hour Jesus cried out 46 
witha loud: voite, saying, “‘ Exs, Ext, Lama SsBacnTHant 1” 
‘that is. to say,“ My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” . Then some-of those that stood there, when they heard it, 47 
said, “ This man calleth Elijah :” and straightway one of them 48 
ran,-and ἰοοῖς 8 spunge, and filled ἐξ with vinegar, and put if

49 about a reed, and gave him to drink. . The est stid; MU him

60 Ὑ Then Jesus, when he bad cried οὐξ again. with ‘a- loud roe, 

"yielded up Ais spirit, 

51 And, behold, the veil of the temple τα was rent.in two, from the 
top to the bottom; and the earth was shaken, and the rocks 

52 were rent, and the tombs were.opéned; and many . bodies of 

53 saints who had fallen asleep arose; and they-came forth out of 
the:tombs after his resurrection, and went inté the holy ὍΣ; 
and were seen by many. 

54 Now when the centurion, and fey that : wvere: with: bim; 
watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, and. the: things that had 
been done, they feared greatly, saying, “ ἜΠΟΣ this man waa 
‘the Son of God 1” 

56 And there were many women locking on from afar off, wha. 

56 had followed Jesus from Galilee, to minister wate him’? among 
whom was Mary ' Magdalene, and. Mary the. mother. of. James. 
and Joses, and the mother of the aons.of: Zebedee. ἡ | 

37 Now when it was evening, there-came a.rich mgt of:Arima- 

58 thea, named Joseph, whoalso had ‘himself been.a disciple of Jesus + 
he went to Pilate, and asked for the body of Jesus. Then Pilate 

59 commanded the body to be delivered to hin. And when J oseph 

6o had taken the body, he wrapped it in clean linen,-and. laid it_in 
his own new sepulchre, which he had hewn out in the reck :: and 
he rolled a great stone to the entrance of ths sepulechre, and dé~ 

61 parted. And Mary Magdalene was. there, and: the other. pass 
sitting over against the sepulchre. 

62 Now on the morrow, (which followed the day of the. prepara 
tion,) the chief priests and the Pharisees came together to Pi- 

6g late, saying, “ Sir, we remember that this deceiver said, while 

64 he was yet alive, ‘ ‘After three days "I will rise again.’ Com-~ 
mand therefore that the sepulchre be made secure until the third: 
day ; lest his disciples come’, and steal him away, Ἰὼ 
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unto the people, ‘ He hath been raised from the dead:’ and so 
the last deceit will be worse than the first.” Pilate said unto 65 
them, “' Ye have a guard: go, and make tf as secure as ye 
can.” So they went, and made the sepulchre secure, sealing 66 
the stone, and setting the guard. 


CHAP. XXVIII:—And after the sabbath, as the first day 1 
of the week began to dawn, Mary Magdalene and the other 
Mary came to see the sepulchre. And, behold, there had been 2 
a great-‘earthquake: for an angel of the Lord had descended 
from heaven, and had come and rolled back the stone, τὶ from 
the entrance, and was.sitting upon it. His ‘countenance was as 3 
lightning, and his raiment white as snow : and for fear of him the 4 
guards shock, and became as dead men. But the angel spake 5 
and said unto the. women, “ Fear not! for I know that ye seek

from the sepulchre, with fear and great joy; and ran to carry 
his disciples word. 

And Yas they were going to tell his disciples, behold, Jesus 9 
met them, saying, “« All hail!” And they came and laid hold 
of. his feet, and did him-obeisance. “Then said Jesus unto them, τὸ 
(¢ Be'not afraid b-go teil my: brethren that they depart into Gali- 
lee, and there they will.see me.” 

. Now as they were gomg, behold, some of the guard came 11 
into the city, and told the chief priests all that had been done. 
And when: they had assembled with the elders, and consulted 12 
together, they gave nitch Money unto the soldiers, saying, “Tell 13 
the people, * His disciples came by night, and stole him away 
while:we slept.’ : And 4f-this ‘come to the governor's eats, we 14 
will ‘persuade him, and save you harmless.” So they took 15 
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the money, and did as they were: taught i ‘tnd shie'report is is 
spread abroad among the Jews tothis day, = 

16 Then the eleven disciples went away into Galilee, to the 

17 mountain where Jesus had appointed them fo.go. And when 
they saw him, they did him obeisance, yet some 'doubted.. 

18 And Jesus drawing near spake-unto them, saying, “ Alt au- 

19 thority in heaven ead in earth hath been given unto me. Go 
ye therefore, ‘make disciples of all nations, baptizing them "into 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the-Holy. Spirit : 

20 teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 


manded you: and, Hop Sas ree yo anny s coon σαι ἘΜ δῦ 
of "the world.” Amen. 


THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 
ST, MARK. 


t CHAP. I.—The beginning of 'the gospel of Jesus Christ, ¥ zhe 
Son of God. 

2 As it is written in the * prophet Isaiah; “ Behold, I send my 

3 messenger before thy face, who shail prepare thy way: ;” “ The 
voice of one crying in the desert, Prepare ye the way of * the 

4 Lord, make his paths straight ; oo 'John came baptizing in the 
desert, and proclaiming the baptism of "repentance for the re- 

§ mission of sins: and all the land of Judea, and all those of Je- 
rusalem, went out to hear, and were baptized by him in the 

6 river Jordan, confessing their sins. Now John was clothed with 
camel's hair, and with a leathern girdie about his loins: and he 
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ate locusts and wild honey ; and he ' preached, saying, “ There 
cometh after me one mightier than I, the latchet of whose shoes 
Tam not ΥΟΤΩΥ to stoop down and unloose. I indeed have 


7 


baptized you ' with water: but he shall 3 ad you ''with the - 


Holy. Spirit.” 

And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus came from Na- 
zareth of Galilee, and -was baptized by John in Jordan: and 
straightway coming up out of the water, 'he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit descending upon him as adove ; and there 
came 8. voice from heaven, saying, “ Taov aRT MY BELOVED 
Sov, ΕΝ wHoM I aM WELL PLEASED.” 

And immediately. the spirit sendeth him forth into the desert ; 
and he wasin the desert forty days, ‘tempted by Satan; and was 

among the wild beasts; and angels ministered unto him. 


Now after John had been put into prison, Jesus ‘came into 
Galilee, proclaiming the "glad tidings of *the kingdom of God, 
and saying, “ The time. is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is 
at hand: repent ye, and believe the 'glad tidings.” 

And as he was walking bythe lake of Galilee, he saw Simon 
and Andrew his brother, casting a net into the lake; for they 
were fishermen: and Jesus said unto them, “ Follow me, and I 
will make you to become fishers of men:” and straightway they 
left their nets, and followed him. And having gone out thence 
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19 


alittle way, he saw. James ‘the son of Zebedee, and John his . 


brother, who also were in a vessel, mending their nets: and he 
straight Way. called them: and they left their father Zebedee in 
the vessel, with the hired servants, and followed him. 

And they went to Capernaum; and straightway, on the sab- 
bath, he entered into the synagogue, and taught. And the people 
were astonished_at his'teaching: for he taught them as one 
having authority, and:not as the scribes. 

. (Now there: was :in..their: synagogue a man with an unclean 
spirit; and he cried out, saying, “' Let us alone! what hast 
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thou to do with us, zhow Jesus of Nazareth? "art:thou come to 
destroy us? I know thee, who thou art,—the. Holy one of God.” 
a5 And Jesus rebuked it, saying, ‘‘ Hold thy peace, and come out 
26 of him!” and when the unclean spirit had convulsed him, and 
27 cried with a loud voice, it came out of him: and all were 
amazed, insomuch that they reasoned among themselves, saying, 
“ What is this? what new ‘manner of teaching is this? for with 
authority he commandeth even the unclean spirits, and they obey 
28 him.” And the report of him went forth straightway through 
all the surrounding region of Galilee. 
29 And as soon as they were come out of the synagogue, they 
entered, with James and John, into the house of Simon and 
30 Andrew. Now the mother of Simon’s wife lay sick of a fever, 
31 and they immediately tell him concernmg her: and he came 
near, and took her by the hand, and raised her up; and imme- 
diately the fever left her, and she ministered unto them. 
32 And whenevening was come, and the sun had set, they brought 
to him all that were diseased, and those that were possessed by 
33 demons: and all the city was gathered together at the door: 
94 and he healed many that were sick of divers diseases, and cast 
out many, demons; and suffered not ithe demons to 'speak ; for 
they knew him V. 
25 And in the morning, rising up a great while before day, he 
went forth, and departed into a solitary place, and there prayed. 
36 And Simon, and they that were with him, followed him: and 
37 when they had found him, they say unto him, “ All men are seek- 
38 ing thee.” And he saith unto them, “ Let us go into the next 
towns, that I may ‘preach there also: for therefore have I come 
99 forth.” And he continued preaching in their synagogues, through- 
out all Galilee, and casting out demons. 
40 Andithere comethsleper tu him, beseeching him, and kneeling 
down to him, and saying unto him, ‘‘ If thou wilt, thou canst 
41 make me clean.” And Jesus, being moved with compassion, 
stretched forth Ais hand, and touched him, and saith unto him, 
42 “I will; be thou made clexn !” and as soon as he had spoken, 
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immediately the leprosy departed from the man, and he was 


made clean. And Jesus strictly charged him, and forthwith sent 43 


him away; and saith unto him, “ See thou tell nothing to any 


one! but go thy way, shew thyself to the priest, and offer for 44 


thy cleansing those things which Moses commanded, "for a testi- 


mony unto them.” But the men went forth, and began to publish 45 


ἐξ much, and to spread abroad the matter; insomuch that Jesus 
could no more openly enter into the city, but coutinued without 
in desert places: and the people came to him from every quarter. 


CHAP. IT.—And after some days he entered again into Ca- 1 
pernaum ; and it was reported that he was ‘in the house: and 2 
straightway many gathered together, insomuch that there was 0 
room for them even about the door: and he preached the word 
unto them. 

And they come unto bim, bringing a man sick of the palsy, 3 
borne by four men. And not being able to come nigh unto him 4 
on account of the crowd, they uncovered the roof where he was: 
and having opened ἐξ, they let down the couch whereon the sick 
of the palsy lay. And Jesus, seeing their faith, saith unto the δ 
sick of the palsy, “ Son, thy sins are forgiven!’ Now there 6 
were certain of the scribes sitting there, and reasouiug in their 
hearts, "" Why doth this man thus speak blasphemies? who can 7 
forgive sins but one, that is, God?” And Jesus immediately 8 
knowing in his epirit that they were so reasoning within themselves, 
said unto them, “‘ Why reason ye thus in your hearts? Whichis 9 
easier to say to the sick of the palsy, ‘ ΤΑν sins are forgiven,’ or 


to say, ‘ Arise] and take up thy bed and walk?’ but that ye 10 


may know that the Son of man hath authority on earth to for- 
give sins,” (he saith to the man sick of the palsy,) “ I say unto 
thee, Arise, and take up thy couch, and go to thine own house!” 
and straightway he arose, and took up the couch, and went 
forth before them all; insomuch that they were all amazed, and 
glorified God, saying, “‘ We never saw ' ἐξ thus.” 
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19 And Jesus went forth again by the side of the lake; and all 
the multitude resorted unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he was passing by, he saw Levi the son of Alpheus, 
sitting at the receipt of custom, and saith unto him, “ Follow 
me!” and he arose and followed him. ~ 

15 And it came to pass, that, as Jesus was at table in Levi's 
house, many publicans and sinners placed themselves also at 
table with Jesus ond his disciples: for there were many, and 

16 they followed him. And when the scribes and Pharisees saw 
him eating with publicans and sinners, they said to his disciples, 
‘Why is it that he eateth and drinketh with publicans and 

17 sinners?” But Jesus, hearing if, saith unto them, “‘ They that 
are whole haye no need of a physician, but they that are sick : 
I came to cali not the righteous, but sinners.’” 

18 And the disciples of John and of the Pharisees 'were wont to 
fast : and they come and say unto him, «‘ Why do the disciples 
of John, and those of the Pharisees, fast, but thy disciples do not 

tg fast?” And Jesus said unto them, “Can the ‘sons of the bride- 
chamber fast, while the bridegroom is with them? Vas long as 

30 they have the bridegroom with them, they cannot fast: but the 
days will come, when the bridegroom will be taken ie from 
them, and then they will fast in that day. 

41 ** No one soweth a piece of new cloth upon an old garment : 
else that which is put to fill up the rent taketh away from the old, 

22 and the rent becomes worse. And no one putteth new wine into 
old bottles ; otherwise the new wine bursteth the bottles, and 
the wine is spilled, and the bottles will perish: but new wine 
must be put into new bottles.” 

23 And it came to pass, that he was going on the sabbath through 
the corn ficlds; und his disciples began, as they went along, to 

a4 pluck the ears of corn: and the Pharisees said unto him, “ Be- 
bold, why are they doing on the sabbath that which is not law- 

25 ful?” And he said unto them, “ Have ye never read what 
David did, when he had need; and when he, and they that were 

26 with him hungered? how he went into the house of God, in the 
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days of Abiathar the high priest, and ate the showbread, which 

it is not lawful to eat but for the priests, and gave of it also 

to those who were with him?” And he said unto them, “ The 27 
sabbath was made for man, not man for the sabbath: the Son 28 
of man therefore is ‘Lord even of the sabbath.”’ 


CIIAP. III.—And he entered again into the synagogue; and 1 
a man was there who had Ais hand withered: and the Phari- 2 
sees watched him, whether he would heal him on the sabbath; 
in order that they might accuse him. And he saith unto the 3 
man with the withered hand, “Stand forth!” Then he saith to 4 
them, “ Is it ‘lawful on the sabbath to do good, or to do evil? to 
save life, or to kill?” But they held their peace. And looking 5 
round about upon them with indignation, being grieved at the 
hardness of their hearts, he saith unto the man, “ Stretch forth 
thine hand!” and he stretched ἐὲ forth: and his hand was re- 
stored ¥. 

And the Pharisees went forth, and straightway held a con- 6 
sultation with the Ilerodians against him, how they might destroy 
him: but Jesus withdrew himself with his disciples to the lake. 7 
And ἃ great multitude followed him from Galilee, and from Ju- 
dea, and from Jerusalem, and from ldumea, and from beyond 8 
Jordan: and a great multitude of those about Tyre and Sidon, 
when they had heard what great things he did, came unto him. 
And he gave order to his disciples, that a small vessel should at- 9 
tend on him, because of the multitude, lest they should throng 
him: for he had healed many; so that as many us had grievous 10 
diseases pressed upon him, to touch him. And the unclean 11 
spirits, when they saw him, fell down before him, and cried out, 
saying, ‘‘ Thou art the Son of God!’ and he charged them, 12 
that they should not make him known, 


Then he goeth up a mountain, and calleth unto hem such as 13 
he chose; and they went unto him: and he appointed twelve, 14 
that they should be with him, and that he might send them forth 
to ‘preach; and to have authority to heal diseases, and to cast 15

16 out demons ;—Simon (whom he surnamed Peter;) and James 
17 the son of Zebedee, and John the brother of James; (these he 
18 surnamed Boanerges, that is, Sons of thunder;) and Andrew, 
and Philip, and Bartholomew, and Matthew, and Thomas, and 
James the son of Alpheus, and Thaddeus, and Simon ' the Ka- 
19 nanite, and Judas Iscariot, who also delivered him up. 
20 And they go into a house; and the multitude cometh together 
21 again, so that they could not so much as eat bread: and when 
his 'friends heard of it, they went out to lay hold on him: for 
they suid, “ He is beside himself.” 
42 And the scribes who had come down from Jerusalem said, “‘ He 
hath ' Beelzebub, and through the prince of the demons he casteth 
23 outdemons.” Andhe called them unto Aim, and said to them in 
24 parables, “‘ Hlow can Satan cast out Satan? Now ifakingdom | 
25, be divided aguinst itself, that kingdom cannot stand ; and if a 
26 house be divided aguinst itself, that house cannot stand; and if 
Satan rise up against himself, and be divided, he cannot stand, 
27 but must havean end. No one can enter into a strong man’s house, 
and plunder his goods, unless he first bind the strong man ; and 
28 then he may plunder his house. Verily I say unto you, All other 
sins ‘will be forgiven unto the sons of men, and the "blasphe- 
2g mies wherewith socver they may blaspheme: but whoscever 
shall' blaspheme against the Holy Spirit hath * never forgiveness, 
30 but is "in danger of everlasting Ypunishment.” He said this be- 
cause they said, “ He hath an unclean spirit.”” | 
gt Then his mother and his brethren came, and, standing with- 
32 out, sent unto him, calling for him, And a multitude was 
sitting around him, and they said unto bim, ‘“* Behold, thy mo- 
43 ther and thy brethren without are seeking thee.” But he an- 
swered them, saying, “‘ Who is my mother, or my brethren ἢ 
34 And he looked round about on those who sat around him, and 
35 said, ““ Behold, my mother and my brethren! for whosoever 
doeth the will of God, the same is my brother, and my sister, 
and mother,” 
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CHAP. IV.—And again he began to teach by ¢he sue oft 
the lake: and a great multitude was gathered together unto him, 
so that he went into 'a vessel, and sat thercin on the lake; and the 
whole multitude continued on the shore. And he taught them ἃ 
many things in parables, and said unto them in his teaching, 3 
** Hearken! Behold, a sower went out to sow: and it came to 4 
pass, ashe was sowing, thaé some seeds fell by the way side, and 
the birds came and devoured them. And other seed fell upon stony 5 
ground, where it had not much earth ; and forthwith it sprang up, 
because it had no depth of earth: but when thesun arose, it was 6 
scorched ; and because it had no root, it withered away. And 7 
other seed fell among thorns, and the thorns sprang up, and 
choked it, and it yielded no fruit. And other seed fell upon good 8 
ground, and yielded fruit, that sprang up and increased, and 
brought forth fruit, some thirty fold, and some sixty, and 
some an hundred fold.” And he said unto them, “ He that 9 
hath ears to hear, let him hear !” 

And when he was alone, they that were about him, with the 10 
twelve, asked him concerning the parable. And he said unto 1: 
them, “ Unto you it hath been given ¥to know the 'mystery of 
the kingdom of God: but unto those that are without, all these 
things are spoken in parables: ‘that seeing they may see, and 12 
hot perceive; and hearing they may hear, and not understand ; 
lest at any time they should be converted, and f4eir sins be for- 
given them.” And he said unto them,“ Understand ye not this 13 
parable? and how then will ye understand ‘all parables? The 14 
sower soweth the word: and those by the way side, are they in 
whom the word is sown; but when they have heard ἐξ, Satan 
cometh straightway, and taketh away the word that was sown in 
their hearts, And those in like manner which are sown on stony 16 
ground, are they who, when they have heard the word, straight- 
way receive it with joy, yet have no root in themselves, and 17 
endure only for a while: and when tribulation or persecution 
ariseth on account of the word, they straightway 'fallaway. And 18 
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others are they which are sown among thorns; these are they that 

19 licar the word, but the cares of the world, and the deceitfulness of 
riches, and the desires of other things, entering in, choke the 

20 word, and it becometh unfruitful. And those which are sown 
on good ground, are those who hear the word, and receive ἐξ, 
and bear fruit, some thirty fold, some sixty, and some a hundred 
Sold.” 

21 He said also unto them, “ Is a lamp brought in, to be put 
under a measure, or undere bed? and not to be set on a stand ἢ 

a2 For there is nothing hidden, which will not be made manifest; 
neither hath anything been kept secret, bot that it should come 

23 abroad. If any onc have ears to hear, let him hear!” 

a; And he said unto them, “ "Take heed what ye hear. With 

25 what measure ye mete, it will be measured to you*®. For who- 
socver 'hath, to him will be given: and from him that hath 
"not, will be taken even that which be hath.” 

26 He said also, “ The kingdom of God, is as if a man should 

27 cast seed upon the ground; and should sleep, and. arise by night 
and by day, and the seed should spring and grow up, he knoweth 

a8 not how: (for the earth bringeth forth fruit of itself; first the 

29 blade, then the ear, then the fullcorn in the ear 3) but when the - 
grain is put forth, he straightway putteth in the sickle, because 
the harvest-time is come.” 

30 He said also,“ Unto what shall we liken the kingdom of 

31 God? or with what comparison shall we compare it? J? is 
like ἃ grain of mustard seed, which, when it is sown in tbe earth, 

92 is less than all other seeds that are on the earth; but when it is 
sown, it groweth up, and becometh greater than all other herbs, 
and shooteth out great branches: so that the birds of the air can 
lodge under the shade of it.” 

43 And in many such parables he spake the word unto them, 

34 they were able to understand it; but he spake not unto them 
without a parable: and when they were alone, he explained 
everything to his disciples. 


35 Now on that day, when the evening was come, he saith unto

thei, “ Let us pass over unto the other side of the fake.” And 36 
when they had sent away the multitude, they take him, even as 

he was, into the vessel; (now there were with it other. sroull ves- 
sels also:) and a great storm of wind arose, and the waves beat 37 
into the vessel, so that it was now filling: and he was im the 34 
hinder part of the vessel, sleeping on'the pillow: and they 
awake him, and say unto him, “‘ "Teacher, carest thou not that 
we perish?’ And he arose, and rebuked the wind, and said 50 
‘unto the waves, “ Peace, be still!’ and the wind ceased, and 
there was a great calm. And he said unto them, “ Why are ye 40 
so fearful? how is it that ye have not faith 7” und they were ex- 41 
ceedingly terrified, and said one to another, * Who then is this, 
that even the wind and the waves obey him ?” 


= 


CHAP. V.—And they came over to the other side of the lake, 
into the country of the *Gadarenes. And when he came out of 2 
the vesscl, immediately there met him, coming out of the tombs, 

a man with an unclean spirit, who had Ais dwelling among the 3 
tombs; and no man could bind him, not even with chains: for 4 
he had often been bound with fetters and chains, and the chains 
had been rent asunder by him, and the fetters broken: and no one 
could tame him: and he was always, night and doy, among the 
sepulchres, and on the mountains, crying out, and cutting him- 
self with stones. But when he saw Jesus afar off, he ran and 6 
did him obeisance, and cried out with a loud voice, aud said, 
“* What hast thou to do with me, Jesus, tiox Son of the most 
high God?. I adjure thee by God, thut thou torment me not!” 
for Jesus had said unto thim, “ Come out of the man, éhow un- 8 
clean spirit!’ Then Jesus asked 'him, “ What is thy name?” g 
and "the man answered,“ My name is Legion: for we sre 
many!” Aud,'he besought Jesus much, not to send them away 10 
out of the country. Now there was there on the mountain, a 11 
Ygreat herd of swine feeding: and *the demons besought him, 12 
saying, ‘* Send us into the swine, that we may enter into them |” 
and Jesus straightway gave them leave: and the unelcan spirits, 19 
having come out, entered into the swine: end the berd ran 
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violently «dlown the precipice into the lake, (being about two 
14 thousand,) and were drowned in the lake. And they that had 
been keeping them fled, and told ἐξ in the city, and about the 
country: and the people came out to see what had been done: 
16 and they come to Jesus, and see him that had had the demon, 
sitting, and clothed, and in his mght mind,—him that had had 
ι6 the legion,—and they were afraid. And those who had seen it 
told the people what had befallen him who had had the demon, 
17 and concerning the swine: and they began to beseech Jesus to de- 
18 part from their borders. And as he was entering into the vessel, 
he that hud had the demon besought him that he might be with 
19 him: howbeit Jesus did not suffer him ; but saith unto him, “Go 
thy way to thy own house, and tell thy friends what great things 
the Lord hath done for thee, and aw he hath had compassion 
20 on thee.” And he went away, aud began to. publish in Decapolis 
what great things Jesus had done for him: and all marvelled. 
And when Jesus had passed over again, by the vessel, unto the 
other side ef the lake, a great multitude gathered about him: 
22 and he continued near the lake. And, behold, there cometh 
one of the rulers of the synagogue, ¥Jairus by name; and as 
23 soon as he saw Jesus, he fell down at his feet, and besonght him 
groutly, saying, “ My little daughter lieth at the point of death: 
come and μιν thy hands on her, that she may be healed; and 
24 she will live.” And Jesus went with him; and a great multi- 
25 tude followed bim, and thronged him. And a certain woman, 
who had been afflicted with an issue of blood for twelve years, 
and had suffercd much under many physicians, and had spent 
all that she had, and was in no wise the better, but rather grew 
27 worse, having heard concerning Jesus, came in the throng be- 
28 hind, and touched his garment: for she said, “‘'1f £ can ouly 
2g touch his garments, 1 shall be bealed.” And straightway the 
fountain of her blood was dried up; and she felt in Aer body that 
yo she was heuled of that disorder. And Jesus, immediately per- 
ceiving within himself that power went from him, turned about 
in the press, and said, “ Who touched my garments?” And 
his disciples said unto him, ‘ Thou seest the multitude pressing 
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upon thee, and dost thou say, ‘ Who touched me?”” And he g2 
looked round about, to see her that had done this thing. But 993 
the woman, fearing and trembling, knowing what had been done 
for her, cume and fell down before him, and told him all the 
truth: and he said unto her, “ Daughter, thy faith hath made 34 
thee whole: go in peace, and be heuled of thy disorder Τ᾿ 

While he was yet speaking, there came messengers, from the 35 
house of the ruler of the synagogue, saying, ‘‘ Thy daughter is 
dead: why troublest thou the Teacher any further?” But when 96 
Jesus heard the words that were spoken, he saith immediately 
unto the ruler of the synagogue, “‘ Fear not, only believe!” 
And he suffered no one to follow him, save Peter, and James, 37 
and John the brother of James. And he cometh to the house 38 
of the ruler of the synagogue, and seeth a disturbance, and per- 
sons weeping and wailing greatly. And when he had gone in, 39 
he saith unto them, “ Why make ye this disturbance, and weep? 
the child is not dead, but sleepeth.” And they laughed him to 40 
scorn. But when he had sent them all out, he taketh the father 
and the mother of the child, and those that were with him, and 
entereth into the room where the child was: and he took the 41 
child by the hand, and said unto her, “ Tatirma cum 5” (which 
is, being interpreted, “ Maiden, I say unto thee, arise!") and 42 
straightway the maiden arose, and walked; for she was of the 
age of twelve years. And they were exceedingly astonished : 
and he charged them strictly that no one should know it; and 43 
ordered that something should be given her to ent. 


CHAP. VI.—And he went thence, and came to his own ἢ 
country; and his disciples follow him. And when the sabbath 2 
was come, he began to teach in the synagogue: and many who 
heard Aim were astonished, saying, “ Whence hath this wan 
these things? and what wisdom is this which hath been given unto 
him? and Aow are such mighty works wrought by his hands ? 
Is not this the carpenter, the son of Mary, the brother of James, 3 
and Joses, and of Judas, and Simon? and are not his sisters 
here with us?” And 'they were offended athim. But Jesus 4 
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snid unto them, “5 A prophet is not without honour, save in his 
own country, and among his own kindred, and in his own house.” 
And he ‘could not do any mighty work there, save that he laid 
his hands upon a few sick, and healed them; and he marvelled 
because of their unbelief. 

Aud he went through the villages around, teaching. 


And he calleth unto Aun the twelve, and began to send them 
forth two by two; and gave them authority over unclean 
spirits: and commanded them to take nothing for their journey, 
save a staff only ; no wallet, no food, no money in éheir purse: 
“ But δὲ shod with sandals ; and pnt ye not on two coats.” 
And he said unto them, “ Wheresoever ye enter into a house, 
there abide till ye depart from that place: and whosoever will 
not receive you, nor hearken to you, when ye depart thence, 
shake off the dust under your feet fora testimony ‘against them Y.” 
And they went forth, and preached that men should 'repent; 
And cast out many demons, and anointed with oil many that 
were sick, and healed them, 


And king Herod heard of Jesus; (for his name was spread 
ahroad :) and he said, “ Johu the Baptist hath been raised from 
the dead, and therefore mighty works do shew forth themselves 
in him.” Others said, “ He is Elijah.” And others said, “ He 


i} is a prophet, "like one of the prophets.” But when Herod 


heard of Aim, he said, “ It is John, whom I beheaded: he hath 
been raised from thedead.” For Herod himself had sent forth and 
laid hold of Johu, and bound him in prison, on account of He- 
rodias, his brother Philip’s wife; because Hered had married her. 
For John said to Herod, * It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother’s wifc:” therefore Herodias was greatly incensed against 
him, and would have put him to death; but could not. For 
Tlerod reverenced John, knowing that he was a just and holy 
man; and 'protected him: and "after hearing him ‘did many

things; and he heardhim gladly. Buta convenient day luving δι 
come, when Herod, on his birthday, made a supper for his no- 
bles, commanders, and the chief aren of Galilee; and the daugh- 22 
ter of the said Elerodias having come in, and danced, and picased 
Herod and those who were at table with him, the king said unto 
the damsel, “* Ask of me whatsoever thou wilt, and I will give 

it thee :” and he sware to her, “* Whatsoever thou shalt ask of 23 
me, I will give ἐξ thee, ever to the half of my kingdom.” And 24 
she went out, and said unto her mother, “ What shall I ask ?” 
And she said, ‘‘ The head of John the Baptist.” And she came 23 
in straightway with haste unto the king, and asked, saying, “ I 
desire that thou give me forthwith, in a dish, the head of John 
the Buptist.” And the king was exceedingly sorry; neverthe- 26 
tess for the sake of his oath, and of those who were at table with 
him, he would not refuse her; and immediately the king sent 27 
one of his officers, and commanded John’s head to be brought: 
and the officer went and beheaded him in the prison: aud 28 
brought his head in dish, and gave it to the damsel; and the 
damsel gave it to her mother. And when his disciples heard of 29 
it, they came and took up his corpse, and laid it in a tomb. 


And the apostles gather themselves together back unto Jesus ; 30 
and told him every thing, both what they had done, and what 
they had taught: and he said unto them, “Come by your- 3: 
selves, apart into a desert place, and rest a while :” for there 
were many coming and going, and they had not leisure even to 
eat. So they went away to a desert place by the vessel privately: 32 
and the people suw them departing; and many knew ‘if, 33 
and ran by land thither from all the cities*. And when Jesus 34 
came out of tke vessel, he saw a great multitude, and was 
moved with compassion towards them; because they were like 
sheep not having a shepherd: and he began to teach them many 
things. And when the day was now far spent, his disciples 35 
came unto him, and say, “ This is ἃ desert place, and the day 
is now far spent: send them away, that they may go into the 36 
country round about, and into the villages, and buy themselves 
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37 ‘bread; for they have nothing to eat.” He answered and said 
unto them, “ Give ye them to eat.” And they say unto him, 
“‘ Shall we go and buy two hundred 'pennyworth of bread, 
38 and give them to eat?” He saith unto them, “ How many 
loaves have ye? po and see:” and when they knew, they say, 
39 “* Five, and two fishes.” And he commanded the people to lie 
40 down by companies upon the green grass: and they placed 
themselves on the ground in ranks, by hundreds, and by fifties. 
41 And he took the five loaves and the two fishes, and looking up 
to heaven, ‘bicssed, and brake the loaves, and gave to his 
disciples to set before them; and the two fishes also he divided 
42 among them all: and they all ate, and were filled: and they 
took up twelve baskets full of the fragments of the bread, and of 
44 the fishes. And they that had eaten of the loaves were’ five 
thousand men. 
45 And straightway Jesus made his disciples enter into the vessel, 
and yo before iim to the other side of the ake, towards Bethsaida, 
46 while he sent the multitudes away. And having sent them away, 
47 he withdrew to 'a mountain to pray. And when evening was 
vume, the vessel was in the midst of the lake, and he was alone 
48 on the land; and he saw them toiling in rowing, for the wind 
was contrary unto them: and about the fourth watch of the 
night he cometh unto them, walking upon the lake, ‘and would 
49 have passed by them. But when they saw him walking upon 
the lake, they supposed it had been 'an apparition, and cried 
50 vut: for they all saw him, ond were troubled. And immediately 
he talked with them, and saith unto them, “ Be of good courage : 
51 it is 1, be not afraid!’ And he went up into the vessel to 
them; and the wind ceased: and they were Τ᾽ beyond measure 
52 amazed in themselves, ¥and wondered : for they ‘considered not 
the miracle of the loaves; because their heart was hardened, 
And having passed over, they came into the land of Genne- 
4 sareth, and brought the vessel to shore. And when they came 
64 out of the vessel, che people straightway knew him again; and 
ran through all that country round about, and began to carry 
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aboui on couches those that were sick, wherever they heard he 
was: and whithersoever he entered, into villages, or cities, or 56 
country, they laid the sick in the market places; and ¢éese be- 
sought hin that they might touch if it were but the border of his 
yarment: and as many as touched him were made whole. 


CHAP. VII.—Then the Pharisees, and certain of thescribes, 1 
who had come from Jerusalem, gather together unto Jesus: and 2 
saw some of his disciples eating bread with defiled,—that is to 
say, with unwashen,—hands’. (Now the Pharisees, and all 3 
the Jews, holding the tradition of 'the elders, eat not unless 
they wash their hands "diligently: and wher they come from 4 
the market places they eat not, ‘until they are washed, And 
there are many other things, which they have received and hold ; 
as the "washing of cups, and of pots, of brazen vessels, and of 
seats.) ‘Then the Pharisees and scribes ask him, ‘‘ Why do not 5 
thy disciples walk according to the tradition of 'the elders, but 
eat bread with defiled hands?” He answered and said unto 6 
them, “ Well did Isaiah prophesy concerning you hypocrites, as 
it is written, ‘ This people honoureth me with their lips, but their 
heart is far from me: but in vain do they worship ime, while 7 
they teach for doctrines, the commandments of men τ᾿ for lay- 8 
ing aside the commandment of God, ye hold the tradition of 
men, ‘as the washing of pots and of cups: and many other such 
things ye do.” And he said unto them, “Full well do ye 9 
make void the commandment of God, that ye may keep your 
own tradition: for Moses said, ‘ Honour thy father and thy to 
mother;’ and, ‘ Ife that revileth father or mother, let him 
surely die:’ but ye say, If a man shall say to his father or 11 
mother, * Corban, that is to say, 'an offering dath been made of 
every thing whereby thou mightest be profited by me,’ ye suffer 12 
him thenceforth to do nought for his father or his mother ; 
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13 making the word of God of none effect by your tradition, 
which ye deliver: and many such things ye do.” 
13 And he called all the multitude πέρ Aim and said unto them, 
15 “ Hlearken ye all unto me, and understand! There is nothing 
from without a man, that by entering into him, can defile him : 
but the things which come out of him, those are they that defile 
16 the man. ‘If any one have ears to hear, let him hear!” 
17 And when he had entered into’ the house from the multitude, 
18 his disciples asked him concerning that parable. And be saith 
unto them, “ Are ye also thus without understanding? Do 
ye not perceive, that whatsoever entereth into the man from 
19 Without, cannot defile him; because it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and yocth out into the vault, cleansing 
20 all food?” And he said, * ‘That which cometh out of the man, 
21 that defileth the man. For from within, out of the heart of 
men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, 
22 thefts, covetousness, muliciousness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil 
23 eye, ‘evil-speaking, pride, foolishness : ia these evil things come 
from within; and they defile the man.’ 


24 And he arose, and departed thence into the borders of Tyre 
Yand Sidon, and entered into 'a house, and desired that no 
25 one should know τ : but he could not be concealed. Tora 
certuin woman, whose young daughter had an unclean spirit, 
26 heard of him, and came and fell at bis feet: (now the woman 
was ἃ 'Greek, a native of Syrophenicia;) and she besought him 
+7 thut he would cast the demon out of her daughter. But Jesus 
said unto her, “ Let the children first be filled: for it is not 
right to take the children’s brend, and to cast ἐξ to the dogs.” 
28 And she answered and said unto him, “ True, Master! yet the 
ay dogs under the table eat of the children’s crumbs.” Then he said 
unto her, “* For thal saying go thy way! the demon hath gone 
30 out of thy daughter.” And when she came to her house, she 
found the demon gone out, and her daughter lying upon the bed. 
3: And departing from the coasts of Tyre Yand Sidon, he came 
une unto the take of Galilee, through the seasicui: of ini Aaah 
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and they bring unto him one who was deaf, and had an impedi- 32 


ment in his speech; and they beseech him to put his hand upon 


him: and having taken him aside from the multitude, he put 33 


his fingers mto his ears, and spat, and touched his tongue: and 
looking up to heaven, he sighed, and saith unto him, “ Eru- 
PHatna,” (that is, “‘ Be opened!) and straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue was loosed, and he spuke 
plainly, And Jesus charged them that they should tell no one; 
but the more he charged them, so much the more abundantly

they published it; and they were beyond measure astonished, 37 


saying, ‘* He hath done all things well: he maketh both the deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak.” 


CHAP, VITT.—In those days the multitude being* very great, 
and having nothing to eat, Jesus called his disciples unto Aim, 
and saith unto them, “ I have compassion on the multitude, be- 
cause they have now remained with me three days, and have 
nothing to eat: and if] send them away fasting to thetrown homes, 
they will faint by the way: for some of them have come from 
far.” And his disciples answered him, “ Whence should any 
one satisfy these people with bread here in the desert?” And 
he asked them, “ Tow many loaves have ye?” und they said, 
“*Seven.” And he directed the multitude to lie down upon the 
ground : and took the seven loaves, and having given thanks, he 
brake them, and gave to his disciples to set before them; and 
they set them before the multitude. And they had a few small 
fishes: and having ‘blessed, he made them set those also before 
them. So they ate, and were filled: and they took up seven 
baskets of the fragments that remained. Now they ‘that had 
eaten were about four thousand: and he sent them away. 
And he straightway entered into the vessel, with lis disciples, 
and came into the region of Dalmanutlia. 

And the Pharisees came forth, and began to dispute with him, 
seeking of him a sign from heaven, trying him. And he sighed 
deeply in his spirit, and saith, “ Why doth this generation seek 
after a sign? verily T say unto you, no sign will be given unto 
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13 this generation.” And he left them, and entering again into 
the vessel, departed to the other side. 
14 Now the disciples had forgotten to bring bread, and had not, in 
15 the vessel with them, more than one loaf. And he charged them, 
saying, “ Take heed, and beware of the leaven of the Pharisees, 
16 and of the leaven of ¥ Herod.” And they reasoned among them- 
17 selves, saying, “ 12 is because we have no bread.” And Jesus 
perceiving this, saith unto them, “‘ Why reason ye, because ye 
have no bread? do ye not yet perceive, neither understand ? 
18 have ye your heart yet hardened? having eyes, see ye not? and 
ig having ears, hear ye not? and do ye not 'remember? When I 
brake the five loaves among the five thousand, how many baskets 
full of fragments took ye up?” they say uuto him “ Twelve.” 
ao “ And when the seven loaves among the four thousand, how 
muny buskets full of fragments took ye up?” and they said, 
ai “Seven.” And he said unto them, “ Ilow is it that ye do 
not understand ?” 
22 Then he cometh to τ Bethsaida; and they bring a blind man 
23 unto him, and beseech him to touch the man. And he took 
the blind man by the hand, and led him out of the town; and 
when he had spit on his eyes, and put his hands upon him, he 
24 asked him ifhesawought, And he looked up, and said, “ I see 
2% men, as trees, walking.” Then Jesus put Ais hands again upon 
his eyes, "and made him look up: and he was restored, and 
26 saw every Yone cleurly, And he sent him away to bis house, 
saying, “ Go not into the town, Yneither telf ‘any one in the 
town,” 
27 And Jesus and his disciples departed into the ‘villages of 
Cesarea Philippi. And on the way he asked his disciples, 
28 saying unto them, ‘‘ Who do men say that I am?’ and they 
answered, “‘ John the Baptist: but others sey, Elijah; and 
ag Others, One of the prophets.” And he saith unto them, “ But 
who do ye say that I am?” and Peter answereth and saith unto 
30. him, “ Thou art the Christ.” And he strictly charged them 
31 that they should not 'tell any one concerning him. And 
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he began to teach them, that the Son of man must suffer many 
things, and be rejected by the elders, and the chief priests, und 
the scribes, and be put to death, and 'within three days rise 
again. And he was speaking these words openly ; and Peter took 32 
him aside, and began to reprove him. But he, turning about 33 
and leoking on his disciples, rebuked Peter, saying, Get thee 
behind me, ‘Satan! for thou regardest not the thingy of God, but 
the things of men!” 

And when he had called the multitude with his disciples unto 34 
Aim, he said to them, “ Whosoever would come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, and follow me; for who- 35 
soever desireth to save his life will lose it; but whosoever loseth 
his life for my. sake and the gospel’s, the same will save it. 36 
For what will it profit a man, if he gain the whole world, and 
lose his own ‘soul? or what shall a man give in ‘exchange for 97 
his "soul? Whosoever therefore shall be ashamed of me and of 38 
my words, in this adulterous and sinful generation, of him will 
the Son of man also be ashamed, when he cometh in the glory of 
his Father with the holy angels,” 

CHAP. IX.—And he said unto them, “ Verily I say unto 1 
you, There are some of those that stand here, who will not 
taste death, until they see the kingdom of (sod come with 
power.” 


And ‘after six days Jesus taketh with Aim Peter, and James, 2 
and John, and leadeth them upa high mountain, apart by them- 
selves. And he was transfigured before them: and his raiment 3 
became shining, exceedingly white, Yas snow ; ‘so as no fuller 
on earth can whiten. And there appeared unto them Elijah and 4 
Moses: and they were talking with Jesus. And Peter answered 5 
and said to Jesus, “ Rabbi, it is good for us to remain here: and 
let us make three tabernacles; one for thee, and one for Moses, 
and one for Elijah :” for he knew not what to say; because they 6 
were sore afraid. And a cloud came and ‘overshadowed them: 7 
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and a voice came out of the cloud, “ ΤῊΙΒ 15 wy BELOVED 
8 Son: Hear ve nim!” And 'suddenly, when they had looked 
round about, they no longer saw any one, but Jesus alone with 
themselves. | 
9 And as they came down from the mountain, he charged them 
that they should tell no one what they had seen, antil the Son 
ι0 of man should have risen from the dead. And they 'kept "that 
saying to themselves, debating one with another what the rising 
t1 from the dead was. And they asked him, saying, “ Why do 
12 the seribes say that Elijah must first come?” And he answered 
and told ihem, ‘‘ Elijah truly doth first come, ‘and restoreth all 
"things; and (‘as it is written concerning the Son of man,) to 
13 suffer many things, and be set at nought: but 1 say unto you 
both that Elijah hath indeed come; and that men did unto him 
whatsoever they would, as it was written concerning him.” 
14 And coming to fis disciples, he saw a great multitude sbout 
15 them, and the scribes reasoning with them: and straightway 
all the multitude, when they beheld him, were greatly amazed ; 
16 and, running to Awn, they saluted him: and he asked ’them, 
17 “ About what are ye reasoning with them?” And one of the 
multitude answered und said, “ Rabbi, I brought unto thee my 
:8 sou, who hath a dumb spirit; and wheresoever it seizeth him, it 
dasheth him to the ground: and he foameth, and grindeth with 
his teeth, and pineth away: and I spake to thy disciples to cast 
το him out; but they could not.” Then Jesus answereth him, and 
saith, * O unbelieving generation, how long shall I be with you ? 
how long shall I endure you? bring him unto me!” And they 
brought him unto him: and when the 'child saw Jesus, straight- 
way the spirit convulsed him; and he fell on the ground, and 
rolled about, foaming. And Jesus asked his father, “‘ How long 
is it since this hath befallen him?” and he said, “ From a 
“ἢ child: and ofttimes it hath cast him into fhe fire, and into the 
waters, to destroy him; but if thou canst do any thing, have 
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compassion on us, and help us.” Jesus said unto him, “ 'If 23g 
thou canst believe: all things are possible to him that believeth.” 
And straightway the father of the child cried out, and said ‘with 24 
tears, ““¥I believe; ‘help thou mine unbelief!” And when Jesus 25 
saw that the multitude came running together, he rebuked the 
unclean spirit, saying unto him, “ Thou dumb and deaf spirit ! 

I charge thee, come out of him, and enter no more into him !” 
And it cried out, and convulsed him sorely, and came out of 26 
him: and he was as one dead ; insomuch that many 9014, “ He 

is dead.” But Jesus took him by the hand, and raised him up; 27 
and he arose. 

And when Jesus had come into the house, his disciples asked 2% 
him privately, “ Why could not we cast it out?” and he said 29 
unto them, “This kind ‘can come forth by nothing, but by 
prayer” and fasting.” 

And having departed thence, they were passing through Ga- go 
lilee; and he wished that no one should know ἐξ ; for he was 931 
teaching his disciples; and he said unto them, ‘‘The Son of man 
is about to be delivered up into the hands of men, and they will 
kill him ; and after he is killed, he will rise again on the third 
day.” But they did not understand that saying, and were afraid 32 
to ask him. 

And he came to Capernaum: and, being in the house, he 33 
asked them, “ What wus it that ye were disputing about among 
yourselves on the way?” But they held their peace: for by the 34 
way they had been disputing among themselves, ‘which should 
be greatest. And he sat down, and called the twelve, and saith 35 
unto them, “‘ If any one desire to be first, 'he shall be last of all, 
end éhe servant of all.” And he took a little child, and set it 36 
in the midst of them: and when he had taken it in his arms, he 
said unto them, “4 Whosoever receiveth one such child in my 37 
name, receiveth me: and whosoever receiveth me, receiveth not 
me, but him that sent me.” 
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38 Then John spake to him, saying, * Teacher, we saw one 
casting out demons in thy name’: and we forbad him, ‘because 
39 he followeth not with us.” But Jesus said, “ Forbid him not ἢ 
for po one who doth a miracle in my name, can readily speak 
40 evilofme. For he that is not against Y you is for “you. 
41 “ For whosoever shall give you bu¢ a cup of water to drink* 
for the reason that ye are Christ's, verily 1 say unto you, he shall 
42 by no means lose his reward. And whosoever 'shall cause one 
of these "little ones, who believe in me, to "offend, it were 
better for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, and 
43 that Ae were cast into the sea. And if thy hand cause thee to 
‘offend, cut it off: it is better for thee to enter into life maimed, 
than, having two hands, to go into hell, into the unquenchable 
44 fire; * where their worm dicth not, and their fire is not quenched. 
45 And if thy foot cuuse thee to ' offend, cut it off: it is better for 
thee to enter lame into life, than, having two feet, to he cast into 
46 hell, τ into the unquenchable fire; Y where their worm dieth not, 
47 and their fire is not quenched. And if thine eye cause thee to 
‘offend, pluck it out: it is better for thee to enter into the king- 
dom of God with one eye, than, having two eyes, to be cast into 
48 hell fire; ‘where their worm dieth not, and their fire is not 
49 quenched. For every one shal! be salted with fire,” ‘and every 
50 sacrifice shall be salted with salt. Salt is good: but if the salt 
have lost its saltness, wherewith will ye season it? Have salt in 
yourselves, and be at peace one with another.” 


: CITLAP. X.—And he arose, and cometh thence into the bor- 
ders of Judea, through the country beyond Jordan: and the 
multitnde resort unto him again; and he taught them again, as 

2 he was wont. And the Pharisees came to him and asked him, 

3 Is it lawful for a hushand to put away Ais wife?”’ trying him. 
And he answered and said unto them, “ What direction did Moses 

4 give you?” And they said, Moses suffered a man to write ἃ bill 

5, of divorce, and to put her away.” And Jesus answered and 
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said unto them, “ Because of the perverseness of your hearts he 
wrote you this precept: but, 'from the beginning of the crea- 6 
tion, God made them a male and a female. ‘ For this cause shall 7 
ἃ man leave his father and mother, and cleave to his wife; and ἢ 
the two shall be one flesh.’ So that they ure no longer two, but 
one flesh: what therefore God hath joined together, let not man 9 
put asunder.” 

And in the house his disciples asked him again concerning 10 
the same matter: and he saith unto them, “ Whosoever shall 11 
put away his wife, and marry another, committeth adultery 
against her: and if a woman shall put away her husband, and 12 
be married to another, she committeth adultery.” 

Then they brought little children to him, that he might touch 13 
them: and Ais disciples rebuked those who brought them : hut 14 
when Jesus saw it, he was much displeased, and suid unto them, 

‘‘ Suffer the little children to come unto me, and forbid them 
not: for of such like is the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto 14 
you, Whosoever ' shall not receive the kingdom of God as s little 
child, "will by no means enter therein.” And he took them in 16 
his arms, and put Ais hands upon them, and blessed them. 

And as he was going forth along the highway, one ran and 17 
kneeled to him, and asked him, “‘ Good Teacher, what shall I do 
that I may inherit everlasting lifet” And Jesus said unto him, 18 
“‘ Why callest thou me good? there is none good but one, that 
is, God. Thou knowest the commandments, ‘ Do not commit 19 
adultery; τ Donot kill; Do not steal; Do not bear false witness; 
Defraud not; Honour thy father and mother.’” And he au- 20 
swered and said unto him, “Teacher, all these things I have 
kept from my youth up.” Then Jesus looked upon him,'and was 21 
pleased with him, and said unto him, “ One thing thou lackest: 
go, sell whatsoever thou hast, and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven: and come, ‘take up the crossand 
follow me!” And he was grieved at those words, and went 22 
away sorrowful: for he had great possessions. 

Then Jesus looked around him, and saith unto his disciples, 24 
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“ον hardly will they that have riches enter into the king- 
24 dom of God!” And the disciples were astonished at his words : 
but Jesus answereth again, and saith unto them, ‘‘ Children, 
how hard is it for those thet trust in riches to enter into the 
25 kingdom of God!” It is easier for a camel Yto go through 
the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter into the king- 
26 dom of God.” And they were astonished beyond mehsure, 
27 saying among themselves, ““'Who then can be saved?” but 
Jesus looking upon them saith, “ With men ἐξ ᾿ς impossible, 
but not with God: ‘for all things are possible with God.” 
28 Then Peter beganto say unto him, “ Behold, we have left all 
49 things, and followed thee.” But Jesus answered and said, 
“ Verily I say unto you, There is no ‘one who hath icf house, 
or brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, Yor wife, or chil- 
20 dren, or lunds, for my sake, and the gospel’s, but will receive 
an hundredfold; now in this time, houses, and brethren, and 
sisters,’ and mothers, and children, and lands, ‘with persecu- 
31 tions; and in the world to come everlasting life. But many will 
be last that are first; and first that are last,” 


32 And they were on the way going up to Jerusalem ; and Jesus 
was going before them: and they were astonished, and afraid, 
as they followed him. And he took again the twelve fo Aim, and 

33 bean to tell them what things were about to befal him, saying, 
‘‘ Behold, we are going up to Jerusalem; and the Son of man 
will be delivered up unto the chief priests, and the scribes; and 
they will condemn him to death; and will deliver him up to the 

34 Gentiles: and these will mock him, and scourge him, and spit 
upon him, and put him to death: and Vthe third day he will 

35 rise again. And Jaines and Jolin, the sons of Zebedee, come unto 
him, saying, “ Teacher, we would that thou shouldest do for us 

36 what we shall ask.” And he said unto them, “ What would ye 

37 that should do foryou?” And they said unto him, “ Grant unto 
us that we may sit, one on thy right hand, and the other on thy 

48 left hand, in thy glory.” But Jesus said unto them, * Ye know 
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not what ye ask; can ye drink of the cup that I am to drink of? 
and be baptized with the baptism that Iam to be baptized with 1” 
And they said unto him, “ We can.” And Jesus said unto 39 
them, “ Ye will indeed drink of the cup that I am to drink of; 
and will be baptized with the baptism that I am to be baptized 
with: but to sit on my right hand, and on my left, is not 40 
mine to give, but ‘to those for whom it hath heen prepared,” 
And when the ten heard if, they began to be moved with in- 41 
dignation against James and John: but Jesus called them to 42 
him, and saith unto them, “ Ye know that they who rule over 
the Gentiles lord it over them; and their great ones exercise 
authority upon them: ‘but it shall not be so among you: 43 
but whosoever would be great among you, "shall be your 

Ἢ minister: and whosoever would be the chief among you, ‘shall 44 
be servant of all: for even the Son of man came not to be 45 
ministered unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom 
for 'many.” 

Then they came to Jericho: and as he was going out of 46 
Jericho, with his disciples and a great multitude of people, blind 
Bartimeus, (that is, the son of Timeus,) sat by the way side, 
begging: and when he heard that it was Jesus of Nazureth, he 47 
began to cry out, and say, “ Jesus, thou son of David, have 
pity on me!” And many rebuked him, that he might hold his 48 
_ peace: but he cried out much more, “ Thou son of David, bave 
pity on me!” And Jesus stood still, and commanded him to be 49 
called. And they call the blind man, saying unto him, "“ Le 
of good courage! arise! he calleth thee.” And throwing off 50 
his mantle he arose, and came to Jesus. And Jesus answered δὲ 
and said unta him,“ What wouldest thou that 1 should do unto 
thee? The blind man said unto him, “ 'Rabboni, that I may 
receive my sight:” and Jesus said unto him, “ Go thy way! 52 
thy faith hath made thee whole.” And immediately he received 
his sight, and followed Jesus on the way. 
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1 CTLAP. XI—And when they drew nigh unto ¥ Jerusalem, 

at Bethphagé and Bethany, at the mount of Olives, he sendeth 

a two of his disciples, and saith unto them, “ Go into the village 

over against you; and straightway, on entering into it, ye will 

find a colt ded, whereon no man hath sat; loose it, and bring 

3 ἐξ hither: and if any one say unto you, ‘ Why do ye this?’ say 

“the Master hath need of it;’ and straightway he will send it 

4 hither.” And they went their way, and found the colt tied by a 

door without, in ἃ place where two ways met; and they loose it, 

5 And certain of those who stood there said unto them, * What 

6 do ye, loosing the colt?” and they said unto them even as Jesus 

7 had commanded : and they let them go. And they brought the 

colt to Jesus, and cast their garments on it; and he sat upon it. 

8 And many spread their garments in the way: and others cut 

down branches from the trees, and strewed then in the way. 

g And they that went before, and they that followed, cried, say- 

ing, “ ' Hosanna! Blessed δε he that cometh in the name of "the 

10 Lord! Blessed be the ‘kingdom of our father David, that is at 

11 παπᾶ Υ Hosanna in the "highest !” And Jesus entered into Je- 

rusalem, and into the temple: and when he had looked round 

about upon all things, and the eventide being now come, he went 
out unto Bethany with the twelve. 

12 And on the morrow, when they had come out of Bethany, he 

1g was hungry: and seeing a fig-tree afar off, having leaves, he went 

to i, to see if haply he might find any thing thereon; (for the 

‘ume of gathering figs was not come :) but when he came to it, 

14 he found nothing but leaves. And he spake and said unto it, 

“< Let no one eat fruit of thee hereafter for ever!’ And his dis- 

ciples heard Aim. 
+5 And they come to Jerusalem: and heentered into the temple, 
and began to drive out those who sold and Lought in the temple ; 

and overthrew the tables of the moneychanyers, and the seats of 

16 those who sold doves; and would not suffer any one to carry ἃ 

57 vessel through the temple. And he taught, saying unto them, 
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“ Ts it not written,‘ My house shall 'be called a house of prayer 
for all nations?’ but ye have made it a den of thieves.” And 38 
the scribes and chief priests heard i## ; and they sought how they 
might destroy him; for they feared him, because all the multi- 
tude was astonished at his teaching. And when evening was t9 
come, he went out of the city. 

And in the morning, as they passed by, they saw the fig-tree 20 
withered away from the roots, And Peter remembering saith 21 
unto him, “ Rabbi, behold the fig-tree which thou ‘cursedst 
hath withered away!” And Jesus answering saith unto them, 22 
ες Have 'faith in God! For verily I say unto you, that whosu- 23 
ever shall say unto this mountain, ‘ Be thou removed !’ and ‘be 
thou cast into the sea!’ and shall not doubt in his heart, but 
shall believe that what he saith will come to pass, will have 
* whatsoever he saith. Wherefore I say unto you, What things 24 
soever ye ask, when ye pray, believe that ye will receive them, 
and ye wili have tiem. And when ye are praying, forgive, if ye 25 
have ought against any one: that your Father, who is in heaven, 
may also forgive you your trespasses. But if ye do not for- 26 
give, neither will your Father who isin heaven forgive your tres- 
passes. 

And they come again to Jerusalem: and as he was walking 27 
in the temple, the chief priests, and the scribes, and the elders 
come, and say unto him, “ By what authority doest thou these 28 
things? Yand who gave thee this authority to do them?” And 90 
Jesus answered and said unto them, “ I also will ask you one 
thing; and do ye answer me, and I willtel! you by what autho- 
rity I do these things: the baptism of John, was ἐξ from hea- 30 
ven, or from:men? answer mel” And they reasoned among 31 
themselves, saying, “ If we shall say, ‘ From heaven ;’ he will 
say, ‘Why did ye not then believe him?’ but if we shall say 32 
‘From men ;’ we fear the people: for all hold John to beindeed 
ἃ prophet.” And they answered and said unto Jesus, “ We 33 
know not.” And Jesus answering saith unto them, “ Neither 
do I tell you by what authority I do these things.”

3 the husbandmen of the fruit of the vineyard: and they took Aim, 

4 and beat him, and sent Atm away empty. And again he sent 
unto them another servant ; and him they ¥ stoned, and wounded 

5 in the head, and sent him away shamefully treated. And he 
sent another; and him they killed ; and many others; beating 

6 some, and killing some. Now having yet an only son, whom 
he loved, he at last sent him also unto them, saying, ‘ They will 

7 reverence my son.’ But those husbandmen said among them- 
selves, ‘ This is the heir: come, let us kill him, and the in- 

8 heritance will be our’s.’ And they took him, and killed Aim, 

9 and cast him out of the vineyard. What therefore will the owner 
of the vineyard do? he will come and destroy the hesandenes, 
and will give the vineyard unto others, Ὁ 

10 6 Have ye not read this scripture; ‘ The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same hath become the head of the corner : 
11 this is 'the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes?’” 
:2 And they desired to lay hold of him; (but feared the people ;) 
for they knew that he had spoken the parable against them: 
and they left him and went their way. 
1.2 Then they send unto him certain of the Pharisees and of the 
14 Ilerodians, to catch him ‘in discourse. And when they were 
come, they say unto him, “ Teacher, we know that thou art true, 
and carest not for any one: for thou lookest not at the person 
of men, but teachest the way of God in truth: is it lawful to 
15 give tribute to Czsar, or not? should we give, or should we not 
give?” But he knew their hypocrisy, and said unto them, 
“ Why do ye try me? bring me a 'penny, that I may see it.” 
16 And they brought one. And he saith unto them, * Whose is this 
image and inscription?” and they said unto him, “ Cesar’s.” 
17 And Jesus answered and said unto them, “ Render unto Cesar 
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the things that are Cesar’s,.and unto God the things that are 
God’s.” And they wondered at him. 

Then there come unto him Sadducees, who say that there is 
no resurrection, and they questioned him, saying, “ ‘Teacher, 
Moses wrote for us, that if the brother ofany man die, and leave 
a wife, but leave no children, his brother should take his wife, 
and raise up offspring unto his brother. There were seven 
brethren : and the first took a wife, and dying left no offspring : 
and the second took her, and died, neither did he leave any off- 
spring: and the third in like manner: and the seven took her, 
and left no offspring: last of all the woman died also. In the 
resurrection therefore, ‘when they shall rise again, whose wife 
will she be of these? for the seven had her to wife.” ‘Then 
Jesus answered and said unto them, “!' Do ye not err concern- 
ing this matter, from not knowing the scriptures, nor the power 
of God? For when they rise from the dead, they neither marry, 
nor are given in marriage; but are as the angels in heaven. 
And concerning the dead, that they are raised; have ye not 
read in the book of Moses, how, at the bush, God spake unto 
him, saying, ‘ J am the God of Abrahan, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob?’ He is not ' the God of the dead, but 
ΤΟΙ the living: ye therefore greatly err.” 

Then one of the scribes came uear, and having heard them 
reasoning together, and perceiving that Jesus had answered them 
well, asked him, “ Which is the first commandment of all?” 
and Jesus answered him, “ The first commandment of all ἐς, 
‘Tlear, Ὁ Isrart; ῖτπε Lorp our Gov is one Lop: axp 
THOU SHALT LOVE THE Lorp toy Gop WITH ALS, THY HEART, 
AND WITH ALL TUY SOUL, AND WIT! ALL THY MIND, AXD 
WITH ALL THY STRENGTH: this zs the first commandment; 
and the second ἐς like unto Σὲ, namely this, ‘Tuov suaLt 
LOVE THY NEIGHBOUR AS THYSELF:’ there is no other com- 
mandment greater than these.’’ And the scribe said unto him, 
“ Well, Teacher, thou hast said truly: for ‘He is one; and 


24,¢ye err’ (affirmatively) IP.‘ Do ye not therefore err, becruse ye know 
not’ B. 27. Mat, xxii. 32. 20. ὁ Pho Lord is ΟἿΣ God, the 
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33 there is none other but He: and to love Him with all the 
heart, and with all the understanding, and with all the soul, 
and with all the strength, and to love one’s neighbour as one's 
self, is more than ‘all whole burnt offerings and sacrifices.” 

34 And when Jesus saw that he answered discreetly, he said unto 
him, “ Thou art not far from the kingdom of God.” And no 
one efter that ventured to question him any more. 

35 Then Jesus spake and said, while he taught in the temple, 
““ Why do the scribes say that 'the Christ is the son of David? 

38 For David himself hath said in the Holy Spirit, '* The Lord 
said to my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, till 1 make thine 

37 enemies thy footstool.’ David ¥ then himself calleth him ' Lord ; 
and whence is he his son?” 

38 And the multitude of the people heard him gladly. And he 
said unto them, in his teaching, “ Beware of the scribes, who 
love to go in long robes, and love salutations in the market- 

39 places, and the chief scats in the synagogues, and the upper- 

40 most places at feasts: who devour widows’ houses, and for a 
"pretence make long prayers: these will réceive the greater con- 
demnation.” | 

4t And Jesus was sitting over against the treasury, and beheld 
how the people cast money into the treasury: and many rich 

42 persons cast in much: and there came 2 certain ‘poor widow, 

43 and she cast in two mites, which make ἃ farthing. And he 
called his disciples, and yaid unto them, “ Verily T say unto 
you, this poor widow hath cast in more than all who have cast 

44 into the treasury: for é/ey all have cast in from their abun- 
dance; but she, from her poverty, hath cast in all that she had, 
even all her living.” 


» CHAP. XTIT.—Andas he was departing out of the temple, 
one of his disciples saith unto him, “ Teacher, see what stoncs 

2 und what buildings?’ And Jesus answered and said unto him, 
‘¢ Seest thou these great buildings? there will not be left one 
stone upon another, that will not be thrown down.” 
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And as he was sitting upon the mount of Olives, over against 
the temple, Peter, and James, and John, and Andrew asked him 
privately, “ Tell us, when will these things be? and what will 
be the sign, when all these thingy are about to be fulfilled?” And 
Jesns, auswering them, begun to say, “ Take heed that no one 
deceive you: fort many will come in my name, suying, “ I am 
"the Christ!’ and will deceive many. But when ye shall hear 
of wars and rumours of wars, be uot troubled: for these things 
must come to pass; but the end is not yet. For natiou will 
rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom: aud there 
will be earthquakes in divers places, and there will be famines 
and tumults: these ‘are the beginnings of sorrows. 


“ But take heed to yourselves! for men will deliver you up Ὁ 


to councils, and to the synagogues; ye will be beaten, and will 
be brought before rulers and kings for my suke, fur a testimony 
unto them : and the 'glad tidings must first be published among 
uli nations. But when they shall bring yeu, and deliver you 
up, be not anxious beforehand what ye shall speak, ¥ neither 
premeditate: but whatsoever shall be given you at the time, 
that speak: for it is ‘not ye that will speak, but the Holy Spirit. 
Now brother will deliver up brother to death, and the father Ais 
child; and children will rise up against parents, and will cause 
them to be put to death: and ye will be hated by all for my 
name’s sake: but he that endureth unto the end, the same will 
be preserved. 

‘But when ye shall see the ‘abomination of desolation,’ 
standing where it ought not,” (let him that readetl: " understand, ) 
*¢ then let those that are in Judea flee to the mountains: and ἰοί 
not him that is on the housetop come down into the house; nei- 
ther enter to take anything out of his house: neither let him 
that is in the ficld turn back again to take his garment. But 
alas for those that are with child, and for those that give suck 
in those days! And pray ye that ‘your flight be not in 
the winter: for ἐπ those days will be tribulation, such as hath 
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not been from the beginning of the creation which God created 
20 unto this time, and will ‘never be : and unless the Lord shorten- 
ed those days, no flesh could be preserved: but for the sake 
of the elect whom he hath chosen, he hath shortened the days. 
a1“ And then if any onc shal] say to you, ‘ Lo, here ἐᾷ the 
22 Christ!’ or, “lo, there!’ believe ἐξ οἱ, For there will arise false 
Chnists, and false prophets ; and they will show signs and won- 
23 ders, to ‘seduce, if possible, even the "elect. But take ye 
heed! behold, I have foretold you ull these things. 
24 “ But in those days, after that tribulation, the sun will be 
25 darkened, and the moon will not give her light; and the stars of 
heaven will fall, and the powers that are in the heavens will be 
§ shaken; und then will they see the Son of man coming on the 
7 clouds, with great power and glory: and then he will send his 
"unzels, and will gather together his "elect, from the four 
winds, from the extremity of earth to the extremity of heaven, 
28 ©“ But learn 8 parable from the fig-tree ! When its branch is 
now become tender, and the leaves shoot forth, ye know that the 
2g summeris nigh: so likewise, when ye shall see these things come 
30 to pass, know that 'he is near, even at the doors. Verily I say 
unto you, this generation will not pass uway, till all these things 
31 Come fo pass: heaven and earth will pass away ; but my words 
will not pass away. 
32 But concerning that day or hour knoweth no one; neither the 
fanvels which are in heaven, Ynor the Son; but the Father 
33 only. ‘Pake heed! watch and pray! for ye know not when the 
34 time will be, ' It is like the cuse of’ a man taking a far journey, 
who left his house, and gave authority to his servants, and to 
35 every one his work, and charged the porter to watch. Watch 
ye therefore! (fur ye know not when the master of the house 
cometh, wihcther at even, or at midnight, or at cockcrowing, or 
36 ia the morning :) lest coming suddenly he find you sleeping. 
37 And what I say unto you I say unto all, Watch!” 
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CHAP. XIV.—Now the passover, and the feast of un- 
leavened bread, were to be'after two duys: and the chief priests 
and the scribes sought how they might take Jesus by subtlety, 
and kill Aim. But they said, “* Not during the feast, lest there 
be ἃ tumult among the people.” 

' And when he was in Bethany, m the house of Simon called 
the leper, as he was at table, there came a woman having an 
alabaster box of very costly "ointment of spikenard; and she 
brake open the box, and poured ἐξ upon his head. And there 
were some that had indignation within themselves, and said, 
“4 Wherefore is this waste of the ointment made? for this oint- 
ment might have been sold for more than thrce hundred ' pence, 
and given to the poor:” and they murmured aguinst her. 
But Jesus said, “ Let her alone! why trouble ye her? she 
hath done ἃ good deed towards me: for ye have the poor always 
with you; and whensoever ye will, ye may do them good; but 
me ye have not always. She hath done what she could: she 
hath anointed my body beforehand for ‘burial. Verily I say 
unto you, Wherescever in the whole world the ‘gospel shall be 
preached, this also which she hath done, will be spoken of, for 
a memorial of her,” 

Then Judas Iscariot, onc of the twelve, went unto the chief 
priests, to deliver him up unto them: and when they heard it, 
they were glad, and promised to give him money: and he sought 
how he might opportunely deliver him up. 

And on the first day of the feast of unleavened bread, (when 
the passover is killed,) his disciples say unto him, “ Where 
wilt thou that we go and make ready, that thou mayest eat the 
passover?” And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, and 
saith unto them, “ Go into the city, and a man will meet you 
bearing 8. pitcher of water: follow bim: and wheresoever he 
shall enter in, say ye to the owner of the house, ‘ The Teacher 
saith, Where is the guestchamber, wherein J may eat the passover 
with my disciples?’ And he will shew you a large upper room 
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Σ furnished and prepared: there make ready for us.” And his 


disciples went, and came into the city, and found as he had said 
unto them: and they made ready the passover. 

And when the evening was come he cometh with the twelve: 
aud when they were at table and were eating, Jesus said, “‘ Verily 
T say unto you, One of you that eateth with me will deliver me 
up.” Aod thcy began to be sorrowful, and to say unto him one 
by one, “ fs it 12” and another said, “ Js it I?” and he an- 
swered and said unto them, “ 1ὲ is one of the twelve,—he that 
dippeth with me in the dish. The Son of man indeed departeth, 
as is written conceming him: but alas for that man, by whom 
the Son of man is delivered up! good wereit for that mun if he 
had not been born !” 

And as they were eating, Jesus took bread, and blessed, and 
brake if, and pave to them, und said, “ Take!¥ this is my 


23 body!" And he took the cup, and when he had given thanks, 


he gave ἐξ to them: and they all drank ofit, And he said unto 
them, “ This is my blood! of the "new covenant, which is shed 
for "many: verily I say unto you, ἴ shall Ydrink no more of 
the fruit of the vine, unt! that day when I shall drink ‘it new 


} in the kingdom of God.” And when they had 'sung a hymn, 


they went out to the mount of Olives. 

And Jesus saith unto them, “‘ Ye will all ‘offend * because of me 
this night: for it is written, 1 will smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep will be seattercd abroad.’ But after I have risen, I will go 
before you into Galilee.” But Peter said unto him, “ Though 
ull should offend, yet wid? not 1.” And Jesus saith unto him, 
Ὁ Verily 1 say unto thee, that to day, even in this night, before 
the cock crow twice, thou wilt deny me thrice.” But he spake 
still¥ the more vehemently, “* Though [ should die with thee, 
T will in no wise deny thee.” And in like manner said they all 
also, 

And they came to a place that was named Gethsemané: and 
he saith to his disciples, “ Sit ye here, while 1 pray.” And he 
taketh with him Peter, and James, and John, and began to be 


24.¢ that ddood of’ Wn. sn. Mat. xxvi. 28, 25, n. Mat. xxvi. 20. 
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sorely troubled, and to be full of anguish; and he saith anto 34 
them, “ My soul is excecdingly sorrowful, unty death: tarry ye 
here, and watch.” And he went forward a little, and fell on the 33 
ground, and prayed that, if it were possible, the hour might pass 
away from him: and he said, “ Abba,” (Father,) “ all things 36 
are possible unto thee; take away this cup froin me: neverthe- 
less not what I will, but what thon wilt.” And hecometh, and 37 
findeth them asleep, und saith unto Peter, “‘ Simon, sleepest 
thou? couldest thou not watch one hour? Watch and pray, 38 
‘lest ye enter into temptation: the spirit indeed "és willing, but 
the flesh 2s weak.” And he went away ayain, and prayed, say- 30 
ing the same words: and when he returned, he found them 40 
sleeping again, for their eyes were heavy: and they knew not 
what to answer him. And he cometh the third time, and saith 4:1 
unto them, * *Sleep on now, and take your rest! "it is enaugh, 
the hour is come; behold, the Son of man is delivered up into 
the hands of sinners! Arise, let us "be going! Io, he that deli- 42 
vereth me up is at hand !” 

And immediately, while he was yet speaking, cometh Judas, 43 
who was one of the twelve, and with him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief priests and the scribes and the 
elders. Now he that delivered him up lad given them a token, 44 
saying, “ Whomsoever [ shull kiss, that same is he; lay hold of 
him, and lead Aim away safely.” And when he was come, he 4; 
cometh straightway up to Jesus, and saith, “ Rabbi, abbi!" and 
kissed him ; and they laid hands on him, and took him. But 47 
one of those that stood by drew a sword, and smote a servant 
of the high priest, and struck off his car. Then Jesus spoke 48 
and said unto them, “ Have ye come out as against a robber, 
with swords and staves, to take me? ἢ was daily with you in 49 
the temple teaching, and ye took me not: but éhis is done that 
the scriptures might be fulfilled.” And the disciples all forsook 50 
him, and fled. And a certain young man was following him, 51 
having only ἃ linen cloth cast about Ais naked body; aud *the 
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soldiers laid hold of him: but he let go the linen cloth, and fied 
from them nuked. 

And they fed Jesus away to the high priest: with whom were 
assembled all the chief priests, and the elders, and the scribes : 
and Peter followed him afar off, even unto the ball of the high 
priest's house: and he sat with the ' servants, and warmed him- 
scif at the fice. 

Now the chief priests and all thé'council sought for testi- 
mony against Jesus, in order to put him to death; yet they 
found none: for many bare false witness against him, but their 
testimony ‘was not sufficient. And some rose up, and bare false 
testimony against him, saying, “ We heard him say, ‘I will de- 
stroy this temple, which is made with hands, and within three 
days J will build up another not made with hands.’” Yet not 
even then was their lestimony sufficient. Then the high priest 
stood up in the midst, und asked Jesus, saying, “ Answerest 
thou nothing? what do these testify against thee?” but he held 
his peace, and answered nothing. Again the high priest asked 
him, and saith unto him, “ Art thou the Christ, the Son of the 


2 Blessed Que?” and Jesus said, * 1 am: moreover ye ‘will see 


the Son of man, sitting on the right hand of power, and coming 


Ἢ awong the clouds of heaven.” Then the high priest rent his 


clothes, and saith, ἐς Whut further need have we of witnesses ? 
ychave heard the blasphemy. What seemeth fit to you?” And 
they all condemned him to be guilty of death. And some began 
to spit on him, and to cover his face, and to buffet him, and to 
say unto him, “! Prophesy!” and the officers smote him with 
the palms of their hands. 

And while Veter was below in the hall, one of the maid ser- 
vants of the high priest cometh: and seeing Peter warming him- 
self, she louked on him, and said, “ Thou also wast with Jesus 
of Nazareth: but be denied ἐξ, saying, “ I "know not, neither 
do 1 understand what thou sayest.” And he went out into the 
porch ; and the enck crew. And the muid servant saw him again, 
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and began to say to those who stood by, “ This san is one of 


them.” But he denicd it again, And after a little while, they 70 


that stood by said ayain to Peter, “ Truly thou art πὸ of them: 


τ for thou art a Galilean, Yand thy speech showeth 2.” But he τι 


began to 'curse and to swear, saying, “ I know not this man of 


whom ye speak;”” and Vthe cack crew the second time. And 72 


Peter called to mind the words that Jesus had spoken unto him, 
* Before the cock crow twice, thou wilt deny me thrice :” and 
‘when he thought thereon, he wept. 


CITAP. XV.—~And early in the morning the chief priests held 1 


a consultation, with the elders and scribes 'and {πὸ whole "coun- 
611; and they bound Jesus, and took #im away, and delivered Ain 


up to Pilate. And Pilate asked hin, “ Art thou the hing of 2 


the Jews?” and he answered and said unto him, “ Thou sayest 
truly.” And the chief priests accused him of many things: but 


3 


he made no answer. And Pilate asked him azain, saying, 4 


“ Answerest thou nothing? behold how many things they testify 


against thee!” But Jesus still answered nothing; sothat Pilate 5 


wondered. 
Now at thad feust he was wont fo release unto them one pri- 


6 


soner, whomsoever they asked: and there was « wan nam ed 7 


Barabbas, whe fuy bound with those who had made insurrection 
with him, end who had committed murder in the insurrection: 
and the multitude cried aloud, and beuun to desire Aan to de us 
he had always done for them. Then Pilate answered them, 
saying, “ Will ye that 1 release unto you the King of the Jews?” 
(for he knew that through 'envy the chief priests had delivered 
him up 1) but the chief priests stirred up the maltitude, to ask 
that he would rather release Barabbas unto them. And Vilate 


answered and said again unto them, ** What would ye then that . 


[ should do ¢o Aun whom ye call the King of the Jews?” and 
they cried out again, * Crucify him!" Then Pilate said unio 
them, “ Why, what evil hath he done?” and they cried out 
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15 execedingly, “ Crucify him!” So Pilate being willing to content 
the multitude, released Barabbas unto them; and when he had 
scourged Jesus, he delivered Aim up to be crucified. 

16 And the soldiers Jed him uwuy into the hall, that is called the 

17 Pretorinm: and they call together the whole band, And they 
clothe him with purple, and platt a crown of thorns, and put it 

18 about his Acud; and began to salute him, “Tlail, King of the 

19 Jews!" And they smote him on the head with a reed, and spat 

a0 upon him, aud bowing décir knees did him obeisunce ; and whea 
they had mocked him, they took the purple off him, and put his 

21 own garments on him, and led him out to crucify him. And 
they compel one Simon a Cyrenian, (the father of Alexander and 
Rufus,) who was passing by, coming from the country, to carry 
his cross. 

33 And they bring him unto the place called Golgoths, which 

23 is, being interpreted, The place of sculls. And they gave 
him to drink, wine mingled with myrrh: but bereceived iz not. 

24 And when they bad crucified him, they part his garments 
among them, castiug lots for them, what every one should take. 

25 (Now it was the third hour when they crucified him.) And the 
inscription of his accusation was written over Aim, “ Tne 

a7 Kise or ΤῊΣ Jews.” And with him they crucify two rob- 

28 bers; the one on his right hand, and the other on his left. τ πὰ 
thus the scripture was fulfilled, shich saith, “ And he was num- 
bered with the transgressors.” 

42 And those who passed by railed at him, shaking their heads, 
and saying, “ Ah, thou that 'destroyest the temple, and buildest 

80 if up in three days, save thyself, and come down from the 

31 cross!” In like manner also the chief priests and the scribes, 

33 mocking him among themselves, said, “ Ile saved others; 
"himself he cannot save. Let ‘the Christ, the King of Israel, 
come down now from the cross, that we may see and believe τ." 
And they that were crucified with him reviled him. 

33 And when the sixth hour was come, there was darkness over 

44 the whole kind, unto the ninth hour. And at the ninth hour 
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Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, “ ELo1, Exot, Lama 
SABACHTHANT ?” which is, being interpreted, “ My God! iny 
God! why hast thou forsaken me?” And some of those who 35 
stood by, when they heard ἐξ, suid, “ Behold, he calleth Plijah!” 
and one ran and filled a spunge with vinegar, and put ἐξ about 3b 
a reed, and gave him to drink, saying, ‘ Let Aim alone! let us 
see whether Elijah will come to take him down!” And Jesus 37 
cried out aloud, and expired. 

And the veil of the temple was rent in two, from the top to the 38 
bottom. And when the centurion, who stood by over aguinst 3y 
him, saw that he thus cried out, and expired, he said, “ Truly 
this man was! fhe Son of God!” And there were also women 40 
looking on from afar off: among whom was Mary Macdalenc, 
and Mary the mother of James the less and of Joses, and Sa- 
lomé, (who, when he was in Galilee, followed him, and minis- +: 
tered unto him ;) and many other women who came up with him 
unto Jerusalem. 

And when 'it was evening, because it was the day of prepa- 42 
ration, (that is, the day before the sabbath,) there came Joseph 43 
of Arimathea, a senator of good repute, who also himself looked 
for the kingdom of God, and went in buldly unto Pilate, and 
asked for the body of Jesus. But Pilate wondered that he 44 
should be already dead: and calling unto Ain the centurion, he 
asked him whether Jesus had been any while dead: and when he 45 
knew ἐξ from the centurion, be gave the body to Joseph, And 46 
having bought fine linen, and taken him down, he wmpped hin 
in the linen, and laid him in a sepulchre which had been hewn 
out of a rock, and rolled a stone unto the entrance of the sepul- 
chre. And Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of Joses 47 
beheld where he was laid. 


CHAP. XVI.—And when the sabbath was over, Mary Mag- 
dalene, and Mary the mother of James, and Salome, bought 
sweet spices, that they might go and ‘anoint him: and very 
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carly in the morning of the first dey of the week, they come 
unto the sepulehre, at the rising of the sun. And they said among 
themselves, Who shall roll away the stone for us from the 
door of the sepulchre?” (but when they lovked, they saw that 
the stone was rolled away :) for it was very large. And enter- 
ing into the sepulchre, they saw a young man sitting on the right 
side, clothed in a long white robe ; and they wereaffrighted. And 
he saith unto them, “ Be not aflrighted! Yc seek Jesus of Naza- 
reth, who was crucified: he hath arisen; be is not here: behold 
7 the place where they laid him. But go your way; tell his dis-. 
ciples and Peter that he goeth before you into Galilee; there ye 
8 shall see him, us he said unto you.” And they went out’, and 
fled from the sepulchre ; and they trembled and were amazed : 
wud they said nuthing to any onc; for they were overcome 
with fear, 
g Now Jesus having arisen! early on the first day of the weck, 
appeared first to Mary Magdalene, from whom he had cast 
10 seven demons. She went and told those who had been with 
i1 him, as they were mourning and weeping: yet they, 'when they 
heard that he was alive, and had been seen by her, believed it 
not, 
12 After that he appeared, in another form, unto two of them, 
13 as they were walking, and going into the country. And they 
went back, and told ἐξ unto the rest: but neither did they 
believe them, 
+4 Afterwards he uppeared unto the eleven themselves, as they 
were al table; und upbraided them with their unbelief and 
hardness of heart, hecnuse they had not believed those who had 
seen him after he had been raised. 
15 And he said unto them, “Go ye inte all the world, and 
i6 ‘preach the "glad tidings to every creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized will he saved; but he that ‘believeth not will 
iz be condemued. And these signs will follow those that believe; 
In my name they shall cast out demons; they shall speak with 
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new tongues; they shall take up serpents; and if they drink 18 
any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them: they shall put their 
hands on the sick, and they shal] recover.” 

So then, after the Lord had spoken unto them, he was 19 
received up into heaven, and sat at the right Aandof God. Tut 20 
they went forth, and ‘preached every where; the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word "by the signs that followed. 


THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 
ST. LUKE. 


CHAP. 1,—Forasmuch as many have undertaken to set forth + 
an account of those things which ‘arc most surely believed 
among us; according as they, who from the beginning were 2 
eyewitnesses, and became ministers of 'the word, delivered them 
to us; it hath seemed good to me also, ‘having gained exact 3 
knowledge concerning all thinys from the first, to write "them 
unto thee in order, most excellent Theophilus ; to the end that 4 
thou mayest know the certainty of those things, wherein thou 
hast been instructed. Ὁ 


There was, in the days of Herod, the king of Judea, a certain 5 
priest named Zachariah, of the 'course of Abijah: and bis wife 
was of the daughters of Aaron, and her name was Flisabeth. 
Now they were both righteous in the sight of God, walking in all 6 
the commandments and ordinances of the Lord, blameless: and 7

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they had no child, for Elisabeth was barren, and they were 
both well stricken in years. 
8 Now it came to pass, that, while he was executing the priest’s 
g office before God, in the order of his course it fell to his lot, ac- 
cording to the custom of the priest’s office, to burn incense 
:0 when he went into the 'temple of the Lord: and the whole 
multitude of the people were praying without, at the time of 
11 incense, And there appeared unto him 'an angel of the Lord, 
19 standing on the right hand of the altar of incense. And when 
Zachariah saw Aim, he was troubled, and fear fell upon him: 
+3 but the angel said unto him, “ Fear not, Zachariah! for thy 
prayer is heard; and thy wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, 
14 and thou shalt call his name John: and thou shalt have joy and 
15 gladness; and many will rejuice at his birth: for he shall be 
great in the sight of the Lord; and shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink ; und he shail be filled with the Holy Spwit, even 
16 from his mother’s womb. And many of the children of Israel 
17 shall he bring back to the Lord their God. And the shall go 
forth before him, in the spirit and power of Elijah ; to "turn the 
hearts of the fathers "to the children; "and the disobedient to 
the wisdom of the righteous; that he may make ready a people 
8 prepared for the Lord.” And Zachariah said unto the angel, 
‘¢ Whereby shall I know this? for lam an old man, and my 
wife is well stricken in years.” And the angel answering said unto 
him, “ Iam Gabriel, who stund in the presence of God; and I 
am sent to speuk unto thee, and to tell thee these glad tidings. 
a0 And, behold, thou shalt be dumb, and unable to speak, until 
the day in which these things shall come to pass, because thou 
hast not believed my words, which will be fulfilled in their 
season.” 
2: And the people were waiting for Zachariah, and marvelled 
4 that he tarried so lony in the temple. But when he came out, 
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he could not speak unto them: and they perceived that he hud 
seen ἃ vision in the temple; and he made signs unto them, and 
remained speechless. And it came to pass, as suun as the days 
of his ministration were ended, that he departed to his own 
house. 

_ And after those days his wife Etisubeth conceived; and she 
concealed "herself five months, saying, Thus hath the Lord 
dealt with me, in the days wherein he hath looked on me, to take 
away my reproach among men.” 

Now in her sixth month, the angel Gabriel was sent by God 
unto a city of Galilee, named Nazareth, to a virgin ‘espuused to 
a man whose uame was Joseph, ofthe house of David ; and the 
name of the virgin was Mary. And the angel centered in unto 
her, and said, “ Hail, thow that art highly favourcd! the Lord 


'as with thee! ¥ blessed art thou among women!” But¥ she was : 


troubled at his speech, and pondered in her uind as to what 


this salutation could be, And the angel suid unto her, “‘ Fear go 


not, Mary ! for thou hast found favour with God: and, behold, 
thou shalt conceive; and shalt bring forthason; and thou shalt 
call his name Jesus. He shall be great, and shull be. called 
the Son of the Most High: and the Lord God will give unto him 
the throne of his father David: and he shall reign over the house 
of Jucob for ever; and of his 'kingdom there shall be no end.” 
Then said Mary unto the angel, “ flow shall this be, seeing 1 
know not aman?” And the angel auswered and said unte her, 
“ The Holy Spirit will descend vpon thee, and the power of the 
Most Eligh will ‘overshadow thee: "wherefore also that holy 
thing, which will be ™ born ¥, will be culled ¢he Son of God. And, 
behold, thy kinswoman Elisabeth, even she hath conceived a 
son in her old age: und this is the sixth month with her who was 
ealled barren: for with God nothing shall be impossible,” 
And Mary said, “‘ Behold the handmaiden of the Lord! be it 
unto me according to thy word!” And the angel departed from 
her. 
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39 And in those days Mary arose, and went with haste into the 
40 hill-country, to 'a city of Judah: and she entered into the house 
41 of Zachariah, and saluted Elisabeth. Aud it came to pass, that, 
when Elisubeth heard the salutation of Mary, the babe leaped 
in her womb ; and Elisabeth was filled with the Holy Spirit, 
42 and cried out with a loud voice, and said, * Blessed ari thou 
43 among women! and blessed ts the fruit of thy womb! And 
whence is this to me, that the mother of my Lord should come 
44 to me! For, lo, as soon as the voice of thy salutation sounded 
45 in mine ears, the babe leaped in my womb for joy: and blessed 
is she who believed, that there would be a fulfilment of the 
thinys, which were told her from the Lord !” 
46 Then Mary said, * My soul doth magnify the Lord, and my 
47 spirit doth rejoice in God my Saviour: for he hath regarded the 
low estate of bis handmaiden. For, behold, from henceforth all 
49 generations will call me blessed ; for he that is mighty hath done 
50 for me great things; and holy "ἐς his name. And his mercy i 
51 on those that fear him, from generation to generation. He 
showeth strength with his arm; he scattereth the proud in the 
52 imagination of their hearts. He putteth down the mighty from 
393 their thrones, and exalteth those of low degree. He filleth the 
hunery with good thinys; and the rich he sendeth empty away. 
54 Ue succoureth lis servant Israel, in remembrance of Ais mercy, 
35 (as he pronised to our fathers,) to Abraham and to his seed for 
56 ever.” And Mary abode with Edisabeth about three months, 
and fhe returned to her own house. 
57 Now Fiisabeth’s full time came, that she should he delivered ; 
38 and she brought forth a son: and her neighbours and her kindred 
heard how the Lord had showed great mercy towards her; and 
Ὁ they rejoiced with hiv. And it came to pass, that on the eighth 
day they came to cireumeise the child; and they were calling 
Go him Zachariah, after the name of his father. But his mother an- 
G1 swered and said, “ Nay! but he shall be called John.” And 
they said unto Nes, “« There is none of thy kindred that is called 
G2 by that name.” Then they made signs to his father, asking how 
63 he would have him called: and he beckoned for ee tablet, 
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and wrote, saying, “‘ His name is John.” And they all mar- 
velled. Then his mouth was opened immediately, and his 64 
tongue loosed ; and hespake, and praised God. And amazement 65 
came on all that dwelt round about them ; and al] these things 
were noised abroad throughout all the hill-country of Judea: 
and all they that heard them laid them up in their hearts, saying, 66 
“ What manner of child will this be!” And the hand of the 
Lord was with him. 

And his father Zachariah was filled with che Moly Spint, and 67 
prophesied, saying, “ Blessed be the Lord, the God of Isracl! 68 
for he hath visited and tredeemed his pevpic; and bath raised 69 
up fa horn of salvation for us, in the house uf his servant David 5 
(as he promised by the mouth of his holy prophets, whe have 70 
been since the world began ;) ever salvation from our encmics, 7 
and from the hand of all that hate us; to perform the mercy 72 
promised to our fathers, and to remember his holy covenant; the 73 
oath which he swarc to our father Abrahum ; ! tv grant unto us, 74 
that we, being delivered out of the hands of our enemies, might 
serve him without fear, in holiness and 'righteousnesa before 75 
him, all our days, And thou, child, shalt be called 'tie Prophet τὸ 
of the Most High: for thou shalt go forth before the face of the 
Lord, to prepare his ways; to give knowledge of salvation unto 77 
his people, in the remission of their sins, through the tender 78 
mercy of our God, whereby a duyspring from on high huth 
visited us; to give light to these that sit in darkness, and in the 79 
shudow of death; to guide our feet inte the way of peace.” 

And the child grew, and became strong in spirit; and he 80 
continued in the deserts, until the day of his ‘muking himself 
known unto Israel. 


CHAP. IL.—Now it came to pass in those days, that there 1 
went forth a decree from Cesar Augustus, that all the 'world 
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a should he "enrolled. (This enrolment was first made when Cy- 
ἡ renius was governor of Syria.) And all went to be enrolled, 
4 every one to his own city. And Joseph also went up from 
Galilee, out of the city of Nazarcth, into Judea, to the city of 
David, which is called Bethlehem, (because he was of the house 
5 and lineage of David,) to be cnrolled, with Mary his ‘espoused 
6 wife, who was great with child. And it came to pass, that, 
while they were there, the days were accomplished that she 
7 should be delivered; and she brought forth her firstborn son, and 
wrapped him in swaddling clothes; and laid him in a ‘manger, 
because there was no room for them in the inn. 
8 And there were in that country, shepherds abiding in the fields, 

9 keeping watch over their flock by night. And, lo, an angel of 
the Lord came uato them,’and Yése glory οὗ the Lord shone 

to round about thom: and they were sorely afraid. But the angel 

said unto them, “ Fear not! for, behold, I bring you glad 
tidings of great joy, which shall be to all peopte: 'forunto you 
is born this day, in the city of David, aSaviour, who is "Christ, 

12 the Lord. And this will δῷ ἃ sign unto you; Ye will find ἃ 

13 babe swathed, lying in ἃ manger.” And suddenly there was 
with the angel a multitude of the heavenly host, praising God, 

14 and saying, “ Glory to God in the ‘highest, and on earth peace, 
good will towards men !” 

15 And it came to pass, wlicn the angels were gone away from 
them into heaven, that the shepherds said one to another, “ Let 
us now go to Bethlehem, and sce this thing which hath come to 

16 puss, which the Lord hath made known unto us.” So they 
went With haste, and found Mary and Joseph, and the babe 

17 lying in the nvanger; and when they had scen é#, they made 
known abroad what had been told them concerning this child. 

18 And all that heard i¢ wondered at those things which were told 
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them by the shepherds. But Mary laid up all these things, and τ 
pondered ¢hem in her heart. And the shepherds returned, glo- 20 
rifying and praising God, for all the things which they had heard 
and seen, according as it had been told them. 

And when eight days were accomplished for the cireumcising 2: 
of the child, bis name was called Jesus, the name which was 
given him by the angel, before he was conceived. 

And when the days of * their purification were accomplished, 22 
according to the law of Moses, they brought him to Jerusalem, 
to present fim to the Lord; (as it is written in the law of the 23 
Lord, * Every male, the first-born of his mother, shall "be called 
holy to the Lord”’;) and to offer a sacrifice, according tu that 24 
which is enjoined in the law of the Lord,—a pair of turtledoves, 
or two young pigequs. 

And, behold, there was at Jerusalem a man, whose name was 25, 
Simeon: and the same man twas righteous and devout, looking 
for the consolation of Israel: and tke Holy Spirit was upon him. 
And it had been revealed unto him by the Holy Spirit, that he 26 
should not see death, before he had seen the ' Christ of the Lord. 
And he came in the Spirit into the temple: and when the 27 
parents brought in the child Jcsus, to do for him what was ap- 
pointed by the law, Simeon took him up ia his arms, and blessed 28 
God, and said, “ Lord, thou ‘lettest now thy servant depart in 29 
peace, according to thy word: for mine eycs have seen ‘thy sal- 30 
vation, which thou hast prepared before the face of all people; 31 
a light to enlighten the Gentiles, and to be the glory of thy ge 
people Israel.” And ‘his father and mother marvelled at those 33 
things which were spoken concerning him: and Simeon blessed 34 
them, and said unto Mary his mother, “ Behold, this child is 
appointed for the fall and rise of many in Israel; and fora 'sign 
to be spoken against; (yea, a sword shall pierce through thy 35 
own soul also ;) 'that the thoughts of many hearts may be re- 
vealed,” 

And there was one Anna, a prophctess, the daughter of 36 
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Phannel, of the tribe of Asher :—she way of great age, and had 
37 lived with a husband seven years from her virginity: and she 
108 now 8 widow of ahout fourscore and four years; who de- 
parted not from the temple, but served God with fastings and 
3 prayers night and day :—she also coming in at the same time, pave 
thanks fikewise unto the Lord, and spake concerning ‘him to all 
those in Jerusalem who were looking for redemption. 
39 «© And when they had performed all things according to the law 
of the Jord, they returned into Galilec, to their own city Naza- 
40 reth. And the child grew, and became strong Yin spirit, being 
filled with wisdom: and 'the grace of God was upon him. 
31 Now his parents went to Jerusalem every year, at the feast of 
42 the pussover, And when he was twelve years old, after they 
had gone wp lo Jerusalem acvording to the custom of the feast, 
43 and had completed the days, as they were returning the child 
Jesns tarried behind in Jerusalem. And ¥ Joseph and his mother 
44 knew if not: but, supposing him to be in the company, they 
went a day’s journey; and they sought him among their kin- 
15 dred and acquaintance, and not finding Aim, turned back 
ΜῈ again to Jerusalem, seeking him. And it came to pass, that, 
‘on the thin! day, they found him in the temple, sitting in the 
midst of the teachers, both hearing them, and asking them 
47 questions: and all that heard him were astonished at his under- 
18 standing and answers. ‘And when dis parents saw him, they 
were umazed: and his mother said unto him, “ Child, why hast 
thou thus dealt with us? behold, thy father and 1 have sought 
44 thee sorrowing?” And he said unto them, ** How is it that 
ye sought me? knew ye not that 1 must be 'in my Father's 
50 house?’ But they understood not the words which he spake 
5: unto them. And he went down with them, and came to Naza- 
reth, and ‘was subject unto them: and his mother kept all 
these things in her heart. 
52 And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in favour 
with God and mun. 
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CIIAP. 111.--ΦΝὸν in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tibe- 
rius €eesar, when Pontius Pilate was ‘governor of Judea, and 
Herod was tetrarch of Galilee, und his brother Philip tetrarch 
of iturea and of the region of Trachonitis, and Lysunias te- 
trarch of Abilent, Annas being hich priest and Caiaphas, the 
word of God came unto John, the son of Zachariah, in the 
desert. And he went into all the country about Jordan, pro- 
claiming the baptism of repentance, for the remission of sins ; 
as It ig written in the book of the words of Isaiah the pro- 
phet, saying, “ The voice of one ‘crying out in the desert, 
Prepare ye the way of "the Lord, make his paths straight! 
Every valley shull be filed up, and every mountain and hill 
shall be brought low; and the crooked ways shalt be made 
straight, and the rough ways smooth; and all flesh shall see the 
‘salvation of God.” Then said he ta the multitudes that came 
out to be baptized by him, “ὁ O offspring of vipers! who hath 
warned you to fice from the wrath which is about to come? 
Bring forth therefore fruits meet for repentance; and begin not 
to say within yourselves, ‘ We have Abraham for vur father :’ 
for I say unto you, that God is able out of these stones to raise 
up children unto Abraham. And already the axe is laid unto 
the root of the trees: every tree therefore which bringeth not 
forth good fruit will be hewn down, aud cast into the fire.” 

And the multitudes asked him, saying, “ What then shall we 
do?” And he answered and saith unto them,“ Tet him that hath 
two coats, give to him thut hath none; und let him that hath food, 
do likewise.” Then came ulso publicans to be baptized, and 
said unto him, “ Teacher, what shall we do?” And he said 
unto them, “ Exact no more than that which is appointed untv 
you.” And the soldiers likewise demandcd of him, saying, 
‘And what shall we do?” And he said unto them, “ Take 
by violence from no one, neither accuse any one falsely ; and be 
content with your wages.” 

And as the people were in ‘expectation, and all were ponder- 
ing in their hearts concerning John, whether he were the" Chnist 
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δ or not; John answered, saying to them all, “ 1 indeed baptize 


you "with water; but one mightier than I cometh, the latchet of 
whose shoes Iam not worthy to unloose: he will baptize you 
"with the Holy Spirit, and fire: whose winnowing shovel is 
in his hand; and he will thoroughly cleanse his floor, and will 
gather the wheat into his granary; but will bum up the chaff 
with unquenchable fire.” And with many other exhortations 
he published the glad tidings unto the people. 

But Hered the tetrarch, being reproved by him about Hero- 
dias, his brother Philip’s wife, and for all the evil things which 
Herod had done, added this also to them all, that he shut up 
John in prison. 

Now it came to pass, when ali the people were baptized, that 
Jesus also havine been baptized and praying, the heaven was 
opened, and the Uoly Spirit descended upon him, in a "bodily 
shape, like a dove; and a voice came from heaven, saying, 
“THOU ART MY BELOVED SON; IN THES I AM WELL PLEASED.” 

And Jesus himself, ‘when he began Ais ministry, was about 
thirty years of age, "being, as was supposed, the son of Jo- 
seph, the son of Heli, the son of Matthat, the son of Levi, the son 
of Melchi, the son of Janna, the sun of Joseph, the son of Matta- 
thiah, the sow of Amos, the soa of Nuhum, the son of Esli, the 


3 son of Nagge, tie son of Maath, the son of Mattathiah, the son of 


Semei, (te soa. of Joseph, the son of Judah, the san of Joaung, 
the son of Rhesa, the son of Zerubabel, éhe son of Salathiel, the 
sunt of Neri, the san of Melchi, the son of Addi, the sor of Co- . 
xun, de sau of Elmodam, the son of Er, the son of Jose, the son 
af Eliezer, (he sea of Jovi, the son of Matthat, the son of Levi, 
the son of Simeon, the son of Judah, the son of Joseph, tbe son 
of Jonan, the son of Eliakim, ἐς son of Melea, de son of Menan, 


2 the son of Mattatha, the sen of Nathan, the son of David, the son 
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of Jesse, the son of Obed, the son of Boaz, the son of Salmon, 
the son of Naasson, the son of Aminadah, the son of Aram, the 33 
son of Estom, the son of Phares, the son of Judah, the sun of 34 
Jacob, the son of Tsauc, the son of Abraham, the son of Terah, 
the son of Nahor, the son of Serug, the son of Reu, the son 35 
of Peleg, the son of Eber, the son of Salah, the son of Cainun, 30 
the son of Arphaxad, the son of Shem, the sun of Noah, the son 

of Lamech, the ton of Mathuseluh, the son of Enoch, the sanz of 37 
Jared, the son of Mahalaleel, the son of Cainan, the son of Enoch, 38 
the son of Seth, the son of Adam, the son of God. 


CHAP. [V.—And Jesus returned from Jordan, full of the 1 
Spirit, and was led "by the Spirit Yinto the desert; being 'tempt- 2 
ed by the devil forty days: and during those days he ate no- 
thing: and when they were ended, he hungered. And the devil 3 
said unto him, “If thou be "the Son of God, command this 
stone to become bread.” And Jesus answered him, saying, “ [tis 4 
written, ‘Man shall not live by bread alone, but by ‘every word 
of God Ὁ Then the devil, taking him ups high mountain, show- δ 
ed unto him ail the kingdoms of the ' world, ina moment of time: 
and the devil said unto him, “ All this authority will I give thee, 6 
and the glory of these: for itis delivered untu me, and to whom- 
soever I will, [ give it: if therefore thou wilt worship me, all shall 7 
be thine.” And Jesus answered and said,’ “ ltis written, ‘Thou 8 
shalt worship 'the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve.’” Then he brought Jesus to Jerusalein, and set him on ὦ 
'a pinnacle of the temple, and said unto him, “ If thou be "che 
Son of God, cast thyself down from hence: for if is written, 10 
‘ He will give his angels charge concerning thee, to keep thee: 
and upon their hands they will bear thee up, lest at any time αἱ 
thou dash thy foot against astone.”’” And Jesus answering said 12 
unto him, “It is said, ‘Thou shall not 'tempt the Lord thy 
God.’” And when the devil had ended ‘all Aés temptation, he 13 
departed from him, for a season. 
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14 Then Jesus returned, in the power of the Spirit, into Galilee : 
and a report went abroad concerning him through all the region 
15, round about: and he taught in their synagogues, being 'glon- 
fied by all. 
16 And he came to Nazareth, where he had been brought up: 
and, as his custom was, he went into the synagogue on the sab- 
+7 bath, and stood up to read. And the book of the prophet 
Isaiah was delivered to him: and when he had ‘opened the 
18 book, he found the place where it was written, “ The Spirit of 
the Lord is upon me; ‘in as much as he hath anointed me, to 
publish "glad tidings to tke poor; he hath sent meV to declare 
deliverance to the cuptives, and recovery of sight to the blind ; 
1g to set at liberty those that are oppressed; to proclaim ‘ihe ac- 
co ceptable year of the Lord.” And having 'closed the bouk, he 
gave ἐξ aain to the attendant, and sat down: and the eyes of all 
21 that were in the synagogue were fastened upon him, And he 
began to say unto them, “* To day hath that seripture been ful- 
22 filled 'in your ears.” And all "bore testimony to him, and won- 
dered at the gracious words which proceeded out of his mouth. 
23 And they said, “ Is not this the son of Joseph?” And he said 
unto them, “ Ye will surely speak unto me this proverb, ‘ Phy- 
sician, heal thyself! Do also, here in thine own country, those 
things which we have heard have been done in Capernanm.’” 
24 And he said, “ Verily I say unto you, No prophet is acceptable 
25 inhis own country. But I tell you of a truth, there were many 
widows in Isracl, in the days of Elijah, when the heaven was 
shut up for three years and six months, so that there was great 
26 famine throughout all the land; yet unto none of them was 
Elijah sent, save to a widow woman at Sarepta, « εἶν of Sidon: 
27 and there were many lepers in Israel, in the time of Elisha the 
prophet; yet none of them was cleansed, save Naaman the 
28 Syrian.” And all that were in the synayogue, when they heard 
2g these things, were filled with wrath; and they rose up, and 
thrust him out of the city; und led him to the brow of the bill 
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whereon their city was built, that they might cast him down 
headlong; but he, passing through the midst ofthem, went his way. 30 

And he went down to Capernaum, 2 city of Galilee, and 3) 
taught them on the subbaths: and they were astonished at lis 32 
‘manner of teaching: for his "word was with authority. 

Now in the synagogue there was a man, who had a spirit of 33 
an unclean demon; and it cried out with a loud voice, saying, 34 
**' Let us alone] what hast thou to do with us, thou Jesus of 
Nazareth? "art thou come to "destroy us? J-know thee, who 
thou art,—the Holy one of God.” And Jesus rebuked it, say- 35 
ing, “* Hold thy peace, and come out of him!" And when the 
demon had thrown him in the midst, it came out of him, not 
having hurt him: and they were all amazed, and spake among 36 
themselves, saying, “' What word asthis! for with authority and 
power "ke commandeth the unclean spirits, and they come out!” 
And the fame of him went forth, into every place of the country 37 
round about. 

And he rose up from the synagogue, and entered inte Simon’s 38 
house. Now the mother of Simon’s wife was seized with a great 
fever; and they besought him concerning her. And standing 30 
over her, he rebuked the fever; and it left her: and immediately 
she arose, and ministered unto them. 

And at the setting of the sun, all those that had any sick with 40 
divers diseases, ‘brought them unto him ; und te laid his hands 
on every one ofthem, and healed them. And demonsalsocaine 4+ 
out of many, crying out, and saying, Thou art’ the Son of 
God.” But he rebuked éhem, aud suffered them not to 'speak : 
for they knew him to be the Christ. 

And when it was day he went out, and departed to a solitary 42 
place: and the multitude sought for him, and cume unto him, 
and would have hindered him from leaving them: but he said 43 
unto them, * I must publish the glad tidings of the kincdom of 
God to other cities also; for therefore have 1 becn sent forth.” 
And he continued preaching in the synagogues of Galilee. 
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1 CHAP, V.—And it came to pass, that, as the multitude was 
pressing upon him to hear the word of God, he was standing by 
2 the lake of Gennesareth: aud be saw two vessels lying by the 
lake side: Ddut the fishermen had gone out of them, and were 
3 washing ¢heir nets. And he entered into one of the vessels, 
which was Simon’s, and desired him to put off a little from the 
land: and he sat down, and taught the multitude out of the 
4 vessel, And when he had made an end of speaking, he said 
unto Simon, “ Put forth into the deep water, and let down your 
5 nets for a draught!” And Simon answering said unto him, 
‘ t Master, we have toiled all the night, and have wkea nothing: 
6 nevertheless, at thy word, I will let down the net.” And when 
they had so done, they inclased a great multitude of fishes ; and 
7 their net was breaking. Then they beckoned to their compa- 
nions who were in the other vessel, that they should come and 
help them: und they came, and filled both the vessels, so that 
8 they began to sink. And when Simon Peter saw i, he fell 
down at the knees of Jesus, saying, “ Depart from me; for I 
g am a sinful man, O' Lord!” For amazement seized him, and 
all that were with him, at the draught of fishes which they had 

10 taken; and in like manner also James, and John, the sons of 
Zebedee, who were companions with Simon. And Jesus said 

rt nnto Simon, * Fear not! from henceforth thou shalt catch 
men,” And when they had brought their vessels to land, they 
Icft all, and followed him. 

12 = And it came to pass, that when he was in 'a certain cily, be- 
hold a man came, full of leprosy: und when he saw Jesus, he fell 
on Aix face, and besought him, saying, “ Master! if thou wilt, 

13 thow canst make me clean.” And Jesus stretched forth Ais 
hand, and touched him, saying, “ 1 will: be thou clean!” and 

14 immediately the leprosy departed from him. And Jesus charged 
him t tell no one: “ But go, and show thyself to the priest, 
and offer for thy cleansing according as Moses commanded, 

15 for'a testimony unto them.” But the report went abroad so 
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much the more concerning him: and great multitudes came lo- 
gether to hear Aim, and to he healed by him of their infirmitics. 
And he 'withdrew into desert places, and prayed. 

And it came to pass on a certain day, as he was teaching, that 
there were Pharisees and teachers of the law sitting by, who hud 
come out of every town of Gulilee, and from Juden, and Jeru- 
salem ; and the power of the Lord ' was present to heal éhe sick. 
And, behold, men came, bringing on a bed a man who was sick 
of the palsy: and they sought how to bring him in, and to lay 
him before Jesus. And not finding any way wherehy they might 
bring him in, on account of the crowd, they went upon the house- 
top, and let him down, with his ‘couch, through the tiling, 
into the midst before Jesus. And, seeing their fuith, he suid, 
“ Man, thy sins are forgiven thee.” And the scribes and 
the Pharisees began to reason among themselves, saying, “ Who 
is this who speaketh blasphemies? Who can forgive sins, but 


God alone?” But Jesus knowing their reasonings, answered 22 


and said unto them, “ Why reason ye thus in your hearts? 
Which is easier, to say, ‘Thy sins are forgiven thee ;’ or to say, 


23 


‘ Arise, and walk?’ But that ye may know that the Son of 24 


man hath authority on earth to forgive sins,” (he said unto 
the sick of the palsy,) ‘‘ I say unto thee, Arise! and take up thy 
couch, and go to thine own house!” And immediately he rose 
up before them, and took up that whercon he had been lying, 
and departed to his own house, glorifying God. And they were 
vail struck with amazement, and glorified God; and they were 
filled with fear, saying, “ We have secn ‘strange things to 
day !” 

And after these things he went forth, and saw a publican, 
named Jevi, sitting at the receipt of custom: and he said unto 
him, “ Follow me!” and leaving all, he arose and followed him. 
And Levi made for hin ἃ great feast in hiy own house: and 
there was a great company of publicans and of others, that sat 


down with them. But the scribes and Pharisees among them gv 
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murmured against his disciples, saying, ‘‘ Why do ye eat and 

31 drink with publicans and sinners?” And Jesus answering said 
unto them, “They that are well have no need ofa physician ; but 

32 they that are sick. 1 came to call not the righteous, but sinners, 
to repentance,” 

33 And some said to him, “ Why do the disciples of John fast 
often, and muke prayers, and in like manner the disciples of the 

34 Pharisees; but thine eat and drink?” And he said unto them, 
“ Can ye make the ‘sons of the bridechamber fast, while the 

35 bridegroom is with them? but the days will come, when the 
bridegroom will be taken away from them, and then they will 
fast m those days.” 

36 And he spake a parable also unto them; “No one putteth a 
piece of u new garment upon an old one; otherwise, both the 
new maketh a σοι, and the piece from the new agreeth not with 

37 the old. And no one putteth new wine into old ' bottles ; other- 
wise the uew wine will burst the bottles, and it will be spilled, 

38 and the bottles will perish: but new wine must be put into new 

39 bottles, and chen both are preserved. Moreover no one, hav- 
ing drunk old wine, straightway desireth new: for he saith, 
‘The old is better,’” 


1 CILAP. VI.—And it came to pass, ‘on Ythe second sabbath 
after the first ἐὰν of unleavened bread, that Jesus was going 
through the corn fields; and his disciples plucked and ate the 

2 ears of com, rubbing them in their hands, But certain of the 
Pharisees said unto them, * Why are ye doing that which it is not 

4 lawful to do on the sabbath?" And Jesus answering them, said, 
“Tlave ye never read what David did, when he himself, and they 

4 that were with him, fungered; how he went into the house of 

God, and took and ate the showbread, and gave of it also to 

those that were with him; which it is not lawful to eat but for 

the priests alone?” And he said unto them, “ The Son of man is 

Lord “even of the sabbath.” 
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And it came to pass also on another sabbath, that he entercd 6 
into the synagogue and taught, And there was ἃ man there whose 
right hand was withered: and the scribes and Pharisees watched 7 
him, whether he would heal on the subbath; in order that they 
might find an accusation against him. But he knew their thoughts, 8 
and said to the man that had the withered hand, “ Rise up, and 
stand forth in the midst!” and he arose and stood forth. Then 9 
said Jesus unto them, “ 1 will ask you one thing; is it lawful 
on the sabbath to do good, or to do evil? to save life, or to 
kill?” And when he had looked round about upon them all, he 10 
said unto the man, “ Stretch forth thy hand!” And he did so; 
and his hand was restored, as the other. And they were filled 
with madness; and consulted one with another what they should 
do to Jesus. 

And it came to pass in these days, that he went out to'a 12 
mountain to prey ; and he continued ull the night “in prayer to 
God. Aud when it was day, he called to Aim his disciples: and 13 
out of them he chose twelve, whom he named also apostles ; 
Simon, whom he named Peter also; and Andrew, his brother; 14 
James and John; Philip and Bartholomew; Matthew ‘and 15 
Thomas; James, the son of Alpheus; and Simon, called 'Ze- 
lotes; and Judas, the brother of James; and Judas ‘Iscariot, 16 
who became the tmitor, Aud he came down with them, and 17 
stood in the plain; und there was a pullitude of his disciples, 
and a great number of the people from all Judea and Jerusu- 
lem, and from the sea coast of Tyre and Sidon, that came to hear 
him, and to he healed of their diseases; and those that were 14 
vexed hy unclean spirits: and they were cured. And the whole 19 
multitude sought to touch him; because powcr ‘went from him, 
and healed all. 

And he lifted up his cyes on his disciples, and said, “ Blessed 20 
are ye poor! fur your’s is the kingdom of God. Tlessed ere ye 21 
that hunger now! for ye shull be filled. Blessed are ye that 
weep now! for ye shull laugh. Blessed are ye, when men shall 22 
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lnte you, and when they shall separate you from them, and shall 
revile yua, and cast out your name as evil, for the Son of man’s 
sake! Rejoice in that day, and leup for joy! for, behold, your 
reward is great in heaven: for in like manner did their fathers 
unto the prophets. But alas for you that are rich 1 for ye"have 
received your "consolation. Alas for you that are full! for ye 
Shall hunger. Alas for you that laugh now! for ye shall mourn 
and weep, Alas _for you, when men shall speak well of you! 
for so did their fathers to the false prophets. 

“6 Tint Γ say unto you that hear, Love your enemies, do good 
to those that hatc you, bless those that curse you, pray for those 
that despitefully use you. Unto him that striketh thee on the 
one cheek, offer also the other; and from him that taketh away 
thy cloke, withhold not dy coat also. Give to every one that 
asketh of thee; and from him that taketh away what is thine, 
ask it not again. And us ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye also unto them in like manner. 

* For if ye love those that love you, what thanks ‘have ye? 
for sinners also love those that love them. And if ye do good 
to thdse that du good to you, what thanks have ye? for even 
sinners do the same, And if ye ‘lend to those from whom ye 
hone to reesive, what thanks have ye? for even sinners lend to 


5 sinners, that they may receive as much back. But love ye your 


enemics, and do ‘good; and lend, "hoping for nothing again ; 
and your reward will be great, und ye sill be sons of the Most 


i Wich: forhe is kind unto the unthankfal and the evil. Be ye 


therciore merciful, as your Father also is merciful. Judge not, 
and ye will not be judzed: condemn not, and ye will not be 
condembed ς fyrgive, aod ye will be forgiven: give, and it will 
be given unto you; yood ineasure, pressed dowa, and shaken 
together, and rumiing over, will be given into your bosom. For 
with the sume measure wherewith ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you again.” 
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And he spake a 'parable unto them, “Can the blind lead the 39 
blind? will they not both fail into the ditch ? 

“ The disciple is not above his Teacher ; but every disciple that 40 
is "perfected ™ shall be as his Teacher, 

“ And why dost thou observe the ' splinter that is in thy bro- 41 
ther’s eye, but considerest not the "beam that is in thine own 
eye? Or how canst thou say to thy brother, ὁ Brother, let me 42 
take out the splinter that is in thine cyc,’ when thou thyself 
beholdest not the beam that is in thine own eye? Thou hypo- 
crite! first take out the beam from thine own eye ; aud then thou 
wilt see clearly to take out the splinter that is in thy brother’s 
eye. 

“A good tree bringeth not forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a 43 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. For every tree is known by 44 
its own fruit; for from thorns men do not guiher figs, nor from a 
bramble-bush do they gather grapes. A good man, out of the 45 
good treasure of his heart, bringeth forth that which is good ; 
and an evil man, out of the evil treasure of his heart, bringeth 
forth that which is evil: for from the abundance of the heart Vhis 
mouth speaketh. 

“And why call ye me, '* Master! Master’! and donot perform 46 
the things which F say? Whosoever cometh to me, and heareth 47 
my words, and doeth them, I will show you to whom he is like. 
116 is like a man building a house, who dug deep, and laid the 48 
foundation on the rock: and when a flood arose, the stream 
rushed vehemently upon that house, and could not shake it; for 
it was founded upon the rock. But he that heareth, and doeth 49 
them not, is like a man that built a house upon the earth, without 
ἃ foundation; against which the stream rushed vehemently, and 
immedintely it fell; and the ruin of that house was great.” 


CHAP. VIT.—Now when Jesus had ended all his snyingsin 1 
the hearing of the people, he entered into Capcrnaum. And the 2 
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‘servant of a certain centurion, who was dear to Ais master, was 

3 sick, and ready todie: but having heard of Jesus, the centurion 

sent unto him elders of the Jews, beseeching him that he would 

4 come und heal his servant. And when they came to Jesus, 

they besought him earnestly, saying, ‘* He is worthy, that thou 

5 Shouldst do this for him; for he loveth our nation, and ‘himself 

6 hath built us a synagogue.” Then Jesus went with them: and 

when he was now not fur from the house, the centurion sent 

friends to him, saying unto him, “ Sir! trouble not thyself; for 

I am not 'worthy that thou shouldst enter under my roof. 

7 Wherefore neither thought I myself worthy to come unto thee: 

8 but command by word, and my servant will be cured. For 

I also am a’man under authority, having soldiers under me, 

and 1 say to this man, " Go!’ and he goeth; and to another, 

‘Come!’ and he cometh; and to my servant, Do this!’ and 

9 he doeth ἐξ.» And when Jesus heard these things, he 'marvelled 

at him; and, turning himself about, said unto the multitude that 

followed him, “ I say unto you, I have not found so great faith, 

10 no, not in Israel.” And they that had been sent, having 

returned to the house, found the servant well that had been 
sick. 

11 And it came to pass Yon the next day, that he was going to 

a city called Nain; and many of his disciples were going with 

12 him, and a great multitade. Now as he came nigh to the gate 

of the city, behold, there was a dead man carried out, the only 

son of his mother, and she was a widow: and a great multitude 

13 out of the city were with her. And when the Lord saw her, 

he was moved with compassion, and said unto her, “ Weep 

14 not!” And he came up and touched the bier: and they that 

bare i¢ stood still: and he said, “" Young man, [ say untv thee, 

15 Arise?’ Then Ae that hud been dead sat up, and began to 

16 speak: and Jesus delivered him to his mother. And fear came 

upon all: and they glorified God, saying, “ A great prophet 

hath arisen among us;” and, “ God hath visited his people.” 
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And this report concerning him went forth throughout all Judea, 
and through all the country round about. 

And the disciples of John told him concerning all these 
things. And John called unto him two of his disciples, und 
sent fhem to Jesus, saying, “ Art thou he that'should come? or 
"do we look for another ?’’ And when the men were come unto 
him, they said, “ John Baptist hath sent us unto thee, saying, 
* Art thou he that should come? or do we look for another 7 " 
Now in the same hour he had healed many of diseases und 
grievous disorders, and of evil spirits; and io muny blind he 
had given sight. Then Jesus answered and said unto them, 
“Go, and tell John what things ye have seen und heard; how 
that 'the blind receive sight; the lame walk; lepers are cleans- 
ed; the deaf hear; the dead are mised; éie poor bave "the glad

tidings proclaimed unto them: and bicssed is Ae, ‘ whosoever 23 


shall not find a stumbling-block in me.” 

And when the messengers of John had departed, Jesus began 
to say unto the multitude concerning John, “ What went ye 
out into the desert to sec? a reed shaken with the wind? What 
then went ye out to see? a man clothed in soft raiment? He- 
hold, they that are gorgeously apparclicd, and live delicately, 


are in the palaces of kings. But what went ye out to sce? a 2 


prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and ‘much mere then a prophet. 
This is he, concerning whom it is written, § Behold, T send my 
'messenger before thy face, who shall prepare dy way before 


thee.’ For I say unto you, Among those born of women there 2 


is not a greater Ὁ prophet than Jolin ‘the Baptist: yet the least 
in the kingdom of God ‘is greater than he. ‘And all the 
people, even the publicaus, that heard Ain, "have Justified God, 
"being baptized with the baptism of John: but the Pharisees 
and teachers of the Iuw have rejected the counsel of God toward 
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themselves, not 'bemg baptized by him. ΤΟ what then shall 
I liken the men of this generation? and to what are they like? 
They are like children sitting in the marketplace, and calling 
one to another, and saying, ‘ We have piped to you, and ye 
have not danced ; we have 'mourned to you, and ye have not 
wept,’ For John the Baptist came neither eating ‘bread nor 
drinking Ywine; and ye say, * Ile hath a demon!’ The Son of 
man hath come eating and drinking; and ye say, ‘ Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a winebibber, a friend of publicans and 
sinners!’ But Wisdom fis justified by all her children.” 

And one of the Pharisees invited Jesus to cat with him: and 
he went into the Pharisee’s house, and placed himself at table. 
And, behold, a woman of that city, who 'was a sinner, having 
learned that he was at tuble in the Pharisee’s house, brought an 
ainbaster box of “ointment; and stood bebind 4im, at his feet, 
weeping, nud began to wash his feet with tears; and she wiped 
them with the hairs of her head, and kissed his feet,and anointed 


9. them with the ointment. But when the Pharisee who had in- 


vited him saw ἀξ, he spake within limself, saying, “ This man, 
if he were = prophet, would have known who and what manner 
of woman ἐδὲς ἐς that toucheth him: for she isa sinner.” Then 
Jesus auswering said unto him, “ Simon, I have somewhat to 
say unto thee.” And he saith, “ Teacher, say on!” “ There 
was πὶ certnin creditar who had two debtors: the ove owed five 
hundred 'pcnee, and the other fifty: but as they had nothing 
wherewith to pay, he freely forrave them both. Tell me there- 


3 fore, which of them will love him most?” Simon answered and 


said, “ 1 suppose ἧς to whom he forgave most:” and Jesus said 
unto him, “ Theu hast re Uy judged.” And turning to the 
womun, he said unte Simon, “ Scest thou this woman? 1 en- 
tered into thy house: thou gnvest me not water for my feet; but 
she hath washed my feet with tears, and wiped them with her 
huir. Thou gayest me no kiss; but this woman, since the time 
*f came in, huth rot ceased to kiss my feet. My head with oil 
tnon didst not anoint; but this women hath auointed my feet 
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with precious ointment. ᾿ Wherefore I say unto thee, Her sins, 47 
which are many, are forgiven; "for she hath loved much: but 

he to whom little is forgiven, loveth little.” And he said unto 18 
her, “ Thy sins are forgiven!” And they that were at table with 49 
him began to say within themselves, “ Who is this that even 
forgivcth sins?” And he said to the woman, “ ‘Thy faith hath 50 
saved thee; go in peace!” 


CHAP. VITI.—And it came to pass afterwards, that he 
went through every city and village, preaching and publishing 
the glad tidings of the kingdom of God: and the twelve were 
with him, and certain women, who had heen healed of evil 
spirits and infirmities, namely, Mary called Mugdalene, out of 
whom had gone seven devils, and Johanna the wife of Chuza, 3 
flerod’s steward, and Susanna, and many others, who ministered 
to Yhim from their substance. 

And when a great multitude were gathcred together, and pcople 4 
came to him from every city, he spake by a parable: “ A sower 
went forth to sow his seed: and as he was sowing, some seed 5 
fell by the way-side; and it was trodden down, and the birds of 
the air devoured it. And other seed fell upon the rock ; und us 6 
soon as it was sprung up, it withered away, because it lacked 
moisture. And other seed fell among thorns; and the thorns 7 
sprang up with it, and choked it. But other fell on good 8 
ground, and sprang up, and bare fruit an hundredfoid.” And 
when he had said these things, he cried, “* Ile that hath cars (0 
hear, let him hear!” | 

And his disciples asked him, saying, “‘ What may this parable 9 
be?’ And he said, * Unto you it hath been given to know the 10 
‘mysteries of the kingdom of God: but to others 1 speak in pa- 
tables ; "that seeing they may mol see, and hearing they may not 
understand. Now the parable is this: The seed is the word of 11 
God; those by the way-side are they that hear: thencometh the 12 
devil, and taketh away the word out of their hearts, lest they 
should believe and be saved. And those on the rock ere they, 13

47. 51 tell thee, because her sins ..... that she hath Joved, &c.’ P.

who, when they hear, receive the word with joy ; and these have 
not root, trut for a while believe, and in time of trial fall away. 

14 And those that fell among thoms are they, who, when they have 
heard, go forth, and are choked by the cares and riches and 

15 pleasures of life, and bring no fruit to perfection. But those 
on the good ground are they, who, having heard the word, keep 
ἐξ in an honest and good heart, and ‘bring forth fruit with 
patience. 

16 ‘“* No one, when he hath lighted a lamp, covereth it with 
vessel, or putteth ἐξ under a bed; but setteth ἐξ on a stand, that 

17 they who enter in may see the light: for there is nothing hid- 
den, which will not be made manifest; neither any thing kept 

18 secret, that will not be known and come abroad. Take heed 
therefore how ye bear: for whosoever 'hath, to him "will be 
given; and whosvever hath "not, from him will be taken even 
that which he “seemeth to have.” 

tg Then ἀξ mother and his brethren came to him, but could not 

20 get at him because of the crowd: and it was told him by some, 

who said, “ Thy mother and thy brethren stand withont, desiring 

to see thee,” But he answered and said unto them, “ My mo- 
ther and my brethren are these, who hear the word of God, and 
do it.” 

22 Now it came to pass on a certain day, that he went into a 
vessel, with his disciples: and he said unto them, “ Let us go 
over to the other side of the Jake!’ and they launched forth. 

23 But as they were sailing he fell asleep: and a sterm of wind 
came down upon the lake; and they were filling with water, 

24 und were in jeopardy. And they came tohim, und awoke him, 
saying, “' Master, master, we perish.” Then he arose, and re- 
buked the wind, and the raging of the water: and they ceased, 

25 and there wasa calm. And he said unto them, ** Where is 
your faith?” And they being afraid wondered, saying onc to 
another, “ Who then is this! 'for he commandeth both the 

winds and water, and they obey him.” 
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And they arrived at the country of the YGadarenes, which is 
over against Galilee: and when he had gone ashore, there met him 
a certain man of the city, who had had demons for a long time; 
and he wore uo clothes, and abode not in a house, but in the se- 
pulchres. When he saw Jesus, he eried out; and fell down be- 
fore him, and with a loud voice said, “ What hast thou to do 
with me, ‘Jesus, thou Son of the most high YGod? T pray thee, 


af)

torment me not!” (For Jesus had commanded the unclcan spirit 29 


‘te come out of the man: for it had often seized him ; and he was 
kept bound with chains and in fetters; but he broke the bands, 
ard was driven by the demon into desert places.) And Jesus 
asked him, saying, ‘* What is thy name?" und he said, “ Le- 


gion :” (for many demons had entered into him.) And they ; 


besought him, that he would not command thein 10 go out into 


30 


the 'abyss. Now a herd of many swine was there, feeding on the 32 


mountain: and they besought him that he would suffer them to 
enter into them: and he suffered them. Then the demons hay- 
ing come out of the man, entered into the swine: end the herd 
ran violently down the precipice into the luke, and were drowned. 
But when they that had been keeping them saw what had been 
done, they fled, and told ἐξ in the city, and inthecountry. Then 
the people came out to see what had been done; und they came to 
Jesus, and found the man, out of whom the demons had come, 
sitting at the fvet of Jesus, clothed, and in his right mind: and 
they were afraid. And those also who Inui seus éd, told them by 
what means he that had had the demons had been healed. 
Then the whole multitude of the country of the Gadarenes round 
about besought Jesus to depart from them ; for they were seized 
with great fear: and he entered into the vessel, and returned 
back. Now the man, out of whom the demons had gone forth, 
besought him that he might be with him: but Jesus sent him 
away, saying, “ Return to thine own house, and tell what great 
things God hath done for thee!” And he went away, and pub- 
lished throughout the whole city what great things Jesus had 
done for him. 

And it came to pass, that, when Jesus returned, the penple 
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gladly received him ; for they were ail waiting for him. And, 


behold, there came a man named Jairus, who was ruler‘of the 
Synagogue : and he fell down at the feet of Jesus, and besought 


2 him to come to his house: for he had an only daughter, about 


twelve years of age, and she was dying. 

But as he went the people pressed upon him: and a woman 
who had been afflicted with an issue of blood twelve years, who 
had spent all her substance upon physicians, and could not be 
healed by any one, came behind Aim, and touched the hem of his 
garment: and immediately the issue of her blood stopped. And 
Jesus said, “ Who touched me?” And when all denied, Peter 
and they that were with him said, “' Master, the multitude press 
upon thee aud throng thee, and dost thou say, ὁ Who touched 
me?” And Jesus said, “ Some one touched me: for I per- 
cerved ‘that power weut from me.” And when the woman saw 
that she was not concealed, she came trembling, and fell down 
before him, and declared to him, before all the people, for what 
cause she had touched him, and how she had been healed im- 
mediately. And he said unto her, “ Daughter, Ybe of good 
comfort! thy faith hath made thee whole; go in peace!” 

While he was yet speaking, there cometh one from the house 
of the raler of the synagogue, saying to him, “Thy daughter is 
dead; trouble not the Teacher!” But when Jesus heard it, he 
answered the ruler, saying, “ Fear not! only believe, and she 
shall be restored. And when he had come to the house, he 
suffered no one to enter in, save Peter, and James, and John, 
und the father and the mother of the maiden. And all were 
weeping, and bewailing her: but he said, “ Weep not! she is 
not dead, but sleepeth:” and they laughed him to scorn, kuow- 
ing that she was dead, But ‘when he had sent them all out, 
he took her by the hand, and spake aloud, saying, ‘* Maiden, 
arise !’” And her ‘spirit returned, and she straightway arose : 
und he commanded that something sbould be given her to eat. 
Aud her purents were astonished: but he charged them that 
they should tell no one what had been done. 
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CHAP, TX.—And having’ called together the twelve, Jesus 1 
gave them power and authority over all demons, and toheal dis- 
eases: and he sent them forth to proclaim the kingdom of God, 2 
and to cure the sick, And he said to them, * Take nothing for 3 
the journey, neither staff, nur wallet, nor food, nor money ; nei- 
ther have two coats apiece. And into whatsoever house ye 4 
enter, there abide, and thence depart: and whosoever will not 5 
receive you, when ye go out of that city, shake off the very dust 
from your feet for a ‘testimony ‘against them.” And they de- 6 
parted, and went through the villages, proclaiming the glad 
tidings, and healing every where. 

Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was done ‘by Jesus: 7 
and he was perplexed, because it was said by some, that John had 
been raised from the dead; and by some, that Fhjah had ap- 8 
peared ; and by others, that one of the old prophets had risen 
ugain. And Herod said, “ John have 1 beheaded: but who is ὦ 
this, about whom I hear such things?" And he was desirous of 
seeing him. 

And the apostles returned back, and told Jesus all things that 10 
they had done: and he took them with Aim, and withdrew pri- 
vately “to a desert place belonging to a city called Bethsuida. 
And when the multitude knew tt, they followed him: and be ur 
received them, and spake unto them concerning the kingdom of 
God, and cured those who had uecd of healing. Now when the 12 
day began to wear away, the twelve came, and said unto hin, 

*¢ Send the multitude away, that they may go into the villages, 
and the country round about, and lodge, and get food: for we 
are here in a desert place.” But he said unto them, * Give ye «3 
them to eat!” And they said, “ We have nothing but five 
loaves and two fishes; unless we should go and buy food for all 
this people:” (for they were about five thousand men.) And 14 
he said to his disciples, “ Make them lie down, by fifties in a 
company :” and they did so, and made them all lie down. 15 
Then he took the five loaves and the two fishes, and looking up 16 
to heaven, he blessed them, and broke, and gave to the disciples 
to set before the multitude: and they all ate, and were filled: 17 
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and there were taken up twelve baskets of fragments that re- 
mained tv them. : - 
ιθ. And it came to pass, as he was apart praying, his disciples 
were with him: and heasked them, saying, “‘ Who do the mul- 
tg titude say that I am?” They answered and said, “ John the 
Baptist; but some say, Elijah; and others, that one of the old 
20 prophets hath risen nguin.”” He said unto them, “ But who do 
ye say that IT am?” Peter answering said, “'The Christ of 
21 God.” And he strictly charged and commanded them to tell 
22 that to no one; saying, “‘ The Son of man must suffer many 
things, and be rejected by the elders, and the chief priests, and the 
scribes, and be put to death, and be raised the third day.” 
23 And he said to them all,“ Lf any one would come after me, let 
him ‘deny himself, Vand take up his cross daily, and follow me : 
24 for whosoever desireth to save his life, will lose it: but whosoever 
25 Shull lose his life for my sake, the same will save it. For what is 
a man profited, if he guin the whole world, but destroy himself, 
26 or be wholly "lost? Whosoever therefore shall be ashamed of 
me and of my words, of him will the Son of man be ashamed, 
when he shall come in his own glory, and the glory of his Father, 
27 and of the holy ‘angels. But I say unto you of a truth, there 
are some of those that stand here, who will not taste death, 
until they see the kingilom of God.” 
28 And it came to pass, that about eight days after these say- 
ings, he took Peter, and John, and James, and went up ‘a 
29 mountain to pray. And as he prayed, the appearance of his 
countenance was altered, and his raiment became white ‘and glis- 
3o tering. And, behold, there were two men talking with him, 
31 who were Moses and Elijah; 'who appeared in glory, and spake 
of his departure, which he was to accomplish at Jerusalem. 
32 Now Peter and they that were with him were heavy with sleep : 
but when they awoke, they saw his giory, and the two men who 
43 were standing with him, And it came to pass, that as 'these

were departing from Jesus, Peter said unto him, “" Master, it is 
good for us to remain here: and let us make three "" tabernacles ; 
one for thee, and one for Moses, and one for Elijah :” not know- 
ing what he said, While he thus spake, there came a cloud, 34 
and overshadowed them: and the discipics feared as ‘they en- 
tered into the cloud: and there came a yoice out of the cloud, 35 
saying, “*Turs 15 My YBELOVED Son: HEAR YE HIM.” And 36 
when the voice had passed, Jesus was found alone: and they 
kept the matter secret, and told no one in those days any of the 
things which they had seen. 

And it came to pass, that on the next day, when they had 37 
come down from the mountain, a great multitude met him. And 38 
behold, a man cried out from the multitude, saying, ‘“‘'Teacher, I 
beseech thee to look upon my son! for he is mine only child: and, 30 
lo, a spirit seizeth bim, and he suddenly crieth out ; and it con- 
vulseth him so that he foameth again, and bruising him it hardly 
departeth from him: and I besought thy disciples to cast itout; 40 
and they could not.” And Jesus answering said, “O unbeliev- 41 
ing and perverse generation, how long shall I be with you, and 
endure you? Bring thy son hither!” And as he was yet coming 42 
near, the demon threw him down, and convulsed him: but Jesus 
rebuked the unclean spirit, and healed the child, and delivered 
him agnin to his father. And all were amazed at the mighty 43 
power of God. . 

But while every one was wondering wt all the things which 
Jesus did, he said unto his disciples, “ Tet these words sink 44 
down into your ears: for the Son of man is about to be delivered 
up into the hands of men.” But they understood not that 4; 
speech, and it was hidden from them,'so that they comprehended 
it not: and they were afraid to ask him concerning it. 

Then there arose a debate among them, which of them should 46 
be greatest. And Jesus, perceiving the thought of their heart, 47 
took a little child, and set it by him, and said unto them, “ Who- 48 
soever shall receive ‘this child in my name, receiyeth me: and 
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whosvever shall receive me, receiyeth him that sent me: for he 
that is least among you all, the same "shall be great.” 

Then John answered and said, “ ' Master, we saw one casting 
out demons in thy name; and we forbad him, because he fol- 
loweth not with us,” And Jesus 581 unto him, “‘ Forbid him 
not! for he that is not against ¥ you is for ¥you.” 


And it came to pass, that, when the time 'was come that he 
should be received up, he set his face stedfastly to go to Jernsa- 


2 lem; and sent messengers before him: and they went, and en- 


tered into a village of the Samaritans, to make ready for him. 
But these would not receive him, because bis face was tumed 
towards Jerusulcm. And when his disciples James and John 
saw his, they said, ‘* Master, wilt thon that we call! for fire, to 
vume down from heaven, and consume them, Yeven as Elijah 
did?” But he turned about, and rebuked them, ‘and said, 
‘“'¥Ye know not what manner of spirit ye are of.” VAnd they 
passed on to another village. 

And it came to pass, that, as they were going on the way, a 
certain san said unto him, “ ¥' Master, I will follow thee whither- 
soever thou goest.” But Jesus said unto him, “The foxes have 
holes, and the birds of the air have roosts; but the Son of man 
hath not where he may lay Ais head.” And he said unto another, 
“ Follow me!” But he said, “ Master, suffer me first to go and 
bury my father.” Jcsus said unto him, “ Leave the dead to bury 
their dead: but zo thou and proclaim the kingdom of God!” And 
another also suid, ‘* Master, I will follow thee; but suffer me 


2 first to go and bid farewell to those who are in my house.” But 


Jesus said unto him, “ No one who, having put his hand to the 
plough, looketh | back, is fitted for the kingdom of God.” 


CHAP. X.—After these things the Lord appointed seventy 
Yothers also, and sent them forth, two and two, before him, into 
every city and place, whither he himself was about to come. 
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And he: said unto them thereupon, ‘* The harvest truly is preat, 2 
but the labourers are few: pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth labourers into his harvest. Go 3 
your ways! behold, I send you forth as lambs among wolves. 
Carry neither purse, nor wallet, nor shoes: and salute no one 4 
by the way. And into whatsoever house ye enter, first say, 5 
“ Peace be to this house!’ and if a son of peace be there, your 6 
peace will rest upon ‘it: but if not, it will turn back to you. 
And continue in the same house, eating and drinking such things 7 
as they have: for the labourer is worthy of his hirc. Go not from 
house to house, And into whatsoever city ye enter, and they re- ἃ 
ceive you, eat such things as are set before you: and heal the 9 
sick that are therein, and say unto them, ‘ The kingdom of God 
draweth nigh unto you.’ Butinto whatsoever city ye enter, and 16 
they receive you not, go forth into the strecty thereof, and say, 

‘ Even the dust which cleaveth ‘to us from your city, we wipe 11 
off ‘against you: nevertheless be ye sure of this, that the king- 
dom of God draweth nigh’. But I say unto you, it will be more 1 
tolerable in 'the great day for Sodom, than for that city. 

“€ Alas for thee, Chorazin! alas for thee, Bethsaida! forif the 13 
mighty works, which have been done in you, had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon, they would long ago have repented, sttting in 
sackcloth and ashes. But it will be more tolerable for T'yre and 14 
Sidon at the judgment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum, 15 
‘that art exalted unto heaven, wilt be thrust down to "the 
grave. Ἧς that hearkencth to you, hearkenuth tou me; and he 16 
that despiseth you, despiseth me; and he that despiseth me, des- 
piseth him that sent me,” 
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And the seventy returned back with joy, saying, “ Master, 17 
even the demons are subjected unto us, ' through thy name.” 
And he said unto them, * I beheld Satan 'fall from heaven us 18 
lightning. Behold! J give unto you authority to tread on ser- 19 
pents and scorpions, and upon all the power of the enemy: and 
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20 nothing shall by any means hurt. you: nevertheless rejoice not 
in this, that the spirits are subjected unto you; but rejoice 
that your names are written in heaven.” 

2t  Inthat hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, “I thank thee, 
QO Father, Lord of heaven and earth, ‘because thou hast hidden 
these things from the wise and understanding, and hast revealed 
them unto babes: even so be wt, Father! for so it hath seemed 

22 good in thy sight. YAII things have been 'delivered to me by 
my Father: and no one knoweth who the Son is, except the 
Father; and who the Futher is, save the Son, and he to whom 
the Son chooseth to reveal Aim.” 

23 And turning to the disciples, he said privately, “ Blessed are 

24 the eyes which see the things that ye see! for I say unto you, 
that many prophets and kings desired to see what ye see, and 
did not sce; and to hear what ye hear, and did not hear.”’ 

25 And, bchold, a certain teacher of the law stood up, and tried 
him, saying, “Teacher, what shall I do to inherit everlasting 

26 life?" Jesus suid unto him, “ What is written in the law? how 

27 readest thou?” And he answering said, “" Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength, and with all thy mind; and thy neigtbour as 

28 thyself” Then Jesus said unto him, ““ Thou hast answered 

29 right: this do, and thou shalt live.’ But he, desiring 'to justify 

30 himself, said unto Jesus, “ Aud who is my neighbour?” And 
Jesus answering said, “ A certain 'man went down from Jerusa- 
lem to Jericho, aud fell among robbers, who stripped him of his 
raiment, and wounded dun, and departed, leaving him half dead. 

31 And by chance a certain priest went down that way: and when 

32 he saw him, he passed by on the other side. And in like manner 
a Levite, bemg near the place, came and looked on fim, but 

33 passed by on the other side. But # certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was: and when he saw him, he was 

34 moved with compassion, und went to fm, and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine; and having set him on his 
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own beast, he brought him to an inn, and took care of him. 
And on the morrow ¥ when he departed,he took aut two’ pence, 24 
and gave éhem to the host, and said unto him, ‘ Take care of 
him; and whatsoever thou spendest more, when I come back, 

I will repay thee.’ Which, now, of these three, thinkest thou, 3f 
was neighbour unto him that fell among the robbers?” And he 37 
said, “* He that took pity on him.” Then said Jesus unto him, 

τ Go, and do thou in hke manner |” 

And it came to pass, that on the way he entered into a certain 38 
village: and a woman, named Martha, received him into her 
house. And she had a sister called Mary, who also sat at the 39 
feet of Jesus, and listened to his word. But Martha was 'eum- 4n 
bered about much attendance; and she came to him, and said, 

“ Master, dost thou not care that my sister hath left me to 
attend on thee alone? speak to her therefore that she help me!” 
And Jesus answered and said unto her, “" Martha, Martha! 4:1 
thou art careful and troubled about many things: 'but¥ one 42 
thing is needful: and Mary hath chosen the "good part, which 
shall not be taken away from her,” 


— 


CHAP, XI—And it came to pass, as he was praying in a 
certain place, that when he ceased, onc of his disciples said unto 
him, ** Master, teach us to pray, as Jolin also taught his disci- 
ples:’”” and he said unto them, “ When ye pray, say, 2 

“¥O Father’, hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come’, 
Give us day by day our daily bread. And forgive us our siny; 
for we also forgive every one that trespasseth against us. And 
lead us not into ' temptation τ." 

And he said unto them, “ If any of you have a friend, and ὁ 
shall go to him at midnight, and say to him, " Friend, lend me 
three loaves; for a friend of mine on his journcy is come to me, 6 
and I have nothing to set before him? and if he from within 
shall answer and say, ‘ Trouble me not! the door is now shut, 


a 
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and my children and 1 ure in bed; I cannot rise and give to 
8 thee:’ T say unto you, that even if he will not rise and give to 
him, because he is his friend, yet because of his importunity he 
g wiilrise, and give him as many /oaves as he needeth. And I say 
unto you, Ask! and it will be given you; seek! and ye will 
t@ find; knock! and it will be opened unto you: for every one that 
asketh, 'obtaineth, and that seeketh, "findeth; and to him that 
tt knocketh, it will be opened. Now if a son ask bread of any one 
of you that is a father, will he give him @ stone? or tf he ask 8 
12 fish, will he, instead of a fish, give him a serpent? or if he shall 
13 ask un egg, will he give him a scorpion? If ye then, who are 
evil, know how to give good gifts unto your children: how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to those 
who ask him ?”" 
14 And he was casting out a demon, which was dumb: and it 
came to pass, when the demon had gone out, that the dumb man 
16 spake; and the multitude wondered : but some of them said, ‘He 
casteth out demons through Beelzebub the prince of the demons :” 
16 (and others trying Aim, sought of him 4 sign 'from heaven.) 
17 But he, knowing their thoughts, said unto them, “ Every king- 
dom divided against itself is brought to desolation; and a ‘house 
18 divided against a house falleth. If Satan also be divided against 
himself, how cun his kingdom stand? for ye say that I cast out 
1g demons through Beelzebub, Now if I, through Beelzebub, cast 
out demons, through whom do your sons cast them out? Where- 
fore they shall be your judges. But if, by the finger of God, 1 
cast out demons, then no doubt the kingdom of God hath 'come 
unto you, 
zt “When 'a strong man armed guardeth his dwelling, his good 
22 are in peace: but when 'a stronger than he cometh upon him 
and overcometh him, he taketh from him all his armour wherein 
he trusted, and divideth his spoils. | 
23  ** He that is not with me is against me: and he that gathereth 
nut with me scuttereth. 


2 
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“When 'the unclean spirit hath onc out of a man, it passcth 2.4 
through dry places, seeking rest; and finding none, it saith, ¢ | 
will return into my house from whence I camé ont :’ and when 23 
it cometh, it findeth ἐξ swept and set in order. Then it goeth, 26 
and taketh seven other spirits, more wicked than itself; and they 
enter in, and dweil there: and the last stute of that man be- 
cometh worse than the first.” 

And it came to pass, as he spake these things, a certain woman 27 
from the multitude lifled up her voice, and said unto hin, 

‘¢ Blessed is the womb that bare thee, and the breasls which thou 
hast sucked 1” But he said, “ὁ Nay, rather, blessed are they that 28 
hear the word of God, and keep ἐξέ !”’ 

And when the multitude were pressing around Aim, he began en 
to say, “ This is an evil generation: it seekcil a sign; but no 
sign will be given it, except the sign of Jonah*¥. For as Jonah 30 
was a sign unto the Ninevites, so ulso will the Son of man be to 
this generation. The queen of'the south will rise up in the judg- 31 
ment "with the meu of this generation, and will condemn them: 
for she came from the uttermost parts of the earth to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon; and, behold, "ἃ greater than Solomon is 
here. The men of Nineveh will rise up in the judzment with 25 
this generation, and will condemn it: becanse they repented at the 
preaching of Jonah; and, behold, a greater than Jonah is here, 

“* No one, when he hath lighted a lamp, putteth ἐξ in a hidden 3:5 
place, nor under a measure, but on a stand, that they who come 
in may seethe light. The lamp of the body is the eye: if there- 34 
fore thine eye be clear, thy whole body also will be fullof light; 
but if thine eye be dim, thy body also will be full of darkness. 
Take heed therefore that the light which is in thee be not dark- 35 
ness! If then thy whole body de full of light, having no part 36 
dark, the whole will be full of light, as when the bright shining 
of a lamp enlighteneth thee.” 

And as he spake, a certain Phurisee besought him to dine 37 
with him: and he went in, and placed himself at table. And 38 
when the Pharisee saw that Jesus bud not first washed before 
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dinner, he marvelled. But the Lord said unto him, “ Now ye 
Pharisees cleanse the outside of the cup and of the dish; but 
'the inward part of you is full of rapine and wickedness. 
Foolish men! did not he that made that which is without, make 
that which is within also? ! But rathergive alms of "such things 
as ye have; and, behold, all things will be clean unto you. 

* But alas for you, Pharisees! for ye pay tithe of mint and rue 
and all manner of herbs, and pass over justice and the love of 
God: now these ought ye to have done, and not to leave the 
other undone. Alas for you, Pharisees! for ye love the upper- 
most seats in the synagogues, and sulutations in the markets. 
Alas for you*! for ye are as tombs that 'do not appear, so that 
men walk aver thom without knowing at.” 

Then answered gue of the teachers of the law, and said unto 
him, ‘‘ Teacher, in saying these things thou reproachest us also.” 
And he said, “ Alas for you also, teachers of the law! for ye 
load men with burdens grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves 
touch not the burdens with one of your fingers. Alas for you ! 
for ye build up the tombs of the prophets; but your fathers killed 
them, Ye therefore bear testimony that ye approve the deedsof 
your fathers: for they indeed killed them, und ye build up ¥ their 
tombs. Wherefore’ also the wisdom of God hath said, ‘ I will 
send to them prophets and apostles, and of them they will slay 
sume, aud persecute udhers ;” 'that the blood of all the prophets, 
which hath been shed from the foundation of the world, "may 
be required from this generation; from the blood of Abel even 
unto the blood of Zachariah, who perished between the altar and 
the temple: yeu L say unto you, lt will be required from this 


2 generation. Alas for you, teachers of the law! for ye have 


tuken away the key of knowledge: ye have not yourselves en- 

tered in, and those who were entering in ye have hindered.” 
vAnd as he was saying these things unto them, the scribes and 

the Pharisees began to'urge him vehemently, and to provoke 
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him to speak of many things; laying suures for him, seck- 54 
ing to catch something from his mouth, Ythat they might accuse 
him. 


CHAP, XII,—Now at this time, when great multitudes were 1 
gathered together, so that they trode one upon uuother, Jesus began 
to say unto his disciples, “ Above all things, beware of the leaven 
of the Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. For there is nothing co- ὦ 
vered, that will not be mnde manifest; or hidden, that will not 
be known. Therefore whatsoever ye have spoken in darkness 3 
will be heard in the light; and whut ye have spoken in the ear 
in closets, will be proclaimed upon the housctops. 

“< And I say unto you who are my friends, Be not afraid of 4 
those who kill the body, and, after that, have nothing more that 
they can do: but I will forewarm you whom ye should fear; fear 5 
him, who, after he hath killed, hath power to cast into hell; yea, 

I say unto you, fear him! Are not five sparrows sold for two 6 
farthings? and yet not one of them is forgotten before God: 
moreover even the very hairs of your head are all numbered. 7 
Fear not therefore: ye are of more value than many sparrows. 

“ Also I say unto you, Whosoever shall acknowledge me be- 8 
fore men, him will the Son of man also acknowledge before the 
angels of God: but he that denieth me before men, will be denied g 
before the angels of God. And whosoever shall speak a word 10 
against the Son of man, 'it will be forgiven him: but unto him 
‘that Yblasphemeth against the Holy Spirit, it will not be for- 
given Aim. 

«© And when they shall bring you unto the synagogues, and 11 
unto magistrates, and authorities, take no anxious thought how 
or what ye shall speak in defence, or what ye shall say: for 
the Holy Spirit will teach you in that same hour what ye ought 
to say.” | 

And one of the multitude said unto him, “ Teacher, speak to 13 
my brother, that he divide the inheritance with me.” And he 14 
said unto him, “ Man! who made me a judge or a divider over 
you?” And he said unto them, “ Take heed, and beware of 15 
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covetousness: for a man’s life consisteth not in the abundance 
16 of the things which he possesseth.” And he spake a parable 
unto them, saying, “ The land of a certain rich man brought 
17 forth plentifully: and be thought within himself, saying, ‘ What 
shall I do, for I have no room wherein to store my crops?’ 
18 And he said, “ This will I do: I will pull down my barns, and 
build greater ; and there will I store all my crops and my goods: 
1g and I will say to my soul, Soul! thou hast abundance of good 
things laid up for many years; take thine ease, eat, drink, be 
20 joyful!’ But God said unto him, * Thou fool, this night thy soul 
shall be required of thee: then whose will those things be, 
21 which thou hast provided?” ‘So is he that layeth up treasure 
for himself, and is not rich towards God.” 
22 And he said unto his disciples, “Therefore I say unto you, 
Take no anxious thought about your life, what ye shall eat; nor 
23 yet about the body, what ye shall put on: for the lifeis more than 
a4 food, and the body than raiment. Consider the ravens: for 
they sow not, neither do they reap; neither have they storehouse 
nor barn ; yet God feedeth them: how much better are ye than 
a5 the fowls! And which of you by taking anxious thought, can 
26 add one cubit to his 'stature? If ye then be not able to do that 
27 which is least, why take ye anxious thought for the rest? Con- 
sider the lilies how they grow : they toil not, neither do they spin ; 
and yet { say unto you, that noteven Solomon, in all his glory, 
28 was arrayed like one of these. 1 God then so clothe the herb, 
which to-day is in the field, and to-morrow is cast into the fur- 
nace, how much more will he clothe you, O ye of little faith! 
40 Wherefore seek not what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink, 
go neither be ye of anxious mind: for after all these things do 
the nations of the world seek: and your Father knoweth that 
31 'ye have need of them: but seek ye rather "the kingdom of 
God ; and Yall these things will be added unto you. 
gz “ Fear not, little flock! for it is your Father’s good pleasure 
33 to give you the kingdom. Sell what ye have, and give in alms: 
provide yourselves bags which grow not old; a treasure in the 
heavens that faileth not, where no thief approacheth, nor moth 
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corrupteth: for where your treasure is, there' will your heart be 5; 
also. 

“Τὶ your loins be girded about, and your lamps burning ; 3; 
and be vourselves like men who wait for their master, when he 36 
shall return from the wedding feast; so that, when he cometh 
and knocketh, they may straightway open unto him, Blessed 37 
are those servants, whom their master, when he cometh, shall 
find watching! verily 1 say unto you, that he will gird himself, 
and place them at table, and will come forth and serve them: 
and whether he shall come in the secoud watch, or eume in the 33 
third watch, and find them so duing, blessed are those servants ! 
Now ye know this, that if the master of the house had known 29 
at what hour the thief would come, he would have watched, and 
not have suffered his house to be broken into. Be ve therefore 4o 
also realy! for at an hour when ye think not the Son of man 
cometh.” 

Then Peter said unto him, “ Master, spexkest thou this pa- 4) 
rable unto us, or to all also?” And the Lord said, “ Who then 42 
is the faithful and wise steward, whom Ais master will make 
ruler over his household, to give them their portion of food in due 
season? Blessed és that servant, whom his master when he co- 43 
meth shall find so doing! Of a truth I say unto you, that he 44 
will make him ruler over all bis goods. ut if that servant say 45 
in his heart, * My master delayeth his coming ;’ and begin to 
beat the menservants aud inaidscrvants, and to eat and drink, 
and to be drunken; the master of thut servant will come ina 4fi 
day when he looketh not for Awa, and at an hour when he is not 
aware, and will ‘cut him asunder, and will appoint him his por- 
tion with the unfaithful, And that servant, who koew his master’s 47 
will, and prepured uot Aimseff, neither did aecording to his will, 
will be beaten with many stripes; but he that knew if not, and 44 
committed things worthy of stripes, will be beaten with few 
stripes. And usto whomsoever much is given, of him much 
will be required: and to whom men have entrusted much, of 
him they will require the more. 
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49 * T came to ‘cast fire on the "earth; and "what would I, if 
50 it be already kindled? But I have a baptism to be baptized 
51 with; and how am I straitened till it be accomplished! Think 
ye that I came to give peace on ‘earth? I tell you, Nay; but 
5% rather division: for from henceforth five in one house will be 
53 uivided, three against two, and two against three: the father will 
be divided against the son, and the son against the father; the 
mother against the daughter, and the daughter against the mo- 
ther; the mother-in-law against her daughter-in-law, and the 
daughter-in-law against her mother-in-law.” 
54 And he suid also to the multitude, “‘ When ye see a cloud 
rising out of the west, ye straightway say, ‘There cometh a 
55 shower;’ and so itis. And when the south wind bloweth, ye 
a6 say, * There will be heat;’ and so it cometh to pass. Ye hypo- 
erites! ye can disrern the appearance of the sky and of the 
earth; but how is it ¢haé ye 'know not how to discern this 
57 time? Yea, and why even of yourselves judge ye not what is right ? 
58 ‘“* When thou art going with ’ thine adversary tothe magistrate, 
use thine endeavour, while thou art on the way, "to be delivered 
from him ; lest he drag thee to the judge, aud the judge deliver 
59 thee to the officer, and the officer cast thee into prison. I tell 
thee, thou wilt not depart thence, till thou hast paid the very 
last mite.” 


1 CHAP. XITI.—Now tliere were present at that time some 
that told Jesus euncerning the Galileans, whose blood Pilate had 

2 mingled with their sacrifiecs, And .}esus answering said unto 
them, * Think ye that these Galileans were sinnets above all the 

3 Galileans, because they suffered such things? I tcll you, Nay! 

4 but, unless ye ‘repent, ye will all in like manner perish. Or 
those eighteen, upou whow the tower in Siloam fell, and slew 
them,—think ye that they were sinners above all men thatdwelt 

5 in Jerusalem? | tell you, Nay! but, unless ye ‘repent, ye will 
all in like manner perish.” 
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He spake also this parable; “ A certain man had ἃ fig-tree ὁ 


planted in his vineyard; and he came and souglit fruit thereon, 
but found none. Then said he unto the dresser of his vineyard, 
‘ Behold, these three years I come seeking fruit on this fig-tree, 
and find none: cut it down! why cumbereth it the ground 2’ 
And he answering said unto him, ‘ Master, let it remain this year 
also, till I shail dig about it, and lay dung to ἐξ; and if it bear 
fruit, well: but if not, thou shalt afler that cul it down.’” 

Now he was teaching in onc of the synagogues on the sabbath, 
And, behold, there was a woman that had had a spirit ofinfirmity 
for eighteen years; and she was bowed together, and could im no 
wise raise herself up. And when Jesus saw her, he called her to 
Aim, and said unto ber, “ Woman, thou art delivercd from thine 
infirmity!” and he put dis hands upon her: and immediately 
she became straight, and glorified God. But the ruler of the syna- 
goguc, being moved with indignation because Jesus had healed 
on the sabbath, spake unto the multitude and said, “ There are 
six days in which men ought to work: on those therefore come 
and be healed, and not on the sabbath.” And the Lord answer- 
ed him, and said, “ "Zou hypocrite! doth not each onc of you 
on the sabbath loose bis ox or Ais ass from the stall, and lead if 
away to water? And ought not this woman, who is a daughter 
of Abrabum, whom Satan hath bound, lo, these eighteen years, 
to be delivercd from this bond on the subbath?”’ And as he 
said these words, all his adversaries were confounded: and the 
whole multitude rejoiced at the glorious things that were done 
by him. 

Then said he, “ Unto what is the kingdom of God like? and 
whereunto shall I liken it? It is like a grain of mustard seed, 
which a man took, and cast into his garden; and it grew, and 
became a ‘great tree; und the birds of the air lodged in its 
branches.” And again he said, “ Unto what shall I liken the 
kingdom of God? It is like leaven, which a woman took, and 
mingled in three measures of meal, till the whole was lea- 
vened.” 

And he went teaching through the cities and villages, as he 
journeyed towards Jerusalem. Then one said unto him, “ Master, 
are they that are saved, few?” And he said unto them, 
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24 “ Strive to enter in through the 'strait gate: for I say unto you, 
25, that inany will seek to enter in, and will not be able. When 
once the master of the house shall have risen up, and shut the 
door, and ye begin to stand without, and to knock at the door, 
saying, ‘'Master, Muster, open unto us!’ he will answer. and 
25 say unto you, ‘ I know not whence ye are:’ then will ye begin 
to say, ‘ We have eaten and drunk in thy presence, -and thou 
27 hast tanght in our streets.’ But he will say, " ἢ tell you, I know 
you not Ywhence ye are; depart from me, all ye workers of 
28 iniquity!’ Then will there be weeping and gnashing of teeth, 
when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the 
prophets in the kingdom of God, but yourselves thrust out: 
2g ‘and there will come from the east, and frum the west, and from 
the north, and from the south, who will "sit down in the king- 
30 dom of God: 'and, beliold, there are last who will be first, and 
there are first who will be last.” 
41 ὙΠῸ same day certain Pharisees came, saying unto him, ** Go 
thy way, aod depart hence: for Herod seeketh to kill thee.” 
42 And he said unto them, “ Go ye, and tell that fox, ‘ Behold, [ 
shall cast out demons, and I shall work cures to-day and to-mor- 
3:3 row, and on the third dvy’ 1 shall have finished :’ but I must 'go 
on to-day, and to-morrow, and "theday following: for it cannot 
34 be that a prophet should perish out of Jerusalem. O Jerusa- 
lem, Jerusalem! that killest the prophets, and stonest those who 
are sent unto thee ; how often would [ have gathered thy chil- 
dren together, as u hen gaethereth her brood under Aer wings, 
44 amd ye would not! Behold, your house is abandoned ‘unto 
you’! "and verily 1 say unto you, Ye will not see me again, 
until the time come when ye shall say, ‘ Blessed ts he that com- 
eth in the name of the Tord!” 


CHAP. XIV.—And it came to pass, when Jesus had gone 
on the sabbath into the house of one of the rulers among the 
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Pharisees to eat bread, that they watched him: and, behold, 
there was before him a certain mao who had the dropsy. Where- 
fore Jesus answering spake unto the teachers of the law and 
Pharisees, saying, “ Is it lawful to heal on the sabbath?” but 
they held their peace. Then he took éhe man, and cured him, 
and sent him away; and answered them, saying, ‘* Which of 
you shall have¥ an ass or an ox fallen into a pit, and will not 
straightway pull him ont on the sabbath?’ And they could not 
answer him on these things. 

And he put forth ἃ parable to those who had been invited, 
when he marked how they chose out the chicf places at table ; 
saying unto them, “ When thou art invited by any one ἰὸ ἃ 
wedding feast, take not the chief place at table ; lest a more con- 
siderable man than thou have been invited by him ; and he that 
invited thee and him should come and say to thee, " Give place 
to this man!” and then thou shouldst begin, with shame, to take 
the lowest place. But when thou art invited, go and take the 
lowest place; that when he that invited thee cometh, he may 
say upto thee, ‘ Friend, go up higher!’ then thou wilt have 
honour in the presence of those who are at table with thee: for 
whosoever exalteth himself will be humbled ; and he that hum- 
bleth himself wili be exalted.” 

Then said he also to him who bad invited him, * When thou 
makest a dinner or a supper, invite not thy friends, nor *thy 
brethren; ‘neither thy kinsmen, nor ¢Ay rich neighbours; lest 
they also invite thee in return, and thus a reeompence be made 
thee. But when thon makest a feast, invite fhe poor, the 
maimed, the lame, the blind: and thou wilt be blessed; for 
they cannot recompense thee; but thou will be recompensed at 
the resurrection of the just.” 

And when one of those who were at table with him heard 
these things, he said unto Jesus, “ Blessed is he that shall eat 
bread in the kingdom of God!” Then Jesus said unto him, “ A 
certain man made a great supper, and invited many: and sent 
his servant at supper time to say to those who had been invited, 
‘Come! for all things are now ready.’ And they all with one 
consent began to make excuse. The first said unto him,‘ I have 
bought 8 piece of ground, and 1 must needs go and see it: I 
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19. pray thee hold me excused.’ And another said, ‘T have bought 
hve yoke of oxen, and I am going totry them: IT pray thee hold 
20 me excused.’ And another said, ‘ EF have married a wife, and 
at therefore I cannot come.’ So that servant came, and told his 
utaster these things. Then the master of the house being angry 
said to his servant, ‘ Go out quickly into the streets and lanes of 
the city, and bring in hither the poor, and the maimed, and the 
a2 lome, and the blind.” And the servant said, ‘ Sir, it is done as 
a3 thou hast commanded, and still there is room.” And the master 
said unto the servant, ‘ Go out into the highways and hedges, 
24 and 'press men to come in, that my house may be filled. For 
EF say unto you, That none of those men who were invited shall 
taste of my supper.’” 
25 And great multitudes were going with him: and he turned 
26 about, and said unto them, “ If any one come to me, and hate not 
his father, and mother, and wife, and children, and brethren, and 
sisters, yea, ‘and his own life also, he cannot be my disciple: 
27 and whosoever doth not bear his cross, and follow me, cannot 
28 be my disciple. For which of you, intending to build a tower, 
doth not sit down first, and count the cost, whether he have 
2g enough wherewith to finish i¢? Lest haply, after he hath laid 
the foundation, and is not able to finish 2é, ull that behold it 
30 should deride him, saying, " This man began to build, but was 
yi notable tu finish!’ Or what king, going to make war against 
another king, doth not first sit down, and consult whether he is 
able, with ten thousand, to meet him that cometh against him 
32 with twenty thousand? And if not, while the other ts yet a great 
way off, he sendeth an embussy, and desireth conditions of peace. 
33 Se therefore, whosoever he be of you that forsaketh not all that 
he hath, he cannot be iny disciple. 
34 “Βαϊ és good: but if the salt have lost its savour, wherewith 
35 shall it he seasoned? It is neither fit for the land, nor yet for 
the dunghill; men cast it out. He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear!” 


--- 
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CHAP. XV.—Then all the publicans and sinners drew near 1 
Jesus to hear him: and the Pharisees and scribes murmured, 2 
saying, ‘ This man receiveth sinners, and eateth with them.” 
Then he spake this parable unto them, saying, “ What man 3 
among you, having a hundred sheep, ifhe lose one of them, doth 
not leave the ninety and nine in the desert, and go after that 
which is lost, until he find it? And when he hath found zé, he 5 
layeth 3f on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he cometh 6 
home, he calleth together Ais friends and neighbours, saying unto 
them, ‘ Rejoice with me; for I have found my sheep that was 
lost." I say unto you, that in like manner there will be more 7 
joy in heaven over one sinner that 'repenteth, than over ninety 
and nine just persons, that have no need of “repentance. Or 8 
what woman having ten ' pieces of silver, if she lose one piece, 
doth not light a lamp, and sweep the house, and seek diligently 
till she find i#? And when she hath found ἐξ, she calleth Aer g 
friends and Aer neighbours together, saying, ὁ Rejoice with me! 
for I have found the piece which I had lost.’ In like manner, I 10 
say unto you, there is joy in the presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that 'repenteth,”’ 

And he said, “ A certain man had two sons: and the younger 
of them said to Ais father, ‘ Father, give me the portion of goods 
that falleth to my skare.’ And he divided is substance unto 
them. And, not many days after, the younger son gathered all 13 
together, and took his journey into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance with riotous living. And when he had 14 
spent all, there arose a mighty famine in that land; and he he- 
gan to be m want: and he went and joined himself to an inha- 14 
bitant of that country, who sent him into his fields to keep swine: 
and he would fain have filled his belly with the husks tbut the 16 
swine were eating: 'andno one gave him any thing. And when 17 
he came to himself, he said,‘ How many of my father’s hired 
servants have bread enough and to spare, and I am perishing 
here with hunger! I will arise and go to my father, and willsay 18 
unto him, Father, I have sinned against heaven, and before thee, 
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1 am no more worthy to be called thy son: make me asone of thy 
hired servants.’ And he arose, and went to his father. But when 
he was yet afar off, his father saw him, and was moved with 
compassion, and ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed him. And 
the son said uuto him, ‘ Father, I have sinned against heaven, and 
in thy sight ¥, and am no more worthy to be called thy son¥.’ But 
the father said to his servants, ‘ Bring forth the best robe, and 
put a¢on him; and put a riug on his hand, and shoes on Ais 
feet: and bring bither the fatted calf,and kill i¢; and let us eat, 
and be merry: for this my son was dead, and is alive again ; and 
was lost, and is found,’ And they began to be merry. 

“ Now his elder son was in the field: and as he came and 
drew near to the house, he heard musick und dancing; and he 
culled one of the servants, and asked what these things meant : 
und the servant said unto him, * Thy brother is come; and thy 
father hath killed the fatted calf, because he hath received him 
safe and sound.’ And he was angry, and would not go in: 
therefore his futher came out, and intreated him: but he answer- 
ing, said to Azs father, ‘ Lo, these many years have I served thee, 
neither have I at any time transgressed thy commandment: and 
yet thou never gavest me ea kid, that I might make merry with 
my friends: but as soon as this thy son was come, who hath 
devoured thy substance with harlots, thou hast killed for him the 
fatted calf.’ And his futher said unto him, ‘ Son, thou art ever 
wilh me, aud all that { have is thine: but it was meet that we 
should make merry, and be glad: for this thy brother was dead, 
and iy ulive azain; aud wus lost, and is found.’ ” 


CHAP. XVI.—And Jesus said also unto his disciples, “ There 
was ἃ certain rich man, who had a steward, wbo was accused 
unto him of havine wasted his goods, Aud he called him, and 
said unto him, ‘ How is it that 1 hear this of thee? give an ac- 
eouut of thy stewardship ; for thou canst no longer be steward.’ 
Then the steward said within himself, ὁ Whatshall I do? for my 
master taketh away from me the stewardship: I cannot dig; te 
heg T am ashamed; 1 am resolved what to do; sothat, when 1 
am put out of the stewardship, they may receive me into their 


5 houses.’ So he called all his master’s debtors unto him, and suid 
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unto the first, * How much owest thou unto my master?’ And 6 


he said, “" A hundred measures of oil.” And the steward said unto 
him, ‘ Take thy ‘account, and sit down quickly, and write fifty.’ 
Then said he to another, ‘ And how much owest thou?’ And he 
said, ‘ A hundred measures of wheat.” And the steward said 


7 


unto him, ‘ Take thy account, and write fourscore.’ And the 8 


master 'commended the unjust steward, because he had done 
prudently: for the children of this world are more prudent in 
their generation than the children of light. And so I say unto 
you, Make to yourselves friends with ‘the ummon of unright- 
eousness; "that, when ye fail, they may reccive you "into 
everlasting habitations. He that is faithful in a very litle is 
faithful also in much: and he that is unjust in a very little is 
unjust also in much: if therefore ye have not been faithful in 
the unrighteous mammon, who will entrust you with the trne? 
And if ye have not been faithful in that which ‘is another’s, who 
will give you "that which is ‘your own ἢ 

ἐς No servant can serve two masters: for either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or else he will hold to the one, and 
despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and mammos.” 

And the Pharisees also, who were coyctous, heard all these 
things: and they scoffed at him: and he said unto them, “ Ye 
are they who ‘justify yourselves before men; but God knoweth 
your hearts: for that which is highly esteemed among men és 
an abomination in the sight of God. 

‘The law and the prophets were until John: since that time 
the kingdom of God hath been proclaimed, and every ‘one press- 
eth into it: but it is easier for heaven and earth to pass away, 
than for one tittle of the law to fail. 

“ὁ Whosoever putteth away his wife, and marrieth another, 
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cominittetl adultery: and whosoever marrieth her tat is put 
away Yfrom er husband committeth adultery. 
19 «6 * There waa a certain rich man, who was clothed in purple 
20 and fine linen, and fared sumptuously every day: and there was 
ἃ certain poor man pamed Lazarus, who was laid at his gate, 
21 full of sores, and desiring tu feed on the crumbs which fell from 
the rich man’s table’: moreover the dogs came and licked his 
22 sores, Aud it came to pass, that the poor man died, and was 
carned by the angels into Abraham’s bosom. The rich man also 
23 died, and was buried; and in 'hades he lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, aud seeth Abruham afar off, and Lazarus in his bo- 
23 som. And he cried out and said, ‘ Father Abraham, have pity 
on me, and send Lazarus, that he muy dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue; for I um in torment in this flame.’ 
25 But Abraham said, * Son! remember that thou in thy lifetime 
teceivedst thy good things, and likewise Lazarus received evil 
26 things; bul now he is comforted, and thou art in torment; and 
besides all this, there lieth a great gulf between us and you: 80 
that they who would pass from hence to you are not able; nei- 
27 ther can they who would come from thence pass to us.’ Then the 
rich man suid, ‘I pray thee, therefore, father, that thou wouldst 
28 send him to my father's house; for 1 have five brethren ; that he 
may testify unto them, lest they also come into this place of tor- 
zg ment.” Abrubam saith unto him, ‘ They have Moses and the 
30 prophets; let them hear them.’ And he said, ‘ Nay, father 
Abraham: but if one should go unto them from the dead, they 
31 would 'repent’ But Abraham said unto him, ‘ If they hearken 
not to Moscs and the prophets, neither will they be persuaded, 
though one should rise from the dead.’” 


1 CHAP. AVII.—Then said Jesus unto the disciples, “ It is 
impossible that ‘causes of offending should not come: but alas 
2 for him, through whom they come! It were better for bin thata 
millstone were hanged about bis neck, and that he were cast into 
the sea, than that he should 'cause one of these little ones to 
3 "offend. Take heed to yourselves. . 
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“ If thy brother trespass ¥ against thee, rebuke him ; and if he 
repent, forgive him; and if he trespass against thee seven Uines 4 
in a day, and seven times ina day turn again, saying, ‘I repent;’ 
thou shalt forgive him.” 

And the apostles said unto the Lord, “ Increase our faith.” 5 
Then the Lord said, “ Ifye had faith asa grain of mustard seed, 6 
ye might say unto this sycamore tree, ‘ Be thou plucked up by 
the root! and be thou planted in the sea!’ and it should obey 
you. But which of you, having a servant ploughing or feeding 7 
caltle, will immediately say unto him, as soon as he cometh from 
the field, ‘ Come and place thyself at table?’ And will not rather ἃ 
say unto him,‘ Make ready my supper, and yird thyself, and 
serve me, till 1 have eaten and drunken; and aflerward thou 
shalt eat and drink ” Doth he thank that servant because he did ἢ 
the things that were commanded? ΤΥ] apprehend not. So like- τὸ 
wise ye, when ye shall have done all those things which are com- 
manded you, say, ‘ We are ‘unprofitable servants: we have 
done only that which was our duty to do.’” 


And it came to pass, as he was going to Jerusalem, that he εἰ 
passed through the confines of Samaria and Galilee; and ashe 12 
entered into a certain village, there met him ten lepers, who 
stood afar off: and lifted up their voices, and said, “ Jesus, 13 
"Master! have mercy on us!” And when he saw ¢hem, he said 14 
unto them, “* Go and show yourselves unto the priest!” And it 
came to.pass, that, as they were going, they were cleansed. And 15 
one of them, when he saw that he was cured, turned back, und, 
with a loud voice, glorified God, and fell down on dis face at 16 
the feet of Jesus, giving him thanks: and he was a Samaritan. 
But Jesus answering said, “ Were not the ten cleansed? but 17 
where are the nine? Are there none found that have returned to 18 
give glory to God, save this stranger?” And he said unto him, 1y 
“ Arise, go thy way! thy faith hath made thee whole.” 

And being asked by the Pharisees, when the kingdom of God 20 
was to come, he answered them and said, “‘ The kingdom of God 
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21 cometh not with outward show: neither will men say of ἐξ,“ Lo 
ἐξ ts here!’ or, ‘ lo there!’ for, behold, the kingdom of Ged 'is 
22 “within you,” And he said unto the disciples, “ The days will 
come, when ye will desire to see one of the days of the Son of 
23 man, but will not see ἐξ. 'And men will say to you, " Lo here !’ 
24 or ‘lo there!’ go not after " them, nor follow them. For as the 
lightning, that lighteneth ont of the one part under the heaven, 
flasheth to the other pert under the heaven ; so will the Son of 
25 man be Yin his day: but he must first suffer many things, and 
20 he rejected by this generation. And as it was in the days of 
27 Noah, so will it be also in the days of the Son of man. They 
ate, they drank, they married, they were given in marriage, until 
the day that Noah entered into the ark, and the flood came, und 
28 destroyed them all. [ἢ like manner also as it was in the days 
of Lot; they ate, they drank, they bougbt, they sold, they plant- 
sy ed, they buill; but on tie day that Lot went out of Sodom it 
30 rained fire and brimstone from heaven, and destroyed all ;—even 
thus will it be in the day when the Son of man shall be mani- 
3! fested. In that day, let not him who shall be upon the house- 
top, and his goods in the house, come down to take them away: 
and in like mauner let not him that is in the field retum home. 
32 Remember [οὐ wife! Whosoever shall seek to 'save his life 
will Jose it; and whosoever shall "lose his life will " preserve it. 
34 I say unto you, in that night there will be two men in one bed ; 
35 one will be taken, and the other will be left. Two women will 
he grinding together ; the one will be taken, and the other left τ. 
37 Aud they answered and said unto him, ** Where, Master?” 
And he said unto them, “ Wheresoever the ' body is, thither will 
the eagles be pathered together.” 


1 CHAP. AVETI.—Then Jesus spake a parable unto his dis- 
ciples to show that mcn ought te pray always, and not to 'grow 
2 weary; saying, “ There was in a certain city a judge, who neither 
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feared God, nor regarded man: and there was a widow in that 3 


city ; and she came unto him, saying, ‘'Do me justice against 
mine adversary !’ and he would not for a while: but afterward 
he said within himself, ‘ Though I neither fear God, nor regard 
man; yet because this widow troubleth me, I will do her justice, 
lest by her continual coming she weary me.’” And the Lord 
suid, “ Hear what the unjust judge saith. And will not God 
‘do justice on behalf of his chosen, who cry unto him day and 
night, though he "bear long with them? I tell you that he will 
do justice on their behalf speedily. Nevertheless when the Son 
of man cometh, will he find ‘faith "on the earth ?” 

And he spake this parable also unto certain, why trusted in 
themselves that they were righteous, and despised others. ‘Two 
Toen went up into the temple to pray; the one a Phurisee, and 
the other a publican. The Pharisee stood by himself, and 
prayed thus, ‘ God, I thank thee, that Iam not as other ren 
uve, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican. 
I fast twice in the week, I give tithes ofall that [ possess.’ 
But the publican, standing afar off, would noi so much as lift 
up Ai eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, 
“ God be merciful to me, 8 sinner!’ I tell you, this man went 
down to his house 'justified "rather than the other: for every 
one that exalteth himself will be humbled; and he that hum- 
bleth himself wil! be exalted.” 

And some brought litile children also to him, that he might 
touch them: and when Ais disciples saw it, they rebuked them: 
but Jesus called them unto him, and said, “ Suffer the little 
children to come unto me, and forbid them not: for of 'such is 
the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto you, Whosoever ' shall 
not receive the kingdom of God, like a little child, "will by no 
means enter therein.” 

And a certain ruler asked him, saying, “ Good Teacher! 
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tg what shall I do 10 inherit everlasting life?’ And Jesus said unto 
lum, ‘ Why callest thou me good? There is none good, save 

2. une, that is, God. Thou knowest the commandments, ‘ Do 
not commit adultery, Do not kill, Do not steal, Do not bear 

21 false witness, Honour thy father and thy mother.’” And he 

22 said, * All these I have kept from my youth up.” Now when 
Jesus heard these things, he said unto him, ““ Yet one thing 
thou lackest: sell all that thou hast, and distribute unto the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven: and come, follow 

23 me!’ But when he heard this, he became very sorrowful: for 

24 he wus very rich. And when Jesus saw that he became very 
sorrowful, he said, “ Tiow ' difficult is it for those that have riches 

a5 to enter into the kingdom of God! For it is easier for a camel 
to enter through the eye of a needle, than fora rich mun to enter 

26 into the kingdom of God.” And they that heard said, “'Who 

27 then can be saved?’ And he said, ‘ The things which are im- | 

28 possible with men are possible with God.” Then Peter said, 

29 “‘ Lo, we left Yall things, and followed thee.” And he said 
unto them, “ Verily I say unto you, There is no ‘one who hath 
left house, or parents, or brethren, or wife, or children, for the 

30 sake of the kingdom of God, who will not receive manifold 
more in this present time, and in the world to come everlasting 
life.” 

41 Then he took the twelve aside, and said unto them, ** Behold, 
we are yoing up to Jerusalem, and all things that are written 
by the prophets concerning the Son of man will be accomplished. 

32 Lor he will be delivered unto the Genules, and will be mocked, 

33 and spitefully treated, and spit upon: aud they will scourge 
Aim, und put him to death: and the third day he will rise 

34 again.” But they understood none of these things: and this 
saying was hidden from them, and they did not comprehend the 
things which were spoken, 

35 And it came to pass, that,'as he was coming nigh to Jericho, 

40 a certain blind man sat by the way-side begging: and hearing 
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the multitude passing by, he asked what it meant. So they told 37 
him, “ Jesus of Nazareth passeth by.” Aad he cried out, say- 38 
ing, “ Jesus, thou son of David, have pity on me!” And they 30 
who were going before rebuked him, that he might hold his 
peace: but he cried so much the more, “ Son of David, have 
pity on me!” Then Jesus stood still, and commanded him to be 40 
brought unto him: and when he was come near, he asked him, 
suying, ‘* What wouldst thou that I should do unto thee?” and 41 
he said, “ ' Master, that 1 may receive my sight!’ And Jesus 42 
said unto him, “ Receive thy sight! thy faith hath made thee 
whole.” And immediately he received his sight, and fullowed 43 
Jesus, glorifying God: and all the people, when they saw ἐΐ, 
gave praise unto God. 


CHAP. XIX.—Now Jesus had entered into Jericho and was 1 
_ passing through it: and, behold, a man named Zaccheus, who 2 
was the chief of the publicans and a rich san, sought to see 3 
what manner of person Jesus was; and could not on account of 
the press, for he was low of stature: so he ran before, and 4 
climbed up into Β sycamore tree to see him: for he was about to 
puss that way, And when Jesus came (9 the place, he luuked 5 
up, and saw him, and said unto him, “ Zaccheus, muke haste, 
and come down ; for to-day 1 must abide at thy house.” And 6 
he made haste, and came down, and received him joyfully: and 7 
when they saw ἐξ) they all murmured, saying, “ Ile is gone to 
be guest tos sinner.” Aod Zacchus stood up, and suid unto & 
the Lord, “ Behold, Master, the half of my voods "1! give to the 
poor; and if in any thing 1 have wronged any man by false ac- 
cusation, I restore Aim fourfold.” And Jesus said 'concem- 9 
ing him, “ ‘This day is salvation come to this house, inasmuch 
as this mar also isa son of Abraham: for the Son of tnanis come to 
to seek and to save that which was lost.” 

And while they listened to these things, he added and spake 11 
a parable, because he was neur to Jerusalem, and because the 
people thought that the kingdom of Cod was to appear immedi- 
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i2 ately. [16 said therefore, ** A certain nobleman went into ἃ far

country to receive for himself'a kingdom, and to retum. And 
he called his ten servants, and delivered them ten ‘pounds, and 
said unto them, ‘ Trade with fhese till I come back!’ But 
his citizens hated him, and sent an embassy after him, saying, 
‘We will not have this man to reign over us!’ And it came 
to pass, that when he returned, having 'received the kingdom, 
he commanded those servants to whom he had given the money 
to be called unto him, that he might know how much every one 
had gained by trading. Then came the first, saying, ‘ ‘Sire, thy 
pound hath gained ten pounds. And the king said unto him, 
“ Well done, thou good servant! because thon hast been faithful 
in w very little matter, receive thou authority over ten cities.’ 
And the sevond came, saying, ‘Sire, thy pound hath gained 
five pounds.’ And the king said in like manner to him, ‘ Be 
thou also over five cities!’ And another came, saying, " Sire, 
beltold, Acre is thy pound, which I have kept laid up in a 
napkin: for FE feared thee, because thou art an austere man ; 
thou takest up what thou didst not lay down, and reapest what 
thou didst not sow.’ Then the king snith unto him, ‘ Out of 
thine own mouth will 1 judge thee, thou wicked servant. ‘Thou 
knewest that I was an austere man, taking up what I laid not 
down, and reaping what 1 did not sow? Why then didst thou 
not give my mouey to the bank, that at my coming back I might 
have claimed mine own with interest?” And he said to those 
that stood by, * Take from him the pound, and give ἐξ nato him 
thut hath ten pounds!’ (Then they said unto him, ‘Sire, he bath 
{en pounds already.) ‘ For I say unto you, to every one that 
hath ‘shall be given; and from him that hath "little, even that 
which he hath shall be taken away. But those mine enemies, 
who would not that 1 should reign over them, bring hither, and 
slay them before me.’” 

And when Jesus had thus spoken, he went before, on his way 
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up to Jerusalem. And it came to pass, as he drew nigh to 50 
Beth phage and Bethany, at the wount called éhe mount of Olives, 
that he sent on two of his disciples, saying, ** Go into the village 50 
over against you; in which as ye enter ye will find a colt tied, 
whereon no one ever yet sat: loose it, and bring it Aéther. And gh 
if any one ask you, Why do ye louse it? ye shall say thus unto 
him, ‘ Because the Master hath need of it.’ And they that 5. 
were sent went their way, and found even as he had told them. 
And as they were loosing the colt, the owners thereof said unto 33 
them, “ Why do ye loose the cult?” and they said, “The Master 94 
hath need of it.” And they brought it to Jesus: and threw 35 
their garments upon thecolt, and set Jesus upon it: and as they 20 
went, the people spread their garments in the way. 

And as he was now drawing nigh éo the cify, at the descent 37 
of the mount of Olives, the whole multitude of the disciples be- 
gan to rejoice and praise God with a loud voice for al} the mighty 
works that they had seen; saying, “ Blessed δὲ the King, that 48 
cometh in the name of the Lord! peace in heaven, and glory in 
the 'highest!” Then some of the Pharisecs from among the mul- 39 
titude said unto him, “ Teacher, rebuke thy disciples!” And he 4o 
answered and said unto them, “ 1 tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would immediately cry out.” 

And as he drew near, and beheld the city, he wept over it, 43 
saying, “ O that thou hadst ‘known, even at least in this ‘thy 42 
day, the things that belong unto thy peace! but now they ure 
hidden from thine eyes. For the days will come upon thee, 43 
when thine enemies will cast a trench about thee, and compass 
thee round, and keep thee in on every side; and will lay thee 44 
even with the ground, and thy children within thee; and will 
not leave in thee one stone upon anotlcr; because thou didst 
not 'know the time of thy visitation.” 

And he entered into the temple, and began tu drive out those 45 
who sold Ytherein, and those who bought; suying unto them, 46 
“ It is written, ‘ My house is the house of prayer:’ but ye have 
made it a den of thieves.” 

And he continued teaching daily in the temple: but the chief 47 
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priests and the seribes and the heads of the people sought to 


48 destroy him; but could not find out what to do: for all the

people hung upon him to hear him. 


CHAP. XX.—And it came to pass, that on one of those days, 
as he was teaching the people iu ihe temple, and ' publishing the 
glad tidings, the chief priests and the scribes came up, with the 
elders, and spake unto him, saying, “ Tell us, by what autho- 
tity thou dost ihese things; or who he is that gave thee this au- 
thority 35 And he answered and said unto them, “ I will also ask 
you one thing; and answer me; The baptism of John, was it 
from heaven, or from men?” And they reasoned with themselves, 
saying, “ [f we shall say, ¢ From heaven ;’ he will say, “ Why 
then did ye not helieve him?’ But if we shall say, ‘ From men ;’ 
all the peopic will stoue us: for they are persuaded that John 
was a prophet.” And they answered, that they knew not whence 
it way, And Jesus said unto them, “ Neither do I tell you by 
whut authority 1 do these things.” 

Then he began to speak to the people this parable; ** A cer- 
tain man planted a vineyard, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went to another country for a long time. And, at the season, 
he sent ἃ servant to the husbandmen, that they might give him 
of the fruit of the vineyard: but the husbandmen beat him, and 
sent him away empty. And he sent another servant: and they 
beat him also, and treated Atm shamefully, and sent Aim away 
empty. And again he sent yet a third: and they wounded him 
also, and cast Aim out. Then said the owner of the vineyard, 
‘What shall I do? I will send my beloved son: ‘it may be 


1g they will reverence Aim, Ywhen they sce him.’ But when the 


Ii

husbandmen saw him, they reasoned among themselves, saying, 
« This is the heir! come, let us kil] him, that the inheritance may 
be our’s.’ So they cust him out of the vineyard, and killed Azm. 
What therefore shall the owner of the vineyard do unto them ? 
He will come and destroy these husbandmen, and will give the 
vineyard to others.” And when they heard tf, they said, ‘'God 
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forbid !’ But he looked on them, and said, “ What meaneth this 
then that is written, * The stone which the builders rejected, the 
same hath become the head of the corner?’ Whosoever shal] 
fall upon that stone will be ‘broken dy iz; but on whomsoever 
it shall fall, it will crush him to pieces.” 

And the chief priests and the scribcs the same hour desired 
to lay hands on him; (but they feared the people:) for they 


knew that he had spoken this parable 'against them. Then they 2: 


watched Azm, and sent out spies, that should feign themselves to 
be righteous men, that they might lay hold of his discourse, and 
so deliver him up to the power and authority of the governor: 
and these questioned him, saying, “Teacher, we know that thou 
speakest and teachest nightly, and dost not respect the persons 


of any, but teachest the way of God in truth: Is it lawful for us 2 


to give tribute unto Cesar, or not?” But he understood their 


craftiness, and said unto them, “4% Why do ye try me? Show me 


a'penny! Whose mage and inscription hath it?” They an- 


swered and said, ‘*Cwsar’s.” And he said unto them, ™ Render 25 


therefore unto Cesar the ' ¢hings that are Casar’s, and unto God 
the things that are God’s.” And they were not ahle to lay hold 
of his words before the people; but wondered at his answer, and 
held their peace. 

Then there came to ἀπε certain of the Sadducees, who deny 
that there is a resurrection; and they questioned him, saying, 
(ὁ Teacher, Moses wrote unto us, ‘ If any man’s brother die, 
having a wife, and he die childless, that his brother should take 
his wife, and raise up offspring unto his brother.” Now there 
were seven brethren: and the first took a wife, and died childless. 
And the second took her to wife, and he died childless. And 
the third took her; and in iike manner all ihe seven, and teft no 
children, and died. Last of all the woman also died. At the 
resurrection therefore whose wife of them doth she become? for 
the seven had her to wife.” And Jesus answering said unto 
them, “ The sons of this world marry, and are given in mar- 
riage: but those who shall be accounted worthy to ohtain 
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‘the other world, and the resurrection from the dead, neither 
36 marry, nor are given in magnage: nor can they die any more: 
"for they are like the angels; “and are sons of God, being sons of 
the resurrection. 
37.“ Now that the dead ‘are raised, even Moses showed, when, 
αἱ the bush, he calleth the Lord the God of Abraham, and the 
38 God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. For he is not' the God of 
39 the dead, but of the living: for "all live unto him.” Then cer- 
tain of the scribes answering said, “ Teacher, thou hast well 
40 said.” And after that they did not venture to question him any 
further. | 
41. And he said unto them, “ 'How do they say that the Christ 
42 1s the son of David? Yet David himself saith in the book of 
Psalms, ‘'The Lorp said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
43 hand, till I make thine enemies thy footstool.’ David therefore 
calleth him ' Lord, and how is he theu his son ?” 
45 Then in the hearing of all the people he said unto his dis- 
46 ciples, “ Beware of the scribes, who like to walk in long robes, 
and love salutations in the market places, and the highest seats 
47 in the synagogues, and the chief places at feasts; who devour 
‘widows’ houses, and for a!! pretence make long prayers : these 
will receive the greater condemnation.” 


i CITAP. XXI.—Jesus was looking on, and seeing the rich 

2 casting their gifts into the treasury; and he saw also a certain 

3 poor widow casting in thither two mites. And he suid, “ Of a 
truth | say unto you, this poor widow hath cast in more than all: 

4 for,all these have from their abundance cast in unto the offerings 
of God: but she from her poverty hath cast in all the living that 
she had.” 

δ Andas some were speaking concerning the temple, how it was 

6 adorned with goodly stones and gifts, he said, “ As for these 
things which ye behold, the days will come, in which there will 
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not be left one stone upon another, that will not be thrown 
down.” And they asked him, saying, “ Teacher, but when will 7 
these things be? and what will be the sign when they are about 

to come to pass?” And he said, “ Take heed that ye be not de- 8 
ceived! for many will come in my name, saying, * I am ‘the 
Christ ;? and ‘ the time draweth near:’ go ye not therefore after 
them! But when ye shall hear of wars and commotions, be not 9 
terrified ! for these things must first come to pass; but the end 
"is not immediately.” Then said he unto them, “ Nation wil] 10 
rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom; and there εἰ 
will be great earthquakes in divers places, and famines, and pes- 
tilences; and there will be fearful sights and great signs from 
heaven. But before all these things, men will lay their hands 
on you, and persecute yuu, delivering you up to the synagogues, 
and into prisons, and you will be brought before kings and rulers 
for my name’s sake: and this will befal you 'for a testimony. 13 
Settle i¢ therefore in your hearts, not to premeditate what defence 14 
ye shall make; for I will give you an utterance and wisdom, 15 
which all your adversaries shall be unable to gainsay or resist. 
And ye will be delivered up even by parents, and brethren, and 16 
kindred, and friends; and they will cause sme of you to be put 

to death: and ye will be hated by all for my name’s sake, And 17 
yet not a hair of your head will perish: ‘By your endurance 19 
¥ preserve ye your lives. 

*¢ But when ye shall sec Jerusalem encompassed with annies, 20 
then know that its desolation draweth near. Then let those who 2: 
are in Judea flee to the mountains; and let those who are ‘in the 
midst of it depart thence; and let not those that are in the "coun- 
try places enter "therein: for these will be the days of venge- 22 
ance, ‘that all things which are written may be fulfilled. But 22 
alas for those that are with child, and for those that give suck, in 
those days! for there will be great distress in the land, and wrath 
upon this people: and they will fall by the edge of the sword, 24 
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wiki will be led away captive into all nations: and Jerasalem 
will be trodden down by the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles shall be fulfilled. And there will be signs in the sun, 
and in the moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth distress 
of nations, with perplexity; ‘the sea and the waves roaring ; 


26 men’s hearts failing them from fear, and the apprehension of 
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those things which are coming on the world: for the powers of 
the heavens will be shaken, And then will they see the Son of 
man coming on ἃ cloud, with power and great glory. And when 
these things hegin to come to pass, raise yourselves up, and lift 
up your heads; for your redemption draweth nigh!” 

And he spoke to them a parable; “ Behold the fig-tree, and 
all the trees! When they are now putting forth leaves, yc see it, 
and know of your own selves that now the summer is nigh: so 
likewise, wlicu ye see these things coming to puss, know ye that 
the kingdom of God is uigh. Verily I say unto you, This ge- 
neration will not pass away, till all things come to pass. Hea- 
ven and earth will pass away: but my words will not pass 
away. 

‘¢ But take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be 
overladen by excess, and drunkenness, and cares of this life; 


35 and that day should come upon you unawares: for it will come 


as ἃ ‘snare on all those that dwell on the face of the whole 
‘fearth. Watch ye therefore, at all times, praying, that ye may 
be accounted worthy to escape al! these things that shal] come to 
pass, and tu 'stand before the Son of wan.” 

And he continued teaching in the temple by day; and at 
night he went out of the city, and abode at the mount that is 


38 called the mount of Olives: und early in the mornings, all the 


t

people came {o him in the temple, to hear him. 


CHAP, XXIJi.—Now the feast of unicavened bread, which is 
called the passover, drew nigh ; and the chicf priests and scribes 
were seeking how they might 'kill him; for they feared the 
people. Then Satan entered into Judas surnamed Iscariot, 
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who was of the numberof the twelve: and he wentand conferred 
with the chief priests and the captains of the temple, how he 
might deliver him up unto them. And they were glad, and 
agreed to give him money: aud he promised, and sought oppor- 
tunity to deliver him up unto them in the absence of the multi- 
tude. . 

Then came the day of the fcast of unleavened bread, when 
the passover must be killed: and Jesus sent Peter and John, 
saying, “ Go and make ready for us the passover, that we may 
eat ἐξ." And they said unto him, “ Where wilt thou that we 
make ready?’ And he said unto them, “ Behold, when ye have 
entered into the city, a man will meet you, bearing a pitcher of 
water; follow him ito the house where he cntereth. And say 
to the master of the house, ‘ The Teacher saith untu thee, Where 
is the guestchamber, where 1 may eat the pussover with my dis- 
ciples ?’ And he will show you a large upper room ‘furnished : 
there make ready.” So they went, and found as he had told 
them: and they made ready the passover. 

And when the hour was come, he placed himself at table, and 
the twelve apostles with him: and he’said unto them, “ ! With 
desire I have desired to eat this passuver with you, before I suf- 
fer; for I say unto you, [ shall not eat thereof any more, until 
hit be fulfilled in the kingdom of God.” 

Then he took ἃ cup, and gave thanks, and said, “ Take this, 
and divide it amoug yourselves: for I say unto you, [ shall not 
again drink of the fruit of the vine, ὑπ] the kingdom of God 
shall have come.” 

And he tvok bread, and gave thanks, and brake ἐξ, and gave 
unto them, saying, “ This is my body which is given for you: 
this do in remembrance of me!” In like manner also the cup 
after supper, saying, “ This cup is the new covenant in my blood, 
which is shed for you. 

ἐς But, behold, the hand of him who delivereth me up is with 
me on the table! And the Son of man indeed departeth ac- 
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cording to what hath been determined : but alas for that man by 
whom he is delivered up!” And they began to enquire among 
themselves, which of them it was that was about to do this. 
And there 'was also a strife among them, which of them 
Should be accounted the greatest: and he said unto them, 
“Ὁ The kings of the Gentiles lord it over them; sand they that 
‘exercise authority upon them are called benefactors: but ye 
'shall not do thus! but let him that is "greatest among you, be 
as the "least; and he that is chief, as he that serveth. For 
which is greater, he that is at table, or he that serveth? ἐς not he 
that is at table? yet I am among you as he that serveth. Ye 


zg are they who have continued with me in my trials: and, as my 
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Father hath ‘appointed unto me a kingdom, | "appoint also 
unto you; that ye shall cat and drink at my table¥ in my king~ 
dom, and ‘ye shall sit on thrones judging the twelve tribes of 
Israel.” 

vYAnd the Lord said, “ Simon, Simon! behold Satan hath 
‘sought for you that he might sift you ai? as wheat: but I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith fail thee not utterly: and when 
thou hast ‘returned, strengthen thy brethren!” And Peter said 
unto him, “ Master, J am ready to go with thee, both into pri- 
son, and to death.” And Jesus said, “I tell thee, Peter, the 
cock shall not crow this day, before thou shalt have thrice denied 
that thou knowest me.” 

And he said unto them, “ When I sent you without purse, 
and wallet, and shoes, did ye lack any thing?” And they said, 


3} Nothing.” Then said he unto them, “ But now, let him that 


hath a purse tke ἐξ, and in like manner his wallet: and he that 
hath no sword, let him sell his garment, and buy one: for I say 
unto you, that this which is written is ‘yet to be accomplished in 
me, ‘ And he was reckoned among the transgressors:’ for the 
things concerning mc “must be fulfilled.” And they said, 
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“ Master, behold, here ue two swords!” And he said unto 
them, “ It is enough.” 

And when he went out of the city, he departed, as he was 
wont, to the mount of Olives; and his disciples also followed 
him: and when he was at the place, he said unto them, “ Pruy 
that ye ‘enter not into "temptation!” And he was withdrawn 
from them about a stune’s cast, and kneeled down, and prayed, 
saying, “ Father, if thou be willing to take away this cup from 
me ;—nevertheless not my will, but thine, be done!" ¥(And there 
appeared to him an angel from heaven, strengthening him). Aud 
being in an agony, he prayed more earnestly : and his sweat was, 
as it were, great drops of blood falling down to the ground. And 
when he rose up from prayer, and came to the disciples, he found 


them sleeping for sorrow; and he said unto them, “ ' Why sleep . 


ye? rise and pray, "that ye enter not into "'temptauon "ἢ 

And while he was yet speaking, behold ! a multitude ; and he 
that was called Judas, one of the twelve, cume forward before 
them, and drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said 
uato him, “‘ Judas, dost thou deliver up the Son of man with a 


kiss?” And when those who were about Jesus suw whut was . 


ahout to happen, they said unto him, “ Master, shull we smite 
with the sword?” And one of them smote the servant of the high 
priest, and struck off his night ear: and Jesus answered and 
said, “ "Suffer thus far!” And he touched his ear, and healed 
him. Then Jesus said unto the chief priests, aud captains of 
the tempic, and the elders, who were come against him, “ Slave 
ye come out, as against ἃ robber, with swords and staves? When 
T was datly with you in the temple, ye did not stretch forth your 
hands against me: but this is your hour, und the power ofdark- 
ness,” 

Then they took him, and led jim away, and brought him to 


the house of the high priest: and Peter followed afar off; and ; 


when they had kindled a fire in the midst of the hall, and had 
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56 set down toycther, Peter sat down among them. But a certain 
maid servant seeing him, as he sat by the fire, looked eamestly 
57 upon him, and said, * This man also was with him.” And he 
58 denied “him, saying, “ Woman, I know him not! And after a 
little while another saw him, and said, “ Thou also art one of 
59 them!” And Peter said, “* Man, I am not!” And about the 
space of an hour after, another confidently affirmed, saying, 
“ Of a truth this man also was with him: for he is a Galilean.” 
tv And Peter said, “ Man, I know not what thou sayest!’ And 
Gi immediately, while he was yet speaking, the cock crew. And 
the Lord turned about, and looked upon Peter: and Peter re- 
membered the word of ihe Lord, how he had said unto him, 
62 * Before the cock crow, thou will deny me thrice:” and he 
went vut, and wept bitterly. 
G3 And the men that had Jesus in charge mocked him, and 
64 smote Aim: and when they had blindfolded him, they struck him 
on the face, and asked him, saying, “ 'Prophesy, who was it 
65 that smote thee?” And many other things spake they injuriously 
to him. 
ἢ And as scon as it was day, the elders of the people and the 
chief priests and the scribes came together, and they led him 
67 into their council chamber, saying, “ If thou be the Christ tell 
us!” And he said unto them, “ If I should tell you, ye would 
68 not believe: aud if I also should ask you a question, ye would 
fig ποῖ answer me, nor let me go. ' Hereafter will the Son of man 
so sit on the right hand of the power of God.” Then they all 
said, “ Art thou then the Son of God?” And he said unto them, 
“¢ Ye'say truly, fur I am.” Then they said, “ What further 
need have we of testimony? for we ourselves have heard it from 
his own mouth.”

CHAP, XXIT1,—And the whole body of them rose up, and 
led him upto Pilate.

And he answered him and said, "6 Thou sayest truly.” Then 4 
said Pilate to the chief priests and ¢o the multitude, “ 1 find no 
fault in this man:” But they were the more violent, saying, 5 
“ He stirreth up the people, teaching throughout all Judea, bav- 
ing begun from Galilee, even to this place.” Now when Pilute 6 
heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man were a Galilean: 
and as soon as he knew that he belonged to Herod's jurisdiction, 7 
he sent him to Herod, who himself also was at Jerusalem at that 
time. 

And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: for he ἃ 
had been a long time desirous of seeing him, because he had heard 
Ymany things concerning him; and he hoped to have scen some 
miracle done by him. So he put many questions to him; but ὁ 
he answered him nothing. And the chief priests and senibes 10 
siood up, vehemently accusing him: and Herod and his soldiers 11 
set him at nought, and mocked Aim ; and baving arrayed him in 
‘gorgeous apparel, sent him back to Pilate. And the same day 12 
Pilate and Herod became friends together: for before they had 
been at enmity. 

Then Pilate having called together the chief priests and the 13 
rulers and the people, said unto them, “Ye have brought this 14 
man unto me, as one that perverteth the people: and, behold, 

I, haviag examined him before you, have found no fault in this 
man, touching any of those things whereof ye acense him: no, 15 
nor yet has Herod: for ΤΙ sent you to him; and, behold, no- 
thing worthy of death hath been dune by him: I will therefore 16 
chastise him, and release him.’”” (¥Now he was bound by cus- 17 
tom to release one prisoner unto them at the feast.) But the 18 
whole multitude cried out all at once, saying, “ Away with this 
mun, and release unto us Rarabbas!”” (who for a certain sedition 10 
moade in the city, and for murder, had been cast into prison.) 
Pilate therefore, wishing to release Jesus, spake again to them: 20 
but they cried, saying, ‘“‘ Crucify, crucify him!’ And he said 22 
unto them the third time, * Why, what evil hath he done? 1 
have found no cause of death in him: I will therefore chastise 
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23 him, and release Aim.” But they were urgent with loud voices, 
requiring that he should be crucified: and their voices Vand 
24 those of the chief priests prevailed: and Pilate gave sentence that 
25 it should be as they desired: and he released him who, for sedi- 
tion and murder, had been cast into prison, as they had desired ; 
but delivered up Jcsus to their will. 
26 And as they were leading him away, they laid hold of one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, coming from the country, and on him they 
27 laid the cross, that he might carry ἐξ after Jesus. And there 
followed him a great number of the people; and of women also, 
28 who bewailed and lamented him. But Jesus turned unto them 
and said, “ Daughtcrs of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep 
2g for yoursclyes, and for your children! for, behold, the days are 
coming, in which men will say, * Blessed are the barren, and 
the wombs thut never bare, and the breasts which never gave 
30 suck!’ Then will men begin to say to the mountains, ‘ Fall on 
31 us!” and to the hills, “Cover us!’ For if these things be done 
‘in the green tree, what will be done in the dry ?” 
32 And two others also, who were malefactors, were led to be 
93 put to death with him. And when they came to the place, 
which is called 'Kranion (the place of skulls) they crucified bim 
there ; and the malefactors, one on the right hand, and the other 
34 on theleft. ¥Then said Jesus, “ Father, forgive them ; for they 
know not what they do!’ And they parted his garments among 
35 them, casting lots. Aud the people stood by, looking on: and 
they and ¢heér rulers also derided Aun, saying, “ He saved others; 
ict him save himself, if he be the Christ, the 'chosen of God "ἢ 
36 And the soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, and offering 
37 bim vinegar, and saying, “ If thou be the king of the Jews, save 
38 thyself!” And un inscription was written over him in Greek, 
and Latin, and tlebrew letters, “© Tris 1s THe Kinc oF THE 
Jews.” : 
39 Then one of the malefactors, who were crucified, railed on 
40 him, saying, ‘ If thou be the Christ, save thyself and us!” But 
the other answering rebuked him, saying, “ Dost not thou even 
4t fear God, seeing thou art in the same condemnation? And we 
indeed justly ; for we are receiving the due reward of our deeds :

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but this man hath done nothing amiss,” And he said ‘unto 42 
Jesus, “' Lord, remember me *when thou comest to thy king- 
dom 1" And Jesus said unto him, “ Verily I say unto thee, To- 433 
day thou wilt be with me in paradise.” 

Now it was about the sixth hour; and there was a darkness 4,4 
over the whole 'land until the ninth hour: Yand the sun was 45 
darkened, and the'veil of the temple wus rent in the midst. 
And when Jesus had cried out with a loud voice, he said, “ Fa- 46 
ther, into thy hands 1 commend my spirit: and having said 
thus, he expired. 

Now when the centurion saw what was done, he glorified God, 47 
saying, ‘* Certainly this was a righteous man!” Aud all the 48 
multitude that had come together to that sight, when they beheld 
the things which lad come to pass, smote their breasts and re- 
turned: but all his acquaintance, and the women that followed 4y 
him from Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these things. 

And, behold, αὶ man named Joseph, a senator, of Arimathes, $0 
a city of the ' Jews, a good man, and a just: (who had not con- δι 
_ sented to the counsel and deed of the rest; and who also himself 
waited for the kingdom of God,) this man went unto Pilate, and 52 
asked for the body of Jesus. And having taken it down, he §3 
wrapped it in linen, and laid it in a sepulchre hewn in stone, 
wherein no one had ever yet laid. Now that day was the day of 54 
preparation, and the sabbath drew on. 

And the women also, who had come with him from Galilee, 55 
followed after, and beheld the sepulchre, ¥and how his body was 
laid: then they returned, and provided ' spices and oitments ; 56 
but "rested the sabbath day, according to the commandment. 

CHAP. XXIV.—But upon the first day of the week, very early 1 
in the morning, they came unto the sepulchre, carrying the spices 
which they hud provided, Yand certain other women with them. 
And they found the stone rolled away from the sepulchre: and en- 2 
tering in, they found not the body of the Lord Jesus. And itcame 4

And he said unto them, “* These are the words which I spake 44 
unto you, while I was yet with you, that all the things which 
were written in the law of Moses, and in the prophets, and in the 
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45 psalms, conceming me, must be fulfilled’ Then he opened 
46 their minds, that they might understand the scriptures; and he 
said unto them, ‘ Thus it is written, Yand thus it was necessary 
that the Christ should suffer, and should rise from the dead the 
47 third day: and that repentance and remission of sins should 
be preached in his name among all nations, beginning at Jeru- 
48 salem. Now ye are witnesses of these things: and, behold, I 
'send upon you that which was promised by my Father: but 
tarry ye in the city, until ye are endued with power from on 
high.” 
50 And he led them out as far as to Bethany, and lifting up his 
51 hands, he blessed them. And it came to pass, while he was 
blessing them, he was parted from them, ‘and carried up into 
52 heaven. And'they ‘did him obeisance, and returned to Jeru- 
53 salem with great joy: and were continually in the temple, prais- 
ing and blessing God. Amen.

"! Theological conclusions have been attempted to be drawn from th 
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the beginning with God: All things 'were made "by "it; and ἢ 
without it was not any thing made that "was made: in it was 4 
life; and the life was the light of men: and the light 'shineth in 5 
darkness; and the darkness " admitted it not. 

There was a man sent from God, whose namie was John: he 6 
came for a witness, to bear testimony concerning the Light, that

and worse wine afterwards, when men have drunk a good deal ; 
but thou hast kept the best wine until now.” 

This beginning of Ais miracles Jesus did in Cana of Galilee, 
and manifested his glory ; and his disciples believed in him. 

After this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his mother, 
and his brethren, and his disciples: but they did not abide there 
many days. And the passover of the Jews was at hand, and 
Jesus went up to Jerusalem, and found in the temple those that 
sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the changers of money sitting. 
And having made a scourge of small cords, he drove them all 
out of the temple, and the sheep, and the oxen; and poured out 
the changers’ money, and overturned their tables ; and said unto 
those who sold doves, “‘ Take these things hence | make not my 
Father'shouse a-house of traffic.” And his disciples remembered 
that it was written, “'A zeal for thy house consumeth me.” 

Then the Jews answered and said unto him, “ 'What sign 
dost thou show us, "seeing that thou dost these things?’ Jesus 
answered and said unto them, “ Destroy this temple, and tn three 
days I will raise it up.’ Then the Jews said, “ Forty-six years 
hath this temple been in building, and wilt thou raise it up in 
three days?” But he spake concerning the temple of his body. 
When therefore he hed risen from the dead, his disciples remem- 
bered that he had said this, and believed the scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had spoken. 

Now while he was in Jerusalem at the passover, many during 
the feast believed in his name, when they saw the miracles which 
be did. But Jesus did not trust himself unto them, because he 
knew ‘all men; and he needed not that any one ‘should testify 
to him concerning man: for he knew what was in man.

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ι CHAP. ΠΠ1.-ὐϑνον there was a man of the Pharisees, named 
4 Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: this man came to Jesus by 
night, and said unto him, “ Rabbi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from God: for no man can do these miracles that 

3 thou doest, unless God were with him.” Jesus answered aod 
said unto him, * Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Unless a man be 

4 "born "again, he cannot see the kingdom of God.” Nicodemus 
saith unto him, “ How can a man be 'born when he is old? 
can he enter the second time into his mother’s womb, and be 

5 born?” Jesus answered, ‘ Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Unless a man be born 'of water and ofthe Spirit, he cannot 

6 enter into the kingdom ofGod. That which is bom of the flesh 
7 is flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel 
8 not that I said unto thee, * Ye must be born again:’ the wind 
bloweth where it will, and thou hearest the sound thereof, but 
thou knowest not whence it cometh, nor whither it goeth: 90 is 

g every one that is born of the Spirit.” Nicodemus answered and 
10 said unto him, “ How can these things be?” Jesus answered 
and said unto him, “ Art thou ‘a teacher of Israel, and knowest 

11 not these things ? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We speak that 
which we do know, and testify what we have seen; and yet ye re- 

t2 ceive not ourtestimony. If I havespoken to you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye believe if I speak to you of 
13 heavenly things? 'Now no one hath ascended upto heaven, but 
he that came down from heaven, even the Son of man *who "is 

ty in heaven, And as Moses ‘lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
t5 ness, so must the Son of man be lifted up: that whosoever be- 
16 lieveth in him may Y not perish, but have everlasting life:' for 
God hath so loved the world, that he hath given his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him may not perish, but 

17 have everlasting life: for God hath not sent his Son into the 
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world to condemn the world; but that the world through him 
may be saved. He that believeth on him shall not be con- 13 
demned: but he that believeth not is condemned already, be- 
cause he hath not believed in the name of the only begotten Son 

of God: and this is the condemnation, that the light hath come 19 
mto the world, but men have loved darkness rather than light ; 
because their deeds were evil: for every one that doeth evil so 
‘hateth the light, and cometh not to the light, that his deeds may 
not be 'reproved: but he that doeth the truth cometh to the light, 2: 
that his deeds may ‘be made manifest that they are wrought 
"in God.” 

After these things Jesus and his disciples went into the land 22 
of Judea ; and he tarried there with them, and baptized: and 23 
John also was baptizing at ZEnon near to Salim, because there 
was much water there: and the people came, and were bap- 
tized: for John had not yet been cast into prison. 24 

Then there arose a question between some of John’s disciples 25 
and Ya Jew concerning ' purification: and they came to John, and. 26 
said unto bim, “‘ Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond Jordan, 
to whom thou didst bear testimony, behold, the same is baptiz- 
ing, and all resort to him.” John answered and said, “ A man 27 
can receive 'nothing, unless it be given him from heaven. Ye 28 
yourselves bear me testimony that I said, ‘I am not the Christ, 
but am sent before him.’ The bridegroom is he who hath the a9 
bride: but the friend of the bridegroom, who standeth and hear- 
eth him, rejoiceth greatly to Aear the bridegroom's voice: this 
my joy therefore hath been fulfilled. He must increase, but I 80 
must decrease.' He that 'cometh from above is above ull. He 31 
that is of the earth is earthly, and speaketh of the earth: He that 
cometh from heaven’ is above ali: and testifieth what he bath 45 
seen and heard; and yet no one recetveth bis testimony. He 33 
that ' hath received his testimony, "hath set his seal "to this— 
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34 that God is true: for he whom God hath sent speaketh the 


words of God: for *God giveth not the Spirit to him by mea- 


35 sure. The Father loveth the Son, and hath given all things into 


36 


his hand. He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life: 
and he that disbelieveth the Son will not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.” 


CHAP. IV.—-When therefore the Lord knew how the Pha- 
risees had heard that Jesus made and baptized more disciples 
than John, (though Jesus himself baptized not, but Ais disci- 


3 ples,) he left Judea, and went again into Galilee. Now he was 


5 
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obliged to pass through Samaria: so he cometh to a city of 
Samaria, which is called 'Sychar, near the parcel of ground 
which Jacob gave to his son Joseph. Now Jacoh’s well was 
in that place. Jesus therefore, being wearied with Azs journey, 
sat down by the well: and it was about the sixth hour. There 
cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water: Jesus saith unto 
her, “ Give me to drink !” (For his disciples had gone away unto 
the city to buy food.) Then the woman of Samaria saith unto 
him, “ How is it that thou, who art a Jew, askest drink of me, 
who am of Samaria?” (for the Jews have no ‘dealings with the 
Samaritans.) Jesus answered and said unto her, “ If thou hadst 
known the 'gift of God, and who it is that saith unto thee, 
‘ Give me to drink!’ thou wouldst have asked of bum, and he 
would have given thee "living water.” The woman saith unto 
him, ‘Sir, thou hast no vessel to draw with, and the well is 
deep: from whence then canst thou have that living water ? 
art thou greater than our father Jacob, who gave us the well, 
and drank thereof himself, and his sons, and his ' cattle?” Jesus 
answered and said unto her, “ Whosoever drinketh of this water 
will thirst again: but whosoever drinketh of the water that I 
shall give him will never thirst; but the water that I should 
give him will become within him a well of water, springing up 
into everlasting life.” The woman saith unto him, “ Sir, give 
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me this water, that I may not thirst, neither come hither to 
draw.” Jesus said unto her, “ Go, call thy husband, and come 36 
hither!” The woman answered and said, “I have no husband.” 17 
Jesus said unto her, “ Thou hast rightly said, ‘ I have no hus- 
band τ᾽ for thou hast had five husbands; and hewhom thou now 18 
hast is not thy husband : in that thou hast spoken truly.” The 19 
woman saith unto him, “ Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet : 
our fathers worshipped in this mountain; ‘but ye say, that the 2o 
place where "men ought to worship is in Jerusalem.” Jesus 21 
saith unto her, “ Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, when 

ye shall worship the Father neither on this ' mountain, nor yet at 
Jerusalem. Ye worship what ye know not: we worship what 22 
we know: for salvation is ‘of the Jews: nevertheless the 23 
hour cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers shall wor- 
ship the Father in spirit and in trath: for such are they whom 
the Father seeketh to worship him. God is a Spirit; and they 24 
that worship him must worship in spirit and in truth.” The 25 
woman saith unto him, “ I know that é4e Messiah cometh,” 
(which signifieth the Christ:) ‘< when he is come, he will tel] us 

all things.” Jesus saith unto her, “ I that speak unto thee am 26 
he.” 

And upon this came his disciples ; and they marvelled that he 27 
was talking with the woman: yet no one said, “ What seekest 
thou?” or, “ Why talkest thou with her?” The woman then 28 
left her pitcher, and went away into the city, and saith to the 
people, “ Come, see a man, who hath told me all that ever I 29 
did! is not he the Christ?” Then they went out of the city, and go 
came unto him. 

In the mean while his disciples besought him, saying, * Rabbi, 3: 
eat 1" but he said unto them, “ I have food to eat that ye know 32 
not of.” ‘Then the disciples said one to another, “ Hath any one 33 
brought him ought to eat?” Jesus saith unto them, “ My food 34 
is to do the will of him that sent me, and to finish his work, 
Do ye not say, “ There are yet four months, and then cometh 95 
harvest?’ behold I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look 
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g6 upon the fields! that they are white already for harvest. He 
that reapeth receiveth wagea,and gathereth fruit unto everlasting 
life; that both he that soweth and he that reapeth may re- 
37 joice together. And herein is that saying true, ‘ One soweth, 
38 and anotherreapeth.’ I 'sent you to reap that whereon ye have 
bestowed no labour: others have laboured, and ye bave entered 
into their labours.” 
39 Aod many of the Samaritans of that city believed on him be- 
cause of the words of the woman, who testified seying, ‘‘ He 
40 told me all that ever 1 did.” When therefore the Samaritans 
had come unto him, they besought him that he would abide 
41 with them; and he abode there two days: and many more of 
42 them believed, because of his own word ; and they said unto the 
woman, “* We no longer believe, because of thy reporting: for 
we have heard Aim ourselves, and we perceive that this is indeed 
¥the Christ, the Saviour of the world,” 
4 Now after the two days he departed thence, and went into 
44 Galilee:' for Jesus himself testified, that a prophet bath no 
45 honour in his own country. "Then when he had come into Ga- 
lilee, the Galileans received him, having seen all the things that 
he had done at Jerusalem at the feast: for they also had been 
46 unto the feast. So Jesus came again to Cana of Galilee, where 
he had made the water wme: and there was an officer of the 
47 king's household, whose son was sick at Capernaum: This man, 
hearing that Jesus had come out of Judea into Galilee, went to 
him, and besought him that he would come down, and heal his 
48 son: for he was at the point of death. Then said Jesus unto 
him, “ Unless ye see signs and wonders, 'ye will not believe.” 
49 The officer saith unto him, “ Sir, come down before my child 
50 die!” Jesus saith unto him, “Go thy way! thy son liveth.” 
And the man believed the words that Jesus had spoken unto 
51 him, and went his way. And as he was now going down, his 
servants met him, and told Aim, saying, “ Thy son liveth.” 
52 Then he enquired of them the hour when he began to amend : 
and they said to bim, “ Yesterday at the seventh hour the fever 
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le him :” so the father perceived that i¢ was at the same hour §3 
in which Jesus had said to him, “ Thy son liveth:” and he 
himself believed, and his whole household. 

This second miracle Jesus did, when he had come out of Judea 54 
into Galilee. 


CHAP. V.—After these things there was Τα feast of the Jews; 1 
and Jesus went up to Jerusalem. Now there is at Jerusalem 2 
near the ' sheep marke? a pool, called in [lebrew Bethesda, which 
hath five porches. In these lay a great multitude of infirm peo- 3 
ple, of blind, lame, withered, *[waiting for the moving of the 
water: foran angel went down 'at a certain season into the pool, 4 
and troubled the water: whosoever therefore went first after the 
troubling of the water was cured of whatsoever disease he had. | 
And a certain man was there, who had had an infirmity thirty- 5 
eight years. Jesus seeing him lie, and knowing that he had 6 
been now a long time in éhat state, saith unto him, “ Wouldst 
thou become whole?” The infirm man answered him, “ Sir, I 7 
have no man to put me into the pool, when the water is trou- 
bled: but while I am coming, another steppeth down before 
me.” Jesus saith unto him, “ Rise, take up thy couch, and 
walk !”” and immediately the man was made whole, and took up 9 
his couch, and walked. 

Now that day was the sabbath: the Jews therefore said wnto 10 
him who had been cured, “ Itis the sabbath: it is not lawful for 
thee to carry thy couch.” He answered them, “ Ile that made 11 
me whole, himself said unto me, ‘ Take up thy couch, and walk.’” 
Then they asked him, ‘* Who is the man that said unto thee, 12 
‘ Take up thy couch, and walk?’ And he that was healed knew 13 
-not who it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself away, there 
being 8 great crowd m the place. Jesus afterwards findeth him 14 
in the temple, and said unto him, “ Behold, thou art become 
whole: sin no more, lest something worse befal thee.” Theman 15 
went away, and told the Jews tbat it was Jesus who had made 
him whole, 

And the Jews therefore persecuted Jesus, because he had done 16

17 these things on the sabbath. But Jesus answered them,  'My 
18 Father worketh until now, "and I also work.”” Wherefore the 
Jews sought the more to kill him, because he had not only 
broken the sabbath, but had also said that God was'his Father, 

19 making himself" likeGod. Then answered Jesus and said unto 
them, “ Verily, verily, I say unto you, The Son can do nothing 

of himself, ‘bat what he seeth the Father do: for what things 

ao soever He doeth, these the Son likewise doeth. For the Father 
toveth the Son, and showeth him all that himself doeth: and he 
will show him greater works than these, 'that ye may marvel. 
21 For asthe Father raiseth up the dead, and giveth themlife ; even 
a2 so the Son giveth life to whom he will: for neither doth the 
Father judge any one, but ' bath committed all judgment unto 

23 the Son ; that all may honour the Son, even as they honour the 
Father. He that honourcth not the Son, honoureth not the 

24 Father who hath sent him. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that hearkeneth to my words, and believeth in him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation ; 

35 but hath passed from death unto life. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, The hour is coming, and now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God: and they that hear shall live: 

26 for as the Father hath life in himself, so hath he given to the 
27 Son also to have life in himself; and he hath given him autho- 
rity also to execute judgment, because he is ' the Son of man. 

28 Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming, in which all that 
2g ure in the grave shall hear his voice, and shall come forth; they 
that have done good, unto éke resurrection of life; and they that 

go have done evil, unto the resurrection of condemnation. 1 can- 
not of mine own self do anything: as I hear, I judge; and my 
judgment is just, because I seek not mine own will, but the 

will of * him who sent me. 
gt “If I alone bear testimony concerning myself, my testimony 


——— 
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is not ‘true: but there is another that beareth testimony con- 32 
cerning me; and I know that the testimony which he testifieth 
concerning me is "true. Ye yourselves sent unto John, and he 33 
bare testimony to the truth: therefore I 'receive not testimony from 34 
"man: but I say these things, that ye may be saved. He was 35 
the burning and shining lamp: and for a while ye were willing to 
rejoice in his light: but I have greater testimony than that of 96 
John: for the works which the Father hath given me to finish, 
the same works that [ do, bear testimony concerning me, that 
the Father hath sent me: and the Father himself, who sent me, 37 
hath bome testimony concerning me. ‘Ye have never heard his 
voice, nor seen his "form? ‘and ye have not his word abiding 38 
among you: for that ye believe not in him whom he hath sent. 

“+ ! Search the scriptures; for !in them ye think ye have ever- 39 
lasting life: and "it is they that testify concerning me: and yet 40 
ye are not willing to come to me, so that ye might have life. I 41 
receive not honour from men: but I know you, that ye have 42 
not the love of God in you. I am come in my Father's name, 43 
and yet ye receive me not: if another should come in his own 
name, him ye would receive. Howean ye believe, who 'receive 44 
honour one from another, and seek not the honour that cometh 
from God only? Do not think that 1 shall be your accuser to 45 
the Father: there is one clready that accuseth you, even Moses, 
in whom ye trust: for if ye had believed Moses, ye would have 46 
believed me: for he wrote concerning me: but if ye believe not 47 
his writings, how shall ye believe my words ? 


CHAP. Vi.—After these things Jesus went away beyond the 1 
lake of Galilee, which is called the lake of Tiberias: and a great 2 
multitude followed him, because they saw the miracles which he 
did on those who were sick. And Jesus went up 'a mountain, 3 
and sat there with his disciples: now the feast of the Jews 4 
Yealled the passover, was at hand. Then Jesus lifting up Ais 5 
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eyes, and seeing that a great multitude was coming unto him, 
saith unto Philip, “‘ Whence shall we buy bread, that these may 
6 eat?” (Now this be said to try him: for he himself knew what 
7 he was about todo.) Philip answered him, “Two hundred 
'pence would not buy bread enough for them, that every one 
8 of them might take but a tittle.” One of his disciples, Andrew, 
g the brother of Simon Peter, saith unto him, “ Thereis a youth here, 
who hath five barley loaves, and two small fishes: but what are 
10 they among so many?” And Jesus said, “ Make the men 'lie 
down!” now there was much grass in the place. So the men 
11 lay down, in number about five thousand: and Jesus took the 
loaves; and when he had given thanks, he distributed to the 
᾿ disciples, and the disciples to those who had lain down; and 
12 likewise of the fishes as much as they chose. When they were 
filled, he said unto his disciples, ‘* Gather up the fragments that 
13 remain, that nothing may be lost.” They therefore gathered 
them together, and filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the 
five barley loaves, that remained after the people had eaten. 
14 Then those men, when they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, 
said, “ This is of a truth the prophet that was to come into the 
15 world ]” Then Jesus, knowing that they were about to come and 
take him by force, that they might make him a king, withdrew 
again into the mountain alone by himself. 
:6 And when evening was come, his disciples went down to the 
17 lake; and having entered into the vessel, were going to the 
other side of the lake, towards Capernaum: and it was now 
18 dark, and Jesus was not come to them: and the waves arose, 
1g by reason of ἃ great wind that blew. So when they had rowed 
about twenty-five or thirty furlongs, they see Jesus walking on 
the lake, and drawing nigh to the vessel : and they were afraid. 
20 But he saith unto them, “ It is 1; be not afraid!” then they 
gladly received him into the vessel; and straightway the vessel 
was at the land whither they were going. 
a2 The day following when the multitude that stood on the other 
side of the lake saw that there had been no other vessel there

save one,” and that Jesus had not entered with his disciples into 
that vessel, but fat his disciples had gone away alone; (how- 23 
beit other vessels had come from Tiberias, near to the place 
where they ate bread, after the J.ord had given thanks;) when 24 
the multitude therefore saw that neither Jesus nor his disciples 
were there, they themselves went on board of 'the vessels, and 
came to Capernaum, seeking for Jesus: and having found him 25 
on the other side of the lake, they said unto him, “ Rabbi, when 
didst thou come hither ?” Jesus answered them and said, “ Verily, 26 
verily, I say unto you, Ye seek me, not because ye saw the mi- 
racles, but because ye ate of the loaves, and were filled. Work 27 
not ‘for the food that perisheth, but for the food which endureth 
unto everlasting life, which the Son of man will give unto you: 
for him hath the Father "sealed, even God.” Then said they 28 
unto him, “ What shall we do, that we may work the works of 
God?” Jesus answered and said unto them, “‘ This is the work 29 
of God, that ye believe in him whom he hath sent.” They said go 
therefore unto him, “ What 'sigri.showest thou then, that we 
may see it, and believe thee? what dost thou work ? Our fathers 3: 
ate the manna in the desert; as it is written, * He gave them 
bread from heaven to eat,’”? Then Jesus said unto them, “ Verily, 32 
verily, I say unto you, Moses did not give you the bread from 
heaven; but my Father 'giveth you the true bread from heaven : 
for the bread of God is ‘that which cometh down from heaven, 33 
and giveth life unto the world.” Then said they unto him, 34 
“« Master, give us always that bread!” And Jesus said unto 35 
them, “1 am the bread of life: he that cometh to me will never 
hunger; and he that believeth on me will never thirst: but I 36 
told you, that though ye have seen me, yet ye believe not. 'All 37 
that the Father giveth me will come to me; and him that cometh 
to me I will in no wise reject: for I came dows from heaven, to 38 
do not mine own will, but the will of him that sent me: and 39 
this is the wil] of him who hath sent me,—that of all that he 
hath given me I should lose 'none, but should raise "them up 
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40 again at the last day: for this is the willof -bims: that sent.me, 
that every one who 'seeth the Son, and believeth on him,should 
have everlasting life: and him I will raise up at the last day: 

41 Then the Jews murmured at him, because he said, “Iam 

42 the bread that came down from heaven.” And they said, “ Ts 
not this Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose father and mother we 
know ? how then doth he say, ‘ I came down from heaven ?’” 

43 Jesus answered and said unto them, “ Murmur not among 

44 yourselves! Nw one can come to me, unless the Father who. 

45 sent me draw him: and I will raise him up at the last day.. It 
is written in the prophets, ‘ And all shall be taught by God.’ 
Every onev that hath heard, and leamed from the Father, 

46 cometh unto me. Not that any one hath seen the Father, save 

47 he who is from God; he hath seen the Father. Verily, verily, 
1 say unto you, He that believeth on me hath everlasting life. 

48 IT am the bread of life. Your fathers ate the manna in the 

50 desert, and died: the bread which cometh down from heaven, 

51 is that which if any one eat thereof, he shall not.die,- I am the 

- νης bread that came down from heaven: whoso eats of this 
bread, will live for ever: and the bread that I will give is my 
flesh, which £ give for the life of the world. 

52 The Jews therefore argued among themselves, saying, “ How 

58 can this maz give us 4s flesh to eat?” Then Jesus said unto them, 
“ Verily, verily, I say unto you, Unless ye eat the flesh of the 

54 Son ofman,and drink his blood, ye have notlifein you. Whoso 
eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, hath eternal life; and 

55 him I will raise up at the last day: for my flesh is food Yin- 

56 deed, and my blood is drink Yindeed. He that eateth my flesh, 

57 and drinketh my blood, abideth in me, and I in him. As the 
"living Father hath sent me, and I live by the Father: so like- 

68 wise he that eateth me, shall live by me. This is the bread 
that hath come down from heaven: notas your fathers ate ¥ and 

5g died; he that eateth of this bread will live for ever.” These 
things he said in'¢ke synagogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 

Go Many therefore of his disciples, when they had heard Aim, 
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said, “This is ‘a difficult saying; who can understand it?” 
But Jesus knowing in himself that his disciples murmured at it, δὲ 
said unto them, “ "15 this ἃ stumbling-block to you? What θα 
then if ye'shalf see the Son of man ascending up to where he 
was before? It is the spirit that giveth life; the flesh profiteth 63 
nothing: the words that I ‘speak unto you, they are spirit, and 
they are life: but there are seme of you that do not believe.” 64 
(For Jesus knew from the beginning who they were that did not 
believe,:and whie it was that should deliver him up.) Then he 65 
said, “-For-thid reason I said unto you, that no one can come 
ullto-me,' uiless it be given unto him by ‘my Father.” 

- From that time many of his disciples went back, and "remained 66 
with him nolonger. Jesus therefore said unto the twelve, “ Will 67 
ye also go away?” Simon Peter answered him, “' Master, 68 
to whom should we go? "'thou hast the words of everlasting 
life: and we believe and know that thou art Vthe holy one of 69 
God.” Jesus answered them, “ Have I not chosen you twelve? 70 
yet one of youis a'betrayer.” Now he spakeconcerning Judas 71 
Iscariot the τον οὗ Simon: for he it was that was to deliver him 
up, though he was one of the twelve. 

CHAP. VII.-—After these things Jesus ‘remained in Galilee: 1 
for he would not remain in Judea, because the Jews sought to 


-Now the Jewish feast of tabernacles was at hand: his brethren 2 
therefore said unto Jesus, “ Depart hence, and go into Judea, 
that‘thy disciples also may see the works that thou doest: for no 4 
one doeth things in secret, if himself seeketh to be known pub- 
licly:.:. ‘If thou do these things, show thyself to the world.” 
(Kor: ‘neither did his brethren "believe in him.) Then Jesus ὅ. 
saith unto them, “ My time is not yet come: but your time is 
always ready. The world cannot hate you; but me it hateth, 7 
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8 because I testify concemming it, that its. works, seach 5. Go-ye 
up unto this feast: I go not'up ¥ to this feast, for-ing-time as 
9 not yet fully come:” and having said these words unto -thées; 
10 he remained οὐδ in Galilee. But when his brethren had gone 
up, then he also went up to the feaat, not openly, bat as-## 
11 were in secret. Then the Jews sought him at the feast, and said, 
52 ‘Where is he?” And there was much murmuring among the 
multitudes concerning him: for some said, “ He is ἃ good 
man ;” others said, “ Nay; but he misleadeth the multitade.” 
13 Howbeit no one spake openly conceming him for oe sai the 
Jews. 
14 But when it was about the midst of the feast, ΟΝ went op 
15 into the temple, and taught. And the Jews marvelled, saying; 
16 “* How hath this man learning, having never been taught?” Then 
Jesus answered them, and said, “ My' doctrine is not mine, but 
19 His that sent me. If any one desire to do his will, he shall 
know concerning 'the doctrine, whether it be from God; or whe- 
18 ther I speak from myself..: He thatspeaketh fom himéelf κεῖ. 
eth his own glory: but he that'seeketh ite’ αἴθε of bin «whe 
19 sent him, he is true, and unrighteousness isnot ih him. - Did 
not Moses give you the law, and yet none of you keep the law? 
20 Why do ye seek tokill me?’ The multitude answered and said, 
21 “ Thou hast a demon: who seeketh to kill thee?” Jesus an- 
swered and said unto them, “I have done one 'work, and ye 
22 all marvel af ἐξ. Moses gave you circumcision; (not that it is 
from Moses, but from the 'fathers;) and ye circumcise on the 
2g sabbath: If then a man receive circumcision on the sabbath, in 
order that the law of Moses may not be broken, are ye angry 
with me, because I have made a man altogether whole on the 
44 sabbath? Judge nat according to appearance, but judge a just 
judgment.” 
as Then some of the dwellers iu Jerusalem, said, “ Is not this 
26 he, whom they are seeking to kill? but, lo, he speaketh boldly, 
and they say nothing to him: do the rulers indeed ‘know that 
a7 this is the Christ? Yet we know whence this sian is: but when 
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the Christ cometh, no one will know whence he is,” Then Jesus, 28 
ashe was teaching in the temple, cried out saying, “' Ye say ye 
both know me, and whence Lam: yct I am not come of myself, 
but he that sent me is true, whom ye know not: but [ know 29 
him: for I am from him, and he hath sent me.” Then they 30 
sought toapprehend him; yet no one laid hands on him, because 
his hour was not yet come. But many of the multitude be- 31 
heved in him, and said, ““ When the Christ cometh, will he do 
more miracles than those which this moan hath done ?” 

The Pharisees heard that the multitude murmured such things 2 
concerning him; and the Pharisees and the chief priests sent 
officers to apprehend him: Jesus therefore said, “ Yet a little 33 
while longer shall I be with you, and éden J go away to him who 
sentme. Ye will seek me, and will not find me: and where I 33 
Υ shall be ye cannot come.” 

Then the Jows said among themselves, “ Whither wil] this 35 
mau go, that we shall not find him? will he go to ‘the dispersed 
among the Greeks, and teach the Greeks? What words are 36 
these that he said, ‘ Ye will seek me, and will not find me: and 
where I ‘shall be, ye cannot come ?’” 

Now on the last day, which is the great day of the feust, Jesus 37 
stood up and cried out, saying, “ If any one thirst, let him come 
unto me, and drink. He that believeth in me, as the scripture 98 
hath said, from within him shall flow rivers of ‘living water.” 
(Now he spake this concerning the Spirit, which they that believe 39 
in him would receive: for the Holy Spirit had not yet been 
Vgiven ; because Jesus was not yet glorified.) Many of the qo 
people therefore, when they heard these words, said, ‘* Of a truth 
this is the prophet.” Others said, “ This is the Christ.” But 41 
some said, “Shall the Christ come out of Galilee? Hath not 42 
the scripture said, ‘That the Christ comcth of the seed of 
David, and from the town of Bethlehem, whence David was?’” 
so there was a division among the multitude because ofhim: 43 
and some of them ‘would have apprehended him; but no one 44 
laid hands on him. 
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45 The officers therefore came back to the chief priests and Pha- 
risees; and these said unto them, “ Why have ye not brought 
46 him?” The officers answered, “ Never man spoke ‘as this man.” 
47 Then the Pharisees answered them, “ Are ye also deceived ? 
48 hath any one of the rulers or of the Pharisees believed in him? 
49 But this ‘multitude who understand not the law are accursed.” 
50 Nicodemus (he that came to Jesus by night), being one of them, 
51 saith unto them, “ Doth our law judge 'any man before it hear 
52 him, and know what he doth?” They answered and said unto 
him, “ ‘Art thou also of Galilee? Search and see’ "that out 
of Galilee “ariseth no prophet.” 


1 CHAP. VITE.—{*Then every one went to his own house ; 
2 but Jesus went to the mount of Olives: and early in the morn- 
ing Jesus came aguin into the temple, and all the people came 
3 to him; and he sat down, and taught them. And the scribes 
and Pharisees bring unto him a woman taken in adultery; and 
4 when they had sect her in the midst, they say unto him, “ Teacher, 
5 this woman was taken in adultery, in the very act. Now Moses 
in the law commanded us, that such should be stoned: but 
6 what suyest thou?” Now they said this trying him, that they 
might have whereof to accuse him. But Jesus stooped down, 
= and wrote with Ais finger on the ground: But when they con- 
tinned asking him, he raised himself up, and said unto them, 
“ Let him that is without sin among you, first cast a stone at 
8 her!’ and stooping down again, he wrote upon the ground. 
y But they, having heard this, being convicted by éheir own con- 
science, went out one by one, beginning at the elder, to the 
last: and Jesus was left alone, and the woman standing in the 
10 midst. Then Jesus raising himself up, and sveing no one but 
the woman, said unto her, “ Woman, where are those 'thine 
11 accusers? hath no one passed yentence on thee?’’ She said, 
“ No one, Sir.” And Jesus said unto her, “ Neither do I pass 
sentence on thee: go, and sin no more "] 
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Then Jesus spake again unto‘ them, saying, “ I am the light 
af the world: he that followeth me will not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of life.” The Pharisees therefore said 
unto him, “Thou bearest testimony concerning thyself; tthy 
testimony is not “true.” Jesus answered and said unto them, 
“Though I bear testimony concerning myself, yet my testi- 
mony is 'true: "for 1 know from whence [ came, and whither 
I go; but ye know not whence I come, or whither] go. Ye 
judge according to the flesh ; I judge no one: and yet if I judge, 
my judgment ig 'true: for [ am not alone, but 1 and the Father 
that sent me. Even in your law it is written, thut ‘ the testi- 
mony of two men is'true.’ I am one that bear testimony con- 
cerning myself, and the Father that sent me beareth testimony 
concerning me also.” Then said they unto him, “ Wherv is 
thy Father?’ Jesus answered, “ Ye neither know me, nor my 
Father: if ye had known me, ye would have known my Father 
also.” These words he spake in the treasury, as he was teach- 
ing in the temple: and yet no one Jaid hands on him; for his 
hour was not yet come. 

Then said Jesus again unto them, “1 go away, und ye will 
seek Yme, and will die in your sin: whither [ go, ye cannot 
come.” Then said the Jews, “6 Will he kill himself? because 
he saith, “ Whither 1 go, ye cannot come,’” And he said unto 
them, “ Ye are 'from below; I am from above: ye are of this 
world; I am not of this world: Therefore did I say unto you, 
that ye will dié in your sins: for if ye believe not that I am Ae, 
ye will die in your sins.” Then said they unto him, “ Who art 
thou ?” And Jesus saith unto them, “ The sume that I told you 
even at the beginning. 1 have many things to say and to ‘judge 
concerning you: but he that sent me is true; and I speak to the 
world those things which I have heard from him.” They did not 
understand 'that he spake to them concerning the Father. Jesus 
therefore said to them, “ When ye have lifted up the Son of 
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mun, then ye will know ‘that I am Ae, and that T do nothing of 
myself, but éhat I speak these things as my Father hath taught 
29 me: and he that sent me is with me: “the Father hath not left 
80 me alone; for I do always those things which please him.” As 
31 he spake these words, many believed on him, Then said Jesus 
to those Jews who believed on him, “ Ifye contione in my word, 
32 ‘yeare truly my disciples; and ye will know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you free.” 
838 ' They answered him, “ We are Abraham’s offspring, and were 
never in bondage to any one: how sayest thou, ‘ Ye shall be 
34 made free ?’” Jesus answered them, "' Verily, verily, I say unto 
35 you, Whosoevercommitteth sin is ¥the slaveofsin: now the slave 
abideth not in the house forever: bué the Son abideth there for 
36 ever: if therefore the Son make you free, ye will be free indeed. 
37 I know that ye are the offspring of Abraham; yet ye seek to 
38 kill me, because my word hath no place in you. I speak that 
which 1 have seen with my Father: and ye do that which ye 
39 have *seen with your father.” They answered and said unto 
him, “ Abraham is our father.” Jesus saith unto them, “ If 
ye were Abraham’s children, ye would do the works of Abra- 
40 ham: but now ye seek to kill me, a man that hath told you the 
truth, which [ have heard from God: Abraham did not do 
41 thus: ye do the works of your father.” Then said they to him, 
“ We are not ‘born of fornication; we have one Father, even 
42 God.” Jesus aaid unto them, ‘* If God were your Father, ye 
would love me: for I came forth from God, and am come to you; 
43 and E came not of myself, but he sent me. Why do ye not un- 
derstand my discourse? ‘even because ye cannot "hearken 
44 to my word. Ye are of yous father the devil, and the desires 
of your father ye are resolved to do. fle was a ' murderer from 
the beginning, and abode not in the truth, because there is no 
trath in him. When "he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his 
45 own: for heis a liar, and the father"! of lying: and because [ 
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speak the truth, ye believe me not. Which of you convicteth 46 
me of'sin? If I speak the truth, why do ye not believe me? 
He that is of God hearkeneth to the words of God: ye hearken 47 
not to them, on this account because ye are not of God.” 

The Jews answered and said unto him, “ Do we not say 48 
truly that thou art a Samaritan, and hast ademon?” Jesus 49 
answered, “I have not a demon; but I honour my Father, and 
ye dishonour me. However, I seek not my own glory: there is 50 
one that seeketh ἐξ, and judgeth. Verily, verily, T say unto 51 
you, [f a man keep my words, he will never see death.” Then 52 
said the Jews unto him, ‘* Now we know that thou hast a demon. 
Abraham is dead, and the prophets also; and thou sayest, ‘ If 
aman keep my saying, he will ‘never taste of death.’ Artthou 53 
greater than our father Abraham, who 1s dead ? and the prophets 
also are dead: whom 'makest thou thyself?’ Jesus auswered, 54 
“ If I' glorify myself, my glorification is nothing: it is my Father 
who glorifieth me; of whom ye say, that he is Yyour God; yet 55 
ye know him not; but I know him: and if I should say, I 
know him not, I should speak falsely like you: but I know 
him, and keep his words, Your father Abraham "longed to see 56 
my day: and he sew ἐξ, and was glad.” Then said the Jews 57 
unto him, “ Thou art not yet fifty years old, and hast thou seen 
Abraham ?” Jesus said unto them, “ Verily, verily, I say unto 58 
you, Before Abraham! was,"ITam.” Then they took up stones 59 
to cast at him: but Jesus ‘concealed himself, and went ont of 
the temple. ¥ 


CHAP. IX.—And as Jesus passed on, he saw ἃ man who had 1 
been blind from Ais birth: and his disciples asked him, saying, 5 
** Rabbi, who sinned, this man, or his parents, that he was born 
blind ?” Jesus answered,“ ' Neither this man, norhis parentssinned: 3 
but it was that the works of God may be made manifest in him. 

I must work the works of him who sent me, whileit is day: the 4 
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night cometh, when no one can work, While I] am in the 
6 world, I am the lightofthe world.” When he had thus spoken, 
he spat upon the ground, and made clay of the spitile, and he 
7 anointed the eyes of the blind man with the clay, and said unto 
him, “ Go, wash in the pool of Siloam,” (which, being inter- 
preted, significth Sent.) He went his way therefore, and washed, 
and came back seeing. 
8 Then the neighbours, and they who had seen him before, ' (for 
he had been a ‘begzar,) said, “Is not this he that sat and 
g begged?” Some said, “‘ This is he:” others said, ** He is like 
10 him :” but he said, “I am 4e,” They said therefore unto him, 
it “ How were thine eyes opened?” He answered and said, “‘ A 
man, who is called Jesus, made clay, and anointed mine eyes, 
and said unto me, ‘ Go to the pool of Siloam, and wash!’ and 
12 I went and washed, and I received sight.” Then said they unto 
him, “* Where is that aan?” 118 said, * I know not.” 
1g Then they bring him that had before been blind to the Phari- 
14 sees. Now it was on the sabbath that Jesus had made the clay, 
15 and opened his eyes. Then the Pharisees asked him again how 
he had received his sight. And he said unto them, “ He put 
16 clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, and see.” Wherefore some 
of the Pharisees said, “ This man is not from God, for he doth 
not keep the sabbath.” Others said, “‘ How can one that is a 
sinner do such miracles?” And there was a division among 
17 them. They say again to the blind man, “ What dost thou 
say of him, seeing that he hath opened thine eyes?” He an- 
18 swered, “ He is a prophet.” But the Jews did not believe con- 
cerning him, that he had been blind, and received his sight, 
until they had called the parents of him who had received his 
19 sight, and asked them, saying, “ Is this your son, of whom ye 
say that he was born blind? how then doth he now see?” 
20 His parents answered them, and said, ““ We know that this is 
21 our son, aud that he wasbon blind: but by what means he now 
seeth, we know not; or who hath opened bis eyes, we know 
22 not: he is of age; ask him: he will speak for himself.” Now 
his parents spake thus, because they feared the Jews: for the 
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Jews had already agreed, that if any one should acknowledge 
that Jesus was the ‘Christ, he should be put out of the synagogue. 
On that account his parents said, “ He is of age; ask him.” 23 
Then a second time they called the man that had been blind, 24 
and said unto him, “ Give glory to God! we know that this 
man is a sinner.” Then he answered and said, “ Whether he 25 
be a sinner, I know not: one thing I know, 'that, whereas I was 
blind, I now see.” Then said they to him again, “‘ What did he 26 
do to thee? how did he open thine eyes?” Ife answered them, 27 
“1 have told you already, and 'ye did not hearken: wherefore 
would ye hear it again? would ye also become his disciples?” 
They reviled him, and said, “ Thou art his disciple; but 28 
we are disciples of Moses. We know that God spake unto 29 
Moses: but we know not whence this maa 15. The man an- 30 
swered and said unto them, “ In this now is something marvel- 
lous; that ye do not know whence he is, and yet he hath opened 
mine eyes! Now we know that God heareth not sinners: but 31 
if any one be a worshipper of God, and doth his will, him he . 
heareth. Since the world began it was never heard that any one 92 
opened the eyes of one that was born blind: If this mun were 
not from God, he could do nothing.” They answered and said 34 
unto him, ‘“‘ Thou wast altogether ‘born in sins, and dost thou 
teach us?” And they cast him "out. 

Jesus heard that they had cast him out; and having met him, 35 
said unto him, “ Dost thou believe in the Son of τ σα " 
He answered and said, “‘ And who is he, Sir, that I may he- 26 
lieve in him?” And Jesus said unto him, “ Thou hast both 37 
seen him, and it is he’ that talketh with thee.” And he said, 38 
« ' Master, I believe,” and did him obeisance. Then Jesus said, 39 
“ For judgment I have come into this world, that they who see 
not may see; and that they whosee may be made blind.” And 40 
some of the Pharisees that were with him heard these words, and 
said unto him, “ Are we also blind?” Jesus said unto them, αἱ 
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“ If ye were blind, ye would not have sin; but now ye say, 
‘ We see ;’* and your sin therefore remaineth.” 
1 CHAP. X.—* Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that en- 
tereth not into the sheepfold by the door, but climbeth up some 
2 other way, the same is a thief and a robber: But the shepherd 
4 of the sheep is he that entereth in by the door. To him the 
porter openeth; and the sheep hearken to his voice: and he 
4 calleth his own sheep by name, and leadeth them out: and 
when he bringeth forth his own sheep, he goeth before them, 
5 and the sheep follow him: for they know his voice: and a 
stranger they will not follow, but will flee from him: for they 
6 know not the voice of strangers.” This parable spake Jesus 
unto them: but they understood not what it was that he spake 
unto them, : 
7 Jesus therefure suid unto them again, * Verily, verily, I say 
8 unto you, I am the door of the sheep fold, All 'that have come 
‘before me are thieves and robbers: but the sheep did not 
g hearken to them, 1 am the door: if any one enter in through 
me, he shall be kept safe, and shall go m and out, and find 
10 pasture. The thief cometh only to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy: I am come that they may have life, and that they may 
11 have i mote abundantly. I am the good shepherd: the good 
12 shepherd layeth down his life for the sheep: but the hireling, 
who is not the shepherd, and whose own the sheep are not, 
seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth: and 
13 the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the sheep. YThe hireling 
fleeth, because he is a-hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 
34 1 am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known 
15 by mine, even as the Father knoweth me, and as I know the 
i6 Father: and I lay down my life for the sheep. I have also 
other sheep which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, 
and they will hearken to my voice; and there will be one flock, 
17 and one shepherd. On that account my Father loveth me, be- 
t8 cause I lay down my life, that I may ‘take it agam. No one 
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taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself. J have autho- 
rity to lay it down, and I have authority to ‘take itagain. This 
commission I have received from my Father.” 


Then there was a division again among the Jews because of 19 


these words: and many of them said, “ [Te hath a demon, and 
is mad; why do ye hearken to him?” Others said, “ These are 
not the words of one who hath a demon. Can α demon open 
the eyes of the blind ?” 


Now it was the feast of the dedication at Jerusalem, and it : 


was‘ winter: and Jesus was walking in the temple, in Solomon's 


porch. Then the Jews came round about him, and said unto : 


him, “ Low long wilt thou keep us in doubt? If thou be the 


Christ, tell us plainly.” Jesus answered them, “ I have told : 


you, and ye believed not: the works that | do in my Father’s 
name, they bear testimony concerning me: Yet ye believe uot,

because ye are notofmy sheep. YAsI said untoyou, my sheep 27 


hearkeu to my voice, and I know them, and they follow me: 
and 1 give them everlasting life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any one pluck them out of my hand. My Father, 
who gave éhem to me, is greater than all: and no onc is able to 
‘pluck éhem out of my Father’s hand. I asd 'my Father are 


“one,” 


Then the Jews took up stones again to stone him. Jesus an- ; 


swered them, “* Many good works have 1 shown you from my 
Father; for which of those works do ye stone me?’ The Jews 
answered him, saying, “‘ For a good work we stone thee not; 
but for blasphemy; and because thou, being a man, inakest 
thyself God.” Jesus answered them, ‘* Is it not wrilien in your 
law, ‘1 said, Ye are gods?’ 'If ke said those ure gods, unto 
whom the word of God came, and the scripture cannot be made 
void; do ye say of him, whom the Father luth ‘sanctified, und 
sent into the world, ‘ Thou blasphemest,’ "becuuse I said, “1 
am the Son of God?’ If I do not the works of my Father, be- 
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38 lieve me not. But if I do them, even if ye believe not me, be- 
lieve the works: ‘that ye may know, and believe, that the 
Father ἐς in me, and I in him.” 

39 Again therefore they sought to apprehend him : but he escaped 

40 out of their hand, and went away again beyond Jordan, to the 

41 place where John at first baptized; and he abode there. And 
muny resorted unto him, and said, John indeed did no mira- 
cle: but all things that John spake concerning this man were 

42 true.” And muny believed in him there. 

1 CLAP. XI.—Nowacertain man named Lazarus, of Bethany 
4 (the town of Mary and her sister Martha), was sick. (It was 
the sume Mary 'who anointed the Lord with ointment, and 
wiped his feet with her hair, whose brother Lazarus was sick.) 

3 His sisters therefore sent unto Jesus, saying, ** Master, behold, 
4 he whom thou lovest is sick 17 And when Jesus heard ἐξ, he 
said, “ This sickness ‘is not unto death, but for the glory of 

δ God, that the Son of God may be glorified thereby.” (Now 
6 Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and Lazarus.) When there- 
fore he had heard that J.agurus was sick, he remained still two 

7 days in the same place where he was: and afterwards saith to 
8 the disciples, “ Let us go into Judea again.” The disciples say 
unto him, “ Rabbi, the Jews but now sought to stone thee; and 

9 wilt thou go thither again?” Jesus answered, “ Are there not 
twelve hours in the day 1 If a man walk in the day, he stumbleth 

to not, because he seeth the light of this world: but if a man 
walk in the night, he stumbleth, because there is no light 'to 

t1 him.” These things he spake: and afterwards saith unto them, 
“ Our fricud Lazarus slecpeth; but 1 go, that I may awaken 

rz him.” Then said his disciples, “ Master, if he sleep, he will 
ig recover.” (Now Jesus spake of his death: but they thought he 

14 spoke of taking rest in sleep.) Then Jesus said unto them 

15 plainly, ** Lazarus is dead: and I am glad for your sakes that 
I was not there, in order that ye may believe; but Jet us go unto 

16 him.” Then Thomas,'(who is called Didymus,) said unto his 
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fellow disciples, “ Let us also go, that we may die with him.” 
When therefore Jesus came, he found that Lazarus had already 17 
laid four days in the tomb. Now Bethany was near Jerusalem, 18 
about fifteen furlongs off, and muny of the Jews had come to 10 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them concerning their brother. 
Then Martha, a3 soon as she heard that Jesus was coming, went 20 
and met him; but Mary continued sitting in the house. Then 2: 
said Martha unto Jesus, “ Master, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother bad not died! but I know, that even now, whatsoever 22 
thou wilt ask of God, God will give thee.” Jesus saith unto 23 
her, “ Thy brother shall rise again.” Martha saith unto him, 24 
‘* T know that he will rise again in the resurrection at the last 
day.” Jesus said unto her, “I am the resurrection and the 25 
life; he that believeth in me, though he die, yet will he live: 
and 'whosoever liveth and believeth in me will never die. Be- 26 
lievest thou this 3" She saith unto him, “ Yea, Master: I be- 27 
lieve that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, ‘who was to come 
into the world.” And when she had so said, she went her way, 28 
and called Mary her sister secretly, saying, “‘ The Teacher is 
come, and calleth for thee.” As scon as Mary heard ékat, she 29 
riseth up quickly, and cometh unto him. (Now Jesus had not 30 
yet come into the town, but was at the place where Martha bad 
met him.) The Jews therefore who were with her in the house, 31 
and were comforting her, when they suw that Mary rose up 
quickly and went out, followed her, saying, “ She goeth unto the 
tomb to weep there.” Then when Mary came where Jesus was, 32 
and saw him, she fell at his feet, saying unto him, “‘ Master, if 
thou hadst been here, my brother had not died "Ὁ" When Jesus 33 
therefore saw her weeping, and the Jews efso weeping that had 
come with her, he groaned in spirit, and was troubled, and said, 34 
“4 Where haye ye laid him?” They said unto him, “ Master, 
come and see!” Jesus wept, Then said the Jews, “ Behold 35 
how he loved him!” And some of them said, “ Could not this 37 
man, who opened the eyes of the blind, have caused that even 
this man should not have died?” Jesus therefore again groaning 38 
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in himself, cometh to the tomb. Now it was a cave, and ἃ 
89 stone lay upon it. Jesus said, “Take ye away the stone!’ 
Martha, the sister of him that was dead, saith unto him, “‘ Mas- 
ter, by this time the smell offendeth: for he hath been there 
40 four days.” Jesus saith unto her, “Said I not unto thee, that, 
if thou wouldst believe, thou shouldst see the glory of God ?” 
41 Then they took away the stone.* And Jesus lifted up Ais eyes, 
42 and said, “" Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard me. I 
know indeed that thou hearest me always: but because of the 
multitude who stand by I' said at, that they may believe that 
43 thou hast sent me.” And when he had thus spoken, he cried 
44 Out with a loud voice, “ Lazarus, come forth!’ He that had 
been dead came forth, bound haud and foot with grave clothes : 
and his face was bound about with a napkin. Jesus saith 
45 unto them, “ Loose him, and let him go!” Then many of the 
Jews who came to Mary, and had seen what he did, believed 
46 in him; but some of them went away to the Pharisees, and 
told them what Jesus had done, 
47 The chief priests and the Pharisees therefore gathered together 
'a council, and said, “ What "shall we do? for this man doth 
48 many miracles. If we suffer him to go on thus, all sea will 
believe on him: and the Romans will come, and take away 
49 both our'place and our nation.” But one of them, samed 
Caiaphas, who was high priest that year, said unto them, “ Ye 
50 'know nothing, and do not consider that it is expedient for us 
that one man should die for the people, and not that the whole 
51 nation should perish.” Now he did not speak this of himself’: 
but being high priest that year, he ‘prophesied; for Jesus was 
62 about to die for the nation; and not for that nation only, but 
that he might also gather together in one the children of God 
53 that ‘were scattered abroad. From that day therefore they took 
54 counsel together to put him to death: and on that account 
Jesus no longer 'appeared openly among the Jews; but went 
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thence to the country near the desert, unto a city called Ephraim, 
and continued there with his disciples. 


Now the passover of the Jews was nigh at hand: and many 55 
went up from the country to Jerusalem ¥ before the passover, to 
purify themselves: then they sought for Jesus, and said among 56 
themselves, as they stood in the temple, ‘‘ What think ye? that 
he will not come to the feast?” Now both the chief priests and .57 
the Pharisees had commanded, that, if any one knew where he 
was, he should discover i#, that they might apprehend him. 

CHAP, XII.—Then Jesus, six days before the passover, came |! 
to Bethany, where Lazarus was, who had been dead, and whom 
he had raised from the dead. So they made a supper for him 2 
there: and Martha served: but Lazarus was one of those that 
were at table with him. Then Mary took a pound ofvery costly 3 
' ointment of spikenard, and anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped 
his feet with her hair: and the house was filled with the odour 
of the ointment, Then saith one of his disciples, Judas Iscanot, 4 
(the son of Simon,) who was to deliver him up: “ Why was not 5 
this ointment sold for three hundred ‘pence, and given to the 
poor?” Now this he said, not that he cared for the poor; but 6 
because he wasa thief, and bad the purse, and carried what was 
put therein. Then said Jesus, " Let her alone! against the day 7 
of my ' burial she hath kept this: ¥for the poor ye have always 8 
with you; but me ye have not always.” 

Now a great multitude of the Jews knew thut he was there; 9 
and they came not on account of Jesus only, but also that they 
might see Lazarus, whom he had raised from the dead. But τὸ 
the chief priests determined to put Lazarus also to death; be- 11 
cause by reason of him many of the Jews withdrew from them, 
and believed in Jesus. 

On the next day ἃ great multitude that had come to the feast, 12 
when they heard that Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, took 13 
branches of palm trees, and went forth to meet him, and cried, 
ἐς tHosanna! Blessed be the King of Israel, "that cometh in the 
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14 name of the Lord!” And Jesus having procured a young ass, 

15 Sat thereon; as it is written, “ Fear not, daughter of Sion! be- 
hold thy King cometh, sitting on the colt of an ass.” 

16 Now the disciples understood riot these things at first: but 
when Jesus had been glorified, then they remembered that 
these things were written concerning him, and that they had 

17 done these things uuto him. And the people that had been 
with him had borne testimony that he had called Lazarus out 

18 of his tomb, and raised him from the dead. The multitude also 
went to meet him, because they had heard of his having done 

1g that miracle. The Pharisees therefore said among themselves, 
““'Do ye not perceive how ye prevail nothing? behold, the 
world hath gone away after him !” 

20 Now there were certain Greeks among those who came up to 

21 worship at the feast: these came therefore to Philip, who was 
from Bethsaida, in Galilee, and besought him, saying, “Sir, we 

a2 would see Jesus.” Philip cometh and telleth Andrew: and 

23 aguin Andrew and Philip tell Jesus: and Jesus answered them, 
saying, “The hour is come in which the Son of man should be 

24 glorified. Verily, verily, I say unto you, Unless ἃ grain of 
wheat fall into the ground and die, it remaineth a single grain: 

a5 but if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. He that loveth bis 
life will lose it; and he that regardeth not his life in this world 

26 will preserve it unto life everlasting. If any one would serve 
me, let him follow me; and where [ am there shall my servant 
also be: if any one serve me, him will the Father ' honour. 

27  * Now is my soul troubled; and ‘what shall I say? Father, 
save me from this hour! But for this cause I came unto this 

28 hour. Father, glorify ‘thy name!” Then there came a voice 
from heaven, saying, “ | uord HAVE GLORIFIRD IT, AND WILL 

29 GLORIFY IT aGatx.” The multitude therefore that stood by, 
and heard it, said, “ It thundercth;” others said, “5 An angel 

go spake to him.” Jesus answered and said, “ This voice came 

41 noton my account, buton yours. Now’ is the judgment of τ this 

Ὁ world: now will the prince of this world be cast out: and J, 
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‘when I shall be lifted up from the earth, shall draw all men 
unto me.” (This he said, signifying what death he was fo die.) 33 
The multitude answered him, “‘ We have heard out of the law 34 
that the Christ abideth for ever: and how sayest thou, ‘ The 
Son of man must be lifted up?’ ‘who is this Son of man?” 
Then Jesus said unto them, “ Yet a little while longer will the 95 
light be among you. Walk while ye have the light, lest dark- 
ness overtake you: for he that walketh in darkness knoweth not 
whither he goeth. While ye have the light, 'believe in the light, 36 
that ye may be sons of light” These things spake Jesus, and 
departed withdrawing himself privately from them. 

But though he had done so many miracles before them, yet 37 
they believed not on him: (‘that the words of Isaiah the prophet 38 
might be fulfilled, which he spake, seying, “ Lord, who hath 
believed our report? and to whom hath the arm of "the Lord 
been made manifest?’ Therefore they could not believe, for 39 
Isaiah again snid, ** He hath blinded their eyes, and hardened 40 
their heart; ' that they should not see with their eyes, nor un- 
derstand with their heart, and "be converted, and I should 
"' heal them.” These things said Isaiah, when he saw Vhis glory, 41 
and spake concerning him.) Nevertheless ‘many among the 42 
rulers believed in him; but, on account of the Pharisees they 
did not acknowledge ἢ} 4im, lest they should be put out of the 
synagogue; for they loved the praise of men more than the 43 
praise of God. 

Then Jesus cried out and said, “ Hethat believeth in me, be- 44 
lieveth not in 'me, but in " Him who sent me: and he that seeth 45 
me, seeth Him who sent me. I have come as a light into the 46 
world, that whosoever believeth in me may not remain in. dark- 
ness: and ifany one hear my words, and Yhelieve them not, it is 47 
not I that condemn him: for I came not to condemn the world, 
but to save the world. He that rejecteth me, and receiveth not 48 
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my words, hath that which condemneth him: the 'word that I 
49 have spoken, the same will condetnn him in the last day: because 
I have not spoken from myself; but the Father who sent me, 
he gave me commandment what I should say, and what I should 
50 teach: and I know that his commandment is life everlasting : 
whatsoever therefore I speak, I speak even as the Father hath 
required me.” 

1 CHAP, XITI.—Now before the feast of the passover, Jesus 
knowing that his hour was come when he must depart out of 
this world unto the Father, having loved his own who were in 

2 the world, he loved them to the end. And ‘supper being come, 
(the devil having now put it into the heart of Judas Iscariot, 

3 Simon’s son, to deliver him up,) Jesus, knowing that the Father 
had given all things into his hands, and that' he came from God, 

4 and was going to God, riseth from supper, and layeth aside his 
upper garments; and taking a towel, girded it around him. 

δ Then he poureth water into a bason, and began to wash the feet 
of the disciples, and to wipe them with the towel wherewith he 

6 was girded. So he cometh to Simon Peter: and Peter saith 

7 unto him, “ Master, wouldst thou wash my feet?” Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, “ What I do thou knowest not now, 

8 but thou shalt know 'hereafter.” Peter saith unto him, “ Thou 
shalt never wash my feet.” Jesus answered him, “ If I wash 

g thee not, thou hust no part with me.” Simon Peter saith unto 
him, * Master, not my feet ouly, but also my hands and my 

10 head!” Jesus saith unto him, “ Hethat bath been 'washed need- 
eth Ynot to wash more than Ais feet, Yhe is then clean al? over: 
1: and ye are clean, but not all ef you:” for he knew who was to 
deliver him up; ¥ wherefore, said he, “ Ye are not all clean,” 
12. So after he had washed their feet, and had taken his upper 
garments, and had set himself at the table again, he said unto 
ig them, “‘ Know ye' what I have doneto you? Ye call me Teacher 
14 and Master: and ye say well; forso I am. if I then, 'your 
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Master and Teacher, have washed your feet, ye also ought to 
wash one another’s feet: for I have given you an example, that as 
I have done to you, so ye should do also. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, The ‘servant is not greater than his master; neither is 
the '!messenger greater than he that senthim. If ye know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them, I speak not‘of you all: 1 
know whom I have chosen: but ‘that the scripture may be ful- 
filled, ‘ He that eateth | bread with me, hath lifted up his heel 
against me.’ I tell you éhis now, before it come to pass, that, 
when it.doth come to pass, ye may believe that 'TamAe. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that receiveth whomsoever [ send, re- 
ceiveth me; and he that receiveth me, receiveth him that sent 
me.” 

When Jesus had thus said, he was troubled in spirit, and tes- 
tified, and said, “ Verily, verily, I say unto you, One of you will 
deliver me up.” Then the disciples looked at one another, 
doubting concerning whom he spake. Now one of his disciples, 
whom Jesus loved, was ‘leaning on his bosom. Simon Peter 
therefore beckoneth to him, to ask who it might be of whom he 
spake. He then, 'as he Jeaned on the bosom of Jesus, saith 1nto 
him, “* Master, who is it?” Jesus answered, “ 11 is he to whom 
I shall give this ’sop, when I have dipped #.” And when he had 
dipped the sop, he gave ἐξ to Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. 
And after he had taken the sop Satan entered into him: then 
saith Jesus unto him, “ What thou dost, do quickly.” Now 
no one at the table knew for what intent he spake this unto him: 
for some thought, because Judas bad the purse, thal Jesus had 
said unto him, ““ Buy what we have need of against the feust ; 
or, that he should give something to the poor. He then having 
received the morsel went immediately out. Now it was then 
night. 

When he was gone out, Jesus saith, “ Now is the Son of 
man glorified, and God is glorified in him. ΠῚ God be glorified 
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in him, God will also glorify him in himself, and will straight- 
33 way glorify him. My children, but a little while longer shall 1 be 
with you. Ye will seek me: and as [ said unto the Jews, ‘ Whither 
34 I go, ye cannot come;’ sonow I say to you. A new command- 
ment I give unto you, That ye love one another; that, as I have 
35 loved you, so ye also love one‘another. By this will all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to another.” 
36 Simon Peter said unto him, “ Master, whither goest thou ?” 
Jesus answered him, ‘+ Whither I go, thou canst not follow me 
37 now; but thou wilt follow me hereafter.” Peter said unto 
him, “ Master, why cannot I follow thee now? I will lay down 
98 my life for thy sake.” Jesus answered him, “ Wilt thou lay 
down thy life for ny sake? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, The 
cock will not crow, until thou hast denied-me thrice.” 
» CHAP. SIV.—** Let not your heart be troubled: ‘ye be- 
@ lieve in God, believe also in me. In my Father’s house ure 
many mansions: if ἐξ eere not so, 1 would have told you, 1 
3 go to prepare a place for you: and 'if 1 go Vand prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you untd myself; that 
4 where I am, ¢here ye also may be. And whither I go yeknow, 
5 and the way ye know also.” Thomas saith unto him, “* Mas- 
ter, we know not whither thou goest; how then can we know 
6 the way?” Jesus saith unto him, “‘I am the way, and the 
truth, and the life; no one cometh unto the Father, but through 
7 me, 'Had ye known me, ye would have known my Father also: 
8 ant from henceforth ye know him, and have seen him.” Philip 
suith unto him, ‘‘ Master, show us the Father, aud it will be 
4. enough for us.” Jesus saith unto him, Wave I been so tong 
a time with you, and yet dost thou not know me, Philip? he 
that hath seen me hath secn the Father; and how éen dost thou 
so say, * Show us the Father!’ Believest thou not that I am in the 
Father, and that the Father isin me? the words that 1 speak 
unto you I speak not from myself: and the Father that abideth 
in me, “he doth the works. Believe me that I am in the Father, 
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and that the Father ἐς in me: but if not, believe me on account 
of the works themselves. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me, shall do the same works as I do; and even 
greater than these shall he do; because 1 go unto ¥my Father, 
and will do whatsoever ye shall ask in my name ; that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, F will do i. 

“ If ye love me, keep my commandments: and J will pray the 
Father, and he will give you another ‘Comforter, "that he may 
abide with you for ever; even the Spirit of truth; 'which the 
world cannot receive, because it seeth !lit not, neither knoweth 
it; but ye "know it; for it dwelleth with you, and "shail be in 
you. I will notleave you ‘destitute: I will come to you. But 
a little longer, and the world will see me no more; but ye will 
see me: because I live, ye will live also, In that day ye will 
know that I am in my Father, and yein me, and J.in you. He 
that hath my commandments, and keepeth them, he it 1s that 
loveth me: and he that loveth me will be loved by my Father, 
and I will love him, and will manifest myself to him.” 

Judus (not Iscariot) saith unto him, “ Master, and wherefore 
is it that thou wilt manifest thyself unto us, and not unto the 
world?” Jesus answered and said unto him, “ If any one love 
me, he will keep my words: and my Father will love him, and 
we will come unto him, and make our abode with him. He that 
loveth me not keepeth not my words: and the word which ye 
hear is not 'mine, but the Father’s who sent me. 

“ These things I speak unto you, while I yet remain with 
you: But the Comforter—even the Holy Spint, 'which the Fa- 
ther will send in my name—he will teach you all things, and will 
bring to your remembrance all that I have said unto you. | 

“ Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: not as 
the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart be trou- 


bled, neither Jet it be dismayed. Ye have heard how I said unto : 
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you, ‘ I go away, and will come again unto you.’ If ye loved 
me, ye would rejoice that "I go unto the Father: for *my Fa- 
ag ther is greater than J, And I bave told you ¢his now, before it 
come to pass, that, when it cometh to pass, ye may believe. 
30 After this 1 shall not talk much with yuu; for the ruler of the 
33 world cometh; and *'hath nothing in me; ‘save owly that 
the world inay know that I love the Father; and thaé as the 
Father gave me commandment, even so T do. Arise; let us go 
hence ἢ 
1 CHAP. XV.—*T am the true vine, and my Fatheris the 
husbandman: every branch in me that beareth not fruit he taketh 
2 away: and every branch that beareth fruit, he ‘pruneth, that it 
3 may bear more fruit. Ye are already ‘clean through the word 
4 which I have spoken unto you: abide in me, and I twill abide 
in you: as the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, unless it abide 
6 on the vine; so neither can ye, unless ye abide ia me. I am 
the vine, ye ure the branches: he that abideth in me, and I in 
him, the same beareth much fruit: for ‘without me ye can " do 
6 nothing. If uny one abide not in me, he ‘is cast forth as a 
severed branch, and withereth; and men gather such, and cast 
7 them into the fire, and they are burned. If ye abidein me, and 
my words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it will be 
done unto you. 
8 ‘ Hercin is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit, and 
9. become my disciples. As the Father hath loved me, so have I 
10 loved you: abide ye iu my love. If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye will abide in my love; even as I have kept my Fa- 
εἰ ther’s commandments, and abide in his love. These things I 
speak unto you, that my joy in you may abide, and ¢haé your 
12 joy may be complete. This is my commandment, That ye love 
13 one another, as I have loved you. Greater love hath no one 
+4 than this, that one lay down his life for his friends. Ye are my 
ts friends, if ye do whatsoever ¢iings I command you. Henceforth 
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I call you not servants; for the servant knoweth not what his 
master doth: but I call you friends; for all things that I have 
heard from my Father I have made known unto you. 7 is not 16 
ye that have chosen me, but I ἐἠαὲ have chosen you, and up- 
pointed you, that ye might go and bear fruit, and that your fruit 
might remain: so that whatsoever ye should ask of the Father 

in my name, he might give i¢ you, 

“These things I ‘command you, that ye love one another. 17 
If the world hate you, yc know that it hated 'me before ἐξ hated 18 
you. If ye were of the world, the world would love his own: 19 
but because ye are not of the world, but I have chosen you out 
of the world, therefore the world hateth you. Remember the 20 
word that 1 said unto you, ‘ The servant is not greater than his 
master, If they have persecuted me, they will also persecule 
you ; if they have kept my words, they will keep your’s also: 
but all these things they will do unto you on account of my οἱ 
name, because they know not him that sentme. If I had not 95 
come and spoken unto them, they would not have had sin: but 
now they have no excuse fortheir sin. He that hateth me hateth 23 
my Fatheralso, If I had not done among them the works which 24 
none other ever did, they would not have had sin: but now they 
haveseen them,and yet hated both me and my Father: 'but this 25 
cometh to pass, "that the words might be fulfilled that are written 
in their law, ‘They hated me without ἃ causc.’ But when the 26 
‘Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you from the Father, 
—even the Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he 
will testify concerning me: and ye also will testify, because ye 27 
have been with me from the beginning. 

CHAP. XVI.—“ These things I have spoken unto you, that 1 
ye may not 'fallaway. They will put you out of the synagogues: 2 
yea, the time cometh, when whosoever killeth you will think 
that he 'offereth God service: and these things they will do, * 
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4 because they have not known the Father, nor me: but these 
things I tell you, that when the time shall come, ye may remem- 
ber that I told you of them. These things indeed I did not tell 

5 you at first, because I myself was with you; but now I am de- 
parting unto him who sent me; and none of you asketh me, 

6 “ Whither goest thou ?’ but because I have spoken these things 

7 unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. Nevertheless, (I tell 
you the truth), it is expedient for you that I should goaway: for 
if I do not go away, the ‘Comforter will not come unto you ; 

8 but if I depart, I will send him unto you: and when he is come, 
he will ‘convince the world “of sin, and of ™ righteousness, and 

9 of judgment: of sin, because they do not believe in me: of 
righteousness, because I go to Ymy Father, and ye will see me 

11 no longer; of judgment, because the ruler of this world is 
judged. 

iz © ** T have still many things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear 

tg them now; bowever, when he, even the Spirit of truth, is come, 
he will guide you into the whole truth ; for he will not speak 
from himself, but will speak whatsoever he shall have heard : 

14 aud he will ‘show you the things about to come to pass. He 
will glorify me: and he will receive of mine, and will declare 

15 ἐξ untoyou. All things that the Father hath are mine: therefore 
I said, that he will receive of mine, and will declare ἐξ unto you. 

:6 “A little while, and ye will not see me: and again a littlewhile, 

17 and ye will sce me, ¥ because I go to the Father.” Then some 
of his disciples said among themselves, ‘* What is this that he 
saith to us, ‘A lite while, and ye will not see me: and again, 
a little while, and ye will see me:’ and, ‘ Because I go to the 

18 Fether?”” They said therefore, “ What is this that he saith, 

19 ‘A little while?’ we cannot tell what he saith.” Jesus knew 
that they were desirous to ask him, and said unto them, “ Do 
ye enquire among yourselves concerning what I said, ‘A 

little while, and ye will not see me: and again, a little while, 

40 and ye will see me?’ Verily, verily, I say unto you, That ye will 
weep and lament, but the world will rejoice: and ye will be 
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sorrowful, but your sorrow will be turned into joy. A woman 2: 
when she is in travail hath sorrow, because her hour is come: 
but as soon as she is delivered of the child, she no longer re- 
mem bereth the anguish, for joy thata man is born into the world: 
and thus ye have sorrow now: but I shail see you again, and your 22 
hearts will rejoice, and no one will take your joy from you. And 23 
in that day ye shallask nothing of me. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in my name, he will 
give you. Hitherto ye have asked nothing in my nume: ask, 24 
and ye will receive, sothat your joy may he complete. 

“ These things I have spoken unto you in 'figures; the time 25 
cometh, when 1 shall no more speak unto you in figures, but 
shall show you plainly concerning the Father. Iu thut day ye 26 
shall ask in my name: and I 'say not unto you, that I will beseech 
the Father for you: for the Father himself loveth you, because 27 
ye have loved me, and have believed that I came from God. 1 28 
came forth from ' the Father, and am come into the world: again, 

I am leaving the world, and going to the Father.” 

Then his disciples said unto him, “ Lo, now thou speakest 29 
plainly, and speakest nofigure ; now we know that thou knowest 30 
all things, and needest not that any one should ‘ask thee: by 
this we believe that thou camest forth from God.” Jesus an- 3! 
swered them, ‘“* Do ye now believe? Behold, the hour cometh, 32 
yea, is now come, that ye will be scattered, every one to his own 
home, and will leave me alone: and yet 1 am not alone, because 
the Father is with me. These things I have spoken unto you, 33 
that ye might have peace in me. In the world ye will have tri- 
bulation: but be of good cheer; I have overcome the world.” 


CHAP. XVII.—These words spake Jesus; and he lifted up 1 
his eyes to heaven, and said, ‘‘ Father, the hour is come! Glorify 
thy Son, that thy Son Y also may glorify thee: ‘according as thou 2 
hast given him authority over all flesh, to bestow everlasting life 
on all "whom thou hast given him. And this is life everlasting, 3 
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that they may know thee the only true God, δηά' Jesus Christ, 

4 whom thou bast sent. I have glorified thee on the earth: 1 

5 have finished the work which thou hast given me to do: and 

now, O Father, glorify thou me' with thyself, with the glory 
which 1 had before the world was, with thee. 

6 41 have made known thy name unto the men whom thou 

gavest me out of the world:: thine they were, and thou guvest 

7 them to me; and they have kept thy word. *They now know 

8 that all things, which thou hast given me, are from thee; for I 

have given unto them the words which thou gavest me; and 

they have received ¢hem, and have known of a truth that I came 

forth from thee, and have believed that thou didst send me. 

9 I 'pray for them: I pray not for the world, but for those 

10 whom thou hast given me; because they are thine: and all mine 

are thine, und thine are mine; and I am glorified in them. 

t1 And now I remain no longer in the world, but these remain in 

the world, and [ come to thee. Holy Father, keep them in thy 

name Yin which thou hast given them to me, that they may be 

13 ‘one, as we are one. While I was with them *in the world, I 

kept them in thy name; those that thou gavest me I have kept, 

and none of them is lost, but the son of perdition; 'that the 

13 scripture might be fulfilled, But now I come to thee; and I 

speak these things in the world, that ‘their joy on my account 

ig maybe complete. 1 havegiven them thy words; and the world 

hath hated them, because they are not of the world, even as I 

15 am not of the world. I pray not that thou wouldst take them 

out of the world, but that thou wouldst keep them from ' evil. 

16 They are not of the world, even as I am not of the world: 

17 sanctify them through * thy truth: thy word is truth. As thou 

hast sent me into the world, even so I have sent them into the 
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world: and for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they also may 
be sanctified through the truth, 

‘‘And I pray not for these alone, but for those also who 
shall believe in me through their‘ word; that all may be ‘one; 
that as thou, Father, ar¢ in me, and I in thee, they also may be 
Yone in us; that the world may believe that thou hast sent me, 
and that 1 have given them the glory which thou hast given me; 
that they may be 'one, even as we are one :—I in them, and 
thou in me ;—that they may be perfected in ‘one; Vand that 
the world may know that thou hast sent me, and hast loved them, 
as thou hast loved me. Father, I would also that they whom 
thou hast given me, may be with me where 1 am; that they 
may behold my glory, which thou hast given me; ‘for thou 
lovedst me before the foundation of the world. O mghteous 
Father, the world ‘hath not known thee: but I have known 
thee, and these have known that thou hast sent me: and I have 
made known unto them thy name, and will make ἐξ known: 
that the love wherewith thou hast loved me may be in them, aud 
I in them,” 


CHAP. XVIII1.—When Jesus had spoken these words, he 
went forth with his disciples over the brook Kedron, where was 
a garden, into which he entered with his disciples: and Judas 
also, who delivered him up, knew the place : for Jesus ofitimes 
resorted thither with his disciples. Judas therefore, having re- 
ceived a band of soldiers and officers frum the chief priests and 
Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns, and torches, and weapons. 
Then Jesus, knowing all things thut were to befall him, went 
forth, and said unto them, “ Whom seek ye?” They answered 
him, “ Jesus ‘of Nazareth.” Jesus saith unto them, “I am 
he.” (Now Judas also, who delivered him up, stood with them.) 
Then as soon as be had said unto them, “ I am Ae,” they went 
backward, and fell to the ground : again therefore asked he them, 
*¢ Whom seek ye!” And they said, “ Jesus "οἵ Nazareth.” Jesus 
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answered, “1 have told you that Iam he: if therefore ye seek 
g me, let these go their way:” 'that the words might be ful- 
filled, which he spake, ‘ Of those whom thou gavest me I have 
lost none.” 
10 Then Simon Peter having a sword drew it, and smote the ser- 
vant of the high priest, and cut off his right ear. (Now the ser- 
11 vant’s name was Malchus.) Jesus therefore said unto Peter, 
* Put up the sword into the sheath! the cup which my Father 
hath given me, shall T not drink it ?” 
t2 Then the band, and the captain, and the officers of the Jews, 
13 took Jesus, and bound him;, and Jed bim away to Annas first ; 
for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, who was high priest that 
14 year. Now Caiaphas was he who had given counsel to the Jews, 
that it was cxpedient that one man shonld die for the people. 
15 And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so did another disciple. 
Now that disciple, being known to the high priest, went in with 
16 Jesus into the palace of the high priest: but Peter stood at the 
door without. Then that other disciple, who was known to the 
high priest, came out and spake to her who kept the door, and 
17 brought Peter in. Then the damsel, who kept the door, saith 
unto Peter, ** Art not thou algo one of this man’s disciples ?’”” He 
18 saith, ““1 am not.” And the servants and officers were standing 
there, having made a fire of coals; because it was cold: and 
they were warming themselves: and Peter was standing with 
them, warming himself. 
19 Then the high priest asked Jesus concerning his disciples, and 
ao concerning his ‘teaching. Jesus answered him, “ I spake openly 
to the world; I have always taught in the synagogue, and 
in the temple, whither all the Jews resort; and I have spoken 
a1 nothing in secret: why askest thou me? ask those who heard 
me, what I have said unto them: behold, they know what 
22 Jsaid.” And when he had said these words, one of the officers 
that stood by struck Jesus with the palm of his hand, saying, 
a3 ** Answerest thou the high priest so?” Jesus answered him, “ If I 
have spoken 'evil, bear testimony to the evil: but if well, why 
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dost thou smite me?” (Now Annas had sent him bound unto : 


Caiapbas the high priest.) | 

And Simon Peter was standing and warming himself. Then 
they said unto him, “ Art not thou also one of his disciples ?” 
He denied it, and said,“ Tam not.” One of the servants of the 
high priest, being kinsman to him whose ear Peter cut off, saith, 
‘¢ Did not I see thee in the garden with him?” Then Peter de- 
nied ἐξ again: and straightway the cock crew. 

Then they led Jesus from Caiaphas unto the 'hall of judg- 
ment; and it was early in the morning : but they themselves went 
not into the hall, that they might not be defiled; but might be 
able to eat the passover. Pilate, therefore, went out unto them, 
and said, ““ What accusation do ye bring against this man?” 
They answered and said unto him, “ If he were not a male- 
factor, we should not have delivered him up unto thee.” Then 
said Pilate unto them, “Take ye him, and judge him according 
to your law.” The Jews therefore said unto him, “ It is not 
allowed us to put any one to death:’’ (‘that the words of Jesus 
might be fufilled, which be had spoken, signifying what death 
he was todie.) Then Pilate went back into the ' judgment-hall, 
and called Jesus, and said unto him, ! Art thou the King of 
the Jews?” Jesus answered him, “ Sayest thou this of thyself, 
or did others tell it thee concerning me?” Pilate answered, “ Am 
I a Jew? Thine own nation and the chief priests have delivered 
thee unto me: what hast thou done?” Jesus answered, “* My 
kingdem is not of this world: if my kingdom had been of this 
world, thep my servants would have fought, that I might not be 
delivered to the Jews: but truly my kingdom is not from hence.” 
Pilate therefore said unto him, “‘' Art thou a king then ?” Jesus 
answered, “ Thou sayest rudy "that Tamakiog. To this end I 
was born, and to this end I came into the world,—that I might 
bear testimony: unto the truth. Every one that is of the truth 
hearkeneth to my voice.” Pilate saith unto him, “ What is 
'truth ?” and having said this, he went out again unto the Jews, 
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39 and saith unto them, “I find po fault in him: but ye have a 
custom that I should release one prisoner unto you at the pass- 
over: would ye therefore that I release unto you the King of the 

40 Jews?” Then they all cried out Yagain, saying, “ Not this man, 
but Barabbas,” Now Barabbas was a robber. 


3 CHAP. XIX.—Then Pilate thereupon took Jesus,and scoured 
2 kim: and the soldiers platted a crown of thors, and set ἐξ on 
3 his head, and they put on him a purple robe, and said, “ Hail, 
King of the Jews!’ and they smote him with their hands, 
4 Pilate went out again, and saith unto them, ‘“ Behold, I 
bring him out to you, that ye may know that I find πὸ fault 
5 inhim.” Then Jesus came out, wearing the crown of thorns, 
und the purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, “ Behold 
6 the man!” When therefore the chief priests and their officers 
saw him, they cried out, saying, “Cracify Aim, crucify him!” 
Pilate saith unto them, “ Do ye take him, and crucify Aim: for 
7 I find no fault in him.” The Jews answered him, “ We have 
a law, and dy our law he onght to die, becguse he ' made him- 
self the Son of God.’’ | 
8 When Pilate therefore heard those words, he was the more 
4 afraid; and went again into the judgment-hall, and saith unto 
Jesus, ““ Whence art thou?” But Jesus gave him no answer, 
10 Then Pilate saith unto him, “ Speakest thou not unto me? 
knowest thou not that I have authority to crucify thee, and have 
ts authority to release thee?” Jesus answered, “ Thou couldst 
have no authority a¢ all against me, if it were not given thee 
from above : ' wherefore he who delivered me unto thee hath the 
19 greater sin.” From thenceforth Pilate continued seeking to 
release him: but the Jews cried out, saying, “If thou release 
this man, thou art not Cacsar’s friend : whosoever ‘maketh him- 
self a king speakcth against Cesar.” 
1g When Pilate therefore heard these words, he brougbt Jesus 
out, and sat down in the judgment-seat in a place that is called 
14 the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha: (now it was the 
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preparation day of the passover, Vand about the Ysixth hour:) 
and he saith unto the Jews, “ Behold your King !” But they cried 
out, “‘ Away with 4im, away with Awa! crucify him!’ Pilate 
saith unto them, “ Shall 1 crucify your King?” The chief priests 
answered, “ We have no king but Cesar.” Then he delivered 
him up unto them to be crucified. 

vAnd they took Jesus, and led Aim away: and he went forth, 
carrying his cross, to the place called the place of skulls, which is 
called nr Hebrew, Golgotha; where they crucified him, and two 
other with him, one on each side, and Jesus in the midst. And 
Pilate wrote a title, and put if on the cross. And the writing 
was, “ Jesus or ΝΑΖΑΒΈΤΗ, THE Kinc oF τὴ]ν Jews.” Then 
many of the Jews read this title: for the place where Jesus was 
crucified was near to the city: and it was written in Hebrew, 
Greek, and Latin. The chief priests of the Jews therefore said 
to Pilate, “* Write not,‘ The King of the Jews:’ but that ‘he 
said I am the King of the Jews.’” Pilate answered, “ What ] 
have written, I have written.” 

Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took his gar- 
meats, and divided into four parts, to every soldier a part; and 
also fis coat: now the coat was without seam, woven from the 
lop throughout; so they suid among themselves, “ Let us not 
rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be.’ 'Thut the scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, which saith, “They parted my raiment 
among them, and for my vestare they cast lots.” The soldiers 
therefore did these things. 

Now there stood near the cross of Jesus his mother, and his 
mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magda- 
lene. Jesus therefore seeing his mother, and the disciple whom 
he loved standing by her, saith unto his mother, “ Woman, be- 
hold thy son!” then saith he to the disciple, “ Behold thy mo- 
ther!” and from that hour that disciple took her unto his own 
home. 

After this, Jesus—knowing that all things bad now been ac- 
complished—that the scripture might be fulfilled, saith, “1 
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ag thirst.” Now there was standing there a vessel full of vinegar: 
and some filled a sponge with vinegar, and put ἐξ about a twig 

30 of hyssop, and raised ἐξ to his mouth. When Jesus therefore 
had received the vinegar, he said, “It is finished :” and he bowed 
his head, and ‘yielded up Ais " spirit. 

gt Then the Jews, because it was the day of preparation, (in 
order that the bodies might not remain upon the cross on 
the sabbath,—for that sabbath was a solemn day,) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that they might be 

92 taken away. The soldiers therefore came, and brake the legs of 

33 the first, and also of the other who was crucified with him: but 
when they came to Jesus, and saw that he was dead already, they 

34 did not break his legs: 'but one of the soldiers pierced his side 
with a spear, and forthwith came thereout blood and water. 

35 And he that saw ἐξ hath borne this testimony—and his testimony 
is true; and *he knoweth that he saith what is true ;—that ye also 

46 might believe : for these things were done, ' that il the scripture 

47 might be fulfilled, “* Abone of him shall not be broken:” and 
again another scripture saith, “ They shall look on him whom 
they pierced.” 

88 And after this Joseph of Arimathza, (who was a disciple of 
Jesus, but a concealed one for fear of the Jews,) besonght Pilate 
that he might take away the body of Jesus: and Pilate gave Aim 

40 leave. He came therefore, and took the body of Jesus: and 
Nicodemus, (he who at the first came to Jesus by night,) came 
also, and brought a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about an hun- 

40 dred pound weight, Then they took the body of Jesus, and 
wound it in linen bands with the spices, as the manner of the 

41 Jews is for burial: and in the place where he was crucified there 
was a garden; and in the garden a new sepulchre, wherein no 

42 one had ever yet laid : there therefore they laid Jesus, on account 
of the preparation day of the Jews; because the sepulchre was 
nigh at hand. 


+ CHAP. XX.—And on the first day of the week Mary Mag- 
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dalene goeth early, when it was yet dark, unto the sepulchre ; 
and she seeth that the stone had been taken away from the sepul- 
chre. She therefore runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, and 
to that other disciple, whom Jesus loved, and saith unto them, 
“ They have taken away the ' Master out of the sepulcbre, and 
we know not where they have laid him.” Peter therefore went 
forth, and that other disciple, and came to the sepulchre: and 
they ran both together: but the other disciple outran Peter, and 
came first to the sepulchre: and stooping down to louk in, he 
suw the linen bands lying; but he did not go in. Then Simon 
Peter cometh following him ; and he went into the sepulchre, and 
seeth the linen bands lying, and the napkin that had been about 
his head, not lying with the linen clothes, but folded up apart 
in a place by itself. Then that other disciple, who came first to 
the sepuichre, went in also, and he saw, and ‘believed; (for os 
yet they understood not the scripture, that Jesus must rise again 
from the dead :) ' the disciples therefore went away again to their 
"own abodes. 

But Mary stood without, at the sepulchre, weeping: and as 
she wept, she stooped down, to look into the sepulchre, and seeth 
two angels in white germenés sitting, the one at the head, and 
the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus had laid ; and they 
say unto her, “ Woman, why weepest thou?” She saith unto 
them, “ Because they have taken away my ' Master, and 1 know 
not where they have laid him.” ‘When she had thus said, she 
turned herself back, and saw Jesus standing, but knew not that 
it was Jesus. Jesus saith unto her, “ Woman, why weepest 
thou? whom seekest thou?” She, supposing it was the keeper 
of the garden, saith unto him, '“ Sir, if thou have carried him 
hence, tell me where thou hast laid him, and I will take him 
away.” Jesus saith unto her, * Mary!” She turned herself, and 
saith unto him, “ ἡ Rabboni !” ¥(which significth ' Teacher.) Jesus 
saith unto her, “ Touch me not! for'I do not yet ascend to my 
Father: but go to my brethren, and say unto them, ‘I "ascend 
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unto my Father, and your Father; and ¢@ my God, and your 
God.’”” Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that she 
had seen the 'Lord, and thaf he had said these things unto 
her. . 

Then on the evening of the same day, being the first day of 
the week, the doors ofthe room where the disciples were as- 
sembled having been shut for fear of the Jews, Jesus came and 
stood in the midst, and saith unto them, “‘ Peace be unto you !” 
and when he had 50 said, he showed them Ais hands and his 
side; and the disciples were glad when they saw the Lord. 
Then said Jesus to them again, “* Peace be unto you! as my 
Father hath sent me, even so do I send you.” And when he 
had said this, he breathed on them, and saith unto them, “ Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Spirit! whose soever sins ye remit, they are 
remitted unto them; and whose soever sins ye retain, they are 
retained.” 

But Thomas, called Didymus, one of the twelve, was not 
with them when Jesus came: the other disciples therefore said 
unto him, “ We have seen the ' Master.” But he said unto them, 
** Unless I shatl see in his hands the print of the nails, and put 
my finger into the print of the nails, and put my hand into His 
side, I shall not believe.” And ‘eight days after his disciples 


- were again within, and Thomas with them: then came Jesus, 


a 
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the doors being shut, and stood in the midst, and said, “ Peace 
be unto you !” Then saith he to Thomas, “ Reach hither thy 
finger, and ‘behold my hands; and reach hither thy hand, and 
put ἐξ into my side: and be not unbelieving, but believing.” 


«8 ‘Thomas answered and said unto him, “ My Lord, and my God!” 
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31 


Jesus saith unto him, “ Because thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed: blessed are they that have not seen, and yet believe!” 
And Jesus did indeed many other signs in the presence of his 
disciples, which are not written in this book; but these have 
been written, that ye may believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God; and that believing ye may have Vlife through his 
name. 
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CHAP XXI.—After these things Jesus showed himself ayain 
to the disciples at the lake of Tiberias; and he showed himself in 


this manner. There were together Simon Peter, and Thomas 2 


called Nidymus, and Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and the sons 


of Zebedee, and two other of his disciples. Simon Peter saith 3 


unto them, “ I go a fishing.” They say unto him, * We also 
will go with thee.” They went forth, and straightway entered 


into a vessel; and that night they caught ncthing. But when 4 


ihe morning was now come, Jesus stood on the shore: but the 


disciples knew not that it was Jesus. Then Jesus saith unto 5 


them, * My children, have ye any meat?” They answered him, 


“ No.” And he said unto them, “ Cast the net on the nght 6 


side of the vessel, and ye will find.” They cast i¢ therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw it forthe multitude of fishes. 


The disciple whom Jesus loved, saith therefore unto Peter, “ It 7 


is the 1 Master.” Now when Simon Peter heard that it was the 
"Lord, he girt on Ais upper garment unto him, ™ (for be was 


naked,) and cast himself into the sea: and the other disciples 8 


came in the vessel; (for they were not far from land, bul as it 


were two hundred cubits,) dragging the net with the fishes. As 9 


soon then as they were come to land, they saw a fire of coals 
there, and fish laid thereon, and bread, Jesus saith unto them, 
“ Bring some of the fish which ye have now caught.” Simon 
Peter went and drew the net to land full of great fishes, an hun- 
dred and fifty-three: and, altbough there were so many, yet the 
net was not broken. Jesus saith unto them, ‘* Come, eat!” 
And none of the disciples ventured to ask him, * Who art thou ?” 
knowing that it was the ‘Lord. Jesus cometh, and taketh bread, 
and giveth them, and fish likewise. (This is now the third time 
that Jesus showed himself to his disciples, after he had risen from 
the dead.) 

When then they had taken breakfast, Jesus saith to Simon 
Peter, “ Simon, son of Jonah, lovest thou me more than !these ?”” 
He saith unto him, ““ Yea, ‘Lord; thou knowest that I love 
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6 thee.” He saith unto him, “ Feed my lambs!” Jesus saith to 
him again the second time, “ Simon, son of Jonah, lovest thou 
me?” He saith unto him, “ Yea,' Lord; thou knowest that I 

17 love thee.” fle saith unto him, “ Tend my sheep!” Jesus 
saith unto him the thicd time, “ Simon, sen of Jonah, lovest thou 
me?” Peter was grieved because he said unto him the third 
time, “ Lovest thou me?” And he said unto him, “'Lord, 
thou knowest all things; thou knowest that E love thee.” Jesus 

18 saith unlo him, “ Feed my sheep! Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, When thou wast young, thou didst gird thyself, and 
walk whither thou wouldst: but when thou shalt be old, thou 
wilt stretch forth thy hands, and another will gird thee, and 

ig carry thee whither thou wouldst not.” Now he said this, sig- 
nifying by what death Peter should glorify God. And when he 

20 had spoken this, he saith unto him, “ Follow me!” then Peter, 
turning about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus loved following; 
(the same who had leaned on his breast at supper, and said, 

21 “1 Master, who is it that delivereth thee up?”) Peter seeing him, 

92 saith to Jesus, “ Lord, and 'what shall this- man do?” Jesus 
saith unto him, “ If I will that he tremain till I come, what is 

ag ito thee? follow thou me!” This report therefore went forth 
among the brethren, that that disciple was not to die: yet Jesus 
said not unto him, “ Π16 shall cot die;” but, * If I will that he 
remain till I come, what és ἐξ to thee?” 

84 This is the disciple who testifieth concerning these things, and 
wrote these things: and Υ we know that his testimony is true. 

23 And there are also many other things which Jesus did, which, 
if they should be written one by one, I ' suppose that not even 
the world itself could contain the books that would be written.

CHAP. I.—Tuez former 'treatise made I, O Theophilus, con- 1 
cerning ali that Jesus both ! did and taught, until the day in which 2 
he was taken up, after having, ' through the Holy Spirit, given 
commandments unto the apostles whom he had chosen; to whom 3 
also, after he suffered, he showed himself ‘alive by many in- 
fallible proofs, being seen by them during forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom of God. And 4 
having assembled them: together, he commanded them not to 
depart from Jerusalem, but to wait there for ‘that which had 
been promised by the Father, “ which,” said Ae, ‘ye have beard 
from me; for John indeed baptized ' with water; but ye shall 5 
be baptized ‘with the Holy Spirit not many days hence.” 
When therefore they were come together, they asked him, say- 6 
ing, *' Lord, wilt thou, at this time, restore again the kingdom 
to Israel?” And he said unto them, “ It is not ‘for you toknow 7 
the times or the seasons, which the Father hath "put in his own 
disposal: but ye will receive power, ‘when the Eoly Spirit is 8 
come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” And when he had spoken these 9 
things, while they were looking on, he was taken up; and acloud 
received him out of their sight. And while they were looking 10 
stedfastly " towards heaven as be was departing, behold, two men 
stood by them in white apparel ; who also said, “ Ye men of 11 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up towards heaven? this same 
Jesus, who is taken up from you to heaven, will so come agaix 
in like manner as ye have seen him going ‘into heaven.”

spake before by the mouth of David, concerning Judas, who 
17 became guide to those who took Jesus; for he was numbered 
18 among us, and had obtained part of this ministry.” (Now this 
maz |lpurchased a field with the reward of Ais iniquity; "and 
having fallen headlong, he "' burst asunder in the midst, and al] 
19. his bowels gushed out: and it was known to all the dwellers at 
Jerusalem; insomuch that the field is called in their proper 
20 tongue, Aceéldama, that is to say, The field of blood.) “Forit’ 
is written in the book of Psalms, * Let his habitation be deso- 
late, and let no one dwell therein:’ and “his ‘office let another 
21 take.” Wherefore it is fitting that, out of these men who ac- 
companied with us all the time that the Lord Jesus went in and 
22 out among us, beginning from ‘the baptism of John, unto the 
day when he was taken up from us, one should be appointed to 
23 become a witness with us of his resurrection.” Then they 
set apart two, Joseph called Barsabas, who was surnamed Jus- 
24 tus, and Matthias: and when they had prayed, they said, 
‘¢ Thou, Lord, who knowest the hearts of all, show which of 
45 these two thou hast chosen, to take the part of this ministry and

lots; and thelot fell upon Matthias; and he was numbered with 
the eleven apostles. 


CHAP. II.—And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were all with one accord assembled in the same place. 
And suddenly there came from heaven a sound as of a rushing 
mighty wind; and it filled all the house where they were sitting ; 
and there appeared unto them 'cloven tongues as it were of fire,

aod one rested upon each of them: and they were all filled 4 


with the Holy Spirit, and began to speak in other tongues, 
according as the Spirit gave them utterance. 


Now there were sojourning at Jerusalem Jews, devout meu, ! 


out of every nation under heaven: and when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came together: and they were confounded, 
because every one heard them speaking in his own language. 
And they were all struck with amazement, and marvelled, say- 
ing one to another, “ Behold, are not all these who speak Gali- 
leans? and how then doth each of us hear speaking in our own 
tongue, wherein we were bora ?. Parthians, and Medes, and Ela- 
᾿ mites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in YJudea, and 
Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia, 
in Egypt, and in the parts of Libya about Cyrene, and strangers 
from Home, botk Jews and prosclytes, Cretans and Arabians, 
we hear them speaking in our own tongues the wonderful works 
of God 1" And they were all amazed, and perplexed, saying one 
to another, “ὁ What meaneth this?” but others mocking together, 
said, “ These men are full of new wine.”’ 

But Peter, standing up with the eleven, lifted up his voice, 
and said unto them, “Ye men of Judea, and all ye that dwell 
at Jerusalem, be this known unto you, and hearken to my words ! 
For these are not drunken, as ye suppose, sceing it is bué the 
third hour of the day; but this is what was spoken by the pro- 
phet Joel; ‘ And it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, 
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93.‘ which ... left’ Wa.  't*eo thathe went’N. _—s.3«. ¢ divided" 
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I will pour ‘out of my Spirit upon all flesh: and yoursons ‘and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your young men shall see 
18 visions, and your old men shall dream dreams: and.on my 
man-servants and on my handmaideéns I will pour out. in those 
19 days of my Spirit; and they shall prophesy: and I will show 
wonders in heaven above, and signs in the earth beneath ; ‘blood; 
20 and fire, and vapour of smoke: the sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, before the great and notable 
21 day of the Lord cometh: and it shall come to pass, that whoso- 
22 ever shall ‘call on the name of the Lord shall be "saved.’ Ye 
men of Israel, hear these words; Jesus of Nazareth, 'a man 
whom God hath attested among you by mighty works and won- 
ders and signs, which God did "by him in the midst of you, as 
23 ye yourselves also know: him, being delivered ἐσ you.by the de- 
terminate counsel and ‘foreknowledge of God, ye have taken, 
24 and by "wicked hands have crucified and slain; whom God 
hath raised up, having loosed the bands of “death: because it 
35 was not possible that he should be.holden:by it. . For David 
saith conceming him, ' ‘I have "seen ™the”Lord' always before 
me, for he is on my right hand, "that I should not be moved : 
26 Therefore my heart rejoiced, and my tongue was glad; more- 
27 over also my fiesh shall rest in hope: ‘because thou wilt not 
leave "my soul in death, nor suffer thine Holy One to see cor- 
28 ruption. Thou hast made known to me the ways of life; thou 
ag will fill me with joy by thy ‘countenance.’ Brethren, I niay say 
unto you freely concerning the patriarch David, that he both died 
and was buried, and his sepulchre is with us unto this day: 
but being ἃ prophet, and knowing that God had sworn to him 
with an oath, that of the fruit of his loins, Yone should sit on 
31 his throne; he spake, 'foreseeing, concerning the resurrection 
of Christ, that Yhe was not left in death, neither did his flesh

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see corruption. This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof we all 32 
are witnesses. Having therefore been exalted 'to the righthand 93 
of God, and having received from the Father the promise of the 
Holy Spirit, he hath poured forth this, which ye see and hear. 
For David ascended not into the heavens: but he himself 34 
saith, ‘*The. Lorn said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, until I makethy foes-thy.footstool.’ Wherefore let all the 96 
house of Israel know assuredly, that God hath made that same 
Jesus, whom, ye crucified, both Lord and Christ.” 

Now when they heard this, they were stung to the heart, and 37 
said unto Peter and.to the: rest of the apostles, “" Brethren, what 
shall we do?” Then Petes said. unto them, “ Repent, every one 38 
of you, and be beptized in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
Femission. of your sins, and ye: will receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit: for this promise is upto you, and to your children, and 39 
to all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our God shall 
call.” And: with. many other words did he testify and exhort 40 
them, saying, “Save yourselves from this perverse generation.” 

‘Phen. these -who:giadly. received his words were baptized: 41 
and the same day: aboat three thousand souls were added wato 
the church, and contmued: stedfastly in the teaching and fellow- 42 
ship of the apostles, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 
And fear came.upon every ‘one: and many wonders and signs 43 
were done by the apostles. Aud all that believed were together, 44 
and had ali things common: and they sold their possessions 45 
and goods, and parted them among all, as every one had need : 
and stedfasily continuing daily with one accord in the temple, 46 
and breaking. bread from house to house, they ate their food with 
gladness and singleriess of heart, praising God, and having favour 47 
with all the people.: And the Lord added daily to the church 
such as.'wete saved. 

CHAP, III.—Now Peter and John went up togetber into 1 
the temple at the hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. Anda 2 
certain man who had been lame from his mother’s womb was 
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carried thither, whom they laid daily at the gate of the temple 
which is called Beautiful, to ask alms of those who. entered into 
3 the temple; who, seeing Peter and John about to go .into the 
4 temple, asked alms. And Peter, fastening his eyes upon him, 
5 with John, said, “ Look on:us!”” and he gave heed unto-them, 
6 expecting to receive something from them. Then Peter said, 
“« Silver and gold I have not; but what I have, that give I 
thee: In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk |” 
7 And Peter took him by the right hand, and lifted Aimup: and 
8 immediately his feet and ancle bones received strength: and 
leaping up he stood, and walked, and entered with them into-the 
9 temple, walking, and leaping, and. praising God. And all the 
10 people saw him walking and praising God; and knew that it 
was he who was wont to-sit for alms at the Beautiful gate of the 
temple: and they were filled with wonder and amazement at 
what had befallen him. 
11 And while he was detaining Peter and: John, 411 the people 
came running together unto thems, in the porch that is called 
123 Solomon’s, greatly wondering. And when Peter’ saw it, he 
answered unto the people, “ Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye 
at this? or why look ye so earnestly on us, as though by our 
13 own power or godliness we had made this man walk? The God 
of Abrabam, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, 
hath glorified his ‘Son Jesus; whom ye indeed delivered up; 
and denied in the presence of Pilate, when he had determined to 
14 release him. But ye denied ‘the holy and righteous one, and 
15, desired a murderer to be granted unto you ; and killed the ' Prince 
of life, whom God hath raised from the dead; "whereof we are 
16 witnesses. And his name through faith therein hath made this 
man strong, whom ye see and know: yea, 'the faith which is 
through Him, hath given him this perfect soundness in the pre- 
17 sence of you all. And now, brethren, I know that through 
18 ignorance ye did it, as did also your rulers: but God hath thus 
fulfilled those things, which he had before declared through the

mouth of all * his prophets, that the Christ should suffer. Repent 
ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins may be biotted 
out, ‘when the times of refreshment shall come from the presence 
of the Lord; 'and he shall send Jesus Christ. who was " before 
Yappointed for you ; whom heaven must receive until those times 
of ‘restoration of all the things concerning which God hath 
spoken by the mouth of his holy prophets ¥since the world began. 
¥ Moses indeed said “unto our fathers, * A Prophet like me will 


the Lord your God raise up unto you from among your brethren ;, 


to him ye shall hearken in all things whatsoever he shall say 
unto you: and it shall come to pass, thai every ‘one who will 
not hearken unto that Prophet, shall be destroyed from among 
the people.’ Yea, and all the prophets from Samuel and those 
that follow after, as many as have spoken, have in like manner 
told of these days. Ye are the sons of the prophets, and of the 
covenant which God made with our fathers, saying unto Abra- 
ham, ‘And in thy seed will all the families of the earth be 
blessed.’ God, having raised up his 'Son, sent him unte you 
first, to bless "you, in turning away every one of" you from his 
iniquities,” 

CHAP, IV.—And as Petér and John were spenking unto the 
people, the priests, and the captain of the temple, and the Sad- 
ducees, came suddenly upon them, being vexed that they taught 
the people, and preached, ‘through Jesus, the resurrection from 
the dead, And they laid hands on them, and put them in pri- 
son unto the next day: for it was now eventide. Nevertheless 
many of those who had heard the word believed ; and thenum- 
ber of those men was about five thousand. 

And it came to pass op the morrow, that their rulers, and 
elders, and scribes, and Annas the high priest, and Caiaphas, 
and John, and Alexander, and as many as were of the kindred

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7 of the high priest, were gathered together at Jerusalem. And 
having set the apostles in the midat, they asked, * By what au- 
8 thority, or in what name, did ye do this?” Then Peter, filled 
with the Holy Spirit. said unto them, “ Ye rulers of the people, 
9 and elders of Israel, 'if we be this day examined concerning the 
good done to the infirm man, by what means he hath been 

10 “healed: be it known unto you all, and to all the people of 
Israel, that ‘by the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye 
crucified, whom God raised from the dead, even by "that name 

11 doth this man stand here before you whole. This is the stone 
which was rejected by you builders, but which is become the 

ya head of the corner: Yneither is there ‘salvation in any other 
name: for there is uo other name under heaven "given among 
men, wherein we can be "saved. 

13 Now when they savw the boldness of Peter and John, and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned and ‘obscure men, they mar- 
velied ; and they "took notice concerning them, that they had 

14 been with Jesus. But beholding the man who had been healed 

15 standing with them, they could say nothing against it; and hav- 
ing commanded them to go aside out of the ‘council, they con- 

16 ferred among thernselves, saying, “ What shall we do to these 
men? for that indeed 8 notable miracle hath been done by them 
is manifest to all the dwellers in Jerusalem ; and we cannot deny 

17 #. But that it may spread no further among the people, let us 
strictly threaten them, that henceforth they speak to no one 'in 

18 this name.”’ And they called the apostles, and commanded 

1g them not to speak at all nor teach 'in the name of Jesus. But 
Peter and John answered and said unto them, “ Whether it be 
right in the sight of God to hearken unto you rather than unto 

ao God, judge ye! For we cannot but speak the things which we 

21 have seen and heard.” So when they had further threatened 
them, they let them go, fiading no way of punishing them, be-

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cause of the people: for all glorified God on account of that 
which had been done: for the man was above {forty years old 22 
on whom this miracle of healing had been wrought. 

And they, being released, went to their own company, and 93 
reported ail that the chief priests and elders had seid unto them. 
And when they heard it, they lifted up their voice to God with 24 
one accord, and said, ‘‘ Lord, thon art God, who madest 
heaven; and earth, and the sea, und all that in them is: who by 25 
the mouth of thy servant David hast said,‘ Why did the heathen 
Tage, and the people imagine vain things? and the kings of the 26 
earth stand up, and the rulers gather together against the Lord, 
and against his ‘anointed?’ For of a truth, both Herod, and 27 
Pontius Pilate, and the Gentiles, and the people of Israel, were 
gathered together in this city against thy holy 'son Jesus, whom 
thou didst anoint, to do whatsoever thy hand and thy counsel 28 
had determined before to be done. And now, Lord, behold 29 
their threatenings: and grant unto thy servants, that with all 
boldness. they may speak thy word; by stretching forth thine 80 
hand to heal, and by the doing of signs and wonders through 
the name οὗ thy holy 'son Jesus.” And while they prayed, the 31 
place where they were-assembled was shaken ; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and they spake the word of God with 
boldness. 


And the multitude of those who believed were of one beurt 32 
and of one soul: neither did any one call any of the things 
which he possessed his own; but they had all things in common. 
And the apostles with great power gave testimony concerning 33 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus: and 'great grace was upon 
them all. Neither was there any one among them that was in 94 
want: for as many a3 were possessors of lands or houses sold 
them, and brought the prices of the things that were sold, and 35 
laid them down at the feet of the apostles: and distribution wus 
made unto every one according as he had need. And Joses, 36 
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26. ‘ Christ’ A. 27-30. “ servant’ (see iii. 13,26, and above iv. 25, 
the same word applied to David) 43. ‘ there was great favour 
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who was surnamed by the apostles Barnabas, (which is, being 
interpreted, Son of consolation,) a Levite, from the country of 

37 Cyprus, having land, sold ἐξ, and brought the money, and laid 
ἐξ at the feet of the apostles. 


: CHAP. V,—But a certain man named Ananias, with Sap- 

2 phira his wife, sold a possession, and kept back part of the price, 

(his wife also being privy te i¢;) and brought a certéin part 

8 only, and laid ἐξ at the feet of the apostles. But Peter said, 

“ Ananias, why hath Satan put it into thine heart to 'lie to the 

Holy Spirit, and to keep back part of ‘the price of the land? 

4 Whilst it remained was it not thine own? and after it was sold, 

was it not in thine own power? why didst thou conceive this 

thing in thine heart? thou hast not lied unto men, but unto God. 

5 And Ananias, hearing these words, fell down, and expired: and 

6 great fear came on all who heard these things. Then the younger 

brethren arose, and wound him up; and carrying Aim out, they 

7 buried Aim, And it was about the space of three hours after, 

when his wife, not knowing what had been done, came in: and 

8 Peter said unto her, “Tell me whether ye sold the land for 

g so much?” and she said, “ Yea, for so much.” Then Peter 

said unto her, “‘ How is it that ye have agreed together to try 

the Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet of those who have 

buried thy husband are at the door, and they will carry thee 

10 out!” Then she straightway fell down at his feet, and expired : 

and the young men coming in, found her dead; and carrying 

11 ker out, they buried fer by her husband. And great awe came 
upon ail the church, and upon all who heard these things. 

13 And many sigus and wonders were wrought among the peo- 

ple by the hands of the apostles; (now they were all with one 

13 accord in Solomon’s porch: 'and no one of the rest ventured to 

14 join himself te them: but the people maguified them ; ‘and be- 

lievers were still more added to the Lord, multitudes both of 

1g men and women:) insomuch thet they brought forth the sick 
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3. * deceive the’ N. 13. ‘and after this no one dared to meddle 
with thew’ Wa. 11. In Greek, the parenthesis includes only 
ver. 1.4. 
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into the streets, and laid ‘em on beds and couches, that αἱ the 
least the shadow of Peter passing by might fall on some of them. 
There came also a multitude from the cities round about to 
Jerusalem, bringing sick people, and those who were vexed with 
unclean spirits: aud they were every one healed. 

Then the high priest rose up, and all who were with him,—~— 
(being the ‘sect of the Sadducees ;)—and they were filled with 
indignation, and laid their hands on the apostles, and put them 
in the common prison. But an angel of the Lord opened the 
prison doors by night, and brought them forth, and said, “ Go, 
stand and speak in the temple to the people all! these words of 
life!” And having heard é4is, they entered into the temple early 
in the morning, and taught. ‘But the high priest came, and they 
that were with him, and called the council together, and the 
whole senate of the sons of Israel, and sent to the prison to have 
the apostles brought forth: but when the officers came, they found 
them not in the prison; and they returned, and told é4zs, saying, 
“Τῇ prison indeed we found shut with all safety, and the keep- 
ers standing before the doors: but when we had opened, we 
found no one within.” Now when the Aigé priest, and the cap- 
tain of the temple, and the chief priests, heard these things, they 
doubted concerning them what this would come to. Then one 
came and told them,* ‘ Behold, the men whom ye put in 
prison are standing in the temple, and teaching the peuple.” 
Then the’ captain went with the officers, and brought them 
without violence, for they feared the peuple, lest they should-have 
been stoned. And when they had brought them, they set hem 
before the council: and the high priest asked them, saying, 
“ Did we not strictly command you that ye should not teach 'in 
this name? and, behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your 
doctrine, and would fain bring the blood of this man upon us.” 
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Then Peter and the other apostles answered and said, “ δ ουρδὶ 29 


to obey God rather than men. The God of our fathers raised 
up Jesus, 'whom ye slew, hanging Aim on a "cross; him God 
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17, Gr. ‘ heresy’ 20. Gr. * the words of this life’—* these words of 
everlasting life’ Nm.— this doctrine concerning ¢vertasting life’ 
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hath exalted 'to his right hand, zo be a ™Prince and αὶ Saviour, 
g2 to give repentance to Israel, and forgiveness of sing. And we 
are Yhis witnesses concerning these things; and so is also the 
Holy Spirit, which God hath given to those who obey him.” 
33 When they heard ¢his, they were enraged, and consulted how 
34 they might put them to death. Then there stood up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, a teacher of the law, held 
in honour among all the people; and he commanded that the 
35 apostles should be put out fora little while; and said unto them, 
* Ye men of Israel, take heed to yourselves what ye are about 
36 to do concerning these men. For not long ago arose Theudas, 
boasting himsclf to be somebody; to whom a number of men, 
about four hundred, joined themselves: who was slain; and 
97 all that obeyed him were scattered, and came to nought. After 
him arose Judas the Galilean, in the days of the enroliment, and 
drew many people after him: he also perished; and all that 
38 obeyed him were dispersed, And now, in this case, I say unto 
you, Refrain from these men, and let. them alone: (for if this 
80 counsel or this work be of men, it will come to nought; but if 
it be of God, ye will not be able to overthrow * them,) lest haply 
40 ye be found even to be fighting against God.” Then they 
yielded to him: and having called the apostles, and beaten then, 
they commanded them not to speak in the name of Jesus, and 
41 letthem go. And they departed from the presence of the council, 
rejoicing that they were counted worthy to suffer shame for ¥ that 
42 name: and they ceased not daily in the temple, and from house 
to house, to teach and "publish the glad tidings ¢hut Jesus was 
the Christ. 


1 CHAP, VI.—And in those days, when the number of the 
disciples had multiplied, there arose a murmuring of the ' Gre- 
cians against the Hebrews, that their widows were neglected in 

2 the daily “administration of alms. Then the twelve having 
called together the multitude of the disciples, said, ‘ It is 
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not ‘reasonable that we should leave the word οἵ God, and 
"serve tables. Wherefore, brethren, look ye out from amoung 3 
yourselves seven men of good report, full of ἐλ Spirit and 
wisdom, whom we will appoint over this business: but we will 4 
give ourselves continually to prayer, and to the ministry of the 
word.” 

And these words pleased the whole multitude: and they chase ὁ 
Stephen, a man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, and Philip, 
and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, aod Parmenas, and 
Nicolas a proselyte of Antioch ; whom they set before the apos- 
4168 : and they, when they had prayed, put their hands on them. 
And the word of God increased; and the number of the dis- 
ciples multiplied greatly in Jerusalem ; and ἃ great many of the 
priests became obedient to the faith.

Now Stephen, being full 'of “grace and of power, wrought ὃ 
great wonders and signs among the people. Then there arose 9 
certain of the synagogue, which is called the synagogue of the 
Libertines, ‘and Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and of those from 
Cilicia and Asia, disputing with Stephen: but they were not 10 
able to resist the wisdom and the spirit by which he spake. Then 11 
they set on men, who said, “ We have heard him speak 'blas- 
phemous words against Moses, and against God.” And they 12 
stirred up the people, and the elders, and the scribes, and came 
suddenly upon Aim, and seized him, and brought Aim to the 
‘council, and set up false witnesses, who said, “This man ceaseth 33 
not to speak Yagainst the holy place, and the law: for we have 14 
heard him say, that this Jesus of Nazareth will destroy this place, 
and will change the customs which Moses delivcred us.” And 15 
all that were sitting in the council, looking stedfastly on him, 
saw that his face was ag the face of an angel. 

CHAP. VII.—Then the high priest said, “ Are these things 1 
so?” And Stephen said, “ Brethren, and fathers, hearken } The 2 
God of glory appeared unto our father Abraham, while he was 
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ἃ in Mesopotamia, before he dwelt in Haras, and said unto him, 
* Get thee out of thy country, and from thy kindred, and go 
4 into a land which 1 will show thee.’ Then he departed out of 
the lund of the Chaldeans,and dwelt in Haran: and from thence, 
when his father was dead, God removed him into this land, 
5 wherein ye now dwell: but gave him no inheritance in it, not 
even so much as to set his foot on: yet he promised te give it to 
him for 8 possession, and to his seed after him, though us yet he 
6 had no child. And God spake in this manner, That his seed 
should sojourn in a strange land; and that they should he 
7 brought into bondage, and be afflicted four hundred years. * But 
the nation to which they shall be in bondage will 1 ‘judge,’ 
said God: “ and after that they shall come forth, and serve me 
8 in this place’ And God gave Abraham the covenant of cir- 
cumcision: and so he begat Iseac, and circumcised him on the 
eighth day ; and Isaac begat Jacob; and Jacob begat the twelve 
patriarchs. 
9 ‘nd the patriarchs, moved with envy, sold Joseph into 
10 Egypt: but God was with him, and delivered him out of all bis 
afflictions, and gave him favour and wisdom in the sight of 
Pharaoh king of Egypt; who made him governor over Egypt 
11 and all his household. Now there came a dearth over all the 
land of Egypt and of Canaan, and great affliction: und our 
12 fathers found no sustenance; but when Jacob heard that there 
was corm in Esypt, he sent out our fathers the -first time ; 
19 wud, at the second dime, Joseph made himself known to his 
brethren; and Joseph’s kindred became known unto Pharaoh. 
14 Then Joseph sent, und fetched his father Jacob, and all Ais 
ig kindred, being threescore and fifteen souls. So Jacob went down 
16 into Egypt, and he and our fathers died there, and were car- 
ried back to Shechem, and laid in the sepulchre that ¥ Abraham 
bought for a sum of money from the sons of Emmor she father 
of Shechem. 
17 But when the time of the promise which God had sworn to 
Abraham, drew nigh, the people had grown and multiplied in 
19 Egypt, until another king arose, who had not koown Joseph. 
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‘The same dealt subtilly with our kindred, and cruelly treated 
our fathers, 'so that they "cast out their young children that 
they might not live. At which time Moses was born; who was 
exceeding fair, and who wes nourished up in Ais father’s house 
three months; and after he had been ‘cast out, Pharaoh's 


daughter took him up, avd nourished him asher own son. And : 


Moses was instructed in all the wisdom of the Eyyptians, and 
was Mighty in his words and deeds. And when he was forty 
years old, it came into his heart to visit his brethren the sons of 
israel: and seeing one of’ them. suffer wrong, he defended aud 
avenged him that was oppressed, and smote the Egyptian, Now 
he supposed his brethren would have understood that God would 
give them deliverance by his hand: but they understood ἐξ not. 
And the next day he showed himself to fo of them as they 
were quarrelling, and would have reconciled them again, saying, 
“ Ye are brethren; why do ye wrong one to another?” But he 
that was doing his neighbour wrong thrust Afuses away, saying, 
‘ Who made thee a ruler and a judge over us? wilt thou kill 
me, as thou didst the Egyptian yesterday?’ Then Moses fled 
because of'these words; and became a sojoumer in the land of 
Madian, where he begat two sons. 

“ And when forty years were expired, there appeared to him, 
in the desert of mount Sinai, an ange] ‘of the Tord, in a ‘flame 
of fire, in a bush: and when Moses saw it, he wondered at the 
sight ; and, as he drew neur to observe ἐξ, the voice of the Lord 
came Yunto him, saying, ‘ 1 am the God of thy futhers, the God 
of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob.’ 
Then Moses trembled, and durst not look up; and the Lord 
said to him, " Put off thy shoes from thy feet: for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy ground. ΠῚ have surely seen the 
affiiction of my people who are in Egypt, aud I have heard 
their groaning, and am come down ἰο deliver them: and now, 
come, I will send thee into Egypt.’ That Moses whom they 
had cscs) saying, ‘Who made thee a ruler and a judge! τὰ 
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the same did God send forth, by the hand of the angel that ap- 
36 peared to him in the bush, to be a ruler and a‘deliverer. And 
this man brought them out, showing wonders and signs in the 
land of Egypt, and in the Red sea, and in the desert during 
forty years. 
37 This is that Moses, who said unto the sons of Israel, ‘A 
Prophet like me will ¥the Lord ¥God raise up unto you from 
38 amon your brethren; Vto him ye shall hearken.’ And this is 
he that wus in the 'congregation in the desert, with the angel 
that spake to him in the mount Sinai, and with our fathers: 
that received also éke "life-giving oracles, to deliver them unto 
39 us: to whom our fathers would not be obedient, but thrust Aim 
40 from them, and turned back in their hearts to Egypt, saying 
unto Aaron, ‘ Make us gods to go before us: for as for this 
Moses, who brought us out of the land of Egypt, we know not 
41 what hath become of him.’ So they made a calf in those days, 
and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
42 their own hands. Then God turned from them, and gave them 
up to worship the host of heaven; as it is written in the book 
of the prophets, ‘O ye house of Israel, have ye offered to me 
43 slain beasts and sacrifices these forty years in the desert? Nay, 
but ‘ye raised the tabemacle of Moloch, and the star of your 
gud Remphan, images which ye made to worship: therefore will 
I carry you away beyond Babylon,’ 
44  ‘« Qur fathers had the tabernacle of testimony in the desert, 
as God had uppointed, directing Moses to make it according to 
45 the fashion of what he had seen: which tabernacle also our 
fathers received and brought in with Joshua when they pos- 
sessed the fund of the nations which God drove out before the 
46 face of our fathers; until the days of Davitl, who found favour 
before God, and was desirous to have provided a habitation for 
47 the God of Jacob: but ἐξ eas Solomon who built him αὶ house. 
$9 Howbeit the Most High dwelicth not in things made with 
49 hands; as the prophet saith, ‘The heaven ἐξ my throne, and 
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the earth my footstool: what house will ye build for me? saith 
Jehovah; or what is the place of my rest? hath not my hand g0 
made all these things ?’ 

“ Ye stiffoecked and uncircumcised in heart ond ears, ye 5: 
always resist the Holy Spirit: as your fathers did, so do ye. 
Which of the prophets did not your fathers persecute? yea they 52 
siew those who foretold the coming of that righteous one, of whom 
ye have been now the betrayers and murderers: ye who received 53 
the law by the ' ministry of "angels, but kept i¢ not.” 

And as they heard these things, they were enraged, and 54 
gnashed on him with their teeth. But he, being full of the Holy 55 
Spirit, looked up stedfastly 'into heaven, and saw ''the glory of 
God, and Jesus standing on the right Aand of God, and said, 56 
“4 Bebold, I see the heavens opened, and the Son of man stand- 
ing on the right Aand of God.” Then they cried out with a 67 
loud voice, and stopped their ears, and ran upon him with one 
accord: and cast Aim out of the city, and stoned Ava: ond the 58 
witnesses laid down their clothes at the feet of a young man, 
whose name was Saul.. And they stoned Stephen, 'invoking, 59 
and saying, “ Lord Jesus, receive my spirit!” And he kneeled ¢o 
down, and cried out with a loud voice, “ Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge.” And when he had said this, he fell asleep. 

And Saul was consenting unto his death. 1 


CHAP. VITI.—And ‘at that time there was a great persecu- 
tion against the church at Jerusalem; and ull, except the apos- 
tles, were scattered abroad, throughout the regions of Judea and 
Samaria. And sume devout men 'carried Stephen to his burial, 2 
and made great lamentation over him. But as for Saul, he made 3 
havock of the churck, entering into cvery house; and, dragging 
forth men and women, he committed them to prison. Those 4 
therefore that were scattered abroad went every where’ preaching 
the ‘glad tidings of the word. 


53, “ dispusition’ A.— ordinance’P. ‘ ‘messengery’C. 55, ‘ towards’ 
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6 Then Philip went down to ' che city of Samaria, and preached 
6 the Christ unto them: and the people, with one accord, gave 
heed unto the things which were spokenby Philip, when they 
7 heard them, and saw the miracles which he did: for unclean 
Spirits, crying with loud voice, came out of many that were 
possessed by then: and many who were sick of the palsy, and 
8 that were lame, were healed. And there was great joy in 
that city. 
9 But there was a certain man, called Simon, who had been 
before using ‘sorcery in that city, and "seducing the people of 
10 Samaria, giving out that he himself was some great person; to 
whom they ali gave heed, from the least to the greatest, saying, 
“ This man ‘ig the power of God, which is truly ¥ called great.” 
11 And they paid great regard to him, because he had for 8 long 
12 time seduced them with his'sorceries. But when they believed 
Philip, preaching the glad tidings concerning the kingdom of 
God, and the name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, both 
13 men and women. Then Simon himself believed also; and 
having been baptized, continued with Philip, and wondered, 
beholding the signs and great miracles which were done. 
14. Now when the apostles who were at Jerusalem heard that the 
people of Samaria bad received the word of God, they sent unto 
15 them Peter and John; who, when they were come down, 
prayed for them, that they might receive the Holy Spirit: 
16 (which as yet had not fallen upon any of them: but they 
had only been baptized into the name of the Lord Jesus.) 
17 Then che apostles put their hands upoa them, and they received 
18 the Holy Spirit. And when Simon saw that the Holy Spirit 
was given through laying on of the apostles’ hands, he offered 
19 them money, saying, “ Give me also this authority, that on 
whomsoever 1 put my hands, he may receive éhe Holy Spirit.” 
ao But Peter said unto him, “ Thy money perish with ' thee, be- 
cause thon hast thought to purchase the gift of God with money !

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Thou hast neither part nor lot in this matter: for thy heart is 21 
uot right in the sight of God. Repent therefore of this thy 22 
wickedness, and pray ’God, if perhaps the thought of thine heart 
may be forgiven thee: for I perceive that thou art in the gall of 23 
bitterness, and in the bond of iniquity.” Then Simon answered 2 
and said, “ Pray to the Lord for me, that none of these things 
which ye have spoken may come upon me. 

So they, when they had testified and preached the word of the 25 
Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and preached the "gospel in many 
villages of the Samaritans. 

Now an angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, saying, “ Arise, 26 
and go toward the south, unto the way that gocth down from 
Jerusalem unto Gaza ;” (' which is adesert way). And hearose 27 
and went: and, behold, a man of Etbiopia, 'an eunuch of great 
authority under Candace, queen of the Ethiopians, and having 
the charge of all her treasure, who had come to Jerusalem to 
worship, was returning, and sat in his chariot, reading the pro- 28 
phet Isaiah. Then the Spirit said to Philip, “ Go near, and 20 
join thyself to that chariot !” And Philip, running up, heard him 30 
reading the prophet Isaiah, and said, ἐς Understandest thou what 
thou readest?” And the eunuch said, “ How can I, unless some 31 
one guide me?” And he besought Philip to come up and sit 
with him. Now the place of the scripture which he was read- 32 
ing was this, “* He was led os a sheep to the slaughter; and as 
alamb is dumb before his shearer, so opened he not his mouth: 
‘in his humiliation "his judgment was taken away: and his 93 
generation who can describe? for his life is taken from the earth.” 
And the eunuch answered Philip, and said, “I pray thee, of 34 
whom doth the prophet speak this? of himself, or of some one 
else?” Then Philip opened his mouth, and beginning at that 35 
scripture, ‘showed to him the glad tidings concerning Jesus.

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96 And as they were going on their way, they came unto a certain 

water: and the eunuch said, “ See, here is water: what hindereth 

38 my being baptized?”¥ And he commanded that the chariot 

should stand still: and they two went down into the water, both 

39 Philip and the eunuch; and Philp baptized him. And when 

they were come up out of the water, Yéhe Spirit of the Lord 

- caught Philip away; and the eunuch saw himno more; for he 

40 went on his way rejoicing. But Philip 'was found at Azotus: 

and passing through, he preached the "gospel in all the cities, 
until he came to Cesarea. 


1 CHAP IX.—But Saul, still breathing threatenings and 
slaughter against the disciples of the Lord, went to the high 

2 priest, and desired of him letters to the synagogue at Damascus ; 
that, ifhe found any of that 'way, whether they were men or 

3 women, he might bring them bound to Jerusalem. And as he 
journeyed, he came near Damascus: and suddenly there shone 

4 a light from heaven round about him: and he fell to the earth, 
and heard a voice saying unto him, *‘ Saul, Saul, why perse- 

δ cutest thou me?” And he said, “* Who art thou, Lord?” and 
6 τὰς Lord said, “1 am Jesus whom thou persecutest: ‘but 
arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told thee what thou 

7 must do.” And the men who joumeyed with him stood speech- 
8 less, hearing a voice, but seeing noone. And Saul arose from 
the earth; and, though his eyes were opened, he ‘saw "no one : 
but they led him by the hand, and brought Aim into Damascus : 

9 and he was three days without sight, and neither ate nor drank, - 
10 «Now there was a certain disciple at Damascus, named Ana- 
nias ; and the Lord said to him in a vision, “ Ananias!” And 

11 he said, “ὁ Behold, I am here, Lord.” And the Lord said unto 
hima, “ Arise, and go into the street called Struight, and enquire 

at the house of Judas for one named Saul, of Tarsus: for, be- 

12 hold, he prayeth, and hath seen Yin a vision a man named Ana- 
nias, coming in, and putting fis hand on him, that he might 

13 receive his sight.” Then Ananias answered, “ Lord, I have 
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heard by many concerning this man, how much evil he hath 
done to thy saints at Jerusalem: and here he hath authority 
from the chief priests to bind all that ‘call on thy name.” But 
the Lord said unto him, “‘ Go! for he is unto me a chosen 
vessel, to bear my name before ' the Gentiles, and kings, aud the 
children of Israel: and I will show him how great things he 
must suffer for my name’s sake.” 

Then Ananias went his way, and entered intothe house; and 
putting his hands on him, said, “ Brother Saul, the Lord,—* even 
Jesus, who appeared unto thee on the way as thou camest—hath 
sent me, that thou mightst recover thy sight, and be filled with 
the Holy Spirit.” And immediately there fell from his eyes as 
it were scales: and he recovered dis sight, and arose, and was 
baptized; and having received food, he was strengthened. 

Then he continued some days with the disciples at Damas- 
cus: and straightway he preached Jesus in the synagogues, that 
he was the Son of God. But all that heard Aim: were amazed, 
and said, “ Is not this he that destroyed those who called on 
this name in "Jerusalem; and came hither with intent to bring 
them bound unto the chief priests 7” But Saul was strengthened 
the more, and confounded the Jews that dwelt at Damascus, 
‘ proving that ‘ this is the Christ.” | 

And after many days hud passed, the Jews were consulting 
to kill him: but their design was known by Saul. And they 
watched the gates day and night to kill him; so the disciples 
took him by night, and let Aim down by the wall, in a baskel. 
And when Sex! was come to Jerusalem, he attempted to join 
himself to the disciples: but they were all afraid of him, not 
believing that he was a disciple. Then Barnabas, taking him 
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by the hand, brought Aim to the apostles; and related to them 
how on the way he had seen the Lord, who had spoken to him ; 
and how he had preached boldly at Damascus in the name of 
a8 Jesus. Then Saul * continued coming in and going out with the 
29 apustles at Jerusalem ; and spake boidly in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and disputed against 'the YGrecians: but they went 
30 about to put him to death. And when the brethren knew it, 
they brought him down to Cesarea, arid sent him on to Tarsus. 
3: Then the churches thronghout all Judea and Galilee and 
Samaria, had rest; and were built up, walking in the fear of 
the Lord ; and were filled with the comfort of the Holy Spirit. - 


32 <And it came to pass, that as Peter was passing throughout 
43 all parts, he came also to the saints who dwelt at Lydda: and 
found there ἃ cerlain man named JEneas, who had kept his bed 

34 eight ycars, being sick of the palsy. And Peter said unto him, 
«« JEneas, Jesus the Christ maketh thee whole: arise, and make 

35 thy bed!’ And he arose immediately: and ali thit dwelt at 
Lydda and Saron 'saw him, and turned to the Lord, 

36 Now there was at Joppa a certain disciple named ‘Tabitha, 
(which by interpretation signifieth in Greek Dorcas.) This 
woman abounded in good works and almsdeeds which she did: 

47 and it came to pass in those days, that she was sick, and died : 
and when they had washed her, they laid Aer in an upper cham- 

48 ber. And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh to Joppa, the disci- 
ples, having heard that Peter was there, sent unto him two men, 

39 besceching him not to delay to come to them. Then Peter arose 
and went with them. And when he was come, they took him 
into the upper chamber: and all the widows stood by him 
weeping, and showing ‘the gowns and garments which Dorcas 

40 had made, while she was with them. But Peter, putting them 
all forth, kneeled down, and prayed; and turning to the body, 
said, ‘ Tabitha, arise!” And she opened her eyes: and, seeing 

4ι Peter, sat up: and he gave her Ais hand, and raised her up ; 
and when he had called the saints and widows, he presented her 
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to them alive. Now this was known thronghoutall Joppa; and 42 
many believed in the Lord. And it came to pass, that Peter 43 
tatried many days in Joppa, at the house of one Simon, a 
tanner. 


CHAP. X.~-Now a certain man in Cesarea, called Corne- 1 
Hus, a centurion of the band called the [talian band,—a devout 2 
man, and 'one who feared God with all his house, who likewise 
gave much alms to the people, and was constant in prayer to 
God,—this man saw plainly in a vision, about the ninth hour 3 
of the day, an angel of God coming into him, and saying 
unto him, “Cornelius!” And when he had looked carnestly on 4 
the angel, he was afraid, and said, “‘ What is it, ‘Lord?” And 
the angel said unto him, “Thy prayers and thine alms have 
come up for a memorial of thee before God. Now then, send 5 
men to Joppa, and fetch hither Simon, whose surname is Peter : 
he lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, whose house is by the sea- 6 
side:””* And as soon as the angel that had spoken to him 7 
had departed, he called two of his household servants, and a 
devout soldier of those who continnally waited on him; and 8 
when he had told them all ¢hese things, he sent them to Joppa. 

Now on the morrow, as they went on their journey, and drew ἢ 
nigh unto the city, Peter went up upon the house-top to pray, 
about the sixth hour: and he became very hungry, and desired 10 
toeat: but while they were making ready, he fell into a trance, 
and seeth heaven opened, and somewhat descending likea great 1: 
sheet * bound together at zhe four corners, and let down to the 
earth: wherein were all manner of fourfooted beasts of the earth, 12 
Vand wild beasts, and creeping thiugs, and birds of the air. 
And there came a voice to him, “ Arise, Peter, kill, and eat!” 12 
But Peter said, “‘ Not so, Lord! for I have never eaten any 14 
thing common or unclean.” And the voice spake unto him 15 
again the second time, “‘ What God ' hath cleansed, call not thou 
common.” And this was done thrice: and the sheet was taken 16 
up again into heaven. 
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17. Now while Peter was doubting within himself what this vision 
which he had seen might mean, behold, the men who were sent 
from Comelius bad found out Simon’s house, and stood before 

18 the porch; and they called, and asked whether Simon, who was 
surnamed Peter, lodged there. 

ig So while Peter was pondering on the vision, the Spirit said 

ao unto him, “ Behold, ‘three men seek thee! Arise, therefore, 
and get thee down, and go with them, doubting nothing: for I 

a: have sent them.” Then Peter went down to the men,* and 
said, “ Behold, I am ke whom ye seek: what is the cause for 

a2 which ye are come?” And they said, “ Comelius the centurion, 
ἃ just man, and ‘one that feareth God, and "of good report 
among all the nations of the Jews, hath been warned by a holy 
ungel to send for thee to his house, and to hear "! words from 

23 thee.” Then Peter called them in, and lodged them: and on 
the morrow, he rose up and went forth with them, and certain 

24 of the brethren from Joppa went with him: and on the morrow 
after, they entered into Caesarea. 

Now Comelius was looking for them, and had called together 

25 his kinsmen and near friends: and as Peter entered, Cornelius 

26 met him, and fell down at his feet, and did Aim obeisance: but 
Peter took him up, saying, “Stand up; I myself also am a 

27 man.” And Peter went in, talking with him, and findeth many 

28 persons assembled together: and he said unto them, “ Ye know 
that it is unlawful for a Jew to join himself unto, or even come 
near one of another nation; but God hath showed me that I 

29 should call no man common or unclean. Wherefore I came fo 
you without gainsaying, as soon as I was sent for: I ask there- 

40 fore, on what account have ye sent for me?” And Cornelius 
said, “'Pour days ago 1 was fasting until this hour; and at 
the ninth hour T was praying in my house, and, behold, a man 

3t stood before me in bright raiment, and said, ‘ Comelius, thy 
prayer is heard. und thine alms are had in remembrance in the 

32 sight of God. Send therefore to Joppa, and call hither Simon, 
whose surname is Peter; he lodgeth in the house of one Simon 
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a tanner, by the sea side; Ywho, when he cometh, shall speak 
unto thee.” Immediately therefore I sent to thee; and thou 33 
hast well done that thou hast come. Now therefore we are all 
here present before ¥ God, to hear all things which *God hath 
given thee in charge.” 

Then Peter opened Ais mouth, and suid, “ Of a truth I per- 34 
ceive that God is no respecter of persons: but in every nation 35 
he that feareth him, and 'worketh righteousness, is accepted by 
him. ' Ye know the" word which God sent unto the sons of Israel, 36 
declaring the glad tidings of peace through Jesus Christ; "(he 
is Lord of !!all;) even that word which was published throngh- 37 
out all Judea, and began from Galilee, after the baptism which 
John preached; how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the 38 
Holy Spirit and with power: who weut about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed by the devil: because God was 
with him. And we are witnesses ofall the things which he did, 39 
both in the land of the Jews, and in Jerusalem ; whom also they 
slew, hanging him on a'cross, Hirm God raised up the third 40 
day, and showed him openly; not to all the people, but unto 4: 
witnesses whom God had chosen beforehand, even to us, who ate 
and drank with him, after he rose from the dead: ‘and he com- 42 
manded us to declare and testify unto " the people that Vit is he 
who hath been appointed by God ἰο be the Judge of the living 
and the dead. To him all the prophets Lear testimony, that 43 
whosoever believeth in him shall, through his name, recvive re- 
mission of sins.” 

While Peter was yet speaking these words, the Holy Spirit 44 
fell on all those who were hearing 'the word: and ‘those of the 45 
circumcision who had believed, as many as had come with Peter, 
were astonished, that the gift of the Holy Spirit was poured out 
on the Gentiles also: for they heard them speaking ix foreign 46 
tongues, and magnifying God. Then Peter answered, “ Can 47 
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any one forbid water, that these should not be baptized, who 

48 have received the Holy Spirit as well as we?” And he com- 
tuanded them to be baptized in the name of ‘the Lord. Then 
they besought him to tarry there some days. 


1 CHAP. XI.—Now the apostles and brethren who were in 
Judea heard that the Gentiles 8150 had received the word of God. 

4 And when Peter had come up to Jerusalem, those who were 
3 of the circumcision contended with him, saying, “'Thou didst 
4 go into men uncircumcised, and didst eat with them.” But 
Peter began and related the matter unto them in order, saying, 

5 “1 was praying in the city of Joppa: and ἴῃ 8 trance I saw a 
vision, somewhat descending like a great sheet, let down from 

ὃ heaven by four corners ; and it came near to me: upon which 
when I had fasiened mine eyes stedfustly upon ἐξ, I saw four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, and creeping things, 

+ and fowls of the air: and I heard a voice saying unto me, 
8 ‘ Arise, Peter! slay and eat!’ But I said, ‘ Not so, Lord! for 
what is common or unclean hath not at any time entered 

g into my mouth,’ But the voice answer€d me again from hea- 
10 ven, " What God hath cleansed, call not thou common!’ and 
this was done three times: and all was drawn up aguin into 

11 heaven. And, hehold! immediately, three men who bad been 
sent unto me from Ceesarea, stood before the house where I was. 

19 And the Spirit bade me go with them, Ynothing doubting. 
Morcover these six brethren accompanied me, and we entered 

13 into the man’s house: and he told us how he had seen the 
angel in his house, that stood aud said unto him, ‘ Send to 

14 Joppa, and fetch hithcr Simon, whose sumame is Peter; who 
will speak unto thee words, ‘whereby thou and all thy house 

15 shall be suved.’ And as I begnn to speak, the Holy Spirit fell 
16 on them, as on us at the beginning. Then I remembered the 
word of the Lord, how he said, * John indeed baptized ' with 

s+ water; but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Spirit.’ If then 
God gave to them the like gift as unto us, on believing in the 
Lord Jesus Christ; who was I, that I should be able to with- 
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stand God ?”” And when they heard these things, they were satis- 18 
fied, and glorified God, saying, “ *God then bath granted tothe 
Gentiles also repentance unto life.” 


Now they who had been scattered abroad, upon the persecu- 19 
tion that arose about Stephen, travelled as far as Phenicia, and 
Cyprus, and Antioch, preaching the word to none but Jews only. 
But among them were some men of Cyprus and Cyrene, who, 20 
when they had come to Antioch, spake unto the ¥ Greeks preach- 
ing the gospel of the Lord Jesus: and the hand of the Lord 21 
was with them ; and a great number believed, and turned unto 
the Lord. 

Then the tidings of these things came to the knowledge of the 22 
church which was in Jerusalem: and they sent forth Barnahas, 
to go as far as Antioch: who, when hecame, and saw the ‘grace 23 
of God, was glad, and exhorted them all to cleave unto the 
Lord with purpose of heart: for he was a good man, and ful] 24 
of the Holy Spirit and of faith: and a great multitude was added 
unto the Lord. | 

Then Barnabas depatted to Tarsus, to seek Saul; and finding 26 
him there, brought him to Antioch. And it came to pass, that, 
during a whole year, they assembled themselves with the church, 
and taught a great multitude; ‘and that the disciples were first 
called Christians at Antioch. 

Andin those days prophets came from Jerusalem to Antioch: 27 
and one of them, named Agabus, stood up and signified by the 28 
spirit that there was about to be a great dearth throughout all 
the land; which came to pass in the days of Claudius. Then 29 
the disciples, every one according to his ability, determined to 
send relief to the brethren who dwelt in Judea: which also they 30 
did; and sent i to the elders by the hands of Bamabas and 
Saul. 


CHAP. XII,—Now about that time Herod the king stretched 1 
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2 forth Ais hands to afflict certain of the church. And he killed 
3 James, the brother of John, with the sword: and, because he 
saw that it plcased the Jews, he proceeded to take Peter also. 
4 (Then were the days of unleavened bread.) And when he had 
apprehended him, he put #im in prison, and delivered him to 
‘four quaternions of soldiers, to keep him; intending to bring 
§ him out to the pcople, after the passover. Peter therefore was 
guarded in prison: but prayer was made for him unto God 
without ceasing by the church. 
6 And when Herod was about to bring him forth, Peter was 
that night sleeping between two soldiers, bound with two chains : 
7 and keepers before the door guarding the prison, And, behold! 
an angel of the Lord came upon Aun, and a light shone in the 
prison: and the angel smote Peter on the side, and awoke him, 
saying, “ Arise up quickly !’ And his chains fell off A’s hands. 
8 And the angel said unto him, “ Gird thyself, and bind on thy 
sandals!” And he did sv. And he saith unto him, “ Cast thy 
9 garment about thee, and follow me!” And Peter went out, and 
followed bim; and knew not that what was done by the angel 
10 was real; but thought that he 'saw a vision. And when they 
had passed the first and the second ward, they came to the iron 
gate that leadeth into the city ; which opened to them of its own 
accord: and they went out, and passed on through one street ; 
τι and forthwith the angel departed from him. Then Peter, com- 
ing 10 himself, said, “ΝΟΥ I know of 8 certainty, that the Lord 
hath sent his angel, and hath delivered me out of the hand of 
Lerod, and from all the expectation of the people of the Jews.” 
12 And when he had considered ¢he matter, he went to the house 
of Mary the mother of Jobn, whose surname was Mark; where 
many were gathered together, praying. 
19 And when he knocked at the porch door, a damsel, named 
14 Rhoda, went to hearken, And knowing Peter’s voice, she 
opened not the door for gladness, but ran in, and told how 
15 Peter was standing before the porch. And they said to her, 
“Thou art beside thyself.” But she steadily affirmed that it 
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was even so. Then said they, “ 1ὲ is his angel.’’ But Peter 16 
continued knocking: and when they had opened the dour, and 
saw him, they were amazed. But waving to them with Ais hand 17 
to hold their peace, he related to them how the Lord had brought 
him out of the prison. And he said, ‘‘ Go, tell these things to 
James, and the brethren !” Then he departed, and went to ano- 
ther place. 

Now as soon as it was day, there was no smull stir among the 18 
soldiers, ὡς to what had become of Peter, Aud when Herod 19 
had sought for him, and found bim not, he examined the keepers, 
and ordered that they should be put to death, and went down 
from Judea to Ceesarea, and abode there, 

Now he was highly incensed against the peuple of Tyre and 20 
Sidon: but they came with one consent to him, and, (hav- 
ing made Blastus the king's chamberlain their ftiend,) sued 
for peace; because their country was supported by the king’s 
country. And, upon an appointed day, Herod, arrayed in royal 21 
apparel, sat upon his throne, and made an oration unto them: 
and the people shouted out, “‘ Ζὲ is the voice of a god, and not 22 
of aman.” And immediately an angel of the Lord smote him, 23 
because he gave not the glory to God: and he was eaten by 
worms, and expired. 

But the word of God grew and multiplied. And Barnabas 25 
and Saul, having fulfilled ¢heir office, returned ¥ from Jerusalem, 
and took with them John, whose surname was Mark. 


CHAP. XIIT—Now there were, in the church at Antioch, 1 
certain prophets and teachers; «us Barnabas, and Simeon that 
was called Niger, and Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen, (who had 
been brought up with Herod the tetrarch,) and Saul. And as 2 
they were ministering to the Lord, and fasting, the Holy Spirit 
said, ‘‘ Separate unto me Barnabas and Saul, for the work where- 
uuto I have called them.” And when they had fasted and prayed, 3 
and put their hands on them, they sent them away. So these, 4 
having been sent forth by the Holy Spirit, departed to Seleucia ; 
and from thence sailed forCyprus. And when they had reached 5 
Salamis, they preached the word of God in the synagogues of 
the Jews. And they had Jobn also as their attendant. And 6 
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when they had gone through the whole tisland as far as Paphos, 

they found a certain "magian, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 

7 name wes ' Bar-jesus : who was with the ‘deputy of the country, 

Sergius Paulus, a wise mao. This deputy having called for 

8 Barnabas and Saul, desired to hear the word of God. But 

Elymas, that is, the magian (for so is his name Elymes by inter- 

pretation) withstood them, seeking to turn away the deputy 

9 from the faith. Then Saul, (who was called Paul also,) being 

10 filled with the Holy Spirit, looking stedfastly on him, said, “‘ O 

fuil of all guile and of all mischief! thou son of the devil! thou 

enemy of all righteousness! wilt thou not cease to pervert the 

ts right ways of the Lord? And now, behold, the hand of the Lord 

is upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, not seeing ‘the sun for a 

season.” And immediately there fellon him a mist and a dark- 

ness ; and he went about seeking some one to lead him by the 

ἰῷ hand, Then the deputy, seeing what was done, believed, being 
astonished at the doctrine of the Lord. 

1g And Paul and his company loosing from Paphos, came to 

Perga in Pamphylia: but John, departing from them, returned 

14 to Jerusalem. And they, departing from Perga, came to An- 

tioch in Pisidia, and, entering into the synagogue on the sabbath, 

15 sutdown. And after the reading of the law and the prophets, 

the rulers of the synagogue sent unto them, saying, “ Brethren, 

16 if ye haveany word of exhortation forthe people, say on!’ Then 

Paul stood up, and waving 20 them with his hand, to hold their 

peace, said, ‘ Men of Israel, and 'ye that fear God, hearken ! 

17 The God of this peaple chose our fathers, and exalted this peo- 

ple, while they dwelt as strangers in the land of Egypt, and 

18 brought them out of it with a high arm; and for about the 

19 space of forty years * nourished them in the desert. And having 

destroyed seven nations in the land of Canaan, he divided their 

20 land to our fathers for an inheritance.¥ And ‘after that he ap- 

pointed univ them judges for about four hundred and fifty years, | 
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until Samuel the prophet. And afterwards they desired aking: 21 
and God gave unto them Saul theson of Kish, a man of the tnbe 

of Benjamin, during forty years. And when he removed him, 2: 
he raised up unto them David to be their king; to whom also 
he gave testimony, and said, ‘ I have found David the sox of 
Jesse, a man after mine own heait, who will fulfil aj] my will.’ 
Of this man's seed God, according to dis promise, hath "brought! 23 
unto Isracl, a Saviour, Jesus; John having first, before his ap- 24 
pearance, proclaimed the baptism of repentance to all the people 

of Israel. And when John was fulfilling his course, he said, 25 
“« Whom think ye that I am? 'I am not He. But, behold! 
there cometh one after me, the shoes of whose fect 1 am not 
worthy to unloose.” 

- Brethren, sons of the stock of Abraham, tand " whosvever 26 
among you feareth God! unto you was the word of this salva- 
tion sent. For those who dwell at Jerusalem, and their rulers, 27 
not knowing ‘him, have, in condemning him, fulfilled the words 
of the prophets which are read on every sabbath ; and, though 28 
they found no cause of death in Aim, yet they besought Pilate 
that he might be put to death: and, after fulfilling all that had 29 
been written concerning him, they took iz: down from the ‘cross, 
and laid fim in a sepulchre. But God raised him from the 30 
dead ; and he was seen for many days by those who came up 31 
with him from Galilee to Jerusalem ; who are * now his witnesses 
unto the people. And we declare unto you the glad tidings, 32 
concerning the promise which was made unto the fathers, how 3; 
that God hath fulfilled it unto us their children, by raising up 
Jesus aguin; as it is also written ‘in the “first psalm, “‘ Thou 
art my Son, this day have 1 begotten thee.” And concerning 34 
God's raising him up from the dead, no more to return to cor 
ruption, ‘he speaketh thus, “ 1 will give you the sure mercies 
promised to David.” Wherefore ' he saith also in another place, 35 
. “Thou wilt not suffer thine holy one to see corruption.” Now 96 
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David, after he had ' fulfilled the counsel of God in his own " time, 
fell asleep, and was gathered to his fathers, and saw corrup- 
37 tion: but he, whom God hath raised again, did not see corrup- 
tion. 
898 “ὁ Be it known unto you therefore, brethren, that through 
39 him forgiveness of sins is proclaimed unto you: and all who 
believe in him are ‘justified from all those things, from which 
40 ye could not be justified under the law of Moses. Beware, 
therefore, lest that come upon you, which is spoken of in the 
41 prophets; ‘ Behold, ye scorners, and wonder, and 'perish : 
for Γ᾿ work a work in your days, a work in which ye will in no 
wise believe, though one declare it usto you.’” 
42 And as ‘they were going out of the synagogue, the “people 
desired that the same ‘words might be spoken to them on the 
43 next sabbath. Aud when the congregation broke up, many of 
the Jews and of the devout proselytes followed Paul and Bar- 
nabas: who spake to them, persuading them to continue in the 
' grace of Ged. 
44 And on the next sabbath almost the whole city came together 
45 to hear the word of God: but the Jews seeing the multitudes, 
were filled with jealousy, and opposed those things which were 
spoken by Paul, Ycontradicting and ‘speaking injuriously. 
46 Then Paul and Barnabas became bold, and said, ““ It was ne- 
cessary that this word of God should be spoken first to you: 
but since ye put it away from you, and judge yourselves un- 
47 worthy of everlasting life, behold, we turn to the Gentiles: for 
so the Lord hath commanded us, saying, “1 have sent thee for a 
light to the Gentiles, that thou mayest be for salvation unto the 
48 end of the earth,’ And the Gentiles hearing this, were glad, 
and glorified the word of the Lord; and as many 'as were dis- 
49 posed to eternal life believed : and the word of the Lord was 
50 published throughout all that country. But the Jews stirred up 
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the devout ‘women of rank, and the chief men of the city, and 
raised persecution against Paul and Barnabas, and drove them 

- out of their borders. But they shook off the dust of their feet 51 
against them, and went to Iconium. And the disciples were 52 
filled with joy, and with the Holy Spirit. 


CHAP. XIV.—And it came to pass in Iconium, that Paul 1 
and Barnabas went together into the synagogue of the Jews, 
and so spake, that ἃ great multitude both of Jews and Greeks 
believed : but the unbelieving Jews stirred up the Gentiles, and 2 
made their minds evil affected egainst the brethren. So they 3 
abode there a long time, speaking boldly in the Lord, who gave 
testimony unto "the word of his grace, granting that signs 
and wonders should be done by their hands. And the multi- 4 
tude of the city was divided: and part held with the Jews, and 
part with the apostles: but when an attempt was made by both 5 
the Gentiles, and also the Jews with their rulers, to treat them 
injuriously, and to stone them, they, 'coming to the knowledge 6 
thereof, fied to Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and to the 
country round about; end preached the 'gospel there. 7 

And there sat ἃ certain man at Lystra, impotent in his feet, 8 
who having been 2 cripple from his mother’s womb, had never 
walked: the same was hearing Paul speak : who when he had 9 
looked stedfastly upon him, and perceived that he had faith to 
be healed, said with a loud voice, τ΄. Stand upright on thy feet!” 10 
and he leaped up, and walked. And when the multitudes saw 11 
what Paul had done, they lifted up their voices, saying in the 
language of Lycaonia, “ The gods are come down to us in the 
likeness of men!” And they called Barnabas, 'Jupiter; and τὰ 
Paul, Hermes, because he was the chief speaker. Then the priest 13 
tof the temple of Jupiter which was before the city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and together with the multitude, 
would fain have offered sacrifice to them. But the apostles, Bar- 
nabas and Paul, hearing of iz, rent their clothes, and ran in 
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15 among'the people, crying out, and saying, “ Sirs, why do ye 
these things? We also are men of like infirmities with you, and 
preach unto you glad tidings, that ye should turn from these 
vanities unto the living God; who made heaven, and earth, and 

16 the sea, and all things that are therein; who, in the past gene- 
rations, suffered ail 'the nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself without witness, inasmuch as 
he did good; giving *you rain from heaven, and fruitful sea- 

18 sons, filling “your hearts with food and gladness.” And with 
these words they could scarcely restrain the multitude from 
offermg sacrifice unto them. 

19 But certain Jews came thither from Antioch and Iconium, 
who gained over the multitudes, and, having stoned Paul, 

20 dragged Aim out of the city, supposing him to be dead. How- 
beit, as the disciples stood round about him, he rose up, and 
entered into the city. 

And on the next day he departed with Barnabas to Derbe : 

41 and when they had preached the 'gospel to that city, and had 
“taught many, they returned aguin to Lystra, and. Iconium, 

45 and Antioch, strengthening the minds of the disciples; exhorting 
them to continue in the faith, and saying “ That we must 
through many tribulations enter into the kingdom of God.” 

23 And when they had ‘appointed elders for them, in every "church, 
and had pmyed with fasting, they commended them to the 

24 Lord, on whom they had believed: and, after they had passed 

a5 through Pisidia, they went to Pamphylia: and, after preaching 

26 the word in Pera, went down to Attalia; and thence sailed to 
Antioch, from whence they bad been recommended to the favour 

27 of God for the work which they had performed. And when 
they had come thither, and had gathered the 'church together, 
they rehearsed all that God had done "by them, and how he 

28 had opened a door of faith to the Gentiles: and they abode 
a good while with the disciples. 
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CHAP. XV.—Now certain men, who came down to Aniioch 1 
from Judea, taught the brethren, saying, “ Unless ye be circum- 
cised according to the commandment of Moses, ye cannot be 
saved.” When therefore Paul and Barnabas had had no small 2 
disagreement Yand dispute with them, the brethren determined 
that Paul and Barnabas, with certain others of them, should go 
up to Jerusalem, unto the apostles and elders, about this ques- 
tion. And, ‘having been conducted on their way by the church, 3 
they passed through Phenicia and Samaria, declaring the con- 
version of the Gentiles; and caused great joy unto all the bre- 
thren. And when they were come to Jerusalem, they were 4 
welcomed by the ‘church, and by the apostles, and the elders, 
and they related what things God had done “by them. 'But cer- 5 
tain of the sect of the Pharisees who believed, had risen up, 
saying, That it was necessary to circumcise the Gentiles, and to 
command that they should keep the law of Moses. 

Then the apostles and the elders came together to consider of 6 
this matter. And ‘when there had been much debate among 7 
them, Peter rose up, and sdid unto them, “ Brethren, ye know 
that "some time ago "God chose among us, that the Gentiles 
should, by my mouth, hear the word of the gospel, and should 
believe. And God, who knoweth the heart, bore testimony on 8 
their behalf, giving the Holy Spirit to them, even as unto us ; 
and made no difference between us and them, having purified 9 
their hearts by faith. Now therefore why do ye try God, by 10 
putting a yoke upon the neck of the disciples, which neither our 
fathers nor we have been able to bear? But we believe that 11 
through the 'grace of the Lord Jesus we shall be saved, in like 
manner as they. 

Then the whole multitude kept silence, and hearkened to 19 
Barnabas and Paul as they related what miracles and wonders 
God hed wrought among the Gentiles by them. And when these 13 
had held their peace, James answered, saying, “ Brethren, hearken 
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14 unto me! Simon Peter hath declared how God first visited the 
15 Gentiles, to take from among them a people for his name. And 
16 with this the words of the prophets agree; as it is written, ‘ After 
this [ will return, and build up again the fallen tabernacle of 
David, and I will build up the ruins thereof, and set it up 
17 again: that the rest of ‘men may seek after the Lord, and all 
the Gentiles, “who are called by my name, saith the Lond, 
18 " who *doeth these things, which were known unio him of old.’ 
"9 Wherefore my judgment is, that we should not disquiet those, 
20 who tum to God from among the Gentiles: but that we should 
write unto them, that they abstain from polluted offerings to 
idols, and from ‘* fornication, Yand from things strangled, and 
21 blood.* For from old time Moses hath in every city, those who 
preach him ; being read in the synagogues on every sabbath.” 
22 Then it seemed good to the apostles and the elders, and to 
the whole church, to choose men from among themselves and 
send them to Antioch, with Paul and Barnabas; namely, Judas 
surnamed Barsabas, and Silas, leading nten among: the brethren ; 
a3 writing by them after this manner. 
“ ‘The apostles, and elders, and ¥ brethren, unto the brethren, 
that are of the Gentiles, in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia, 
24 Greeting. Forasmuch as we have heard, that certain persons who 
went out from us have troubled you by their 'words, and "un- 
settled your minds, by bidding you be circumcised, and keep 
45 the law: to whom we gave no such charge: it hath seemed good 
unty us, being assembled together with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you, with our beloved Barnabas and Paul ; 
26 men who have hazarded their lives for the name of our Lord 
a7 Jesus Christ. We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, who 
98 will also tell you the same things by word of mouth: ' that it 
hath seemed good to the Holy Spirit, and to us, to lay upon you 
29 No greater burden than these necessary things; that ye should 
abstain from things offered to idols, and from blood, "and from 
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things strangled, and from fornication: from which if ye keep 
yourselves, ye will do well. Fare ye well!” 

So these going away, came down to Antioch: and, when they go 
had gathered the multitude together, they delivered the epistle: 
and when the brethren had read if, they rejoiced at this ‘conso- 31 
lation. And Judas and Silas, bemg themselves also prophets, 32 
exhorted the brethren with many words, and strengthened them. 
And after they had tarried there for some time, 'they were dis- 33 
missed with wishes of peace from the brethren to those who sent 
them. (* Notwithstanding it pleased Silas to abide there still:) 94 
and Paul and Barnabas continued also in Antioch, teaching and 35 
preaching the glad tidings of the word of the Lord, with many 
others 


And after some days Paul said to Barnabas, “ Let us return 36 
and visit the brethren in all the citiea where we have preached 
the word of the Lord, and see how they are.” Then Barnabas 37 
advised that they should take with them John also, whose sur- 
name was Mark: but Paul thought it not good to take with 48 
them, him who had departed from them in Pamphylia, and had 
not come with them.'to the work. And therefore the contention 99 
was 80 sharp between them, that they departed from each other : 
and Barnabas took Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus; but Paul 40 
-making choice of Silas, departed, having been recommended by 
the brethren to the favour of ¥God: and went through Syria 41 
and Cilicia, strengthening the churches. 


CHAP, XVI—Then Pani came to Derb? and Lystra: and, 1 
behold, a certain disciple was there, named Timothy; (the son 
of a woman who was a ¥ Jewess, and a believer, but his father 
being a 'Greek ;) who was well reported of by the brethren that 2 
were at Lystra and Iconium. And Paul determined that this 3 
man should go forth with him; and he took and circumcised him 
because of the Jews who were in those quarters: for they all 
knew that his father was a'Greck. And es they went through 4 
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the cities, they commended to them for their observance the 
ordinances that had been made by the apostles and elders at 
5 Jerusalem: and then the churches were confirmed in the faith, 
and increased in number daily. 
6 Now when they had passed through Phrygia and the country 
of Galatia, being forbidden by the Holy Spirit to preach the 
ἡ word in! Asia, they came to Mysia, and attempted to go into 
8 Bithynia: but the Spirit of Jesus suffered them not. So, 
9 passing by Mysia, they came down to Troas. And 3 vision 
appeared to Paul in the night; a man of Macedonia, stood and 
besought him, saying, ‘*‘ Come over into Macedonia, and help 

10 us!” And when he had seen the vision, we immediately endea- 
voured to go into Macedonia, being assured that *the Lord had 
called us to preach the gospel unto them. 

11 Loosing therefore from Troas, we came with ἃ straight course 

12 to Samothracia, and the next day to Neapolis; and from thence 
to Philippi, which is the chief city of that part of Macedonia, 
‘and 8. colony. 

13 And we abode in that city some days: and, on the sabbath, 
we went out of the ‘city by the side of a river, ‘where prayer 
was wont to be made; and sitting down, we spake unto the 

14 women who resorted thither. And a certain woman heard us, 
named Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, ' who 
worshipped God: and the Lord opened her heart, so that she 

15, attended to the things which were spoken of Paul: and, when 
she, and her household had been baptized, she besought us, say- 
ing, “ If ye judge me to be faithful to the Lord, come into my 
house, and abide there.” And she constrained us zo ἐὺ do. 

16 And it came to pass, as we were going 'to * prayer, a certain 
damsel having a spirit of " divination met us, who brought her 

17 masters much gain by "soothsaying. The same followed Paul 
and us, and cried out, saying, “ These men are servants of the 
Most High God, who declare unto us 'the way of salvation.” 
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And this she did for many days. But Paul, being wearied out, 18 
turned about, and said to the spirit, “ I command thee, in the 
name of Jesus Christ, to come out of her 1" And it came out the 
same hour. But when her masters saw that the hope of their 19 
gain was gone, they seized Paul and Silas, and dragged them 
into the market-place to the ralers; and when they had brought 20 
them to the magistrates, they said, “These men, who are Jews, 
exceedingly trouble our city, and teach customs, which it is 21 
not lawful for us, being Roman citizens, to receive, or to ob- 
serve.” And the multitude rose up together against them: 22 
and the magistrates tore off their clothes, and commanded that 
they should be beaten with rods. And when they had laid many 23 
stripes upon them, they cast them into prison, charging the 
jailor to keep them safely: who, having received such ἃ charge, 24 
thrust them into the inner prison, and made their feet fast in the 
stocks, ine 

But, at midnight, Paul and Silas were praying and singing 25 
praises unto God: and the prisoners were listening to them: 
and suddenly there was a great earthquake, so that the founda- 26 
tions of the prison were shaken: and straightway all the doors 
were opened, and the bands of every one were loosened. And 27 
when the keeper of the prison awoke out of his sleep, and saw 
the prison doors open, he drew out his sword, and would have 
killed himself, supposing that the prisoners had escaped. But 28 
Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, “ Do thyself no harm! 
for we are all here.” Then the keeper called for α light, and 29 
sprang in, and came trembling, and fell down before Paul and 
Silas, and brought them out, and said, “ Sirs, what must I do 30 
to be 'saved?’" And they said,’ Believe in the Lord Jesus 41 
Christ, and thon shalt be saved, and thy household.” And they 32 
spake the word of the Lord unto him, and all that were in his 
house. And he took them the same hour of the night, and 93 
' washed their stripes ; and was straightway baptized, he and all 
hia household. And when he had brought them into his house, 34 
he set food before them, and rejoiced with all his household, 
believing in God. ᾿

35 And when it was day, the magistrates sent the officers, saying, 

36 “ Let those men go!” And the keeper of the prison told these 
words to Paul, “‘ The magistrates have sent orders to let you go: 

37 now therefore depart, and go in peace.” But Paul said unto 
them, “ ‘They have beaten us publicly uncondemned, being 
Roman citizens, and have cast us into prison; and do they now 
thrust us out privately? nay verily; but let them come them- 

g8 selves and fetch us ont.” And the officers told these words 
unto the magistrates: and they feared, when they heard that 

39 they were Roman citizens: so they came and besought them ; 
and bringing them out, entreated them to depart out of the city. 

40 Then they went out of the prison, and entered into the house of 
Lydia: and having seen the brethren, they ‘comforted them, 
and departed. 

ι «=CITAP. XVII.—Now when Paul and Siles had passed 
through Amphipolis and Apollonia, they came to Thessalonica, 

2 where ' there was Ya synagogue of the Jews: and Paul, as his 
custom was, went in unto them, and for three sabbaths 'rea- 

8 soned with them out of the scriptures, explaining them and 
showing that it behoved the Christ to suffer, and to rise again 
from the dead ; and that “this Jesus, whom I preach unto you, 

4 is the ' Christ.” And some of them believed, and jomed them- 
selves to Paul and Silas; and a great multitude of the ' Greeks 
who worshipped God, and not a few of the chief women. 

5 But the Jews,* taking unto them certain disorderly men of the 
baser sort, gathered a crowd, and raised a tumult in the city; 
and assaulting the house of Jason, they sought for Paul and 

6 Silas, that they might bring them out to the people: and not 
finding them, they dragged Jason and certain of the brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying, “ These men who have 

7 turned the world upside down are come hither also: whom 
Jason bath received: and all these do contrary to the decrees 

8 of Cesar, saying that there is another king, one Jesus.” And 
they alarmed the people and the rulers of the city, when they 
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heard these things ; so they took security of Jason and the others, g 
and let them go. 

Then the brethren immediately sent Paul and Silas away by 10 
wight to Berea: who, when they came’ thither, went into the 
synagogue of the Jews. Now these Bereans were 'more noble 11 
than those of Thessalonica, inasmuch as they received the word 
with all readiness of mind, searching the scriptures daily, whe- 
ther those things were so. Wherefore many of them believed; 12 
aud not a few of the honourable 'Greek women and men. 

But as soon as the Jews of Thessalonica came to know that 13 
the word of God was preached by Paul at Berea, they came 
thither also, aud stirred up the multitude, whereupon the bre- 14 
thren straightway sent away Paul, to go as if toward the sea: 
but Silas and Timothy abode there still. And those who con- 15 
ducted Paul brought him to Athens; and having received a 
commandment frox him for Silas and Timothy, to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

Now while Paul waited for them at Atbens, his spirit was 16 
greatly stirred within him, when he saw the city ! wholly given to 
idolatry. Wherefore he 'discoursed in the synagogue to the Jews, 17 
and to "those others who worshipped God, and in the market- 
place daily to such as presented themselves. Then also certain 18 
philosophers of the Epicureans, and of the Stoics, encountered 
him ; and some of them said, “* What is it that this babbier would 
say ?” and others, “He seemeth to be a setter forth of strange 
tgods:*” because he preached unto them the glad tidings of 
Jesus, and THE RESURRECTION. And they took him and brought 19 
him to Areopagus, saying, “ May we know what this new doc- 
trine is, whereof thou speakest? For thou bringest certain strange 20 
things to our ears: we would know therefore what these things 
mean.” (Now, all the Athenians, and those who sojourned 21 
among them, spent their leisure in nothing else, but in telling, 
or hearing some new thing.) 

Then Paul stood up in the midst of the Areopagus, and said, 22 
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“ Men of Athens, I perceive ‘that in all things ye are " very re- 
23 ligious. For as I passed along, and observed your devotions, 
I found even an altar with this inscription ‘To "raz Unxwoww 
Gop.’ Him therefore whom ye worship without knowledge 
24 Of dim, declare [ unto you. The God who made the world and 
all things therein, that God, the Lord of heaven and earth, 
25 dwelleth not in temples made with hands; neither is he served 
by the hands of men, as if he needed any thing; since he himself 
26 giveth to all life, and breath, and all things: and made of one 
“blood all nations of men, to dwell on all the face of the earth, 
and determined their appointed times, and the bounds of their 
27 habitation; that they might seek "God, if haply they might feel 
him out, and find him; though indeed he is not far from every 
28 one of us; for ‘in him we live, and move, and have our being ; 
as certain even of your own * poets have said, * For we ''are even 
ag his offspring.’ Forasmuch then es we are the offspring of God, 
we ought not to think that the Godhead is like gold, or silver, or 
go stone, graven by the art and device of man. And God, having 
overlooked the times of this ignorance, now commandeth all sex 
31 every where to repent; because he hath fixed a day, in which 
he will judge the world in righteousness, by '#e man whom he 
hath appointed ; "whereof he hath given assurance unto all, 
by raising him from the dead.” 
32 And when they heard of the rusurrection of the dead, some 
scoffed: but others said, “ We will hear thee again concerning 
34 this matter.” So Paul departed from among them. Howbeit 
some joined themselves unto him, and believed : among whom 
wus Dionysius the Areopagite, and a woman named Dararis, 
and others with them. 


1 CHAP. XVITI.—After these things Paul departed from 
2 Athens, and went to Corinth; and finding there a certain Jew 
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named Aguila, born in Pontus, lately come from Italy, with his 
wife Priscilla, (because YCloudius had commended that all 
Jews should depart from Rome,) he went to them: and, being 3 
of the same occupation, he abode and worked with them : 
Vfor by their occupation they were tentmakers, And he dis- 4 
coursed in the synagogue on every sabbath, sirtving to ' persuade 
both Jews and Greeks. 

And when Silas and Timothy were come from Macedonia, 5 
Paul ‘applied himself with them to the ‘word, testifying to 
the Jews that Jesus was the Christ. And when these opposed 6 
themselves fo him, and spake injuriously, he shook Ais garments, 
and said unto them, “ Your blood be upon your own heads! I 
am clean of té: henceforth I will go unto the Gentiles.” 

And, departing thence, he entered into the house of a certain 7 
man named Justus, 'one that worshipped God, whose house 
joined the synagogue. And Crispus, ‘the ruler of 3} the syn- 8 
agogue, believed in the Lord, with all his household ; and many 
of the Corinthians, on hearing, believed, and were baptized. 

Then the Lord spake to Paul by a vision in the night, “ Fear 9 
not, but speak, and-hold not thy peace: for I am with thee, and 10 
no one shall lay hands on thee to hurt thee: for I have much 
people in this city.”” And he continued éhere a year and six 11 
months, teaching the word of God among them. 

And when Gallio was the 'duputy of Achaia, the Jews rose 12 
up with one accord against Paul, and brought him to the judg- 
ment seat, saying, “ This man persuadeth 'people to worship 13 
God contrary to the law. And when Panl was now about to 14 
open Ais mouth, Gallio said unto the Jews, “ If this were a 
matter of wrong or ' wicked mischief, O Jews, it would be rea- 
sonable that I should bear with you: but since it is a question 15 
of 'words and of names, and ef your own law, look ye to té 
yourselves ; for I will not be the judge of such matters :” and 16 
he sent them away from the judgment seat. Then all Ythe 17 
Greeks took Sosthenes, the chief ruler of the synagogue, and 
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beat Aim before the judgment seat. But Gallio ‘cared for none 
of those things. 

18 And Paul tarried there yet a good while, and then taking 
leave of the brethren, sailed thence into Syria, and with him 
Priscilla and 'Aquila; having shorn Ats head in Cenchrea; for 

tg he had a vow: and he came to Ephesus, and left them there: 
but he himself entered mto the synagogue, and ‘reasoned with 

40 the Jews: and though they desired Aim to tarry a longer time 

21 with them, he consented not; but bade them farewell, saying, 
“vI must by all means keep this feast that is coming in Jeru- 
salem: but I will return again unto you, if God will.” So he 

22 sailed from Ephesus; and after landing at Cesarea, and going 

23 up and saluting the church, he went down to Antioch. And 
after spending some time there, he departed, and went over ail 
the country of Galatia and Phrygia in order, strengthening all 
the disciples. 

24 Anda certain Jew named Apollos, born at Alexandria, an 
eloquent man, end mighty in the scriptures, came to Ephesus, 

25 This man had been instructed Yin the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in spirit, he spake and taught diligently the things 
concerning Vthe Lord, though he knew only the baptism of 

26 John: and he ‘taught boldly ‘in the synagogue. But when 
Aquila and Priscilla had heard Aim, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him the way ‘of God more perfectly: 

27 and as he was disposed to pass over to Achaia, the brethren 
wrote, exhorting the disciples to receive him: and, when he 
was come, he profited those much who had believed ' through 

28 the grace of God; for he earnestly confuted the Jews, and that 
publickly, showing by the scriptures that Jesus was the Christ. 


1 CHAP. XIX.—And it came to pass, that, while Apollos was 
at Corinth, Paul, having passed through the upper coasts came 
2 down to Ephesus: and finding certain disciples there, he said 
unto them, “ Huve ye received the Holy Spirit since ye be- 
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lieved 7” And they said unto him, “ We have not so much as 
heard ‘whether ἡ there be !!any Holy Spirit?” And he said unto 3 
them, “ Unto what then were ye baptized?” And they said, 
“ Unto the baptism of John.” Then Paul said, “ John indeed 4 
baptized swith the baptism of repentance, saying to the people, 
that they should believe in him, who was to come after him, that 
is, in * Jesus.” And when they heard this, they were baptized 5 
into the name of the Lord Jesus. And when Paul had put Ais 6 
hands upon them, the Holy Spirit came on them; and they 
spake in different tongues, and prophesied. Now they were in 7 
all about twelve men. 

And Paul went into the synagogue, and spake boldly for the 8 
space of three months, reasoning and persuading concerning the 
kingdom of God. But when divers continued hardened, and 9 
believed not, but spake evil of that 'way before the multitude, 
he departed and separated the disciples from them, discoursing 
to them daily in the school of one Tyrannus. And this continued 10 
for the space of two years; 30 that all who dwelt in Asia heard 
the word of the Lord, *both Jews and ' Greeks, 

And God wrought signal miracles by the hands of Paul: 1: 
so that handkerchiefs or aprons were brought from his body unto 12 
the sick, and the diseases departed from them, and the evil 
spirits went out of them. 

‘Then some of the Jews who went about as exorcists, took 13 
upon them to ‘invoke the name of the Jord Jesus over those who 
had evil spirits, saying, “ I adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preacheth.” (Now there were seven sons of one Sceva, a Jew, 14 
and chief of the priests, who did so.) And the evil spirit an- 15 
swered and said, “ Jesus I ‘know, and " Paul I understand ; 
but who are ye?” And the man, in whom the evil spirit was, 16 
leaping on them, overcame them, and prevailed against them, 
so that they fled out of that house naked and wounded. And 17 
this was known to all, both Jews and 'Greeks, that dwelt at 
Ephesus ; and fear fell on them all, and the name of the Lord 
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18 Jesus was magnified. And many who believed came, and con- 

19 fessed, declaring their deeds, Many of those also who had used 
magical arts brought their books together, and burned them 
before all men; and the price of them, was reckoned, and found 

20 to be fifty thousand pieces of silver. So mightily did the word 
of God grow and prevail. 


δι Now after these things were accomplished, Paul purposed in 
'his spirit, when he had passed through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerusalem, saying, “ After I have been there, I must 
22 also see Rome.” So having sent into Macedonia two of those 
who ministered unto him, Timothy and Erastus, he himself 
stayed in Asia for ἃ while. 
23 And at that time there arose no small stir about that 'way. 
24 For a certain man named Demetrius, a silversmith, who made 
silyer ‘models of " Diana, brought no small gain unto the work- 
25 men; whom he called together with those of the like occupation, 
and said, “ Sirs, ye know that by this craft τ we have our gain, 
46 Yet ye see and hear, that not only at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned aside 
many people, saying that they are no gods, which are made 
47 with hands: so that there is not only danger that this our 
craft should be brought into contempt; but also that the tem- 
ple of the great goddess Diana should be accounted for nought, 
and her magnificence should be destroyed, ' whom all Asia and 
a8 the world worshippeth.” And when they heard these words, 
they were full of wrath, and cried out, saying, “ Great is Diana 
ag of the Ephesians!” And the whole city was filled with confu- 
sion: and having caught Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donis, Paul's fellow travellers, they rushed with one accord into 
go thetheatre. And when Pau! would have gone in to the people, 
31 the disciples suffered him not: and certain of the chief magis- 
trates of Asia, who were his friends, sent to him, entreating Aim 
32 not to adventure himself into the theatre. Some therefore cried. 
one thing, and some another: for the assembly was confused, 
and the greater part knew not wherefore they were come together. 
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And they made Alexander go forward out of the crowd, the Jews 33 
urging himon: and Alexander waving with is hand, would have 
made a defence unto the people ; but when they knew him to 34 
be a Jew, all with one voice cried out for about the space of two 
hours, “ Great is Diana of the Ephesians!” Then the 'town- 35 
clerk, having silenced the people, said, “ Men of Ephesus! 
what man is ‘there who knoweth not that the city of the Ephe- 
sians is a worshipper of the great Diana, and of the mage which 
fell down from Jupiter? Seeing then that these things cannot 36 
be gainsayed, ye ought to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 
For ye have brought hither these men, who ure neither robbers 37 
of temples, nor yet blasphemers of your yoddess. If, therefore, 38 
Demetrius, and the workmen that are with him, have a charge 
against any one, courts are open, and there are 'deputies to de- 
cide: let them " implead one another: and if ye seek any thing, 39 
concerning further matters, 'it shall be determined in ἃ lawful 
assembly : for we are in danger of being called in question for 40 
this day’s disturbance, there being no cause whereby we may 
excuse this concourse.” And when he had thus spoken, hedis- 41 
raissed.the assembly. 


CHAP. XX.—And when that disturbance had ceased, Paul 1 
called unto him the disciples, and embraced them, and departed, 
in order to go into Macedonia. And when he had gonethrough 2 
those parts, and had given them much exhortation, he went into 
Greece. And when he had abode there three months, the Jews 3 
having laid wait for him, as he was about to sail into Syria, he 
determined to return through Macedonia. And Sopater, %the 4 
son of Pyrrhus a Berean accompanied him into Asia; but 
Aristarchus and Secundus of the Thessalonians; and 'Gaius of 
Derbé, and Timothy; and Tychicus and Trophimus of Asia, 
these went before and tarried for us at Troas. And we set sail 6 
from Philippi after the days of unleavened bread, and came to 
them at Troas in five days; where we abode seven days. 
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7 And upon the first day of the week, when we had assembled 
together to break bread, Paul discoursed unto them, being to de- 
part on the morrow ; and continued his discourse until midnight. 

8 And there were many lamps in the upper chamber, where we 

§ were gathered together. Now there sat in a window a certain 
young man named Eutychus, whe had fallen into a deep sleep : 
and as Paul discoursed a long time, he sank down with sleep, 
and fell to the ground from the third story, and was taken up 

10 ‘dead. But Paul went down, and fell upon him, and embraced 
ham, and said, “Trouble not yourselves; for his life is in him.” 
11 And when Pau had come up again, and had broken bread, and 
eaten, and conversed with them a long while, even till break of 
t2 day, he then departed. And they brought in the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 
13 And we went forward to the ship, and sailed to Assos, where 
we were to take in Paul: for so he had appointed, intending 
14 himself to go by land. And when he had joined us at Assos, 
15 we took him on board, and came to Mitylené: and sailing 
thence, we came.the next day off Chios; and the following dey 
we touched at Samos, and having tarried at Trogyllium, we, on 
16 the day after, came to Miletus: for Paul had determined to 
sail by Ephesus, that he might not lose time in Asia: for he 
hastened, if it were possible for him, to be at Jerusalem on the 
day of Pentecost. 
17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called thtther the 
18 elders of the church: and when they had come to him, he said 
unto them, * Ye know after what manner I have conducted 
myself with you at all seasons, from the first day that 1 came 
19 into Asia; serving the Lord with all lowliness of mind, and 
with tears and trials, which befell me by the plottings of the 
20 Jews; and that [ have not kept back any thing that was pro- 
fitable, but have declared ἐξ to you, and have taught you, both 
21 publickly, and ‘irom house to house; testifying both to Jews 
and Greeks, repentance toward God, and faith toward our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 
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“ And now, behold, I go, bound 'in spirit, to Jerusalem, not 22 
knowing the things that will befall me there: save that the Holy 23 
Spirit testifieth to me in every city, saying that bonds and afflic- 
tions awaitme. Butof none of these things make I any account; 24 
neither do I esteem my life dear to myself, so that I may but 
finish my course Ywith joy, and ibe ministry which I have re- 
ceived from the Lord Jesus, ‘to bear testimony to the "gospel of 
the grace of God. And now, behold, 'I know that yeall, among 25 
whom I have gone about preaching the kingdom Yof God, will 
see my face no more, Wherefore 1 declare unto you this day, 26 
that I am clear of the blood of atl: for I have not refrained frum 47 
declaring unto you the whole counsel of God. 

““ Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to ali the flock, “8 
over which the Holy Spmt hath made you 'overseers, to feed the 
church of τα Lord, which he hath purchased with "his own 
blood. *For I know ‘this, that after my departure grievous 29 
‘wolves will enter in among you, not sparing the flock. Yea, go 
from among your own selves men will arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away. the disciples after them. Watch, there- 31 
fore; and: remember, that for the space of three years I ceased 
not to admonish every one of you, night and day with tears. 

« And row, brethren, I commend you to God, and to 'the 32 
word of his grace, "which is able to build you up, and to give 
you an inheritance among all those who are sanctified. I have 33 
coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or apparel; ye yourselves 34 
know, that these hands have ministered untu my necessities, and 
to those who were with me. I have shown you in all things, 95 
that we ought by so labouring, to assist the infirm, and to re- 
member ihe words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, ‘ It is more 
blessed to give than to receive.’” 

And when he had thus spoken, be kneeled down, and prayed 36 
with them all. And they all wept sorely, and fell on Paul's 37 
neck, and kissed him ; sorrowing mostof ali for the words which 38 
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he had spoken; that they should see his faceno more. And they 
conducted him on his way unto the ship. 

ι CHAP, XXI.—And it came to pass, that after we had 
‘parted from them, and had sailed, we came with a straight 
course unto Coos, and the day following to Rhodes, and from 

2 thence to Patera: and finding α ship that was sailing over to 

3 Phenicia, we went on board, and set sail, And when we had 
come in sight of Cyprus, and had left it on the left hand, we 
sailed to Syria, and landed at Tyre: for there the ship was to 

4 unload its burden. And having met with disciples, we tarried 
there seven days: and these spoke to Paul, through the Spit, 

5 not togo up to Jerusalem. And when he had completed those 
days, we set out on our way; and they all, with their wives 
and children, conducted us on our way, till we were out of the 
city, And kneeling down on the shore, we prayed ; and when 

6 we had taken leave of one another, we took ship; and they 
returned back to their home. 

7 But we finishing our voyage, went from Tyre to Ptolemais, 
and having saluted the brethren, abode with them one day. 

g And the next day we departed, and came to Cresarea: and 
entering into the house of Philip the evangelist, who 'was one 

g of the seven deacons, we abode with him. Now this man had 
four daughters, virgins, who prophesied. 

190 πὰ _as we tarried there many days, there came down from 
11 Judea a certain prophet, named Agabus: and coming unto us, 
he took Paul’s girdle, and, binding his own hands and feet, 
said, ‘‘ Thus saith the Holy Spirit, ‘So will the Jews at Jeru- 
salem bind the man, that owneth this girdle; and they will 

12 deliver Aim into the hands of the Gentiles.’”” And when we 
heard these things, both we, and those of that place, besought 

13 Paul not to go up to Jerusalem. Then he answered, “ What 
mean ye, weeping and breaking mine heart? for I am ready 
notonly to be bound, but also to die at Jerusalem, for the name 

14 of the Lord Jesus.” So when he would not be persuaded, we 
ceased, saying, “ The will of ¥ the Lord be done 1” 
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And after those days we took up our baggage, and went up 
to Jerusalem. And certain of the disciples of Cusarea went 
with us, 'taking us to one Mnason of Cyprus, an early i a 
with whom we might lodge. 


15

Now when we were come to Jerusalem, the brethren received 17 


us joyfully. And on the dey following, Paul went with us to 
the house of James; and all the elders were present: and when 
he had saluted them, he relaied particularly those things which 
God had wrought among the Gentiles by his ministry. And 
when they had heard those things, they glorified YGod, and said 
unto Paul, “‘ Thou seest, brother, how many thousands τ οἵ Jews 
there are who believe; ‘and they are all zealous for the law ; 
and have been informed concerning thee, that thou teachest all 
ihe Jews, who are among the Gentiles, to forsake Moses; say- 
ing that they ought not to circumcise their children, neither to

walk according to the customs. What thenis to bedone? Ythe 22 


multitude must needs come together: for they will hear that 


thou art come: do therefore this that we say to thee: we have 23 
four men who are under a vow; take them, and purify thyself 24 


with them, and bear the charges for them, that they may shave 
their heads: and so all will know that there is nothing in those 
things which they were told concerning thee; but that thou thy- 
self also walkest regularly in the observance of the law. But 
conceming the Gentiles who believe, we have already written, 
determining that they should Yobserve no such thing; save that 
they should keep themselves from things offered to idols, and 
from blood, ¥ and from things strangled, and from fornication.” 

Then Paul took the men, and the next day purified himself 
with them ; and entered into the temple, and signified the num- 
ber of the days when the purification would be accomplished, 
and an offering would be made for every one of them. And 
when the seven days were almost ended, the Jews of Asia, see- 
ing him in the temple stirred up all the multitude, and laid hands 
on him, Crying out, “ Men of Israel, help! This is the man, 
who teacheth all men every where against éhis people, and the 
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law, and this place: and hath moreover brought 'Grecks into 
ag the temple, and polluted this holy place.” (For they had 
before seen with him in the city Trophimus, the Ephesian, 
whom they supposed that Paul had brought into the temple.) 
80 And all the city was in commotion; and the people ran to- 
gether, and seizing Paul, dragged him out of the temple; and 
31 forthwith the doors were shut. But as they were going to kill 
him, tidings went up to the chief captain of the band, that all 
32 Jerusalem was in an uproar; who immediately took soldiers 
and centurions, and ran down unto the people: and when they 
saw the chief captain and the soldiers, they ceased beating Paul. 
33 Then the chief captain drawing near, took him, and commanded 
him to be bound with two chains; and enquired who he was, 
34 aud what he had done. But some among the multitude cried 
one thing, and some another: and us he could not learn the 
certainty on account of the tumult, he commanded Paul to be 
35 carried into the castle. And when he came to the steps, he 
was obliged to be carried by the soldiers, on account of the 
36 violence of the people: for the multitude of the people followed, 
crying, “‘ Away with him!” 
37 And as Paul was about to be taken into the castle, he said 
unto the chief captain, “May 1 speak unto thee?” and the 
48 captain said, ““ Canst thou speak Greek? Art thou not that 
Egyptian, who didst formerly make a disturbance, and Jead out 
into the desert four ‘thousand men that were morderers ?” 
39 But Paul said, “1 am a Jew of Tarsus, a city of Cilicia, a 
citizen of no mean city: and, 1 beseech thee, suffer me to speak 
40 unto the people.” And when the chief captain had given him 
leave, Paul stood on the stairs, and waved with Ais hand unto 
the people. And when a great silence was kept, he spake unto 
them in the Hebrew tongue, saying. 
1 CHAP. XXII.—“ Brethren and fathers, hearken to my 
a defence whieh 1 now make unto you!” (And when they heard 
that he spake to them in the Hebrew tongue, they kept the greater 
3 silence: and he saith,) “1 am indeed a Jew, born in Tarsus, ἃ 
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city of Cilicia, but brought up in this city, being instructed a! 
the feet of Gamaliel, according to the exact manner of the law of 
our fathers, and being as zealous toward God, as ye all are this 
day. And 1 persecuted this 'way unto ‘death, binding and 4 
delivering up into prisons both men and women; as even the § 
high priest, and the whole bedy of the elders, can bear me wit- 
nezs: from whom also, having received letters unto the brethren, 
I went to Damaseus, to bring bound unto Jerusalem, those who 
were there, that they might be punished. And it came to pass, 6 
that, as I was on my journey, and was come nigh unto Damas- 
cus, about noon, a great light from heaven suddenly shone round 
about me: and 1 fell unto the ground; and heard a voice say- 7 
ing unto me, ‘Saul, Saul, why persecutcst thou me?’ And 1 8 
answered, * Who art thou, Lord?’ And he said unto me, ‘I am 
Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou persecutest.’ And they that were 9 
with me saw indeed the light, Yand were greatly afraid; but they 
did not 'hear the voice of him who spake to me. And I said, 10 
* What shall I do, Lord?’ and the Lord said unto me, ‘ Arise, 
and go into Damascus; and there it shall be told thee concern- 
all that is appointed for thee todo.’ And as I could not see for 11 
the glory of that light, I was led by the hand hy those who were 
with me, and came to Damascus. And one Ananias, a devout 12 
man according to the law, having a good report among all the 
Jews who dwelt there, came unto me, und stood, and said unta 13 
me, ‘ Brother Saul, receive thy sight!’ And the same hour I saw 
him. And he said, * The God of our fathers hath 'chosen thee, 14 
to know his will, and see the righteous One, and to hear "the 
voice of his mouth: for thou shalt be his witness unto aj] men, 15 
concerning what thou ‘hast seen and heard. And now why de- τ΄ 
layest thou? arise, and be baptized, and wash away thy sins, 
'calling on Vhis name.’ 

“ And it came to pass, that, when I was come back to Jerusa- 17 
lem, even while I was praying in the temple, I was ina trance; 
and beheld "him, saying unto me, ‘ Make haste, and get thee 1% 
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quickly out of Jerusalem: for they will not receive thy testi- 
lg mony concerning me.’ And 1 said, ‘Lord, they know that 1 
imprisoned and beat in every synagogue those who believed on 
20 thee: and when the blood of thy witness Stephen was shed, I 
alyo was standing by, and cousenting, Yand kept the garments 
21 of those who slew him.’ And he said unto me, ‘ Depart! for 
I will send thee ‘hence afar off, unto éhe Gentiles.’” 
22 And they gave him a hearing unto these words, and then 
lifted up their voices, and said, “ Away with such an one from 
23 the earth! for it is not fit that he should live.” And as they 
were crying out, and throwing off their clothes, and casting up 
a4 dustinto the air, the chief captain commanded that he should be 
brought into the castle, and ordered that he should be examined 
hy scourging; that he might know wherefore they cried out so 
ag against him. And as they were binding him, Paul said unto 
the Centurion that stood by, “15 it lawful for you to scourge 
26 one who is a Roman citizen, and uncondemned?” when the 
centurion heard hat, he went and told the chief captain, saying, 
‘¢ y What art thou about to do? this man is a Roman citizen.” 
47 Then the chief captain came, and said unto him, “Tell me, art 
28 thou a Roman citizen? He said, “ Yes.” And the chief cap- 
tain answered, ‘* With ἃ great sum I obtained that citizenship.” 
a9 And Paul said, “ But I was born so.”” Then straightway those 
who were to have examined him left him : and the chief captain 
also was afraid, when he knew that Paul was a Roman citizen, 
40 and 'because he had bound him. And on the morrow, desiring 
to know for a certainty why Paul was accused by the Jews, he 
unbound him, and commanded the chief priests and all the 
‘council to meet, and bringing Paul down, set him before them, 


» CHAP. XXIII.—Then Paul, looking earnestly upon the 
council, said, ““ Brethren, I have lived in all good conscience 
2 'before God, until this day.” But the high priest Ananias com- 
manded those that stood by him to smite him on the mouth. 
3 Then said Paul unto him, “ God will smite thee, thou whited 
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wall! for sittest thou to judge meaccording to the law, and com- 
mandest me to be smitten, contrary to the law? And those who 4 
stood by said, ‘* Revilest thou the high priest of God?” Then 5 
said Paul, “ 1 'knew not, brethren, that he was the high priest : 
for it is written, ‘ Thou shalt not speak evil of the ruler of thy 
people.” 

But Paul, perceiving that one part were Sadducees, and the 6 
other Pharisees, cried out in the council, ‘ Brethren, I am a 
Pharisee, the son of Ya Pharisee: conceruing the hope of ' the 
resurrection of the dead am I called in question.” And when 7 
he had so said, there arose a dissention between the Pharisees 
and the Sadducees: and the multitude was divided: for the 8 
Sadducees say that there is no resurrection, ‘neither angel, nor 
spirit: but the Pharisees confess both. And there was ἃ greatcla- 9 
mour: and ‘the senbes of the party of the Pharisees arose, 
and contended, saying, ‘ We find no evil in this man: but 
‘that if a spirit or an ange! hath spoken to him¥? And a great 1 
disturbance arising, the chief captain, fearing lest Paul should 
be torn in pieces by them, commanded the soldiers to go down, 
and take him by force from among them, and bring Aim into 
the castle. 

And the night following the Lord stood by him, and said, 1 
“ Be of good courage! for as thou hast testified the things con- 
cerning me in Jerusalem, so must thou testify at Rome also.” 

And when it was day, certain of the Jews combined together, 
and bound themselves under a curse, saying that they would 
neither eat nor drink, tiJl they had killed Paul: and they, who 1 
had made this conspiracy were more that forty. And they went 3 
to the chief priests and elders, and said, “ We have bound our- 
selves under ἃ great curse, to eat nothing until we have slain 
Paul, Now therefore do ye, and the council, signify to the : 
chief captain that he bring him down unto you, as if ye would 
renquire more exactly concerning him: and we will be ready to 
kill him, before he can come near.’’ 

But the son of Paul's sister, having beard of their plot, went, 
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17 and entering into the castle, told Paul. Then Paul called one 
of the centurions unto him, and said, “ Take this young man to 
18 the chief captain: for he hath somewhat to tell him.” So the 
centurion took him, and brought Aim to the chief captain, and 
saith, “ Paul the prisoner called me unto Aim, and desired me 
to bring this young man unto thee, who hath somewhat to say 
1g unto thee.” Then the chief captain took him by the hand, 
and went with Avn aside privately, and asked him, “ What is 
20 it that thou hast to tell me?” And he said, “ The Jews have 
agreed to desire thec to bring down Paul to-morrow into the 
council, as if they would enquire somewhat concerning bim — 
more exactly. But do not thou yield unto them: for there lie 
in wait for him more than forty of them, who have bound them- 
selves under a curse, that they will neither eat nor drink until 
they have killed him: and they are now ready, looking for a 
22 promise from thee.” So the chief captain let the young man 
depart, and charged fim, ‘‘ Tell no one that thou hast informed 
ine of these things.” 
a3 Then he called to Aim two centurions, saying, *“* Make ready 
two hundred soldiers, and threescore and ten horsemen, and 
vtwo hundred spearmen, at the third hour of the night to go to — 
24 Ceesarea; and det them provide 'horses, whereon they may set 
25 Paul, and carry Aim safe unto Felix the "governor.” And he 
wrote ἃ letter after this manner : 
“ Claudius Lysias unto the most excellent governor Felix, 
greeting. ‘This man had been taken by the Jews, and was about 
to be killed hy them: when I came with the soldiers, and res- 
cued him, ‘having understood that he was a Roman citizen. 
98 And desiring to know the cause wherefore they accused him, I 
29 brought him down into their council; and found him to be 
accused concerning questions of their law ; but to have nothing 

30 laid to Ais charge worthy of death or of bonds. And it being 
told me that the Jews were ‘lying in wait for the man, I sent 
him straightway to thee; and commanded his accusers also to 
gay before thee what they have against him. Farewell.” 
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Then the soldiers took Paul, as was commanded them, and 3) 
brought Aim by night to Antipatris; and on the morrow they 32 
returned to the castle, leaving the horsemen to go on with him: 
who, when they came to Cesarea, and delivered the letter to 33 
the governor, presented Paul also beforehim. And whenhehad 34 
read the fetter, he asked of what province Paul was. And 
when he understood that Ae was of Cilicia; “ I will hear thee,” 35 
said he, “ when thine accusers are also come.” And he com- 
manded him to be kept in Herod’s ‘judgment-hall. 


CHAP. XXIV.—And after five days Ananias the high priest 1 
came down to Caesarea with the elders, and with a certain orator 
named Tertullus, and appeared before the governor against Paul. 
And when he had been called forth, Tertullus began to accuse 2 
him, saying, “ Seeing that through thee we enjoy great quiet- 
ness, and that very worthy deeds are done unto this nation 
through thy providence, we acknowledge ἐξ always, and in all 3 
places, most noble Felix, with ail thankfulness. But, that I 4 
may not be further tedious unto thee, I pray thee, of thy good- 
ness to hear us, of a few words. Having found this man fo be 5 
pestilent, and a mover of sedition among all the Jews through- 
out the world, and a ringleader of the sect of the Nazarenes : 
and one who also attempted to profane the temple: we seized 6 
him, “and would have judged him according to our law; but 7 
the chief captain, Lysias, coming upon us with great violence, 
took Aim away out of our hands, commanding his accusers to 8 
come unto thee: so that by examining of whom thou mayest 
obtain knowledge of all these things, whereof we accuse him.” 
And the Jews also assented, saying that these things were so. 9 

Then Paul, ofter the governor had beckoned to him to speak, 10 
answered, “ Forasmuch as I know that thou hast been for many 
years a judge unto this nation, I the more cheerfully answer for 
myself: 'for thou mayst understand that it is not yet more than 11 
twelve days since I went up to Jerusalem to worship; and i2 
they neither found me in the temple disputing with any one, 
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wor stirring up the people, either in the synagogues, or in the 

13 city; aeither can they prove the things whereof they now aecuse 

14 me, But this I confess unto thee, that after the way which they 
call'a sect, I worship the God of my fathers, believing all the 

15 things which are written in the law and in the prophets; and 
having hope toward God, (which they themselves also admit,) 
that there will be a resurrection Yof the dead, both of the just 

26 and unjust. And herein I exercise myself, ‘to have always 
ἃ conscience void of offence toward God, and toward men. 

17 “ Now, ‘after several years, 1 came to bring alms to my 

18 nation, and offerings: whereupon ‘certain Jews from Asia found 
me purified in the temple, but not with any multitude, nor with 

1g tumult; who ought to have been here before thee, and to have 

20 made their charge, if they had any thing against me; or else let 
these themselves say, what crime they found in me, while I 

21 stood before the council, unless it be for this one declaration 
which I made, standing among them, ‘ concerning the resurrection 
of the dead am I called in question by you this day.’” 

22 VAnd Felix 'having obtained more exact knowledge of that 
"way, put them off, saying, “When Lysias the chief captain 
shall come down, I will "know the whole of your matter.” ° 

a3 And be commanded a ceuturion that Paul should be kept, but 
to let hin have liberty; and that he should forbid none of his 
acquaintance to minister Yor come unto him. 

24 And after some days, Felix, having come with his wife Dru- 
silla (who was a Jewess,) sent for Paul, and heard him con- 

25 cerning the belief in Christ. And as he discoursed concerning 
‘righteousness, temperance, and the judgment to come, Felix 
"trembled, aud answered, “ Go thy way for the present ; when 

26 I have a convenient season, | will send for thee.” He was in 
hopes also that money would have been given him by Paul: ¥ 
wherefore he sent for him the oftener, and conversed with him. 
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But after two years Porcinus Festus succeeded to Felix: and 27 
Felix, wishing to gratify the Jews, left Paul bound. 


CHAP. XXV.—Now three doys after Festus had come into 1 
the province, he went up from Cwsarea to Jerusalem. ‘Then the 2 
high priest and the chief of the Jews appeared before him against 
Paul, and they entreated him, and sought as a favour that he 3 
would send for Paul to Jerusalem, proposing to lie in wait that 
they might kill him on the way. But Festus answered, that 4 
Paul 'should be kept at Caesarea, and that he himself was going 
thither shortly. ‘ Let those therefore among you,” said he, 5 
“« who are able, go down with me, and accuse this man, if therc 
be anything amiss in him.” And when he had tarried among 6 
‘them not more than eight or ten days, he went down to Ceesa- 
rea; and the next day he sat on the judgment-seat and com- 
manded Paul to be brought forth. And when he appeared, the 7 
Jews who had come down from Jerusalem stood round about, 
and brought many and grievous accusations "against Paul, which 
they were not able to prove; while he answered for himself, 8 
saying, “ Neither against the law of the Jews, nor against the 
temple, nor yet against Cesar, have I offended in any thing at 
all.” But Festus wishing to gratify the Jews, answered Paul 9 
and said, “ Art thou willing to go up to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged concerning these things before me?” Then said Paul, 10 
“¢ T stand at the judgment-seat of Caesar, where IT ought to he 
judged: to the Jews I have done no wrong, as thou thyself very 
well knowest, ‘For if I be an offender, or have committed 11 
any thing worthy of death, I refuse not to die; but if there be 
nothing in these things whereof these accuse me, no one may 
give me up togratify them. I appeal unto (ποτ, Then Fes- 12 
tus, when he had conferred with the council, answered, “ ' Hast 
thou appealed unto Cesar? unto Cesar thou shalt go.” 

And after some days, king Agrippaand Bernict came to Caesarea 13 
to salute Festus : aud when they had been there several days, Fes- 14 
tus related Paul’s cause to the king, saying, “There is a certain 
man left in prison by Felix: against whom, when I was at Jeru- 15 
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salem, the chief priests and the elders of the Jews appeared 

16 before me, desiring to have judgment against him. To whom I 
answered, that it is not the custom of the Romans to give up 
any man ‘to gratify unether, ‘before he who is aceused have 
his accusers face to face, and have opportunity to answer for 

17 himself concerning the charge brought against him. When 
therefore, they were come hither, without any delay I sat on the 
judgment seat on the morrow, and commanded the man to be 

18 brought forth: against whom, when the accusers stood up, 

2g they brought no ‘accusation of such things as I expected: but 
they had certain questions against him concerning their own 
‘religion, and concerning one Jesus, who had died, whom Paul 

20 affirmed to be alive. And because I 'was at a loss how to de- 
terme such a matter, I asked whether he was willing to go to 

21 Jerusalem, and to be there judged about these matters, But as 
Paul appealed to be reserved unto the determination of Augustus, 
i commanded him to be kept till 1 could send him to Cesar.” 

44 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, “I would also hear the man 
myself.” To-morrow,” said he, “ thou shalt hear him.” 

23 Soon the morrow, when Agrippa and Bernice had come, 
with great pomp, and had entered into the place of hearing, 
with the chief captains, and principal men of the city, at the 

24 command of Festus Paul was brought forth. Then Festus said, 
“ King Agrippa, and all who are present with us! ye see this 
men, about whom all the multitude of the Jews have applied to 
me, both at Jerusalem, and here also, crying out that he ought 

25 not to live any longer. But when I found that he had done 
nothing worthy of death, and be himself appealed to ' Augustus, 

a6 1 determined to send him: of whom I have nothing certain to 
write unto 'my Lord. Wherefore I have brought him forth 
before you, and especially before thee, king Agrippa! that, 

27 after examination had, I may have somewhat to write. For 
it seemeth to me unreasonable to send a prisoner, and not also 
to signify the charges mude against him.” 
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CHAP. XXVI.—Then Agrippa said unto Paul, “ Thou | 
art permitted to speak for thyself.” Then Paul stretched forth 
his hand, and answered for himself: ‘I think myself happy, 2 
king Agrippa! that 1 am to answer for myself this day before 
thee, concerning all the things whereof I am accused by the 
Jews: especially because thou very well knowest all the customs 3 
and questions among the Jews, Wherefore I beseech thee to 
hear me patiently. 

“ My manner of life from my youth, as it hath been from the 4 
first among mine own nation at Jerusalem, all the Jews know ; 
who have known me from the beginning—if they would testify, 5 
—that, according to the strictest sect of our religion, 1 lived a 
Pharisee. And now I stand and am judged, for the hope of 6 
the promise which was made by God unto our fathers: unto the 7 

fulfillment of which promise our twelve tribes, serving God ear- 
nestly day and night, hope to attain. On accountof which hope, 
king Agrippa! Iam accused by the Jews. ‘Why should it be 8 
thought a thing incredible with you, that God "should raise the 
dead ? 

“1 verily thought in myself, that I ought to do many things 9 
against the name of Jesus of Nazareth: which things I indeed 10 
did in Jerusalem: and many of the saints did J shut up in pri- 
son, having received authority from the chief priests ; and when 
they were put to death, I gave my voice against them: ἀπά I 11 
punished them often in every synagogue, and compelled them to 
blaspheme ; and being exceedingly mad against them, I perse- 
cuted éhem even unto foreign cities. Whereupon as I was going 12 
to Damascus, with authority and commission from the chief 
priests, at midday, Ὁ king, I saw on the way thither a light 13 
from heaven, above the brightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and those who were journeying with me, And when 14 
we had all fallen to the earth, I heard a voice speaking to me, 
and saymg in the Hebrew tongue, ‘ Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? ἐέ is hard for thee to kick against the goads.’ And I 15 
said, ‘ Who art thou, Lord?’ And he said, ‘I am Jesus whom 
thou persecutest. But rise, and stand upon thy feet! for I have 16 
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τ appeared unto thee for this 'purpose, to make thee a minister 
and ἃ wituess both of these things "which thou hast seen, and 
17 Of those things in which 1 will appear unto thee; ‘delivering 
thee from this people, and from the Gentiles, unto whom I 
ι8 now send thee, to open their eyes, that they may turn from 
darkness unto light, and from the authority of Satan unto God ; 
that, through faith in me, they may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and an inheritance among those who are sanctified.’ 
ig Whereupon, Ὁ king Agrippa! I was not disobedieat unto 
“Ὁ that heavenly vision: but declared first unto those of Damascus, 
and at Jerusalem, and throughout all the country of Judea, and 
then to the Gentiles, that they should repent and turn to God, 
21 doing works worthy of repentance. For these causes the Jews 
22 seized mein the temple, and went about to kill me. Having 
however obtained the help of God, I continue, unto this day, 
witnessing both to small and great, saying nothing but what 
23 the prophets and Moses spoke of as being about to pass: that 
the Christ was to suffer death, and that he, being the first that 
rose from the dead, should show light unto this people, and to 
the Gentiles.” 
24 And as he thus spake for himself, Festus said with a loud 
voice, “ Paul, thou art beside thyself; much learning ‘doth 
25, make thee mad,’’ But he said, “I am not mad, most noble 
26 Festus; but speak forth the words of truth and soberness, For 
the king knoweth of these things, before whom therefore I speak 
boldly : because I am persuaded that none of these things are hid- 
27 den from him ; for this hath not been done in a comer. King 
Agrippa, believest thou the prophets? I know that thou be- 
28 lievest them.” ‘Thea Agrippa said unto Paul, “' Almost thou 
2g persuadest me to be a Christian.” And Paul said, “ I would 
to God, that not only thou, but also all that hear me this day, 
were 'both almost, and altogether such as I am, except these 
40 bonds.” Then the king rose up, and the governor, and Bernicé, 
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and those that sat with them: and when they had gone aside, 3 
they talked among themselves, saying, ‘‘ This man hath done 


nothing worthy of death or of bonds. Then Agrippa said unto 32 


Festus, “ This man might have been set at liberty, ifhe had not 
appealed unto Cesar.” 


CHAP. XXVII.—And when it was determined that we should 1 
sail to Italy, Paul, and certain other prisoners were delivered to 
ἃ centurion of the Augustan band, named Julius, so entering 2 
into a ship of Adramyttium, we put te sea, meaning to sail Υ by 
the coasts of Asia; Aristarchus, a Macedonian of ‘[hessalonica, 
being with us. And the next day we touched ut Sidon: and 3 
Julius entreating Paul courteously, gave Aim liberty to go unto 
the friends zhere, to refresh himself. And loosing thence, we 4 
sailed unto Cyprus, because the winds were contrary : and sail- 5 
ing over the sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, 
in Lycia: and there, the centurion, finding a ship of Alexandria 6 
sailing to Italy, put us on board thereof. And when we had 7 
sailed slowly for several days, and were scarcely come off Cnidus, 
the wind not suffering us, we sailed under Crete, over against 
Salmoné; And, having with difficulty passed by it, we came to 8 
a place called ‘ The fair havens ;’ nigh whereto was the city of 
Lasea. 

Now, as much time had been spent, and suiling had become 9 
dangerous, (for the season of the Jewish fast was now pust,) Paul 
warncd them, saying unto them, “ Sirs, J perceive that this voy- 
age will be with damage and much danger, not only of the lad- 
ing and ship, but of our lives also.” Nevertheless the centurion 
believed the pilot and the owner of the ship, rather than the 
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things spoken by Paul: and because the haven was not com- 12 


modious to winter m, the greater part advised to depart thence 
also, that if possible they should reach Phoenicd, (which is ἃ 
haven of Creté, and lieth toward the south west and north 
west), and winter there. And when the south wind blew gently, 
supposing they had attained ¢heir purpose, they put to sea, and 
sailed close under Crett. But not long after, there arose a tem- 
pestuous contrary wind, called τ Euroclydon: and as the ship 
was borne away, and could not bear up against the wind, we 


on

THE ACTS, XXVIL. 289 


16 gave up and were drifted by it. And as we ran under ἃ small 
island called Clauda, we had much labour to secure the boat: 

17 but, when they had taken ἐδ up, they had recourse to' stays, and 
undergirded the ship: and, fearing lest they should be driven 
upon the "quicksand, they struck sail, and so were drifted. 

18 And, as we were exceedingly tossed by the tempest, the next 

19 day, they lightened the ship ; and, on the third day, ¥ they cast 

20 out with their own hands the tackling of the ship. And when 
neither sun nor stars had appeared for several days, and no 
small tempest lay on us, all hope that we should be saved was 
then taken away. 

21 But after long fasting Paul, standing forth in the midst of 
them, said, “ Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, and not 
have loosed from Cret®, 'and gained this harm and _ loss. 

ee Yet now I exhort you to be of good cheer: for there will be no 

23 loss of life among you, but of the ship only. For there stood 
by me this night an angel of that God, whose I am, and whom 

24 I serve, saying, ὁ Fear not, Paul! thou must be brought before 
Cesar: and, lo, God hath given thee all those who sail with 

25 thee.’ Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer! for I trust in God, 

26 that it will be even as it hath been told me; nevertheless we 
must be cast upon ἃ certain island.” 

27 But when the fourtcenth night was come, as we were driven 
up and down ' in the Adriatic, about midnight the sailors thought 

a8 they were drawing near to some land: and having sounded, 
they found twenty fathoms: and when they had gone a little 

ey further, they sounded again, and found fifteen fathoms. Then 
fearing lest we should fall upon rocks, they cast four anchors 

40 out of the stern, and ' wished for daybreak. And as the sailors 
were seeking to escape out of the ship, and had let down the 
boat into the sea, under pretence of casting anchors out of the 

41 foreship, Paul said to the centurion and to the soldiers, “‘ Unless 

32 these abide in the ship, ye cannot be saved.” Then the sol- 
diers cut the ropes of the boat, and let it fall away. 

33 And when daylight was coming on, Paul besought them all 
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to take food, saying, “ This day is the fourteenth day that ye 
have tarried and continued fasting, having taken nothing: where- 34 
fore I pray you to take food : for this concerns your 'safety : for 
there shall nota hair perish from the head of any of you.” And 3% 
when he had thus spoken, he took bread, and gave thanks to 
God in the presence of them all: and when he had broken ἐΐ, 

he began to eat: and being all thus encouraged, they also took 36 
food. Now we were in all in the ship two hundred and seventy- 37 
six souls, And when they had eaten enough, they lightened 38 
the ship, by throwing the corn into the sca. 

And when it .was day, they knew not the land; but they ob- 40 
served ἃ certain creek with a beach, into which they determined, 
if possible, to run the ship. So cutting away the anchors, they 40 
left them in the sea; and having loosed the rudder bands, and 
set the mainsail to the wind, they made toward the beach: but 41 
falling’ ‘upon @ point on which two seas met, they ran the ship 
aground ; and the forepart stuck fast, and remained unmove- 
able, but the stern was broken by the violence of the waves, 
And the counsel of the soldiers was to kill the prisoners, lest 42 
any of them should swim out, and escape: but the centurion, 43 
being desirous of saving Paul, kept them from their purpose ; 
and commanded that those who could swim should cast thcm- 
selves into the sea first, and get to land; and the rest, some on 44 
boards, and others on things out of the ship. And thus it came 
to pass, that they all escaped "εἴς to land. 

CHAP. XXVIIT.—And when they had eseaped, they then 1 
knew that the island was called Metita. And the ‘barbarous 2 
people shewed us no littlekindness: for they kindled a fire, and 
brought us all to it, because of the present rain, and because of 
the cold. 

And as Paul had gathered up ἃ bundle.of sticks, and was 3 
laying them on the fire, a viper came out of the heat, and fast- 
ened on his hand. And when the barbarians saw the venomous 4 
creature hanging to his hand, they said among themselves, “ No 
doubt this man isa murderer; whom, though he hath escaped 
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5 the sea, yet vengeance suffereth not to live.” But he shook off 
6 the creature into the fire, and felt no harm: howbeit they ex- 
pected he woukl have swollen, or fallen down dead suddenly : 
but after they had looked a great while, and saw no harm come 
to him, they changed their minds, and said that he was a god. 
7  Nowin that neighbourhood were possessions of the chief man 
of the island, whose name was Publius; who received us, and 
8 lodged us three days courteousfy. And it came to pass, that the 
father of Publius lay sick of ἃ fever and of a flux: to whom 
Paul entered in, and after praying, put bis hands on him, and 
g healed him. So when this had been done, others also in the 
Ι0 island, who had diseases, came, and were healed: who also 
‘honoured us with many honours; and when we departed, put 
on beard such things as were needful for us. 
11 And after three months we departed in a ship of Alexandria, 
which had wintered in the isle, and the sign whereof was Castor 
12 and Pollux: and landing at Syracuse, we turried there threc 
1g days. And from thence we coasted round, and came to Rhe- 
gium : and after one day the south wind blew, and we came the 
14 second day to Puteoli: where we found brethren, and were 
entreated to tarry with them seven days: and then we went 
15 towards Rome. And the brethren, hearing from us, came to 
meet us as far as Appii-forum, and The three taverns: whom 
when Paul saw, he thanked God, and took courage. 
i§ And when we came to ’ Rome, the centurion delivered the 
prisoners to the captain of the guard: but Paul was suffered to 
17 dwell apart, with the soldier who guarded him. And it came 
to pass, that 'on the third day, he called the chief sen of the 
Jews together to Ai. And when they were come together, he 
said unto them, “ Brethren, though I have committed nothing 
against our people, or the customs of our fathers, yet was I de- 
livered prisoner from Jerusalem into the hands of the Romans: 
18 who, when they bad examined me, would have let me go, be- 
19 cause there was no causc of death in me: but as the Jews spake 
against his, 1 was constrained to appeal unto Cxsar; ‘not that 
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J had ought to accuse my nation of. On this account therefore 20 
I have called you hither, that I might see you, and speak with 
you: because on account of the hope of Israel J am bound with 
this chain.” Then they said unto him, “ We have neither 21 
received letters from Judea conceming thee, nor have any one 

of our brethren that have come Aither shown or spoken any ill of 
thee: but we ‘desire to hear from thee what thou thinkest: 22 
for as to this "sect, we know that il is every where spoken 
against.” 

And having appointed him day, many of them came to him 23 
at his lodging; to whom he explained and bore testimony to the 
kingdom of God, endeavouring to persuade them of the things 
concerning Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, and out of the 
prophets, from morning till evening. And some believed the 24 
things which were spoken, but others did not believe. So not 25 
agreeing among themselves, they separated, after Paul had said 
this one-thing, “ Well did the Holy Spirit speak ‘unto our fa- 
thers, by the prophet Isaiah, saying, ‘ Go unto this people, and 96 
say, Hearing ye will hear, and will not understand ; and seeing 
ye will see, and not perceive: for the heart of this people is 27 
become gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, and their eyes 
they have closed; lest they should see with ἐλ εν eyes, and hear 
with ‘heir ears, and understand with their heart, and should be 
converted, so that I should heal them.’ Be it known therefore 28 
unto you, that the salvation of God is sent unto the Gentiles, 
and that they will hearken to it. YAnd when he had said these 29 
words, the Jews departed, debating much among themselves, 

And he dwelt two whole years in his own hired house, and 30 
received all who came to him, ‘preaching the kingdom of God, 31 
and teaching the things relating to the Lord Jesus Civist, with 
all boldness, no one forbidding him, 
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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 
TO THE ROMANS. 


1 CHAP. L—Paut, a servant of Jesus Christ, ‘called to be 
2 an apostle, separated unto the gospel of God,—which he had 
aforctime promised by his prophets, in the holy scriptures, — 
3 conceming his Son Jesus Christ our Lord,—who was born of 
4 the seed of David, according to the flesh, and 'declared to be 
the Son of God with power, "according to the "spirit of holi- 
5 ness, "by Ais resurrection from the dead; 'through whom we 
have received "grace and apostleship, "for obedience to the 
6 faith among all the Gentiles, "for his name; (among which 
Gentiles arc ye also called by Jesus Christ ;}—1to all the be- 
loved of God, ‘called to be saints, that are in Rome: Grace and 
peace de to you from God our Father, and from the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 
8 First, I thank my God, through Jesus Christ, on account of 
you all, that your faith is spoken of throughout the whole world. 
9 For God whom I serve with my spirit in the gospel of his Son, 
is my witness that, without ceasing, I make mention of you, 
ig always making request in my prayers, that, by some means, 
now at length, 1 muy "have a prosperous journey, by the will of 
11 God, so us to come unto you. For I long tv see you, that I 
may impurt unto you some spiritual gift, to the end that ye 
may be established ; that is, that I may be comforted, ' together 
with you, by the mutual faith both of you and me. 
1g Now I would not have you ignorant, brethren, that I bave 
oftentimes purposed to come unto you, (but have been hin- 
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dered hitherto,) that I might have some fruit among you also, 
even as among other Gentiles. I amadebtor both to the Greeks, 
and to the barbarians; both to the wise and to the unwise: 80 
that I am ready, as much as in me lieth, to preach the gospel to 
you also that are at Rome. For I am not ashamed of the gos- 
pel:* since it is the power of God for sulvation to every one that 
believeth ; to ¢he Jew Τ first, and also to the 'Gentile: for therein 
the ‘righteousness "of God by faith is revealed in order to faith ; 
as it is written, “* The "just shall live by faith.” Moreover 
the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all unyodliness 
and unrighteousness of meu, who ‘hinder the truth through un- 
righteousness; because that which might be known concerning 
God is manifest among them; God having manifested ἐξ unto 
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them: for from the creation of the world, the invisible things of 20 


him, even his eternal power and Godhead, have becn clearly seen, 
being understood from his works: so that they are without ex- 
cuse; because, though they knew God, they did not glorify 
hin as God, neither were thankful; but became ‘vain in their 
imeginations, and their inconsiderate beart was darkened: pro~ 
fessing themselves to be wise, they became fools ; and exchanged 
the glory of the uncorruptible God for an image made in the 
likeness of corruptible man, and of birds, and fourfooted beasts, 
and creeping things. 

Wherefore God, on his part, gave them up to uncleanness, 
through the desires of their hearts, that their own bodies should 
be dishonoured among themselves: who exchanged the ‘truth 
"of God for a lie, and worshipped and served the creature, 
rather than the Creator; who is blessed for ever. Amen. For 
this cause, Z say, God gave them up to vile passions: for even 
their women changed the natural use into that which is aguinst 
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nature: and in like mamner also the men, left the natural use of 27 


the woman, and burned in their desire one toward another; 
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men working with men that which is unseemly, and receiving 
28 in themselves the due recompence of their error. And as they 
did not chuse to retain God in their knowledge, God gave them 
over to a reprobate mind, to do those things which ‘were not 
2g fitting; being filled with all unrighteousness,” wickedness, cove- 
tousness, maliciousness; full of envy, murder, strife, deceit, 
30 malignity; whisperers, evil speakers, haters of God, injurious, 
proud, boasters, inventors of evil things, disobedient to parents, 
3: void of uuderstanding, covenant breakers, without natural 
32 affection, Y implacable, unmerciful: who though they know the 
righteous ordinance of God, that those who commit such things 
are worthy of death, not only do the same, but have pleasure in 
those who do them. 


s CILAL. T1.—Wherefore thou art inexcusable, O man, whoso- 
ever thou art, that judgest: for wherein thou judgest another, 
thou condemnest thyself; since thou that judgest doest the 

2 same things. But we are sure that the judgment of God is, 

3 according to truth, against those who commit such things. And 
dost thou, Ὁ man, that judgest those who do such things, and 
yet doest the same, think this, that thou shalt escape the judg- 

4 ment of God? Or despisest thou the riches of his goodness, 
and forbearance, aud longsuffering; not acknowledging that 

5 the goodness of God 'leadeth thee to repentance? But through 
this hardness and impenitence of éhy heart thou art treasuring 
up for thyself wrath, against the day of wrath, and of the mani- 

6 festation of the rightcous judgment of God; who will render to 

7 every one according to his works: to those who, by patient 
continuance in well doing, seek for glory and honour and im- 

8 mortality,—eternal life: but unto those who are contentious, 
and do not obey the truth, but obey unrighteousness,—indigna- 

g tion and wrath; tribulation and anguish, upon every soul of 
man that doeth evil, of the Jew first, and also of the ' Gentile ; 

190 —but glory, honour, and peace, to every one who worketh Srot, 
to the Jew first, and also to the 'Gentile. 
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For there is no respect of persons with God: for as many as 
have sinned not being under the law will also perish without 
‘Jaw: and as many as have sinned, being under the law, will be 
judged by the law ;—(' For it is not the hearers of " the law that 
are just before God, but the doers of the Jaw will be justified : 
for when the Gentiles, who have no law, do ' by nature the things 
required by the law, these, though they have no law, are ἃ law 
unto themselves ; who show 'that works required by the law are 
written in their hearts; their conscience also bearing witness, and 
their “reasonings mean while accusing or else excusing onc 
another ;}—io that day when God will judge the secret things of 
men, by Jesus Christ, according to "την gospel. 

VIf now, thou art called a Jew, and restest in the law, and 
makest thy boast of God, and knowest Ais will, and disccrnest 
the things that are excellent, being instructed out of the law ; and 
art confident that thou thyself art a guide of the blind, a light to 
those that are in darkness, an instructor of tie simple, a teacher 
of babes, possessest in the law the form of knowledge and of 
truth ; thou then, who teachest another, dost thou not teach thy- 
self? thon ‘that preachest that a man should not steal, dost thou 
steal? Thou that sayest a man should not commit adultery, dost 
thou commit adultery? thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou com- 
mit sacrilege? Thou that makest thy boast of the law, dishon- 
ourest thou God by breaking the law? For, as it is written, 
“ the name of God is blasphemed among the Gentilcs through 
you,” 

Circumcision indeed profiteth thee, if thou keep ¢he law: but 
if thou be a breaker of the law, thy circumcision becometh ‘as 
uncircumcision, If ‘therefore one uncircumcised keep the pre- 
cepts of the law, will not his uncircumcision be accounted ἐ Aim 
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a7 as Circumcision? and will not ‘one pncireumcised in his natural 
state, if he fulfil the law, condemn thee, who, being under the 
letter of the law, and being circumcised, dost yet transgress the 

28 law? For heis not a Jew, who is one outwardly; neither is that 

a9 circumcision, which is merely outward, in the flesh:: but he is a 
Jew, who is so inwardly ; and whose circumcision te that of the 
heart, in the spirit, and not in the letter; whose praise is not from 
men, but from God. 


t CHAP IITI.—What advantage then hath the Jew? or what 
4 is the benefit of circumcision ?—Much every way! chiefly, be- 
3 cause unto the Jews were entrusted the oracles of God. 'For 
what if some had not faith? "shall their unbelief make the 
4 faithfulness of God without effect? By no means! yea, let God 
be held true, though every man be a liar; as it is written, 
‘“‘ That thou mayest be justified in thy words, and mayest over- 
come when thou art judged.” 
5 But, if our unrighteousness ‘commend the righteousness of 
God ;—what shall we say ? "That God is unrighteous who taketh 
6 vengeance? (I speak as a man)}—By no means: for then how 
7 shall God judge the world? But if the faithfulness of God hath 
more abounded unto his glory through my falsehood; why am 
8 I still judged as a sinner? ' And why not say, (as we are slan- 
derously reported, and as some affirm that we say,) “ Let us 
do evil, that good may come 7?” whose condemnation is just. 
9 What then? are we Jews better than the Gentiles? No, in 
no wise: for we have before 'proved both Jews and Gentiles, 
:0 to be all under sin; as it is written, “* There is none righteous, 
11 no, not one: there is none that understandeth, there 18 none that 
12 seeketh after God: they are all gone out of the way, they are 
together become unprofitable ; there is none that doeth good, no, 
19 not one: their throat és an open sepulchre; with their tongues 
they have used deceit; the poison of asps is under their lips; 
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their mouth is full of cursing and bitterness: their feet are swift 
to shed blood: destruction and misery ave in their ways: and 
the way of peace they have not known: there is no fear of God 
before their- eyes.” Now we know that what things soever the 
law saith, it saith to those whe are under the law: 'that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the world may become subject 
to the judgment of God. ‘Therefore by " the works of the law 
shall no man be justified in his sight: for through the law is the 
"knowledge of sin. | 

But now the ' righteousness of God "without warks of the law 
is manifested, being attested by the law and the prophets: even 
the nghteousness of God, which is by faith in Jesus Christ, unto 
all, Yand upon all those who believe: (for there is no differ- 
ence: since all have sinned, and fall short of the glory of God; 
who are justified freely by bis ‘grace, through the redemption 
which isin Christ Jesus : whom God bath 'sct forth es a "mercy- 
seat, ™Vihrough faith in his blood, "to show his righteousness, 
for the remission, ‘through the forbearance of God, of sins 
already committed; to show, I say, his righteousness at this 
time: that he may be just, and the justifier of him who be- 
lieveth Yin Jesus. 

Where ther ts boasting? It is excluded, By what law? by 
the law of works? Nay: but by the law of faith. ' Wherefore 
we conclude that a man is justified by faith, "without ΠῚ ἐλ works 
of the law. Is God the God of the Jews only? Is he not also 
the God of the Gentiles ? Surely of the Gentiles also: ' seeing that 
ἐὲ ts one and the same God, who will justify those of the circum- 
cision by faith, and those of the uncircumcision through faith. 

Do we then ' make the law void through faith? By no means: 
yea, we establish the law. 
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1 CAP. IV.—What advantage then shall we say that Abra- 

2 ham, our father gained 'in respect to the flesh? 'For if Abraham 

were justified by works, he hath whereof to glory. But "not 

3 before God. For what saith the scripture? “ Abraham be- 

lieved God, and it wus accounted to him 'for righteousness,” 

4 Now to him who worketh the reward 15 accounted not matter of 

5 favour but of debt: but to him that 'doth not work, but be- 

lieveth on him who justifieth the ungodly man, his faith is ac- 

6 counted "for righteousness. ven as David also describeth the 

blesscdness of the man, unto whom God accounteth righteous- 

7 ness ' without svorks, saying, ** Blessed are they whose iniquities 

8 are forgiven, and whose sins are covered; blessed is the man to 
whom the Lord will not account sin.” 

g Doth this blessedness then come upon éhese of the circumcision 

only, or upon those of the uncircumcision also? ‘for we say 

10 that faith was accounted to Abraham for righteousness. Ilow 

was it then accounted? when he was circumcised, or uncircum- 

cised ? Not after circumcision, but when he was uncircumcised : 

12 and he received the sign of circumcision, as a seal of the right- 

eousness urising from the faith which he had while yet uncir- 

cumcised: that he might become ¢ée father of all those who 

believe, though they be uncircumcised; so that righteousness 

12 might be accounted to them also: and the father of circumcision 

not only to those who are of the circumcision, but 20 those 

alyu who wulk in the steps of that faith of our father Abraham, 
which he fad being yet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should be heir of the world, eas not 

mude to Abraham, or to his seed, through the law, but through 

14 the rightcousness of faith: "for if"they who are "under the law 

be heirs, faith is '' made void, and the promise is made of no 
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effect: because the law ' worketh wrath: for where there is no 
law, there is no transgression. 'The promise therefore was by 
faith, that ἐξ might be by grace; im order that the promise might 
be sure to all the seed; not to those only who are under the 
law, but to those also who are of the faith of Abraham ; who is 
the father of us all, (as it is written, ‘ I have made thee a father 
of many nations,’) in the sight of the God, in whom he be- 
lieved, who giveth life to the dead, and calleth those things 
which ‘are not as though they were: who, against hope, be- 
lieved in hope that he should become the father of many nations, 
according to that which was spoken, ‘ So shall thy seed be:” 
and, being not weak in faith, considered not his own body, 
already become dead, (seeing that he was about an hundred 
years old,) neither yet the deadness of Sarah’s womb: he stag- 
gered not at the promise of God through unbelief; but was 
strong in faith, and gave glory to God ; and was fully persuaded 
that, what He had promised, He was able also to perform. 

Wherefore such faith was accounted to him for righteousness. 
Yet it was not written for his sake alone, that it was so accounted 
to him; but for the sake of us also; to whom it will be ac- 
counted if we believe in him who raised up from the dead Jesus 
our Lord; who was delivered up for our offences, and was 
raised again for our justification. 


CHAP, V.—Being justified therefore by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Chnst: through whom also 
we bave ‘access ¥ by faith into this grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in the hope of the glory of God. And not only so, but 
we glory even in afflictions: knowing that affliction worketh pa- 
tience; and patience, ‘experience; and experience, hope: and 
this hope ‘maketh us not ashamed; because the love of God is 
shed abroad in our hearts, by the Holy Spirit, which is given 
unto us. For while we were yet without strength, even at the 
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7 Appointed time, Christ died for the ungodly. Now scarcely fora 

righteous man will one die: (though peradventure for'a good man 

ὃ some would even dare to die:) but "God 'displayeth his love 

toward us, in this, that, while we were still sinners, Christ died 

9 for us. Much more then, now that we are justified through his 

10 blood, shall we be saved, through him, from ‘wrath. For if, 

when we were enemies, we were reconciled to God, through the 

death of his Son, much more, now that we are reconciled, shall 

11 we be saved through his life. And not only so, but we glory 

also in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom we 
have now received this reconciliation. 

12 ‘Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the world, and 

death by sin, thus death passed upon all men, inasmuch as all 

13 have sinned. (For sin way in the world all the time before the 

law; and although sin is not accounted, where there is no law, 

14 yet death reigned from Adam to Moses, even over those who 

had Ynot sinned after the likeness of the transgression of Adam, 

1g whois a similitude of him who was to come.)' But the free 

gift is not so as was the transgression : for if, through the trans- 

gression of one ran ' the many have died, much more hath the 

grace of (sod, and the gift " by grace, ‘which zs through one man, 

16 Jesus Christ, abounded unto ™ the many: neither is the gift 'as 

by one that sinned : forthe judgment followed one trunsgression 

to condemnation, but the free gift followed many transgressions 

17 unto justification. For if through the transgression ¥ of one death 

reigned because of that one; much more will they, who receive the 

ubounding of grace and of the gift of righteousness reign in life 

18 through one, Jesus Christ. As then, by ' the transgression of one, 

judgment passed upon all men to condemnation ; even so by"! the 

righteousness of one, the free gift hath come upon all men unto 

19 justification of life: for as by the disobedience of one man, ' the 
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many became sinvers, so, by the obedience of one, "the many 
will become righteous. 

Moreover the law entered, ' that transgressions might abound: 20 
but where sin abounded, grace much more abounded : that, as 2: 
sin had reigned unto death, even so grace might reign, through 
righteousness, unto etemal life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


CHAP. VI.—What shall we say then? Shall we continue 1 
in sin, that grace may abound ?—By πὸ means. How shall we, 2 
that have died to sin, live any longer therein? Know ye not, 3 
that as many of us as have been baptized into Jesus Christ have 
been baptized into his death? We were therefore buried with 4 
him by ἐδὲς baptism into Ais death: that, us Christ was raised 
from the dead by the ' glory of the Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. If then we have conformed to each 5 
other in the likeness of his death, ' we shall conform also to thal 
of Ass resurrection: knowing this, that our old man hath been 6 
crucified ‘with Aim, that the body of sin might be destroyed, in 
order that henceforth we should no longer be slaves to sin: 
for he who hath ¢hus died is freed from sin. If now we have so 8 
died with Christ, we believe that we shall also live with him; 
knowing that Christ,-haying been raised from the dead, dieth 9 
no more: death hath no longer dominion over him; for in that 10 
he died, he died unto sin, once for all: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. In like manner do ye also account your- 11 
selves dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ.” 

Let not sin therefore reign in ' your mortal body, so as to obey 12 
é#:¥ neither yield up your members to sin, as instruments of 13 
unrighteousness: but yield yourselves up unto Cod, as those 
who have become alive from the dead; and yield your members 
to God, as instruments of righteousness: 'for sin shal! not have 14 
dominion over you: since ye are not under éhe law, but under 
bes 
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What then? shall we continue to sin, because we are not 
under tke law, but under grace ?—-By no means. Know ye not, 
thut to whomsoever ye ‘yield yourselves ' servants to obey, his 
servants ye are, whom ye sv obey; whether of sin ¥ unto death, 
or of obedience unto nghteousness ? But thanks be to God, that 
having been the servants of sin, ye have now obeyed from the 
heart that form of doctrine ‘which hath been delivered to you ; 
and that having been set free from sin, ye have become the ser- 
vants of righteousness. I speak after the manner of men, because 
of the infirmity of your flesh: for in like manner as ye yielded 
your members to iniquity, as servants of uncleanness and ini- 
quity ; even so yicld your members now, to holiness, as servants 
of righteousness, For when ye were the servants of sin, ye 
were free in respect to rigbteousness. What fruit had ye then, 
from those things whercof ye are now ashamed? for the end of 
those things is death; but now having been set free from sin, 
and having become servants to God, ye have your fruit unto 
holiness, and the end everlasting life: for the wages of sin is 
death; but the gift of God ts everlasting life, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 


CHAP. VII.—Know ye not, brethren, (for I speak to those 
who know éhe Jaw,) that the law hath dominion over a man 
only so long as he liveth? For the married woman is bound 
by the law to her husband so long as he liveth; but if the 
husband die, she is loosed from the law of Aer husband. If 
therefore, while Aer husband liveth, she be married to another 
man, she will be called an adulteress: but if her husband die, 
she is free from that law; so that she is no adulteress, though 
she be married to another man. And thus, my brethren, ye 
also have become dead to the law, through the body of Christ; 
that ye might be married to another, even to him who hath been 
raised from the dead, that we may bring forth fruit unto God. 
For while we were in the flesh, the sinful passions which were 
"by the law, wre in our members, so as to bring forth fruit 
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unto death: but now we are loosed from the law, having died 
to that whereunto we were held in bondage: so that we ought 
to serve God 'in newness of spirit, and not iz the oldness of the 
letter. 

What shall we say then? That the law ts sin? By no means. 
Nay, 1 had not "known what sin wus but through the law: 
for I had not kuown the sin of lust, unless the law had said, 
“ Thou shalt not covet:” but sin, taking its occasion 'by the 
commandment, wrought in me all manner of inordinate desire :

for without the law gin is dead : 'and I once lived without Anow- 9 


ledge of the law: but when the commandment "came, sin 
revived, and I died; and-so the commandment, which was tn- 
tended for life, was found ¢o be for death tome. For sim, taking 
tts occasion ‘from the commandment, seduced me, and by it 
slew me; wherefore the law is holy, and the commandment 
holy, and just, and good. 

Has then ‘that which is good become death to me ?—By no 
means. But "sin hath: that it might appear "to be sin, work- 
ing death in me, through that which is good; so that sin might 
become exceeding sinful through the commandment. We know 
indeed that the law is spiritual: but I am carnal, sold under 
sin: for that which I do, I approve not: and what 1 would, 
that I do not; but what I hate, that I do. Butif 1 do that 
which I would not, I assent to the law that ἐξ is gond: now there- 
fore it is no longer I that do it, but sin that dwelleth in me. 
For I know that in me (that is, in my flesh,) there dwelleth no 
good thing. To will indeed is present with me; but Aow to per- 
form that which is good I find not. For T donot the good that 
I would: but I do the evil which I would not. Now if I do 
that which I would not, it is no longer [ that do it, but sin that 
dwelieth in me. I find therefore ¢hts law, that, when I would 
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23 God according to the inward man: but I perceive another law 
in my members, warring against the law of my mind, and bring- 
ing me into captivity to the law ‘of sin which is in my mem- 

24 bers. O wretched man that lam! who will deliver me from 

ag ‘this body of death? ¥I thank God 'through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. | 

So then I, the samesman, with my mind serve the law of God ; 
but with my flesh the law of sin. 


1 CHAP. VIFE.— There is therefore now no condemnation 
2 for those who are in Christ Jesus’: for the law of the spirit of 
life in Christ Jesus, hath made me free from the law of sin and 
3 death. For—what the law could not do, because it was too 
weak through the flesh, —God hath done, who by sending his own 
Son, in the likeness of sinful flesh, and 'oa account of sin, hath 
4 condemned sin in "' the flesh: that the ' precepts of the law may 
be fulfilled in us, who walk not according to the flesh, but ac- 
§ cording to the Spirit. For they who live according to the flesh 
mind the things of the flesh: but they that live actording to the 
6 Spirit mind the things of the Spirit. For to be carnally minded 
7 is death; but to be spiritually minded és life and peace; be- 
cause the carnal mind is enmity against God: for it is not sub- 
8 ject to the law of God, nor indeed can it be. Those then who 
9 are of the flesh cannot please Ged, But ye live not in fhe flesh, 
but in he Spirit, ‘if indeed the Spirit of God dwelleth in you. 
Now if any one have not the spirit of Christ, he is none of his: 
10 but if Christ be in you, the body is dead 'on account of sing 
11 but the spirit is life, "on account of righteousness. And, if the 
spirit of Him, who raised up Jesus from the dead, dwelleth in 
you, He who raised up Christ from the dead will also give life 

to your ‘mortal bodies, by his spirit that dwelleth in you. 
12 Thus then, brethren, we are not debtors to the flesh, that we 
ι should live according to the flesh: for if ye live according to 
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the flesh, ye willdie: but if, through the spirit, ye deaden the 
deeds of the * body, ye will live. For as many as are led by the 14 
Spirit of God, these are sons of God: for ye have not received 35 
8 spirit of bondage, that ye should again be in fear; but ye 
have received a spirit of ‘adoption by virtue whereof we cry, 
“ Abba,” ihaé is Father. ‘The same spirit beareth testimony 16 
together with our spirit, that we are children of God: and if 17 
we be children, then heirs; heirs of God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ; ‘if we suffer with him, so as to be also glorified with 
him. | 
For I account the sufferings of this present time not worthy 18 
to be compared with the glory which shall hereafter he revealed 
fin us. For the earnest longing of the 'creuture waiteth for 19 
the manifestation of the sons of God: for the creature was made 20 
subject to frailty, (not of its own will, but by that of him who 
hath put it in subjection) in hope, that this same creature will 21 
be delivered from'the bondage of ‘corruption into the glorious 
freedom of the sons of God. For we know that every creature 22 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together even until now: and 23 
not only it, but even we ourselves, who have the firstfruits of 
the spirit, even we ourselves groan within ourselves, looking for 
Your adoption, 'éo wit, the deliverance of our body. For we 24 
are saved 'by hope. Now hope that is attained is no longer 
hope: for bow can a man still hope for what he attaineth ἢ 
But when we hope for what we have not attained, ' we éien wait 25 
for ἐξ with patience. And the Spirit also helpeth our weaknesses: 26 
“for we know not what to pray for, as we ought: but the spirit 
itself intercedeth ¥ for us, " in groanings which cannot be express- 
ed. And he who searcheth the heart knoweth what the mind of 27 
the spirit is, 'that it intercedeth "in behalf of the saints, accordmg 
to the will of God. And we know that all things work together 28 
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for good to those who love God, to those who are.called ac- 
29 cording to Ais purpose: for those whom he foreknew, he ' pre- 
destinated also to be conformed to the image of his Son, that he 
30 might be ¢he firstborn among many brethren; and those whom 
he ' predestinated, those he hath also called: and whom he hath 
called, those he hath also justified: and whom he hath justified, 
those he hath also glorified. 
gt What then shall we say concerning these things ?7—-If God 
32 be for us, who can be against us? He who spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up for us all, how shall he not with him 
33 also freely give us all things? Who shall bring any account 
against the chosen of God? 'Shall God that justifieth them? 
34 Who shall condemn éhem? 'Shall Christ who died; yea rather, 
who hath risen again; who is even at the right hand of God; 
356 who so maketh intercession for us? Who shall separate us 
from the love of ¥Christ? shail affliction, or distress, or perse- 
36 cution, or hunger, or nakedness, or peril, or sword? (As it is 
written, ‘* For thy sake we are killed all the day long; we are 
37 accounted as sheep for the slaughter.”) ‘Nay, in all these things 
we are more than conquerors through him who hath loved us. 
38 For I am persuaded, that nejgher death, nor life, nor angels, 
39 nor principalitics, nor things present, nor things to come, nor 
powers, nor height, nor depth, nor any other created thing will 
be able to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Jord. 


1 CHAP, I1X.—I speak the truth in Christ, I lie not;—my 
2 conscience also bearing testimony to me in the Holy Spirit—that 
3 Ihave great heaviness and continual sorrow in my heart; for I 
"could wish myself cut off "from Christ for the sake of my 
4 brethren, my kinsmen according to éhe flesh: who are Israelites ; 
whose was the adoption, and the glory, and the covenants, and 
the giving of the law, and the éemple service, and the promises;

God: but it is the children of the promise that are accounted

'For Ae saith to Moses, “ I will have mercy on 
whom I will have mercy, and I will have compassion on whom 
I will have compassion: J¢ ie not therefore of him who willeth, 
nor of him who runneth, but of God who showeth mercy. 'For 
the scripture saith unto Pharaoh, “ Even for this purpose I have 
raised thee up, that I might shew my power in thee, und that 
my hame might be proclaimed throughout ull the earth.” ‘Thus 


8. 4 the Christ was to come’ Ῥ.- Christ came’ A. " ' came, who is over 
all God blessed for ever’® A. (which is supported by many and great 
authorities), Locke reads, ‘wae, who is over all. God be blessed for 
ever.” The plan of this version, which enables us to exhibit conflicting 
renderings, when important, bas in no case lightened a greater feeling 
of responsibility than in this, which is one so peculiar, and attended 
with so many. difficulties.

X.—Brethren, my heart’s desire, and prayer to God ἃ 
for ¥ Israeé is, that they may be saved: for I bear them testi- 2 
mony that they have a 'zeal for God, but not according to 
knowledge, For being ignorant of the ' righteousness, which ἐδ 3 
of God, and seeking to establish their own righteousness, they 
have not submitted themselves unto the righteousness of God : 
for Christ is the end of the law, in order io righteousness for 4 
every one that believeth. 

For Moses describeth the righteousness which is by the law, 5 
saying, “ That the man who doeth those things shall live by 
them :” but the righteousness which is by faith speaketh thus, 6 
** Say not in thine heart, Who shall ascend into heaven?” that 
is, to bring Christ down from above: “ Or, Who shalidescend 7 
into the abyss?” that is, to bring up Christ again from the 
dead, But what 'saith ¥it? “The word is nigh thee, even in 8 
thy mouth, and in thy heart:” that is, the word of faith, which 
we preach’; 'namely,-that if thou shalt confess with thy mouth ὁ 
"the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved; for with the 10 
heart man believeth unto righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation: for the scripture saith, “ Who- αἱ 
soever believeth in him shall not be ashamed.” ' For there is 12 
no difference between the Jew and tke "Gentile: seeing that ° 
the same Lord over all is rich unto all that call upon him; for 13 
‘¢'whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” 

How then shall men call on him, in whom they have not be- 14 
lieved? and how shall they believe in one, of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher? and 15 
bow shall men preach, unless they be sent? as it is written,

Bless those who persecute you: 14 
bless, and cursenot. Rejoice with those that rejoice, and weep 15 
with those that weep.

: CHAP. XITIL.—Let every one be in subjection to the powers 
in authority. For there is no authority but from God: the 
2 authorities that be are ‘ ordained by God: whosoever therefore 
resisteth that authority, resisteth the ordinance of God: and 
3 they that resist will bring on themselves condemnation. For 
rulers ate not a terror to good works, but to evil. Wouldst thou 
then not fear ἐλεῶ authority? do that which is good, and thou 
4 wilt have praise therefrom ; for the ruler is a minister of God 
to thee for good. But, if thou do that which is evil, fear bim ; 
for he beareth not the sword in vain: since he is ἃ minister of 
God, an avenger for the punishment of him who doeth evil. 
5 Wherefore ‘it is necessary thut ye should be in subjection, not

One mean 685- δ 
teemeth one day above another: another estecmeth every day 
alike: let every one be fully persuaded in his own mind. Ile 6 
that observeth the day, observeth if unto the Lord; Yand he 
that observeth not the day to the Lord he doth not observe ἐξ; 
And that eateth, enteth to the Lord, for he giveth God thanks ; 
and he that eateth not, to the Lord he eateth not, "and giveth 
God thanks. ‘For none of us liveth to himself, and no one 7 
dieth to himself: for if we live we live unto the Lord; and if 8 
we die, we die unto the Lord: whether therefore we live, or 
die, we are the Lord’s, For to this end Christ both died, and 9 
lived again, that be might have dominion over both the dead 
and the living.

26 obedience of faith—To 'God only wise, "be glory, through 
Jesus Christ for ever. Amen. 


1 CHAP. X¥.—We then who are strong ought to bear with

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the infirmities of the weak, and not to please ourselves. Let 2 
every one of us please Ais neighbour, 'for kis good to edifica- 
tion ; for Christ also pleased not himself; but, as it is written, 3 
*< The reproaches of those that reproached thee have fallen on 
me.” For whatsoever things were ‘formerly written, were writ- 4 
ten for our instruction ; that we through patience and the "con- 
solation of the scriptures, might have hope. Now the God of 5 
patience and consolation grant you to ‘be of the same mind 
among yourselves, according to Christ Jesus: that ye may, with 6 
one mind and one mouth, glorify God, even the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore receive ye one another, as 7 
Christ also received Vyou, to the glory of God. 

Now I say that Jesus Christ became é4e minister ‘of the 8 
circumcision, "for the truth of God, iu order to confirm the 
promises made unto the fathers: and that the Gentiles might 9 
glorify God for Ais mercy ; as it is written, “ For this cause I 
will acknowledge thee among the Gentiles, and sing praises unto 
thy name:” and again 'he saith, “‘ Rejoice, ye Gentiles, toge- 10 
ther with his people?’ And again, “ Praise the Lord, all ye 1) 
‘Gentiles ; ‘and celebrate him, all ye people” And again, Isaiah 12 
saith, “There shall be a root of Jesse, 'and one that shall rise 
to reign over the Gentiles; in him shall the Gentiles hope.” 

Now may the God of "hope fill you with all joy und peace 13 
vin believing, that ye may abound in " hope, through the power 
of the Holy Spirit. 

Moreover I myself am persuaded concerning you, my bre- 14 
thren, that ye ‘also are full of goodness, filled with all know- 
ledge, able also to admonish one another: Nevertheless, bre- 10 
thren, I have written to you somewhat the more boldly, !by way 
of putting you in mind of these things, through the grace which 
God hath bestowed on me, that I should be a minister of Jesus 16

5. * have the same disposition towards one another’ M.— have ἃ mutaal 
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Christ to the Gentiles, ' ministering the gospel of God ; in order 
that the offering up of the Gentiles might be acceptable, being 
17 sanctified in the Holy Spirit. I have therefore cause of -glory- 
ing, through Jesus Christ, with respect to those things which 
18 pertain to God; "for I will not dare to speak of any thing but 
those which Christ hath wrought by me, in order to bring the 
19 Gentiles into obedience by word and deed: through mighty 
signs and wonders, in the power of the ¥ Holy Spirit; so that 
from Jerusalem, and round about unto Illyricum, I have fully 
40 preached the gospel of Christ: Yea, I have striven so to preach 
the gospel,—not where Christ had been already named, lest I 
οἱ should build upon another man’s foundation :—bot as it is 
written, “‘ Those to whom he had not been spoken of shall 
see: and they that have not heard shall understand.” 
a2 «=n this account also I have been often hindered from coming 
23 to you; but now having no longer 'business in these parts, and 
having had ἃ great desire, for these many years, to come unto 
a4 you; whensoever I take my journey into Spain, ΤΙ trast to see 
you as I pass, and to be conducted ΣῪ you on my way thither- 
ward, when I have been in some manner'satisfied by your com- 
45 pany. But now T am going unto Jerusalem, to minister unto 
26 the saints: for it hath pleased those of Macedonia, and Achaia, 
to make a certain contribution for the poor of the saints, which 
27 areat Jerusalem: it hath pleased them; and indeed they are 
their debtors: for, if the Gentiles have been made partakers of 
their spiritual things, the Gentiles ought also to minister to 
28 them in worldly things. When therefore I have-performed this 
matter, and have 'secured to them this fruit, I will pass thence 
ag by you to Spain: and I know that, when I come unto yon, I 
shall come in the fulness of the blessing Υ of Christ. 
30 Now I beseech you, brethren, by the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
by the love of the Spirit, that ye strive together with me in 
31 your prayers to God for me; that I may be delivered from 
those in Judea that do not believe; and that my service which 
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I have to perform at Jerusalem may be acceptable tothe saints ; 
So that I may come unto you with joy, by éhe will of God, 32 
Yand may refresh myself with you. Now the God of peace be 33 
with you all. Amen. | 

CHAP. XVI.—I commend unto you Phebé our sister, who is 1 
ἃ ‘servant of the church at Cenchrea: that ye receive her in the ἃ 
Lord, as becometh saints: and that ye assist her in whatsoever 
matter she may have need of you: for she hath been a helper of 
many and of myself also. Salute¥ Prisca and Aquila, my helpers 3 
in Christ Jesus: who have, for my life, laid down their own 4 
necks : unto whom not only I give thanks, but also all the churches 
ofthe Gentiles, Salute likewise the church that is in their house. 5 
Salute my wellbeloved Epenetus, who is the firstfruits of ¥ Asia 
unto Christ. Salute Mary, who bestowed much labour on "us. 6 
Salute Andronicus and Jania, my kinsmen, and my fellow- 7 
prisoners, who 'are of note among the apostles, who also were 
in Christ before me. Salute Amplias, my beloved in the Lord. 8 
Salute Urbanus, our helper in Christ, and Stachys my beloved. g 
Salute Apelles, who is approved in Christ. Salute those who 10 
are of the household of Aristobulus. Salute Herodion my kins- 11 
man. Salute those who are of the Aouschold of Narcissus, that 
are in the Lord. Salute Tryphena and Tryphosa, who labour 12 
in the Lord. Salute the beloved Persis, who hath laboured 
much in the Lord. Salute Rufus, who is chosen in the Lord, 13 
and his mother and mine. Salute Asyncritus, Phiegon, Her- 14 
mas, Patrobas, Hermes, and the brethren that are with them. 
Salute Philologus, and Julia, Nereus, and his sister, and Olym- 15 
pas, and all the saints that are with them. Salute one another 16 
with a holy kiss, Yall the churches of Christ salute you. 

Now I beseech you, brethren, to mark those who raise divi- 
sions and causes of stumbling contrary to the doctrine which ye 
have learned; and avoid them: for those that are such, serve 18 
uot our Lord Christ, bat their own appetites; and, by good words 
ond fair speeches, deceive the hearts of the innocent. For your 19 
obedience is known to all men. I rejoice therefore on your 
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account: nevertheless I would have you wise with ‘respect to 
that which is good, and simple with respect to that which is evil : 
20 'and the God of peace will quickly bruise Satan under your feet. 
¥ The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you. - 
at ‘Timothy my fellow labourer, and Lucius, and Jason, and 
a2 Sosipater, my kinsmen, salute you. I Tertius, the scribe, who 
23 have written this epistle, salute you in the Lord. Gaius, my 
host, and the host of the whole church, saluteth you. Erastus 
the treasurer of the city, and Quartus a brother salute you. 
24 The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you all. -Amen.’ 


THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL THE 
APOSTLE TO THE CORINTHIANS. 


1 CHAP, I.—Paut, *'called zo be an apostle of Jesus Christ 
2 by the will of God,—and Sosthenes our brother, unto’ the 
church of God which is at Corinth, to those who are sanctified 
in Christ Jesus, ‘called to de saints, with all that, in every 
_ place, "call upon the name of Jesus Christ our Lord,—both 
3 their Lord and ours: ' grace be unto you, and peace, from God 
our Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. 
4 I thank my God always on your account, for ‘the grace of 
5 God,—which hath been given you in Jesus Christ; 'that ye 
have been enriched in him, in every thing, in all utterance, and 
6 all knowledge; even as the testimony concerning Christ was 
” confirmed among you: so that ye are deficient in no gift; look- 
8 ing for the 'coming of our Lord Jesus Christ :—'who will also 
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establish you blameless unto the end, even in the day of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. God és faithful, by whom ye have been called 9 
unto ' the fellowship of hia Son Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Now I beseech you, brethren, by the name of our Lord Jesus 10 
Christ, that ye all speak the same thing; and ¢hat there be πὸ 
divisions among you; but that ye be perfectly joined together 
in the same mind and in the same judgment. For it hath been 11 
declared unto me concerning you, my brethren, by those who 
are of the household of Chioe, that there are contentions among 
you. Now I mean this, that each of you saith, “ EF am of 12 
Paul ;” and “I of Apollos;” and “ I of 'Cephas;” and“ I 
of Christ.” Is Christ divided? was Paul crucified for you? 13 
or were ye baptized in the name of Paul? I thank God that I 14 
baptized none of you, but Crispus and Gaius; ‘so that none can 15 
‘say that I baptized into mine own name. And 1 baptized also 16 
the household of Stephanas: besides, 1 know not whether I 
baptized any other of you. 

For Christ sent me not 'to baptize, but " to teach the gospel : 17 
not however with wisdom of words, lest the cross of Christ should 
be made of none effect: for the preaching of the cross is foolish- 18 
ness to those who are'perishing; but unto us who are saved it 
is the power of God: for it is written, “ I will destroy the wis- 19 
dom of those that are wise, and will bring to nothing the 'un- 
derstanding of the prudent. Where is the wise man? where is 20 
the scribe? where és the disputer of this ‘world? hath not God 
made foolish the wisdom of this world? For ‘after that, in the 21 
wisdom of God, the world through its own wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God to save, by the foolishness of preaching, 
those who believe. For 'the Jews require signs, and the Greeks 22 
seek after wisdom; but we preach Christ crucified, to the Jews 23 
indeed a stumblingblock, and to the * Gentiles foolishness; but 24 
unto those who are called,-—-both Jews and Greeks,—Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of God. For this foolishness of 25 
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God is wiser than men: and this weakness of God is stronger 
than men. - 
46 ©For'ye see "your calling, brethren; bow that not many of 
you are wise men " after the flesh, not many mighty, not many 
27 noble: but God hath chosen the foolish ‘things of the world, 
to shame those that are wise; and God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world, to put to shame the things that are mighty ; 
28 and the ignoble éhings of the world, and the things that are 
despised, hath God chosen,—yea, Yand the éhings which are, 
29 not,—to bring to nought the things that are: ‘that no flesh 
40 might glory in the sight of YGod. But of him are ye in Christ 
Jesus, whom God hath made unto us wisdom, and "righte- 
31 ousness, and sanctification, and redemption; so that, as it is 
written, “* Let him that glorieth, glory in the Lord.” 


1 CHAP. Il.—And accordingly, I, brethren, when I came 
to you, came not declaring unto you the testimony of God with 
4 excellence of speech or of wisdom: for I determined not to 
'know any thing among you, save Jesus Christ, "and him cru- 
3 cified; and I was with you in weakness, atid in much feat, and 
4 trembling; and my speech and my preaching are not in per- 
suasive words οὖν wisdom, but in demonstration of the spirit 
5 and of power: that your faith might not be founded on the 
wisdom of men, but on the power of God. — 
G Howhbeit we speak wisdom among those who are perfect: 
yet not the wisdom of this 'world, nor of the rulers of this 
» world, that ™ come to nought: but we ‘speak the wisdom of 
God "in his mystery, even the hidden wisdom, which God 'pur- 
8 posed before the "world, for our glory; which none of the 
. rulers of this 'world knew: (for had they known é, they would . 
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not have crucified the Lord of glory:) but as it is written, 9 
“ Things which eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, God hath prepared for those that 
love bm.” But God hath revealed.'them unto us through ‘his 10 
Spirit. For the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the deep chings 

of God: for who knoweth the éAings of a man, save the spirit 1: 
of the man which is in him? even so none knoweth the things 
of God save the Spirit of God. Now the spirit which we have 12 
received, is not that of the world, but the spirit which is from 
God; that we might know the things that have been freely given 
to us by God: which things also we teach not in words taught 13 
by man’s wisdom, but in words taught by the ἡ Spirit; ' eompar- 
ing spiritual things with spiritual. But the 'natural man receiv- 14 
eth not the things of the Spirit of God: for they are foolishness 
unto him: neither can he understand them, because they "are 
Mdiscerned spiritually. But the spiritual san 'discerneth all 15 
things, yet he himself is discerned by "no one: for “who hath 16 
. known the mind of the Lord, ‘that he may instruct " him?” But 
we have the mind of * Christ. 

_ CHAP, IJI.—And I, brethren, was not able to speak to you 1 
as to spiritual, but as to carnal mex,—as to babes in Christ: I 2 
fed you with milk, not with meat: for ye were not then able to 
bear it ; nor indeed are ye even now able, since ye are still car- 3 
nal; for while there ἐξ among you envying, and strife, Yand 
divisions, are ye not carnal, and do ye ποὲ walk after the manner 
of'men? For while one saith, “ Iam of Paul ;” and another, 4 
© T am of Apollos:” are ye not carnal ? 

Who then is Paul, and who is Apollos? ministers through 5 
whom ye believed, even as the Lord gave toeach ofus. I have 6 
planted, Apollos watered; but God 'gave the increase: so that 7 
neither is he that planteth any thing, nor he that watereth; but 
God, who giveth the increase. Now he that planteth and he 8

that watereth are one: and each will receive his own reward ac- 
9. cording to his own labour; for we are fellow labourers of ‘God. 
10 Ye are the tillage of God, the building of God.: According to 
the 'grace of God which hath beén bestowed upon me, I laid the 
foundation as a wise master-builder, and another buildeth mie 
11 on. But let each take heed how he buildeth thereupon ; 
no other foundation can any one lay, than what is laid, es ig 
12 ‘Jesus Christ. Now if any one build upon this: foundation 
13 gold, silver, precious stones, wood, grass, stubble τ the work of 
each will be made manifest: ‘for the day will make it plain, 
because it will be revealed by fire; and the fire will prove the 
14 work of each of what kind it is. If the work of any one which 
he hath built upon éhat foundation shall endure, he will receive 
15 ἃ reward: if any one’s work shall be burnt, he will suffer loss: 
but he himself will be saved ; yet so as through fire, 
16 Know ye not that ye are the ‘temple of God, and that the 
17 Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If any one ‘destroy the temple 
of God, him will God "destroy; for the temple of God 7—which 
ye are,—is holy. 
:9 Jet no one deceive himself. If any one among you ‘cetn to 
be wise in this world, let him become a fool, that he may be- 
19 come wise: for the wisdom of this world is foolishness with 
God: for it is written, “ He catcheth the wise in thetrown crafti- 
90 ness.” And again, “ The Lord knoweth the reasonings of the 
21 wise, that they are vain.” Wherefore let no one glory ἰὴ men: 
22 for all things are yours; whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas; 
whether the world, or life, or death, or things present, or things 
2g to come, all are yours ; and ye are Christ’s; and Christ ἐς 
God's. 


1 CHAP. IV.—Let every man 80 account of us, a3 of minis- 
4 ters of Christ, and stewards of the ‘mysteries of God. ‘Now 
3 it is required of a steward, that he be found faithful. But with 
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me it is a very small thing that I should be judged by you, or 
by any human judgment: tyea, I do not even judge my own 
self. For though I am not conscious in myself of any evil; 4 
yet am I not thereby justified: but he that 'judgeth me is the 
Lord. Judge nothing therefore before the time ; until the Lord 5 
come: whe will both bring to light the hidden things of dark- 
ness, and will make manifest the counsels of the hearts: and 
then every one will have 4is praise from God. 

Now these things, brethren, I have applied to myself and to 6 
Apollos, for your sakes; that ye may learn in us not to esteem 
"any one above what "is written; 90 that no one of you may be 
puffed.up on behalf of “one against another. For who distin- 7 
guisheth thee above another? and what hast thou that thou didst 
not receive? but if thou didst but receive, why dost thou boast, 
as if thou hadst not received s#? ' Now ye are full, now ye are 8 
rich, ye have reigned without us: "and I would ye did reign, 
that we also might reign with you: for I think that God hath g 
brought forth ys, the apostles, on the stage last,—as devoted to 
death: for we are made a spectacle unto the world, both to 
angels, and tomen, We are fools for Christ's sake, but ye are 10 
wise in Christ; weare weak, but ye are strong ; ye are honour- 
able, but we are despised : even unto this present hour we both 11 
hunger, and thirst; and are naked, and are buffeted ; and have 
no certain dwellingplace; and labour, working with our own 12 
hands: being reviled, we bless; being persecuted, we bear it: 
being defamed, we exhort: we have become asthe cleansings of 
the world, as the offscouring of all things to this day. 

I write not these things to reproach you, but, as my be- 14 
loved sons, I admonish you. For if ye have ten thousand 15 
instructors m Christ, yet ye have not many fathers: for I begat 
you in Christ Jesus, ' through the gospel. Wherefore I beseech 16 
you, be ye imitators of me.¥ 

To this end I have sent unto you Timothy, (who is my be- 17 
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loved and faithful son in the Lord,) who will remind you of my 
ways in Christ, as I teach every where in every church. 
18 Now some are puffed up, as if I were not coming to you. 
19 But I will come to you shortly, if the Lord be willing, and 1 
will then know, not the speech, but the power, of those who are 
20 puffed up. For the kingdom of God ἐπ not in speech, but in 
21 power. Which would ye? shall I come unto you with a rod ; 
or in love, and the spirit of meekness ἢ 


1 CHAP. V.—It is reported commonly that there is fornica- 
tion among you; and such fornication as is not known even 
among the Gentiles,—that one should have the wife of his 

2 father. 'Yet ye are puffed up; and have not rather mourned ; 
that he who hath done this deed might be taken away from 

3 among you. For I verily, as being, though absent in body, yet 
present in spirit, have already, as if I were present, judged him 

4 who hath so done this deed, that in the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (when ‘ye ere gathered together, aud my spirit, 

5 with the power of our Lord Jesus Christ,) ye do deliver up 
such an one unto Satan, for the destruction of the flesh, that the 

6 spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. Your boast- 
ing ts not good. Know ye not that a little leaven leaveneth the 

+ whole lump? Cleanse out the old leaven, that ye may be a new 
lump, 'inasmuch as ye are unleavened. For our passover, even 

8 Christ, is slain ¥for us; Wherefore let us keep the feast; not 
with old leaven, not with the leaven of malice and wickedness; 
but with the unleavened bread of sincerity and truth. 

9 I 'wrole to you in an epistle not to keep company with 
19 fornicators: yet not ultogether with the fornicators, or with the 
covetous, or the oppressors, or with the idolaters of this world ; 
for then must ye necds go out of the world; but now I ‘have 
written to you not to keep company, with any one who is 
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called a brother, if he be a fornicator, or covetous, or an 
idolater, or a railer, or a drunkerd, or an oppressor; with such 

an one not even to eat. For what have I to do with judging 12 
those that are without the church? 'do not ye judge those that 
are within? "but those that are without God will judge. Do 13 
ye put away from among yourselves that wicked person ! 


CHAP, VI.—Doth any of you, having ἃ matter against ano- 1 
ther, venture to 'go to law before the " unrighteous, and not 
before the saints? Do ye not know that the saints 'will judge ὦ 
the world 7. And if the world "is fo δὲ judged by you, are ye 
unworthy to judge the smallest matters? Know ye not that we 3 
‘shall judge angels? how much mere the things relating to the 
concerns of this life? If then ye 'have judgments of things relat- 4 
ing to this “life, set those to judge who are least esteemed in 
the church. I speak to yourshame. Is it so, that there is not 5 
even one wise man among you, who can judge between his 
brethren, but brother goeth to law with brother, and that before 6 
the unbelievers? Now therefore ‘there is altogether ἃ fault among 7 
you, that ye go to law onewith another. Why do ye not rather 
suffer wrong? why do ye not rather det yourselves be defrauded ? 
Whereas ye wrong, and defraud, and that feo your brethren. 8 

Know ye not that 'éhe unrighteous will not inherit the king- 9 
dom of God? Be not deceived: neither fornicators, nor idola- 
ters, nor adulterers, nor impure abusers of themselves with man- 
kind, nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkurds, nor revilers, nor 10 
oppressors, will inherit the kingdom of God. And such were 11 
some of you: but ye have been washed, but ye have been sanc- 
tified, but ye have been justified, in the name of the Lord Jesus, 
and in the spirit of our God. 

All "things are lawful to me, but all are not expedient: 19 
all things are lawful for me, but I will not be enslaved by any 
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1g thing. Meats are for the belly, and the belly for meats: yet 
God will destroy both it and them. But the body twas not made 
for fornication, but for the Lord; and the Lord for the body: 
14 and as God hath raised up the Lord, so will he raise up us also 
15 by his own power, Know ye not that your bodies are members 
of Christ? shall I then take the members of Christ, and make 
16 them members of a harlot? By no means. What? know ye 
not that he who is joined to a harlot is one body with her? for 
17 “ the two,” saith the seripture, “ shall be one flesh.” But he 
18 that is joined unto the Lord is one spirit with Him. Flee for- 
nication. ‘Other sins that a man doeth are without the body ; 
but he that committeth fornication sinneth against his own 
19 body. What? know ye not that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Spirit which ts in you, which ye have from 'God ; and 
40 that ye are not yourown? for ye have been bought with a price: 
glorify God therefore in your body.” 


1 CHAP. VII.—Now as to these things concerning which ye 
wrote to me:—Z¢ is good for a man not to ‘touch ἃ woman: 
2 nevertheless, in order ¢o avoid fornication, let every man bave 
his own wife; and let every woman have her own husband. 
3 Let the husband render what is due to the wife: and in like 
4 manner the wife also unto thehusband. The wife hath not 'the 
command of her own body, but the husband: and in like mane 
ner the husband also hath not the command of his own body, 
5 but the wife. Deprive not each other of what is due, unless ἐξ 
be with consent, fora time; that ye may have opportunity for 
‘prayer; and that ye may be together again so that Satan may 
§ not tempt you because of your incontinency. But ' this T speak 
7 by way of permission, and ποῖ οὗ commandment. '¥For I would 
that all men were even as I am myself. However each hath his 
proper gift from God; one after this manner, and another after 
that. 
8 Now I say to the unmarried and widowed, I¢ is good for 
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them if they remain even as I: but if they have not that con- 9 
tinetice, let them marry: for it is better to marry than to barn. 
But to the married I command, (yet not I, but the Lord,) that 10 
a wife depart not from Aer husband: (but if she ' depart, let her 11 
remain unmarried, or be reconciled to Aer husband :) and that a 
husband do not put away Ais wife. 

But as to the rest I speak,—not the Lord: if any brother have 12 
an unbelieving wife, and she herself chuse to dwell with him, 
let him not put her away. And if a woman have an unbellev- 13 
ing husband, and he himself chuse to dwell with her, let her not 
put him away, for the unbelieving husband is sanctified ‘through 14 
his wife, and the unbelieving wife is sanctified "through ber 
Yhusband : otherwise your children would be unclean; but now 
they are holy. But if the unbelieving party, chuseth to depart, 15 
let such depart. A brother or a sister is not ‘enslaved in such 
cases. But God hath called us to peace. For how knowest 16 
thou, O wife, whether thon shalt save thy husband? or how 
knowest thou, O man, whether thou shalt save éhy wife ? 

But tas ‘the Lord hath distributed to each, as *God hath 17 
called each, so let him walk, And thus I ordain in all the 
churches, Hath any one been called when circumcised? lethim 18 
not become uncireumcised. Hath any one been called in un- 
circumcision? let him not become circumcised. Circumcision 19 
is nothing, and uncircumcision is nothing; but the keeping of 
the commandments of 'God. Let each remain in that 'calling 20 
wherein he was called. Wast thou called, being a slave? care 21 
not for it: but if thou canst obtain thy freedom; 'use it rather. 
For the called in the Lord, being a slave, is the freeman of 22 
the Lord: in like manner also he that is called, being a free- 
man, is the slave of Christ. . Ye have been bought with a price; 29 
become not slaves to men, Brethren, let every one remain with 24 
God in that state wherein he was called. 

Now concerning 'the unmarried I have no commandment of 25 
the Lord: but I give my judgment, as one who hath obtained 
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26 mercy from the Lord to be faithful. I deem therefore that this 
is good because of the present distress; J say, that ἐὲ is good 

27 for a man! to continue as he is. Art thou bound unto a wife ? 
seek not to be loosed. Art thou loosed from a wife? seek not a 

28 wife. But yet if thou marry, thou hast not sinned; and if a 
Yirgin marry, she hath not sinned, Nevertheless such will have 

2g trouble in the flesh, But I spare you. This however I say, 
brethren, 'the time ἐς short. It remaineth, that both they that 

30 have wives be as though they had none; and they that weep, as 
though they wept not; and they that rejoice, as though they 
rejoiced not; and they that buy, as though they possessed not; 

gu and they that use this world, as 'not abusing ἐξ: for the ! fashion 

32 of this world passeth away: and I would bave you without 
anxiety. [¥e that is unmarried is anxious about the things of 

33 the Lord, how he may please the Lord: but he that is married — 
is anxious about the things of the world, how he may please his 

34 wife. There is the same difference between a wife and a virgin. 
The unmarried woman is anxious about the things of the Lord, 
that she may be holy both in body and in spirit: but she that 
is married is anxious about the things of the world, how she may 

35 pleaseder husband. Now I speak this for your own advantage ; 
not that I may casta ‘snare upon you; but out of regard for 
that which is becoming, and "that ye may attend upon the 
the Lord without distraction. 

36 But if anyone 'think that he behaveth himself unbecomingly 
toward | his virgin, if she pass the flower of her age, and it needs 
rust be so, let him do what™she wisheth, he sinneth not: 

37 let "such marry. Nevertheless he that standeth stedfast in his 
purpose, having no necessity, and hath power over his own will, 
and determineth thus in his heart that he wil] keep his virgin, 

38 doth well. So then he that giveth ‘her in marriage doth well; 
but he that giveth ! Aer not in marriage doth better. 
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A wife is bound Yas long as her husband liveth; but if her 39 
husband be dead, she is at liberty to be married to whom she 
will; ‘only in the Lord. But she is happier if she remain as 40 
she is, in my judgment: and I ‘trust also that I have the 
Spirit of God. 


CHAP. VIII.—Now concerning things offered unte idols, 1 
we know ' that we all have knowledge—(Knowledge puffeth up, 
but charity buildeth up; and if any one ‘think that he knoweth 2 
apy thing, he knoweth " nothing yet, as he ought to know: but 3 
if any one love God, ‘the same is known by hiin.}—Concerning 4 
then the eating of those things that are offered in sacrifice unto 
idols, we know, that an idol ἐς nothing: m the world, and that 
there ts no Τὶ other God but one. For though there be that are 5 
called gods, whether in heaven or in earth, (as there are ' many 
gods and many lords,) yet to us there ἐξ but one God, the Father, 6 
of whom are all things, and we ‘for him; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, through whom oreall.things, and we through him. How- 7 
ever all have not this knowledge: for some, with a Τ conscious- 
ness of the idol, unto this hour ‘eat: meat, 23 a thing offered to 
an idol; and their conscience, being weak, is defiled. But food & 
recommendeth us not to God: for neither are we ' the better, if 
we eat; bor are we dhe worse, if we cat not. 

But take heed lest, by any means, this your liberty become Β 9 
stumbling block to those who are weak. For if any one sec 10 
thee, who hast knowledge, sitting at table in an idol’s temple, 
will nothis conscience, if he be weak, be encouraged to eat things 
offered to idols? and hus, through thy knowledge, the weak 11 
brother, for whom Christ died, will perish, But when ye thus 12 
sin against the brethren, and wound their weak conscience, ye 
sin against Christ: . wherefore, if my food ‘cause my brother to 13 
stumble, I will never more eat flesh, lest. 1 make my brother 
stumble. 
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1 CHAP. IX.—Am T not %a freeman, an apostle? have I not. 
seen Jesus Christ our Lord? are not ye my work in the Lord ? 
2 Tf I be not an apostle unto others, yet doubtless I am to you: 
§ for ye are the seal of mine upostleship, in the Lord. My answer 
4 to those who ! question me is this, Have we not a right to eat 
5 and todrmk? Have we not a right to take about with us 'a sis- 
ter, for a wife, ag well as other apostles, and as the brethren of 
6 the Lord, and Cephas? Or have I and Barnabas only, no right 
7 to abstain from working? Who serveth in wars at his own 
charges? who planteth a vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of the milk of 
8 the flock? Do I say these things after the manner of men? or 
9 doth not the Jaw also say the same? For it is written in the 
law of Moses, “ Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth of the ox 
thut treudeth out the corn.” Doth God jake care for oxen 

10 only? or doth he say ἐξ ‘altogether for our sakes also? Yea, for 
our sakes, no doubt, his was written: that he who ploweth 
should plow in hope; and he who thresheth should do so in: 

11 hope of partaking. If we have sown unto you spiritual things, 

12 ὦ ἐξ 8 great matter if we shall reap your worldly things? If 
others partake 'of ¢his authority over you, ought not we rather? 
Nevertheless we have not used this authonty; but we endure 
ull things, lest we should give any bindrance to the gospel of 

13 Christ. Do ye not know that they who minister in holy things. 
"are fed from the temple? and that they who attend at the 

14 altar are partakers with the altar? so likewise the Lord hath 
ordained to those who preach the gospel that they should live 
by the gospel. 

15 But I have not used any of these éhings: neither have 1 writ- 
len these things, that it should be thus done unto me: for ἐξ were 
better for me to die, than that any one should make my glory- 

16 ing void. For though I preach the gospel, I have vothing to 
glory of: because necessity is laid upon me; yea, woe is unto 
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me, if I preach not the gospel! For if I do this willingly, Ihave 17 
a reward: but if unwillingly, still ‘a dispensation is committed 
unto me. What then is my reward? Verily that, while I preach 18 
the gospel, I may make the ministry of the gospel Τ of Christ to 
be without charge, 'that I may not abuse my authority in the 


gospel. 

For though I be free with respect to all men, I have made my- 
self a slave to all, that I might gain the more. To the Jews I 50 
became as a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; to those under 
the law, as under the law, (* though not being myself under ¢he 
Jaw) that I might gain those who are under the law; to those 21 
that are without the law, as without the law, (not as being with- 
out law to God, but as being under law to Christ,) that 1 might 
gain those that are without the law: to the weak I became as 22 
weak, that I might gain the weak: I have become all things to 
all sen, * that I may, by all means, save some. And ‘this I do, 23 
for the sake of the gospel, that I may become a joint partaker 
! 

Know ye not that they who run in ἃ race all indeed run, but 24 
that one only receiveth the prize ? So run, that ye may obtain the 
prize. And every one that contendeth ἐπ the games is temperate 25 
in all things. Now they do it to obtain a corruptible crown ; 
but we an incorruptible. I therefore so run, ‘as not "uncer- 26 
tainly ; I so fight, as not striking the air; but J'keep my body 27 
under, and bring i¢ into subjection, lest by any means, after 
“having preached to others, I should myself be ™a castaway. 


CHAP. X.—Now, brethren, I would not that ye should be 1 
ignorant, how that all our fathers were under 'the cloud, and 
all passed through the sea; and were all baptized into Moses, α 
in the cloud, and in the sea; and all ate the same spiritual 3 
food; and all drank the same spiritual drink: (for they drank 4 
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‘from that spiritual Rock, which followed Ithen: and that 
ἃ Rock was "Christ:) yet, with most of them, God was dis- 
pleased ; for they were slain in the desert. 
6 Now these things ‘came to pass " for examples to us; to the 
intent we should not lust after evil things, as they indeed husted : 
7 nor be idolaters, as some of them were; as it is written, “ The 
8 people sat down to eat and drink, and rose up to play.” Nei- 
ther let us commit fornication, as some of them committed, and 
9 fell in one day twenty-three thousand. Neither let us ‘try 
iv Christ, as some of them Yalso "" tried, and perished by ser= 
[0 pents, Neither murmur ye, as some of them Y also murmured, 
t1 and perished by the destroyer. Now all these things happened 
~ unio them as ‘examples ¢o us: and they ere written for our 
admonition, upon whom the "ends of the ages are come. 
32 Wherefore let him who thinketh that he standeth, take heed lest 
13 he fall. There hath no 'temptation befallen you, but such as 
is common to man: and God ἐφ faithful, and will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that which ye are able; but will, with 
the temptation, make a way also to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear ἐξ, 
15 Wherefore, my dearly μεϊστοᾶ, flee from idolatry. I speak as 
16 to wise men; judge ye what I say. The cup of blessing which 
we bless, is it not ' ¢he communion of the blood of Christ? The 
bread which we break, is it not " the communion of the body 
17 of Christ? ‘For we, though many, are as one bread, ard one 
28 body: for we are all partakers of that one bread. 'Behold 
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Israel according to the flesh: do not those who eat of the sacni- 
fices partake in common of the altar? What then do I say? 19 
¥ that an idol is any thing, or that what is offered in sacrifice to 
idols is any thing? No: but I suy, that the things which the 20 
Gentiles offer, they offer to 'demons, and not to God: and I 
would not that ye should be partakers with !'demons. Ye 21 
cannot drink the cup of the Lord, and the cup of ‘demons: ye 
cannot partake of the table of the Lord, and of the table of 
"demons. Do we provoke the Lord to jealousy ? are we stronger 22 
than he? 

All things are lawful, ¥ but all are not expedient: all gings 23 
are lawful, ¥but all donot edify. Let noone seek his own good 24 
only, but each his neighbour's also. Eat whatsoever is sold in 25 
the shambles, asking no question on account of conscience: 
for “ the earth is the Lord’s, and 'the fulness thereof.” And if 07 
any of the unbelievers invite you to a feast, and ye be disposed 
to go; eat what is set before you, asking no question for con- 
science sake. But if any one say unto you, “ This hath been 28 
offered to idols,” eat not of it, because of him that pointed it 
out, and for conscience sake ;” I say not thine own conscience, 29 
but that of the-other: 'for why should my liberty be "judged 
of by another’s conscience? IfI ' partake with thanksgiving, why go 
should I be evil spoken of on account of that for which I give 
thanks? ' Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye 31 
do, do all to the glory of God. Give no cause of ‘offending, 32 
either to Jews, or to Gentiles, or to the church of God: asI 93 
also ' please all sen ἴῃ all things; not seeking mine own profit, 
but the proftt of the "many, that they may be saved. Be ye 1 
imitators of me, even as I also am of Christ. 


. CHAP. XI—Now I praise you, brethren, because ye remem- 3 ~ 
ber me in afl things, and keep 'my injunctions, as I delivered 
them to you. But I would have you know, that the head of 3 
every tnan is Christ; and fhaf the herd of the woman és the 
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4 man; and that the head of Christ is God. Every man that 

prayeth or ' prophesyeth, with his head covered, dishonoureth his 

5 head: but every woman that prayeth or prophesyeth, with der 

head uncovered, dishonoureth her head : forit is the same thing 

6 as if her head were shaven. For if a woman be not covered, 

let her also be shorne: but ‘if it be a shame for a woman to be 

7 shorne or shaven, let her Aead be covered. For a man indeed 

ought not to cover Ars head, forasmuch as he is the ' image and 

8 glory of God: but woman is the glory of map. For manis not 

9 of woman: but woman is of man, Neither was man created 

to for the woman; but woman for the man. For this reason 

ought the woman to have 'a veil on fer head, because of the 

11 "angels. However woman is not ' without man, nor man with- 

12 out woman, in the Lord: for as the woman is of the man, so 

also the man is by the woman; but all things are of God. 

13 Judge within yourselves : whether it is becoming that a woman 

tq pray unto God uncovered? Doth not even nature itself’ teach 

you, that, if a man have long hair, it is a dishonour unto him ; 

15 but that if2 woman have long hair; it is a glory to her: for 

16 her hair is given her for a covering. However, if any one ' see 

fit to be contentious about it, we have no such custom, neither 
have the churches of God. | 

17 'Now I praise you not when I declare this, that ye come not 

18 together for the better, but for the worse. For first of all, when 

'ye come together in the church, I hear that there are divisions 

19 among you; and I partly believe it: for there must even be 

"heresies among you, in order that they who are approved 

20 Yamong you may become manifest. When ye come together 

therefore into one place, it is not to eat the Lord’s supper: 

a1 for when ye eat every one taketh his own supper before others: 

22 apd one is hungry, end another is 'filled to excess, What? 

have ye not houses to eat and drink in? or do ye despise the 
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church of God, and shame those who 'have not? What shall | 
say to you? shall I praise you in this? 1 praise you not. 

For I received from the Lord that which 1 also delivered unto 23 
you, That the Lord Jesus the same night in which he was de- 
livered up, took bread: and, when he had given thanks, he 24 
brake ἐξ, and said, ¥“ this is my body, which is broken for 
you: this do in remembrance of me.” After the same man- 25 
ner also when ke had supped, ἀξ took the cup, saying, “ This 
cup is the new covenant in my blood: this do, Yas oft as 
ye drink 2, in. remembrance of me.” For as often as ye eat 26 
this bread, and drink this cup, ye ‘show the Lord’s death till he 
come. Wherefore whosoever shall eat the bread, and drink the 27 
cup 'of the Lord, unworthily, will be “guilty of the body, and 
blood of the Lord. But let a man ‘examine himself, and then 28 
"eo let him eat of that bread, end drink of that cup: for he that 29 
eateth and drinketh Yunworthily, eateth and drinketh 'condem- 
nation to himself, "not discerning the body Yof the Lord. For 830 
this cause many among you are weak and sickly, and many 'sleep. 
For if we would 'judge ourselves, we should not be judged: 31 
but when we are judged: by.the Lord, we are chastened, that we ga 
may not be condemned with the world. 

Wherefore, my brethren, when γα come together to eat the 32 
Lord’s supper, ‘wait one for another: if any one be hungry, let 34 
him eat at home; that ye may not come together for 'condem- 
nation. And the rest I will set in order when I come. 


CHAP. XI.—Now concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I 1 
would not have you ignorant. Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 2 
carried away unto dumb idols, even as ye were led. Wherefore 3 
I give you to understand, that no one, who speaketh by the 
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Spirit of God, saith ** Jesus is accursed :” and that no one can 
4 say “ Jesus is the Lord,” but by the Holy Spirit. Now there 
5 are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit : and there are diver- 
6 sities of ministers, but the same Lord: and there are diversities 
of 'operations, but i¢ is the same God who worketh "all things 
in all: 
7 And ‘the manifestation of the Spirit is is - given to each "for 
8 that which is profitable. For to one is given by the'Spirit ' the 
word of wisdom ; to another " the word of knowledge according 
g to the same Spirit; to another, faith by the same Spirit; to 
30 another, gifts of healing through the same Spirit; (0 another, 
the working of miracles; to another, prophety; to another, dis- 
cerning of spirits; to another, different tongues; to another, 
11 interpretation of tongues: but it is this one and the selfsame 
Spirit, that worketh all these things, distributing to each SEVE> 
rally as 'he will. 
12 For as the body is one, although it hath sity aanaenks tak 
all the members of that Yone body, though many, are bag-one 
13 body; so also is Christ. For we have all: been. baptized in one 
Spirit into one body, whether we be Jews ‘or ' Gentiles; whe- 
ther we be bond or free; and have been all’ made to'drink into 
14 one Spirit. 'For the body indeed is not one member, but 
1s many. Ifthe foot should say, “ Because I am not the hand, 
16 I am not of the body ;” is it therefore not of the body? and 
if the ear should say, “ Because I am not the eye, I am not of 
17 the body ;” is it therefore not of the body? Ifthe whole body 
were an eye, Where would be the hearing? If the whole were 
18 hearing, where twould be the smelling? But now God hath dis- 
posed every one of the members in the body according as it 
tg hath pleased him. And if all the parts were one member, 
zo where would the body be? But now there are many members, 
31 yet only one ae the eye cannot say unto the hand, “1 
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have no need of thee :” noragain the head to the fect, “ 1 have 
no need of you.” 

Nay, those members of the body, which seem to be the 92 
weaker, are more necessary: and upon those parts of the body, 23 
which we think to be the less honourable, ' we bestow the more 
‘abundant honour; and éhus our least comely parts have the most 
external comeliness; whereas our comely parts have no such 94 
need: but God hath tempered the body together, having given 
more abundant honour to that part which needed ἐξ ς that there 25 
might be no ‘division in the body; but faa? all the members 
might have the same care for one another: so that, if one 26 
‘member suffer, all the members suffer with it; or, if one mem- 
ber be honoured, all the members rejoice with it. 

'Now ye are the body of Christ, "and members severally : 27 
and 'God hath placed "some in the church; first apostles, 28 
secondly prophets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, governments, different tongues. Are ag 
all apostles? are all prophets? areal] teachers? are all workers 
of miracles? Have all the gifts of healmg? do all speak with go 
‘tongues? do all interpret 7 

' Earneatly covet then the best gifts: and yet I will show unto 31 
you "a more excellent way. 


CHAP. XIII.—Though I could speak in the tongues of 1 
men and of angels, and have not ‘charity, I become but ας 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. And though I have the ὦ 
gift of 'prophesying, and understand all mysteries, and all 
knowledge; and though I have all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, Iem nothing. And though 3 
I bestow all my goods to feed the poor, and though I yield my 
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body to be ¥ burned, and have not charity, it profiteth me no- 

4 thing. Charity suffereth long, and is kind; charity envieth not : 

5 charity vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up: doth not behave 

itself unbecomingly; seeketh not its own things only, is not 

6 ‘easily provoked, " thinketh no evil ; rejoiceth notin iniquity, but 

7 rejoiceth in the truth; 'beareth all things, believeth all things, 

8 hopeth all things, endureth afl things. Charity never faileth: but 

whether there be prophecies, they shall come to an end; whether 

there be tongues, they shall cease ; whether there δὲ knowledge, it 

9 shall be doneaway. For we know in part, and we prophesy in 

10 part: but when that which is perfect is come, then that which 

113s dué in part will be done away. When I was a child, I spake 

as a child, I understood as a child, I ' thought as 8 child: but 

14 when I became a man, I put away childish things. *For now 

we see tas through a glass darkly; but then we shall see face to 

face: now I know in part; but then shall I fully know, even 

13 a3 I also am fully known. And now abideth faith, hope, cha- 
rity, these three; but the greatest of these is charity. 


1 CHAP. XIV.—Follow after charity; and earnestly: desire 

2 spiritual gifts; but chiefly that ye may prophesy. For he that 
speaketh in 'enother tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God: because no one understandeth hun; “however in "the 

8 spirit, he speaketh "mysteries: whereas he that prophesieth, 
speaketh unto men for edification, and exhortation, and consola- 

4 tion. He that speaketh in another tongue, edifieth himself; 

5 but he that prophesieth, edifieth tae ‘church. I would, indeed, 
that ye all spake in different tongues, but rather that ye pro- 
phesied : for he that prophesieth is greater than he that speaketh 
with tongues, unless ‘Ae interpret, so that the church may receive 
edification. 

6 Now, brethren, if I should come unto you, speaking in 


5, bishly’ N. t! 4 noteth not injury’ P.—‘* deviseth’ N. B.— 

7 * covereth’ N.— excuseth’— is contented at all times’ We. 11, ‘ rea 

soned' N. B. W. 12, ‘ by means of 8 mirror’ W.— through gina, 
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different tongues, what should I profit you, uuless I should 
speak to you, either by a revelation, or by knowledge, or by 


prophesying, or by doctrine? And so, if things without life, 7 


which give sound, whether pipe or harp, give no difference to 
the’ sounds, how shall it be known what is piped or harped? 
For if the trumpet give'an uncertain sound, who can prepare 


f 


8 


himself to the battle? So likewise ye, unless ye utter by the 9 


tongue words which can be understood, how shall it be known 
what is spoken? for ye will be speaking tothe air. There are, 
I know not how many kinds of speech in the world, and none 
of them és without signification. If therefore, I know not the 
meaning of the speech, I shall be ἃ ‘barbarian to him that 
speaketh, and he that speaketh will be a "barbarian to me. So 
likewise, since ye are zealous of spiritual gifts, seek ye to abound 
therein to the edification ofthe church. Wherefore let him who 
speaketh in another tongue pray 'that Ae may also interpret: for, 
if I pray im another tongue, my spirit indeed prayeth, but my 
‘understanding is “unprofiteble. '' What then is to be donc? 1 
will pray with the spirit, and I will pray with the under- 
standing'alsq:. I will sing with the spirit, and I will sing "with 
the upderstanding also, Otherwise when thou shalt bless God 
with the spirit, "how shall he that occupieth the place of the 
unlearned say Amen to thy thanksgiving, seeing he doth not 


understand what thou sayest? for though thou indeed give 37 


thanks weil, yet the other is not edified. 1 ‘thank God, 1" speak 
with tongues more than ye all: yet I had rather speak five words 
in the church with my understanding, so as to teach others also, 
than ten thousand words in another tongue. 

Brethren, be not children in understanding: in evil indeed 
be ye children, but in understanding be men. In the law it is 
written, “ With ‘other tongues and "other lips will I speak 
unto this people; yet not even then will they hearken to me, 
saith the Lord.” So that tongues are for a sign, not for those

23 not for unbelievers, but for those who believe. If then the whole 
church be come together into one place, and all speak in‘ other 
tongues, and unlearned mien, or unbelievers come in, will they not 
24 say that ye are mad? But if all prophesy, and an unbeliever, or 
one unlearned come in, he !is convinced by all, he "is judged 
a5, by all: ‘the secrets of his heart are made manifest; and thus, 
falling on fis face, he will worship God, ‘and declare that God 
of a truth is among you. 
“Ὁ ' How is it then, brethren? when ye come together, hath each 
of you a psalm, hath he a doctrine, hath he ἃ tongue, hath he 
a revelation, hath he an interpretation :-—let all be done to edifi- 
27 cation. If any one speak in another tongue, det tt be by two, or 
at the most by three, and ¢hat each in Ais turn; and let someone 
28 interpret. But if there be no interpreter, let such keep silence 
29 in the church, and speak only to himself, and to God. Let the 
prophets also speak by two or three, and let the others judge; 
40 and if any thing be revealed to another that sitteth by, let the 
41 first hold his peace: for ye may all prophesy, one by one; 50 
32 that all may learn, and all may be exhorted: ‘and the spirits of 
33 the prophets, are in subjection to the prophets: (for God is nat 
the author of confusion, but of peace ;)'as in all churches of 
the saints. 
34 ‘Let your women be silent jn the.churches: for it hath not 
been ' permitted to them to speak ; but they must be under obe- 
35 dience, as the law also saith. And if they desire to learn any 
thing, let them ask their husbands at home: for it is unbecom- 
ing for women tu speak in the church. 
36 What? did the word of God come forth from 'you? or did 
37 it go unto you only? If any one ' profess himself to be a pro- 
phet, or spiritual, "let him acknowledge that the things which I

Wherefore, brethren, be desirous of the gift of prophesy: 30 
yet forbid not to speak with other tongues: ‘but let all things 40 
be done decently and in order. 


CHAP. XV.—Moreover, brethren, I ‘declare unto you the 1 
gospel which I preached unto you; which also ye have received, 
and in which ye stand; by which also ye are saved, if ye keep 2 
in memory in what manner I ‘preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain, For I delivered unto you ' first of all, that 3 
which 1 also received, that Christ died for our sins sscicding to 
the scriptures; and that he was buried, and that on the third 4 
day he ' rose again avcording to the scriptures: and that ha was 5 
seen by Cephas, then by the twelve: afier that, he was seen by 6 
above five hundred brethren at once; of whom the greater part 
remain unto this present time, though some have fallen asleep. 
After that, he was seen by James; then by all the apostles: 7 
and last of all, he was seen by me also, as by 'one born out of 8 
due time.. For I am the least of the apostles; who am not 9 
worthy to be called an apostle, because I persecuted the church 
of God: but, by the grace of God I am what I am: and his 10 
grace which was bestowed upon me was not in vain; but 1 la- 
boured more abundantly than they all; yet not I, but the grace 
of God which was with me, Whether therefore it be I or they, 
so we preach and so ye believed. 

Now if Christ be preached, that he rose from the dead, how 12 
do some among you say that there is no resurrection of the dead ? 
But if there be no resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not 12 
risen: And if Christ be not risen, then ἐς our preaching 'vain, 14 
and your faith is also Yvan: Yea, and we are found false wit- 15 
nesses ‘concerning God; because we have testified concerning 
God, that he raised up Christ: whom he hath not raised up, if 
indeed the dead rise not. For if the dead rise not, neither then 16

'The 
27 last enemy thut will be destroyed is death: for “He hath put 
all things under his feet: but when | fe saith, “ All things are 
put under Aum,” it is manifest that He is excepted, who did put 
al] things under him. And when ail things shall be subjected 
unto him, then will the Son himself also be subjected unto Him 
that put all things under him, that God may be ‘all im all. 
a9 ~—- Else, if the dead rise not at all, whiat shall they 'do which 
are baptized "for the dead? why are they then baptized for 
31 *them, And why stand we in jeopardy every hour? I protest 
by ‘the glorying in your account, which 1 have in Christ Jesus 
42 out Lord, that I die daily. If after the'manner of men, I have 
fuuzht with beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth it" me, if the 
dead rise not 7“ let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we die !’’ 
Be not deceived: “ evil communications corrupt good manners.” 
Awake 'to righteousness, and sin not; for some uf' you have 
not the knowledge of God: T speak ¢his to your shame.

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But some one will say, “!How “are the dead raised up? 55 
aud with what body do they come?” foolish sun! that which 36 
thou sowest is not 'quickened, unless it die: and as to that 37 
which thou sowest, thou sowest not that body which will be, 
but bare grain ; perhaps of wheat, or of some other grain: but 38 
God giveth it a body as it bath pleased him, and to every seed 
its own body.

1 CHAP. XVI.—Now concerning the collection for the saints, 
as I-gave order to the churches of Galatia, so do ye likewise:

And when I. come, whom- 
soever ye shall ‘approve, those I will send with letters-to carry

8 if the Lord permit. But I shall tarry at Ephesus until Pente- 

g cost: for a great and effectual door is opened unto me éhere ; 
tand there are many adversaries, 

10 Now if Timothy come, see that he may be among you 
without fear: for he worketh the work of the Lord, even as I 

11 myself do. Let no one therefore despise him: but send bim 
forward in peace, that he may come to me: for I look for him 
with the brethren. 
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As for our brother Apollos, I greatly entreated him to go to 12 
you with the brethren: but he was by no means willing to go 
at this time; but he will go, when he shall have a convenient 
season. 

Watch ye, stand fast in the faith; quit you, like men; be 13 
strong. Let all things among you be done with love. 14 

I beseech you, brethren, (for ye know the house of Stephanas, 15 
that it is the firstfruits of Achaia, and that they have applied 
themselves to the ministry of the saints,) that ye submit your- εὖ 
selves to such, and to every fellow teacher and labourer with me. 

I rejoice at the ' coming of Stephanas and Fortunatus and Achai- 17 
cus: for what remaineth to be done on your part they have 
supplied ; for they have refreshed my spirit and ‘yours: where- 18 
fore acknowledge ye such as they are. 

The churches of Asia salute you. Aguila and Priscilla ealute 19 
you much in the Lord, with the church that tis in their house. 
All the brethren salute you, Salute ye one another with an holy 20 
kiss. .

THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE 
APOSTLE TO THE CORINTHIANS. 


CHAP. I.—Pavt, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of 1 
God, and Timothy our brother, unto the church of God, which 
is at Corinth, together with al} the saints who are in all Achaia : 
grace and peace be to you, from God our Father, and frum the ὦ 


17. 4 presence of ... ameng you; because they supply that which was 
wanting to you’ P. 18. * widf yours’ B. 19. * assembleth’ N. 
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3 Lord Jesus Clirist. Blessed be *God, even the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies, and the God of all 
4 consolation; who comforteth us in all our tribulation, that we 
may be able to comfort those who are in any trouble by the 
consolation wherewith we ourselves are comforted in God. 
5 Foras the sufferings 'of Christ abound in us, so our consolation 
6 also aboundeth through Christ. And whether we be afflicted, 
it ἐξ for your consolation and salvation; or whether we be 
comforted, ἐξ is for your consolation which worketh in the patient 
7 enduring of the same sufferings which we also suffer: and our 
hope concerning you ἐς stedfast, since we know, that as ye are 
partakers of the sufferings, so are ye of the consolation also. 

8 ‘For, brethren, we would not have you ignorant of our trouble, 
which befell us in Asia; that we were exceedingly pressed 
above our strength, insomuch that we despaired even of life. 

9 ' But we had the sentence of death in ourselves, that we might 
not trust in ourselves, but in that God who raiseth the dead; 

10 who delivered us from so great 2 death, and *doth deliver us: 
in whom we trust that he will still deliver us: ye also working 

11 together for us in prayer, that so for the benefit bestowed upon 
us by means of many persons, thanksgiving may be rendered by 
many on our behalf. 

12 = For our gloryiug is this ;—the testimony of our conscience, 
that in simplicity and godly sincerity, (not in carnal wisdom, 
but through the prace of God,) we have behaved ourselves in 

1g the world, and especially toward you. [or in thie we write 
no other things to you, than what ye ‘read or acknowledge; 

14 (and I trust ye will acknowledge, even to the end; as indeed 
ye have ‘in part acknowledged us fo be;) that we are ἢ your 
glorying, even as ye also will be "ours in the day of the Lord 
Jesus, 

15 And in this confidence I at first purposed to go to you that 

16 ye might receive a double 'benefit; both to pass by you into 
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Macedonia, and to return to you out of Macedonia, and to 
be sent forward by you, on my way toward Judes. Having 17 
therefore thus purposed, did I use any lightness? or do J, in 
the things that I purpose, purpose ‘according to the flesh, so 
that with me “there should: be yea yea, and nay nay? But as 18 
God is faithful, our word toward you was not both yea and nay. 
For Jesus Christ, the Son of God, who was preached among 19 
you by us, (even by τὰς and Silvanus and Timothy,) was not 
yea and nay, but in him was yea! for all the promises of God 20 
in him ave yea, ‘and in him Amen, unto the glory of God 
through: us : and he who establisbeth us with you in Christ, and 21 
hath anointed us, &-God; who hath also sealed us, and given 22 
us the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. 


. "Moreover I call God for a witness upon my soul, that to 23 
spare you I came not as yet unto Corinth: 'not because we have 24 
dominion over your faith, but we are fellow helpers of your 
joy: for by "faith ye stand. 

CHAP. II.—But I determined this with myself, that I 1 
would: not: come again to you -to bring grief. For if I grieve 2 
you, who is then to make mie glad; but the same who is grieved 
by me? And for that very cause I wrote ‘to you, lest when 3 
I came, I might have sorrow from those on whose account | 
ought to rejoice; having confidence in you all, that my joy 
would be the joy of you all. For I wrote to you out of much 4 
affliction and anguish of heart with many tears; not in order 
that ye should be grieved, but that ye might know the abundant 
love which I have for you. 

But if any one have caused grief, he hath "ποῖ grieved me only, 5 
but in part, (that I may not overcharge), you all. Sufficient to 6 
‘such an one is that rebuke, Y which he hath received from many : 
so that, on the contrary, ye ought rather to forgive Atm, and 7 
comfort Aim, that such an one may not be swallowed up by 


7. 4 for earnal ends” 23. * But’ P. 24. ‘ for we not only do 
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8 avermuch grief, Wherefore I beseech you-to confirm your love 

9 toward him. For to this end also I wrote, that I might have 

19 proof of you, whether ye be obedient in all things. ‘To whom - 
ye forgive any thing, I forgive also: for indeed when I ‘have 
forgiven—if I have forgiven any thing, for your sakes I have dont 

11 #, inthe person of Christ ; that ‘Satan might not get an advan- 
tage over us: for we are not ignorant of his devices. 

ig Now, when I came to Troas to preach the gospel of Christ, 

1g and a door was opened unto me by the Lord, I had no rest 
in my spirit, because I found not Titus my brother: but taking 
my leave of those who were there, ἶ went thence into —, 
donia. 

14 Now thanks be unto God, who causeth us — to triumph 
in Christ, and maketh manifest the savour of the knowledge of 

15 himself, by us, in every place! (For we are unto God a sweet 
savour of Christ, both in those who are saved, and in those who 

16 perish: In the one we are the savour of death unto death; and 
on the other the savour of life unto life: and who ‘ie sufficient 

17 for these things?) For we are not as Ythe many, who corrupt 
the word of God: but we speak in Christ as of sincerity, yea as 
of God, in the sight of God. 


1 CHAP. ITT. ‘Are we beginning again to commend our- 
selves? or do we need, as some do, epistles of commendation 

2 to you, or of commendation from you? Ye yourselves are our 
epistle, written on our hearts, known and read by all men; 

3 being manifestly devlared to be the epistle of Christ, ministered 
by us; not written with ink, but with the Spirit of the living 
God; not on tables of stone, but on the fleshy tables of the 
heart. 

5 And we have 'this trust through Christ. toward God: not 
because we are sufficient of ourselves to ‘place any thing. to 
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account as from ourselves; but our sufficiency és from God; 
who also hath qualified us to be ministers of the new covenant: 
not of the letter, but of the spirit: for the letter killeth, but the 
spirit giveth life, Now, if the ministry of death, engraven in 
letters upon stones, was glorious, so that the children of Israel 
could not stedfastly look upon the face of Moses, because of the 
glory of his countenance, (which glory was to be done away,) 
shall not the ministry of the spirit be still more glorious? For 
if the ministry of condemnation was glorious, much more doth 
the ministry of ‘righteousness excel in glory. For even that 
which was then made glorious had no glory in this respect, by 
reason of the glory that excelleth i; for if that which is to be 
done away wus glorious, much more musé that which remaineth 
be glorious. 

Seeing then that we have such hope, we use great plainness 
-of speech: and do not as Moses, who put a veil over his face; 
so that ‘the children of Israel could not stedfastly behold the end 
ever of that which was to be done away: and their minds were 
blinded: for, to: this.day the same 'veil, not being removed, re- 
maineth in the reading of the old covenant; (which veil is done 
away in Christ:) but even unto this day, when Moses is read, 
the veil is apon their heart. Nevertheless when it shall turn to 
the Lord, the veil will be taken away. Now the Lord is that 
Spirit: and where the Spirit of the Lord is, there ἐς liberty. 
And we all, 'bebolding as in a glass, "with uncovered face, the 
glory of the Lord, are then formed into the same image, from 
glory to glory, "even as by the Spirit of the Lord. 


CHAP, [V.-—Wherefore seeing that we have received this 
ministry, according as we have obtained mercy, we faint not; 
but have renounced the hidden things of dishonesty, not walking 
in craftiness, nor corrupting the word of God ; but, by manifes- 
tation of the truth, recommending ourselves to the conscience of 
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3 every one in the sight of God. And if our gospel be veiled, it 
4 is veiled only among those that are lost: among thdse unbe- 
lievers whose minds the god of this "world hath blinded, so that 
the light of the glorious gospel of Christ, who is the image of 
5 God, doth not enlighten them. For we preach not ourselves, 
but Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves, your servants, for 
6 Jesus’ sake. For 'God, who commanded the light to shine out 
of darkness, hath shined into our hearts, to give us the light of 
the knowledge of ¥God’s glory, in the "face of Jesus Christ. 
2 But we have this treasure in earthen vessels, that the excel- 
8 lency of the power might be of God, and not our own. We 
are troubled on every side, yet not distressed : we are perplexed, 
9 but not in despair; persecuted, but not forsaken; cast down, 
10 but not destroyed; always bearing about with us in the body 
the death of *Jesus, that the life also of Jesus may be made 
11 manifest in our body. For we, while we live, are continually 
delivered to death for Jesus’ sake, that the life also of Jesus 
12 may be made manifest in our ' mortal flesh: so that death 
13 ‘worketh in us, but life in you. And, having the same spirit of 
faith, according as it is written, “ I believed, and therefore have 
t4 I spoken ;” we also believe, and therefore speak; knowing that 
he, who raised up the Lord Jesus will raise up us also v'by 
15 Jesus, and will “present uz together with you. For all our 
sufferings are for your sakes, that the grace which ‘hath abounded 
toight, through the thanksgiving of many, redound to the glory 
i6 of God. Wherefore we faint not; but even if our outward man 
17 be perishing, yet the inward man is renewed day by day: for 
our light affliction, which is but for the moment, worketh for 
18 usa! far more excecding and everlasting weight of glory; while 
we ‘look not to the things which are seen, but to the things 
which are nol seen: for the things which are seen are but for a 
season ; but the things which are not seen are everlasting. 


4. * present age’ Wa. 6. ‘ it isthe God ... who hath shined’ P, 
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CHAP. V. For we know that 'if our enrthly house "of this 
tabernacle be dissolved, we have a building of God, a house not 
made with hands, everlasting in the heavens. For t in this taber- 
nacle we groan, earnestly desiring to put on our house which is 
from heaven: ‘if indeed we shall be found * clothed, not naked. 
For 'we that are in this tabernacle groan, being burdened: not 
that we desire to put off the one, but to put on the other, so that 
"mortality may be swallowed up by life. Now he that "hath 
wrought us “for this selfsame end is (sod, who ¥ also hath given 
unto us the earnest of the Spirit: Wherefore we are always of 
good courage, knowing that, whilst we are present in the body, 
we are absent from the Lord: (for we walk by faith, not by 
sight:) We are of good courage, I say, and desirous rather to 
_ be absent from the body, and to he present with the Lord. 

For this cause we earnestly strive that, whether present or 
absent, we may be well pleasing to him: for we all must ‘appear 
before the judgment-seat of Christ; that every one may receive 
for the things done in the body, according to what he hath done, 
“whether ἐξ be good or bad. Knowing therefore the terror of the 
Lord, we would persuade men; and are made manifest unto 
God; and I trust are made manifest in your consciences also. 
* For we are 'not recommending ourselves again unto you, but 
we are giving you occasion to glory on our account, that ye may 
have wherewith to answer those who glory in appearance, and 
not in heart. For if we are transported beyond ourselves, it ἐς 
for God : or if we are sober minded, ἐξ is for you: for the love 
of * Christ 'constraineth us; “because we thus judge, that if 
one died for all, then were 81} dead: and that he died for all, 
that they who live should no longer live unto themselves, but 
unto him who died and rose again for them. Wherefore from 
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henceforth know we no one according to the-flesh: yea, though 
we! have known Christ after the flesh, yet now henceforth we 
know kim no "longer: so that 'if any one te in Christ, Ae é a 
new "creature: old things have passed away; behold, all things 
are become new : and all are of God, who hath reconciled us to 
himself through * Jesus Ubrist, and hath given to us the ministry 
of reconciliation ; to wit, that God was reconciling the world 
unto himself in Christ, not accounting their trespasses unto 
them ; and hath committed unto us the ! word of reconciliation. 

fe therefore are ambassadors in Christ’s stead; |'God as it 
were beseeching you by us; we in Christ’s stead intreat you, 
“ be ye reconciled to God!” For He hath made him who knew 
no sin, éo be ‘sin for us; that we in him might become the 
righteousness of God. 


CHAP. VL—We then, as fellow labourers exhort you also, 
that ye receive not this grace of God in vain: (for ' he saith, I 
have heard thee in qn aocepted time, and in the day of salvation 
I have succoured thee :”—behold, now is the accepted time! 
behold, now is the day of salvation!) giving no offence in any 
thing, that our ministry may not be blamed: but in all things 
approving ourselves as the ministers of God, in much patience, 
in afflictions, in necessities, in distresses, in stripes, in imprison- 
ments, in tumults, in labours, in watchings, in fastings; in 
pureness, in knowledge, in longsuffering, in kindness, in ‘the 


7 Holy Spirit, in Jove unfeigned, in the word of truth, in the power

of God; by the armour of righteousness on the right hand and 
on the left, through honour and dishonour, through evil report 


g and good report: as deceivers, and yet true; as unknown, and 


yet well known ; as dying, and, behold, we live; as chastened, and 


10 not killed ; as grieved, yet alway rejoicing; ag poor, yet making 


many rich; as having nothing, and yet possessing all things. 
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O Corinthians, our mouth is opened unto you, our heart is τι 
enlarged: ye are not straitened in us, but ye are straitened in 12 
your own ‘bowels. 'Now for a recompence in this,—{I speak 13 
as unto my children,)—be ye also enlarged! Be not unequally 14 
yoked with unbelievers: for what fellowship hath rightcousness 
with unrighteousness? and what communion hath light with 
darkness? and what concord hath Christ with Belial? or what 15 
part hath he that believeth -with an unbeliever? and what agree- 16 
ment hath the temple of God with idols ? For ye are the temple 
of the living God; as God hath said, “ I will dwell among 
them, and walk among them; and I will be their God, and 
they shall be to me a people.”. Wherefore “ Come out from 17 
among them, and be ye separate,” saith the Lord, “and touch 
not the unclean ¢Aing ; and I will receive you; and will be a 18 
Father unto you, and ye shall be unto me sons and daughters,” 
saith the Lord Almighty. : 

CHAP. VII.—Having therefore these promiscs, dearly be- 1 
loved, let us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear of God. 


"Receive us; we have wronged no one, we have corrupted 2 
no one, we have defrauded no one. I speak vot to condemn 3 
you: for 1 Have said before, that ye are in our hearts, to die 
together and to live together. Great is my freedom of speech 4 
toward ‘you, ‘great ἐξ my glorying concerning you: I am filled 
with comfort, I exceedingly abound in joy under all our tribu- 
lation. For, when we had come into Macedonia, our flesh 5 
had no rest; but we.were troubled on every side; without were 
' conflicts, within were fears: nevertheless God, who comforteth 6 
those that are cast down, comforted us by the coming of Titus ; 
and not by his coming only, but also by the consolation where- 7 
with he had ‘been comforted in you, when he told us your earnest 
desire, your mourning, your zeal toward me; so that I rejoiced 
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the more. For if I grieved you by my Epistle, I do not repent; 
—though indeed I did 'repent:—for I perceive that the same 
epistle grieved you but fora season. Now I rejoice, not that ye 
were pricved, but that ye sorrowed to ' repentance: for ye were 
grieved after a godly manner, so that ye have received no damage 
by us in any respect: for godly sorrow worketh ‘repentance to 
salvation, not to be '! repented of: but the sorrow of the world 
worketh death. . 

Behold now this very sorrowing by you after a godly manner, 
what carefulness it wrought in you; yea, what clearing of your- 
selves; yen, what indignation; yea, whet fear; yea, what vehe- 
ment desire: yea, what zeal; yea, what 'punishment! In all 
things ye have shown yourselves to be now clear in this matter. 
If therefore, 1 26 wrote unto you, 1 did it not only on account of 
him who had done the wrong, nor on his account that suffered 
wrong, but rather that our concern for you might be made ma- 
nifest unto you in the sight of God. On this account-we were 
comforted by reason of your comfort: yea, and we the more 
abundantly rejoiced for the joy of Titus, because his spirit was 
refreshed by you all. For in whatsoever I have gloried to him 
concerning you, I have not been put to shame; but as we spake 
all things ‘to you in truth, even so our glorying concerning you 
to Titus, is found to be a truth: and his tender affection is more 
abundant toward you, whilst he remembereth the obedience of 
youall, how yereceived him with fear and trembling. I rejoice ¥ 
that I have confidence in you in all things. 


CHAP. VIII.—Now, brethren, we make known to you the 


2 ‘grace of God bestowed on the churches of Macedonia; ‘how in 


ἃ great trial of affliction the abundance of their joy and the 


3 depth of their poverty abounded to the riches of their libe- 


rality. For I bear them testimony that to their power, yea, 
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and beyond their power, they were willing of themselves; Pray- 4 
ing us with much intreatyY ‘concerning éheir gift, and their 
fellowship in administering to the saints : And λὲς 'not merely 5 
as we expected; bat they first gave themselves to the Lord, 
and then unto us, by the will of God; insomuch that we 6 
desired Titus, that as he had begun, so he would likewise finish, 
among you, this work of liberality also. As therefore, ye abound 7 
in every thing, in faith, and utterance, and knowledge, and in 

all diligence, and in your love to us, 'see that ye abound in this 
liberality also. I say ἐξ not by wuy of command, but on ac- 8 
count of the diligence of others, and to prove the sincerity of 
your love. For ye know the ' grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 9 
that, ἢ though he was rich, yet for your sakes he became poor, that 

ye, through his poverty might become rich, And 1 give my τὸ 
advice in this matter: for this is expedient for you, who have 
already begun, not only to do, but also to be iu forwardness 2 
year ago. Now therefore finish the doing of i¢; that as ye Aud αι 
8 readiness to will, so-also ye may have to finish it, out of that 
which ye have. For if there be first a willing mind, "ἐξ ἐξ ac- 12 
cepted according to what a man hath, ἀκα not according to what 

he hath not. However I scan not that others be eased, and ye 13 
burdened: but that by way of equality, your abundance may at 14 
this time be α supply for their want, and their abundance also may 

at another time be a supply for your want: so that there may be 
equality ; as it is written, “ He that guthcred much, had nothing 15, 
over; and he that gathered little, had no lack.” 

Now thanks be to God, who hath put that carnest concern for 1¢ 
you into the heart of Titus. For indeed he not only accepted 1; 
the exhortation ; but, being more carnest, he went of his own 
accord to you. And we sent with him a brother, whose praise 11 
in the gospel ts throughout.all the churches; and not only zhal, 1: 
but who was also chosen by the churches to travel with us with 
that bounty, which was administered by us to the glory of tlhe 
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20 same Lord, and éo show Your own readiness of mind: weavoiding 
this, that any one should blame us in our administration of this 

21 abundance: for we provide the things which are becoming, not 

a2 only in the sight of the Lord, but also in the sight of men. And we 
have sent with them our brother,—whom we have oftentimes 
proved fo be diligent in many things, but now much more dili- 

48 gent,—through the great confidence which 'I have in you. If 
any enquire conceming Titus, he ἐξ my partner and fellow la- 
bourer towards you: or, concernixg our brethren, they are ' mes- 

24 sengers of the churches, the glory of Christ. Wherefore show to 
them, before the churches, the proof of your Jove, and of our 
glorying on your account. 


» CHAP, IX,—But indeed, it is superfinous for me to write 

2 to you, concerning the ministration to the saints; for I know 

the readiness of your mind, for which I gloried concerning you 

to those of Macedonia, saying, that Achaia was ready a year 

3 ago; and your zeal hath stirred up very many. Nevertheless I 

have sent the brethren, that our glorying concerning you in. this 

tespect might not bein vain; that, ‘as I said, ye may be ready : 

4 lest haply, if any of Macedonia should come with me, and find 

you wuprepared, we, (not to say ye) should be put to shame 

5 for this same confidence,“ Therefore J thought it necessary to - 

exhort the brethren, to go before unto you, and make up before- 

hand your gift before announced; in order that the same might 
be ready, as ὦ matter of gift, and not as a thing extorted. 

6 However, this I say, that he who soweth sparingly will also 

reap sparingly; and he who soweth bountifully will also reap 

7 bountifully. Let every one give according as he purposeth in 

his heart; not grudgingly, or as by constraint: for God loveth 

8 a cheerful giver. And God is able to make every blessing 

abound toward you; that having always all sufficiency in every 

4 thing, ye may abound in every good work; <As it is written, 

“He hath dispersed abroad; he hath given to the poor: his 

10 righteousness remaineth for ever.” 'And ‘he who supplieth 


22, ‘he hath’ M. 23. ‘ apostles’ Gr. 3. © yo may be ready 
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seed to the sower will both supply bread for your food, and 
multiply your seed sown, and increase the fruits of your " nght- 
eousness ; ‘that ye may be enriched in every thing to all boun- 11 
tifulness, which causeth thanksgiving by us to God: For the 12 
Ininistration of this service not only supplieth the wants of the 
saints, but aboundeth also in many thanksgivings to God; 
while, by the experience, of this ministration, they glorify God 13 
for the subjection which ye profess unto the gospel of Christ, 
and for your liberal contribution to them, and to all men ; 
eamestly longing also after you, in their prayer for you, on 14 
account of the exceeding ‘grace of God in you. Now thanks 15 
be unto God for his unspeakable gift! 


- 


CHAP. X.—Now I Paul, who when present, a humble 
among you, but when absent am bold toward you, exhort you, 
by the meekness and gentleness of Christ; yea I bescech yor, 
that when present I may not ‘be bold with that confidence where- 
with I think to be bold against some, who think of us as if we 
walked. according to the flesh. For though we walk in the flesh, 3 
we do not war according to the flesh :—for the weapons of our 4 
warfare are not carnal, but mighty through God to the ' pulling 
down of strong. holds ;—overturning ‘imaginations, and every 5 
high thing that exalteth itself against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought to the obedience of Christ ; 
and being ready to avenge all disubedicnce, ‘when your obedi- 6 
ence shall be complete. 

Do ye regard things according to the outward appearance ? 
If any ove trust in himself that he is Christ’s, let him thiuk this 
also of himself, that, as he is Christ’s, so likewise are we: 
‘for, if I should boast somewhat more of our authority, which 
the Lord hath given us for your edification, and not for your 
destruction, I should not be ashamed: ‘that 1 may not seem as 9 
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if I would only terrify you by epistles. For his epistles, say 
some, are weighty and powerful; but Ais bodily presence is 
weak, and fis speech contemptible. Let such ‘an one think 
this, that, such as we are in word by epistles, when absent, such 
will we be in deed also, when present. 

For we dare not rank ourselves, or compare ourselves, with 
some that commend themselves: but they, measuring themselves 
by themselves, and comparing themselves with themselves, are 
unwise, But we will not glory of things beyond our measure, 
but only according to the measure of the line, which 'God hath 


14 measured out to us, and which extended even unto you. For 
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we stretch not ourselyes beyond our line, as not reaching uuto 
you: but we are come as far even as to you in preaching the 
gospel of Christ ; uot glorying, I say, of things beyond ovr mea- 
sure, that is, of other men’s labours; but having a hope that . 
when your faith is increased among you, we shall be abun- 
dantly enlarged in our line, so as to preach the gospel in the 
regwns beyond you, and not to glory in encther’s line, of things 
made ready for us. Let him then who glorieth, glory in the 
Lord : for it is not he who commendeth himself thatis approved, 
but he whom the Lord commendeth. : 


CHAP XI.—Would that ye would bear with me a little in 
my foolish glorying: yea, do bear with me! For I am jealous 
over you with a 'godly jealousy: for I have "espoused you to" 
one husband, that I may present you, as a chaste virgin, to Christ. 
But I fear, lest by any means, as the serpent beguiled Eve 
through his subtilty, so your minds should be corrupted from 
the simplicity that is‘in "Christ. 'If indeed "he that cometh 
among you preacheth another Jesus, whom we have not preached, 
or 3f' ye receive another spirit, which ye have not received from 
us, or another gospel, which ye have not accepted, ye might 
well bear with "him. ‘But I account myself in nothing inferior 
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to the very chiefest apostles: and even if I be rude in speech, 6 
yet Fam not so in knowledge; but in every respect we have 
been thoroughly made manifest among you. Have I com- 7 
mitted an offence in humbling myself that ye might be exalted, 
because I have preached to you the gospel of God without cost? 

I spoiled other churches, taking wages from them, that I might 8 
minister to you: and,when I was present with you, and wanted, 9 
I was chargeable to no one: for the brethren who came from 
Macedonia supplied my want: and in every respect I have kept 
myself from being burdensome unto you, and so will keep mryseff. 

As the trath of Christ is in me, this glorying of mine shall not 10 
be stopt, in the regions of Achaia, Wherefore? because 1 love 11 
you not? God knoweth that Elove you. But what I do, that 12 
I will continue to do; that I may cut off al! occasion from those 
who desire occasion; that they may be found even as we in that 
wherein they glory. For these are false apostles, deceitful work- 13 
men, ‘transforming themselves into apostles of Christ: and no 14 
marvel; for Satan also 'transformeth himself into an angel of 
light; ἐξ is no great thing, therefore, if his ministers also 'traus- 15 
form themselves 686. ministers of "righteousness; whose end 
will be according to their works. 

I say again, Let no one think me foolish; but if otherwise, 16 
still as foolish receive me, that I may glory a little. That which 17 
I speak in this my confidence of glorying, I speak not after the 
“Lord, but as it were in foolishness. Seeing that many glory 18 
according to the flesh, I also will glory. For ye bear with the 19 
foolish gladly, while ye yourselves are wise: for ye bear with it, 20 
if any one bring you into bondage, if any one make a prey of 
you, if any one take your goods, if any one exalt himself aguzest 
you, if any one smite you on the face. I speak with respect to 2: 
"reproach, as if we had been weak. -Ycet in whatsoever any one 
is bold, (I speak in foolishness,) I also am bold, Are they He- 22 
brews? 50 am I. Are they Israelites? soam I. Are they the 
seed of Abraham? 50 ἀπὸ 1, Are they ministers of Christ? (1 ay 
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speak as one foolish) I am more so: in labours more abundant ; 
in stripes far exceeding ; im prisons more frequent; in deaths 
24 often. From the Jews I five times received forty stripes, save 
25 one. Thrice was I beaten with rods; once was I stoned; thrice 
I suffered shipwreck ; a night and a day I was in the deep; 
26 tn journeyings I have been often, in perils from ' waters, ix perils 
from robbers, in perils from sine own countrymen, ix perils 
from the gentiles, in perils in the city, in perils in the desert, in 
27 perils on the sea, in perils among false brethren; in labour 
and toil, in watchings often, in hunger and thirst, mn fastings 
28 often, in cold and nakedness. Beside these troubles that are 
without, ere those that come upon me daily, in the care of all 
zg the churches. Who is weak, and I am not weak? who 'stum- 
bleth, and I burn not ? 
80 «Sf f must needs glory, I will glory in the things which con- 
3! cem mine infirmities. The God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who is blessed for evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 
ga In Damascus the governor under Aretas the king kept the city 
of the Damascenes with a guard, desiring to apprehend me: 
33 aud throngh a window in a basket was I let down by the wall, 
and escaped his hands. 


1 CHAP. XII.—v*Doubtless it is not fitting for me to glory. 
a I will come then to visions and revelations of the Lord. I 
knew a manin Christ, who, about fourteen years ago,—{ whether 
in the body, I cannot tell; or whether out of the body, I know 
8 not: God knoweth ;}—was caught up to the third heaven. Yea 
I knew that such a man,—(whether in the body, or ἡ out of the 
4 body, I know not; God knoweth ;}—was caught up into para- 
dise, and heard unspeakable words, which it is not possible for 
5 man to utter. Conceming such an one I will glory: yet of 
6 myself I will not glory, save in mine infirmities. Yet if I were 
desirous to glory, I should not be foolish; for I should speak 
the truth: but I forbear, lest any one should ‘think concerning 
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me above what he seeth me zo be, or what he heareth from 
me, 

And that I might not be too much exalted, through the 
‘abundance of these revelations, there was given to me a thorn 
in the flesh, a messenger of Satan to buffet me, that, I say, I 
might not be too much exalted. Concerning this 1 besought the 
Lord thrice, that it might depart from me: and he said unto me, 
‘¢ My grace is sufficient for thee: for my strength is made per- 
fect in weakness.” Most gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of Christ may rest upon me. 
Wherefore I take pleasure in infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses for Christ’s sake: because 
when [ am weak, then am I strong. 

Am I become foolish? *ye have compelled me: for I ought 
to have been commended hy you : since T am in nothing inferior 
to the very chiefest apostles, though I am nothing. Truly the 
signs of an apostle have been fully wrought among you, 'in all 
patience, in signs, and wonders, and mighty works. For what 
is there, wherein you have been inferior to other churches, un- 
less ἐξ be that I myself have not been burdensome to you? for- 
give me this wrong! Behold, Iam ready to come this third time 
to you; and I will not be burdensome to you; because I seek 
not yours, but you: for the children ought not to lay up trea- 
sure for the parents, but the parents for the children. Yea 1 
will very gladly spend and be spent for ‘you; though the more 
abundantly I love you, the Jess I be loved by you. 

But 'be it so; I did not burden you: nevertheless some may 
say, being crafty, I caught you with guile—Did I make a gam 
of you through.any of those whom I sent unto you? I desired 
Titus ἐὸ go fo you; and with Awn 1 senta brother. Did Titus 
make a gain of you? Did we not walk in the same spirit? nay, 
in the same steps? 

Think ye that we are again excusing ourselves unto you? In 
the presence of God, in Christ, ‘we speak all these things, 
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20 dearly beloved, for your edification. For I fear, test, when 
come, I may not find you such as I wish, and lest I may 
be found unto you such as ye do not wish: lest there be de- 
bates, envyings, wraths, strifes, evil speakings, whisperings, 

91 swellings, disturbances; and lest, when I come again, my God 
may humble me among you, and I may have to bewail many 
who have heretofore sinned, and have not repented of the un- 
cleanness and fornication and lasciviousness which they have 
committed, 


1 CHAP. XILL.—This is the third ¢ime I am coming to you. 

By the mouth of two or three witnesses shall every word be 

4 established. I told you before, and now ' the second time, as if 

{ were present, though being absent, I forewarn those who have 

heretofore sinned, and all others, that, if I come again, I will 

8 not spare: since ye seek a proof that Christ speaketh in me, 

who with respect to you is not weak, but is mighty among you, 

4 For as, *thongh he was crucified through weakness, yet he liveth 

by the power of God, so we also are weak in him, but shall 

5 live with him, by the power of God toward you. Try your- 

selves, whether ye be in the faith; prove yourselves. Know 

ye not your own selves, that Jesus Christ is in you, unless ye 

ἃ 'be reprobates? But I hope that ye will know that we are not. 

7 ‘reprobates. Now I pray to God that ye do no evil; not that 

we may appear approved, but that ye may do that which is 

8 good, though we he accounted as 'reprobates: for we cannot do 

g unything against the truth, but only for the truth. For we re- 

joice, when we are weak, and ye are strong: and for this also 

10 we pray, even for your ‘perfection. Wherefore I write these 

things whilst I am absent, that when present I may not hare to 

use severity, according to the authority which the Lord hath 
given me for edification, and not for destruction. 

Finally, brethren, farewell! Be ' perfect; "be of good com- 
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‘fort; be of one mind; live in peace; and the God of love und 

of peace will be with you. Salute one another with a holy kiss, 12 
All the saints salute you. The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 14 
and the love of God, and the ‘communion of the Holy Spirit, 

be with you all, 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 
TO THE GALATIANS, 


CTIAP. I.—Paut, an apostle, (not of men, neither by man, 1 
but by Jesus Christ, and God the Father, who raised him from 
the dead;) and all the brethren that are with me, unto the 2 
churches of Galatia: grace and peace be to you from God the 3 
Father; and from our Lord Jesus Christ, who gave himself for 4 
our sins, that he might deliver us from this present evil ' world, 
according to the will of our God and Father, to whom δέ glory δ 
for ever and ever! Amen. 

I marvel that ye have so soon withdrawn yourselves, from 6 
him who called you into the grace Yof Christ, to another gos- 
pel: which indeed is not another; but there arc some who trou- 7 
ble you, and would pervert the gospel of Christ. But even if 8 
we, or an angel from heaven, should preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have preached unto you, let him 
be ‘accursed. As we have already said, so say I now again, 9 
If any one preach any other gospel to you than that which ye 
received from us, let him be "accursed. 

For do I seek to fapprove myself to men, orto God? ordoI τὺ 
seek to please men? If still pleased men, I should not be the 
servant of Christ: but I would remind you, brethren, concern- 11 
ing that gospel which was preached by me that it is not after 
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12 man: for J neither received it from man, neither was 1 taught if 
13 otherwise than by the revelation of Jesus Christ. For ye have 
heard of my behaviour in time past in the Jewish religion, how 
that I beyond measure persecuted the church of God, and laid 
14 it waste: and made proficiency in the Jewish religion, above 
many 'of my time in mine own nation, being more exceedingly 
15 zealous for the traditions of my fathers.. But when it pleased 
¥God, who'separated me from my mother’s womb, and called 
16 me through his grace, to reveal his Son in me, that I might 
preach the glad tidings of him among the gentiles ;- immediately 
17 I conferred not with flesh and blood: nor did I go up to Jeru- 
salem, to those who were apostles before me; but I went away 
18 mto Arabia, and retumed again to Damascus. Then, after 
three years, I went up to Jerusalem to'see τ Peter; and I abode 
1g with him fifteen days: but I saw no other of the apostles, save 
20 James the brother of the Lord. (Now in what J write unto 
41 you, behold, before God, I lie not.) Afterwards I went into 
a2 the regions of Syria and Cilicia; and was unknown in person 
23 to the churches.of Judea, which were m Christ; and they had 
only heard, that he who in times past, persecuted us, now 
24 preached the faith which he had once been destroying. And 
they glorified God in me. 


1 CHAP. II.—Then ‘after ‘fourteen years, I went up again 
2 to Jerusalem with Barnabas, taking Titus also with me. And 
I went up by revelation, and communicated to them 'the gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles; "but privately, to those 
who were of reputation, that I might not run, or have run, in 
4 vain. But'neither was Titus,—who was with me, and was a 
4 Greek,—compelled.to be circumcised, on account of the false 
brethren that had crept in; who had slipt in to spy out our 
freedom, which we have in Christ Jesus, that they might bring 
5 us into bondage; to whom we ‘yielded not by subjection, even 
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for an hour; that the truth of the gospel might continue with 
you. But of those who ' seemed to be of most reputation, what- 6 
ever they were, it maketh no matter to me ;—God accepteth no 
man's person :—for those who seemed tv be of reputation.in con- 
ference added nothing to me: but on the contrary, perceiving 7 
that I was entrusted with the gospel of the uncircumcision, as 
Peter was with the gospel of the circumcision; (for he that 8 
wrought effectually im Peter for the apostleship of the circum- 
cision, the same wrought powerfully in me for the Gentiles :) 
and knowing the 'grace that was bestowed on me, ¥ James, 9 
Cephas, and John, who " seemed to be pillars, gave to me and 
Barnabas the right hands of fellowship ; that we might go to the 
gentiles, and they to the circumcision; but only exhorting us 
to be mindful of the poor; which very thing I also was earnest 
to do. 

But when Peter had come to Antioch, I withstood him to Ais 11 
face, because he was to be blamed. For before certain persons 12 
came from James, he ate with the Gentiles: but when they came, 
he withdrew and seperated himself, being afraid of those who 
were of the circumcision; and the other Jews also dissembled 13 
with him ; insomuch that even Barnabas was carried away with 
chem by their dissmmulation. But when I saw that they' walked 14 
not uprightly according to the truth of the gospel, I said unto 
τ Peter before them all, “ὁ If thou, who art a Jew, livest after 
the manner of the Gentiles, and not after the manner of the 
Jews, how dost thou urge the Gentiles to "live after the manner 
of the Jews?” We eho are ' Jews by nature, and not sinners 15 
of the Gentiles, knowing that a man is not justified by the 16 
‘works of the law, but through " faith in Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that we may, be justified by faith 
in Christ, and not by the works of the law: ™ for by the works 

-of the law no flesh will be justified. But if, while we seek to 17 
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be justified through Christ, we ourselves are found sinners, ! is 
8 Christ therefore a minister of sin? Byno means. 'Forif I build 
19 Up again those things which I have destroyed, I make my#elf.a 
transgressor: 'for, I, ¥ through the law, have died to the law, 
20 “that I might live unto God: I have been crucified with 
Christ; nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth ia me : 
and the life which I now live in the flesh I live through faith in 
αἰ “the Son of God, who loved me, and ' gave himself for me. I 
do not ! frustrate the grace of God : for eee is by 
the law, then hath Christ died in vain: 


1 CHAP. IIT.—O ' foolish Galatians, who hath " led you astray, 
"before whose eyes Jesus Christ ™ hath been evidently set forth 

ἃ Yumong you as crucified? This only would I learn of you, Re- 
ceived ye the Spirit ' by " the works of the law, or ™ by the hearing 

3 of faith? Are ye so foolish? that having begun in the Spirit, ye 
4 now end inthe flesh? Have ye suffered so many things in vain ἢ 
8 if indeed ἐξ be in vain. Doth he then who ministereth to you 
the Spirit, and worketh miracles among you, do ἐὲ by the works 

6 of the law, or by the bearing of faith? Even as Abraham be- 
lieved God, and it was accounted to him ‘for ‘righteousness. " 

+ Know therefore that they who are of faith, the same are sons of 
8 Abraham : and the scripture, foreseeing that God would justify 
the heathen through faith, proclaimed beforehand glad tidings 
unto Abraham, saying, ‘* In thee shall all nations be blessed.” 

9 So then they who arc of faith are blessed with believing Abra- 
10 ham : for as many as ‘are of the works of the law are under the 
curse: for it is written, * Cursed és every one that continueth 
not in all the things which are written in the book of the law to 

11 do them.” ‘But that no one is justified by the lawin the sight 
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of God ὦ evident: for, “ The just shall live by faith.” 'And τὰ 
the lew is not by faith: but ““ He who doeth these things shall — 
live by them.” Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of the 13 
law, ‘having become a curse for us: (for it is written, “ Cursed 
ts every one that is hanged on a tree:"”) that the blessing of 14 
Abraham’ might come on the 'Gentiles through Jesus Christ; 
that through faith we might receive the promise of the Spirit. 

Brethren, (I speak after the manner of men,) no one disan- 15 
nulleth, or altereth a covenant, that is ratified, even though it be 
but of a man. Now the promises were made to Abraham and 16 
his seed, ' He saith not, “‘ And to seeds,” as concerning many ; 
but‘ as coticerning one, * And ‘to thy seed,” which is Christ. 
And this‘I say, thatthe law, which was four hundred and thirty 17 
years after cannot disannul the covenant, that was before ratified 
by God !¥in Christ, 80 as to make the promise of no effect: for 18 
if the inheritance were by the law, it would be no more by pro- 
mise: but God gave it to Abraham by promise. Wherefore then 19 
was thie law? It-was “established because of transgressions ;— 
till the-seed; to: whom: the promise was made should come ;— 
end ‘has * ministered -by "angels, "in the hand of ἃ mediator. 
Now a mediator is not α mediator of one only; but God is 20 
mee, ὁ 

Ts the law then contrary to the promises of God? By no a: 
means: for if'a law had been given, which could have bestowed 
life, verily ‘righteousness would have been by the law: but the 22 
actipture hath ' included ali together under sin, "' that the promise, 
through faith in Jesus Christ, might be given to those who be- 
lieve. But before faith came, we were kept under the law, 23 
shat up together unto the faith which was afterwards to be re- 
vealed: so that thé law was our ' schoolmaster do lead us to Christ, 24 
that'we might be justified by faith: but, now that faith hath 95 
come, we are no longet under a schoolmaster; for ye are all 26 
sons of God, by faith in Christ Jesus: for as many of you a9 27 
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a8 have been baptized into Christ have put on Christ. -There is 
no longer either Jew or ‘Gentile, there is no longer either bond 
or free, male or female: for ye are all one in Christ Jesus. 

ag and if ye be Christ's, then are ye the seed of Abraham, and 
heirs according to the promise. 


1 CHAP. 1V.—Now I say, That the heir, as long as he is 

a child, differeth in nothing from a bondman, though he be 

4 master ofall; but is under tutors and guardians, unti) the time 

4 appointed by dis father. And so we, while we were children,

9. their natureare not gods: but now, that ye haveknown.God, or 

rather are ‘known by God, how is ἐξ that ye turmm-again to these 

weak and beggarly elements, to which ye desire to be agnin in 

10 bondage? 'Ye observe days, and months, and times, and 

11 years. J fear for you, lest I have bestowed labour upon you 
in vain. 

12 ‘Brethren, I beseech you, be as I am; for I am as ye are, 

13 Ye have not wronged me in any thing. Ye know that in 

weakness of the fiesh I preached the gospel unto you at first; 

14 and ‘my 'trial in my flesh ye did not despise neither did ye 

reject me, but ye received me, as "an angel of God, even as 

15. Christ Jesus. ‘What then was your blessedness! for I bear

you witness, that, if ἐξ Aad been possible, plucking out your 
own eyes, ye would havegiven them tome. Am I then become 16 
your enemy, when I tell you the truth? Some are zealously 17 
affected towards you, dut not for your good ; yea, they desire to 
exclude ‘you, that ye may be zealously affected towards them. 
But ἐξ is good Yto be zealously affected 'in a good thing at all 18 
‘times, and not merely when I am present with you. 

My little children, οἵ whom I again travail in birth, until 19 
Christ be formed in you. I would wish to be present with you 20 
now, and to change my voice; foram in doubt concerning you. 
Tell me, ye that desire to be under the law, do ye not hear the 21 
law? For itis written, that Abraham had two sons, the one by 22 
the bondmaid, the other by the freewoman: but he who was by 23 
the bondwoman was "born according to the flesh; whereas he 
that was by the freewoman was by promise. Which things 24 
'may be allegorized. For these ‘are the two covenants; the 
one from mount Sinai, bearing children to bondage, which 
is Hagar; (for this Hagar is mount Sinai in Arabia ;) and 25 
she answereth to the present Jerusalem for she is in bondage 
together with ‘her children :' but the Jerusalem above, which 
is our mother,” is free. For it is written,!' “ Rejoice, thou 27 
barren that bearest not; break forth and shout, thou that tra- 
vailest not: for the deserted hath many more children than she 
who hath the husband!” Now we, brethren, are, like Isaac, 28 
children of the promise: but, even as then he that was 'borm 2g 
according to the flesh persecuted him ἐλαξ was born according to 
the Spirit; so also ἐξ is now. Nevertheless what saith the scrip- 30 
ture? “ Cast out the bondwoman and her son: for the son of the 
bondwoman shall not be heir with the son of the freeworman.” 

' So then, brethren, we are not children of the bondwoman, 3: 
but of the free. ᾿ 


CHAP. V.—Stand fast Yin the freedom wherewith Christ 1 
hath made us free, and be not entangled again with ! the yoke 
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a of bondage. Behold, I Paul say unto you, that if ye be cir- 
3 cumcised, Christ will profit you nothing. For I testify.again 
to every one who is circumcised, that he is a debtor to observe 

4 the whole law. ‘Christ is become of no effect unto as many 
of you as "are justified by ¢he law; ye are fallen ™ from grace. 

5 For we wait, 'in ¢he Spirit, for the hope of "righteousness by 

6 faith: for ‘in Jesus Christ neither circumcision availeth any 
thing, nor uncircumcision; but faith, which worketh by love. 

+ Ye were running well; who hindered you from ' obeying the 

8 truth? This persuasion cometh not from him that called you : 

10 a little leaven leaveneth the whole lump. Yet I confide in you 
in the Lord, that ye will not be otherwise minded: but he that 

1: troubleth you shall bear his 'judgment, whosoever he be. And 
I, brethren, if I still preach circumcision, why do I yet suffer 
persecution? for so would the ‘offence of the cross be done 
away. 

13 J would that they were even ‘cut off who "trouble you. For, 
brethren, ye have been called to freedom ; only use not freedom. 
for an occasion to the flesh, but serve one another by love: 

t4 for the whole law is fulfilled in one commandment, even in 

15 this; “ Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.” But if ye 
bite and devour one another, take heed lest ye be consumed by 
one another. 

16 J charge you then, walk in éhe spirit, and ' ye will not, fulft} 

17 the desires of the flesh: for the flesh hath desires contrary to the 
spirit, and the spirit contrary to the flesh: and these are op~ 
posite, the one to the other: sothat ye cannot dothe things that 

18 ye would. But if ye be led by the spirit, ye are not ' under the 

19 law. Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which are these ; 

20 *formication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, sorcery, hat- 

21 red, contentions, rivalries, wrath, strife, divisions, factions, envy- 
ings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such like: con- 
cerning which I now forewarn (as. I alsa warned you in tima 
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past,) that those who do such things will not inherit the king- 
dom of God. But the fruit of the spirit is love, joy, peace, 22 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faithfulness, meekness, tem- 23 
perance: against such éhings there is no law: and they that 24 
ere of Christ have crucified the flesh, and its passions, and lusts, 

If we live 'in the spirit, let us also walk "in the spirit: let us 26 
not be vain-glorious, provoking one another, envying one ano- 
ther, 


“Ὁ CHAP, VI.—Brethren, if'aman be! overtaken in any trans- 1 
gression, do ye who are spiritual, restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thyself, lest thou also be 
δ tempted. Bear ye one another's burdens, and 'so fulfil the law 2 
of Christ. For ἰἔ ἃ man think himself to be something, being 3 
nothing, he deceiveth himself, But let every one try his own 4 
work, and then will he have rejoicing.in himself alone, and not 
in another ; For every one will bear his own burden. . ῷ 

Ὁ Let him that is taught ip the word impart to him that teach- 6 
eth -in ἐν ποσὰ things, “Be' not deceived; God is not to be 7 
mocked : ‘for - whatecever a than sowéth, that shall he also reap. 
For ‘ie that soweth το ες flesh, will from the flesh, reap cor- 8 
ruption = ‘but he thnt soweth to tthe spirit, will, from the spirit, 
reap life everlasting. And let us not be weary in well doing: 9 
for in’ due season we shall reap, if we faint not. As therefore τὸ 
we have ' opportunity, let us do good unto all; expecially unto 
those who are of the household of faith. 

Ye see ‘how large an‘ epistle I have written unto you with 11 
mine own hand. As thany as desire to make a fair appearance 12 
in the flesh, such would constrain you to be circumcised; only 
they may not suffer persecution for the cross of Christ: for they 13 
themselves-who have been circumcised do not keep the law; 
but desire to have you eircumcised, in order that they may glory 
in your flesi. But far be it, that I should glory, save in the 14 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by ‘which the world is crucified

circumcision Yis any thing, nor uncircumcision, but 's new 

16 "creature. And peace and mercy be on all those who walk 

17 according to this rule, even upon the Israel of God. ‘From 
henceforth let no one trouble me: for I bear in my body the 

18 marks of ‘the Lord Jesus. Brethren, the grace our Lord 
Jesus Christ δε with your spirit, Amen. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 
TO THE EPHESIANS. 


1 CHAP. I—Paut, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will 
of God, to the suints 'who are at Ephesus, "and tothe "" faithful 
2 in Christ Jesus; grace and peace be to you, from God. our 
Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. i. 
3 Blessed be ' the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
hath blessed us with all spiritual blessings in heavenly " places 
4 in Christ; according as he chose us in him, before the founda~ 
tion of the world, that we should be holy, and ' spotless before 
5, him; having ' beforehand in love appointed us unto the adop- 
tion of sons to himself, through Jesus Christ, according to the 
6 good pleasure of his will, to the praise of ‘the glory of his 
ἡ grace, '' wherein he hath made us accepted in the beloved. In 
whom we hava redemption through his blood, even the for- 
8 giveness of sins, according to the riches of his grace; |! wherein 
he hath abounded toward us, in all wisdom and prudence; 
g making known to us the ' mystery of his will, according to his 
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gtacious pleasure which he had purposed beforehand in himself: 
"that in the dispensation of the fulness of times, he would unite 30 
all things im Christ, both things in heaven, and things on earth ; 
even in him, in whom also we have obtained an inheritance, 11 
having been appointed beforehand according to His purpose, 
who vworketh all things after the counsel of his own will; to the 12 
end that we should be to the praise of his glory, ‘having first 
"trusted in "Christ; in whom ye also trusted, after ye had 13 
heard the word of truth, the glad tidings of your salvation, in 
whom also, after ye had believed, ye were sealed with the holy 
Spirit of promise, which is the ‘earnest of our inheritance, 14 
until the redemption of "the purchased ' possession, unto the 
praise of his glory. 

Wherefore I also, since I beard of your faith in the Lord 15 
Jesus, and love towards all the saints, cease not to give thanks 18 
for you, making mention of you in my prayers, that the God of 17 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, may give unto you 
the spirit of wisdom, and of revelation, in the "knowledge of 
him: so that, the eyes of your “heart being enlightened, ye may 18 
know whet is the hope of his calling; and what ' the riches of 
the glory of his inheritence ἐπ the saints, and what the exceed- 19 
ing greatness of his power toward us, who believe, according to 
the ‘working of his mighty power, which he wrought in Christ, 2o 
when he raised him from the dead, and seated fim at his own 
right hand, in the heavenly places, far above all principality, 2: 
and power, and might, and dominion, and every name that is 
named, not only in this 'world, but also in that which is to 
come: and put all things in subjection under his feet, and ap- 22 
pointed him head over all éAings to the church, which is his 23 
body, 'the fulness of him who filleth " 6}} in ail. 

CHAP, Il.— And you Acth he "brought to life, who were 1 
ΝΣ e WigeChrer M, weniger ws be 
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2 dead in trespasses and sins; wherein ye formerly walked, accortl- 
ing to the course of this world, according to the ruler of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now worketh in the sons of disobe- 

3 dience: ‘among whom also we all likewise lived in times past, 
in the desires of our flesh, doing the will of the flesh and of 
"our minds; and were by nature children of ‘wrath, even as 

4 others; yet God (who is rich in mercy) through his great love, 

5 wherewith he loved us, hath, when we were dead mm sins, 
"brought even us to life together ' with Christ, (by grace ye are 

6 saved;) and hath raised us up together, and hath set us down 

7 together in the heavenly places, in Christ Jesus; that he might 
shew 'in the ages to come the exceeding riches of his grace, in 

8 fis kindness toward us, through Christ Jesus. For by grace 
ye are saved through faith; and that not of yourselves: if is 

g the gift of God: not by works, ‘Jest any one should boast ; 

16 for we are his workmanship, created, in Christ Jesus, unto 
good works, in which God hath "before appointed that we should 
walk, . 

11 Remember, therefore, that ye were in time past Gentiles in 
the flesh, who are called the uncircumcision by that, made with 

12 hands in the flesh, which is called the circumcision ; and that 
ye were at that time without Christ, being aliens from the ' com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers to the covenants "of' pro- 

13 mise, having no hope, and without God in the world: but that 
ye ere now in Christ Jesus ;—ye who were formerly afar off 

14 are brought nigh through the blood of Christ. For he is our 
peace, who hath made ws both ἐο be one, and hath broken down 

1g the wall of separation between us; (having, in his flesh, abo- 
lished the cuuse of enmity,—even the law of the command- 
ments consisting in ordinances; in order that he might form in 

16 himself, of the two, one new man, thus causing peace; and that 
he might reconcile both to God in one body, by the cross, 

17 having ‘thereby destroyed their enmity 1) and hath come and 
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proclaimed the glad tidings of peace to you, who were afar off, 
and to those that were nigh. For through him we both have 18 
access, by one Spirit, unto the Father. 

Now then ye are no longer strangers, and sojourners, but ye 19 
ere fellowcitizens with the saints, and belonging to the house- 
hold of God; having been built upon the foundation of the 20 
apostles and prophets; Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
comer sfone; 'in which all *the building, being fitly framed 2: 
together, riseth into a temple holy in the Lord: ‘in which ye 92 
also are built together, for a habitation of God, through the 
Spirit. 


CHAP. ITI.—For this cause I Paul, the prisoner of Jesus 1 
" Christ forthe sake of you Gentiles, Inasmuch as ye “under- 2 
stand the "dispensation of the grace of God which hath been 
given me toward you: how that the ' mystery was made known 3 
to me by revelation; (as I wrote before in few words, whereby, 4 
when ye read, ye will be able to understand my knowledge in 
this ‘mystery.of " Christ), which, in other generations, was not § 
made known to the eons.of men, as it hath now been revealed 
to his holy apostles and prophets by the spirit; xamely, that the 6 
Gentiles should be joint heirs, and a joint body, and joint par- 
takers of his promise in Christ through the gospel; ‘whereof I 7 
have been made a minister, according to that gracious gift which 
God hath bestowed upon me, according to the "effectual work- 
ing of his power. Upon me, I say, who am less than the least 8 
of all the saints, was this grace bestowed, that I should preach 
among the Gentiles the glad tidings of the unsearchable riches 
of Christ; and might make manifest to all men what is the g 
' secret dispensation, which "for ages was hidden "! with God, 
the creator of all things:* 'to the intent the manifold wisdom 10 
of God might now be made known, by means of the church, 
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11 unto the principslities and powers in the heavenly places, accord- 
ing to the 'eternal purpose which he "formed in Christ Jesus 
12 our Lord: in whom we have freedom of speech and access to 
13 God, with confidence by faith in him; wherefore I entreat you 
that ye faint not at my tribulations for you, which are your 
14 glory:—! For this cause, I say—I bow my knees unto the 
15, Father ¥[of our Lord Jesus Christ,] ‘of whom the whole family 
16 in heaven and earth "is named, praying that, according to ' the 
riches of his glory, be would grant you to be strengthened with 
17 power, through his Spirit, in your inward man; that Christ 
may dwell in your hearts, through faith; so that, being rooted 
18 and grounded in love, ye may be able, (with all the saints) to 
comprehend what ts the breadth, and length, and depth, and 
19 ‘height; and to know the love of Christ,—which indeed sur 
passeth knowledge,—that ye may be filled ' with all the fulness 
of God. 
20 Now unto him, who is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, according to the power that 
21 worketh in us, unto him be glory in the charch, through Christ 
Jesus throughout ‘all generations, for ever. Amen. 


1 CHAP. IV,—I therefore, the prisoner 'in the Lord,) beseech 
you that ye walk worthy of the calling wherewith ye are called, 
a with all lowliness and meekness, with longsuffering, bearing . 
3 with one another in love; endeavouring to preserve the unity of 
4 the spirit in the bond of peace. 1 There ἐξ one body, and one 
Spirit, even as ye have been called unto one hope of your calling ; 
6 'one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of all, 
7 who is above all, and ‘through all, and in Yus all. Bunt toeach 
of us grace hath been bestowed according to the measure of the

free gift of Christ. Wherefore, de ' saith, ““ When he ascended 
up on high,” he led "captivity captive, and gave gifts unto 
men.”” (Now when it is said that he ascended, what meaneth 
it, but that he also descended into the lower parts of the earth? 
He that descended is the same that also ascended up, far above 
all the heavens, that he might ‘fill all things.) And he ap- 
Pointed some to be apostles; and some fo be prophets; and 
some, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers; for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, in order to 
the building up the body of Christ; as we al! arrive unto the 
"unity of the faith and ofthe knowledge of the Son of God, unto 
ἃ perfect man, unto the measure of the "stature of the fulness 
of Christ : so that we may be no longer children, tossed to and 
fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, through the 
craft and subtilty of men in every method of deceit; but that 
' maintaining the truth in love, we may grow up in all things 
unto him, who is the head, even Christ : from whom the whole 
body, fitly joined together and compacted by every assisting 
joint, according to the ‘due working of every limb, maketh its 
increase to the building up- of itself in love. 

This I say, therefore, and charge you in the Lord, that ye 
walk no longer as the Yother Gentiles walk, in the vanity of 
their mind ; haying the understanding darkened, being alienated 
from the life of God, through tbe ignorance that is in them, 
because of the blindness of them heart: who, being past feel- 
ing, have given themselves up to lasciviousness, to the working 
of all uncleanness, with greediness. 

But ye have not so learned Christ; 'if indeed ye have heard 
him, and have been instructed in him, even as the truth is in 
Jesus, to put off the old man of your former conversation, which 
was ' corrupt, according to the deceitful desires; and to be re- 
newed in the spirit of your mind; and to put op the new man, 
which is created after God, in ' righteousness and true holiness. 
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25 Wherefore putting away lying, speak every man truth with 
26 his neighbour: for we are members one of another. 'Ifye be 
angry, yet sin not: let not the sun go down upon your wrath ; 
28 neither give ‘advantage to the false accuser. Let him that stole 
steal no more: but rather let him labour, providing with Ais 
hands what is good, that he may be able to give to him that 
ag needeth. Let no corrupt discourse proceed out of your mouth ; 
but that which is good for ‘useful edification, that it may mi- 
30 nister "benefit unto the hearers: and ‘grieve not the holy 
Spirit of God, wherewith ye have been sealed "unto the day 
g1 of redemption. Let all bitterness, and wrath; and anger, and 
clamour, and evil speaking, be put away from among you, with 
32 all malice; and be ye kind one to another, tenderhearted ; for- 
giving one another, even as God, in Christ, hath forgiven * you. 


1 CHAP. V.—Be ye therefore imitators of God, ‘as beloved 
2 children; and watk in love, as Christ also loved us, and gave 
himself for us, an offering and a sacrifice to God, of a sweet- 
smelling savour, 
3 But let neither fornication, nor any impurity, nor 'covetous- 
ness, be 50 much as named among you, (as becometh saints ;) 
4 neither ribaldry, nor foolish talking, nor lewd jesting, which are 
5 not becoming: but rather ' giving of thanks. For * be ye sure 
of this, that no fornicator, no impure person, or !covetous man, 
who is an idolater, hath any inheritance in the kingdom of 
6 "Christ and of God. Let no one deceive you with vain words : 
for on account of these things the wrath of God cometh upon 
7 the sons of disobedience, Be not therefore partakers with 
8 them. For ye were formerly darkness, but now ' ye are light 
9 in the Lord, Walk as children of light: (for the fit of the 
*light consisteth in all goodness and righteousness and truth ;) 
'approving what is acceptable unto the Lord: and have no 
fellowship with the unprofitable works of darkness, but rather 
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' reprove them: for it is shameful even to speak of those things 12 
which are done by them in secret. But 'all these things are 13 
made manifest being reproved by the light; for it isthe light that 
maketh every thing manifest. Wherefore ' he saith, “ Awake thou 14 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, and Christ will give thee 
light.”’ 

See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as unwise, but wise 15 
men, ‘redeeming the time, because the days areevil. Wherefore 17 
be ye not inconsiderate, but understand what the will of the 
Lord is. And be pot drunk with wine, wherein is dissoluteness ; 18 
but be filled with the Spirit; speaking to one another in psalms, 19 
and hymns, and spiritual songs, singing and making melody in 
your heart tothe Lord; giving thanks always, for all things, unto 20 
'God even the Father, in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ ; 
submitting yourselves one to another in the fear of YCbrist. ΑἹ 

Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as unto 22 
the Lord: for éhe husband is the head of the wife, as Christ also 38 
is the head of the church: (“he is thesaviour also of ‘the body.) 
As the church then is subject unto Christ, so ‘let wives be to 24 
their gym -+husbands..in every thing. Husbands, love your 25 
wives, as°Christ.alao; loved the church, and gave himself up for 
it; that he might sanctify it having purified it by the washing 26 
of water, through Ais ' word, in order that he might present to 27 
himself a glorious church, not having stain, or wrinkle, or any 
such thing; but that it might be holy and without blemish. 
Husbands ought so to love their wives as theirown bodies.. He 28 
that loveth his wife loveth himself: for no one ever yet hated 49 
his own flesh ; but nourisheth and cherisheth it, even as ¥ Christ 
doth the church: for we are members of his body ; Yof his fiesh, 30 
and of his bones. ‘“ For this cause shall a man leave his father 31 
and mother, and shall cleave unto his wife, and they two shall 
be one flésh.”. This.is a great ‘mystery: "but I speak con- 32 
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33 cerning Christ and the church: however, let each one of you 
30 love his wife even as himself; and let the wife see iat εἰς 
reverence Aer husband. 


1 CHAP, VI.—Children, hae your pei Vin the Lord: 
a for thisis right. “ Honour thy father and mother ;”” (‘which is 
3 the first commandment with promise;) that it may be well 
4 with thee, and that thou mayest live long on the earth.” And, 
ye fathers, provoke not your children to anger: but bring them 
up in the ‘nurture and admonition of the Lord. 
5 ‘Servants, be obedient unto those who are your masters ac- 
cording to the flesh, with fear and "trembling, in singleness of 
& your heart, as unto Christ; not with eyeservice, a3 menpleasers ; 
but as servants of Christ, doing the will of God from the heart ; 
7 doing service with goud will, as to the Lord, and not to men; 
8 knowing that whatsoever good thing any one doeth, he will 
g receive the same of the Lord, whether Ae be bond or free. And, 
ye masters, do the same to them; forbearing threats: knowing 
that ¥ yourselves also have a Master in heaven; and that with 
him there is no respect of persons. 
10 ~—- Finally, my brethren, be strong in the Lord, and in 'the 
11 power of his might, Puton the whole armour of God, that ye 
19 may be able to stand aguinst the wiles of the 'devil. For we 
wrestle not with flesh and blood on/y, but with principalities, 
with powers, with the rulers of ¥this darkness with ‘spiritual 
13 wickedness in “high places. Wherefore take up the complete 
armour of God, that ye may be able to withstand in the evil 
14 day, and having ‘done all, to stand. Stand therefore, having 
your loins girt about with truth, and having on you the breast- 
15 plate of trighteousness; and Aaving your feet 'shod with the 
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preparation of the gospel of peace; over all these, taking the 16 
shield of faith, wherewith ye will be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the ‘wicked. And receive the helmet of salvation, and 17 
the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God: praying 18 
always with all prayer and supplication ‘in your spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all perseverance, and with supplication 
for all the saints; and for me, that utterance may be given to 19 
me, in opening my mouth with freedom, to make known the 
"mystery Τοῦ the gospel, for which ['am an ambassador in 20 
bonds: that therein I may speak freely, as it becometh me to 
speak. 
But that ye also may know the things that concern me, and 41 
what I am doing, Tychicus, a beloved brother and faithful mi- 
nister in the Lord, will make kuown to you every thing: whom 22 
I have sent unto you for that very purpose; that ye may know 
our affairs, and that he may comfort your hearts. 

Peace be to the brethren, and love, with fith, from God the 93 
Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. Grace be with all those 24 
who love our Lord Jesus Christ in ' sincerity. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 
TO THE PHILIPPIANS. 


CHAP. I.—Pavut.and Timothy, servants of Jesus Christ, 1 
to all the saints in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, with the 
bishops and deacons: grace and peace be unto you, from God 2 
our Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I thank my God upon every remembrance of you,—always 4 
in every prayer of mine making supplication for you all with 
joy.—tor your ‘fellowship in the gospel, from the first day until 5 
now ; being confident of this, that he who hath begun the good 6 
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work in you, will complete sf ‘until the day of Jesus Christ: 
7 88 it is fitting for me to think this concerning you all, because 
‘you have me in your heart, as both in my bonds, and in. my 
defence, and wy confirmation of the gospel, being all partakers 
of 'mygrace. For God is my witness, bow greatly I long after 
9 you all, in the 'tender affections of Christ Jesus, And this I 
pray, that your love may abound yet more and more in know- 
10 ledge, and ἐπ all discernment; so that ye may ‘approve things 
that are excellent; that ye may continue sincere and without 
11 Yoccasion of stumbling '"tll the day of Christ; being filled 
with the fruit of ' righteousness, through Jesus Christ, unto the 
glory and praise of God. 
12 Now I would heave ye understand, brethren, that the ‘things 
which have befallen me have tended rather te the further- 
13 ance of the gospel; so that my bonds 'in Christ sre become 
_ 14 manifest in ail the palace, and in all other places ; and many 
of the brethren in the Lord, being emboldened by my bonds, 
are become much more bold to speak the word ¥ without fear. 
15, Some indeed preach Christ through envy and strife: and some 
16 also through good will: Ysome preaching ‘from loye ; lnsowing 
17 that I am appointed for the defence of the gospel; but others 
preach Christ from contention, not sincerely, thinking to add 
18 affliction to my bonds. What then ?—in every way, either in 
pretence, or in truth, Christ is nevertheless preached; and I 
19 rejoice therein, yea, and will rejoice. For I know that this 
will turn to my ‘deliverance through your prayer, end the sup- 
ply of the Spint of Jesus Christ, according to my earnest ex- 
pectation and hope, that I shall not be put to shame in any 
thing, but that with all freedom of speech, Christ, as at all 
times so now also, will be magnified in my body, whether it be 
by sy life, or by my death. 
22 = For to me to live! is ¥ Christ, and to die ἐξ gain. But ' though 
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to live in the flesh, be to me a fruitful labour: yet which 1 
should choose I know not; but am in a strait betwixt the two, 
having a desire to depart and to be with Christ; which would 
be far better: but to abide in the flesh is more needful for you. 
And being fully persuaded of this, I know that I shall remain and 
abide with you all, for your improvement and joy in the faith; 
that your ' glorying in me in Christ Jesus may abound, through 
my eoming to: you-again. 

Only let your conduct be as becometh the gospel of Christ : 
so that whether I come and see you, or be absent, { may learn 
concerning your affairs, that ye continue stedfast in one spirit, 
striving together with one mind for the faith of the gospel; aud 
in nothing terrified by those who oppose ἐξέ ; ‘which is to them an 
evident token of destruction, but to you of salvation, and that 
from God. For unto you it hath been given 'with respect to 
Christ; not ‘only to believe on him, but also to suffer for his sake ; 
having the same conflict as ye saw in me, and as ye now hear 
to be in-mné.. : 


| CHAP, oTE!-: Tf therefore there be ἐπὶ you any consolation in 
Christ, if‘any comfort of love, if any "fellowship of spirit, if any 
affections and: tender mercies, fill ye up my joy, ' that yemay be 
" likeminded, having the same love, being of one accord, 1" of 
one mind: doing nothing through strife or vainglory ; but in 
lowliness of mind, each esteeming another better than himself: 
not regarding every one his own things only, but every one 
the things of others also. For let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus; who, being in the form of God, ' did

TI.—For I would that ye knew what earnest concern 
I have for you, and for those at Laodicea, and for as many as 
2 have not seen my face in the flesh; that their hearts may be 
comforted, being knit together in love, and unto all riches of the 
full assurance of their understanding, for the knowledge of the 
3 mystery of God; in'which are hidden all the treasures of wis- 
4 dom and knowledge. And this I say, that no one may beguile 
5 you with enticing words. For though I be absent in the flesh, 
yet am I with you in spirit, rejoicing when I behold your order, 
6 and the stedfastness of your faith in Christ. Since therefore ye 
7 have received 'Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk in him: rooted 
and built up in him, and established in the faith, even as ye have 
been taught; abounding therein with thanksgiving.

and the worship: of angels; intruding into those things which he 
hath "not seen, "vainly pnffed up by his carnal mind, and not 19 
holding fust the Head, from which the whole body, supplied and 
connected by means of the joints and ligaments, increaseth with 
the increase of God. 

Seeing that ye have died with Christ to the elements of the 20 
world, why, as if ye were sf#lZ living in the world, are ye subject.

But he that 25 
doeth wrong will be punished for the wrong, which he hath done: 
and there is no respect of persons. 

CHAP. IV. Masters, give unto your ‘servants that which 1 
is Just and equal; knowing that ye also have a Master m the 
heavens. : 


Be constant in prayer, watching therein, with thanksgiving: 2 
praying at the same time for us also, that God would open upto 3 
us a door of utterance, to speak the ‘mystery of Christ, (for 
"which I am also in bonds:) that I may make it manifest, 4 
speaking as 1 ought to speak. Walk in wisdom toward those 5 
that are without, ' redeeming the time, Let your speech he alway 6

4 CHAP. I.—Pavz, and Silvanus, and Timothy, unto the 
church of ibe Thessalonians τολέολ is in God the Father and ἐπ 
the Lord Jesus Christ: Grace be unto you, and peace,’ from 
God our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

We give thanks to God always for you all, making mention 
of you in our prayers; remembering without ceasing your ! work 
of faith, “ and labour of love, and patience of ™ hope in our Lord

For they themselves declare 9 
concerning us, what sort of entrance we had unto you; and how 
ye turned to God, from idols, to serve the living and true God ; 
and to look for his Son from heaven, whom he raised from the τὸ 
dead ; ever Jesus, who delivereth us from the ' wrath to come. 


CHAP. II.—For ye yourselves, brethren, know our entrance 1 
among you, that it was not ‘in vain: but ‘after we had before 2 
suffered, and been shamefully treated, as ye know, at Philippi, 
we were bold, in our God, to speak unto you the gospel of God, 
amidst mach opposition. For our exhortation was not of deceit, 3 
nor of impurity, nor in guile: but, as we have been approved 4 
by God to be intrusted with the gospel, even so we speak if ; 
not as pleasing men, but God, who proveth our hearts. For we 5 
did not at any time use flattering words, as ye know, nor 8 cloke 
for covetousness;—God ts witness:—nor did we seek honour 6 
from men, neither from you, nor from others; though we might 
have ‘been burdensome fo you, as "apostles of Christ; but we 7 
were gentle among you: even 88 ἃ nurse cherisheth her children : 
so we, being thus affectionately disposed toward you, would 8 
willingly have bestowed on you, not the gospel of God only, 
but even our own lives, becnuse ye had become dear unto us. 

For ye remember, brethren, our labour and travail: how, labour- 9 
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δ. ! = gospel preached Ly es’ N.— our preaching the gospel to you Was 
not’ P It * fall confirmation’ N—* with great conviction’ Wa. 
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ing night and day,—that we might not be. burdensome unto any 

10 of you,~—we preached unto you the gospel of God... Ye are wit- 
nesses, and God also, how holily and justly and unblameably 

11 we behaved ourselves among you that believe; as ye yourselves 
know, how we exhorted, and comforted, and charged every one 

12 of you, as a father doth bis own children, that ye should walk 
worthy of God, who 'hath culled you into his "kingdom and 
glory. 

13 ' Forthis cause also we thank God without ceasing, that, when 
ye received the word of God which ye heard from us, ye em- 
braced if, not as | the word of men, but,—as it is in truth, —" the 
word of God, which also worketh effectually in you that believe. 

14 -For ye, brethren, are become imitators of the churches of God in 
Judea, which are in Christ Jesus: inasmuch as ye also have 
suffered from your own countrymen, the same things which 

15 they huve suffered from the Jews: who both killed the Lord 
Jesus and Vthe prophets, and have persecuted us; and who 

16 please not God, and are against all men: forbidding us to speak 
the gospel to the Gentiles, that they might be. saved, thus always 
filling up the measure of their sins.: ! for the wrath τοῦ God is 
come upon them "to utter destruction. 

17 But we, brethren, having been separated ἐρῶν you for ἃ short 
time,—in person, not in heart,—have earnestly endeavoured, 

18 with great desire, to see your face: wherefore we (even I, Paul) 
wished once and again to have come unto you; .but Satan hin- 

19 dered us. For what ‘zs our hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing ? 
" Are not even ye in the presence of our Lord Jesus ¥Christ at 

20 his coming ? For ye are our glory and our joy. 


ι CHAP. IIT.—Wherefore being no longer able to forbear, we

8 Nowconccrning brotherly love, ¥ ye have no need that [ should 
write unto you: for ye yourselves are taught of God to love one

And then will that 
unrighteous one be revealed, whom the Lord ¥ Jesus will con- 
sume with the breath of his mouth, and will desiroy with the 
brightness of his coming : even Aun, whose appearance is accord- 
ing to the working of Satan, with all false miracles, and signs, and 
wonders, and with all unrighteous deceit among those that per- 
ish; because they embraced not the love of the truth, that they 
might be saved. And for this cause God "will send upon them 
strong delusion, so as to believe in falsehood: that they may

g knowing this, that law is not 'made for a righteous man; ‘but 
for the lawless and disobedient; for the ungodly and sinners ; 
for unholy and profane; for murderers of fathers, and mur- 
10 derers of mothers, for manslayers, for fornicators, for those who 
defile themselves with mankind; for menstealers, liars, perjured 
persons; and whatsoever else is contrary to ‘wholesome doc- 
11 trine, according to the glorious gospel of the blessed God, with 
12 which [ am entrusted. And I thank Christ Jesus our Lord, 
who hath empowcred me, because he counted me faithful, when 
13 he appointed me to the ministry ; who was before a blasphemer, 
and a persecutor, and injurious. But I obtained mercy, be- 
14 cause I did ἐξ ignorantly in unbelief: and the grace of our Lord 
was exceedingly abundant ¢o me, together with the faith and 
love which ere in Christ Jesus. 
15 This isa faithful ‘saying, and worthy.of all acceptance, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners; of whom I 
16 am "chief. Nevertheless on that account I obtained mercy, 
that in me ' first Jesus Christ might show forth all longsuffering, 
for an example to those who should hereafter believe on him to 
17 everlasting life, Now unto the ' King eternal, immortal, invi- 
sible, '' the only ἡ God, be honour and glory for ever and ever. 
Amen, 
18 This ‘ injunction I commit unto thee, son Timothy, according 
to the prophesyings which went before concerning thee, that 
19 through them thou mayest war the good warfare; holding faith, 
and a good conscience, which some, having put away, have 
40 made shipwreck as to ékeir faith: of whom are Hymenzeus and

good and acceptable in the sight of God our Saviour: who willeth 4 
that all men should be saved, and come to the ! knowledge of 
the "truth. For there is one God, and one mediator between 5 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus, who gave himself a ran- 6 
som for all: ' the testimony in due season; unto which I have 7 
been appointed a preacher, and an apostle, (I speak the truth,” 
and lie not;) @ teacher of the Gentiles in faith and truth. 

I desire therefore that the men pray every where, lifung up 8 
holy hands, without anger, wrath, and disputing. 1n like man- 9 
ner I desire also, that the women adorn themselves in decent 
apparel, with modesty and soberness; not with broidered ' hair, 
or gold, or pearls, or costly array ; but, as becometh women pro- 10 
fessing godliness, with good works. Let a woman leam in 11 
silence .with: all submission; But I do not allow a woman to 12 
teach, nor to assume authority over the nan, but require her to 
remain silent, For Adam was formed first, and Eveafterwards: 12 
and Adam was not deceived; but the woman, being deceived, 15 
'fell into transgression. Notwithstanding she shall be 'pre- 16 
served in childbearing, if they continue in faith aud charity and 
holiness with soberness of mind. . 


CHAP. IIE. This és a true saying, that if a man desire the 1 
office of a bishop, he coveteth 'a good work. A bishop there- 
fore must be blameless, the husband of one wife, vigilant, pru- 2

And let these 
too be first proved: and then, being found blameless, let them use 
the office ofa deacon. So also the 'women must be grave, not 
slanderers, vigilant, faithful in all things. Let deacons be the 
husbands of one wife, ruling their children, and their own 
houses well: for they that have performed the office of a dea- 
con well, acquire to themselves an honourable rank, and ' much 
boldness in the faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

These things I write unto thee, hoping to come unto thee 
shortly: but, if I delay, then that thou mayest know how thou 
oughtest to behave thyself in the house of God,—which is the 
church of the living God,—'as a pillar and support of the 
truth.

CHAP. 1V.—But the Spirit saith expressly, that in the ! 


latter times some will fall away from the faith, giving heed to 


seducing spirits, and to doctrines ‘concerning demons ; through 2 


the hypocrisy of those who speak falsehoods, having their con- 


science seared with a hot iron; forbidding to marry, azd com- 3 


manding mento abatain from meats, which God hath created to be 
enjoyed, with thanksgiving, by those who believe and know ' the 


truth : for every creature of God ἐς good, and nothing zs lo be 4 


refused, if it be received with thanksgiving; for it is sanctified

by the word of God, and by prayer. If thou lay these things 6 


before the brethren, thou wilt be a good minister of Jesus Christ, 
nourished up in the words of the faith, and of that good doc- 
trine, whereunto thou bast attained.

' exercise profiteth "little: but: godliness is profitable ™ unte all 
things, having promise of the life that now is, and of that which is 
tocome. 'This w 8. faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptance : 
for, on this account, we both labour and suffer reproach, because 
we trust in the living God, who is the ' saviour of all men, espe- 
cially of those that believe. 

These things give in charge and teach. Jet no one despise 
thy youth; but be thou an example to the believers, in word, in 
conversation, in love, in ' faith, in purity. 

Till 1 come, give attention to reading, to exhortation, to teach- 
ing. Neglect not the gift that is in thee, which was given thee 
"by prophecy, with the laying on of the hands of the " presbytery. 
Meditate upon these things; give thyself wholly to them ; tbat 
thy progress may appear 'to all. Take heed unto thyself, and

7 pleasure, is dead while she liveth. These things also give in 

8 charge, that they may be blameless. But if any one provide 
not for his own, and especially for those of his own household, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worse than an unbeliever.

3 ‘faith. And withal they learn to be idle, wandering about from 
house to house; and not only idle, but tattlers also and busy- 

14 bodies, speaking things which they ought not. J would there- 
fore have the younger widows marry, bear children, guide their 

15, household, give no occasion of slander to the adversary. For 

16 some have already turned aside after Satan. If any man or 
woman that believeth bave 'widows, let such relieve them; and 
let not the church be burthened ; that it may be able to relieve 
those who are widows indeed.

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Let the elders that rule well, be accounted worthy of double 
"honour, especially those who labour in the word and iu teaching; 
for the scripture saith, “Thou shalt not muzzle the ox that 
treadeth out the com.” And “ The labourer és worthy of his 
reward.”” Agninst an elder receive not an accusation, but ' before 
two or three witnesses, Those that sin, rebuke before all; that 
the rest also may fear. I charge thee before God, and ‘the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the ‘elect angels, that thou observe 
these things without preferring one men before another, doing 
nothing by partiality. 

_ Put thy hands hastily on uo one, neither be partaker in other 

men’s sins. Keep thyself pure. (Drink no longer water, but 
use @ little wine for.thy stomach’s sake and thy frequent infir- 
mities.) The sins of some men are open beforehund, going 
before them to judgment; and some men they follow after: so 
also the good works of some are manifest beforehand ; and those 
that are otherwise cannot be hidden. 


CIIAP. VI.—Let such 'servants as are under the yoke 
account their masters worthy of all honour; that the name of 
God and Ais dottrine may not be evil spoken of. And let not 
those who have believing masters, slight ‘hem, because thcy are 
brethren ; but serve them the more willingly, because they are 
faithful and beloved, being partakers of the same beniclit. 

These things teach and exhort. Τί any one teuch otherwise, 
and adhere not to the wholesome words of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and to the doctrine which is according to godliness, he is puffed 
up with vanity, knowing nothing, but doting concerning ques- 
tions and strifes about words; from which come envy, strife, 
railings, evil surmisings, perverse disputings of men of corrupt 
minds, and destitute of the truth, ' who regard godliness as gain : 
Yfrom such withdraw thyself. But godliness with ' contentment 
is great gain: for we brought nothing into this world, and tt is

11 But thou, 0) !man of God, flee these things ; and follow after

thou hast been called, and of which thou hast professed a good 
13 profession, before many witnesses. I charge thee, in the presence 
of God, who giveth life to all things, and of Christ Jesus, who

times, Ile will shew, who és the blessed and only Potentate, the 
16 King of Kings, and Lord of Lords; who only hath immortality, 
dwelling in the light which no man can approach unto; whom 
no man hath seen, nor can see: to whom be honour and power 
everlasting.

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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE 
APOSTLE TO TIMOTHY. 


CHAP. I.—Paut, an apostle of Jesus Christ, by the will of : 
God, tas to the promise of life, which is in Christ Jesus, to 2 
Timothy, my beloved son; grace, mercy, and peace, from God 
the Father and Christ Jesus our Lord. 

I thank !'God, whom I serve after my forefathers, witha pure 3 
conscience, " that, without ceasing, I have remembrance of thee, 
im my prayers night and day; greatly desiring to see thee, re- 4 
membering thy tears, that I may be filled with joy; callivg to 5 
remembrance the unfeigned faith that is in thee, which dwelt 
first in thy grandmother Lois, and in thy mother Eunict ; and, 

I am persuaded, in thee also, 

Wherefore I remind thee that thou stir ap the gift of God, 6 
which is in thee through the putting on of my hands. For God 7 
hath not given us a spirit of fear; but of power, and of love, 
and of a sound mind. Be not thou therefore ashamed of the 8 
testimony of our Lord, nor of me !his prisoner: but be thou a 
fellow-partaker of the afflictions of the gospel according to the 
power of God; who hath saved us, and called us with a holy g 
calling; not according to our works, but according to his own 
purpose, and the grace which was bestowed on us in Christ 
Jesus ' before the world began ; but hath now been made mani- 10 
fest by the appearance of our Saviour Jesus Christ, who hath 
‘abolished death, and hath "brought life and “immortality to 
light through the gospel; for which I have been appointed a 1) 
preacher, and an apostle, and a teacher of the Gentiles: for 12 
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i. ¢ om eccount of M.—* for’ P. δ. © the God whom’ P. 1 * while’ 
Ῥ. 8. “ ἃ prisoner on his account’ 9. * before the ancient 
dispensations’ N.—+ before the times of the ages’ M.— from eternal ages’

own hath said, “The Cretans are always liars, mischievous 
wild beasts, " slothful gluttons.”” This testimony is true. Where- 13 
fore rebuke them sharply, that they may become ' sound in the 
faith; not giving heed to Jewish fables, and commandments of 14 
men who turn away from the truth. Unto the pure all éhings 15 
are pure: but unto those that are defiled and unbelieving nothing 

ts pure; but both their mind and conscience are defiled. They 16 
profess that they know God ; but in theis works they deny him ; 
being abominable, and disobedient, and ‘to every good work 

" reprobate, 


CHAP. II.—But speak thou the things which become whole- 1 
some ‘doctrine. That elderly men be sober, grave, discreet, 2 
sound in faith, in Jove, in patience. That elderly women in 3 
like manner, be in behaviour as becometh the holy; not slan- 
derers, not given to much wine, teachers of good things: that 4 
they may instruct: the young women. to love their husbands, to 
love their children, to be discreet, chaste, keepers at home, good, 5 
obedient to their own husbands, that the word of God may not 
be evil-spoken of. The young men in like manner exhort to 6 
'be sober minded. In all things show thyselfa pattern of good 7 
works: in thy ! teaching show uncorruptness, gravity,” wholesome 8 
speech that cannot be condemned ; so that he who is opposed 
to thee may be ashamed, having no evil thing to say concerning 
Yus. Exhort ’ servants to be obedient unto their own masters, 9 
and in all things to be careful to please; not answering again; 
not purloining, but showing all good fidelity; that they may τὸ 
adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour in all things. 

For the grace of God that bringeth ‘salvation hath appeared 11

This ἀξ a truc saying: That if we die with Aim, we shall also 
live with him: if we suffer, we shall also reign with hia: if we 
‘deny him, he also will ‘deny us; though we be unfaithful, yeé 
he abideth faithful: for he cannot 'deny himself. 

Of these things put men in remembrance; charging them before 
the Lord that they strive not about wordy to no profit, but to the 
subverting of the hearers. Study to present thyself approved 
before God ; a workman that needeth not to be ushamed, that 
nghtly ‘divideth the word of truth. But shun profane and vain 
babblings ; for ' they that use them will proceed to further ungod- 
liness: and their word will eat as doth a canker: among whom 
are Hymenzus and Philetus; who have erred concerning the 
trath, saying that the resurrection ! is past already ; and overthrow 
the faith of some. Nevertheless the ' foundation of God standeth 
sure, having this "seal, “ The Lord !"'knoweth those that are 
his.” And, “ Let every one that nameth the name of ¥ the Lord 
depart from iniquity.” But in ἃ great house there are not only 
vessels of gold and of silver, but also of wood and of earth ; and 
some to honour, and some to dishonour. If any one therefore 
cleanse himself from these things, he will be a vessel unto honour, 
sanctified, and meet for the master’s use, prepared unto every 
good work. Flee then youthful desires: but follow ‘righteous- 
ness, "! faith, love, peace, with these that call on the Lord ont 
of a pure heart. But avoid foolish and unlearned questions, 
knowing that they engender contentions: and the servant of 
the Lord must not be contentious; but be gentle unto all mex, 
apt to teach, patient, in meekness instructing those that set 
themselves in opposition; if by any means God may give them 
repentance for the acknowledgement of the truth; and those 
may recover themselves out of the snare of the ' deril, who have 
been taken captive by him "to his will.

For the time will come when they will not endure ‘wholesome 3 
teaching: but having itching ears, will multiply to themselves 
teachers according to their own desires; and will turn away their 4 
ears from the truth, and will be turned aside unto fables. But 5 
be thou watchful 'in all things; endure afflictions; do the work 
of an evangelist ; perform fully thy ministry. 

For I am 'now ready to be “offered up, and the time of my 6 
departure "is at hand. I have fought the good fight, I have 7 
finished my course, I have kept the faith: henceforth there is 8 
laid up for me a crown of righteousness; which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, will give me at that day: and not to me only, 
but unto all those also that ‘love his appearing. 

Do thy utmost to come shortly unto me: for Demas hath 10 
forsaken me, having loved this present ' world, and is departed 
unto Thessalonica; Crescens to Galatia, Titus to ‘Dalmata: 
Luke only is with me. Take Mark, and bring. him with thee: 11 
for he is useful to me for the ministry. But Tychicus I have 12 
sent to Ephesus. When thou comest bring with thee the 'cloke 13 
that I left at Troas with Carpus; and the books, especially the 
parchments. Alexander the coppersmith did me much evil: 14 
the Lord ‘reward him according to his works! Of whom beware 15 
thou also; for he hath greatly ‘withstood our words. At my 16 
first defence no one stood with me, but all forsook me: may it 
not be laid to their charge! But the Lord stood by me, and 17 
strengthened me; that through me the preaching of the gospel 
might be fully known, and all the Gentiles might hear: and I 
was delivered out of the mouth of the lion. And the Lord will 18 
deliver me from every ' evil work,.and will preserve me unto his 
heavenly kingdom: to whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen.

7 mot accused of riotous living, or unruliness, For 'a bishop 
must he blameless, as being the steward of God; not selfwilled,

8 seeker of dishonourable gains; but hospitable, a lover of good 

g men, ' prudent, just, holy, temperate; holding fast the true word, 
as he hath been taught, that he may be able, with 1 wholesome 

10 teachers, both to exhort, and to confute gamsayers. For many

circumcision: whose mouths must be stopped: who subvert 11 
whole households, teaching things which they ought not, for the 
sake of dishonourable gain. One of themselves, a ' poet of their 12 
own hath said, “The Cretans are always liars, mischievous 
wild beasts, " slothful gluttons.”” This testimony is true. Where- 13 
fore rebuke them sharply, that they may become ' sound in the 
faith; not giving heed to Jewish fables, and commandments of 14 
men who turn away from the truth. Unto the pure all éhings 15 
are pure: but unto those that are defiled and unbelieving nothing 

ts pure; but both their mind and conscience are defiled. They 16 
profess that they know God ; but in theis works they deny him ; 
being abominable, and disobedient, and ‘to every good work 

" reprobate, 


CHAP. II.—But speak thou the things which become whole- 1 
some ‘doctrine. That elderly men be sober, grave, discreet, 2 
sound in faith, in Jove, in patience. That elderly women in 3 
like manner, be in behaviour as becometh the holy; not slan- 
derers, not given to much wine, teachers of good things: that 4 
they may instruct: the young women. to love their husbands, to 
love their children, to be discreet, chaste, keepers at home, good, 5 
obedient to their own husbands, that the word of God may not 
be evil-spoken of. The young men in like manner exhort to 6 
'be sober minded. In all things show thyselfa pattern of good 7 
works: in thy ! teaching show uncorruptness, gravity,” wholesome 8 
speech that cannot be condemned ; so that he who is opposed 
to thee may be ashamed, having no evil thing to say concerning 
Yus. Exhort ’ servants to be obedient unto their own masters, 9 
and in all things to be careful to please; not answering again; 
not purloining, but showing all good fidelity; that they may τὸ 
adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour in all things. 

For the grace of God that bringeth ‘salvation hath appeared 11

3 gentle, showing all meekness unto all men. For we ourselves 
also were formerly foolish, disobedient, erring, slavishly serving 
divers evil desires and pleasures, living in malice and envy, 

4 hateful, and hating one another. But when the goodness of 

5 God our Saviour, and Ais'love toward man appeared, he saved us 
not on account of works of ' righteousness which we had done, 
but according to his mercy, through the " washing of regeneration 

6 ‘and the renewing of our minds through the Holy Spirit, which 
he poured out on us abundantly through Jesus Christ our 

7 Saviour; that being justified through his ' grace, we might be- 
come heirs as to the hope of everlasting life. 

8 This isa true'saying! and concerning these '! things I charge 
thee to affirm stedfastly, that they who have believed in God 
should be careful to ἢ" maintain good works. These things are 

9 good and profitable unto men: but avoid foolish questions, and 
genealogies, and contentions and strifes about the law; for they

belief, in falling away from the living God. But exhort one 
another daily, while it is called ‘To day;’ 'lest any of you 
should be hardened through the deceitfulness of sin: (for we are 
made partakers of Christ, if we hold stedfast unto the end the 
confidence wherewith we began ;) ! while, I say, it is said, “ To 
" day, "if ye will hear his voice, harden not your hearts, as in the 
provocation !” ' For ¥ who were they, that when they had heard, 
provoked God? were not they all that came out of Egypt under 
Moses? And with whom was He grieved forty years? ewes it 
not with those that had sinned, whose carcases fell in the wilder- 
ness? And to whom did He swear that they should not enter 
into his rest, but to those who bclicved not? So we see that 
they could not enter in because of unbelief. 


CHAP, IV.—Let us therefore fear, lest, a promise having 
been left us of entering into God's rest, any of you should fall 
short of it. For glad tidings have been proclaimed to us, as 
well 85 unto them: but the word preached io them did not 
profit them, not being joined with faith in those who heard if:

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3 'for we who have believed do enter into rest, as he said, *‘ So I 
sware in my wrath, they "should not enter into my rest :” 
"although Ais works were finished from the foundation of the 

4 world: for it is said in a certain place concerning the seventh 
day thus, “ And God rested the seventh day from all his works.’’ 

5 ' And in this place it is said again, “ They shall not enter into 

6 my rest.” Since therefore it remaineth that some are to enter 
into that resé, and those to whom glad tidings were first pro- 

7 claimed did not enter in because of unbelief. He again ' limiteth 
a certain day, saying by David after so long a time, “To day ;” 
as it is said, “ To day, if ye will hear his voice, harden not your 

8 hearts.” And if Joshua had given them that rest, then God . 

9 would not afterward have spoken of another day. There re- 

10 maineth therefore a sabbath rest for the people of God. For 
he that entereth into his rest, hath himself also ceased from his 
own works, as God did from his own. 

11 Let us therefore earnestly strive to enter into that rest, lest 

12 any one fall, after the same example of unbelief. For the ' word 
of God is living, and powerful, and sharper than any twoedged 
sword, piercing even to the dividing asunder of goul and spirit, 
and of the joiuts and marrow; 'fand δά és a discerner of the 

13 thoughts and intents of the heart, neither is there any creature 
that is not manifest 'in his sight; but all things cre naked and 
opened unto the eyes of him, to whom we must render an 
account, 


14 Seeing moreover, then, that we have a great high priest, who 
hath passed into the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us hold 
15 fast cur profession. For we have not a high priest who cannot

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be touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but one who was 
‘tempted in all points like as we cre, yet without sin. Let us 14 
therefore come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to help in time of need. 


CHAP. V.— For every high priest taken from among men 1 
is appointed in behalf of men unto things which pertain to God, 
that he may offer gifts and sacrifices for sins: being one who 2 
can have compassion on the ignorant, and on those who wander 
out of the way; inasmuch as he himself also is surrounded by 
infirmity: and on.that account ought, as well for himself as for 3 
the people, to make sin offerings, 

And no one taketh this honour unto himself, but being called 4 
by God, as Aaron was, So slso Christ did not glorify himself 5 
to become a bigh priest; but it was Te who said unto him, 

“ Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee.” As he saith 6 
‘also in another place, “ Thou art 2 priest for ever, according to 
the order of Melchisedec.” Which Christ (having in the days 7 
of his flesh, offered up prayers and supplications with a strong 
crying and ‘with tears, unto him that was able to save him from 
death, and ' being heard "85 to what he feared,) though he was 8 
ἃ Son, yet learned obedience by the things which he suffered ; 
and, "being perfected, became the author of eternal salvation 9 
unto all those that obey him; being proclaimed by God a high 10 
priest according to the order of Melchisedec. Concerning‘ whom 11 
we have many things to say, and hard to be explained, seeing 
that ye are dull of hearing. For whereas on account of the 12 
length of time ye ought to be teachers, ye have need that one 
should teach you again ' which are the first elements of the oracles 

of God; and ere become such as have need of milk, rather 
than of strong meat. For every one that useth milk és unskilful 13 
in the ‘word of righteousness : for he is a babe: but strong meat 14 
belongeth to those who are of full age, even those who by use 
have their senses exercised to the discernment of good and evil.

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» CHAP, VI.— Wherefore leaving the first ' principles of the 
doctrine of Christ, let us go on unto perfection ;—~not laying 
again the foundation, of repentance from "dead works, and of 

4 faith in God, of the doctrine of baptisms, and of laying on of 
hands, and of the resurrection of the dead, and of the everlasting 
judgment ;—and this Y we will do, if God permit. 

4 For ἡ ts impossible that those, who have been once enlightened, 
and have tasted of the heavenly gift, and have become partakers 

5 of the Holy Spirit, and have tasted the good word of God, and 

δ the ' powers of the world to come, and yet have fallen away, 
should be renewed again unto repentance; seeing they crucify 
the Son of God again to themselves, and expose Aim to public 

7 shame. For the land which drinketh in the rain that cometh 
oft upon it, and bringeth forth herbs meet for those by whom it 

8 is tilled, receiveth a blessing from God: but that which beareth 
thorns and briars és rejected, and és near being accursed: whose 
end is to be burned. 

g But, beloved, we are persuaded better things of you, and 

10 things that belong to salvation although we thus speak. For 
God is uot. unjust, so as to forget your work and Υ the love, 
which ye have shown to his name, in that ye have ministered 

11 and stifd minister to the wants of the saints. And we desire 
every one of you to show the same earnestness to the end, to 

12 the full assurance of your hope: that ye may not be slothful, 
but imitators of those who, through faith and patience, inherit 

ig the promises. For when God made his promise to Abraham, 
because he could swear by no greater, he sware by himself, 

14 Saying, “‘ Surcly ‘blessing 1 will bless thee, and multiplying I 

15 will multiply thee. And accordingly, after he had patiently waited, 

iG Abraham obtained the ' promise, Now men swear by a greater 
than themselves: and an oath for confirmation ἐς to them an end 

17 of all gainsaying. Wherefore God, being desirous of showing 
more abundantly unto the heirs of Ais promise the immutability 

18 of his purpose, confirmed ἐξ by an oath: so that, by two immu- 
table things, in which ἐξ was impossible for God to speak falsely,

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we, who have fled for refuge, might have strong consolation, in 
laying hold upon the hope set before us: to which Aope we 19 
cleave, as an anchor of the soul, sure and stedfast, and as enter- 
ing into the part within the veil; whither a forerunner hath 20 
entered for us; even Jesus, become a high priest for ever ac- 
cording to the order of Melchisedec. 


CHAP. VIT.—Now this Melchiscdec, king of Salem, priest 
of the most high God, (who met Abraham returning from the 
slaughter of the kings, and blessed him ; to whom also Abrahata 2 
gave a tenth part of all he spoil :) being first, by interpretation 
King of righteousness, and then King of Salem also, which is, 
King of peace; without ‘recorded father or mother, or "yene- 3 
alogy, having neither " beginning of days, nor end of life, but 
“being like unto the Son of God, continueth a priest per- 
petually. 

Now consider how great this man must have been, unto whom 4 
even the patriarch Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. The 5 
sons of Levi, indeed, who receive the office of the priesthood, 
havea command to take tithes from the people according to the 
law ; that is, from their own brethren, though these come from the 
loins of Abraham: but he whose descent was not reckoned from 6 
them ‘received tithes from Abraham, and bicssed him to whom 
the promises were made. And without all contradiction the less 7 
‘is blessed by the greater. And in the one case men who die 8 
receive tithes ; but in the other case one received thent, concern- 
ing whom it is testified that he liveth. And, (if one may so 9 
say) even Levi, who receiveth tithes, ‘paid tithes in Abraham; 
for he was yet in the loins of his father, when Melchisedec met 10 
him. 

If then perfection had been ' through the Levitical priesthood, 1: 
(" because under it the people received the law,) what further need 
was there that another priest should rise according to the order 
of Melchisedec, and not be called according to the order of

are spoken, belongeth to another tribe, none of which served at 
14 the altar. For.i¢ is manifest that our Lord sprang from Judah ; 
of which tribe Mases spake nothing concerning ¥ the priesthood. 
15 And it is still more evident; 'that another priest ariseth after 
16 the likeness of Melchisedec, !who hecometh such, not according 
to the law of a "carnal commandment, but "according to the 
17 power of anendlesslife: because Τὶ the scripture testifieth, “ Hees 
art a priest for ever according to the order of Melchisedec.” 
18 For there is verily a disannulling of the former ' command- 
19 ment, because of its weakness and unprofitableness; because 
the luw made nothing perfect; but ' there ἐφ the introduction of 
ἃ better hope; by which we draw nigh unto God. 
9@ Moreover inasmuch as he did not become ὦ priest without an 
Σ᾽ oath: (For those ofkers became priests without an oath; but 
this becume so with an oath, by him that said unto him, “ The 
Lord sware, and will not repent, Thou art a priest for ever 
22 according to the order of Melchisedec:”) by so auch did Jesus 
become the ' surety of a better covenant. 
23 And those priests were indeed many, because they were hin- 
24 dered from continuing by reason of death: but this man, be- 
cause he continueth for ever, hath a priesthood which passeth 
2s, not from him. Whence also he is able to save !to the utter- 
most, those that come unto God through him, seeing that he 
ever liveth to "make intercession for them. 
96 For such a high priest Y was needful for us, who is holy, 
harmless, undefiled, separate from sinners, and raised above the 
27 heavens; who needeth not like those high priests, to offer up 
sacrifice daily, first for his own sins, and then for the people's: 
af for this he did once Ξ ΠΣ all, when he offered up himself. For 
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12. ‘ but the priesthood being’ (without the parenthesis) P.—‘ wherefore’ 
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the law constituteth high priests men who have infirmity ; but 
the word of the oath, which was after the law, coustiluteth the 
Son high priest, who is ' perfected for evermore. 


CHAP, VIIJ.—Now the sum of what has been said is this: 1 


that we have such a high ! priest, who sitteth on the right hand 


of the throne of the Majesty in the heavens, a minister of the 2 


‘most holy place, even of the true tabernacle, which the Lord, 


and not man hath pitched. For every high priest is constituted 3 


in onler to offer gifts and sacrifices: wherefure it was of neces- 


sity that this one also should have somewhat to " offer. Tor if 4 


he were on earth, he would not be a priest, since there are 
Y priests there already, that offer gifts according to the law; who 5 
minister ‘to the pattern aud shadow of heavenly things; as 
Moses was admonished by God, when he was about to make 
the tabernacle: for, “See now,” saith fe, “ that thou make all 
things according to the pattem shown thee on the mount.” 


But now our high priest hath obtained a ministry which is much 6 


more excellent, inasmuch as ‘he is fhe mediator of a better 
covenant, which hath been established upon better promises. 


For if that first covenant had been faultless, then a place would 7 
not have been sought fora second. But finding fault with chat 8 


first, he saith to them, “ Behold, the days are coming, saith the 
Lord, when I will complete a new covenant, with the house of 


Tsrael, aud with the house of Judah: not according to the cove- 9 


nant that I made with their fathers, in the day when I took 
them by the hand, to lead them out of the land of Ecypt; be- 
cause they did not continue in my covenant, and I 'regarded 
them not, saith the Lord: but this ἐξ the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Israel after those days, saith the Lord; 
I will put my laws into their mind, and will write them in their 
hearts: and I will be to them a god, and they shall be to mea 
people : and they shall not teach every man his ¥ fellow-citizen, 


48. * exalted ed 8. I. 4 prieat, as became us, who’ M.

1g Now when he saith, “ A new covenant,” he ‘declareth the 
former to be old. But that which decnycth and groweth old is 
ready to disappear. 


» (ΠᾺΡ, IX.—Now verily the first ἡ covenant had both ordi- 

2 nances of divine service, and a 'worldly sanctuary. For 'the 

first part of the tabemacle was prepared, which is called "holy : 

wherein was the candlestick, and the table, and the showbread. 

4 ‘And behind the second veil was the tabernacle, which is called 

4 the holy of Holies; containing the golden censer, avd the ark 

of the covenant overlaid round about with gold; in which ark 

wus the golden pot that had manna, and the rod of Aaron that 

5 budded, and the tables of the covenant; and above were the 

cherubim of glory, overshadowing the ' mercyseat ; concerning 
which things we camnot now speak particularly. 

6 Now these things having been thus prepared, the priests per- 

forming the services of God entered at all times into the first 

7 tabernacle: but into the second the high priest alone entered 

once every year; but not without blood, which he offered for 

8 the ‘offences of himself, and of the people: the Holy Spirit thus 

signifying fo vs, that the way into the most holy place was not 

9 yet laid open, while the first tabernacle still subsisted: which 

was ἃ figure ' referring ty the time present, "during which were 

offered both gifis aud sacrifices; but such as could not, as 

concerning his conscience, make Aim perfect that did the service ; 

10 ‘which stood only in rocats and drinks, and divers washings,” 

tehich are carnal ordinances imposed only until the time of 

reformation. 
But Christ, a high priest of future good things, being come, 
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entered once for all, into the most holy place, by a grenter and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made with hands, that is to say, not 
of this ‘present building; and not by the blood of guats and 
calves, but hy his own blood; 'baving obtained an everlasting 
redemption for us. For if the blood of bulls and of goats, and 
the ashes of a heifer, sprinkled on the unclean, sanctify to the 
purification of the flesh: how much rather will the blood of 
Christ, (who, ‘through the Τ everlasting Spirit, offered himself 
without spot to God,) purify “your conscience from "dead 
works, to serve the living God? And for this end he is the me- 
diator of a new ‘covenant, that, "death having been undergone 
for the redemption of the transgressions committed under the 
first covenant, they who are called might receive the ™ promise 
of the everlasting inheritance. 

For where a ' covenant is, there is a necessity that the death 
of "that by which it is confirmed should be shown. (For a 
‘covenant is confirmed over dead victims: whereas it is of no 
force while "that which confirmeth it liveth. Wherefore neither 
was the first ‘covenant confirmed without blood. For when 
Moses had spoken to all the people every precept according to 
the law, he took the blood of calves and of goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, and 
all the people, Saying, “ This is the blood of the covenant which 
God hath injoined ' upto you.” And in like manner he sprinkled 
with blood the tabernaclealso, and all the vessels of the ministry. 


And according to the law almost all things must be purified 2: 


with blood, and without shedding of blood there is no remission. 
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23 It was therefore necessary that the copies of the ¢hings in the 
heavens should be purified by these sacrifices ; but the heavenly 

24 things themselves by better sacrifices than these. Christ there- 
fore hath not entered into the holy places made with hands, 
which are images of the true ones: but into heaven itself, thence- 

25 forward to appear before God for us: yet not that he should offer 
himself often, as the high priest entereth into the most holy places 

26 every year with the blood of others; (for then he must often 
have suffered since the foundation of the world ;) but he hath 
now once for all, in the 'end of the world, appeared to ™ put 

27 away sin by the sacrifice of himself. And as it is appointed 

28 unto men once to die, and after that the judgment: so Christ 
also having been offered up once for all to "bear the sins of many, 
shall appear without a "sin offering, the second time, ™ for sal- 
vation Y unto those who wait for him. | 


CHAP, X.—For the law having only a shadow of the good 
things that were to come,—and not the very image of the things, 
—can never by those sucrifices which are offered year by year 
continually make those who present themselves thereto perfect. 
For then " would they not have ceased to be offered ὃ since the 
worshippers being once purified would no longer have had 
3 consciousness of sins. But in those sacrifices a remembrance of 
4 sins is made every year. ' For ἐξ is impossible that thé blood of 

bulls and of goats should take away sins. 

5, Wherefore when 'he cometh into the world, he saith, ‘‘ Sacri- 
fice and offering thou didst not desire, but a body: hast thou 
prepared me; in burnt offerings and sin offerings thou hast had 
no pleasure. Then I suid, Lo, I ‘come (in the volume of the 
book it is written concerning me,) to do thy will, Ὁ God.’’ 
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When he said before “ Sacrifice and uffering and burnt offer- 8 


ings and sin offerings which are offered by the law thon didst 


not desire, neither hadst pleasure in them :” and then suith, “Lo, 


I come to do thy will,” he ' taketh away the first, that he may 
establish the second; by which will we have been sanctified, 
through the offering of the body of Jesus Christ once for all. 

And every priest standeth ministering daily and offering often- 
limes the same sacrifices, which can never take away sins: but 
"he, after he had offered one sacrifice for sins, is "for ever seated 
at the nght hand of God; waiting thenceforth until his encinies 
be made his footstool. ‘For by one offering he hath perfected 
᾿ for ever those that "are sanctified. 

The Holy Spirit also beareth testimony of this to us: for 
after having said before, “ This és the covenant that I will make 
with them after those days,” the Lord saith, “ I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds will 1 write them; Τὶ and 
their sins and iniquities will I remember no more.” Now where 
remission of these és, there ts no more ‘any offering for sin. 

Wherefore, brethren, having free entrance into the most holy 
place through the blood of Jesus, 'which exérance he hath con- 
secrated for us, a new and living way through the veil,—that is 
to say, his flesh ;—and havizg a high priest over the house of 
God ; let us draw near, with a true heart, in full assurance of 
faith, having our hearts ' sprinkled from: "an evil conscience ; and 
our bodies washed with pure water ; let us hold fast the profes- 
sion of cur hope without wavering ; for he that hath promised 


is faithful: and let us consider one another that we may excite z. 


to love and good works: not leaving off (as the manner of some 
is) the assembling of ourselves together ; hut exhorting ¢o 4: and 
so much the more, as ye see the day approaching. 


For if we sin wilfully, after having received the knowledge of 246 


the uth, there no longer rernaineth any sacrifice for sins; but 
a certain fearful looking for of judgment and that fiery indigna- 
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28 ton, which will devour the adversaries. Whosoever despised 
the Jaw of Moses died without mercy, under fhe testimony of 
109 two or three witnesses: of how much heavier punishment, think 
ye, will he be thought worthy, who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and bath accounted the blood of the covenant, by 
which he hath been sanctified, 'an unholy thing, and hath "done 
go despite unto the Spirit of grace? For we know him who hath 
said, “ Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will repay,’ ‘saith the 
gt Lord: and again, “ The Lord will ' avenge his people.” I¢ is 
a fearful thing to fall into the hands of the living God. 
32 But call to remembrance the former days, in which, after ye 
had been enlightencd, ye endured a great fight of afflictions ; 
33 partly, because ye were made a gazingstock both by reproaches 
and afflictions; and partly, because ye became companions of 
34 those that were so treated. For ye ' had compassion Yon those 
who were in bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of your goods, 
knowing that ye have for yourselves a better and an enduring 
36 possession Yin heaven. Cast net away then your confidence, 
36 which will obtain great recompence of reward. For ye have 
need of patience, that, after ye have done the will of God, ye 
37 may receive the promised diessing. For yet a little while, and 
38 “ he that is to come will come, and will not delay :” and “ the 
just 'shall live by faith :” but “ if" Ze draw back, my soul will 
39 have no pleasure in him.” But we are not of those who draw 
back unto perdition; but of those who hold the faith to the 
salvation of the soul. 


a CIIAP. X¥.—Now (δἰ ἃ is the ‘substance of things hoped for, 
2 the "evidence of things not seen. For through it those of the 
3 old time obtained a good report. By faith we understand that 

the ' worlds were framed by the "word of God, ™ so that the things 
4 which are seen were Τὶ not made from those which "appear. By 
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faith Abel offered unto God a more cxcellent sacrifice than 
Cain; on account of which he obtained testimony that he was 
‘righteous, God bearing testimony to his gifts: and through it, 
though dead, he still speaketh, 

By faith Enoch was translated, so that he should not see 5 
death; and was not found, because God had translated him: 
for before his translation he received this testimony, that he 
pleased God, But without faith ἐξ is impossible to please him: 6 
for he that "cometh to God must believe that he is, and fiat he 
is a rewarder of those who diligently seck him. 

By faith Noah, when he was warned concerning things not as 7 
yet seen, being moved with godly fear, prepared an ark for the 
saving of his household, by which ' faith he condemned the world, 
and "became an heir of the righteousness which is by faith. 

By faith Abraham, when he was called to go out, into the 8 
place which he was afterwards to receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed ; and he went forth, not knowing whither he was going. 
By faith he sojourmed in the land of promise, as iz a foreign 9 
land, dwelling in tents with Isaac and Jacob, the fellow-heirs 
of the same promise: For he looked for that city which hath τὺ 
foundations, whose builder and ' maker ἐξ God. By faith also 11 
Sara herself even when she'was past age received strength to 
conceive, because she judged him ¢o be faithful who had pro- 
miscd. Wherefore there sprang froin one, and him afreedy 
in this respect dead, as muny as the stars of the sky in mol- 
lilude, and as the sand by the sea shore, which is innumerable. 
All these died in faith, not having received the promised bless- 
ings but seeing them afar off, and hailed them with joy, con- 
fessing that they were strangers and sojourners on the earth. 
For those who say such things show plainly that they are seeking 14 
ἃ country; and truly, if they had borne in mind that country 
whence they came out, they might have had opportunity to re- 
turn to it. But they desired indeed a better country, that is, a 16 
heavenly ; wherefore God is not ashamed to be called their God ; 
for he hath prepared for them a city. 
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17 By fuith Abraham, when he was tried, offered up Isaac: 
yea he, who had received the promises, offered up his ‘only 
18 begotten, concerning whom it had been said, “" In Isaac shall 
19 ‘thy seed be called:” accounting that God was able to raise 
him, eveu from the dead; from whence also he in a manner did

By faith Moses, after he was born, was hidden 
three months by his parents, because they saw he was a goodly 
24 child; and they feared not the king’s commandment. By faith 
Moses, when he was grown up, refused to be called the son of 
25 Pheruoh’s daughter; choosing rather to suffer affliction with the 
people of God, than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season ; 
2ti Esteeming the ' reproach of Christ greater riches than the trea- 
sures of Egypt: for he looked onward 10 the recompence of the 
47 reward, By faith he left Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the 
king : for he remained stedfast, as seeing Him who is invisible. 
a8 By faith he ' performed the passover, and the sprinkling of the 
blood, that he who destroyed the first-born might not touch the 
2g Isruelites, By faith they passed through the Red sea as on dry 
fand: which the Egyptians attempted to do and were swallowed 
go up. By faith the walls of Jericho fell down, after having been 
31 encompassed about for seven days. By faith the harlot Rahab 
having received the spies with peace did not perish with those 
32 who believed not. And why should I say more? for the time 
would fait me to tell of Gideon, and of Barak, and of Sampson, 
aud of Jephthah; of’ David also, and Samuel, and of the pro- 
43 phets: who through faith subducd kingdoms, ' worked righteous-

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ness, obtained promises, stopped the mouths of lions, quenched 34 
the violence of fire, escaped the edye of the sword, out of weak- 
ness were made strong, became mighty in war, turned to flight 
the armies of other nations. Women recovered their dead raised 35 
ugain to life. Others were tortured, and would not accept deli- 
verance; that they might obtain a better resurrection. Others 36 
were tried by cruef mockings and scourgings, yea, moreover by 
bonds and imprisoument. They were stoned, they were sawn 37 
asunder, ‘were tempted, were slain with the sword: they went 
about in sheepskins and goatskius; being destitute, afflicted, 
tormented ; of whom the world was not worthy: they wandered 38 
in deserts, and mountains, in dens also and caves of the curth. 
Yea all these, though they obtained a good report through faith, ay 
received not the promised blessing ; God having provided some 40 
better thing for us, that they might not be made perfvet ' without 
us. 


CHAP. XII.—Wherefore let us also, seeing that we are en- 1 
compassed about by so great a cloud of witnesses, lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let 
us run with patience the race that is set before us, looking unto 2 
Jesus the ‘leader and finisher of our faith: who, for the joy that 
was set before bim, endured the cross, despising the shame, and 
hath sat down at the right hand of the throne of God. 

For consider him who endured such opposition of sinners 3 
aguinst himself, that ye may not be weary and faint in your minds. 
Yehave not yet resisted unto blood, in your struggle against sin. 4 
And have ye forgotten the exhortation which speaketh unto you 5 
as unto children, “ My son, despise not thou the chastening of 
the Lord, nor faint when thou art rebuked by him: For whom 6 
the Lord loveth he chastiseth, and He scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth.” ‘*If ye endure chastisement, God dealeth with 7 
you as with sons; for what son is there whom his father chas- 
teneth not? But if ye be without chastisement, whereof all sons 8

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9. are partakers, truly ye are bastards, and not sons. Have we 
then had fathers of our flesh who corrected us, and we gave them 
reverence: and shall we not much rather submit ourselves unto 

to the Father of our spirits, and live? For they indeed for a few 
days chastised us according to their own pleasure; but He for 
ΕΣ our good, that we may be partakers of his holiness. Now no 
chastisement seemeth for the present to be matter of joy, but of 
sorrow: nevertheless afterwards it yieldeth the peaceable fruit 
of 'righteousness unto those who are exercised by it. 
12 Wherefore strengthen the weak hands, and the feeble knees ; 
tg And make straight paths for your feet, that what is lame be 
1g not turned out of the way, but rather be healed. Follow 
after peace with all; and holiness, without which uo one will 
15 see the Lord: looking diligently lest any one fall short of the 
favour of God; lest any root of bitterness springing up trov- 
16 ble you, and many be defiled thereby; lest there be any for- 
nicator, or profane person, like Esan, who for one morsel of 
17 meat sold his birthright. For ye know that afterwards, when 
he would fain have inherited the blessing, he was rejected: for 
he found no place for ‘repentance, though he sought it earnestly 
18 with tears. For ye are not come unto the mount that might be 
touched, and that burned with fire, nor unto thick clouds, and 
1g darkness, and tempest, and the blast of a trumpet; nor to the 
sound of words, the hearers whereof earnestly intreated that the 
20 word snight not be spoken to them any more: (for they could 
not endure what was commanded, “ And if so much as a beast 
21 touch the mountain, it shall be stoned,” and—so terrible was 
22 the sight,—Moses said, “ I exceedingly fear and tremble :)” but 
ye ‘are come unto mount Sion, and unto ¢he city of the living 
God, even the heavenly Jerusalem, and to “an innumerable 
23 company "of angels, to the ‘general assembly and congregation 
of the firstbomm who are enrolicd in heaven, and to "God the 
24 Judge ofall, and "'to the spirits of the just made perfect, and 
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to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood of 


sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel. See 
that ye turn not away from him that speaketh, For if they 
escaped not who turned away from him' when admonishing upon 
earth, much rather shal! nut we escupe, if we tum away from 
him when speaking from heaven: whose voice then shyok the 
earth: but now he hath promised, saying, “ Yet once more I 
shake not the earth only, but also heaven.” Now this word, 
“ Yet once more,” signifieth the removing of those things that 
are shaken, as ¢hings that are made, that those not to be shaken 
Tay remain. Having therefore received a kingdom which can- 
not be shaken, let us 'hold fast the gift, whereby we can serve 


God acceptably, with reverence and godly fear: for our God ἐς : 


a consuming fire. 


CHAP. XIIT.—Let brotherly love continue. Re not for- 
getful of hospitality: for thereby some have cutertained angels 
unawares, Remember those that are in bonds, as if yourselves 
bound with them; and those that are cruelly treated, as ' being 
yourselves also in the body. Let marriage be honourable in all, 
and the bed he undefiled: but fornicators and adulterers God 
will judge. Let your manner of life be without covetousness ; 
being content with the things which ye have: for Cod himself 
hath said, “ 1 will never leave thee, nor utterly forsake thee.” So 
that we may boldly say, “‘The Lord is my helper, and [ will 
not fear what man shall do unto me.” Remember those who 
presided over you, who have spoken unto you the word of God: 
whose faith imitate, considering the end of theis manner of life. 
Jesus Christ is the same yesterday, and to day, and for ever: 
be not tossed about by divers and strange doctrines: for ἐξ is 
good that the heart be established 'in grace; notin meats, which 
have nat profited thos¢ who have attended to them. We have 
an altar, whereof they who worship in the tabernacle have no 


25. «that uttered the oracles of God’ N.,—‘ who warned them’ ὃ. 
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ει right toeat. Moreover the bodies ofthose animals whose blood 
was brought by the high priest into the sanctuary for a sin 
12 offering were bumed without the camp. Wherefore Jesus also, 
"that he might sanctify the people with his own blood, suffered 
13 without the gate. Let us therefore go forth unto him without 
14 the camp, bearing 'his reproach. For here we have no con- 
15 tinuing city, but we seek one to come. And through him then 
let us offer to God continually the sacrifice of praise, thatis, the 
16 fruit of ovr lips ' giving thanks unto his name. Yet to do good 
and to communicate forget not: for with such sacrifices God is 
17 well pleased. Be obedient and submit yourselves to those that 
preside over you: (for they watch over your souls, as those who 
must give account of éiem,) that they may do it with joy, and 
18 not with grief: for that would be unprofitable for you. Pray 
for us: for we trust we have a good conscience, desiring to ‘live 
19. honestly in all things; and I beseech you the more especially 
to do this, that | may be the sooner restored to you. 
20 Now may the God of peace, who raised from the dead our 
Lord Jesus the great Shepherd of the sheep ‘through the blood 
21 of the everlasting covenant,—’ make you perfect in every good 
work that ye may do his will; working in you that which is 
wellpleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ; to whom be 
glory for everand ever. Amen. 
22 And I beseech you, brethren, bear with the word of exhorta- 
tion: for I have written a Ictter unto you in but few words. 
23 Know that our brother Timothy is 'set at liberty ; with whom, 
24 if he come shortly, I will visit you. Salute all those that pre- 
side over you, and all the saints. Those of Italy salute you. 
a5 Grace δὲ with you all. Amen.

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THE GENERAL EPISTLE OF JAMES. 


CHAP. I.—Jaes, a serrant of God and of the Lord Jesus 1 
Christ, to the twelve tribes which are ‘scattered abroad, greeting. 

My brethren, count ἐξ all joy when ye fall into divers trials: 2 
knowing ¢his, that the proving of your faith worketh patience. 3 
Let patience then have its perfect work, that ye may be perfect 4 
and entire, wanting for nothing. 

If any of you be wanting in wisdom, let him ask of God, who 5 
giveth to all men liberally, and upbraideth not: and it will be 
given him. But let him ask in faith, nothing doubting. For he 6 
that doubteth is like a wave of the sea driven by the wind and 
tossed about. And let not that man think that he will receive 7 
any thing from the Lord: 'a man of a divided mind ἐς unstable 8 
in all his ways. 

Moreover let the brother of low degree rejoice in that he is 9 
exalted: but the rich brother, in that he is made low: because 10 
as the flower of the herb he shall pass away. For the sun is no 11 
sooner risen with a burning heat, but it withereth the herb, and 
the flower thereof falleth, and the grace of the form of it perish- 
eth: so also will the rich man fade away in his' ways. Blessed 12 
ἐς the man that endureth temptation: for having been proved, 
he shall receive the crown of life, which Ythe Lord hath pro- 
mised to those that love him. Let no one say when he is tempted, 13 
“ 1 am tempted of God:” for God cannot be tempted with evil 
things, neither tempteth he any one: but every one is tempted, 14 
when he is drawn aside and enticed by his own evi desire. Then 15 
desire having conceived, bringeth forth sin: and sin, ' being per- 
fected, bringeth forth death. Benot deceived, my beloved bre- 1% 
thren; every good gift and every perfect gift is from above; and 17 


1, ‘ in the dispersion’ W. M. 8. ‘ He is a man’ N.— a double 
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cometh down from the Father of lights, with whom there is no 
18 'variableness, neither shadow of turing. "ΟΥ̓ his own will begat 
he us by the word of truth, in order that we might be a kind of 
firstfruits of his creatures. 
1g Wherefore, my beloved brethren, let every man be swift to 
20 hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath: for the wrath of man doth 
21 not work out the 'righteousness "οὗ God, Wherefore laying 
aside all defilement and overflowing of wickedness, receive ye 
with meekness the word engrafted in you, which is able to save 
22 your souls, But be ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, 
23 deceiving your own selves:. for if any one be a hearer of the 
word, and not a doer, he is like a man beholding his natural 
24 fuce in a'glass: for he beholdeth himself, and goeth his way, 
25 and stmightway forgetteth what manner of man he was. But 
whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and continueth 
therein, that man being not a forgetfal hearer, but a doer of the 
46 work thereof, will be blessed in his deed. If any one 'seemeth 
to be religious, and bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth his 
27 own heart, that man’s religion is vam. Pure and undefiled 
religion before God even the Father is this, To visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, end to keep ‘one’s self. unspotted 
by the world, 


2: CHAP, II.—My brethren, ' hold not the * faith of our Lord 
2 Jesus Christ, the Lord of glory, with respect of persons. For 
if there come into your ‘assembly a man with a gold ring, or 
in goodly apparel, and there come in also a poor man in vile 
3 raiment; and if ye have respect to him that weareth the gay 
clothing, and say,” “ Sit thou here in an honourable place !” 
and say to the poor man, “ Stand thou there!” or “ sit here 
4 under my footstool !” Are ye not then partial among yourselves,

Do not the rich oppress you, and 
draw you before the judgment seats? Do they not blaspheme

that excellent name '! by which ye are called? If indeed ye fulfil 8 


the royal law according to that scripture, “ Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself,” ye do well: but if ye have respect of per- 
sons, ye commit sin, and are convicted by the law as transgressors. 
For whosoever shall keep the whole law, and yet offend as to one 
point, becometh ! guilty as to all. For he that said, ὁ Do not 
commit adultery,” said also, * Do not kill.” Now if thou com- 
Toit no adultery, yet if thou kill, thou hast become a transgressor 
of the law. So speak, and so do, as being to be judged by tie 
law of liberty. For he will have judgment without mercy, who 
hath shewed no mercy; μέ mercy 'glorieth over judgment." 
What doth ἐξ profit, my brethren, if any one say that he bath 
faith, but hath not works? can ! faith save him? If ἃ brother or 
a sister be naked, or destitute of daily food, and one of you say 
unto them, “ Depart in peace, be ye warmed and be ye filled !"’ 
yet give them not those things which are necdful to the body ; 
what doth it profit? even so faith, if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone. 

Yea, onc may say, “'Thou hast faith, and I lave works: 
shew me thy faith "without ταν works, and J will shew thee 
my faith by ny works. Thou believest thut ! there is one God; 
thou doest well: even the demons believe, and tremble. But 
wouldst thou know, O vain man, that faith ' without works is 
dead? Was not our father Abraham justified by works, when 
he offered Isaac his son upon the altar? thou seest that his faith 
wrought with his works, and that his faith was made perfect by 
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23 hie works. And éhus that scripture was ! falfilled which saith, 
‘ Abraham believed God, ynd it was accounted unto him for 
"righteousness ;’ and he was called ‘a Friend of God.’”

25 only. And was not Rahab the harlot in like manner also jus- 
tified by works, when she received the messengers, and sent 

46 them out by unother way? for as the body without ! she " spint 
is dead, yo also faith without ™ works is dead. 


: CHAP. 11I.—My brethren, become not many of you teachers, 
2 knowing that we shall receive the greater condemnation. For 
in many things we all ‘offend. Ifanyone ἢ offend not in word, 
he ts a perfect man, and able to bridle his whole body also. 
3 Behold, we put bits in the mouths of horses, that they may 
4 obey us; and we turn about their whole body. Behold also the 
ships, which, though they be so great and driven by fierce winds, 
are yet turned about with a very small helm, whithersoever the 
5 pilot chooseth. So also the tongue is a little member, yet 
‘boasteth great things. Behold, how great a pile a little fire 
G kindleth! and the tongue és a fire, a world of iniquity: the 
tongue is 30 placed among our members, that it defileth the 
whole body, and setteth on fire the course of nature; and is 
7 itself set on fire by hell. ‘For every kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of creeping things, and of things in the sea, is tamed, 
8 and hath been tamed by mankind: but the tongue can no one 
9 tame; a tz an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. With it we 
bless God, even the Father; and with it we curse men, who 
10 are made after the likeness of God. Out of the same mouth 
proceedeth blessing and cursing. My brethren, these things 
11 ought not so to be. Doth a fountain send forth out of the same 
12 place sweet wafer and bitter? can a fig tree, my brethren, bear 
olives ? or u vine, figs ? so neither can the fountain which is salt 
yield sweet water.

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Who is wise and endued with knowledge among you 7 let him 
shew his works in a good behaviour, with meekness of wisdom.

This is not the 15 
wisdom that descendeth from above, but is earthly, sensual, de- 
moniacal. For where envying and strife are, there ts confusion 16 
, and every evil work. But the wisdom that is from above is first 17 
pure, then peaceable, gentle, easy to be | entrcated, full of mercy 
and good fruits, without partiality, and without hypocrisy. And 18 
the fruit of ‘righteousness is sown in peace by those that make 
peace.

CHAP. IV.—From whence come strifes and whence con- 
ficts among you? come they not hence, even from your evil 
desires that war in your members? ye covet, and have not: ye 2 
kill, and desire earnestly, yet cannot obtain: ye fight and war, 
yet ye have not, because ye ask not. Ye ask, and do not receive, 3 
because ye ask evilly, in order that ye may consume # upon 
your lusts. Ye adulterers and adulteresses, know ye not that 4 
friendship with the world is enmity with God ? whosoever there- 
fore will be a friend to the world becomes the enemy of God. 
Think ye that the scripture ‘speaketh "in vain? Doth the spirit 5 
that dwelleth in us stir up to envy? Nay, but it giveth more 6 
abundant grace. Wherefore ‘it is said, “ God resisteth the 
prond, but " giveth grace unto the humble.” Submit yourselves 7 
therefore to God. Resist the ‘devil, and he will flee from you: 
draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh to you. Cleanse 8 
your hands, ye sinners! and purify your hearts, ye double 
minded! be afflicted, and roourn, and weep: let your laughter 9 
be turned into mourning, and your joy into heaviness. Humble 10 
yourselves in the sight of the Lord, and he will lift you up. 

Speak not evil one of another, brethren, He that speaketh 1: 
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evil of Aés brother,” and 'judgeth his brother, speaketh evil of 
the law, and judgeth the law: but if thou judge the law, thou 
12 art not a doer of the law, but a judge of it. There is one law- 
giver Yand judge, who is able to save and to destroy: but who 
urt thou that 'judgest another ? 
13 Come now, ye that say, “ To day or to morrow let us go 
into such ἃ city, and continue there a year, and buy and sell, 
14 and get gain:” yet know not what shall be on the morrow. For 
what is your life? It is even a vapour, that appeareth for a 
15 little time, and then vanisheth away. Whereas ye ought to say, 
“ If the Lord will, and we shall live, let us do this, or that.” 
16 But now ye glory in your presumption: . all such glorying is 
17 evil. To him therefore that knoweth how to do what is right, 
and doeth # not, to him it is sin. 


ει CHAP. V,—Come now, γέ rich men, weep and bewail 
2 for your miseries that are coming upon you. Your store 1s cor- 
3 rupted, and your garments are motheaten. Your gold and 
silver are cankered; and the rust of them shall be for a wit- 
ness against you, and sball eat your flesh like fire. 'Ye have 

4 heaped up treasure in the last days. Behold, the hire of the 
labourers who have reaped down your fields, which is unjustly 
kept back by you crieth out against you: and the cries of those 

5 reapers have entered into the ears of the Lord of hosts, Ye 
have lived in pleasure on the earth, and rioted in luxury; ye 

6 have pampered your hearts, ‘as in 8 day of slaughter. Ye have 
condemned and killed the righteous one, ' who did not resist 
7 you. Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the 
Lord. Behold, the husbandman looketh for the precious fruit 
of the earth, and is patient about it, until it receive the early and 

8 latter rain. Be ye also patient ; establish your hearts: for the 
9 coming of the Lord draweth nigh. Murmur not against one 
another, brethren, that ye be not Yjudged: behold, the judge 
to standeth before the door. My brethren, take the prophets, who 
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have spoken in the name of the Lord, for an example of suf- 
fering affliction, and of patience. Behold, we account these 
happy who patiently endure. Ye have heard of the patience of 
Job, and have seen ' the end of the Lord; that the Lord is full 
of compussion, and of tender mercy. But above all things, my 
brethren, swear not, neither by the heaven, nor by the earth, 
nor by any other oath: but let your yeu be yea; and your nay, 
nay; that ye may not fall under condemnation. Is any one 
‘among you afflicted ? let him pray. Is any one cheerful? let 
him sing praises. - Is any one sick among you? let him call to 
him the elders of the church ; and let them pray over him, having 
anointed him with oil in the name of the Lord: and the prayer 
of faith will save the sick man, and the Lord will raise him up ; 
and 'though he have committed sins, they will be forgiven him. 
Confess your offences one to another, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed. The fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. Elijah was a man of like infirmities with us, 
and he prayed earnestly that it might not rain: and it rained 
‘not on the land for the space of three years and six months. And 
‘he prayed again, arid the heaven gave rain, and the earth brought 
forth its fruit. | 

Brethren, if any one among you err from the truth, and any 
one turn him back to it, let him know, that he who turncth a 
sinner back from the error of his way will save 'a soul from 
death, and will cover “2 multitade of sins.

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THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL 
OF PETER. 


1 CHAP. I.—Perer, an apostle of Jesus Christ, to the so- 
journers ‘scattered throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, 

a Asia, and Bithynia, ‘chosen according to the " foreknowledge 
of God the Father, through the sanctification of the Spirit, unto 
obedience and "sprinkling of the blood of Jesus. Chris : Grace 
and peace be multiplied unto you. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
according to his abundant mercy, hath ' begotten us again through 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead unto a lively 

4 hope; unto an iwheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and that 

5 fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for you, who by the power 
of God are kept through faith unto the salvation ready to be 

6 revealed in the last time. 'Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season (if need be) ye be grieved, through manifold 

7 trials: that the proof of your faith, being much more precious 
than that of gold which perisheth though proved by fire, may 
be found to be unto praise and honour and glory at the mani- 

8 festation of Jesus Christ: whom though ye have not seen him, 
ye love; in whom, though now ye see him not, yet believing, 

9 ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of glory: receiving the 

τὸ end of your faith, even the salvation of your souls. Concerning 
which salvation the prophets who prophesied concerning the 
‘grace that was to be bestowed upon you, have enquired 
11 and searched diligently; searching what, or what manner of 
time the Spirit ἡ οἵ Christ which was in them signified, when 
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testifying beforehand the sufferings 'of Christ, and the glorics 
that were to follow: unto whom it was revealed, that they 12 
ministered not unto themselves, but unto Vyou, the things which 
have now been declared unto you by those who have published 
the glad tidings unto you with the Holy Spirit sent down from 
heaven ; into which things angels ‘desire to look. 

Wherefore gird up the loins of your mind, be vigilant, and 13 
hope to the end for the gift which will be bestowed upon you 
at the manifestation of Jesus Christ; as obedient children, not 14 
fashioning yourselves according to your former desires in your 
ignorance: but as: he who hath called you is holy, so be ye 15 
holy in all your manner of life; for it is written,'Be ye holy; 16 
because Iam holy. And !seeing that ye call upon the Father, 17 
who, without respect of persons, judgeth according to every 
man’s work, pess ye the time of your sojourning here in fear: 
knowing that ye were not redeemed from your vain manner of 18 
life delivered to you from your fathers, with corruptible things, 
ας silver and gold, but with the precious blood of Christ, as of 19 
a-lamb-withoat blemish and without spot: 'foreordained indeed 20 
before the foundatids of: the. world, but manifested in these last 
times: for- your sikes, who- through him believe in God, who 21 
raised him up from the dead, and gave him glory: that your 
faith and hope might be in God. 

Having therefore purified your souls in obeying the truth 22 
*through the Spirit unto unfeigned brutherly love, see that ye 
love one another with a pure heart fervently ; having been "born 2: 
again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, through the 
word-of God, " which liveth and endureth.” For all flesh is as 24 
"grass, and all the glory ‘thereof as the flower of "grass. The 
1 grass withereth, and the flower ¥ thereof falleth away: but the 95 
word of the Lord endureth for ever. And this is the word which 


δὲς preached unto yon. 
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1 CHAP. II.—Laying aside therefore all malice, and all guile, 

2 and hypocrisies, and envies, and all evil speakings, as newborn 

babes earnestly desire the pure milk of the word, that by it ye 

3 may grow up ¥ unto salvation, ‘if ye have tasted that the Lord 

4 is gracious. To whom coming, as unto a living stone, rejected 

5 indeed by men, but chosen by God, and precious, ye also, as 

living stones, are built up a spiritual temple, 'a holy priest- 

hood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God through 

6 Jesus Christ. Wherefore it is contained in the scripture, 

““ Behold, I lay in Sion a chief corner stone, chosen, and pre- 

cious: and he that believeth thereon shall not be confounded.” 

7 To you therefore who believe ' ἐξ ἐξ precious: but to thase who 

believe not, “6 the stone which the builders rejected, the same 

8 is become the head of the corner,” and “ 8 stone of stumbling, 

and 8 rock of offence,” against which they stumble who believe 

not the word, whereunto they were also indeed appointed. 

9 But ye are a chosen race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, a 

peculiar people: that ye should shew forth the excellencies of 

him who hath called you out of darkness into his marvellous 

10 light, who in time past were not 'a people, but are now the 

people of God; who had not obtained mercy, but now have 
obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you ag strangers and sojourners, 

12 abstain from fleshly desires, that war against the soul: having 

your manner of life upright among the Gentiles: so that, in 

whatsoever they speak against you as evildoers, they may 

because of the good works, which they behold, glorify God in 

13 the day of visitation. Submit yourselves therefore to every 

ordinance of man for the Lord’s sake: whether it be to the 

34 king, as supreme; or unto governors, as to those who are sent 

by him for the punishment of those that do evil, and for the 

18 praise of those that do well. For so is the will of God, that by 

well doing ye may put to silence the ignorance of foolish men:

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. 89 free, yet not using your freedom for a cloak of wickedness, 16 
but as the servants of God. Honour all men. Love the bro- 17 
therhood. Fear God. Honour,the king, 

Servants, be subject to your masters with all reverence ; not 18 
only to the good and gentle, but also to the froward. For this 19 
ts an acceptable thing, if a man for conscience towards’ God 
endure affliction; suffering wrongfully. Wor what ' glory is it, 20 
if, when ye are beaten for your faults, ye bear it patiently ? but 
if, when ye do well, and suffer, ye bear it patiently, this is an 
acceptable thing with God. For even to this end ye were 2: 
called: because Christ also suffered for Yyou, leaving ¥ you an 
example, that ye should follow his steps: who did no sin, 22 
neither was guile found in his mouth: who, when he was reviled, 23 
reviled not again; when he suffered, threatened not; but com- 
mitted Aimself to him who judgeth righteously: who himself 24 
bare our sins in his own body on the cross, that we, ‘having be- 
come dead to sins, might live "unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed. For ye were as sheep going astray; 25 
but are now retarned.-unto the Shepherd and ‘overseer of your 


CHAP. ITI.—In like manner, ye wives, be in subjection to 1 
your own husbands; that, even if any of them believe not the 
word, they may without the word be won by the behaviour of the 
wives; beholding your chaste behaviour joined with reverence. 2 
Whose ' adorning let it not consist in the outward one of plaiting 3 
the hair, and of wearing gold, or of putting on apparel; but 4 
rather in 'the hidden man of the heart, in the “incorruptible 
ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of 
God of great price. For thus also the holy women, who trusted 5 
in God, adorned themselves in the old fime, being in subjection 
to their own husbands: even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling 6

joint-heirs of the gift of life; that your prayers may not be 
hindered. 

8 Finally, δὲ all of one mind, having compassion one to ano- 
ther, full of brotherly love, kindly affectioned, Υ! humble minded ; 

g not rendering evil for evil, or railing for railing: but on the 
contrary, blessing; knowing that to this end ye were called, that 

10 yemry inherit the blessing. For “ he that would enjoy life, and 
see good days, let him restrain his tongue from evil, and his 

ΕἸ lips from speaking guile; let him avoid evil, and do good; let 

12 him seek peace, and pursue it. For the eyes of the Lord are 
over the righteous, and his ears are open unto their prayers; 

13 but the face of the Lord ἐς against those that do evil.” And 
who ἐς he that will harm you, if ye be ¥ followers of ' that which 
14 is good? yea, and if ye suffer for righteousness’ sake, happy are 

15 ye: and be not afraid of their terror, neither be troubled; but 
sanctify the Lord ¥ God in your hearts: and be ready always to 
give an answer, with meekness and reverence to every one that 

16 asketh of you a reason for the hope that is in you: holding fast 
ἃ good conscience; that, in whatsoever they may speak ill of 
you, as of evildoers, they may be aslumed who falsely accuse 

17 your good behaviour in Christ. For if és better, if the will of 

70d be so, that ye suffer for doing well, than for doing evil. 

18 For even Christ once ‘suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God, being put to death indeed in the 

19 flesh, but made alive ‘in the spint: in which also'he went and 

20 "preached unto the spirits in prison ; who formerly believed not 

when the longsuffering of God waited in the days of Noah,

the nght hand of God ; angels and authorities and powers having 
been made subject unto him. 


CHAP, IV.—Forasmuch then as Christ hath suffered ὑοῦ 1 
us in the flesh, do ye also arm yourselves with the same mind: 
for he that hath suffered in the flesh hath ceased from sin, so as 2 
'no longer to-live the rest of Ais time in the flesh according to 
the desires of men, but according to the will of God. For the 3 
time which hath past οὗ ' your life is sufficient to have wrought 
the will of the Gentiles, walking in lasciviousness, evil desires, 
excess of wine, revellings, banquetings, and abominable idola- 
tries: wherein they think it strange that ye do not run to the 4 
same excess of riot with them, speaking evil of you; who shall 5 
render account to him. who is.prepared to judge the living and 
the dead. . For ta this end hath the ‘gospel been preached even 6 
to those who.are dead, that "they might be judged according to 
men in the flesh, but might live according to God in the spirit. 
Now the end of all things is at hand: be ye therefore sober, and 7 
watch unto prayer. And above all things buve fervent love one 8 
to another: for love ¥ will cover a multitude of sins. Be hos- 9 
pitable to one another without grudging. Let every one accord- to 
ing as he hath received 'a spiritual gift, minister the same one _ 
to another, as good stewards of the manifold grace of God. If 11 
any one speak, det him speak ' according to the oracles of God ; 
if any one minister, let him do ἐξ as from the ability which God 
giveth: that in al) things God may be glorified through Jesus 
Christ, to whom be the glory and the dominion for ever and 
ever. Amen.

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12 Beloved, be not surprised at the fiery ‘trial which hath come 
to try you, as though some strange thing “hed befallen -you: 
19 but inasmuch ag ye partake of the aed of Christ; Yepeice > 
that, when his glory shail be revealed, ye may rejoice also with 
14 exceeding joy. If ye be reproached in the name ‘of Christ, 
happy are ye ; for the spirit of Τ glory and of God resteth upon 
you:* on their part he is evil spoken of, but on your part he is 
15 glorified; Wherefore let none of you saffer as ἃ murderer, or 
as ἃ robber, or as an evildoer, or as a meddler in ‘other men’s 
16 affairs. But if he suffer as being a Christian, let him not be 
17 ashamed ; but let him glorify God:'on that account. For the 
time ἐξ come that judgment must begin with the houschold of 
God: and if it first begin with us, what shall the end be of those 
18 who obey not the gospel of God? And if. the righteous can 
scarcely be ‘saved, where shall the ungodly and the sinner ap- 
1g pear? wherefore let those who suffer according to the will of 
God commit the keeping of their souls in well doing to him, as 
unto a faithful Creator. 


1 CHAP. V.—The ‘elders that are among you I exhort, who 
am a fellow-elder, and a witness of the sufferings of Christ, and 
ἃ ἃ partaker also of the glory that is to be revealed: feed the 
flock of God which is among you, ! taking the charge thereof, 
not by constraint, but willingly; not for the sake of dishonour- 
3 able gain, but with a ready mind; neither as having dominion 
over 'those who fall to your lot, but as being ensamples to the 
4 flock. And when the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye shall 
5 receive the crown of glory that fadeth not away. In like manner, 
ye who are younger, submit yourselves unto theelder. Yea, let 
all be subject to one another, and be ye clothed with humility : 
for ‘‘ God resisteth the proud, but ' giveth grace to the humble.” 
6 Humble yourselves therefore under the mighty band of God, 
7 that he may exalt you in due time: casting all your anxious

And may the 
God of all grace, who hath called τυ unto bis eternal glory by 
Christ Jesus, after ye have suffered a while, himself make you 
perfect, confirm, strengthen, τ establish you. To him be the glory 
and the dominion for.ever and ever,. Amen. 

‘T have written to you thus briefly by Silvanus, a faitbful bro- 
ther, as I judge; exhorting you, and testifying that this wherein 
ye stand is the true grace of God. The church in Babylon, chosen 
together with you and Mark my son, salute you; and salute 
one another with a kiss of charity.

‘THE SECOND EPISTLE GENERAL 
OF PETER. 


CHAP. I.—' Simon Peren, a servant and apostle of Jesus 
Christ, to those who have obtained like precious faith with us 
"in the "righteousness “of God and of our Saviour Jesus 
Christ: grace and peace be multiplied unto you in the know- 
ledge of God, and of Jesus our Lord, ‘according as his divine 
power hath given unto us all things relating to life and godliness, 
through the" knowledge of him that hath called us by Ais™ glory 
and virtue: ’ whereby exceedingly great and precious promises 
are given to us: that through these ye might become partakers 
of 'the divine nature, escaping from the corruption which is in

For when 
these things are in you, and abound, they show you to be neither 
barren nor unfruitful in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
9 But he who hath not these things is blind, closing his-eyes, and 
τὸ forgetting his purification from his former sins. Wherefore 
brethren, the more earnestly endeavour to make your calling 
and election sure: for if ye do these things, ye shall never fall: 
11 for thus an entrance will be ministered unto you abundantly 
into the everlasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 
12 Wherefore I will never cease to put you in remembrance of 
these things, though ye know them, and be established in the 
13 present truth, Yea, E think it meet, as long as I am in this 
tabernacle, to stir you up by putting you in remembrance; 
14 knowing that shortly I must put off this my tabernacle, even as 
15 our Lord Jesus Christ hath declared-unto me. ' Moreover I will 
endeavour that ye may be able, after my decease, to have these 
things always in remembrance. ἡ 
16 For we did not follow cunningly devised fables, when we 
made known unto you the power and coming of our Lord Jesus 
17 Christ; but we were eyewitnesses of his 'majesty: for he re- 
ceived from God the Father honour and glory, when such a 
voice as this came to him from the excellent glory, “-This is my 
18 beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased.” And this voice which 
came from heaven we heard when we were with him on the holy 
10 mount. And thus ‘we have the word of prophecy more con- 
firmed; to which ye do well to attend, as unto a light that 
shineth in a dark place, until the day dawn, and the morning 
av star arise in your hearts; knowing this first, that no prophecy 
αἱ of the scripture is 'of private interpretation. For prophecy

CHAP: IT.—But there were also false prophets among the 1 
people, even as among you there shall be false teachers, who 
will privily bring in destructive ‘sects, even denying " the Lord 
who bought them, bringing upon themselves swift destruction. 
And many will follow their τ impurities, on account of whom 2 
the way of truth will be evil spoken of. And through covetous- 3 
ness they will make a gain of you by their' feigned words ; whose 
punishment long since foretold lingcreth not, and their destruc- 
tion slumbereth not. 

For if God spared not the angels that sinned, but cast them 4 
down to ‘hell, and delivered them up to chains of darkness, to 
be reserved for judgment; and spared not the old world, but 5 
saved Noah, a preacher of righteousness, the eighth who was 
saved when he brought the flood upon the world of the ungodly ; 
and having turned the cities of Sodom and Gomortha into ashes, 6 
punished them with an overthrow, making ‘iem an example 
unto those who should afterwards be ungodly ; and delivered 7 
the righteous Lot, who was grieved by the impure behaviour of 
lawless men: (for that righteous man while he dwelt among 8 
them, seeing and hearing, had Ais righteous soul grieved from 
day to day by their unlawful deeds ;) the Lord knoweth how to 9 
deliver the godly out of their trial, and to reserve the unrighteous 
unto the day of judgment to be punished: and especially these 10 
who walk after the flesh in impure desires, and despise dominion, 
Being presumptuous and self-willed, they are not afraid to speak 
evil of dignities : whereas angels, who are greater in power and 11 
might, do not bring a railing accusation against them VY before 
the Lord. But these men, as brute beasts led by nature, made 12 
to be taken and destroyed, speaking evil as to the things they

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understand not, shall utterly perish in their sewn corruption ; 
19 receiving the due reward of unrighteousness, as accounting it plea- 
sure to riot in the daytime; being spots and blemishes, rioting 
14 in their own "deceits while they feast with you; having eyes 
full of adultery, and that cease not from sin; laying snares for 
the unstable: having the heart exercised in covetous practices ; 
16 ‘children of the curse ; who forsaking the rigbt path, have gone 
astray, following the way of Balaam the son of * Bosor, who 
16 loved the wages of unrighteousness, but was rebuked for his 
transgression ; when the dumb ass speaking in man’s language 
17 forbad the madness of the prophet. These men are as wells 
without water, as vapours driven by a storm; for whom the 
18 mist of darkness is reserved Yfor ever, Because speaking great 
swelling words of falsehood, they allure with carnal desires and 
wantonness, them that had “nearly escaped from those who live 
ig in error. While they promise them freedom, they themselves 
are the slaves of corruption: for by whomsoever a man is over- 
20 come, by him also he is enslaved. For if, after they have 
escaped the pollutions of the world through the knowledge of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, being again entangled 
therein, they are overcome, the latter end becometh worse with 
ai them than the beginning. For it had been better for them not 
to have known the way of righteousness, than, having known if, 
to turn away from the holy commandment delivered unto them. 
a2 But it hath happened to them according to the true proverb, 
“‘ The dog hath returned to his own vomit; and the sow, that 
was washed, to her wallowing in the mire,” 


1 CHAP. II1.—This second episile, beloved, I now write 
unto you; in both which I stir up your pure minds to remem- 
4 brance: that ye may recollect the words which were formerly 
spoken by the holy prophets, and the commandment of us the 
3 apostles of our Lord and Saviour: knowing this first, that there 
shall come in the last days scoffers, walking after their own evil 
4 desires, and saying, “ Where is ' the promise of bis coming? for

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from the time that the fathers fell asleep, all things continue us 
from the beginning of the creation.” For 'of this they are wil- 
fully unmindful, that by the word of God the heavens were of 
old, and the earth also which standeth out of the water, and it

the water: whereby the world that then was, being overflowed 6 


with water, perished : but the heavens and the earth, which are 
now, are reserved by Yhis word, being kept for fire against the 
day of judgment and of the destruction of ungodly men. But, 
beloved, be not unmindful of this one thing, that one day és with 
the Lord as a thousand years, and a thousand years as one day.

The Lord doth not delay ' as to his promise, as some men account 9 


delaying ; but he is long suffering towards us, not desiring that 
any should perish, but that all should come to repentance. But 
the day of the Lord will come as a thief¥; in which the heavens 
shall pass away with a great noise, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also and the works that are thereon 
shall be burned up. Since then all these things are to be dis- 
solved, what manner of‘ persons ought yc to be in all holy beha- 
viour and godliness, looking for and earnestly desiring the coming 
of the day of Y God, wherein the heavens being set on fire shall 
be dissolved, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat? 
Nevertheless, according to his promise, we look for new heavens 
and a new earth, wherein dwellcth righteousness. 

Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye look for such things, be 
diligent that ye may be found by him in peace, without spot, 
and blameless. And account the longsuffering of our Lord to 
be for salvation; even as our beloved brother Paul also, accord- 
ing to the wisdom given unto him, hath written unto you; as 
indeed in all Ais epistles, speaking in them concerning these 
things ; among ¥ which ' ¢Aings are some hard to be understood, 
which the unlearned and unstable "wrest, as éhey do the other 
scriptures also, unto their own destruction. Therefore, be- 
loved, seeing that ye know these things beforehand, beware, 


5." those who so think are ignorant’ BI. 9. ‘ who hatb pro- 
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lest ye also, being led away with the error of the wicked, fall 

1B from your own stedfastness, But grow in ' grace, and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. To bim be 
glory both now and "for ever. Amen.

t CAP. I.—Tnaat which was from the beginning, which we 
have heard, which we have seen with oer eyes, which we have 
looked upon, and our hands have handled, concerming the! Word 

2 of life; (for the life was manifested, and we have seen and bear 
testimony, and declare unto you! that everlasting life, which was 

3 "with the Father, and was manifested unto us ;) that J sey which 
we have seen and heard, we declare unto you, that ye also may 
have ! fellowship with uss and our " fellowship truly is with the 

4 Father, and with his Son Jesus Christ, And these things we 

§ Write unto you, that your joy may be complete. Now this is the 
declaration which we have heard from him, and make known to 

6 you, that God is light, and in Him is no darkness at all, If we 
say that we have fellowship with Him, and yet walk in darkness, 

7 we speak falsely, and conform not to the truth: bat if we walk 
in the light, as He is in the light, ' we have fellowship with each 
other, and the blood of Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth us from 

8 allsin. If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 

9 nnd the truth is not in us. If we confess our sins, ' He is hith- 
ful and just '' to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from ull 

10 unrightcousness. If we say that we have not sinned, we make 
Him speak falsely, and [is word is not in us.

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CHAP. II.—Mr ! children, these things write I unto you, 1 
that ye may not sin. Yet if any one hath sinned, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the rightcous: and he is 2 
‘the propitiation for our sins: and not for ours only, but also 
for the sins of the whole world. 

And by this we know that we ' know him,—if we keep his 3 
commandments. He that saith, “ 1) know him,” and keepeth 4 
not his commandments, speaketh falsely, and the truth is not in 
that man. But whosoever keepeth his word, of ἃ truth in that 5 
man the love of God is perfected: by this we know that we are 
inhim, He that saith he abideth in him ought himself also so 6 
to walk, even as he walked. 

¥ Beloved, I write ng new commandment unto ‘you, but an 7 
old commandment which ye had from the beginning. The old 
commandment is the word which ye have heard ¥ from the be- 
ginning. ‘Again, a new commandment I write unto you; 8 
which thing is true in him and in * you: because the darkness 
hath passed away, and the ''true light now shincth. He that ὁ 
saith he is in this ight, aud hateth his brother, is in darkness even 
until now. He that loveth his brother abideth in this light, and 10 
there is no ‘occasion of stumbling in him. But he that hateth 11 
his brother is in the darkness, and walketh in the darkness, and 
knoweth not whither he goeth, because the darkness hath blinded 
his eyes. 

I write unto you, children, because your sins are forgiven 12 
you 'for his name’s sake, 1 write unto you, fathers, because 13 
ye have known 'him thaé was from the beginning. [| write unto 
you, young men, because ye have overcome the evil one. I write 
unto you, children, because ye have known the Father. YI 14 
"have written unto you, fathers, because ye have known " him 
that was from the beginning. I “have written unto you, young 
men, because ye ate strong, and the word of God abideth in you, 
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15 and ye have overcome the. evil one. Love not the world, nor 
the things éhat are in the world. If any man love the world, 
16 the love of the Father is not in him. For all that ἐξ in the 
world—the desires of the flesh, and the desires of the eyes, and the 
17 pride of life—is not of the Father, but is of the world. And 
the world passeth away, and the desires thereof: but he that 
doeth the will of God abideth for ever. 
18 My children, it is the last time; and as ye have heard that 
the antichrist shall come, so even now there are many anti- 
19 christs; whereby we know that it is the last 'time. They went 
out ‘from us, but they were not of us; for if they had been of 
us, they would have continued with us: but they went * out, 
ao to make manifest that all were not of us. ‘But ye have an 
δι anointing from the Holy One, Yand know all things. I ‘have 
not written unto you because ye know not the truth, but because 
22 ye know it, and that no falsehood is of the truth. Who is the 
speaker of falsehood but he who denieth that Jesus is the Christ? 
23 Ile is the antichrist, who denieth the Father and the Son. ' Who- 
soever denieth the Son, hath not the Father: τ δέ he who ac- 
24 knowledgeth the Son hath the Father also. Let that therefore 
‘abide in you, which ye have heard from the beginning. If that 
which ye have heard from the beginning shall abide in you, ye 
23, also will abide in the Son, and in the Father. And this is the 
promise which 'he hath promised us, even everlasting life, 
26 These things have I written unto you conceming those who 
47 would deceive you. But the ‘anointing which ye have received 
from him abideth in you, and ye have no need that any one 
should teach you : but as that anointing teacheth you concerning 
all things, and is truth, and is no falsehood, wherefore even as 
28 it hath taught you, abide in him. Now, therefore, my children, 
abide in him; that, when he shall appear, we may have confi- 
2g dence, and not be put to shame before him at his coming. If 
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ye know that he is righteous, ye know that every one that 'doeth 
righteousness is αὶ born of him. ᾿ 


CHAP. III.—Bznorp, how great love the Father hath be- 1 
stowed upon us, that we should be called children of God. The 
world for this reason ‘knoweth us not, because it "knew him 
not. Beloved, now are we the children of God, and it hath not 2 
yet been manifested what we shall be: ἡ butwe know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him; for we shall sce him as 
he is. And every one whothath this hope in him purifteth 3 
himself, even as He is pure. Every one who worketh sia 
worketh also the transgression of the law: for sin is the trans- 
gression of the law. And ye know that ‘he was manifested that 5 
he might take away Your sins: and "in him is no sin. Who- 6 
soever abideth in him doth not sin: whosoever sinneth hath not 
seen him, neither known him. My children, let no one deceive 7 
you: he that worketh righteousness is righteous, even as ' Ile is 
righteous. Te that worketh sin is of the devil; for the devil 8 
sinned from the beginning: 'for this purpose the Son of God 
was manifested, that he might destroy the works of the devil. 
Whosoever "5 born of God doth not work sin; because His 9 
seed abideth in him : and he cannot sin, because he “is born of 
God. Herein the children of God are manifested, and the chil- 10 
dren of the devils: whosoever worketh not righteousness is not of 
God, neither he that loveth not his brother. Tor this is the 11 
charge that ye heard from the beginning, that we should love one 
another. Not being of the Evil one as Cain was, who slew his 12 
brother: and wherefore did he slay him? Hecause his own 
works were evil, and his brother's righteous. Marvel not, my 10 
brethren, if the world hate you. We know that we have passed 14 
over from death unto life, because we love the brethren. He 
that loveth not Ais brother, abideth in death. Whosoever hateth 15 
his brother, is s' murderer: and ye know that no "murderer 
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16 hath everlasting life abiding in him. Hereby we 'know love,’ 
because "He laid down his life for us: "and we ought to lay 
17 down our lives for the brethren. But whoso hath the good things 
of this world, and seeth his brother in need, and yet shutteth up 
his ‘compassion from him, how doth the love of God abide in 
18 him? My children, let us not love in word, nor in tongue; but 
tg in deed and in truth. For hereby we know that we are of the 
20 truth, and shall assure our hearts before him. But if our heart 
condemn us, God is greater than our heart, and knoweth all 
21 things. Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, then have we 
22 ionadence toward God; and whatsoever we ask, we receive from 
him, because we keep his commandments, and work the things 
23 which are pleasing in his sight. And this is his commandment, 
That we should believe on the name of his Son Jesus Christ, 
24 and love one another, as he gave us commandment: and he 
that keepeth his commandments abideth in him,and he in him: 
and hereby we know that he abideth in us, even by the Spirit 
which he hath given us. 


1 CHAP. IV.—Betoven, ' believe not every spirit, but try the 
spirits whether they are of God: because many false prophets 
2 are gone forth into the world. Hereby Vye know the Spirit of 
God: every spirit that confesseth 'that Jesus Christ is come in 
3 the flesh is of God; and every spirit that *'doth not confess 
Jesus," is not of God. And this is that spirit of antichrist, 
whereof ye have beard that it "cometh; and now is in the 
4 world already. Ye are of God, my children, and have overcome 
them: because he that is in you, is greater than he that is in 
3 the world. They are of the world: therefore they speak of the 
6 world, and the world hearkeneth to them. We are of God: he 
that knoweth God hearkeneth to us; he that is not of God 
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hearkeneth not tous. Hereby we know the spirit of truth, and 
the spirit of error. 
Beloved, let us love one another: for love is of God; and 


7 


every one that loveth Vis 'born of God, and knoweth God. He 8 
that doth not love knoweth not God; for God is love. In this 9 


the love of God was manifested towards us, in that God sent 
forth his ' only-begotten Son into the world, that wo might live 
through him. In thisis love, not that we loved God, but that hie 
loved us, and sent forth his Son ἐο be 4 propitiation for our sins. 
Rkeloved, if God so loved us, we also ought to love one another. 
No one hath seen God at any time. If we love one another, 
God abideth in us, ‘and the love of him is perfected in us. By 
this we know that we abide in him, and he in us, because he 
hath given us of his Spirit. And we have seen and do testify 
that the Father sent forth the Son to δὲ the Saviour of the world. 
Whosoever shall confess that Jesus is Υ the Son of God, abideth 
in him, and he in God. And we have known and believed the 
love that God hath tous. God is love; and he that abideth in 
Tove abideth in God, and God in him. By this love is perfected 
within us, 'that we may have confidence in the day of judgment : 
because as he is, so are we in ibis world. There is no fear in 
love; but perfect love casteth out fear: because fear hath tor- 
ment. He that feareth is not made perfect in love. ' We love 
him, because he firat ioved us. If any one say, “ I love God,” 
and yet hateth his brother, he speaketh falsely: for he that 
loveth not his brother whom he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom lie hath not seen? Moreover this commandment we have 
from him, That he who loveth God love his brother also. 


CHAP V.—Waosorver believeth that Jesus is the ' Christ 
is" born of God: and every one that loveth him that begot loveth 
him also that is begotten by him. By this we know that we 
love Ythe children of God, when we love God, and keep his com- 
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3 mandments; for this is the love of God, that we keep his com- 

4 mandments: and his commandments are not burthensome ; for 

whosoever is 'bora of God overcometh the world: and this is the 

5. victory which overcometh the world, ever our faith. Who is it 

that overcometh the world, but he who believeth that Jesus is the 

6 Son of God? ' This is he who came " by water and blood, even 

Jesus Christ; not by the water only, but by the water and the 

blood. And it is the Spirit that beareth testimony, because the 

7 Spirit is truth. For there are three that bear testimony,” the 

8 spirit and the water, and the blood : and these three agree in one. 

9 If we receive the testimony of men, the testimony of God is 

greater : now this is the testimony of God which he hath testified 

10 concerning his Son. (116 that believeth on the Son of God hath 

the testimony in himself: he that believeth not *God maketh 

him false; because he hath not believed the testimony that God 

11 hath given conceming his Son.) And this is the testimony, 

that God hath given to us everlasting life, and this life is in his 

12 Son. [16 that thath the Son hath life; and he that "hath not 

14 the Son of God hath not life. These things I write to you,’ 

that ye may know that ye who believe in the name of the Son of 
God have everlasting life, 

14 And this is the confidence that we have towards him, that, 

if we ask any thing according to his will, he hearkeneth to us: 

15, and if we know that he hearkeneth to us; ‘whatsoever we ask, 

we know that we shall have the petitions which we have asked 

16 of him, If any one see his brother sinning a sin which isnot unto 

death, let him ask God, and he will give him life: for such, I 

say, a8 sin not untodeath, There is a sin unto death: I do not 

17 say that one should ask conceming it. All unrighteousness is 

18 sin: but there is ἃ sin not unto death, We know that whoso- 

ever is ‘born of God sinneth not; but he who is '' born of God 

19 "keepeth himself, and the evil one toucheth him not. We 

know that we are of God, and thaé the whole world lieth ‘in 
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evil; and we know that the Son of God hath come, and hath 20 
given us an understanding, that we might know ¥Him that is 
true, and we are in Him that is true, through his Son τ Jesus 
Christ. This is the true God, and 'the everlasting life. My 21 
children, keep yourselves from idols. 


THE SECOND EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


Tux elder unto the ‘elect lady and her children, whom I love 1 
"in he truth; and not I only, but all those likewise who know 
the truth; becuse of the truth, which abideth in us, and shall 2 
be with us for ever. Grace, mercy, and peace be with you, 3 
from ‘God the Father, .and from ‘the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Son of the Father, tin truth and love. 

- I rejoiced greatly that I found some of thy children walking 4 
in, the truth, 88. we: received commandment from the Father. 
And now I beseech thee, lady, not as writing a new command- 5 
ment urito thee, but that which we had from the beginning, that 
we love one another ;, and this is the love, that we walk according 6 
to his commandments: this is the commandment, Even, as ye 
have heard from the beginning, that ye should walk init. For 7 
many deceivers have entered into the world, who do not confess 
'that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh. This is the deceiver and 
the antichrist. Take heed to yourselves, that Ywe may not lose 8 
those things which we have done, but that we may receive a full 
reward, Whosoever 'transgtesseth, and abideth not in the doc- 9 
trine of Christ," hath not God. He that abideth in the doctrine 
Vof Christ, he "hath both the Father and the Son. iIfany one 10 
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come unto you, and do not bring this doctrine, receive him not 
1) into your house, neither! wish him success: for he that ' wisheth 
12 him success partaketh of his deeds which are evil. Having 
many things to write unto you, I did not incline to do it with 
paper and ink: for I hope to come unto you, and to speak 
13 face to face, that Τ our joy may be made complete. The chil- 
dren of thy ‘elect sister sulute thee. 


THE THIRD EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


1 Tue elder unto Gaius the well beloved, whom I love in the 

4 truth, Beloved, 1 wish that thou mayest prosper in all things 

3 and be in health, even as thy soul prospereth. For I rejoiced 

greatly, when the brethren came and bore testimony as to thy 

4 truth, 'even as thou walkest in the truth. I have no greater 
joy than to hear that my children walk in ¢he truth. 

5 Beloved, thou doest faithfully whatsoever thou doest for the 

6 brethren, and for strangers; who have borne testimony of thy 

love before the church: whom if thou help forward on their 

7 journey in ἃ manner worthy of God, thou wilt do well: because 

they went forth 'for Ais name’s sake, taking nothing from the 

8 Gentiles, We therefore onght to entertain such, that we may 

9 be fellowlabourers for the wuth. I'would have written to 

the church : but Diotrephes, who loveth to have the preeminence 

to among them, receiyeth us not. Wherefore, if 1 come, I will call 

to remembrance his deeds which he doeth, talking against us with 

malicious words: and not content therewith, he receiveth not the 

brethren himself, and forbiddeth those that would, and casteth 

11 them out of the church. Beloved, imitate not that which is evil, 

but that which is good. Ele that docth good is of God: but he 
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that doeth evil hath not seen God. Demetrius hath a good tes- 12 
timony from all ser, and from the truth itself: yea, and we 
also bear him testimony ; and ye know that our testimony is 
true. 

I had many things to write, but I do not incline to write 13 
them with ink and pen unto thee; for I hope I shall shortly see 14 
thee, and we shall speak face to face. Pence be to thee. The 
friends salute thee. Salute the friends by name. 


THE GENERAL EPISTLE OF JUDE. 


June, the servant of Jesus Christ, and brother of James, to 1 
those who are ‘sanctified in God the Father, and preserved in 
Jesus Christ being called: mercy and peace, and love, be 2 
multiplied unto you. 

Beloved, giving all diligence to write unto you concerning the 3 
common salvation, I thought it necessary to write unto you, 
exhorting you earnestly to contend for the faith formerly de- 
livered unto the saints. For certain men have crept in unawares, 4 
who were before of old set forth for this condemnation, ungodly 
men, turning the gracious gift of our God into lusciviousness, 
and denying !the only Sovereign,” and our Lord Jesus Christ. 

I will therefore put you in remembrance—cven you who once 5 
knew this—how the Lord, having saved fis people out of the 
land of Egypt, afterwards destroyed those who did not believe. 
And the angels who kept not their ' first slate, but left their own 6 
habitation, he hath reserved in eternal chuins under darkness, to 
the judgment of the great day ; even as Sodom and Gomorrha, 7 
and the cities about them which in like manner with these, gave 
themselves over to fornication, and went after unnatural passions, 
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are set forth for an example, having suffered the punishment of 

8 everlasting fire. In like manner also these dreamers defile the 

9 flesh, despise dominion, and speak evil of dignities. Yet Michael 

the archangel, when, contending with the devil, he disputed 

about the body of Moses, did not venture to bring against him 

10 ἃ reviling accusation, but said, “ The Lord rebuke thee.” But 

these men speak evil of those things which indeed they under- 

stand not: but what they know naturally, as brute beasts, in 

11 those things they corrupt themselves. Alas for them! for in the 

way of Cain they have gone, and after the error of Balaam they 

have run greedily for gain, and in the gainsaying of Korah have 

12 destroyed themselves. These men are blemishes in your love- 

feasts, when they feast with you, feeding themselves without re- 

straint: they are as clouds witbout water, carried aside by winds ; 

ag trees whose fruit withereth, barren, twice dead, plucked up 

13 by the roots; as raging waves of the sea, foaming out their own 

shame; as wandering stars, to whom is reserved the blackness 

14 of darkness for ever. Now Enoch, the seventh from Adam, pro- 

phesied ‘concerning these also, saying, “ Behold, the Lord 

15, cometh with "ten thousands of his saints, to execute judgment 

upon all, and to convict all the ungodly among them of all their 

ungodly deeds which they have impiously committed, and of all 

their hard speeches which ungodly sinners have spoken against 

16 him.” These are murmurers, complainers, walking after their 

ownevil desires; and their mouth speaketh great swelling 

words, having respect to the persons of men for the sake of gain. 

17 But, beloved, remember ye the words which were spoken before 

18 by the apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ; how they told you 

there should τ be scoffers in the last time, who should walk after 

19 their own ungodly desires. These be they who separate them- 
selves from others, sensual, not having the Spirit. 

30 But yc, beloved, building up yourselves on your most holy 

a1 faith, praying in the Holy Spirit, keep yourselves in the love of 

God, looking for the mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ unto ever- 

22 lasting life. And indeed ‘have pity on some, making a differ-

ence ; and save others with fear, snatching ¢hem out of the fire; 25 
hating even the garment defiled by the flesh.

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8 shall lament because of him. Even so, Amen. I am Alpha 
and Omega,’ saith the Lord » God, that is, and that was, and that 
ig to come, the Almighty. 

g I John, your brother, and companion in the affliction, and 
kingdom and patience Yof Jesus Christ, was in the island that is 
called Patmos, for the word of God, and for my testimony to 

10 Jesus Christ. I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s day, and heard 
33 behind me a lond voice, as of a trumpet, saying,” ‘* What thou 
seest, write in a book, and send ἐξ unto the seven churches’; 
unto Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, and unto Pergamos, and unto 
Thyatira, and unto Sardis, and unto Philadelphia, and unto 
12 Laodicen.” And I tamed to see whence the voice came that 
spake with me. And being turned, I saw seven golden 'candle- 
13 sticks; and m the midst of the ¥seven candlesticks one like unto 
'the Son of man, clothed with a garment down to the foot, and 
14 girt about the breast with a golden girdle. His head and Ais 
hairs were white ‘as white wool, or as snow; and his eyes were 
15 as 8 flame of fite; and his feet like unto fine brass, 'as if they 
had been purified in ἃ furnace; and his voice as the sound of 
16 many waters. And he had in his right hand seven stars: and 
out of his mouth went a sharp twoedged sword: and his coun- 
17 tenance was as the sun shineth in his strength, And when I 
saw him, I fell at his feet as dead. And he laid his richt hand

an he that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I am alive for

therefore, the things which thou bast seen, and the things which

of the seven churches: and the seven candlesticks” ore the 
seven churches,”

CIIAP. IT.—“ Unto the angel of the church of Ephesns 1 
write; ‘ These things saith he that holdeth the seven stars in his 
right hand, who walketh in the midst of the seven golden candle- 
sticks; I know thy works, and thy labour, and thy patience, 2 
and ‘how thou canst not bear them which are evil: and thou 
hast tried those which say they are apostles, and are not, aud 
hast found them to be false: and hast patience, and hast borne y 
much for my name’s sake,” and hast not fainted: nevertheless I 4 
have somewhat against thee, because thou hast Jeft thy first love, 
Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, δ 
and do thy first works: or else I will come unto thee * quickly, 
and I will remove thy candlestick out of ity place, unless tliou 
tepent. But this praise thou hast, that thou hatest the deeds of 6 
the Nicolaitans, which I also hate.” He that hath an ear, let him + 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches; to him that over- 
cometh will I give to eat of the tree of life, which is in¥ the 
paradise of my God. 

‘© And unto the angel of the church in Smyrna write; ‘These 8 
things saith the first and the last, which was dead, and is alive; 

I know "thy works, and tribulation, and poverty; (yet thou art 9 
rich) and I know the blasphemy of those who say they are Jews, 
and ore not, but are the synagogue of Satan. Fear none of 10 
those things which thou shalt suffer: behold, the ‘devil will cast 
some of you into prison, that ye may be proved; and ye shall 
have affliction ten days. Be thou faithful uuto death, and 1 
will give thee a crown of life.’ He that hath an ear, let him 1} 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches; he that overcometh 
shall not be hurt by the second death. 

« And to the angel of the church in Pengumos write; ‘These 12 
things saith he who hath the sharp sword with two cdges; I 13 
know thy *works, and where thou dwellest, even where the 
throne of Satan is: and yet thou holdest fast my name, and didst 
not deny my faith, Yeven in those days wherein Antipas was my 
faithful witness, who was slain among you, where Satan dwellcth. 
Nevertheless I have a few things against thee, because thou hast 14 
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there such as hold the doctrine of Balaam, who taught Balac to 
cast a stumblingblock before the children of Israel, that they 
might cat things offered unto idols, and might commit fornication.' 
13 So hast thou also such as hold the doctrine of the Nicolaitans,’ 
16 in like manner. Repent therefore; or else I will come unto 
thee quickly, and will fight against them with the sword of my 
mouth.’ He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches; to him that overcometh will I give of the 
hidden manna, and will give him a white stone, and on the 
stone ἃ new name written, which no one knoweth but he who 
reeciveth it. 
18 And unto the angel of the church in Thyatira write; ‘These 
things saith the Son of God, who hath his eyes like unto a 
19 flame of fire, and whose fect ere like fine brass: I know thy 
Yworks, and 'charity, and service, and faith, and thy patience, 
zo und thy last works which are better than the first. Nevertheless 
T have’ somewhat against thee, because thou sufferest Ythy 
wife Jezebel, who callcth herself a prophetess, and teacheth and 
seduceth my servants to commit fornication, and to eat things 
21 offered unto idols. And [ have given her time to repent; and 
22 she will not repent of her fornication. Behold, I will cast her 
on a bed of sickwess, and those that commit adultery with her 
23 into great affliction, unless they repent of Yher deeds. And I 
will' kill her children with "pestilence; and all the churches shall 
know that I'am he who searchcth éhe reins and the hearts: 
and I will give unto every onc of you according to your works. 
24 But to you I say, even to the rest in Thyatira, as many as re- 
ceive not this doctrine, and who have not known the depths of 
Satan, (as they speak); I will put upon you none other burden. 
25 But what ye have hold fast until I come. And he that over- 
26 cometh, and keepeth my works unto the end, to him will I give 
27 power over the nations: and ¢ he shall rule them with a rod of 
iron; they shall be broken in pieces as ἃ poticr’s vessel: even 
38 as 1 received power of my Father. And [ will give him the 
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morning star.’ [fe that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 20 
saith unto the churches. 


CHAP. ILI.— And unto the angel of the church in Sardis 1 
write; ‘ These things saith he that hath the seven Spirits of Ged, 
and the seven stars; I know thy works, that thou hast the ' name 
of being alive, and yet art dead. Be watchful, and strengthen 2 
the things which remain, * that are ready to die: for I have not 
found thy works perfect before my God. Remember therefore, 3 
how thou hast received Yand heard, and hold fast these things, 
and repent. If therefore thou shalt not watch, I will come on 
thee as a thief, and thou shalt not know what hour I will come 
upon thee. Yet thou hast a few in Sardis who have not defiled 
their garments ; and they shall walk with me in white: for they 
are worthy. Ile that overcometh, the same shall be clothed in 
white raiment; and T will not blot out his name out of the book 
of life, but I will confess his name before my Father, and before 
his angels.” He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches. 

“ And to the angel of the church in Philadelphia write; 
‘ These things saith he that is holy, he that is true, he that hath 
the key of David, he that openeth and none shutteth; and 
shutteth, and none openeth ; I know thy works: behold, I have 
sct before thee an open door, which none can shut: for thou 
hast but little strength, and yet hust kept my word, and hast 
not denied my name. Behold, I will make those of the syna- 9 
gogue of Satan—who say they are Jews, and are not, but speak 
falsely ; behold, I will make them-~to come and worship before 
thy feet, and to know that I have loved thee. Because thou 1: 
hast kept my ‘word of patience, 1 also will keep thee froin the 
hour of trial, which shal] come upon all the world, to try those 
that dwell upon the earth. YI come quickly: hold fast that 1: 
which thou hast, that no man take away thy crown. Him that 1: 
overcometh I will make a pillar in the temple of my God, and 
he shall go no more out: and I will write upon him the name 
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of my God, and the name of the city of my God, of the new 
Jerusalem, which cometh down out of heaven from my God : 
13 and 1 will write upon him my new name,’ Ile that hath an 
ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches, 
t4 “ And unto the angel of the church of Laodicea write; ‘ These 
things suith the ‘Amen, the faithful and true witness, the "be- 
15 ginning of the creation of God; I know thy works, that thou 
art neither cold nor hot: I would that thou wert cold or hot. 
16 So then because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, 
17 I will cast thee out of my mouth. Because thou sayest, ‘ I am 
rich, and grown wealthy, and have need ofnothing ; and knowest 
not that thou art wretched, and pitiablé, and poor, and blind, 
+8 and naked: I counsel thee to buy of me gold purified in the 
fire, that thou mayest bz rich; and white raiment, that thou 
mayest be clothed, and d/at the shame of thy nakedness may 
not appear; and anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, that thou 
ig mayest see. As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten: be 
20 zealous therefore, and repent. Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, and open the door, I will 
21 come in to him, and will sup with him, and he with me, To 
him that overcometh will I grant to sit with me on my throne, 
even as I also overcame, and have sat down with my Father on 
22 his throne.’ He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches.” 


1 CHAP. IV.—Arrer these things I looked, and, behold, o 
door was opencd in heaven: and the first voice which I heard 
was as it were of a trumpet talking with me; and saying, ‘Come 
up hither, and I will shew thee things which must be hereafter.’ 

2 And immediately I was in the spirit: and, behold, a throne was 

3 set in heaven, and one sat on the throne, ‘And he that sat was 
in appearance like 8 jasper and a sardius stone: and a rainbow 

4 was round about the throne, in appearance like an emerald, 
And round about the throne were four and twenty thrones: and 
upon the thrones four and twenty elders were sitting, clothed 
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in white raiment; and on their heads were crowns of gold. 
And out of the throne procceded lizhtnings and voices and thun- 5 
derings: and seven lamps of fire were burning before the throne, 
which are the seven Spirits of God. And before the throne seus ἢ 
as it were a ‘sea of glass, like crystal: and in the midst of the 
throne, and round about the throne, were four "beasts fall of 
eyes before and behind. And the first beast was like a lion, and 7 
the second beast like a calf, and the third beast had the face of 

ἃ man, and the fourth beast was like a flying cagle. And the 8 
four beasts had each of them six wings; which were full of cyes 
round about and within: and they rest not day and night, 
saying, “ Holy, holy, holy, Lord God Almighty, which was, 
and is, and is to come!” And when those beasts give glory and 9 
honour and thanks to him that sat on the throne, who liveth 
for ever and ever, the four and twenty elders fall down before 1: 
him that sat on the throne, and worship him that liveth for ever 
and ever, and cast their crowns before the throne, saying, “Thou 1: 
art worthy, "O Lord, to receive glory and honour and power: 
for thou hast created all things, and by thy will they ‘were, and 
were created 1” 


CHAP. V.—And I saw in the right hand of him who sat 1 
upon the throne a book written within and without, scaled 
with seven seals. And 1 saw a mighty angel proclaiming with a 
loud voice, ‘* Who is worthy to open the book, and to loose the 
seals thereof?” And no one in heaven “above, οἵ ἢ earth, or under 3 
the earth, was able to open the book, and to look thereon. And 4 
I wept much, because none wes found worthy to open” the 
book, and to look thercon. And one of the elders saith unto - 
me, * Weep not! behold, the Lion of the tribe of Judah, the 
Root of David, hath prevailed to open the book, and the seven 
seals thereof.” And I beheld, in the midst between the throne ¢ 
and the four beasts, and in the midst between the elders, stood 
a Lamb, as if it had been slain, having seven horns and seven 
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eyes, which are the seven Spirits of God sent forth into all the 
7 earth. And he came and took the book out of -the right hand 
8 of him who sat upon the throne. And when fe had taken the 
book, the four beasts and the four end twenty elders fell down 
before the Lamb, having every one of them harps, and golden 
g ‘bowls full of"! odours, which are the prayers of the saints. And 
they sang ἃ new song, saying, “ Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals thereof: for thou wast slain, and 
hast !redeemed us to God by thy blood out of every tribe, and 
to tongue, and people, aod nation ; and hast made ‘them unto our 
God kings and priests: and "they shall reign on the earth.” 
11 And I looked, and heard the voice of many angels round about 
the throne and the beasts and the elders: and the number of 
them was ten thousands of ten thousands, and thousands of 
12 thousands; saying with a loud voice, “ Worthy is the Lamb 
that was slain to receive power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
13 strength, and honour, aud glory, and blessing!” And every crea- 
ture that is in heaven, and on the earth, and under the earth, 
and such as are in the sca, and all that are therein, heard I 
saying, “ Blessing, and honour, and glory, and dominion, be 
unto him that sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb for 
14 ever and ever!” And the four beasts said, Ameu. And the‘ 
elders fell down and worshipped." 


1 CHAP. VI.—And I saw when the Lamb opened one of the 
seven seals, and T heard, as it were the noise of thunder, one of 
2 the four beasts saying, “Come and sec!” And 1 saw, and 
behold ὦ white horse: and he who sat thereon had a bow; and 
᾿Ά Crown was given unto him: and he went forth conquering, 
and to conquer. 
3 And when'he had opened the second 968}, 1 heard the second 
4 beast say, * Come!”* And there went out another horse that 
was red: and power was given to him who sat thereon to take 
peace from the earth, and that men should kill one another: and 
there was given unto him a great sword. 
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And when ke had opened the third seal, I heard the third 
beast say, “Come and see!” And I beheld, and lo a black 
horse; and he who sat thereon had 8. pair of balances in his 
hand. <And I heard a voice in the midst of the four beasts say, 
“Α ‘small measure of wheat for a '' penny, and three smill 
measures of barley for ἃ penny; and hurt thou not the oil and 
the wine.”

And when he had opened the fourth seal, I heard the voice 7 
of the fourth beast say, “Come and see!” And I looked, and 8 


behold a pele horse: and the name of him who sat thereon was 
Death, and the 'Grave followed with him, And power was 
given unto him over the fourth part of the earth, to kill by the 
sword, and by famine, and "by pestilence, and by the wild 
beasts of the earth. 


And when fe had opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altur 9 


the souls of those who had been slain for the word of God, and 
for the testimony which they had borne: and they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, “ How long, 'O Lord, holy and true, dost 
thou not judge and avenge our blood on those that dwell on the 
earth?” And a white robe was given unto each of them; and 
it was told unto them, that they should rest yet for a ¥season, 
until the number of their fellowservants also and of their brethren, 
that should be killed as they had been, should be filled up. 
And I beheld when Ae had opened the sixth seal, and there 
was ἃ great earthquake; and the sun became black as sackcloth 
of hair, and the whole moon became as blood; and the stars of 
heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig tree casteth its untimely 
figs when it is shaken by a mighty wind. And the heaven de- 
parted as ἃ scroll when it is rolled together; and every mountain 
and island were moved out of their places. And the kings of 
the earth, and the great men, and the chief captains, and the 
rich men, and the mighty men, and evcry bondman, and every 
free man, hid themselves in the dens and in the rocks of the 
mountains; and they say to the mountains and rocks, “ Fall on 
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us, and hide us from the face of him who sitteth upon the throne, 
17 and from the wrath of the Lamb: for the great day of his wrath 
is come; and who shall be able to stand ?” 


» CITAP. VIT.—And after these things I saw four angels stand- 
ing on the four ‘corners of the earth, holding the four winds of 
the earth, that the wind should not blow on the earth, nor on 

4 the sea, nor on any tree. And I saw another angel coming up 
from ithe east, having the seal of the living God: and he cried 
with a loud voice to the four angels, to whom it was given to 

4 hurt the earth and the sea, saying, “ Hurt not the earth, neither 
the sea, nor the trees, till we have sealed the servants of our God 

4 on their foreheads.” And T heard the number of those who were 
sealed: and there were scaled an hundred and forty and four 

5. thousand of all the tribes of the children of Israel. Of the tribe 
of Judah were sealed twelve thousand, Of the tribe of Reuben 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Gad were sealed 

6 twelve thousand, Of the tribe of Asher were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. Of the tribe of Napthali were sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of Manasse were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Simeon were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Levi were sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Issachar were 

8 sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Zebulon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Joseph were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Benjamin were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. 

g After this I looked, and behold a great multitude, which no 
one could number, of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and 
tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 

10 with white robes, and palms in their hands; and they cry with 
a loud voice, saying, '** This salvation be ascribed to our God 
12 who sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb!” And all 
the angels stood round about the throne, and about the elders 
and the four beasts, and fell before the throne on their faces, 
12 and worshipped God, saying, “Amen: Blessing, and glory, and 
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wisdom, and thanksgiving, and honour, and power, and misht, 
be unto our God for ever and ever! Amen.” And one of the 
elders spake, saying unto me, “ Who are these who are arrayed 
in white robes? and whence came they?” And I said unto him, 14 
<'Sir, thou knowest.” And he said to me, “ These are they 
who came out of great affliction, and have washed their robes, 
and made them "white in the blood of the Lamb. Therefore 15 
are they before the throne of God, and serve him day and night 
in his temple: and he that sitteth on the throne will ‘dwell 
among them. They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any 
more; neither shall the sun shine on ihem, nor any heat. For 
the Lamb who is in the midst of the throne shall ' feed them, 
ond shall lead them unto * fountains of "living waters: and God 
shall wipe away all tears from their eyes.”

CHAP. VIIT.—-And when the Lamb had opened the seventh 
seal, there was silence in heaven about the space of half an hour. 
Aud I saw the seven angels that stood before God; and to them 
were given seven trampets. And another angel came and stood 
at the altar, having a golden censer; and there was given unto 
him much incense, that he might offer ἐξ with the prayers of all 
the saints upon the golden altar which was before the throne. And 4 
the smoke of the incense ascended up before God from ihe hand 
of the angel, together with the prayers of the saints. And the 5 
angel took the ceuser, and filled it with fire from the altar, and 
cast ἐξ upon the earth: and there were sounds, and thunderings, 
and lightnings, and an earthquake. 

And the seven angels that had the seven trumpets prepared 
themselves to sound them. The first sounded his trumpet, and 
there followed hail and fire mingled with blood, and they were 
cast upon the earth: and ‘the third part of the earth was burnt 
up, and the third part of the trees was burnt up, and all green 
grass was burnt up. And the second angel sounded his trumpet, 8 
and as it were a great mountain burning with fire was cast into 
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ὁ the seas and the third part of the sea became blood; and the 
third part of the creatures which were in the sea, and had life» 

10 died; and the third part of the ships were destroyed. And the 
third angel sounded his trumpet, and there fell a great star from 
heaven, burning like a lamp, and it fell upon the third part of 

11 the rivers, and upon the springs of waters ; and the name of the 
star was called Wormwood; and the third part of the waters be- 
came wormwood; and many men died of the waters, because 

12 they were made bitter. And the fourth angel sounded bis tram- 
pet, and the third part of the sun was smitten, and the third part 
of the moon, and the third part of the stars; so thatthe third 
part of them was darkened, and the day shone not for a third 

13 part of it, and the night in like manner. And I looked, and 
heard an ‘cagle éhat was flying through the midst of heaven, 
saying with a loud voice, “ Woe, woe, woe, to the inhabiters of 
the earth by reason of the other blasts of the trumpet of the three 
angels, who are yet to sound !” 


1 CITAP. IX.—And the fifth angel sounded his trumpet, and 
I saw a star fall from heaven unto the earth: and to him was 
2 given the key of the mouth of the abyss. And he opened the 
mouth of the abyss ; and there arose a smoke out of the mouth, 
as the smoke of a great furnace; and the sun and the air were 
darkened by reason of the smoke of the mouth of the abyss. 
3 And there came out of the smoke locusts upon the earth: and 
unto them was given power, as the scorpions of the earth have 
4 power, And it was commanded them that they should not hurt 
the herbs of the earth, neither any green thing, neither any tree; 
but only those men who have not the seal Yof God on their 
§ foreheads. And to the locusts it was given in charge that they 
should uot kill those men, but that they should be tormented 
five months: and their torment was as the torment of a scorpion, 
6 when it stingetha man. And in those days men will seek death, 
and will not find it; and will desire to die, and death will flee 
7 from them. And the shapes of the locusts were like horses pre- 
pared unto battle; and on their heads were as it were crowns of 
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gold, and their faces were as the faces of men. And they had 8 


hair as the hair of women, and their teeth’ were a3 the teeth of 


lions. And they had breastplates, as it were breastplates of 9 


iron ; and the sound of their wings was as the sound of chariots 
of many horses running to battle. And they hud tails like scor- 
pions, and there were stings in their tails: and their power was 
to hurt men five months. They had a king over them, τοῖο is 
the angel of the abyss, whose name in the Hebrew tongue 4 
Abaddon, but in the Greek tongue he hath the name Apollyon 
{the destroyer), One woe is past; and, behold, two woes more 
come afterwards. 

And the sixth angel sounded his trampet, and T heard a voice 
from the four horns of the golden altar which wes before God, 
saying to the sixth angel that had the trumpet, “ Loose the four 


14 


angels which are bound at the great river Euphrates.” And the 15 


four angels were loosed, that were prepared for an hour, and a 
day, and a month, and a year, to slay the third part of men. 
And the number of the army of the horsemen was two 'myriads 
of myriads: I heard the number of them. And ‘afterwards 
I saw the horses in the vision, and those who sat on them, 
having breastpletes of fire, and of jacinth, and of brimstone: 
and the heads of the horses were as the heads of lions ; and out 
of their mouths issued fire and smoke and brimstone. By these 
three scourges the third part of men was killed, by the fire, 
and the smoke, and the brimstone, which issue out of their 
mouths. Yor the power of the horses is in their mouth, and in 


their tails: for their tails were like serpents, and had heads, and — 


with them they hurt. And the rest of the men, who were not 
killed by these scourges, yet repented not of the works of their 
hands, so as not to worship demons and idols of gold, and 
silver, and brass, and stone, and wood; which can neither see, 
nor hear, nor walk: neither did they repent of their murders, 
nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of their thefts, 


CHAP. X.-—And I saw another mighty angel come down 
from heaven, clothed with a cloud: and a rainbow was over 
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his head, and his face was as the sun, and his feet as pillars of. 
4 fire: and he had in his hand a little book open: and he set his 
8 right foot upon the sea, and Ais left foot on the land, and cried 
with a loud voice, as when a lion roareth: and when he had 
4 cried, seven thunders uttered their voices. And when the seven 
thunders had uttered their voices, 1 was about to write: and I 
heard a voice from heaven saying, ** Seal up those things which 
5 the seven thunders uttered, and write them not.” And the 
angel that I saw standing upon the sea and upon the land, lifted 
6 up hig Yright hand to heaven, and sware by Him who liveth for 
ever and ever, who created heaven, and the things which are 
therein, and the earth, and the things which are therein, and the 
sea, and the things which are therein, that 'the time would not 
ἡ be yet: but in the days of the blast of the seventh angel, when 
he shall sound his trumpet, and the mystery of God shall be 
finished, as he hath declared the glad tidings to his servants the 
8 prophets. And the voice which I heard from heaven spake to 
me again, and said, “ Go and take the little book which is open 
in the hand of the angel that standeth upon the sea and upon 
9 the land!” And 1 went unto the angel, desiring him to give me 
the little book. And he said unto me, “ Take it, and eat it up; 
and it shull make thy belly bitter, but it shall be ia thy mouth 
10 sweet as honey.” And I took the little book out of the hand of 
the angel, and ate it up; and it was in my mouth sweet as honey, 
11 but as soon as I had eaten it, my belly was bitter. Then he said 
to me, ‘“‘ Thou must prophesy again before many peoples, and 
nations, and tongues, and kings.” 


1 CHAP. XI.—And there was given mea reed likea measuring 
rod; Véhe angel saying, “ Rise, and measure the temple of 
a God, and the altar, and reckon those that worship therein. But 
the court which is without the temple leave out, and measure it 
not; for it is given unto the Gentiles: and the holy city shall 
3 they tread under fvot forty and two months. And I will grant 
unto my two witnesses, that they shall prophesy a thousand two 
4 hundred and threescore days, clothed in sackcloth.” These are 
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two olive trees, and two candlesticks standing before the ¥ Lord 

of the earth. And if any one will seek to hurt them, fire pro- 5 
-ceedeth out of their mouth, and devoureth their enemies: and if 
any one seek to hurt them, he must in this manner be killed. 
These have power to shut heaven, that it rain not in the days of 6 
their prophecy: and have power over the waters, to tum them 
into blood, and to smite the earth with every scourge, as often 

as they will. And when they shall have finished their testimony, 7 
the beast that shall ascend out of the abyss will make war against 
them, and will overcome them, and kill them, And their dead 8 
bodies will lie in the street of the great city, which spiritually is 
called Sodom and Egypt, where also ‘their Lord was crucified. 
And they of the people and tribes and tongues and nations will 9 
see their dead bodies three days and an half, and will not suffer 
their dead bodies to be put intoa tomb. Aud those who dwell 10 
upon the earth will rejoice over them, aud make merry, aad will 
send gifts one to another; because these two prophets tormented 
those who dwelt on the earth, And after three days and a half 1: 
the ‘spirit of life from God entered into them, and they stood 
upon their feet; and great fear fell upon those who saw them. 
And ‘they heard.a great voice from heaven saying unto them, 12 
“Come up hither.” And they ascended up to heaven in a 
cloud; and their enemies beheld them. And'in that same 13 
hour there was ἃ great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city 
fell, and by the earthquake were slain seven thousand men: and 
the rest were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of heaven. 
The second woe is past; and, behold, the third woe cometh 14 
quickly. 

And the seventh angel sounded bis trumpet; and there were 15 
loud voices in heaven, saying, “ The kingdom of this world is 
become the kingdom of our Lord, and of his 'Christ; and he 
shali reign for ever and ever.” And the four and twenty elders, 16 
who sat before God on their thrones, fell upon their faces, and 
worshipped God, Saying, “‘ We give thee thanks, O Lord God 17 
Almighty, who art, and wast’; because thou hast taken to thee 
thy great power, and hast reigned. And the nations were 18 
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ungry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that 
they should be judged,and that thou shouldest give reward unto 
- thy servants the prophets, and to the saints, and to those who 
fear thy name, small and great; aud shouldest destroy those 
1g who destroy the earth.” And the temple of God was opened in 
' heaven, and the ark "οἵ the covenant of the Lord was seen in his 
temple: and there were lightnings, and voices, and an earth- 
quake, and great huil. 


1 CHAP. XT¥.—And there appeared a great wonder in heaven ; 

a woman clothed with the sun,and the moon wes under her 

2 feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve stars: and she being 

with child cried out, travailing in birth, and in pain to bring 

3 forth. And there appeared another wonder in heaven; for be- 

hold a great red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and 

4 seven crowns upon his heads, And his tail drew the third part 

of the stars of heaven, and cast them to the earth: and the 

dragon stoud before the woman who was ready to bring forth 

5, to devour her child as soon as she should bring forth. And she 

brougbt forth a male child, who was to rule all the nations with 

ἃ rod of iron: and her child was caught up to God, and to his 

6 throne. And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she 

hath a place prepared of God, that she should be fed there-a 
thousand two hundred und threescore days. 

+ And there was war in heaven: Michael and his angels warring 

with the dragon ; and the dragon warred and his angels, but he 

8 prevailed not; neither was their place found any more in heaven. 

g And the ereat dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the 

devil, and Satan, who deceiveth the whole world: he was cast 

10 out upon the carth, and his angels were cast out with him, And 

I heard a loud voice saying in heaven, ** Now is come salva- 

tion, and strength, and the kingdom of our God, and the autho- 

sity of his !Christ: for the accuser of our brethren is cast down, 

11 who accused them before our God day and night. But they 

overcame him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the word of 

their testimony; and they loved not their lives,'unto death.

Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and ye that dwell in them, Alas 12 
ἴον" the earth and for the sea! for the devil is come down unto 
you, having great wrath, because he knoweth that he hath,but a 
short time.” And when the dragon saw that he was cast out 13 
upon the earth, he persecuted the woman who brought forth the 
male child, And to the woman were given two wings οὗ 'a great 14 
eagle, that she might fly into the wilderness, to her place, where 
she is ἐο be fed for a time, and times, and balf a time, from be- 
fore the serpent. And the serpent cast out of his mouth water 15 
as it were a river after the woman, that he might cause her to be 
carried away by the river. But the earth helped the woman, 16 
and the earth opened its mouth, and swallowed up the river 
which the dragon cast out of his mouth. And the dragon was 17 
wroth with the woman, and departed to make war with the rest 

of her offspring, who kept the commandments of God, and held 
fast the testimony of Jesus. 


CHAP. XIII.—And I stood upon the sand of the sea, and 1 
saw a "beast rise up out of the sez, having ten horns and seven 
heads, and upon his horns ten crowns, and upon his heads 
*"names of blasphemy. And the beast which I saw was like 2 
a leopard ; and his feet were as the feet of a bear, and his mouth 
as the mouth of 5 lion: and the dragon guve him his own 
power, and his own throne, and great authority. And J saw 3 
one of his heads as it were wounded to death; and his deadly 
wound was healed: and all the world wondered after the beast. 
And they worshipped the dragon because he gave authority unto 4 
the beast: and they worshipped the benst, saying,“ Who is 
like unto the beast? and who is able to make war with him ?”’ 
And there was given unto the beast a mouth speaking great 5 
things and blasphemies ; and authority was given unto him” to 
continue for forty-two months. And be opened his mouth in 6 
blasphemy against God ; to blaspbeme his name, and his taber- 
nacle, and those who dwell in heaven. And it was given him 7

to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: and autho- 
tity was given him over every tribe and people, and tongue, and 
8 nation. And all that dwelt upon the earth worshipped him, 
whose ' names are not written in the book of life of the Lamb 
g that was slain from the foundation of the world. If any one 
10 have an ear, Jet him hear, If any one lead into captivity he 
shall go into caplivity: if any one kill with the sword he must 
be killed with the sword. Here is the patience and the faith of 
the saints, 
11 And I beheld another beast coming up out of the earth ; and 
15. he bad two horns like a lamb, but he spake asa dmgon. And 
he excrciseth all the authority of the first beast in his presence, 
and causeth the earth and those who dwell therein to worship 
t3 the first beast, whose deadly wound was healed. And he doeth 
great wonders, even to make fire come down ftom heaven upon 
14 the earth in the presence of men; and he deceiveth those that 
dwell on the earth by means of those miracles which it was 
given him to do in the presence of the beast; saying to those 
who dwell on the earth, that they should make an image to the 
5. beast, that had the wound by ἃ sword, and lived. And it was 
given ἰο him to give life to the image of the beast; that the 
image of the beast should both speak, and cause that as many 
as would not worship the image of the beast should be killed. 
16 And he causeth all, both small and great, rich and poor, free 
and bond, to receive a mark on their right hand, or on their 
17 foreheads: und that no man might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, even the name of the beast, or the number of his 
name, 
18 Here is wisdom. Let him that bath understanding count 
_ the number of the beast: for it is the number of a man; and 
his number és Six hundred threescore and six. 


po’ 


CHAP, XIV.—And I looked, and, behold, * the Lamb stood 
on mount Sion, and with him an hundred and forty-four thou- 
sand, having * his name and his Father’s name written on their 


--- 
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foreheads, And I heard a sound from heaven, ‘as the sound of “5 
many waters, and as the sound of a great thunder: and tic 
sound which I heard was as thaf of harpers playing on their 
harps: And they sang a new song before the throne, and before 3 
the four beasts, and the elders: and no one could learn that 
song but the hundred and forty-four thousand, that were re- 
deemed from the earth. These are they that were not defiled with 4 
women; for they are virgins. These are they that follow the 
Lamb whithersoever he goeth. These were redeemed from 
among men, as the firstfruits unto God and to the Lamb. And 5 
in their mouth was found no falsehood: for they are ‘without 
fault ¥. 

And I saw another angel flying in the midst of heaven, having 6 
the everlasting gospel to preach unto those who dwell-on the 
earth, and to every nation, and tribe, and tongue, und people, 
saying with a loud voice, ** Fear’ God, and give glory to him; 7 
for the hour of his judgment is come: and worship him that 
made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the fountains of 
waters.” And there followed another angel, saying, “ Babylon 8 
the great is fallen, is fallen, ¥ because she made all nations drink 
of the wine Τοῦ the 'wrath of her fornication.” And another 9 
angel, the third, followed them, saying with a loud voice, “ If 
any man worship the beast and his image, and receive Ais mark 
on his forehead, or on hig hand, the sane shall drink of the wine 10 
of the wrath of God, which is poured out without mixture into 
the cup of his indignation ; and he shall be tormented with fire 
and brimstone in the presence ‘of the holy angels, and in the 
presence of the Lamb: and the smoke of their torment shall go 11 
up for ever and ever: and they shall have no rest day nor night, 
who worship the beast.and his image, and whosoever receiveth 
the mark of his name.” Tere is the patience of the saints, who τὰ 
keep the commandments of God, and the faith ‘of Jesus. 

And I heard a voice from heaven saying, “ Write, Blessed are 13 
the dead who die in the Lord from henceforth! Yea, saith the 
Spirit, they rest from their labours; and their works follow 
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them.” And I looked, and behold a white cloud, and upon 
the cloud ove sat like ‘the Son of man, having on his head a 
golden crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle. And another 
angel came ‘out of the teraple, erying with a loud voice to him 
that sat on the cloud, “ Put forth thy sickle, and reap: for the 
time of reaping is come; for the harvest of the earth is ripe.” 
And he that sat on the cloud put forth his sickle upon the earth ; 
and the earth was reaped. And another angel came out of the 
temple which was in heaven, he also having a sharp sickle. 
And anothes angel came out from the altar, who had authority 
over ' fire; and cried with a loud cry to him who had the sharp 
sickle, saying, “ Put forth thy sharp sickle, aud cut the clusters 
of the vine of the earth; for its grapes are fully ripe.” And the 
angel put forth his sickle mto the earth, and cut the fruit of the 
vine of the earth, and cast at into the great winepress of the 
wrath of God. And the winepress was trodden without the 
city, and blood came out of the winepress, even unto the horse 
bridles, for the space of a thousand axd six hundred furlongs. 


CHAP, XV.—And I saw another sign in heaven, great and 
marvellous, seven angels having the seven last scourges; for in 
them the wrath of God ' was filled up. And I saw as it were 8 'sea 
of glass mingled with fire: and those who had gotten the victory 
over the beast, and over his image, and over the number of his 
name, standing "by the sea of glass, having tke harps of God. 
And they sang the song of Moses the servant of God, and the 
song of the Lumb, saying, “ Great and marvellous are thy works, 
Lord God Almighty ; just and true are thy ways, thou King of 


4 the nations! Who shall not fear ¥thee, O Lord, and glorify thy 


5

name? for thou only art holy: for ¥all nations shall come and 
worship before thee ; for thy just judgments are made manifest.” 

And after that 1 looked, and the temple of the tabernacle of 
the testimony in heaven was opened: end the seven angels 
having the seven scourges, came ‘out of the temple, clothed in 
pure white linen, and having their breasts girded with golden 
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girdles. And one of the four beasts gave unto the seven angels 7 
seven golden ‘vials full of the wrath of God, who liveth for ever 
and ever. And the temple was filled with smoke from the plory A 
of God, and from his power; and no man was able to enier 
into the temple, till the seven scourges of the seven angels were 
finished. 


CHAP, XVI.—And I heard a loud voice out of the temple 1 
saying to the seven angels, “Go and pour out the seven vials of 
the wrath of God upon the earth.” And the first went, and 2 
poured out his vial upon the earth; and a noisome and gricvous 
sore fell upon the men that had the mark of the beast, and wpon 
those who worshipped his image. And the second angel poured 3 
out his vial upon the sea; and it became blood like that of a 
dead man: and every living thing died in the sea. And the 4 
third poured out his vial upon the rivers and fountains of waters ; 
and they became blood. And I heard the angel of the waters 5 
say, “ Righteous art thou ‘who art, and who wast,—-the Holy 
one—because thou hast thus executed judgment. For they 6 
have shed the blood of saints and of prophets, and thou hast 
given them blood to drink; whereof they are worthy.” 

And I heard 'one out of the altar say, “ Even so, Lord God 7 
Almighty, true and righteous are thy judgments.” 

And the fourth angel poured out his vial upon the sun; and 8 
it was given him to scorch ‘men with fire. And 'men were 9 
scorched with great heat; and men blasphemed the name of 
God, who hath authority over these scourges: and repented not, 
so as to give him glory. 

Aud the fifth angel poured out his vial upon the throne of the τὸ 
beast; and bis kingdom became darkened; and men gnawed 
their tongues for pain, and blasphemed the God of heaven be~ 12 
cause of their pains and their sores, and repented not of their 
deeds. 

And the sixth ange? poured out his vial upon the great nver 12 
Euphrates; and the water thereof was dried up, that the way of 
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13 the kings of the east might be prepared. And I saw three un- 
clean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and 
out of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of the false 

14 prophet: for they are spirits of demons, working miracles, which 
go forth unto the kings of the whole world, to gather them to the 

15 battle of that great day of God Almighty. (“* Behold, I come 
as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his gar- 

16 ments, lest he walk naked, and they see his shame.”) And the 
spirit gathered the kings together into a place called in the He- 
brew tongue Armagedon. 

17 And the seventh enge/ poured out his vial into the air; and 
there came a loud voice from the temple Yof heaven, eves from 

18 the throne, saying, “It is done.” And there were voices, and 
thunders, and lightniugs; and there was a great earthquake, 
such as had not been since men were upon the earth, so mighty 

19 an earthquake, and so great. And the great city was divided 
into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell: and the great 
Babylon came into remembrance before God, so that he gave 

50 her the cup of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath. And 
every island fled away, and the mountains were not found. 

a1 And there fell upon men a great hail out of heaven, every stone 
as it were the weight of a talent: and men blasphemed God be- 
cause of the scourge of the hail; for the scourge thereof was 


exceedingly great. 


1 CHAP. XVII.—Then one of the seven angels that had the 
seven vials, came and talked with me, saying, “Come hither; I 
will shew unto thee the judgment of the great Harlot that sitteth 

4 upon many waters; with whom the kings of the earth have 
committed fornication, and the inhabitants of the earth have 

3 been made drunk with the wiae of her fornication.” So he 
carried me away in the spirit into the desert: and I saw a 
woman sitting upon a scarlet coloured beast, which was full of 

4 names of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten homs. And 
the woman was clothed in purple and scarlet colour, and decked 
with gold and precious stones and pearls, and had in her hand 
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a golden cup full of abominations and of the filthiness of ther 
fornication: and upon her forehead a name written, “ MYS- 5 
TERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE MOTHER OF 
HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH.” 
And I saw the woman drunk with the blood of the saints, and 6 
with the blood of the witnesses of Jesus: and when I saw her, 

I wondered with great wonder, And the angel said unto mc, 7 
“ Wherefore didst thou wonder? I will tell thee the mystery 

of the woman, and of the beast that carrieth her, which hath the 
seven heads and ten horns. The beast that thou sawwest was, 8 
and is not; and is about to ascend out of the abyss, and to go 

to destruction: and they that dwell on the earth (whose names 
were not written in the book of life from the foundation of the 
world) will wonder, when they behold the beast that was, and 

is not, and is to appear again. Ilere is the mind which hath 9 
wisdom. The seven heads are seven mountains, on which the 
woman sitteth: and they are seven kings: five are fallen, and 10 
one is, and the other is not yet come; and when he cometh, he 
must continue ἃ short space. And the beast that was, and is 11 
not, even he is the eighth, and is as one of the seven, and will 

go to destruction. And the ten horns which thou sawest are 12 
ten kings, who have not yet received a kingdom; but will re- 
ceive quthority as kings at the same time with the beast. These 13 
eiff have one mind, and will give their power and strength 
unto the beast. These will make war with the Lamb, and the 14 
Lamb shall overcome them: for he is Tord of lords, aud hing 

of kings: and they that are with him are called, and chosen, and 
faithful.” And the angel saith unto me, “The waters which 15 
thou sawest, where the harlot sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, 
and nations, and tongues, And the ten horns which thou sawest 16 
and the beast, these will hate the harlot, and will make her de- 
solate and naked, and will eat her flesh, and burn her with fire. 
For God hath put into their hearts to do his will, and to agree, and 17 
give their kingdom unto the beast, until the words of God shall 
have been fulfilled. And the woman whom thou sawest is that 18 
great city, which hath dominion over the kings of the earth.” 


CHAP. XVIFI.—And after these things I saw another angel 1 
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coming down from heaven, having great authority; and the 

2 earth was enlightened with his: glory. And he cried with a 
strong voice, saying, “" Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and 

18 become the dwelling place of demons, and the haunt of every 
foul spirit, and the haunt of every unclean and hateful bird. 

3 For all the nations have drunk of the wine of the ‘wrath of her 
fornication, and the kings of the earth have committed fornication 
with her, and the merchants of the earth are become rich through 

4 the abundance of her lnxuries.”” And I heard another voice from 
heaven, saying, “Come out of her, my people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her scourges. 

5 For her sins have reached unto heaven, and God hath re- 
G membered her iniquitics. Render unto her even as she hath 
rendered, and repay her'double according to her works: in the 

7 cup which she hath mixed mix to her 'double. By how much 
she hath glorified herself, and lived luxuriously, by so much give 
unto her torment and sorrow: for she saith in her heart, ‘I sit 

as a queen, and am no widow, and shall not see mourning. 

8 Therefore shall her scourges come in one day, ‘pestilence, and 
mourning, and famine; and she shall be utterly burned with 

g fire: for strong is the Lord God who hath judged her. And 
the kings of the earth, who have committed fornication and lived 
juxuriously with her, shall bewail, and shal] lament for her, when 

10 they shail see the smoke of her burning, standing afar off for 
the fear of her torment, and saying, ‘ Alas, alas, that great city 
Babylon, that mighty city! for in one hour is thy judgment 

11 come.’ And the merchants of the earth shall weep and mourn 
12 over her; for no one buyeth their merchandize any more: the 
merchandize of gold, and silver, and of precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen, and of purple, and silk, and scarlet, and 
ail ' syeeet smelling wood, and all vessels of ivory, and all vessels 

13 Of most precious wood, and of brass, iron, and marble, and cin- 
namon, and amomum, and odours, and ointments, and incense, 
and wine, and oii, and fine flour, and wheat, and cattle, and 
sheep, and horses, and chariots, and slaves, and persons of men. 
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And the fruits that thy soul longed after are departed from thee, 
and all things which were delicate and sumptuous have perished 
from thee, and thou shalt obtain them no more at all. The 
merchants of these things, which were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar off for the fear of her torment, weeping and wailing, 
and saying, ‘ Alas, alas, that great city, that was clothed in fine 
linen, and purple, and scarlet, and decked with gold, and pre- 
cious stones, and pearls { for in one hour so great riches is come 
to nought.’ And every shipmaster, and ‘every one who voyageth 
thither, and the sailors, and as many as 'use the sca, stood afar 
off, and cried when they saw the smoke of her burning, saying, 
* What city was like unto this great city!" And they cast dust 
on their heads, and cried, weeping and wailing, saying, ‘ Alas, 
alas, that great city, wherein all that had ships on the sea be- 
came rich by reason of her costliness! for in one hour she is 
laid waste.” Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye saints, and 
apostles and prophets; for Ged hath avenged you on her. 

And a mighty angel took up a stone like a great millstone, 
and cast ἐξ into the sea, saying, “‘Thus shall that great city 
Babylon be thrown down with violence, and shall be found no 
more at all, And the sound of harpers, and of musicians, and 
of pipers, and of trumpeters, shall be heard no more at all in 
thee; and no crafisman, of whatsoever crafl he be, shall be found 
any more in thee; and the sound of a millstone shall be leard 
no more at all m thee; and the light of a lamp shall shine no 
more at all in thee ; and the voice of the bridegroom and of the 
bride shail be heard no more at all in thee: for thy merchants were 
the great-men of the earth; for by thy sorceries were all nations 
deceived. And in her hath been found the blood ' of prophets, 
and of saints, and of all that were slain upon the earth.” 


CHAP. XIX.—After these things I heard as it were a loud 
voice of much people in heaven, saying, “!' Hullelujah! now is 
the salvation, and the glory, and the power, τοῦ our God! Tor 
true and righteous are his judgments: for he hath judged the 
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great harlot, that corrupted the earth with her fornication, and 
3 hath avenged the blood of his servants at her hand.” And 
again they said, ‘ Hallelujah!” And her smoke goveth up for 
4 ever and ever. And the four and twenty elders and the four 
beasts fell down and worshipped God that sat on the throne, 
5 saying, “Amen; Hallelujah!” And a voice came out of the 
throne, saying, “ Praise our God, all ye his servants, and ye that 
6 fear him, bet4 small and great]” And I heard as it were the 
voice of a great multitude, and as it were the sound of many 
waters, and as it were the sound of mighty thunderings, saying, 
ἡ ~ Hallelujah: for our Lord God omnipotent reigneth! Let us 
be glad and rejoice, and give glory to him: for the marriage of 
8 the Lamb is come, and his wife hath made herself ready.”’ And 
it was given to her that she should be clothed. in fine linen, 
white and pure: (for the fine linen is the righteousness of the 
9 saints.) And fe saith unto me, White, Blessed are they who 
are called unto the marriage supper of the Lamb! And ke 
10 suith unto me, “These are the true sayings of God.” Then I 
fell at his feet to worship him. And he said unto me, “See 
thou do it not! Iam a fellowservant with thee, and with thy 
brethren who bear testimony to Jesus. ‘Worship God! for the 
spirit of prophecy is the testimony to Jesus.” 
11 And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse ; and he 
that sat upon bim was called Faithful and True, and in right- 
12 eousness he judgeth and maketh war. His eyes were Yas a 
flame of fire, and on his head were many crowns: and he had 
12 a name written, which none knoweth, but he himself. And he 
wat clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: and his name is 
14 called Tur Worp oF Gop, And the armies which were in 
heaven followed him upon white horses, clothed in fine linen, 
15 white und pure. And out of his mouth goeth a shatp twoedged 
sword, that with it he might smite the uations: and he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron: and he shall tread the winepress 
16 of the 'fierce wrath uf Almighty God. And he hath on Ais ves- 
ture and on his thigh a name written, KING OF KINGS, 
AND LORD OF LORDS. 
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And I saw an angel standing in the sun ; and he cried witha 17 
loud voice, saying to all the fowls thut fly in the midst of heaven, 
“‘ Come, gather yourselves together unto * the great supper of 
God; that ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of cap- 18 
tains, and the flesh of mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and 
of those who sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both free and 
bond, both small and great.” And I saw the beast, and the 19 
kings of the earth, and ‘their armies gathered together, to make 
war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. 
And the beast was taken, and the false prophet thut was with 20 
him, that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
those who had received the mark of the beast, and those who 
worshipped his image. These two were cast alive into a lake of 
fire burning with brimstone. And the rest were slain with the 2! 
sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded 
out of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh. 


CHAP. XX.—And I saw an angel come down from heaven, 
having the key of the abyss and a great chain in his hand. And 
he laid hold of the dragon, that old serpent, which is the devil, 
and Satan, and bound him a thousand years, and cast him into 3 
the abyss, end shut Aim up, and set a seal upon him, that he 
might deceive the nations no more, till the thousand years should 
be finished : and after that he must be loosed for a little time. 

And I saw thrones ; and 1 some were seated upon them, and 
judgment was given unto them : and J sew the souls of those who 
had been beheaded for their testimony to Jesus, and for the word 
of God, and who bad not worshipped the beast, neither his 
image, neither had received Ais mark upon their foreheads, or on 
their hands ; and they lived again and reigned with Christ "the 
thousand.years, (But the rest of the dead lived not again until 5 
the thousand years were finished.) This is the first resurrcction. 
Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrection: on 6 
such the second death hath no power; but they shall be priests of 
God and of Christ, and shall reign with him ‘the thousand years. 
And when the thousand years are finished, Satan will be loosed 7 
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8 out of his prison, and shall go forth to deceive. the nations which 
are in the four purts of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather 
them together for battle: the number of whom will be as the 

g sand of the sea. And they went up over the breadth of the 
earth, and surrounded the camp of the saints, and the beloved 
city ; and fire came down ¥ from God out of heaven, and de- 

10 youred them. And the devil that deceived them was cast into 
the lake of fire and brimstone, where both the beast and the false 
prophet were, and will be tormented day and night ¥ for ever 
and ever. 

11 And I sawa great white throne, and him who sat on it; from 
whosc face the earth and the heaven fled away; and no place 

12 was found for them. And I saw the dead, small and great, stand 
before Ythe throne; and the books were opened: and another 
book was opened, which is the book of life: and the dead were 
judged out of those things which were written in the books, ac- 

13 cording to their works, And the sea gave up the dead which 
were in it; and death and Hades delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were judged every one according to their 

14 works. And death and Elades were cast into the lake of fire. 

15 This is the second death.¥ And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast into the lake of fire. 


τ CHAP, XXI.—And I saw a new heaven and a new earth: 
for the first heuven and the first earth had passed away; and 
there was no more sca. i ἢ 

2 AndIsaw the holy city, the new Jerusalem, coming down from 
God out of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned for her husband. 
3 And I heard a loud voice out of heaven saying, “ Behold, the 
tabernacle of God ts with men, and he will dwell with them, and 
they shall be his people, and God himself shall be with them, ¥ 
4 and be their God. And 116 will wipe away all tears from their 
eyes; and there shall be no more death, neither sorrow nor 
crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for the former 
5 things are passed away.” And he that sat upon the throne said, 
“« Behold, I make all things new.” And he saith unto me, 
6 “ Write: for these words are faithful and true. τ And he said 
unto me, “ It is done. Iam Alpha and Omegs, the beginning 
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and the end. Unto him that is athirst, I will give of the foun- 
tain of the water of life 1 freely. He that overcometh sball 7 
inhent ¥ these things; and I will be his God, aud he shall be 
my son. But the fearful, and unbelieving, and sinners and 8 
the abominable, and murderers, and fornicators, and ' sorcerers, 
and idolators, and all liars, shall have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: which is the second death.” 
And one of the seven angels that had the seven vials full of the 9 
seven last scourges, came and talked with me, saying, ‘ Come 
hither, I will shew thee ¥ the bride, the wife of the Lamb.” And 10 
he carried me away in the spirit to a great and high mountain, 
snd shewed me the-holy city Jerusalem, coming down out of 
heaven from God, having the glory of God: and her light wus εἰ 
like a stone most precious, like a jasper stone, clear as crystal ; 
And having a wall great and high, and having {welve gates, and 12 
at the gates twelve angels, and names written on the gates, which 
are the names of the twelve tribes of the children of Israel: On 13 
the east three gates ; on the north three gates ; on the south three 
gates ; and on the west three gates. And the wall of the city had 14 
twelve foundations, and in them twelve names of the. twelve 
apostles of the Lamb. And he that talked with me had fora 15 
measure a golden reed to measure the city,and the gates thereof, 
and the wall thereof. And the city lieth foursquare, aud the length 16 
is as much as the breadth: and he measured the city with the reed, 
twelve thousand furlongs. The leagth and the breadth and the 
height of it are equal, And he measured the wall thereof, an hun- 17 
dred and forty four cubits, according to the measure of a man! 
which is the angel’s measure. And the building of the wall ofit was 18 
of jasper: and the city wus pure gold,‘ likeclear glass. And the 19 
foundations of the wall of the city were garnished with all manner 

of precious stones. The first foundation wes jasper; the second 
sapphire; the third, chalcedony ; the fourth, emerald ; the fifth, 20 
sardonyx; the sixth,sardius; theseventh, chrysolyte; the eighth, 
beryl; the ninth, topaz; the tenth, chrysoprasus; the eleventh, 
jacinth ; the twelfth, amethyst, And the twelve gates were twelve 21 


6 ‘ without cost’ N, & ‘ polsonera’ Wa, Nm. 17 4 that is of 
" an angel’ Wa, P. 8 ’ clear (brilliant) like glasu’ Wa. 
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pearls; every gate was of one pearl: and the street of the city 
22 tas pure gold, as it were transparent glass, And I saw no tem- 
ple therein: for the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb are its 
23 temple. And the city had no need of the sun, neither of the 
moon toshinein it: for the glory of God did enlighten it, and the 
24 Lamb was the lamp thereof. And the nations Υ shall walk in its 
light: and the kings of the earth shall bring their glory and 
25 honour into it, and its gates shall not be shut at all ' by day: for 
26 there shall be no night there. And men shall bring into it the 
27 glory and honour of the nations. And there shall in no wise 
enter into it anything that defileth, or that worketh abomination, 
or that utlereth a lie: but those only who are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life. ; 


1 CTIAP. XXIL.—And de shewed me a river of water of life, clear 
as crystal, proceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. 

2 In the midst between the breadth of the city and the river éhat 
ran on each side, was the tree of life which bare twelve sorts of 
fruits, and yielded its fruit every month; and the Jeaves of the 

g tree were for the healing of the nations, And there shall be no 
more curse: but the throne of God and of the Lamb shail be in 

4 it; and his servants shall worship him: and they shall see his 

5 face; ard his name shal be on their foreheads. And there shall 
be no more night ; and no need of lamp, nor of light of the sun ; 
for the Lord God will she upon them: and they shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

6 And fe said unto me, “These sayings are faithful and true ; 
and the Lord *God of the spirits of the prophets hath sent his 
angel to shew unto his servants the things which must shortly 

7 come to pass. VAnd, behold, I come quickly: hlessed is he 
that keepeth the words of the prophecy of this book.” 

8 And T John heard and saw these things. And when I had 
heard and seen, I fell down to worship before the feet of the 

g angel who shewed me these things. Then saith he unto me, 
“See thou do it not! ΤΙ am a fellowservant with thee, and with 


φῦ." daily’ P. 
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thy brethren the prophels, and with those who keep the words 
of this book: worship God!” And he saith unto me, “Seal 
not the sayings of the prophecy of this book : the time is at hand. 
Iie that is unrighteous, let him be unrighteous still: and he 
that is polluted, let him be polluted still: and he that is nght- 
eous, let him do righteousness still: aad he that is holy, let him 
be holy still.
